Heuser rises, Duryea to crumble

The birth of the campus’ newest 
member and the death of sm old 
friend occurred this week with the 
opening of Heuser Art Center and 
the tentative tearing down of 
Duryea Hall. 

Although all classes have 
started on time in the new build¬ 
ing, the project will not be com¬ 
pletely finished until early 
October. 

Because of the rush to have 
Heuser done by the beginmng of 
this school year, interior designs 
were still being drawn while work 


began on the outside structure 
This type of design-build con¬ 
struction was the main problem 
with building the new center, Ron 
Doerzaph, facilities planning 
administrator said. 

''Small details that people hadn’t 
thought of are being added to the 
building now, like more outlets in 

a room,''Doerzaph said. 

The money for the $2.1 million 
project came from last year s Cam¬ 
paign for Bradley. As of now, the 
building is reported to be close to 
the budget goal. 

Although some equipment and 


machines will be salvaged from 
Duryea, the majority of equip¬ 
ment will be replaced within three 
years. The bulk of that is coming 
this year. 

''Much of the old equipment 
was second and third hand. It was 
far too out-dated," Oscar Gil¬ 
lespie, professor of drawing and 
printmaking said. 

Gillespie said the 31,000 square 
foot building helps not only 
because of the additional work 
space, but also because the space 
is more organized.

' Hitt to become ’Maine’ man

Saying it was time to face new chal¬ 
lenges, Dr. John Hitt, former Bradley 
University provost and vice president for 
academic affairs, assumed a similar position 
at the University of Maine on August 24. 

At Maine, Hitt’s position is the vice 
president of academic affairs. This position 
makes him the chief executive officer ot 
academic administration. It is not altogether 
different from his former role at Bradley. 

nrhe only real difference between the 
two jobs is that now 1 really don’t have the 
opportunity to deal with student affairs like I 
did at Bradley," Hitt said. 

"Naturally we’re sorry to see Dr. Hitt 
go,' President Martin Abegg said, "But it 
was obvious it was going to happen. 
Sometime...when the fight job came dong I 
think he had done what he came to Bradley 
to do," Abegg said. 

One of the biggest challenges he races 
at the 11,000 student university, located in 
Orono, Maine, is to meet the expectations 
required of a state and federally-subsidized 
institute in a wide range of research fields. 
Being in charge of more complicated and

Familiar face assumes new role

Compared to the search for a per¬ 
manent provost and vice president for 
academic affairs, the search for a temporary 
replacement was quick and easy. 

Bradley President Martin Abegg needed 
only to look as far as Baker Hall. 

He offered the position to Dr. Kalman 
Goldberg, professor of economics and Illi¬ 
nois Professor of the Year for 1986, and 
Goldberg accepted. 

Abegg asked Goldberg in early August, 
and it took Goldberg less than a day to 

accept. . ^ ^ . 

'T accepted because the President asked 
me, and I thought I could be helpful to the 
University," Goldberg said. 

Several criteria were sought for the 
position, which will last through the school 
year, including knowledge of programs, 
number of years at Bradley, and respect and 
understanding of students and faculty. Gold¬ 
berg fit this criteria and is "recognized by 
students and his peers as one of the out¬ 
standing teachers we have," Abegg said. 

The University is in the process of 
appointing a search committee and hopes to

He lost his foot¬ 
ing and 8 to 10 guys fell on top of 
him. DeVita said he was buried 
for 3 to 4 minutes.

Goldberg’s job involves the academic 
affairs of the University, educational pro¬ 
gress of faculty, student recruitment, 
retention, information and technologies. 

'It’s a job that has an enormous range 
of duties... it depends upon effective 
cooperation of a large number of people,'" 
Goldberg said. 

Goldberg will continue to teach 
Economics 100, a class he has been teaching 
for almost 30 years.

JOIN SOCIAL FRAT OR SORORITY

Student’s attend Bradley University 
to obtain a better job, but show lit¬ 
tle concern for social issues while 
they’re here, according to a 17- 
year study conducted by the 
University. 

Ray Zarvell, executive director 
of the Center for Educational 
Development, said the study was 
comprised of information the 
university had from incoming 
freshmen surveys and from a 
national survey conducted by the 
American Council on Education. 

The following are the top six 
reasons students indicated for 
choosing to attend Bradley: 


1. to get a better job 

2. to learn more 

3. to make more money 

4. to gain a general education and 
appreciation of ideas 

5. to prepare for graduate school 

6. to improve reading and study 
habits 

'The strength of the response 
(to obtaining a better job) was 
surprising,'^ Zarvell said. The 
study shows that Bradley students 
are more career-oriented than stu-

dents at other private institutions. 
That’s important for us to know.' 

Zarvell said the pu^se of the 
study was to examine student 
trends. The University had its 
information and was looking for a 
comparison between Bradley and 
the national study. 

While students are career- 
oriented, they are not socially 
active. The study shows that Brad¬ 
ley students "Tiave more self- 
interests and are more pragmatic 
and practical.' Compar^ to peers 
at other private institutions, Brad¬ 
ley students think it is less impor¬ 
tant to:

Tuition up faster than inflation

Bradley students returning to 
campus this fall were met by 
higher tuition and fees. 

Tuition nationally increased fas¬ 
ter than the inflation rate for the 
seventh consecutive year, accord¬ 
ing to a survey by the college 
board. 

In its annual look at what col¬ 
leges are charging students, the 
College Board found four-year 
private schools are now 8 percent 
more expensive than they were in 
fall, 1986. 

Bradley students got a break 
this year from the national aver¬ 
age, however. The cost of tuition, 
room and board, and fees only 
increased 5 percent. However, the 
total cost of Bradley, including 
indirect costs, has increased by 12 
percent according to the office of 
financial aid. 

The cost of tuition, fees, room 


and board, and personal expenses 
including books, was $10,838 last 
year. This year’s total is $12,190. 
According to Amy Bielenberg and 
Patricia Bussone, financial aid 
advisors, both Pell and State 
Grants haven’t kept up with the 
growing cost of education. 

More of the financial burden is 
thus put upon the students. 

Dr. Alan Gaisky, associate pro¬ 
vost for student affairs, feels that 
because the University-controlled 
costs have stayed below the 
national average, this makes Brad¬ 
ley even more competitive. He 
also stated that because of the 
government cutbacks, Bradley 
must understand the needs of the 
students and respond to those 
needs. 

Gaisky also said he felt that 


Bradley could continue to compete 
on all levels even wiffi the 
increases that the University has 
faced. The latest figures from the 
Office of Mangement and Budget 
in Washington, D.C., indicate the 
general inflation rate for 1987 may 
reach 5.4 percent. 

In 1986, prices nationwide 
increased an average of 2.6 per¬ 
cent, and have not increased by as 
much as 4 percent any year since 
1984. Nevertheless, students at 
four-year public institutions will 
pay an average of $4,104 for 
school this fall, a 6 percent jump 
since 1986, the College Board 
said

Dear Editor, It’s time that the IFC and 
Bradley. University realize something. 
College students are going to drink no 
matter what you do to them. If a fresh¬ 
man on Br^ey’s Campus wants to 
consume alcohol there are, realistically, 
very few obstacles in his way. So why 
does the IFC bend to the inane wishes 
of the University Administrators? 

The concept of a dry pre-rush 
removes the usefulness of pre-rush par¬ 
ties, to give freshmen a look at what 
the fraternities are really like during 
their parties. It gives them a chance to 
meet members of the Greek Houses as 
they always are, instead of some phony 
facade created for Rush.

Bradley Hall’s Neumiller 
Chapel auditorium, one of the 
facilities most used on campus by 
freshmen for their large classes, is 
being remodelled. 

Dr. Max Kele, dean of the Col¬ 
lege of Liberal Arts and Sciences, 
said the renovation is intended to 
make the chapel into a suitable lec¬ 
ture hall. He said because of the 
addition of Dingeldine Hall and 
Hartmann Center to the campus, 
there is no longer a need for Neu¬ 
miller Chapel to serve as a theater 
as well. 

Kele, who has chaired a com¬ 
mittee to plan this remodeling for 
the last three years, said that it 
finally became possible this year 
partly due to a grant from the 
state. 

The renovation consists of thr^ 
stages. The first was finished this 
summer. Phillips-Swaeger Associ¬ 
ates, the architectural firm con¬ 
tracted by Bradley, has already 
completed the major construction 


work, including the removal of the 
theater stage, Kele said. The light¬ 
ing has been greatly improved in 
this phase of the remodeling, Kele 
said. ^Before, it was dark; it was 
difficult to get in and out of seats 
once class started,he said. 

The second stage will take 
place over fall break, Oct.3 to 
Oct. 6. During this time the best 
audio/visual equipment available 
will be installed, Kele said. This 
equipment includes wireless micro¬ 
phone capability and a rear-scr^n 
projection system. The projection 
screen, Kele said, is made of one 
huge pane of glass which is the 
largest ever used in Peoria’s his¬ 
tory. He added that with the new 
setup, it will be possible for 
instructors to display three separate 
visuals simultaneously. 

During semester break, the 
third stage will be completed. New 
seats, and carpeting will be added. 
There will be more room between 
seats, but the seating capacity 
should remain about the same, 
Kele said.

This year Bradley has intro¬ 
duced a course to ease the fears 
and uncertainties of being a first 
time Bradley student. The course, 
open exclusively to freshmen, is 
EHS 120, 'The University Experi¬ 
ence. '' 

There are 14 sections offered 
with 300 students enrolled this 
semester, Ray Zarvell, executive 
director of the Center For Educa¬ 
tional Development said. Each sec¬ 
tion is taught by a separate instruc¬ 
tor and a student aide. The instruc¬ 
tors’ backgrounds vary from 
teacher to administrator. 

The course is to help establish 
educational as well as personal 
goals.

Bradley is hoping to increase 
student motivation through this 
class. Zarvell said the course will 
involve decision making and group 
relations. 

The need for this course came 
from sources such as faculty and 
students.

tance of freshmen year. Past sur¬ 
veys of former Bradley seniors 
show their goals were not 
developed enough and they did not 
receive enough cultural back¬ 
ground while they were enrolled 
here, Zarvell said. 

EHS 120 is an outgrowth of the 
Academic Exploration Program 
(AEP). It took a year to develop 
with extensive research, and will 
be revised and expanded as 
needed. 

'We hope we can fine tune it if 
it needs it to keep it going,Zar¬ 
vell said. 

As the students entered 
ZarvelTs class, expressions of 
shock appeared on their faces. 
Zarvell was dressed in his 
academic robe and hood. 

The class began with a fabri¬ 
cated phone call to the President of 
the United States.

Students transplant Green Movement 


AMHERST, MA (CPS) - 
More than 1,(XX) activists, students 
and professors met at Hampshire 
College in July to try something 
unlikely: 

To transplant a leftist West 
German political movement to the 
United States. 

"We want to change politics 
from a spectator sport into a popu¬ 
lar process," explained Howard 
Hawkins, a leader of the American 
Green Movement. 

The movement is an offshoot of 


the untraditional, anti-nuclear, 
environmental Green Movement in 
West Germany. The German 
Greens, who favor disarmament 
and oppose taking censuses, grew 
from a late-1970’s group of street 
demonstrators into a major politi¬ 
cal force that now holds seats in 
the German parliament. 

While attendance at the confer¬ 
ence encouraged the organizers, 
other observers wondered whether 
American students would be 
interested. 


'Sure, students are more liberal 
these days," conceded Kenneth 
Green of UCLA, which, under 
Green’s direction, surveys 2(X),(X)0 
U.S, freshmen a year about their 
political attitudes, "but whether 
(the Greens) will have an impact 
on college students is another 
matter." 

He noted Western Europe "is 
more likely to accept splinter polit¬ 
ical groups like the Green Move¬ 
ment than we are."

Scharle questions ethics 

Mp/lirine and Journalism. university level

We are told that all men (and 
now the people are finally realizing 
women) are created equal; how¬ 
ever, not so with teachers. We 
have all had them: fabulously 
interesting, painfully boring, and 
all the countless others in between. 
Dr. Theodore Scharle, one of 
Bradley’s philosophy and religion 
professors, not only manages to 
escape the stereotypical molds, but 
is imaginative and thought- 
provoking in the process. 

Scharle graduated from Loras 
College in Dubuque, Iowa and 
from there went on to earn his gra¬ 
duate degree in Religious Educa¬ 
tion at the University of Louvain 
in Belgium. Still not satisfied he 
went to Rome for a three year stint 
at the International University of 
St. Thomas for his Philosophy 
degree. 

Scharle received his first teach¬ 
ing position at his alma mater, 
Loras College, where he taught 
from 1962 to 1%9. In 1%9 he 
came to Bradley, and now he 
teaches basic philosophy courses 
and more advanced forms of ethics 
classes, such as ethics in Business, 


Medicine, and Journalism. 

He has been trying for years to 
convince the Admissions Office 
that they should encourage fresh¬ 
men to declare a major in philoso¬ 
phy, especially if they want to go 
on to law school. His argument is 
that philosophy and ethics are 
excellent preparatory classes for 
lawyers and this view seems to be 
well documented. The Chronicle 
of Higher Education has recently 
given graduating seniors pre-law 
and pre-business management 
placemejjit tests and found that 
overall, philosophy majors scored 
higher. 

Scharle also keeps very busy 
off campus. He serves on four 
medical ethics boards in Peoria. 
The Institutional Review Board (of 
Methodist Medical Center) meets 
to review experimental procedures 
to ensure that patients’ rights are 
being upheld. The St. Francis 
Decisions Committee helps to 
review some of the decisions to be 
made on the care of critically ill 
patients. This is especially needed 
if the patient’s family and the 
resident doctors disagree. 

On the question of ethics in our 
society Scharle said, "Tven on the 


university level we are training a 
lot of people to be professional 
deceivers."" He disagrees with the 
method of many advertising com¬ 
panies who prey upon the ^llible 
and the ignorant to sell their pro¬ 
duct, or who twist words to con¬ 
vince the public that their product 
is special. He used an example: 
Tylenol, for example is not a 
miracle drug. They advertise that 
’More hospitals use Tylenol.’ Hos¬ 
pitals use Tylenol because it is 
sold to them at a price far below 
what we must pay for it."" Where 
are the ethics in that, I wonder."" 

This professor is unique for yet 
another reason. Scharle has set up 
at every class, a large pot with 
boiling water next to which are 
usually tea bags, instant coffee 
mix, and hot chocolate mix. If 
asked why, the reply will probably 
be close to this explanation: ""One 
day in my class a student fell 
asleep, slid out of his chair, and 
hit his head, causing a concussion. 
He sued me for damages, claiming 
I was so boring he couldn’t help 
falling asleep. My lawyer advised 
me to make available the drinks so 
something like this could not be 
blamed on me again."*

A more active and organiz^ 
residence hall council are the main 
goals of the new Bradley Univer¬ 
sity Association of Resident Halls, 
formerly known as Interdorm 

Council. 

The reorganization of IDC is a 
philosophical change. 'T^o one 

(other universities) uses the word 
’dorm’ anymore,said Barbara 
Carraway-Kelch, faculty advisor of 
ARH. 

T)orm is thought of as a place 
just to sleep in and, it receives a 
negative response, whereas 

residence is thought of as a place 
you live in,'" Carraway-Kelch said. 

Beyond the philosophical 
change, Dave Manst, ARH 
president, plans to increase interac¬ 
tion among hall councils them¬ 
selves and also with the ARH due 
to the lack of interaction in the 
past. Manst plans to have the A^ 
executive board train the executive 
boards for each residence hall 
council. 

Manst said the ARH executives 
will be having seminar-like meet¬ 


ings with each residence hall’s exe¬ 
cutive board to train them and 
explain their duties. 

"Tt will take away the strains 
put on the assistant head resident 
who have been expected to do this 
in the past ," Manst said. 

Efficient assistance with elec¬ 
tions and monetary spendings will 
also be responsibilities of the ARH 
this year. The ARH plans to moni¬ 
tor the treasuries of the hall coun¬ 
cils to ensure they retain a substan¬ 
tial amount of money to work with 
throughout the year. 

Manst has developed a plan to 
enable members of hall councils to 
experience the duties and situations 
of the ARH President called 
President of the Week.'^ Every 
Wednesday at 4 p.m. in the 
Harper-Wyckoff study lounge, the 
name of a member of any hall 
council will be drawn randomly 
and this member will accompany 
Manst throughout the week. 

The President of the week will 
attend the Council of Hall 
Presidents meetings, executive 
board meetings. Student Advisory 
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Committee meetings, general Hall 
Council meetings, and chair that 
week’s ARH meeting. 

Manst believes this will enable 
hall council members to become 
knowledgeable of what the ARH 
actually does and to encourage 
active members in the hall coun¬ 
cils. 'T want students to realize 
we can move this university our¬ 
selves if we put forth the effort," 
Manst said. 

The Association of Residence 
Halls will be made up of five basic 
committees within itself: food, 
housing, publicity, state-regional 
conferences, and special events. 
Manst would specifically like to 
see the special events committee 
stress social events and entertain¬ 
ment for hall residents this year. 

The first informational meetings 
for hall councils were held last 
Sunday. 

'We had an excellent turnout of 
new and returning students," 

Manst said. "They all seemed to 
be concerned with times and dates 
of meetings and appear to be an 
ambitious group." 

Elections for the executive 
boards of each hall council will be 
held Monday, Sept. 7. Installation 
of the hall council board members 
will be Sunday, Sept. 13 at 10 
p.m. in each residence hall. 

The first all-executive boards 
and advisors meeting will be held 
Wednesday, Sept. 16 in the Stu¬ 
dent Center from 7 to 9 p.m. and 
the first ARH meeting will also be 
held September 16 at 4 p.m. in the 
Harper-Wyckoff cafeteria.

(CPS) “ Vice President George 
Bush jumped on the bandwagon 
last week by endorsing one of the 
exotic new "prepaid tuition sav¬ 
ings plans last week, soon after 
influential U.S. Sen. Claiborne 
Pell (D-RI) also proposed making 
such a plan national. 

Thus far, only individual col¬ 
leges and states have installed such 
plans, which allow parents to put 
aside money for their children s 
education years in advance. 

In an Aug. 8 speech Bush - as 
Pell had done in a July 17 Harvard 
address -- proposed making such 
plans national for the first time. 

Under the plan, parents could 
deposit a certain amount - say 
$4,000-- into a special fund for 
their child. The interest would 
compound during the years so that, 
once the student got to college, 
there would be enough money in 
the fund to pay for tuition. 

Observers generally credit 
Duquensne University in Pitts¬ 
burgh with inventing the idea in 
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1984. 

Since then 45 other private col¬ 
leges and the states of Michigan, 
Florida, Indiana, Maine, Tennes¬ 
see and Wyoming have enacted 
plans allowing parents to prepay 
tuition at their campuses. A West 
Virginia plan will become law with 
Gov. Arch Moore’s signature. 

Illinois and North Carolina’s 
legislatures reportedly are about to 
adopt such plans. 

In fact, only Hawaii, Idaho, 
Montana, Nebraska and Souffi 
Dakota are not considering prepaid 
tuition plans. 

Some educators do not like the 
plans, however. 

They are "a bad idea whose 
time has come," said Robert 
Atwell, president of the American 
Council on Education in Washing¬ 
ton, D.C. 

In a speech to the July conven¬ 
tion of the Education Commission 
of the States, Atwell said, "If I 
had a young family right now, Fd 
invest in a mutual fund."

selves apathetic,Zarvell said, 
miey wouldn’t campaign for 
social issues they’re concerned 
about. (See related graphs). 

This may be related to the fact 
that Bradley students tend to 
more ''middle-of-the-road in their 
political views than their peers, 
according to the study. 

To offset the focus on career 
goals, ""the University would 
encourage students to become 
more open-minded and intellectu¬ 
ally stimulated, Zarvell said. 

He said that the addition of 
EHS 120 mie University Experi¬ 
ence" was designed to give stu¬ 
dents an opportunity to understand 
the background and history of 
higher education. 

"Based on the senior surveys 
Bradley gives, it was suggested 
that students be more directed 


toward cultural things," Zarvell 
said. 

He said that naore projects like 
EHS 120 are being investigated to 
provide students with more cultural 
information. 

The objectives that are most 
important to students are: 

1. to obtain recognition from the 
University 

2. to be well off financially

Among other generaliiations 
found by the study: • There is ^ 
increasing trend to major in 
business-related fields and a 
decreasing trend toward engineer¬ 
ing and technical-related fields. 


• Bradley students are more likely 
to join a social fraternity or soror¬ 
ity than are students at similar 
private institutions. 

• Bradley enrolls more white stu¬ 
dents than blacks or orientals than 
other private institutions. 

• Approximately 50% of entering 
students expect to earn a "B ".

BU coach has seen 
Major cheaters

It’s been a strange season in 
Major League baseball! Stories of 
shut-outs, home runs, and winning 
streaks have been replaced by 
accusations of corked bats, scuffed 
baseballs and juiced ''rabbit-balls." 

Bradley baseball coach Dewey 
Kalmer feels that, for the most 
part, these accusations are not 
unfounded. 'I was in pro ball for 
three years," Kalmer said, "and 
pitchers cheated all the time." 

Minnesota Twins pitcher Joe 
Niekro and Philadelphia Phillies 
hurler Kevin Gross have each 
received ten-day suspensions for 
their medical practicing on base¬ 
balls this season. Handfuls of oth¬ 
ers have been accused but not 
caught. 

Titchers will do anything to 
win ... that’s their job," Kalmer 
said. "A lot of times that will 
include doctoring the ball." 

Even with a lot of pitchers 
allegedly scuffing the baseballs, 
hitters have been the big winners 
this year. Many would say it is 
because players are putting cork 
and other substances in their bats 
to make the ball jump off of them 
quicker. 

"I know guys cork their bats," 
Kalmer said. "I saw it happen all 
the time when I played." 

Until Billy Hatcher of the 
Houston Astros shattered his own 
case by busting his corked bat on 
an infield hit Tuesday night, no 
one has been caught with illegal 
lumber. But many, including New 
York Met Howard Johnson, have 
been accused. 

"It’s real easy to do," Kalmer 
said. "And it’s nearly impossible to 
detect." 

Kalmer, who has coached at 
Bradley for eight years, said he 
has never encouraged his players 
to cheat. "In college, Fm totally 
against it ... it’s a question of 


For most college baseball 
coaches, having eight players 
picked in the Major League June 
draft would be cause for celebra¬ 
tion and gloating. But not for 
Bradley’s Dewey Kalmer. 

When senior pitcher Roger 
Smithberg signed with the San 
Diego Padres organization last 
week, it brought the total number 
of Braves to jump ship for the big 
leagues to three. 

Senior pitcher Curt Hasler, 
drafted by the Chicago White Sox 
-in the summer selections, signed 
with the club earlier and reported 
to Sarasota for the Rookie League. 
Also lost to the draft was Kalmer’s 
top recruit, shortstop Wade 
Wacker of Jackson High School in 
Minneapolis, Minn. Wacker was 
drafted by the Minnesota Twins. 

Pitcher Bob Bretwisch (Seattle 
Mariners) and catcher Eric Kuhl- 
man (Kansas City Royals), both 
seniors, were also drafted but 
elected to complete their Bradley 
careers. 

Others selected in the June 
draft were shortstop Tim Foley 
(Toronto Blue Jays), outfielder 
Dave Panizzi (Houston Astros), 
catcher Glen Dallman (Twins), and 
pitcher Paul DeJaynes (Twins). All 


morality," he said. 

"Winning should be a means to 
an end in amateur sports. In the 
pros, winning is the end itself." 

Partially endorsing cheating at 
the major league level, Kalmer 
explains that because the objective 
is to win, and the players are paid 
to do so, they stretch the rules. 

"They (commissioner and 
league offices) have to crack down 
and stop it though," he said. "It’s 
their job." 

As for the juiced-up ball, Kal¬ 
mer doesn’t buy the theory. 

"They’ve run scientific tests on 
the baseballs from the past few 
years and they’re the same. How 
can you argue with that," Kalmer 
said. 

He feels that aside from corked 
bats, three factors have contributed 
to the increase in batting averages 
and home run totals. The first 
being the pitchers themselves. 

"Right now, if you look around 
the league, you’ll see very old and 
very young pitchers," Kalmer said. 
"This is one of the few times 
where you don’t have very many 
pitchers with five or six years 
under their belt- when pitchers are 
at their 

Also, Kalmer feels the 
improvements in the quality of 
legal bats have made hitting easier. 
"Bats are made with better wood 
now than they used to be," he 
said. 

Finally, and maybe most 
importantly, today’s players are 
bulkier than ever before. "If you 
look at some of those players 
today ... they’re trees," Kalmer 
said. "Mark McGwire’s (Oakland 
A’s rookie) hitting all those home 
runs, but you look at the gut and 
he is just huge. You didn’t see 
anybody looking like that fifteen 
years ago." 


completed their four years eligibil¬ 
ity last season and all but Dallman 
have signed with their respective 
clubs. 

The right-handed throwing 
Smithberg (5-3, 3.58 ERA last 
year) and Hasler (6-1, 5.88 ERA) 
were expected to anchor a pitching 
staff which has now lost three of 
last season’s top four pitchers. 
Wacker was expected to fill in the 
short-stop vacancy left by Foley. 

"It hurts us ... there’s no ques¬ 
tion about that," Kalmer said. "If 
we have those three guys, we’re as 
good as we were last year." 

As it turns out, Kalmer’s team 
has been hurt by the same system 
which has helped it during his 
eight years at Bradley. The major 
league scouting system, the same 
one which led to eight of his 
players being drafted in June, has 
also been KalmeFs main recruiting 
resource. Because of the higher 
cost of attending Bradley Univer¬ 
sity, Kalmer’s major recruiting tool 
is word of mouth through major 
league scouts. 

"I have mixed emotions on the 
subject," he said. Tve relied on 
so many scouts to help me, I can’t 
complain when they draft my 
players. It’s a double-edged 


sword." 

Kalmer said he would never 
discourage a player from accepting 
a contract before completing his 
four years under him. Tm not 
gonna try and talk somebody out 
of a chance at the big leagues ... 
although I probably could," he 
said. "They get offered so much 
money ... they can’t hardly turn it 
down." — 1 

He does favor the NCAA rule ’ 
which would prevent players from r 
signing major league contracts | 
until after their senior season, i 
Such a rule has been discussed for ; 
many years, but there has been no 
consensus reached between the 
association’s schools. 

For now, Kalmer and the Brad¬ 
ley baseball program are at the 
mercy of the Major League draft, 
which the coach can accept. He 
had had 28 players in his eight 
years on the Hilltop drafted by big 
league clubs. Three of those, Mike 
Dunne (Pittsburgh Pirates), Kirby 
Puckett (Minnesota Twins) and Jimj 
Lindeman(St. Louis Cardinals), are; 
currentiy in the big leagues. I 

"And in the next couple of| 
years there are going to be four or 
five more players from Bradley* 
popping up in the major leagues," 
Kalmer said. ;

Soccer team set for 


its inaugural season

opponents. Western Illinois and St. 
Louis are ranked in the nation’s top 
20 by "Soccer America" in their 
preseason preview. What mention 
does Bradley’s program get? 

"I haven’t found anything in 
there yet," Conley replied. 

Recognition will be just one of 
many problems Conley’s team will 
face as they begin their first season 
under NCAA status. After 17 
years of play as a club, Bradley’s 
soccer program is now the 
University’s newest intercollegiate 
varsity sport. 

Bradley athletic officials 
decided last year to make soccer a 
varsity sport partly because of the 
relatively low costs involved. But 
the main reason was to fill the 17- 
year void left by dropping the 
University’s football program in 
1970. 

The changes from being a club 
team to a Division I competitor 
haven’t been drastic, but they 
haven’t gone unnoticed.

Carver to be site of MVC Tourney

Carver Arena in downtown 
Peoria will be the site of the 1988 
Missouri Valley Conference post¬ 
season basketball tournament 
scheduled to be held March 5,6, 
and 8. 

Having the home court advan¬ 
tage, Bradley University isn’t the 
only institution that stands to 
benefit from the tournament with 
an automatic berth into the NCAA 
if they should win. Win or lose the 
city stands to gain a great deal of 
income as well. 

"We’re anticipating for the city 
and for the metropolitan area that 
it could generate as much as a mil¬ 
lion dollars," Ron Ferguson, ath¬ 
letic director, said. 

With all the fans and the media 
coming to Peoria, Ferguson antici¬ 
pates the hotels, restaurants, and 
bars to pick up business over the 
extended weekend. 


"There will be a decent follow¬ 
ing from several of the teams that 
come here. Especially the people 
who come from Bloomington Nor¬ 
mal and some of the places a little 
closer, but Wichita and Tulsa Fm 
sure will have a following as 
well," Ferguson said. 

However, money that is gen¬ 
erated from the tournament goes to 
the conference and then is divided 
, among the eight schools. 

Bradley hopes to benefit from 
the tournament by having the home 
court advantage and getting into a 
postseason tournament such as the 
NCAA. 

"That is where we will benefit 
financially. While you still share 
some of that money with the 
conference there is a bigger per¬ 
centage that goes to the schools 
that participate," Ferguson said. 

TTiree major sponsors of the 
tournament are Venture, Central 


Illinois Light Company (CIL-. 
CORP), and the Illinois Mutual] 
Life and Casualty Company. 

Four first round games will be 
played Saturday, March 5-two in 
an afternoon session and two in the 
evening. Two semifinal games will j 
be held Sunday afternoon, March 
6. Monday will be a practice day 
for the two semifinal winners, with 
the championship game to be 
played Tuesday night, March 8. 
Times for the games have not yet 
been announced. 

ESPN will televise the 
championship game live nationally. 

The winner of the MVC tour¬ 
nament will receive an automatic 
bid to the NCAA tournament, 
which starts with first round games 
Thursday, March 17.

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Bradley defeated by Quincy in NCAA opener

When Bradley introduced 
soccer as a club sport in 1%8, 
their first game ended in an embar¬ 
rassing 15-0 loss to then-highly 
ranked Quincy College. When.the 
initial varsity team at Bradley 
stepped onto the field Tuesday 
night they found a similar 
opponent but came up with 
different results. 

Though not a winner in their 
first varsity contest, the Braves 
earned some respectability in a 1-0 
loss to the still-powerful Quincy 
squad. Quincy, who has won 


numerous NAIA championships in 
the past, is coming off a 11-6-1 
record after the first year since 
their switch to NCAA Division I 
status. 

After a preseason exhibition 
loss to Sangamon State last Friday 
(10-1), some may have questioned 
whether Bradley belong^ on the 
field with NCAA teams. 

"10-1 was a little hard for me 
to take," said senior tri-captain Jim 
Tait. "I think that game scared us 
a bit so we played extra defensive 
against Quincy." 

Defense, namely goalkeeper 
Pete Wagner, was the name of the 


game Tuesday. The lone Quincy 
goal came at 17:05 in the first half 
when Shawn Boyer connected for 
the score. 

"We played a much more intel¬ 
ligent game," coach Tim Conley 
said. "I told the team we had to 
concentrate on building confidence 
and controlling the tempo, and for 
us that meant that first we had to 
play better defease ... and we 
did." 

Wagner was impressive at the 
goal, saving 13 of the 14 shots by 
Quincy. "Pete had an incredible 
game," teammate Tait said. 

But while Bradley’s defense 


shined, the offense was almost 
non-existent. The Braves managed 
only one shot on goal, which was 
saved by Quincy goalie Tim 
Schulte. 

"We didn’t generate many scor¬ 
ing opportunities and that’s some¬ 
thing that we’re going to have to 
work on," Conley said. 

Nonetheless, the game should 
serve as a confidence-builder for a 
team dominated by freshmen and 
sophomores. 

"This is the game that’s gonna 
tell us that we’re not gonna get 
beat that bad again," Tait said. 

The road does not get any 


easier now for the Braves as they 
head into the Western Illinois 
Tournament this weekend at 
Macomb.

Campustown, a redevelopment 
project at the comer of Main and 
University, is a step closer to real¬ 
ity. 

Mayor Jim Maloof announced 
Wednesday afternoon that the City 
Administration would recommend 
the David Joseph Company as 
Developer of record. 

The estimated $6 million pro¬ 
ject would involve almost three 
blocks on and near Bradley’s 
campus (see accompanying map).

I Joseph said completion of the 
I project will take nine to 12 months 
after the city acquires the property 


Acquisition of property is 
expect^ to take about one year, 
Wayne Anthony, city planner, 
said. 

The city is responsible for 
acquiring the land and providing 
the up-front money, Joseph said. 

Financing for Campustown 
depends at least in part on Tax 
Increment Financing (TII^. 

TIF freezes tax bases in certain 
areas such as the comer of Main 
and University. Additional taxes 
earned from new businesses are 
then put back into the area for 
more development and land assem- 
bly. 

Even if TIF financing doesnt 
work, a spokesman for the project 
said alternative financial plans are 
being considered.

Campaign goals met 
ahead of schedule

Monetary goals for the Campaign for Bradley are 
well ahead of schedule and plans for new development 
on the campus are under way, according to Dr. Ian 
Sturrock, vice president for development and univer¬ 
sity relations. 

The announcement of reaching the fundraising 
goal of $26 million will be made at the Oct. 24 
''Celebration and Excitement" at the Civic Center to 
celebrate the success of the Campaign. 

Sturrock said the $26 million goal was reached 
14 months ahead of schedule. The money was to be 
raised by December 1988. Plans for the final 14 
months of the Campaign will be announced at the 
October event. 

Sturrock was not totally surprised the monetary 
goal was reached early. 

'T would say I was a little surprised. But Tm an 
eternal optimist. We’ve worked hard as an institution, 
staff and group of volunteers to make it a success," 
Sturrock said. 

With the finishing touches being put on the 
Heuser Art Center, Sturrock said the renovations of 
the Cullom-Davis Library and the Student Center are 
the next projects. 

Sturrock said ground breaking on the library 
expansion and renovation should take place next 
March or April. The facility will nearly double in size

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Enrollment up 16 percent; almost 1,000 new students

Bradley University enrolled the 
largest freshmen class in seven 
years this fall with 960-970 stu- 
\dents reported, one Bradley official 
.said. 

Gary Bergman, director of 
enrollment management, said this 
is a 16 percent increase over last 
year, and a 32 percent increase 
►over 1985. 

Bradley has increased its fresh- 
jmen enrollment steadily since an 


all-time low in 1985 of 707. Berg¬ 
man projects that next fall’s fresh¬ 
men class will exceed 1000. 

The last lOOO-meqiber fresh¬ 
men class was in 1980. 

For a private school of our size 
to be increasing enrollment so 
dramatically while the national 
enrollment numbers continue to 
drop is "absolutely incredible," 
Bergman said. 

One factor that interests high 


school graduates is "Bradley’s 
increasing national reputation as a 
high quality university," Bergman 
said. He also said the availability 
of AT&T resident hall of the 
future and the emphasis on per¬ 
sonalizing the enrollment process 
also helps increase enrollment. 

Bradley has personalized its 
recruiting tactics by working with 
students in their high school 
environments, improving the publi¬ 


cations and by showing parents 
and potential students who visit 
that Bradley "takes good care of 
its students," Bergman said. 

Bradley also has full-time and 
part-time admission representatives 
in strategic locations across the 
nation including Chicago, St. 
Louis, Cincinnati, the East Coast, 
Iowa and the Southeast. All 
representatives are tied to Bradley 
admissions via computer for better 
service and immediate response. 


There also is a larger percen¬ 
tage of out-of-state students-30 
percent compared with 27 percent 
last year. 

But, as the numbers increase, 
the quality stays the same. The 
ACT entrance exam score must 
still be at or above a 23 for admis¬ 
sion. This fall’s class has a ^ per¬ 
cent increase over last year’s class 
members of the Dean s Scholar¬ 
ship, Bergman said.

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Abegg states goals 
at University address

A unified faculty, administra¬ 
tion, alumni, and student body for 
the Campaign for Bradley was of 
major concern by all those who 
spoke at the State of the University 
Address Sept.. 3. 

'1 am willing to share my ideas 
with you, but in this next phase of 
plans and goals it needs to be our 
plans and our goals,'' Dr. Martin 
Abegg, president of Bradley, said 
to his audience in the Dingeldine 
Music Center. 

Abegg said the next campaign 
depends on how well all those 
involved in the University put 
together the case work and propo¬ 
sitions of what everyone wants and 
of everyone’s goals. 

"Collectively we can do a lot, 
but it has to be something we’re all 
behind," Abegg said. 

Aside from the campaign, 
Abegg identified several priorities 
he plans to address in the immedi¬ 
ate future. Salaries are high on his 
list. "We’ve fallen behind," Abegg 
said. 

He said the endowment must 
continue to be built because it 
costs money to attract high quality 
students through scholarships. 

Although the enrollment has 
been increasing in the past few 
years, he says it doesn’t necessarily 
mean there is more money for the 
University. Federal grants have 
been cut, which causes Bradley to 
spend more of its own money to 
assist eligible students. 

Abegg not only thinks financial 
assistance is mandatory to attract 
and retain high quality students. 


but well-suited buildings, capital 
goods, and materials are also 
among his main goals for improve¬ 
ment. 

"It’s important to maintain the 
momentum that’s developed in the 
past ten years," he said. 

This year’s new acting Provost 
and Vice President for Academic 
Affairs, Dr. Kal Goldberg, 
report^ on new students, informa¬ 
tion and technology at Bradley, the 
graduate program, and other divi¬ 
sions of his office. 

Goldberg said Bradley has 
begun making an investment into 
the future with merit awards so 
academically inclined students will 
not leave because of financial rea¬ 
sons and to reach more out-of-state 
students. 

"Technology is crucial for us," 
Goldberg said. He spoke of several 
improvements at Bradley, such as 
the Dorm of the Future concept, 
the remodeling of Neumiller 
Chapel, phone registration, and the 
advanced computer labs in several 
buildings. 

Goldberg said the graduate pro¬ 
gram has developed a new atmo¬ 
sphere and has become known as 
"The Center" as more and more 
community people and other insti¬ 
tutions use the program as a 
resource. 

"Bradley performs a social 
function for a society as a first- 
rate institution in a wide range of 
areas," Goldberg said. 

The condition and appearance 
of the campus is one of the acting 
provost’s major concerns however.

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Lovelace means business

It does more than close the 
quad off from Main Street. 

Lovelace Hall provides a home 
for three programs—the Small 
Business Incubator, Small Business 
Development Center (SBDC), and 
the Technology Commercialization 
Center (TCC)-designed to support 
and expand small businesses. 

The Small Business Incubator 
Program^ administered by the 
Department of Commerce and 
Community Affairs (DCCA), is 
designed to strengthen the state’s 
economy by providing a favorable 
environment for new, start-up 
businesses. Incubators provide 
space at below-market rates for 
small businesses oper^ing under 
the same roof. 

The incubator in Lovelace is 
one of about 30 incubators in Illi¬ 
nois. The facility is targeted to 
businesses involved or related to 


the assembly of electronic com¬ 
ponents, controls, computers, or 
telecommunication products. Some 
businesses providing support ser¬ 
vices to these types of activities 
and businesses with a close work¬ 
ing relationship with Bradley may 
also locate in the facility. 

Market ACTION Inc. is one of 
the eight small businesses currently 
located in the incubator. They are 
developing and marketing a 
software package for marketing 
research called STRATMAP. 
Designed for market analysis, Ae 
software can be used for clarifying 
such things as brand images, top 
prospects, competition possibili¬ 
ties, advertising effectiveness, 
market opportunities, buyer 
motivation and purchasing 
behavior. 

Dr. Betsy Goodnow, a partner 
in Market ACTION Inc., found 
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that the services provided by the 
incubator program made getting off 
the ground a lot easier. The loca¬ 
tion of the incubator places the 
developing businesses near the 
facilities arid faculty of the College 
of Engineering and Technology as 
well as close to support services 
available from the TCC and 
SBDC. In addition, secretari^, 
receptionist and accounting assis¬ 
tance are available within the facil¬ 
ity. 

"Starting a business can be 
overwhelming," Roger Luman, 
program manager for SBDC and 
Director of the Small Business 
Incubator, said. "We want to 
speed up the process toward their 
success. We want ffiem to focus on 
development. We’ll handle the ser¬ 
vices. " 

The TCC and SBDC, also 
housed in Lovelace, assist the 
members of the incubator and 
other small businesses by'provid¬ 
ing services such aS counseling, 
training programs, referral ser¬ 
vices, financial analysis and techni¬ 
cal assistance in product develop¬ 
ment. The SBDC assists iri 
managerial * areas such as business 
plans and marketing research, 
while the TCC assists with the 
technical aspect of business. Both 
programs call pn the expertise of 
faculty members and private con¬ 
sultants. 

State and federal funding 
underwrite the activities of the 
Small Business Development 
Center. Established in January 
1985, the SBDC is a year-round 
staffed center that provides co^- 
seling and assistance to existing 
and potential businesses in the 
Peoria area.

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Senate election 
winners announced

Senate election results were 
announced Wednesday evening at 
the College Inn. Geoffrey Carter, 
the internal affairs chair said the 
elections ran smoothly, with only 
Harper and S.A.C. not filling 
their available seats. 

These seats will be filled in the 
next week Carter said. If they are 
not filled, then a general campus 
election will be held for any open 
seats. 

Carter went on to say that 444 
students voted Monday and Tues¬ 
day, compared with last year’s 
total of 298 votes. This was an 
increase of 46%. 

One major factor contributed to 
the successful elections Carter 
said. Positioning the ballot box in 
front of Bradley Hall allowed more 
students to vote. In previous years, 
there were ballot boxes in the dor¬ 
mitories. 

Aggressive campaigns by 
write-in candidates were also a 
factor in the elections said All- 
School Vice President Mike Lus¬ 
ter. He said many students asked 
Monday how to go about being a 
write-in and did a good job at 
campaigning. 

Carter said there were no prob¬ 
lems like last year, where b(X)ths 
and/or ballots were not available to 
students. He said the sub¬ 


committee for elections made sure 
there were always two, if not three 
people working at the ballot box. 
This was to insure that everyone 
voted once and that there were 
always ballots available. 'Elections 
were done by the letter,'" Carter 
said. 

The executive board of Senate 
was pleased with the results. All- 
School President Doug Bross was 
impressed by the overall mrnout 
which was around nine percent of 
the student population. 

Luster aiso said that the Bross 
ticket followed their platform from 
last year by making sure the elec¬ 
tions ran smoothly. 

Many of the candidates were 
write-ins and have won election to 
the Senate. Carter said they will be 
contacted so they can either accept 
or decline the votes. 

Bryan Pini, a freshman who 
won U-Hall seat, plans to motivate 
more people to become involved 
with Senate. 'T hope to bring a 
favorable image to Senate and 
work with the students,'" Pini said 
Wednesday night. In High School, 
Pini was involved with student 
council which he hopes will give 
him experience. 

Next year Luster would like to 
see the elections held one week 
later. 'We can’t compete during

Duryea paints vivid memories for alumnus

Ross Peterson remembers when 
'’the best graffiti was in the Johns "' 
at Ehiryea Hall, which was an 
automobile factory and training 
facility for the War Department 
before being taken over by the art 
department. "The place had char¬ 
acter,"' Peterson said, '’unlike the 
new Heuser Art Center, where all 
the rooms look like you could per¬ 
form surgery in them."' 

Peterson, who graduated from 
Bradley in 1980 with bachelors

In 1966, Bradley President 
Martin G. Abegg was advised that 
Duryea had a life-span of about 10 
years. The fall of 1974 was set as 
the date for the construction of a 


new fine arts facility, but this 
never materializea. 

Safety concerns arose in the 
autumn of 1972 when a five-foot 
by five-foot section of the ceiling 
fell in and the outside walls began 
to lean outward. In the October 
20, 1972 Scout aiticle on the prob¬ 
lems with Duryea, Abegg said that 
if enough funds weren’t raised for 
the construction of a new building, 
"one of the matters that will have 
to be considered will be the ability 
of the University to continue the 
School of Art."

"Group of people who share their 
love and knowledge of the 
medieval and recreate the best of 
the Middle Ages." 

The women make clothes that 
were in style then and also prepare 
various food dishes. The men u^- • 
ally participate in dueling by fol¬ 
lowing the rules of the honor sys¬ 
tem. 

"The honor system means a 
strong blow to the arm and the 
men fight with one arm," Schwartz 
said. "A strong blow to the leg 
and they fight with one leg, but 
usually fight on their knees. A 
strong blow to the body or head 
means that person has died." 


The men, like die women, also 
make their clothes which consist of 
their armor for dueling and the 
swords. The interesting thing about 
the swords is that they are actually 
capable of bruising a person and it 
is up to the person to determine 
whe^r or not he’s had enough.

try? 

An important measure followed 
in the Business of Music (with 
respect to radio) is to '"follow 
rather than lead" (ie. let the public 
set the trends, not the radio). The 
recession in the record industry in 
the early ’80s was due to the radio 
stations trying to lead rather than 
follow. By following the public, a 
strong improvement in record sales 
was noted. 

If we then relate this theory to 
the song 'T Want Your Sex,cen¬ 
soring should not be permitted, for 
the public strongly indicates that 
they w^t "I Want Your Sex'" and 
not 'Tour Love.'" 

The word '"sex'" can be labeled 
as the '"critical factor'" in determin¬ 
ing censorship in the song 'T Want 
Your Sex.'" Numerous songs with 
explicit lyrics have been written, 
but they have skillfully slid past 
the ears of the censorship board 
(eg. '"Sugar Walls'" by Sheena 
Easton, "Relax'" by Frankie Goes 
to Hollywood). Why? Because the 
explicitness requires translation. 
The word '"sex'" is straightforward 
and requires no translation. 

Freedom of artistic speech is 
permitted. Unfortunately, there are 
limitations to this fre^om. The 
reason: to protect society from 
'"corruption ." The censorship 
board has the power to control the 
content of musical material. If they 
are to continue censoring songs 
with sexually explicit lyrics, they 
should try to be just a tad more 
consistent.

and will take 15-16 months to complete. 

^t (the library) will seem huge by comparison, 
Sturrock said. 'With Heuser, people say its huge. 
Well, think of two Heuser’s. That’s huge. 

The Student Center project will begin at the con¬ 
clusion of this school year. It will link the current 
facility with Sisson Hall and provide more modem 
features such as a 200-seat theater and a reconditioned 
ballroom. 

Sturrock is hopeful the Student Center project 
will be completed for the beginning for the 1988-89 
school year. Additions and renovations for Jobst and 
Baker Halls are still planned but on hold. 

As well as announcing plans for the final 14 
months of the current campaign, plans for another 
'campaign for the 1989-90 period will also be 
iuinounced at the October event. 

With enrollment increasing and available 
residence hall space declining, a possibility for the 
"next campaign could be a new residence hall. How- 
^ever, Sturrock said there are no definite plans for the 
new campaign yet. 

'I wouldn’t rule it out. Typically, dorms are built 
since you can borron^ the money, because the rent 
coming in can be used to pay off the loan,'" he said, 
q wouldn’t know whether a dorm is includ^ or not. 
If necessary, we’ll definitely look at the possibility. 

Sturrock said the Campaign’s commitment to 


increasing Bradley’s endowment has had an indirect 
effect on the school’s increasing enrollment. The 
endowment wUl be nearly $20 million by the end of 
the Campaign and has opened the door for more 
available scholarship money to top quality students. 

The success of the Campaign has been remark¬ 
able considering the difficult economic times Peoria 
has seen in the 1980s. Sturrock said that Bradley’s 
Campaign is five times greater than any fundraising 
campaign ever done in Peoria. 

Tm pleasantly surprised (at our success) but we 
worked hard to make it happen," he said. 

Sturrock said the highlight of the Campaign was 
the $5 million gift from Caterpillar in October 1986. 
This gift came while Caterpillar was having a losing 
quarter. 

'It was one of the top ten gifts made to higher 
education in 1986 and the largest gift in their his¬ 
tory,'' he said. 'Tn fact, it was 10 times larger than 
any gift in their history." 

Some of the other significant achievements of Ae 
Campaign that Sturrock cited were nearly $5 million 
in personal gifts, the early support from Bradley and 
it’s staff, and $1.2 million from Chicago corporations 
which he called a "relatively untapped source." Also, 
over 40 personal gifts of $100,000 or more were 
made, after fewer than a dozen previously in the 
school’s history.

The competition, sponsored by 
the Society of Automotive 
Engineers (SAE), was held at 
Central Missouri State University. 
Nineteen other schools across the 
nation and Canada participated. 
This was the first year a student 
represented Bradley. 

The plans for the plane were 
first drawn on scrap paper until a 
rough draft evolved. Kintonis spent 
hours building his project last 
December with a friend, John 
Borne. It took about a month to 
complete. 

In addition, four other 
manufacturing engineering majors, 
Earl Begeman, Kevin Christ, Ray 
King, and Vince Yuhas, helped in 
the construction and accompanied 
Kintonis to the two-day competi¬ 
tion. 

The aircraft, which has an 
eight-foot wing span was made of 
balsa wood, styrofoam, fiberglass, 
kevlar (a high-strength material), 
carbon filler, aluminum, and ply¬ 
wood. It has a 1.3 horse-power 
engine and is remote controlled. A 
Snoopy figurine is seated in the 




cockpit. 

The total cost of the craft was 
$300 which was funded by SAE. 
This was the first plane Kintonis 
designed from scratch. 

The craft had to abide by the 
following qualifications: 

The engine had to be the same 
size of all the participants’ air¬ 
crafts. 

An eight-ounce fuel tank was 
needed. 

The cargo hull had to hold a 
box measuring 10 inches long, 16 
inches wide, and five inches deep. 

The area of the plane had to be 
1200 square inches. 

The craft had to take off from a 
2(X) foot runway. 

From the start of the competi- 
, tion, things did not go as planned. 
Kintonis’ pilot was unable to 
accompany him and he had to per¬ 
form those duties himself. For the 
first test, the plane was required to 
take off with eight pounds of 
cargo. Kintonis tried but did not 
succeed in his attempt. 

He did not give up though, and 
tried again the next day. Provided 
with a pilot, the plane lifted and 
passed the first round. 

For the second flight, the craft 
carried a previously predicted 
weight stated by Kintonis of 
17.125 pounds. 

A half pound was then added 
with the predicted poundage to the 
cargo. Difficulties arose once 
more. Kintonis said a heavy 
crosswind caused his plane to fly 
off the runway during the third

The 24-year-old former Brave, 
with a 4-3 win over the Houston 
Astros Sunday, improved his 
record to 10-5. Entering the pme, 
his ERA was the sixth best in the 
NL at 2.82. 

"Obviously, I’m pretty happy 
about it," Dunne said about his 
success during his first year in the 
big leagues. "I knew I was a good 
pitcher before I got here. I always 
believed in myself." 

Dunne seems to have a lock on 
the NL Rookie Pitcher of the Year 
honors and has received raves vir¬ 
tually everywhere he’s pitched. But 
the Bartonville native likes to put 
things in perspective. 

Tve pitched well, but if this 
team wasn’t playing as well as it 
is, Fd be 5-10," Dunne said. 

Maybe not, but he has become 
one of the standouts on a young 
Pittsburgh team which has 
imoroved as the year has gone 


along. At only 10 games under 
.500, quite an accomplishment for 
a Pirate ballclub, many are picking 
them to be a contender next year. 

"We do have a young team," 
Dunne said. "We’re growing 
together and we’ve been playing 
very good baseball lately. Fm 
excited about our future." 

Dunne, a first-round pick by 
the Cardinals in 1984, was traded 
along with outfielder Andy Van 
Slyke and catcher Mike LaValliere 
to the Pirates on April 1 for Pena. 
It was a trade that was. unpopular 
with Dunne, a lifelong Cards fan. 

'1 was surprised, but I knew 
that being traded is part of the big 
leagues," he said, "but this trade 
affected me a little bit more 
because I was a Cardinal fan. and I 
was moving far from home." 

But the right-hander has 
adjusted well to life in the Steel 
City. "1 like it here (Pittsburgh). 
It’s a nice town," Dunne said. He 
and his fiance moved and bought a 
house in Pittsburgh where they live 
a relatively quiet life. 

T don’t do a lot," he said. "My 
fiance takes care of the little things 
around the house. I’ll wake up, 
we’ll go shopping. We’ll come 
home and have dinner and then Fm 
off to the ballpark.' 
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City halts demolition

Failure to notify the city that a crane 
would be used and Bradley Avenue would 
be closed resulted in a stop-work order of 
the demolition of Duryea Hall. 

Ron Doerzaph, facilities planning 
administrator, said last Thursday’s notice of 
violation was posted because the contractor, 
Frietsch & Company Inc., didn’t tell the city 
about the crane when they got their permit. 

"You would think the city would ask 
for such details (how the structure would be 
taken down) when the contractor gets the 
permit," Doerzaph said. 

He also was surprised that nothing was 
said earlier about the crane as it was in front 
of Duryea for almost a week. 

Doerzaph said a city inspector was 
present throughout Thursday. The inspector 
told them to close the street, but not until 
after the work had been started. 

"The city first complained about the 
dust (that was raised during the demoli¬ 
tion)," Doerzaph said. "We complied by 
spraying water on the building." 

He said the city inspector then was con¬ 
cerned about traffic control in the area. 

"We sent an off-duty Bradley officer 
home to put on his uniform and come back 
and direct traffic." 

After this the street was blocked. 

"Fm sure Frietsch blocked the street 
following the city’s request," Doerzaph said. 

He said Frietsch was supposed to meet 
with the city officials Monday but the con¬ 
tractor wasn’t at the meeting. 

"It’s a hazard the way it is now," Doer¬ 
zaph said. "The city put us (Bradley) on the 
spot. We’re liable, but we can’t keep kids 
out." 

He said he thought the city might have 
told them to go ahead and block the street 
and finish tearing it down for safety reasons. 


Doerzaph didn’t know when demolition 
would resume. A bulldozer began removing 
debris Wednesday from the section that was 
tom down. 

Although the crane is scheduled to be 
used to knock down the ends, some other 
method will probably be used to knock 
down the middle. 

"There’s a danger of the old building 
damaging the new building. If the backside 
falls out, it could damage Heuser," Doer¬ 
zaph said. He did not know how the middle 
section would be removed. 

However, he said there may be a prob¬ 
lem as far as the outside work being com¬ 
pleted. The landscaping, being handled 
through Becker Bros, general contractors, 
includes an underground sprinkler system, 
landscaping on the north and west, side¬ 
walks on the northeast and parking on the 
east and south sides of Heuser. 

Duryea was originally scheduled to be 
tom down Saturday, Aug. 29 (earliest), or 
Monday Aug. 31 (latest). Doerzaph said 
Bradley didn’t want the building tom down 
on Aug. 29 because not everything was out. 

"Then on Sept. 1 we finally had \hc 
water turned off in the fire protection service 
in Duryea," he said. 

"It should take approximately two days 
to knock down the building, two days to 
haul the debris away, and a number of days 
to remove the footings and slab," Doerzaph 
said. 

Many Bradley students watched the 
demolition, some bringing easy-chairs and 
sofas out on which to sit. Doerzaph was 
surprised that even more students weren t 
present. He said Bradley Avenue acted as a 
natural barrier to keep students away. He 
said the students were well-behaved except 
for a few who threw bricks across the street 
at Duryea.

Portraying Judge Robert H. 
Bork as a "racist" and a "walking 
constitutional amendment, 18 
Peoria community leaders con¬ 
demned President Reagan’s nom¬ 
inee to the Supreme Court at a 
rally here Tuesday night. 

More than 125 people at the Gar¬ 
rett Center heard groups such as 
Planned Parenthood, the Illinois 
Council of Senior Citizens, the Illi¬ 
nois Education Association, and 
the American Civil Liberties 
Union (ACLU) all speak out 
opposing Bork’s nomination. 

"All the things we’ve been 
fighting for in the last 20 years 
could possibly go by the wayside if 
this man is sworn in," City Coun¬ 
cilman James Polk said, referring 
to Bork’s record on civil rights 
cases. 

Although the Reagan adminis¬ 
tration is portraying Bork as a 
"moderate," Polk said he is an 
"extremist and a radical, with very 
right-wing (conservative) views." 

Bork was before the Senate 
Judiciary Committee this week 
answering key questions as to why 
he opposes the Roe vs. Wade rul¬ 
ing (legalizing abortion) and what 
is meant by his theory of judicial 
restraint." 

Bork needs a majority vote 
from the Senate to be confirmed. 
So far. the Senators are split 45 to 


45 with 10 undecided, including 
Illinois Democra*t Alan J. Dixon. 

For this reason, most speakers at 
the "Citizens Against Bork" rally 
urged the audience to write to 
Dixon encouraging him to "just 
say no" to Bork’s nomination. 

"Senator Dixon is trying to 
skate this issue. We can’t allow 
him to do this," one city official 
said. 

Workers at the rally gave out 
"Bork- Just Say No" postcards for 
supporters to send to Dixon and 
fellow Democrat Paul Simon._ 


The addition of Bork could be 
very, important to a Court which 
has had many 5-4 decisions in the 
past. He could now be the key 
swing vote. 

Joseph Biden, chairman of the 
Senate Judiciary Committee, has 
gone on record saying, 'If Bork 
had been on the Court for the past 
30 years and his views had pre- 
.vailed, this would be a very 
different country." 

A Bork victory will let the 
president leave behind his conser¬ 
vative legacy in the Supreme Court 
for generations to come, an official 
said,

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King: Balance makes 
the world go ’round

"Wouldn’t college be great if 
you didn’t have to go to class?" 
Ed King, executive director for 
housing and residential life and 


advisor to the Interfratemity Coun¬ 
cil and Panhellenic Council, asked. 
He was answered with applause. 

King addressed the problems 
and priorities facing college stu¬ 
dents in his annual Ritual Speech 
Wednesday, Sept. 16. The speech, 
sponsored by IFC and Panhel, was 
open to all students, but most of 
the almost 200 people who filled 
Neumiller Chapel are pledges to 
Bradley’s fraternities and sorori¬ 
ties. 

The first problem King 
addressed was dealing with stress. 

"The one major problem we all 
face today is... maintaining our 
sanity," he said. 

He described the four basic 
spheres of influence all competing 
for each student’s time: academic, 
activity, social and personal 
demands. This competition is what 
causes stress, and the solution to 
this stress. King said, was "having 
proper balance" of these four 
spheres.

on were the concept of love in our 
society and the need for all people 
to have good relationships. He felt 
the word "love" was very misun¬ 
derstood in our society and that the 
essential qualities of love focused 
on care and respect of the other 
person, along with the acceptance 
of responsibility.

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National officer condemns hazing

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Calling it an "'immoral and 
juvenile tradition/ speaker Dave 
Westol gave a powerful indictment 
of greek hazing in a 90-minute 
presentation Sunday at the Field 
House. 

Westol, the national vice- 
president of Theta Chi fraternity, 
told the more than 300 students 
attending the 'Hazing on Trial"' 
speech that hazing was "a. lazy 
chapter’s way of getting the point 
across."' 

Hazing is the use of physically 
or psychologically abusive actions 
that active mem^rs use on their 
pledges. Although state and 


University law forbid hazing, it is 
still known to occur at some 
chapters. 

Westol used the story of a 
hypothetical pledge, who he call^ 
Michael, as a recurring theme in 
his speech. 

He spoke of Michael being lied 
to about hazing during rush, being 
treated as an unequal in his pledge- 
ship, and of Michael’s brutal treat¬ 
ment during his "Tiell week"' that 
eventually caused his death. 

Although a death from hazing 
would seem to be an extreme rar¬ 
ity, in the past eight years there 
have been 21 deaths nationwide 
due to hazing. 


'Initially these statistics didn’t 
sound so high,, but when you stop 
and think how and why they died 
it’s really senseless," Pi Beta Phi 
senior Joel Axup said. 

Westol, who is now a prosecut¬ 
ing attorney in Michigan, told the 
crowd that when he was in college 
at Michigan State University, he 
not only was hazed badly, but he 
was also one of the hardest hazers. 

Hie guys who liked to haze 
most are more involved with their 
egos than with pledge unity," he 
said. 

Westol has since seen the error 
in his ways and now travels the

Bom and raised in Korea, Dr. 

In K. Hwang never dreamed of 
coming to America. Now he 
doesn't plan on leaving. 

The international studies profes¬ 
sor met an American officer during 
the Korean War, who told him 
about life and freedom in the 
United States. His friend per¬ 
suaded him to come back to Cali¬ 
fornia with him and he did in 
1954. 

Hwang attended the University 
of California at Berkeley where he 
received his degrees in interna¬ 
tional studies. 

His desire to teach led him to 
Bradley in 1966 where he now 
teaches several courses on Asian 
civilization. 

Besides being a professor, 
Hwang is also an Overseas Korean 
Scholar. The Overseas Korean 
Scholars are made up of designated 
Korean men who hold annual 
meetings around the world to dis¬ 
cuss the future of both North and 
South Korea and the possibilities 
of their unification. 

'TCorea is locked in a rigid 
position so we meet to discuss the 
possibilities of freedom,Hwang 
said. The Overseas Korean Scho¬ 
lars chose Germany as the most 
favorable place to meet because it

too is divided, and we use it as an 
example of what we have in 
Korea." 

Hwang is also a member of the 
Board of National Unification of 
Korea. They hold seminars and 
listen to independent foreign scho¬ 
lars to gain insight into handling 
the situation of the two separate 
powers in Korea. 

Hwang, who speaks Korean, 
Japanese and English fluently, has 
written and published three books. 
They are "The Korean Reform 
Movement of the 1880’s", "The 
Neutralized Unification of Korea in 
Perspective" and "One Korea Via 
Permanent Neutrality." 

These books discuss the history 
and future of Korea and "how it 
now hangs between new hopes for 
peaceful reunification and old fears 
of mutual destruction." 

According to Hwang, "The first 
priority of politicians in both 
Koreas is to manage their national 
unification, but the lack of a com¬ 
mon intellectual and political 
framework that can accommodate 
the two Koreas and the major 
external powers involved keeps 
Korea divided." 

Hwang said he wants to con¬ 
tinue teaching at Bradley. He plans 
on living in America for the rest of 
his life because it is a freer nation.

International 
curriculum established

A new undergraduate program 
in international business is being 
offered by Bradley University next 
semester. 

Dr. James Goodnow, coordina¬ 
tor of the program, said the curri¬ 
culum has just recently been 
announced to students. It is also 
listed in the new undergraduate 
catalog. Goodnow said the curricu¬ 
lum requirements are divided into 
business, language and interna¬ 
tional studies. The requirements 
are extensive, he said, especially 
in language. For those with no 
previous language background, 
three years will be required. Oth¬ 
ers are expected to take two years 
of a language. 

Among the courses offered next 
semester are Introduction to Inter¬ 
national Business, which is taught 
by Goodnow, and International 
Trade, which is to be taught by 
Dr. Janet Highfill. Next year, ten¬ 
tatively scheduled courses include 
International Marketing, Interna¬ 
tional Accounting and International 
Finance. 

International Finance will be 
♦aught partly in Europe. It is a 


portion of a study-abroad program 
coordinated with the history 
department, Goodnow said. Spe¬ 
cial emphasis will be placed on 
London, which is considered to be 
one of the primary centers of 
European economics. 

Although all of these courses 
are generally for juniors and 
seniors, everyone who is interested 
should check the curriculum 
requirements to make sure they 
qualify, Goodnow said. 

Goodnow said the curriculum 
has been put together mainly 
because of interest shown by 
members of the business, art and 
foreign language departments. He 
said there has been an interest in 
international business for the last 
40 years. 

The first incident to really 
cause Americans to become con¬ 
cerned with business outside of the 
states, he said, was the establish¬ 
ment of the Marshall Plan, which 
aided European economic recovery 
after World War II. Since then, 
Goodnow said, interest in other 
countries’ business has increased 
right along with the United States’ 
national debt.

Americans have to challenge 
the problems of world hunger, 
violence and nuclear weapons 
through constitutional principles 
according to former U.S. Attorney 
General Ramsey Clark. Clark said

the framework of the Constitution 
makes this challenge possible. 

Teople profess the desire to 
live by principles. They seek to be 
guided by predetermined ideas; to 
strive to meet the crises of the 


times in accordance with commit¬ 
ment to a bundle of the princi¬ 
ples, " Clark said. That is the 
concept of a Constitution. 

'We have to have courage, 
vision and above all, compassion 
to aspire to these principles during 
this third century (of the Constitu¬ 
tion),'' he said, addressing nearly 
200 people in the Student Center 
Ballroom last Thursday. 

Clark was Attorney General 
under President Lyndon Johnson 
from 1%7-1969. He headed a 
fact-finding commission to the Phi¬ 
lippines on increases in human 
rights violations by vigilante 
groups. He also has visited Central 
America and has analyzed the 
Iran-Contra connection on network 
television. 

The character of the Constitu¬ 
tion is being tested, Clark said. 
'There has been more change in 
the last 15 to 20 years than has 
been recorded ever before." 

The change, he said, is 
enhanced by the Constitution. "It 
is a document that has the capacity 
to go forward," and it is up to the 
people to become more involved. 

Many people have tried to 
determine if Ae founding fathers 
knew what they were doing when 
they were writing the Constitution, 
Clark said. 

'T^Io doubt, physical science 


could convince you that it is 
impossible that the founding 
fathers knew anything about today. 
All through history, people have 
been telling that the founding 
fathers knew what they were 
doing. That’s impossible." 

The intentions of the framers is 
never clear, Clark said. 'We’re 
only able to interpret what we 
think they meant. If the supreme 
law of the land is a black man has 
no rights that a white man has no 
respect, God help us all," he said, 
calling attention to the mistakes in 
American history. 

The truths of the Constitution 
will abide if we have the courage 
to live by it. It’s a question of 
will," he said, describing the docu¬ 
ment as the "central bundle of 
principles." 

Clark felt that many problems 
facing the United States today need 
to be addressed. 

"We have stunning problems 
that need to be addressed. We 
have to work for principles...’til 
what is not perfected is perfected." 

He addressed the issue of star¬ 
vation, stating, "No baby has to be 
hungry, ever! We can have food 
available for hungry people any¬ 
time." He suggested a world food 
bank would be positive economi¬ 
cally; "it would even help the

End sought for Chilean repression

Church workers, the urban 
poor and opposition organizations 
in Chile are prime targets for 
abductions, arrests and torture by 
the government, according to the 
chairwonian of Amnesty 
International’s USA Committee on 
Chile. 

Mary Hannaford was one of 
three speakers who participated in 
a presentation on Chile Sept. 13 at 
the Newman Center. The weekend 
of Sept. 11-13 marked the 14th 
anniversary of the overthrow of 
the Allende government by the 
Pinochet regime. 

"Amnesty International believes 
no government should be left alone 
until it has accounted for every 
individual and brought justice to 


he responsible parties," Hanna¬ 
ford told the more than 50 who 
attended. "It seeks the release of 
prisoners of conscience, fair and 
prompt trials for political prisoners 
and an end to torture." 

Maria Pizarro, a Chilean 
refugee, explained, "The people of 
Chile have been suffering 14 years 
of repression. The year 1973 
marked the elimination of our free¬ 
dom." 

Sally Schippmann, who spent 
three years in Chile as a mission¬ 
ary for the Holy Cross Associa¬ 
tion, said, "People are afraid to 
organize. They are threatened if 
they become too involved." 

Hannaford stressed the impor¬ 
tance of immediate action to deter¬ 
mine a new Chilean president. By 
March 1989 a referendum must be 


held in which one candidate will 
be chosen by the government. If 
voted down, a free election will be 
held. Fear of fraud is a major con¬ 
cern for the opposition. Pinochet is 
expected to run and if not 
defeated, will serve an eight-year 
term. 

"Americans can become 
involved by writing letters to their 
Senators and Representatives 
expressing concern over human 
rights violations and by becoming 
a member of Amnesty Interna¬ 
tional," Hannaford said. 

Hundreds of Chileans have 
been released due to pressure from 
Anmesty International and the 
determination of the prisoner’s 
families. Many more remain cap¬ 
tive, however, and the numbers 
continue to increase.

Blessman redefines traditional student rules

Some of my favorite works 
were titled. ^chiPPing aWAY and 
'T)ringing east and west together. 
Both works were done in mostly 
black and white with sharp figures 
in the foreground and wild 
splatters of marker and paint in the 
background. But through the vivid 
colors was a slight, subconcious 
thought on world politics. A mes¬ 
sage through the monotonous mix¬ 
ture. Another work, titled 
''tongue-tied,'' goes beyond a 
painting of a wide open mouth. A 
huge red cloth tongue hangs down 
and onto the floor where little men 
dance with the "taste buds." 

His works seem to sparkle with 
a sophisticated type of graffiti.

He con¬ 
stantly works at creating his art 
and he is consistent in original 
thinking." 

For those who wonder where 
his name comes from, ISZ gives 
this definition: "ISZ-Pseudonym 
signifying a simple/complex 
statement of mental, physical and 
spiritual existence." 

"Oneness" by ISZ follows 
Lakeview’s stated purpose of exhi¬ 
biting and collecting "works by 
Illinois-related artists that have 
gained national significance." 
Works by ISZ appear in public 
collections at the Museum of Con¬ 
temporary Art in Chicago, North¬ 
ern Illinois University in DeKalb, 
the Hecksher Art Museum in 
Huntington, New York as well as 
Lakeview Museum. 

"Oneness" will run until Oct. 
11 in the Stone Gallery.

On Tuesday, September 22 
the Center for Career Development 
will host its annual Career Day 
Employer Fair and Law School 
Mini-Fair. The events will take 
place in The Student Center 
between noon and 4 p.m. 

The Employer Fair will be in 
the Ballroom and the Law School 
Mini-Fair in Room 107. 

Over 60 organizations will be 
attending the fair and the center is 
expecting between 400 to 600 stu¬ 
dents to participate.

farmers in Illinois." The next step, 
he said, would be to help less- 
developed countries develop agri¬ 
cultural systems to help them 
become independent. 

On the question of Robert 
Bork, nominee for the Supreme 
Court, Clark said he is unqualified 
because of his record. He recog¬ 
nized his position on equal rights. 
"Bork wrote an article stating 
equality of all men was 
unconstitutional....If a government 
can’t advance principles of a 
society for everyone, there must be 
a problem. 

The ideal Supreme Court Jus¬ 
tice, Clark said, would have to be 
someone who understands history. 
He suggested the Supreme Court 
could be composed of people other 
than lawyers. 

However, he was critical of the 
issues the courts address. "Where 
is the law in your life? Is it only 
when you ne^ a divorce or get 
run over by a car?"" Clark suggests 
the courts look at issues such as 


""Can Nuclear weapons, or any 
weapon of mass destruction, be 
legal?" 

Citing the Neutrality Act of 
1795, he recommends the courts 
take legal action against President 
Reagan for supplying aid to the 
Contras. The act, he said, makes it 
a crime to finance or participate or 
aim to overthrow a foreign govern¬ 
ment with whom we are not at 
war. This, he said, makes the 
president unquestionably guilty. "If 
courts can’t address violations of 
law like that, what’s the purpose of 
the law?" 

Clark feels this is a time for 
change. He feels "we have to want 
to change. We have to overcome 
our prejudices. It takes a life of 
principle to realize the problems 
on earth. We have the ability to 
solve these problems." 

Once again stressing the impor¬ 
tance of the Constitution, Clark 
said, "The truths of the Constitu¬ 
tion will abide if we have the 
courage to live by them."

Coach Tim Conley’s Bradley 
soccer team may have won its first 
game of the initial varsity season 
Tuesday but there wasn’t much of 
a celebration. 

The Braves downed Illinois 
College in Jacksonville 2-1 to raise 
their record to 1-4. Illinois College 
now stands at 1-2. 

'There was no great elation 
after the game," said a relieved 
but unsatisfied Conley. "I was not 
really pleased with the way they 
were playing and I told them at 
halftime. We expected to win...had 
we lost there would’ve been a great 
deal more of emotion shown after 
the game." 

The game was a sloppy one but 
Conley does not totally blame his 
team. "Illinois College is not a 
very skillful team and I don’t think 
that we’re the kind of team yet 
which can raise the level of play," 
he said.

"Pete didn’t 
have a good first half but he came 
out in the second half and took 
command." 

The win made up for the loss 
suffered by the Braves in their 
home opener last Saturday against 
McKendree College at Bergan 
Field. After leading 1-0 on Paul 
Kenney’s goal at the half, the 
tougher Bearcats scored four times 
in the second half to claim a 4-1 
win. 

"I thought we played a much 
better game in losing Saturday," 
Conley said. 'It was a close, hard 
game. McKendree is a good, hard, 
physical team." 

The game was a rough one. 
With ten minutes left in the game 
and the Bearcats on top 2-1, Brad¬ 
ley midfielder Lx>u Strecker and 
McKendree’s Tony Ellis were 
ejected for fighting. 

"Lou made a rough tackle 
which should have been called a 
penalty but wasn’t," Conley said. 
'The McKendree player took 
exception to it and took a swing at 
Lou and he lost his temper and 
fought back." Ellis was the third 


man to enter the altercation. 

"But that play didn’t typify the 
game at all," Conley said. "It was 
not a dangerous or violent 
game...there was a lot of contact 
but it was, for the most part, a 
clean game." 

Ellis scored McKendree’s first 
two goals at 49:45 and 70:25 of 
the second half and Steve Bee and 
Pat Berry added the final two 
scores for the Bearcats. Berry’s 
goal came with 50 seconds remain¬ 
ing in the match after Conley had 
removed some defensive players 
off the field in an attempt to score.

Pan Am selections baffle Hawkins

Bradley’s Hersey Hawkins has 
gotten us^ to having things go his 
way since he came to the Hilltop 
in the fall of 1984. 

So when the Braves’ star didn’t 
see his name among the list of 
eleven players selected to the U.S. 
Pan American basketball team he 
was surprised. 

In fact, based on his perfor¬ 
mance in a five-day tryout at the 
United Stated Olympic training 
center in Colorado Springs, he was 
a little upset that he was not 
chosen to represent his country in 
the August games in Indianapolis.

Although a "USA TODAY" 
exit poll taken during the trials had 
the players naming Hawkins as one 
of the "stars" of the closed wor¬ 
kouts the 6-foot-3 Brave was not 
one of the five guards picked. 
Chosen ahead of him were starters 
Jerome "Pooh" Richardson of 
UCLA and Rex (Zhapman of Ken¬ 
tucky, and reserves Jeff Lebo 
(North Carolina), Fennis Dembo 
(Wyoming) and Keith Smart (Indi¬ 
ana). 

So what exactly was Crum 
looking for? He said after the 
selections were made that, because 


of the short time to evaluate, he 
wanted players who were good 
passers, unselfish, good athletes 
and able to play an up tempo type 
of game. Most people who have 
even remotely followed Bradley 
basketball would say one word to 
sum up such a player is "Haw¬ 
kins. " He agrees. 

'1 definitely thought that I fit in 
exactly with what he (Crum) 
wanted," Hawkins said. "He never 
did say why I didn’t make it."

Teacher pay below national

Bradley University instructors may be underpaid compared to their 
counterparts at similar institutions. 

Research conducted by the Scout after Dr. Abegg’s State of the 
University Speech Sept. 10 turned up some interesting data that backs up 
Abegg’s original assertion about our underpaid faculty. 

Before examining the figures, however, there are a couple of con¬ 
siderations that need to be taken into account. First, teacher’s salaries at 
the university level are based on a number of factors. As Dr. Doan 
Modianos, associate professor in the business management department 
and president of the Bradley American Association of University Profes¬ 
sors Chapter, said, "The academic field of instruction, the experience of 
an individual, the geographic region of the school, and the sex of the 
instructor are, in order of importance, the factors that determine a 
teacher’s salary." 

Currently law, business, and con^uter science are the three discip¬ 
lines that command the highest starting salary for teachers, around 
$40,000 a year nation-wide. While disciplines such as education and fine 
arts rank near the bottom of the pay ladder, at around $22,000. 

The second consideration for salaries is a teacher’s rank. There are 
four stages of rank at most universities: professor, associate professor, 
assistant professor, and instructor. The hi^er up the ladder a teacher is, 
the more they will make. 

Also, certain regions of the country pay more than others. As Modi¬ 
anos pointed out, "The West Coast and Northeast sections of the country 
traditionally pay teachers more than other sections of the country do."

The Midwest is fairly middle-of- the-road in terms of its pay for teach¬ 
ers, but it varies depending on the institution. 

And finally, the sex of the instructor makes a difference in a teach¬ 
ers salary. Most colleges and universities have more men on their full¬ 
time faculty lists, and they generally receive 5-10 percent more money 
each year than their female counterparts. 

But with these considerations aside, the question becomes, "How 
does Bradley compare with other institutions?" 

When compared with some other nearby schools that fall into the 
same classification, as established by the AAUP, Bradley holds its own 
rather well. On the average, a teacher at Bradley earns just over $32,000 
a year. At ISU, the average is $31,900; at Valparaiso, $30,600; and, at 
Creighton, $31,800. However, all these schools and Bradley fall in the 
40th percentile nationwide of all schools in their classification. This 
means, for example, that about 60 percent of the schools across the coun¬ 
try in Bradley’s classification pay their teachers more money. 

However, when compared to some larger conipetitors, Bradley 
begins to wane. The average teacher’s salary at the University of Illinoisi 
is $44,800, while $46,800 is the amount a teacher at Northwestern takes 
home annually. 

Teachers at Bradley aren’t unionized, which makes it difficult for 
them to better their cause. Rather, salaries continue to be determined on 
the considerations aforementioned. Yet, as Modianos points out, "The 
very fact that the university has admitted that something needs to be done 
about teacher’s salaries is the ^rst step in getting that something accom¬ 
plished. " >pc

Official enrollment 
figures released

Bradley University’s total 
enrollment is up 2.3 percent from 
last year according to figures 
released Tuesday by University 
officials. 

The total enrollment of 4,974 
students includes a 17 percent 
increase in freshmen. 

On Sept. 11, the Scout reported 
a 16 percent increase in freshmen 
enrollment, reporting the official 
figure would be between 960 and 
970. 

There are 965 new freshmen 
and 209 transfer students this year, 
compared to 825 freshmen and 308 
transfer students in 1986. 

Dr. Alan Gaisky, associate pro¬ 
vost for student affairs, contributes 
the increase in students to two fac¬ 
tors. 

First, the '"national recognition 
and prominence Bradley has 
receiv^ around the country,'" Gai¬ 
sky said. 

Second, 'We have full time 


representatives based around the 
nation who visit high schools, host 
receptions and make telephone 
calls,Gaisky said. 

Using demographic data, Brad¬ 
ley officials had projected a fall 
1987 enrollment of 1,200 new stu¬ 
dents. There are 1,274 new stu¬ 
dents this fall. 

The undergraduate totals for 
1987 are 1,163 freshmen, 1,029 
sophomores, 1,006 juniors, 1,101 
seniors and 71 unclassified. 

The graduate school reports a 
head count total of 604 students, 
compared to 586 in 1986. 

A factor that might decrease 
enrollment in the future is the 
population of 18-year olds will 
decrease 19 percent during the 
next four to six years. 

Tt will affect our enrollment,'" 
Gaisky said, 'T)ut we are confident 
that the plan we put together for 
recruitment is very good and that 
we can be very competitive in our 
target market.'"

Fedora’s restaurant, at Bradley and 
University streets, was denied site approval 
for a class "G'" liquor license by the Peoria 
city council. Edison Khourisader, owner- 
operator of the restaurant, is disappointed 
and not sure if he’ll reapply for the license. 

'We’re discussing many options ri^t 
now. The groups opposi^ my application 
are not willing to negotiate,'" Khourisader 
said. 

Roger Worman, District 2 councilman, 
made the request to deny site approval after 
the St. Mark’s School Committee and neigh¬ 
borhood organizations voiced strong objec¬ 


tions. 

Sister Margaret O’Brien, principal of 
St. Mark’s School, stroiigly oppose 
Khourisader*s efforts. She said Fedora’s is 
too close to the school and the license 
approval would only bring about a bad 
influence to the children at the school. 

A class '’G'’ liquor license would allow 
Fedora’s to serve only beer and wine. Also, 
food sales must make up 50 percent of the 
business. 

Khourisader stressed that he would not 
be turning his restaurant into a tavern. 

T just want to give my customers a 


choice of beverages,'" Khourisader said, 
'"and I would discourage people who just 
want to drink from coming in.'" 

Another reason for Khourisader’s appli¬ 
cation is to attract more Bradley smdents 
and neighborhood pwple. He said the 
license would enable him to compete equally 
with the other restaurants in the West Bluff 
area. 

We have a good rapport with the 
Bradley students and I don’t think they 
would abuse the privilege,'" Khourisader 
said. '"Students drink, but it’s as normal as 
at any other college.'" 


Khourisader has made some attempts to 
keep younger children from coming in and 
hanging around the restaurant. He will close 
the restaurant from 2 to 4 p.m. and he had 
the video games removed. 

He also walked around the Main, 
Western, Moss, Bourland block for signa¬ 
tures. 

T went to every house,'" Khourisader 
said, '"and of the people that were home, 
they were four to one in my favor.'" 

Khourisader’s application was approved 
by the city liquor commission July 20. The 
site met in the license restrictions.

Bradley Scout 
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Fornos: Overpopulation 
controlled by family planning

In the Bible God told Adam 
and Eve to be fruitful and multi¬ 
ply, but population expert Werner 
Fornos believes we are heading for 
disaster. 

Fornos, president of the Popu¬ 
lation Institute, told an audience of 
Bradley students and faculty at the 
Garrett Center Thursday Sept. 17 
that the growth of the world popu¬ 
lation at an unrestrained rate is a 
greater threat than NUKES. 

Population growth will tax the 
environment and our limited 

natural resources, affect the global 
economy, and possibly threaten 
international security, he said. 

'It took all the recorded history 
of humanity until 1830 to achieve 
the first bUlion human beings on 
this planet. But from 1830 to 1930 
we went to two billion, and,jfrom 
1930 to 1960, three billion,'' For¬ 
nos said. 'Trom 1960 to 1975, in 
just 15 years, we moved to four 
billion people. By the middle of 
1976 we were at five billion peo¬ 
ple." 

By the time a child bom in 
Peoria today reaches age 54, "the 



population of this planet will have 
doubled again," Fomos said. "All 
of them competing for the same 
job, quality of air, water, health 
facilities, opportunities for peace 
jid the infrastructure to be able to 
eat out for a decent living." 

The growth in population in the 
United States is pale in comparison 
to that of third world countries. 
"Ever since 1965 the U.S. has 
been in the forefront in family 
planning," Fomos said. 

"92 percent of the growth that 
we are experiencing on the planet 
today is occurring in the third 
world," he said. "A part of the 
world that is already terribly tom 
by civil strife and conflict and 
where people make property in the 
United States blush in com¬ 
parison. " 

Fomos said there are three 
ways in which the population prob¬ 
lem can be solved: death (due to 
war and sickness), immigration or 
family planning. 

B^ause the first two are unac¬ 
ceptable in civilized societies, For¬ 
nos encouraged family planning 
either through the natural method 
(not having sex) or the modem 


methods of contraceptives. How¬ 
ever, Fomos does not support 
abortion. 

"I think abortion is a last 
recourse and should never be 
advocated as a method whereby 
some poor woman finds herself 
denied the rational and humane 
means of limiting fertility and hav¬ 
ing have weakening her body by 
continuous repeat abortions 
because she wasn’t given the 
necessary counciling and education 
and even spiritual guidance on how 
to be able to over come this," For¬ 
nos said. 

Using the heavily populated 
continent of Africa (585 million 
people) as an example, Fomos said 
that surveys have concluded that 
15 percent of the women in Africa 
did not know how they got preg¬ 
nant. And 85 percent didn’t know 
how to stop it. Because of this he 
said that the life expectance of 
women in Africa is 44 compared 
to 83 among U.S. women. 

"We can solve this problem. It 
is one that will be judged by the 
next generation of the generation 
of children that you bring into this 
world," Fomos said.

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A love for food, 
or food for love

rd like to turn this week’s 
column over to discussion of a 
new work by a scholar Tve fre¬ 
quently used as a source in this 
column, quoting him from time to 
time for insight into the tricky con¬ 
volutions of human nature. I speak 
of none other than my esteemed 
friend the sociologist, Dr. Hiero- 
nymous Belcurve. 

Dr. Belcurve has a new book 
due out on the shelves next week, 
titled Food Is Love and he’s been 
kind enough to give me an advance 
peek at it, so that I can share with 
you some of his remarkable 
insights into society, the indivi¬ 
dual, and nutrition.

When ever Dad had just chewed 
me out good, Td sit sullenly in my 
room until Auntie Wah (we called 
her Auntie Wah) would slip 
silently in and wordlessly dange a 
potato pancake in front of me until 
I cracked a grin. 

'The day I fully comprehended 
the wisdom of this lady who wore 
feather boas to church, talked to 
cats and claimed to know several 
excelent cusswords in Chinese, 
was a month after the day I got my 
head stuck in the rocking-chair. I 
was frightened of furniture for 
weelK. 

'Tlien came the time Auntie 
Wah simply wouldn’t stomach any 
more. One night I was awakened 
by a furious rapping at my door. I 
stumbled into the outer room to 
find that the entire chair had been 
covered in saltine-cracker-and- 


peanut-butter-sandwiches. Oh, 
Auntie Wah, how can I repay your 
legacy?" 

It was during his graduate work 
at Thistlewaite University that Bel¬ 
curve began his ground-breaking 
research in "emotional nutrition- 
ism." "I was in a deep blue funk 
one night," Belcurve recalls, 
"because my girl Tooty had just 
made fun of my lips—agayi. ’ I 
wanted to Ralph." 

Instead, the story goes, Bel¬ 
curve got out the ffy-daddy and 
made onion-rings’ till the wee 
hours. "Somewhere around 3 
a.m., in a haze of batter and 
grease, I saw the importance of 
finishing the research begun by my 
dear, batty, Yugoslavian aunt." At 
this point, Belcurve breaks off to 
ask rhetorically, "Wait a minute. 
No one else in my family was 
Yugoslavian. Who was this 
woman? Why did she live in our 
house, with her crazy ways with 
food. I don’t even think she was 
related. Hey!" 

Nonetheless, the historic 
research went forward. In 
Belcurve’s earliest study, subjects 
were asked which of the following 
they found more emotionally satis¬ 
fying: A. a hug. B. a warm puppy. 
C. Coleslaw. Belcurve not^ that 
the early results were unencourag¬ 
ing, 'Sut then we changed 
’coleslaw’ to ’french fries’ and won 
hands down." 

In another study, toddlers were 
given a choice be^een a hug and 
a blizzard. "We found that invari¬ 
able a child wiU ignore physical 
affection for the sake of gooey ice 
cream." 

In retrospect, Belcurve adds: 
"Obviously, the optimal situation 
is to be hugged while eating a bliz¬ 
zard. However, that can be messy 
and is only recommended for the 
emotionally advanced." Leo Bus- 
caglia has y et to respond publicly 
to Belcurve’s work, but the good 
doctor is confident he’s made his 
point. 

"Food is the only reliable 
pleasure in life," he says wistfully. 
"You’re depressed,so you eat, and 
it’s immediately satisfying. Most 
other things take at least five 
minutes."

Courses, culture experienced in Europe

Spending five weeks traveling Europe, while 
receiving 12 hours of Bradley credit for just a little bit 
more than tuition normally costs, sounds too good to 
be true. For 38 Bradley students it was a reality. 

The Bradley European semester is coordinated by 
Dr. Elmo Roach, chairperson of the history depart¬ 
ment. This program offers students the opportunity to 
take required Bradley subjects in places such as Lon¬ 
don, Munich, Salzburg and Igls. 

The 1987 trip offered courses in biology, interna¬ 
tional studies, English literature, international busi¬ 
ness, architectural history and music. The trip for 
1988 will offer all of these courses plus criminal jus¬ 
tice, nursing, psychology, and western civilization as 
an independent study course. 

The students who were part of the summer 
semester said the courses they took were much more 
meaningful because they were able to experience the 
material instead of just study it. For example, the 
English literature class was taught in London with 
Chiles Dickens’ "Great Expectations," and Virginia 
Woolfs "Mrs. Dalloway" being used as texts. Both 
these books have a setting around the London area. 

International studies majors Jeff Allan, Katie 
Wise, Dorothy Lazuk and Greg Lindskoog said the 


dip was beneficial to their majors because they were 
able to be exposed to different cultures while receiv¬ 
ing credit. Tt was a great experience. Imagine your 
first time snow-skiing on a glacier in the Austrian alps 
with your professors," Wise said.' 

Many students use this semester as a way to 
finish their degrees on time or ahead of time, and 
financial aid does apply. According to the students, 
the one drawback of the trip is the amount of required 
exercise other than lifting pints of lager. 

The extra-curricular activities were an added 
plus. The students enjoyed nights at the London 
theater, days along the North Sea, Gondola rides 
through the streets of Venice, and waking up to 
snow-covered mountains. 

The 1988 trip is already being planned. Accord¬ 
ing to Roach, the semester will run from June 6-July 
13, with the cost being $3800. The price includes air¬ 
fare, hotel costs, all breakfasts, some dinners, tran¬ 
sportation during the trip, extra excursions, and tui¬ 
tion for 12 hours. 

The campus includes London and Harlaxton, 
England; Brugge, Belgium; Trier and Munich, Ger¬ 
many; and Salzburg^and Igls, Austria. The group will 
be flying on British Airways. If you have any ques¬ 
tions contact Dr. Roach at 677-2400.

II p.m. to 1 a.m. and Sunday 9 
a.m. to midnight Phyllis X>evy, 
social worker, sex theFttpist and 
educator, answers callers’ ques¬ 
tions about sexuality, relationships 
and intimacy. Levy, a Milwaukee 
native, is a talk show host for 
WLS-AM (890) radio’s "Sex 
Talk," a phone-in radio program. 

In addition to her radio pro¬ 
gram, Levy is involved in many 
other aspects of her field. She is 
founder and clinical director for 
All About Women, a northwest 
Chicago suburban counseling 
center. She conducts workshops, 
training programs and gives lec¬ 
tures. 

Levy will lecture tonight at 
8:30 in the Student Center ball¬ 
room concerning college-level 
intimacy, safe sex, and will con¬ 
duct a question-and-answer ses¬ 
sion. 


"Absolutely safe sex is no sex,' 
Levy said. "Kids today are told 
’don’t do this, don’t do that.’ I want 
people to learn about intimacy and 
sexuality while keeping themselves 
safe." 

Levy believes the number one 
problem concerning college rela¬ 
tionships is the safe sex issue, but 
in addition to that she express con¬ 
cern with getting to know yourself 
while getting to know others.

"The big question is, how do 
you, at the same time, get to know 
yourself and learn intimacy skills 
with other people?" Levy said. 

Levy places emphasis on taking 
precautionary measures if one 
decides to become sexually active 
and stresses the use of condoms. 

T think condom machines 
should be installed in both mens 
and womens bathrooms. Even if 
people don’t buy them, if anything, 
it makes people think about sex, 
the situations they might find them¬ 
selves in and diseases," Levy said. 


Levy also commented on the 
topic of bringing up one’s sexual 
past with their present partner. 

'There are real subtle and 
classy ways to ask someone about 
who they have been with before 
and then there are the real klutzy 
ways to do it, but it has to be 
done. People should keep condoms 
with them or in their dorm 
rooms." Levy said. 

Educating college students is 
just one group of people Levy 
deals with. On Jan. 13, 1984 Levy 
left WKQX-FM (101.1) and 
moved to WLS-AM. Levy says 
she receives 40-50 letters a week 
since she has been at WLS. WLS

Sorority life continues for house mothers

Being a mom to 29 college girls 
would seem like a herculean task 
to some, but for six women on 
Bradley's campus they wouldn’t 
have it any-other way. 

Each of the six sororities on 
campus require a housemother who 
lives with the girls in the house. 
She is present for both security 
mi advisory reasons. 

^t keeps me young,'' Marge 
Jackson, 58, who is in her third 
year as house-mom at Gamma Phi 
Beta, said. 

''With my former job as a tour 
director and raising six kids of my 
own, Fm really used to being 
around young people," she said. 

A housemother’s role is not one 
of planning or organizing the 
chapter’s events. She is there to 
keep an experienced eye on all the 
things that go on in the house. 

She usually meets with the cook 
and housekeeper on a weekly basis 
to discuss any needs of the girls in 
the house. The president of the 
house is also in contact with the 
house-mom to keep her informed 
of the week’s events. 

Most house-moms are lequired 
to be at the house all night for 
security reasons. Sleeping at the 
house is about the only time com¬ 
mitment they have, though most 
enjoy eating with the girls as well. 

Each "mom" also has her own 
small apartment inside the house. 
They range from a three-room 
style (bedroom, living room, and 
bath)^to a two-room style (living 


room with foldout couch and 
bath.) 

Payment for house-moms con¬ 
sists of free room and board and a 
monthly salary. Some stay in the 
house only during the school year 
but others, like Jackson, live there 
year round. 

"At Christmas when all the 
girls are gone, I have my whole 
family over for Christmas dinner," 
Jackson said. "It’s nice to be able 
to sit around a big table with the 
whole family." 

Although most sorority house- 
moms are more towards Jackson’s 
age, Linda Hilbert, 36, started her 
career as a "mom" almost directly 
out of college. 

"The girls wanted someone 
closer to their age," said Hilbert, a 
13-year veteran at Pi Beta Phi 
sorority. 

"Wben I first started living with 
them, I was almost their same age, 
so there really wasn’t any adjust¬ 
ment time needed," she said. 

Having to obey rules from a 
peer so close to your own age 
could cause a resentment and a 
very long year, but Hilbert didn’t 
find that problem when she started 
in 1974 at the age of 23. 

"It seemed that the girls 
respected me right from the start," 
she said. 

Hilbert also has seen a great 
change in girls and their priorities 
since the mid-1970s. For one 
thing, their fields of study have 
been turning more toward the busi¬ 
ness world.

^n the 70s, the girls wanted to 
be nurses, teachers or go into 
social work. Today they’re 
interested in business and 
engineering," she said. 

"In the 70s, it was all anti¬ 
establishment, no one wanted to 
make money.

Today they regularly 
get about 30. 

Although the change in era is 
obvious, Jackson likes to watch the 
change in individual girls from 
freshmen to senior year. 

"Each girl learns how to focus 
her priorities correctly," she said. 

Both Jackson and Hilbert have 
found that they do get close to the 
girls, but some more than others. 

Jackson said she lets the girls 
approach her at their own pace 
with their problems. She doesn’t 
like to be nosy at all. 

'Tt may take the girls a little 
while to feel at ease with me. If 


they are shy, I might start up a 
conversation," she said. 

Hilbert said that she still hears 
from many Pi Phi alumni today, 
and has attended many of their 
weddings. 

Above all, a house-mom’s 
greatest feelings come from watch¬ 
ing her girls grow and mature. Just 
as if she was each girls’ true 
mother, the house-mom smiles 
with their success and cries with 
their defeats. 

According to Jackson, this is no 
more evident than during Christ¬ 
mas celebrations at the house when 
"you can really feel the closeness 
of the girls." 


Pandemonium 
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Breathed breathes originality into ’Bloom 

_ i =. - ... ho™ bits that have become mainstays of witty enough indict

Billy and the Boingers Bootleg 
may well be a college reviewer’s 
dream: the chance to review a 
book and a record in one sitting. 
Yes, that’s right-the third full-size 
collection of Bloom County strips 
includes a two-song flexi-disc by 
the penguin-led heavy-metal band, 
Billy and the Boingers. 

As a gimmick the flexi-disc was 
a smart movc-Bloom County’s 
writer-artist, Berke Breathed, has 
always had fun lampooning the 
rock’n’roll biz, and the series of 
strips in wh^ch Opus the penguin 
and Bill the cat form their 'Tiard- 
core, metal crunch band'" is one of 
the high points of the book. From 
the looks of things. Breathed could 
have spent all day coming up with 
songs like 'Demon Drooler of the 
Sewer,'’ 'Timples From Hell,'’ 
and 'Xeper Lx)ver'’: 

'HLeper Lover, creature of the 
dark/drip disease, leave your 
mark/ through the gutter slime and 
stinky/ ...George Bush is a 
twinkie. 

The satire is aptly done, and 
the book is packaged like an 


album. The back cover is a subtle 
parody of the cover for U2’s album 
The Joshua Tree, complete with a 
'’quote'’ from U2 guitarist The 
Edge: 'We think they’re great. In 
a grand, mystical, neopolitical 
sense, these guys have a real mes¬ 
sage in their music. They don’t, 
however, have neat names like me 
and Bono.'’ 

The two songs are noisy, fim, 
and true to the strip—right down to 
Opus the penguin’s '’tuba solo'’ in 
the middle of D Stink But I Heart 
You.'’ But the flexi isn’t the only 
thing that makes the book 
worthwhile—with this collection. 
Breathed has once and for all put 
to rest two of the oldest criticisms 
of Bloom County. 

The first change is that of being 
a Doonesbury imitation. It’s true 
that when Bloom County first 
appeared, the influence was 
obvicus—at times, Breathed’s tim¬ 
ing, or the way he sets up a panel 
is still so eerily like Doonesbury 
creator Gary Trudeau, that it gives 
new credibility to those who say 
someone could have been imper¬ 
sonating McCartney all these 
years 


But while Breathed mav have 
started out as a pretty-good 
impersonator—say, what the 
Monkees were to the Beatles-time 
has shown that Bloom County has 
strengths of its own. Its likeness to 
Doonesbury is no longer that of a 
second-rate imitation, but rather a 
genuine similarity of quality. 

In some respects Bloom County 
even outstrips Doonesbury. In the 
days of Walden Puddle, Doones¬ 
bury was a very warm and human 
strip, with its own distinctive 
charm. While Trudeau’s political 
wit remains intact, since Doones¬ 
bury took its two-year hiatus and 
Walden Commune was disbanded, 
the charisma of the strip has taken 
a nosedive. 

Bloom County, on the other 
hand, has charm to spare. 
Breathed creates a whimsical 
universe of dandelions, meadow 
animals and purple monsters that is 
touchingly sentimental without 
being obnoxiously cute. If it does 
become obnoxiously cute once in a 
while. Breathed has the good sense 
to poke fun at his own sentimental¬ 
ity-

Adams has worked as 
musical director for the theater at 
Bradley, Comstock, Peoria 
Players, and is currently the Direc¬ 
tor of the Morton Community 
Choms. This combination of per¬ 
formers is expected to sing a wide 
variety of pieces including a few 
Irish songs. 

This showcase will conclude 
with Pekin High School’s choral 
group, directed by Donald 
Valente. This group of students, 
combines choreography within 
their numbers. There are 38 
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bits that have become mainstays of

This time around, the Big Ugly 
Monster who guards it even has an 
anxiety for Binkley’s dad: Bill 

Cosby, the '’wisest, cleverest, most 
patient, sensitive and downright 
perfect father and husband in 

America.'’ To whom Binkley’s 
father remarks: "Say Bill, I hope 
you get eaten alive by red ants.'’ 

The other charge Breathed puts 
to test is that of political dilettan¬ 
tism. His earliest strips seemed to 
want to imitate Tmdeau’s scathing 
political satire to tackle an issue in 
a thought-provoking way. Instead, 
he’d name—drop-insult Reagan or 
"the arms race'’ in passing, 
without really making a sophisti¬ 
cated statement on the issue- 
Trudeau’s gift. 

This collection, however, offers 


witty enough indictments of the 
Meese Commission, Star Wars, 
and drug testing to satisfy the most 
demanding liberal conscience. One 
of the best is the strip where Bink¬ 
ley '’reports'’ his dad for "drug 
use.'’ After the arrest, the cops get 
around to asking, '’Now, son, what 
specifically were the drugs 
involved here?'’ 

Binkley’s response: 'Tobacco, 
caffeine, Schlitz...you name it...." 

Breathed tackles Star Wars by 
having the Reagan administration 
spend $31 trillion to put a 
'IBasselope-powered" defense sys¬ 
tem in orbit (the basselope being 
the dumpy looking Bassett Hound- 
Antelope hybris appearing in the 
strip from time to time.) The 
Pentagon’s hysterical justification: 
'The reds are rumored to have a 
basselope. Our side has none. Do 
you know what that means? A 
BASSELOPE GAP!!" 

All in all. Breathed has some 
miles to go before his strip reaches 
the level of classic, like the work 
of Charles Schulz-but with B/7/y 
arui the Boingers Bootleg, he’s left 
Trudeau’s shadow and put Bloom 
County on a map of its own.

The American Lung Association of Central Illi¬ 
nois is sponsoring a Spoon River Autunm Bike Trek 
this weekend. 

Registration wiU be Saturday at Jacob’s Park in 
Farmington on Route 116 West from 7:30 a.m. to 9 
a.m. Those who have pre-registered should sign in at 
the park between 8 and 9 a.m. 

'The trek offers a begiimer’s route and an 
advanced route. Cyclists on the beginner’s route will 
start at Jacob’s Park, stop overnight at Camp Inger- 
soll, and return to Jacob’s Park the next day.

$150 in pledges are charged a $25 registration fee, 
those with $100 in pledges pay $35, and those who 
have no pledges made can register for $45. Children 
under 16 pay $10 to enter. 

As of Monday, approximately 30 cyclists had 
registered, Hakkenberg said. She said she expects 
more particpants to register Saturday morning when 
they are more certain of the weather. She added that 
the association receives six to eight calls for the trek 
each day. 

The pledges will be used to help children with 
lung disease, Hakkenberg said. 'Tn the past, we relied 
on Christmas Seals," she said, "but now the lung 
association must look to other sources of income." 
She added that the funds would also be used to con¬ 
tinue the effort to encourage children not to smoke 
through campaigns in schools. 

This trek is the first attempt at this sort of fund 
raising in Blinois, but the association has held many 
such events in California for the past four or five 
years. For example, the TransAmerica Bicycle Trek, 
which was the largest cycling fundraiser held in 
America, raised over $1.25 million. The goal for this 
trek is considerably more modest, though. "$10,000 
would be nice," Hakkenberg said.

Braves basketball schedule approved

After months of changes and 
switches, the Bradley men’s 
basketball schedule was finally 
announced Monday after being 
approved by the University’s 
Athletic Committee. Final approval 
came after the completed schedule

Athletic Director Ron Ferguson. 

Included in this year’s slate are 
six games to be nationally televised 
on cable and matches with 
powerhouses DePaul and Memphis 
State. The MVC Tournament final, 
to be hosted by Bradley, will also 
be televised by ESPN. 

"We had a lot of switching 
around to do," Ferguson said, "but 
we’ve finally got it (the schedule) 
how we want it." 

The schedule has changed con¬ 
siderably from the one printed in 
the student handbook at the begin¬ 
ning of the school year. Added 
was a home date with the Moun¬ 
taineers of West Virginia (Jan. 28) 
and 11 different game days were 
switched. 

Among those switched was the 
home game with perennial rival 
Tulsa, originally scheduled for 
Jan. 11 over CJiristmas break. 
The game has been moved to Feb. 
25 and will be televised by USA- 
TV. 

"By moving the Tulsa game, 
not only did we give the students a 
chance to see what should be a 
good game but they also get an 
extra game on their season tick¬ 
ets, " Ferguson said. 

Unfortunately, two games that 
Bradley students probably won’t 
get to see are home games with 
arch-rival Illinois State and 
Wichita State. Both are scheduled 
ov.er Christmas break. 


"There was really nothing we 
could do," Ferguson said. "The 
conference (Missouri Valley) took 
over their schedule and that was it. 
It’s just too bad that these games 
happen to fall when the students 
will not be in attendance." 

The Feb. 10 match-up in Chi¬ 
cago with the DePaul Blue 
Demons is one that Bradley 
officials have been hoping for 
many years to happen. Ferguson 
said credit for setting the game up 
belongs to head coach Stan 
Albeck. 

"He’s been friends of the 
Meyer family for a long time," 
Ferguson said. "One day he just 
called up Joey Meyer (DePaul 
head coach) and said ’this is stu¬ 
pid, let’s get something going’ and 
a little later we had the game." As 
part of a two-game deal the Blue 
Demons will travel to the Civic 
Center next season. 

Included in Bradley’s television 
appearances are three ESPN games 
(Memphis State, Dec. 17; North 
Carolina-Charlotte, Jan. 6; Tulsa, 
Jan. 23), two USA games (West 
Virginia, Jan. 28; Tulsa, Feb. 25) 
and the DePaul game, which will 
be aired on WGN. 

The Braves will also be telev¬ 
ised on SportsVision, available in 
the Chicago area, twice during 
road games at Drake (Feb. 18) and 
Southern Illinois (Feb. 29).

Financial aid: National down, local up

Students are receiving less 
financial aid this year but don’t 
fault Bradley University. 

David Pardieck, director of 
financial assistance, said, 'Bradley 
is actually spending more on finan¬ 
cial assistance this year than they 
have in the past. 

Pardieck said comparing this 
year to last year, Bradley’s finan¬ 
cial aid assistance is up 10 percent 
and since 1980 the total amount of 
institutional financial aid has dou¬ 
bled. 

But this is not the case at the 
national level. U.S. Secretary of 
Education William Bennett 
announced earlier this year he 
would seek more modest cuts in 
the future. 

Dept, of Education Undersecre¬ 
tary Bruce Carnes said Bennett 
feared his cutback proposals pro¬ 
voked hostility that in turn, turned 
Congress off to his efforts to ^tcr 
campus coursework, tame tuition 
increases and chase down loan 
defaulters. 

'What you are seeing though 
are some significant changes on the 
federal and state level in terms of 
the amount of financial assistance 
that is available. 

'The state has not increased its 
award proportional to tuition 
increases nor has the federal 
government. As a matter of fact 
they have actually cut their aid at 
the federal level,Pardieck said. 

Another factor in the students 
not receiving the financial aid that 
they did in the past is the changes 
in the eligibility requirements, 
which occurred in Washington a 
year ago, for the Guaranteed Stu¬ 
dent Loan. 

The Guaranteed Student Loan 
for all students required financial 
need be shown. That necessarily 
did not used to be the case," Par¬ 
dieck said. 

'There were a number of 
sweeping changes. It was called 
the Reauthorization For Higher 


Education Act and it changed vir 
tually all financial aid programs on 
the federal level. 

Tvery year there are some stu¬ 
dents who are not able to continue 


because of financial aid cuts or 
financial aid reasons. Sometimes 
we can address those sometimes 
we can’t; it just depends on the 
individual circumstances 


student Center^ 
budget reviewed

A review of Student Center budget operations took place during the 
summer, after budgeted amounts in several areas of center operations did 
not match revenue generated. 

'We do (the review) for certain operational areas periodicaUy," 
depending upon the nature of activities, budget fluctuations, and changes 
in activity, Gary Anna, vice president for business affairs, said. 

"Basically the center is about a $700,0(X) operation a year in terms 
of how we budget," Anna said. When the food portion and student fees 
that the school allocates are excluded from that figure, about $80,()(X) to 
$90,000 is left. 

This amount comes from money generated at the Student Center—it 
is not net imcome, it’s revenues. Some of the components making up this 
figure didn’t match up well with what was budgeted, Anna said. 

"The total (amount) was reasonable," Anna said. But reports sug¬ 
gested "we needed to ask some questions and refine some of the 
individual components." 

Components referred to include: vending machines, the College Inn, 
gameroom, coin arcade, billiards, bowling, ID cards, cap and gown ren¬ 
tals, and the bar. 

"You really can’t look at one area without looking at them all when 
it comes to center operations," Anna said. 

Anna said he didn’t have available the amount of the discrepancy. 

As a procedure, monthly financial reports are reviewed by people in 
charge of a specific operation; in the case of the Student Center, Ken 
Goldin, business manager, and Lois Turner, director of Student Center 
operations. 

Also, areas of University operations are reviewed by an internal 
auditor on occasion. The Student Center had such a review a year or 
ago, Anna said. 

The internal auditor was not involved in this particular review. Anna 
said one reason for the review was so the school could refine its budget. 
He said for exan^le, interest in and revenue from video games h^ 
declined the past few years, and the amount budgeted should reflect this 
accordingly. 

The University is a $45 million business and has the equivalent of 
several small to medium-size stores, Anna said. "Part of our normal 
procedure is to take a look at some of these operations.'

Campus offers advantage of work-study employment

More than 8(X) students are 
employed on campus this semester 
and the majority of these students 
do not have work-study according 
to Controller Joanne Richie. 

"Work-study students are paid 
80 percent by the federal govern¬ 
ment and 20 percent by the 
University," Richie said. 

"Work-study is part of a 
student’s financial aid package and 
is usually based on need," Finan¬ 
cial Assistance Counselor Amy 
Bielenberg said. 

If a student is eligible for 
work-study, a statement will 
appear on his/her financial aid 
package. The statement includes 
exactly how much that student can 
make per year. 

"Sometimes students earn all of 
the money before the year is 
over," Bielenberg said. "If this 
happens, either the student must 
quit his job or the department must 
pay his full salary." 

A work-study job can be any¬ 
where on campus. All departments 
are given a budget for student 
employment each year and it is up 
to the head of each department to 
decide how he or she will use it. 

If a department hires only 
work-study students, it is not 
because they can’t hire those 
without work-study. They probably 
need more help than their budget 
can pay for and this way they get 
five work-study students for the 
cost of one student without work- 
study. 

Most students start out at 
minimum wage, $3.35 per hour. 
This varies by department as do 
raises. 

Karl Meyer, a junior non¬ 


work-study student, has been 
working for Audio-Visual Services 
for two-and-a-half-years and has 
received one raise. Meyer says 
that AV rarely and erratically 
gives out raises. 

There is a guy who has only 
been working here about six 
months and makes the same as I 
do," Meyer said. 

Joanne Severn, a senior work- 
study student who works at both

and the conununications depan- 
ment also stressed the importance 
of being paid fairly. 

"If a person has been working 
steadily and does a good job, they 
should be rewarded," Severn said. 

Severn began working her 
freshman year at Haussler Hall and 
quit after her sophomore y^r 
because the job was "going 
nowhere."

Severn has received several 
raises while working at the Hart¬ 
mann Center, no raises while at 
Haussler and no raises at the com¬ 
munications department.

Amendment were set forth. These 
were; 1) government should 
impose restrictions on certain 
forms of expression-some words 
and pictures cause harm to society; 

2) freedom of speech should be 
regulated to shield young people 
from harmful messages; 3) the real 
danger is government restriction of 
free speech. 

Dr. Eric Ward, a practitioner 
of child psychiatry in Peoria, cited 
numerous studies that suggest a 
relationship between violence as 
portrayed on television and 
increased rates of juvenile delin¬ 
quency, poor school performance 
and increased instances of domes¬ 
tic violence. But because there is 
not a consensus in this country 
regarding the effects of television 
violence. Ward said, it will be a 
long time before restrictions are 
placed on the First Amendment. 
Once there is a consensus, he said, 
freedom of speech will be curtailed 
for the sake of protecting children 
from the negative effects of televi¬ 
sion violence. 

Helle said '’tolerance is what 
the First Amendment stands for.” 

Helle emphasized that freedom 
of speech shouldn’t be destroyed 
by piecemeal legislation and res¬ 
trictions. ”When you get a box of 
Jujy fruits,” Helle said, ”you don’t 
tip the box and swallow them all- 
you eat them one at a time. Before 
you know it, they’re all gone. ” 

Chuck Sherman, general 
manager of WHOI-TV, repudiated 
the studies cited by Ward, saying 
they demonstrated correlations, 
rather than causal relationships, 
between television violence and 
juvenile delinquency. 

Sherman and Ward spent 
several minutes quoting various 
studies to contradict one another. 
Sherman, saying he had little faith 
in sociology, concluded that televi¬ 
sion stations should be allowed to 
show what they chose. ”I want to 
put to rest the myth that TV is a 
giant hypodermic needle,” Sher¬ 
man said. 

One member of the audience 
said he remembered growing up in 
the segregated South in the ’30s 
and ’40s, and the restrictions 
placed on the rights of black peo¬ 
ple. Without freedom of speech, 
he said, Martin Luther King Jr.’s 
campaign for civil rights would not 
have succeeded. There should be 
no restrictions on the First Amend¬ 
ment, he said, ”because today its 
the gays, and tomorrow its some¬ 
one else. ” 

Dempsey concluded the discus¬ 
sion, saying, ”as citizens, its our 
responsibility to guard this 
dom as well as use it responsibly. ”

The rights of Heitz 

Heitz Hall is a virtual "'Sybil'' as a dormitory. Oops, there’s 
that terrible awful antiquated word again. It should be "residence 
hall." 

Three years ago Heitz was a freshman "residence hall." 
Then, due to fluctuation in enrollment and increased demand for 
the singles "residence halls," Heitz was turned into singles.

Gradually Heitz became comfortable with its new personal¬ 
ity. 

But next year will mark a coming home of sorts for the

want to be seniors again. 

This is not good. Several of those people living in Heitz at 
present would also like to live in Heitz in the future, like next 
school year. Granted, this is not a majority of Bradley’s student 
populous, but does that mean they should have to give up there 
room rights at the whim of the University when people in other 
"residence halls" suffer no such loss of privilege.? 

The University will likely respond that incoming freshmen 
have to be put somewhere, and Heitz was most feasible for a 
whole myriad of reasons, including of course, the students best 
interests. This is probably fairly accurate. But this seems a bit 
paradoxical. Where will these seniors and grad students go? Safe 
money says off campus housing. So depending upon your point of 
view, it dmost looks as if the University is subtly encouraging 
certain people to move off campus in order to make room for oth¬ 
ers. 

It’s not like there’s a severe shortage of space on campus. 
Can you say Lovelace Hall, or Sisson Hall? 

So we have to ask ourselves why the University is behaving 
in this manner? Could it be because the school just doesn’t like 
seniors very much and wants to concentrate on underclassmen? 
Probably not. Maybe the people in the Housing Office decided 
they hadn’t been the victim of a Scout Viewpoint in a while and 
decided to do something about it. Unlikely. Maybe the seniors 
and grad students are staying up too late having loud, wild par¬ 
ties, unsafe sex and throwing up everywhere, and the underclass¬ 
men can’t get any studying done. Probably not. 

Chances are the issue boils down to money. The school 
probably makes more money from doubles than from singles, and 
people not on the meal plan have a nasty habit of not going to the 
cafeterias to eat. This just doesn’t generate income. 

Heitz may well be the best solution for this situation, but 
that’s not going to console the people living there now who would 
like their rooms back next year. 

There is a good side to all of this however. Since this prob¬ 
lem of where to put freshmen exists, that means Bradley has a 
plentiful flow of freshmen coming to school. Enrollment is a 
happy thing, as it implies growth, prosperity and progress. 

But what this policy says is that in terms of housing, fresh¬ 
men have priority over seniors and grad students, a policy that a 
lot of seniors and grad students ought to have a serious qualm 
about.

Teacher Pay 

Dear Editor, 

This is just a brief comment on the 
Sept. 25 article on faculty pay. As Dr. 
Modianos correctly noted, sex is a fac¬ 
tor that is related to a faculty member’s 
pay. What should be made clear, how¬ 
ever, is that it is illegal to pay a 
woman of equal rank and experience 
less money simply because of her sex. 
This, of course, does not mean that 
sexual discrimination does not exist. 
Women across the country are still try¬ 
ing to catch up with men’s salaries. In 
some instances it is a problem of mak¬ 
ing up for differences created when 
men were routinely, albeit legally, paid 
for equal work. In other instances 
women are fighting cases of subtle and 
sometimes blatant sexual discrimina¬ 
tion. I just wanted to make it clear that 
while sex is a factor related to faculty 
salaries, the relationship, ideally should 
be an artifact of past hiring and salary 
decisions and should not be a present 
day salary consideration.

Anticipating another large 
freshman class next year, students 
asked where the administration 
planned to house the incoming stu¬ 
dents. Murphy and Gaisky did not 
forsee a problem, feeling that 
upper classmen moving off campus 
would make room for many of the 
new students. 

'We can handle the problem 
with a little ingenuity,'' Gaisky 
said. 'Tf the number is greater than 
we anticipate, we will have to 
address it then." 

Murphy said that there will no 
longer be singles in Heitz, and that 
the seniors and graduate students 
living in those singles will not 
have squatter’s rights so as to pro¬ 
vide for more housing for next 
5 'ear’s freshmen. 

The residence halls of the 
future are also posing a problem to 
available housing and increasing 
enrollment. Gaisky said that the 
program may have an effect on 
retention of students in the 
residence halls. The success of the 
program is keeping upper classmen 
in the residence halls longer than 
previously. 

He added that 40 percent of this 
year’s freshmen are enrolled in the 
program, potentially leading to a 
problem of retention in the future. 

One student, Jim Easterbrook, 
initiated discussion about the Stu¬ 
dent Center and CuUom-Davis 
Library renovation plans. 

Gaisky answered saying the 
architectual plans are almost com¬ 
plete for both projects, and the 
Student Center renovations are 
scheduled to begin this summer. 

He added that the library renova¬ 
tions may also begin this summer 
if the expansion plans are fimshed 
in time. (continued on page 14)

Closing its doors today, the 
Center For Career Development 
will move from the basement of 
Burgess Hall to the first floor. 

The new location will re-open 
Oct. 7 in time for fall interviews. 

mie Center will not change 
any of its programs or services,'' 
Jane Linenberger, director of the 
Center for Career Development, 
said. 'It will become a more 
attractive place for visiting 
employers to contact students, and 
employers will feel better about 
visiting. If they feel better, they 
will like the students better, and 
the students will have a better 
chance for jobs." 

The Center will open with 
several new interview rooms, a 
break room for recruiters, a wait¬ 
ing room for students, and seven 
private individual offices for the 
executive staff. In addition, a 
career library will also open. An 
Apple computer will be available 
to run job search programs. 

The concept for the Center for 
Career Development came about in 
the 1978-79 school year. Before 
the Center, the Co-op and place¬ 
ment programs were all separate. 

According to Center records, 
75 percent of this year’s graduating 
seniors will have used the Center. 

'1 don’t think (closing the 
Center for a limited time) will 


affect the students. Those who 
really need to use the Center we’ll 
let in. The students will under¬ 
stand. They know the benefits of 
the Center," Linenberger said. 

The Center offers assistance 
with career exploration decisions, 
provides advisement for appropri¬ 
ate students, and offers assistance 
with Co-op programs, interviews 
and summer jobs. 

"(Students) need related work 
experience to confirm their career 
choices. It is important to provide 
them with this opportunity," 
Linenberger said. 

This is the first time the Center 
has moved in its nine-year 
existence. 

The Center has been talking 
about moving for about a year. 
"We’re really excited and thrilled. 
We’ve been working to move for a 
while," Linenberger said. 

The Center will occupy the 
space formerly occupied by the 
College of Speech and Hearing 
Sciences, and work has been going 
on for the past two weeks in order 
to remodel the Center. Linen¬ 
berger said crews have been work¬ 
ing "around the clock" in order to 
get the work done. "I’d like to 
compliment them for the fine work 
that they’ve done." 

General Services of Bradley 
University has been doing the 
work.

Fortino said, "After it was all 
over, I saw some members of a 
house that lost partying it up with 
members of another house.

Graduation marks new beginning-- 

iBradley alumni turn pro

For most students, graduation 
marks the end of Bradley Univer¬ 
sity, with the possible exception of 
an occasional Alumni Weekend. 

But for a few students, gradua¬ 
tion is only the beginning of Brad¬ 
ley. These are students who gra¬ 
duated from Bradley and now 
work for their alma mater. 

For most, the transition from 
student to professional was not 
difficult, but did have challenges. 

'The first year was hard," Rob 
Bertram, director of orientation 
and advisement, said. Bertram, a 
1985 graduate, said, 'Ifs tough to 
fight the temptation to go down to 
the Lady on Thursday nights." 

Peggy Sassorossi, a 1982 gra¬ 
duate and now director of student 
activities, said her transition was 
easy, but that it was easier to gain 
the respect of students than 
administrators. She attributes her 
smooth interaction with students to 
planning. 

"When I first realized I wanted 
to go into student activities...! set 
(down ethics, standards, I had a 
strong philosophy concerning 
interacting with students," she 
said. 

In order to better prepare for 
I working with student activities on 
• campus, Sassorossi had a double 
I major at Bradley—special education 
and elementary education. 

1 Although transition was 
smooth, it is not necessarily com¬ 


plete. Sassorossi, Bertram and 
admissions counselor Brian Welch 
have all been mistaken for stu¬ 
dents, and in Sassorossi’s case, by 
administrators as well as students. 

But all three hold professional¬ 
ism in high regard no matter what 
age. 

Bertram said he tried to act too 
professional in the beginning. He 
was too aware of his age. 

For Sassorossi, it’s a daily task. 
"So much of my job is interacting 
with students," she said. But she 
said she doesn’t try to second-guess 
students any more. 

Sassorossi maintained it’s the 
professionalism that counts, not 
fashion, or the office decor-which 
in her case looks suspiciously like 
an overgrown dorm room. "Pro¬ 
fessionalism to me is more than 
clothing—it has to be an attitude," 
she said. 

The shift from student to pro¬ 
fessional has not only brought a 
change in attitude, but a change in 
perspective as well. For these peo¬ 
ple, there are several aspects of the 
University that they did not notice 
as students. 

"I don’t think I understood how 
progressive Bradley was," Welch 
said, citing the Dorm of the Future 
for example. "I understand more 
now how Bradley differs from 
other schools." 

Bertram simply sees dedication 
he did not see before. 

"A lot of people I work with 
are very dedicated...Bradley means 


a lot to them," he said. 

Mike Murphy C68, Masters in 
71), director of housing, has seen 
more changes than the Dorm of 
the Future and dedication. He’s 
seen dorms of the past. Since his 
undergraduate days, Murphy has 
seen the addition of nine buildings, 
the renovation of two, and more 
policy changes than the U.S. 
Foreign Relations Committee. 

In days past, female students 
had to sign out whenever they left 
their dorms. There was no salad 
bar, and students were allowed 
only one trip through the cafeteria 
line. Housekeepers tidied up dorm 
rooms every week, and unlike the 
once-a-semester ritual at present, 
linens were changed weekly. 

While Murphy has seen a lot of 
external changes, Sassorossi notes 
a major internal change. 

Bradley’s implementation of 
"The Strategic Plan," similar to a 
long-range planning committee, 
has called for changes all over the 
University on every level. 

One change these people didn’t 
foresee was a move to Peoria. 
Only Murphy, a Peoria native, 
thought he would live in Peoria 
after graduation. 

Sassorossi said her friends and 
family "thought I was cra^ to 
move to Peoria." But she said she 
has come to realize "Peoria has a 
lot of strengths," and, "Working at 
Bradley-there’s never a day that’s 
the same.

Levy stresses 
honesty, love

While the media continues to be 
flooded with advertisements, songs 
and movies dealing with sex, pro¬ 
fessionals continue to warn and 
advise about safe sex and the 
effects experienced due to the lack 
of taking precautionary measures. 

One such professional is Phyllis 
Levy, talk show host for WLS- 
AM’s "Sex Talk." Not only did 
Levy talk about safe sex at her lec¬ 
ture last Friday night in the Stu¬ 
dent Center Ballroom, but about 
honesty and intimacy. 

Levy defined intimacy as, "the 
ability to share your life and 
experiences with someone else." 
She believes it is a difficult task 
for people to learn how to be 
honest and to communicate this 
honesty with other people.

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Bradley’s bug infestation

Peoria, once a mild-mannered 
metropolis, has been invaded. 
Nothing too radical or threatening, 
but instead an invasion of quiet, 
peace-loving bugs. 

Bugs, you ask? Yuck. But these 
bugs are like nothing you’ve ever 
seen. Insecticide won’t kill them, 
but a mild rainshower washes them 
away. These chalk drawings are 
the creation of Mike Manrique, a 
23 -year-old construction major at 
Bradley. 

Manrique, a Theta Chi frater¬ 
nity member, began drawing these 
multi-legged creatures last year on 
the way back from class. He is 
occasionally joined by some of his 
fraternity brothers, but this origi¬ 
nal form of art remains his own 
concept. 

Drawn with black or white 
chalk, the bugs can be seen on 
sidewalks and streets around 
campus. Manrique buys*his chalk 
from the Bookstore. Once, some 
employees, curious as to what he 
would do with all the chalk, asked 
him about it. 

'T took them outside and 
showed them all the bugs congre¬ 
gating in front of the Bookstore 
'on the sidewalk) and they laughed 
and said it was cute, ^ Manrique 
said. 

When asked if the administra¬ 
tion has made any effort to curtail 
his creativity, Manrique replied 
that except for Bradley Security 
catching two other Theta Chis and 
asking them to stop, he has experi¬ 
enced only one negative situation 
with the bugs. 

'It was pre-rush and we were 
drawing them by Heitz. Some 
guys from Heitz Dorm Council 
came out and told us this would 
lead to spray-painting buildings 
and that we belonged in the grade 
school down the street,'' Manrique 
said. 

So far, no buildings have been 
spray-painted, and Manrique 
doesn’t use anything that won’t 
wash off with water. In fact, he 
and his friends have even 
researched the matter. 'The aver¬ 
age life span of a white bug in a 
high traffic area is four days, while 
a black bug lasts eight days," 
Manrique said. 

When asked why he bothers to 
draw anything at all, Manrique 
said, "College is the time of harm¬ 
less, fun, stupid and crazy events."

However, he is surprised at all 
the attention his artwork has 
created. Tt seems weird that peo¬ 
ple would take so much notice, 
because in Chicago (his home¬ 
town) sidewalk writing is a normal 
occurrence." 

Manrique doesn’t really have a 
statement to make with his bug 
creations. The closest to editorial¬ 
izing he ever comes to is when he 
draws black and white bugs 
together. "The bugs are very 
integrated and hang out together." 

Although his nickname as a 
small child was Spider, due to the 
fact that he was always climbing 
and hanging from things, Man¬ 
rique claims no special attraction 
to bugs. Do people make fun of 
him? Occasionally he gets ribbed, 
but in general his friends join in 
with him, drawing bugs to and 


from their classes too. This has 
almost become a Theta Chi trade¬ 
mark, and one that does no harm, 
since the bugs wash right off. 

Manrique calls himself a 
present from "the land of the 
misfit toys," referring to the 
Christmas special "Rudolph the 
Red-nosed Reindeer." He enjoys 
being different, and drawing the 
bugs is one way of expressing his 
individuality. "We didn’t come to 
college to change. We came to 
school to grow." 

The next time you are walking 
to class and approach a bug, black 
or white, walk around it. For right 
there on the ground, being 
smudged and erased by careless 
feet, is six inches worth of art.

According to Gaisky, the 
expansion plans for the library will 
almost double the space, providing 
more useable space in the building. 

Killoran commented on the Stu¬ 
dent Center renovations saying 
they will benefit the students by 
providing more lounge area, more 
conference rooms and a more 
attractive and effective dining 
center.

Because of the strike, 
NFL owners have put together 
rosters of non-union players to 
take the place of the strikers. Most 
of these players are the NFL 
rejects or from the USFL or the 
Arena Football League.

The Bradley Lady Braves softball team swept St. 
Francis Wednesday to raise their record to 7-5 after 
losing three games in the Gateway Preview Tourna¬ 
ment in Macomb last weekend. 

Lady Brave pitchers Sharon Kemps and Sandy 
Bourlet each collected complete game victories as 
Bradley triumphed 9-3 in the first game and 4-2 in the 
second. Kemps struck out five and gave up just four 
hits in the opener, moving her record to 3-2. 

Freshman Tabitha Judson got her first collegiate 
hit in the second game. Judson led off the sixth inning 
with a single and scored the final Lady Braves run. 

Due to injuries and illness, the Bradley roster 
was down from 17 to 13 for Wednesday’s game. 

"'Aside from illness and injuries, we’re looking 
pretty good ," coach Clint Wilson said. "We’re having 
trouble hitting the ball but offensively we’re playing 
excellent. 

"We are young and have a lot of people playing 
different positions," he said. But moving people 
around doesn’t matter as much in the fall as this 
record does not count in the spring standings. 

Bradley’s record did look good going into last 
weekend’s Gateway tourney. The Lady Braves were 
5-2 then. 

But after the Lady Braves lost three games and 
were eliminated from the tourney, Wilson’s excuses 
weren’t based on hitting and defense. 

Plagued by the flu, a depleted Lady Brave squad 
lost to Northern Iowa 3-2, Dlinois State 2-0 and even¬ 
tual tourney champs Western Illinois 1-0. 

"I was sick, and half of my team was sick," Wil¬ 


son said. 1 don’t know what it was that was going 
around, but it sure killed us at Western." And the 
mysterious ailment continued to sweep the team this 
week as Wilson prepared his team for a Wednesday 
double-header wiA St. Francis. 

"I had a practice yesterday (Monday) and I told 
them to not even come around if they felt sick,"' he 
said. "I showed up and about eight of my players 
were there.'' 

Last weekend’s loss to WIU typified the problems 
the Lady Braves had during the whole tournament. 
With Bradley’s Glenda Nelson pitching a shutout into 
the seventh inning, the Westerwinds scored the win¬ 
ning run with two outs on a hit deflected by the Lady 
Braves shortstop. 

"Had that ball not been deflected, the run may 
not have scored," Wilson said, '^ut that’s the. way it 
goes." 

Hard luck also hit the Lady Braves in the opener 
against Northern Iowa as the Panthers tallied two runs 
in the bottom of the sixth to go ahead and win the 
game 3-2. Glenda Nelson, in relief of Sandy Bourlet, 
suffered her second loss of the weekend. 

In Bradley’s final tournament, the Lady Braves 
ran into a pitching buzzsaw. ISU’s Lori Vogel one-hit 
them and won a 2-0 decision. 

With his team’s record at 5-5, Wilson remained 
optimistic.

Architectural drawings for the 
renovation of the Student Center 
have been completed and bidding 
is expected to begin early in the 
spring of 1988. 

Construction of the $2 million 
Campaign for Bradley project is 
targeted to begin after the spring 
semester. Dr. Alan Gaisky, asscKi- 
' ate provost for student affairs, 
said. 

Student Center renovation 
should be complete by the spring 
semester, 1989. (See floor plans on 
page 7.) 


A glass atrium connecting the 
Student Center with Sisson Hall 
will add 3,100 sq. feet to the 
Center. 

Adam Lontai, an architect with 
LZT and Associates, drew the 
floor plans. LZT and Associates 
designed the original Smdent 
Center in 1956 and an addition in 
1963. 

LZT and Associates also 
designed University Hall and 
several other buildings on campus. 

Gaisky said the renovations, 
'Will provide.. .much-needed 
lounge and meeting space, and cer¬ 


tainly a much-needed auditorium.' 

Lontai said, '’A commit^ 
came up with a requirement list, 
and my major concern was to meet 
that list." 

The facility will be handicap 
accessible, and includes plans for 
an elevator that would allow access 
to Sisson Hall. 

A 232-seat auditorium is 
designed to replace the existing 
bowling alley. 

Most of the changes to be made 
came from two committees: The

Campustown merchants sing business blues

The proposed Campustown has marvelled sonie 
at Bradley University and awed many at the Peoria 
City Council, yet amidst all of the excitement, the 
plans have meant to others nothing but trouble. 

Businesses located east of University and Mam 
up to the Knight and Tobin Pharmacy are threatened 
by the proposal without too many options to explore. 

Plans for Campustown took one step closer to 
reality as the Joseph Co. was unanimously recently 
approved by the city council as the developer for the 
project. However, other plans for the $6 million, 
90,(X)0-square-foot center anchored by a fiill-^rvice 
grocery store and joined by other smaller businesses 
have come to a complete stop. 

Both the city and the developer are waiting for 
the Illinois General Assembly to discuss the state to 
increment funding (TIF) next month. If fully funded, 
the sales to increments derived from the center 
would be sufficient to repay bonds used to acquire 

property. ^ ^ . 

That’s the problem. Most of the businesses 
located on the three city blocks are small, family- 
owned-and scared. If the state acquires TIF, then the 
next hurdle is for the city to acquire the prope^ 
needed. This could be sometime in 1990, when the 
funding is expected from the state. 

The general consensus of the owners is that they 
are not against the project if they can be a part of it, 
but not at double the rent. 

Antone Haddad, owner of Haddad’s Lebanese 
Restaurant, approached the city councU with his 
queries and was told the Joseph Co. would contact 
him. Since nothing new has occurred, there hasnt 
been any news. 

'The rent is cheap here and it is a good loca¬ 
tion,'’ Haddad said in broken English and a thick 


’Lebanese accent. It would be too cosUy to relocate, he 
said. 'T don’t want to go out of business.'’ 

Haddad was told his rent might be doubled if he 
moves into the center. 'T can’t afford such high rent, 
he said. He also doesn’t want to move out of the arw 
because since he has the only Lel^ese restaur^t in 
Peoria, everyone knows where his restaurant is on 
Main Street. 'If I change my location no one will be 
able to find my restaurant.'’ 

He says right now he’s waiting to hear about the 
next move. But he wants to know soon, because 
'’who’s going to pay my CILCO bills, for my 
children’s school and for my house if I don’t have a 
business?'’he said. 

Mike Curtis of Posters and Things (located next 
to the Varsity) said, 'This has been my life-long 
dream, and now I don’t know what will happen to my 
business.'’ 

Curtis said he started his business about a ye^ 
ago and that he’s managed to break even, pout I still 
haven’t done as well as I would have liked.'’ 

He admits the project is a good idea but that he 
probably wouldn’t be able to move into the center 
because of the high rent. 'It will probably be about 
four times the rent Pm paying now.^ Curtis wants to 
put his New York/Califomia-style poster store in 

Campustown because Bradley students are his mam 

business. _ 

'1 guess you could say Fm a Bradley poster 

store.'’ ^ ^ ^ 

There isn’t time for Curtis to find out about 

developments, because he said he works about 12 
hours a day. 'Ifs so hard, because Fm trying to 
develop this into a fine poster gallery.'’ 

Curtis looked away, just as the other owners did 
as they admit defeat. 'It doesn’t matter what we do. 
The city is going to do what they want to do.'’

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Morris: civil rights brought 
fundamental changes

The agenda of the civil rights 
movement was unfinished because 
of economic inequality. Dr. Aldon 
Morris said in his lecture Tuesday 
evening in the Hartman Center. 

Morris, a noted author and 
sociologist , spoke about 
^e Civil Rights Movement and 
the Unfinished Agenda'' after 
receiving Bradley’s 1987 Outstand¬ 
ing Young Graduate Award earlier 
in the day. 

The lecture, sponsored by the 
Olive B. White Lecture Series and 
the Department of Sociology, was 
opened by Dr. Kal Goldberg who 
announced the Romeo B. Garrett 
Award which will be given to a 
sociology graduate who has been 
active in Civil Rights. 

Morris quoted Martin Luther 
King Jr. when he said, "American 
Capitalism is at the root of poverty 
in America." 

Morris spoke about the funda¬ 
mental changes the civil rights 
movement brought about. He also 
reflected on the life of King by 
saying, "It is important to look at 
the lives of those who had dreams 
and were willing to work to make 
those dreams come true." 

King was one of the greatest 
leaders of humanity irrespective of 
color and his concern with the 
"have-nots" is a rare quality, 
Morris said. He also said that we 
need to ask ourselves whether a 
predominately white university like 
Bradley would be able to produce 
leaders like King. "King acted on 
knowledge to change the world," 
he said. 

Morris also spoke on King’s 
view of religion saying that King 


felt religions were 
much on ritual and were short on 
solving the real problems of 
society. Morris said King’s belief 
in the necessity to criticize things 
that are dear to us lead him to cri¬ 
ticize the black church that was so 
dear to King. The black church 
was too concerned with the other 
world instead of providing food for 
the poor and hungry. Morris 
described King as being "critical, 
creative and committed." 

He listed the achievements of 
the civil rights movement. King 
and the movement over-threw legal 
segregation, made America a more 
democratic society by allowing 
more blacks to become elected 
officials and inspired other 
oppressed groups to speak out such 
as the Modem Farm-Workers, the 
students against the Vietnam War 
and handicaps. "The Civil Rights 
Movement embraced the entire 
human commumty across the 
world," Morris said. 

He directed his lecture toward 
Bradley by saying that we should 
ask ourselves if we are doing 
everything to support the freedom 
struggle in South Africa and what 
we are doing to confront it. 

Morris also said we should ask 
ourselves if the curriculum at 
Bradley reflects the values n^ed 
to build a better world. He said no 
changes have been made in the 
redistribution of authority and 
power. He pointed out that when 
he was at Bradley from 1972 to 
1974, there were 500 black stu¬ 
dents and six black faculty 
members and presently there are 
only 217 black students and two 
black faculty members. 


The white students of Bradley 
should be in the lead to make sure 
that all of the minorities are 
represented at Bradley because if 
they are absent you are receiving 
an inferior education, he said. "If 
you don’t have representatives of 
all different groups, how can you 
understand the red world." 

Students should always try to 
offer positive plans for action and 
start out by raizing that a homo¬ 
geneous faculty and student body 
cannot reflect a first class institu¬ 
tion. 

He also said students should try 
to recruit non-white students not 
only from other areas but also 
from the Peoria area. Morris said 
the fact that Bradley hasn’t 
recruited black students from this 
area is "unforgivable." 

Morris then spoke to black stu¬ 
dents by saying that they must 
strive for academic excellence and 
develop an attitude that makes 
them thirst for knowledge and 
good study habits. 

Black parents and community 
leaders should make sure that there 
is a proper atmosphere for learning 
in the home and academic com¬ 
munity. 

To complete the unfinished 
agenda, Morris said we should 
listen to King when he said that 
you should do your job so well 
that not the dead, living or the 
unborn child do better. We have a 
responsibility as students to go 
back and speak in our high schools 
and churches and inform the non¬ 
white students about Bradley. Stu¬ 
dents should hold meetings with 
the faculty at Bradley to hear their

Drunk students aid police

Within the past year Pi Kappa 
Phi and Phi Gamma Delta (Fiji) 
fraternities have each acquired a 
house after enduring much red tape 
and financial fall-outs. 

Pi Kappa Phi, 1532 W. Bradley 
Ave., began renting their house 
from the University last spring. 
Fiji’s house, 1532 W. Fredonia, 
suffered years of disappointments 
and financial failures before finally 
officiating the sale of their house 


with its closing on June 2, 1987. 

Four years ago some Pi Kapps 
rented a house on Barker Avenue. 
However, zoning regulations 
changed and the house could not 
’’officially'’ be considered a frater¬ 
nity house even though fraternity 
members continued to live there. 

For almost three years the Pi 
Kapps went without a central loca¬ 
tion for meetings and activities. 
Finally, a housing committee esta- 
blished with the fraternity talked to 


Ken Goldin, a university housing 
administrator, about acquiring a 
house. Together, the housing com¬ 
mittee and the University found the 
house at 1532 W. Bradley. 

House manager John Kijowski 
said much work had to be done 
before the house was liveable. The 
building used to be two apartments 
rented seperately. The wall divid¬ 
ing the ftont and back halves of 
the building had to be tom down,

Three Bradley students became 
legally dmnk Tuesday to further 
the education of area police and 
security officers. 

Doug Bross, student senate 
president, Mike McKinney, and 
Frank Cavelli were escorted by 
Bradley Security to a liquor store 
to pick up the alcoholic beverage 
of their choice. They were then 
taken downtown to participate in 
tests that would aid some 25 police 
and security officers in identifying 
persons who were too dmnk to 
drive. 

’’A person can be too dmnk to 
drive but not legally dmnk. It just 
depends on the person, ” Bross 
said. 

Dr. Wright, a professor from 
Illinois Community College, 
explained to the students that 
depending on the person, a person 
can hold their liquor and still be 
more than legally dmnk. Wright 
gave them an example of this tel¬ 
ling them about a man who partici¬ 
pated in an earlier test with a 
blood alcohol content of .38 and 
did not appear to be dmnk. 

Throu^out the day the students 
were placed in a room with their 
prefer!^ alcohol and allowed to 
drink. 

'We played cards and ’win, 
lose or draw’ on the blackboard to 
pass the time, ” Bross said. 

After a couple of hours the stu¬ 
dents were taken into another room 
and given a breathalizer test to see 
if they were legally drunk. 

After the test (and seven beers), 
it was found that they were in fact 
not yet legally drunk with their 
blood alcohol content at .08. The 
students were then placed back in 
the room to resume drinking. 

After about half-an-hour, they 
were administered the breathalizer 


test again and their blood alcohol 
content had reached the point of 
being legally dmnk, . 1. 

'T told them that I felt fine and 
that I would drive home if I had 
to,” Bross said. 

The students were then taken 
into a room with 25 other police 
and security officers from the area 
and one-by-one given tests by the 
officers. 

The tests that were admin¬ 
istered were the old standard walk¬ 
ing the line, touching the nose, 
standing on one leg, and a test that 
determines without a doubt if the 
person has alcohol in his or her 
system. This test was the officer 
holding out his finger for the pos¬ 
sibly intoxicated person to follow 
with his or her eyes. The officer 
would then look for jerks in the 
persons eye movement. If such 
jerks occurred, as opposed to 
fluent eye movement, the person 
has been drinking alcohol. 

While the tests were being con¬ 
ducted, each officer rated the stu¬ 
dents according to whether they 
would take the students in for driv¬ 
ing under the influence. 

The students were given a tour 
of the facilities and then taken into 
a room where their statistics were 
displayed. 

At least eighty percent of the 
officers said that they would not 
arrest the students even thou^, 
their blood alcohol showed them to 
be legally dmnk. Only a few of 
the officers said that they would 
definately take them in. 

The test will be performed 
again using three volunteers who i 
are 21 or older. \ 

The alcohol that was bought for i 
the students to use during the test I 
was classified in the reports as I

tee, and the Student Center Reno¬ 
vation Committee. 

Greg Killoran, acting director 
of co-curricular and organizational 
development, said the committees 
had '"a good cross section of 
students...! was impressed with the 
things the students had to say.

The Scout, ACBU, Student 
Senate and the Anaga will move 
from the Student Center to Sisson 
Hall at the end of the school year. 


Specific locations are undecided. 

"I think that can only help the 
organizations on campus,'' Sas- 
sorossi said of centralizing student 
activities in Sisson. She said more 
students together would be a "posi¬ 
tive growth experience." 

Gaisky said the decision to 
renovate the Student Center as part 
of the Campaign for Bradley came 
from student concerns, faculty, 
staff. Visitors and parents. 

He said most people realize the 
Student Center is one area Bradley 
does not compete well compared to 
other schools. 

"I think we will though....We’ll 
go from a noncompetitive structure 
as a Student Center to a very 
attractive, functional competitive 
(one). 

"I think it’s going to be a first 
class facility." 

Gary Anna, vice president for 
business affairs, said the plan will 
be presented to the board of 
trustees and the University Finance 
and Property Conunittee. No 
actions will be requested at this 
point, he said. 

He said he hopes the $2 million 
will cover most of the expenses 
such as equipment, tables, chairs, 
etc. 

Gaisky said the renovation "is a 
terrific addition to the campus." 
He said it "couldn’t come at a 
better time," as it will serve 
current students and help attract 
new ones.

Rock to reggae, student radio making music 


WRBU ’airborne’ via cable system

Bradley University’s new 
student-run radio station went on 
the air for the first time last week. 

The station, WRBU, is quite 
different from most of the conven¬ 
tional radio stations. It does not 
play any "Top 40music. Station 
manager, Becky Wilson, contends 
that if students want to listen to 
this type of music, "’there are 
plenty of other outlets that play 
Top 40’ to turn to. 

Positioned at 99.5 FM, WRBU 
does, however, broadcast a wide 
variety of music, ranging from 
acid rock to reggae. Not only is 
the station unique in what it broad¬ 
casts, but also in how it broad¬ 
casts. 

"We broadcast through 
Bradley’s cable TV system, not 
over the air,"’ Wilson said. "We 
had the opportunity to go through 
the cable so we did, mainly 
because it was less expensive and 
allowed us to begin broadcasting 
sooner."’ 

Wilson, a fifth-year senior from 
O’Fallon, HI., said that to broad¬ 
cast over the air, a transmitter and 
a license have to be obtained from 
the Federal Communications Com¬ 
mission, something that takes a 
great amount of time and money. 

"We feel it was just better to 
start off on cable, establish our¬ 
selves, and then possibly expand in 
the future," Wilson said. 

Although Wilson is satisfied 
with the way the station has started 
out, she said there is always some¬ 
thing to improve upon. 

"’Our main problem right now 


is reaching the off-campus stu¬ 
dents, "’ she said. ""Because we 
broadcast through the campus 
cable hook-up, students living off 
campus can’t tune us in. We’re try¬ 
ing to solve this problem and we’re 
exploring all the options available 
to us, but at this time it’s not really 
feasible. ” 

The creation of WRBU was in 
the works for the last two years, 
and the station was highly antici¬ 
pated, Wilson said. 

Tt was about the Fall of ’85 
when we first got the idea to start 
up a new radio station,” Wilson 
said. ""A bunch of Radio/TV 
majors got together and originally 
wanted to set it up as a lab for stu¬ 
dents to get some experience and 
also for alternative listening. 

However, the lab format was 
not to be. The group had hoped by 
setting the station up as a lab, the 
communications department would 
provide the funds to run it, but 
Wilson soon discovered that the 
plan would not work. 


"The communications depart¬ 
ment had other priorities,” she 
said. ”So, we had to come up with 
something else. ” 

According to Wilson, the group 
decided to establish themselves as 
a club and sought funding from the 
Student Activities Budget Review 
Committee. 'The Committee agreed 
to finance the club and the station 
finally ”got rolling in the spring of 
"We got some old equipment 
from the radio lab and SABRC 
bought us a new turntable and 
board,” she said. The station origi¬ 
nally set up in the basement of 
Heitz residence hall, was knocked 
around campus until it finally 
acquired its present office on the 
third floor-of Sisson Hall. 

Wilson added that she hopes 
students who are able to tune in to 
the station will listen and call in 
with requests and suggestions. 

”We need them,” she said. 
”We’ve waited two years and we’re 
finally here....we think. ”

(CPS)-As the sununer rolled 
on, Terilynn Sanford began to 
panic. When the University of 
Texas junior didn’t receive a letter 
confirming her Guaranteed Student 
Loan (GSL), as she had the previ¬ 
ous two years, she called the finan¬ 
cial aid office. This year they told 
her she didn’t qualify. 

T can’t go to school without a 
student loan, ” she said. 

After some frustrating 
maneuvering, Sanford finally was 
approved for a GSL, and will con¬ 
tinue her education this year. 

Sanford is not the only student 
finding out that getting a loan this 
year is much harder than last fall, 
observers around the country 
reported last week. 

As many as 20 percent of the 
students nationwide who got GSLs 
in 1986 won’t be able to get them 
for this school year. Dr. A. Dal¬ 
las Martin, Jr. of the National 
Association of Student Financial 
Aid Administrators reported. 

"The reasons can be found in the 
new federal Higher Education Act 
of 1986, most of which is just 
going into effect this fall. 

Those students, said Martin, 
must take out more expensive 
loans, such as parental loans, per¬ 
sonal bank loans, or Supplemental 
Student Loans that come with 
higher interest rates and begin 
accruing interest soon after they’re 
issued, compounding the rising 
cost of college education. 

"This is going to be a tough 
year for a lot of students,” said 
University of Nebraska at Omaha 
financial aid director Phil Stevens. 

35 percent of the UNOP stu¬ 
dents who received GSLs last 
year, he estimated, won’t receive 
GSLs this year. Of the remaining 
students, Shreves said, ”only a few 
will have total eligibility. ” 

To determine if a student could 
get a GSL in the past, financial aid 
counselors figured in the student’s 
and parent’s income, the number of 
dependents in the student’s family, 
and the number of children in that 
family that were in college. 

Now the new Higher Education 


Act requires the counselor to 
include other money—like home 
values and investments—in deciding 
if the student needs a GSL. 

As a result of adding in the 
”other sources of income” to a 
family’s wealth, many families 
look like they earn too much to 
qualify for the low-cost loans. 

"We’ve had more denials as 
GSL eligibility has gotten tighter, ” 
said Don Davis of Texas’ financial 
aid office. 

The Higher Education Act of 
1986 also raised the maximum 
annual GSL from $2,500 to 
$4,000. 

Particularly hurt by the new 
requirements, said Dan Davenport 
of the University of Idaho financial 
aid office, are graduate students 
and older students. 

Income from teaching or 
research assistant jobs now is 
added to a student’s assets when 
determining GSL eligibility, 
Davenport said, reducing or elim¬ 
inating loans graduate students 
received in the past. 

”Nontraditional ” students also 
must declare their spouse’s income, 
also cutting or eliniinating loans,” 
he added. 

Despite the tighter GSL eligibil¬ 
ity requirements, Martin said the 
financial aid picture "looks pretty 
favorable, ” since students still 
have access to other, through more 
expensive loans. 

"We thought we’d see a 
decrease in total available funds,” 
Davis said. ”But there’s just as 
much money, and there are just as 
many students qjplying for aid. 
We’ve processed as many, or 
more, applications as we did last 
year. ” 

”We’re funded at the same lev¬ 
els as last year, ” explained 
Colorado College financial aid 
Director Rodney Oto. 

Martin, however, contended 
that although the U.S. Department 
of Education continues to appropri¬ 
ate more money for student finan¬ 
cial aid, students are not receiving 
as much assistance as they have in 
the past. 


Changes in aid distribution have 
created ”an increasing student 
indebtedness,” Martin said. The 
Pell Grant program, once the dom¬ 
inant form of federal student assis¬ 
tance, has been slashed. Loans are 
now the dominant form. 

"There’s been no increase in 
true student aid, ” said Martin. 
"This has not been a growth indus¬ 
try. There are actually fewer dol¬ 
lars to go around. ”

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Contra aid questioned 
at neighborly meeting

Stopping U.S. aid to the Con¬ 
tras was the primary message at 
the Neighbor to Neighbor meeting 
held Oct. 7 at the Newman Center. 

Robin Weingarten, an anti¬ 
nuclear war activist from Boston 
and member of the Neighbor to 
Neighbor group, has been travel¬ 
ing around the U.S.. for several 
months speaking out against U.S. 
aid to the Contra rebels in Central 
America. 

'T^eighbor to Neighbor is a 
national organization which was 
formed in 1985 to activate people 
to stop war,"" Weingarten said. 
Neighbor to Neighbor is recently 
working on stopping war in Cen¬ 
tral America by persuading 
congressmen to vote against aid to 
the Contras during an upcoming 
vote in November. 

President Reagan, denouncing 
conununist colonialism in Centr^ 
America, is planning to seek $27C 
million in aid for the Contras ovei 
18 months if Congress votes yes ir 
November. 

mie Reagan administration is 
trying to undermine the peace plar 
which has ^veral reforms in Cen¬ 
tral America within the past fe^^ 
years,"' Weingarten said. 
"Currently, Reagan does not have 
enough votes to pass Contra aic 
because of the recent peace plan." 

In the Spring of 198^, Neigh 
bor to Nei^bor visited nine non 
swing congressional districts anc 
were able to swing seven votes 
against aid to the Contras. 

"The reason for my visit to lUi 
nois is because we must change 
three more votes in die 
Senate.. Illinois Senator Alar 


Dixon is one of them," Weingarter 
said. "He is considered a swing 
vote but has voted for aid three 
times before." 

The purpose of Weingarten’s 
visit to Peoria is to activate the 
people to write a letter to Senator 
Dixon opposing Contra aid. He 
has already received over 20,000 
letters and several phone calls 
from concerned Illinoisans. 

"Neighbor to Neighbor has 
been organizing with the media to 
cover Vietnam Veteran press 
conferences at war memorials 
across the state," Weingarten said. 
"We have also bought spots during 
the evening news programs to 
advertise the opposition of aid." 

Weingarten first got involved in 
Neighbor to Neighbor after her 
three month visit to Nicaragua. 

"I lived with a large family in 
Nicaragua where I learned about 
their culture and helped in building 
a health clinic," Weingarten said. 
"The 17-year-old boy in this fam¬ 
ily fought in the Nicaraguan 
Army. When he was home on 
leave, he received word that his 
best friends were killed in a Con¬ 
tra attack. That’s when I realized 
something must be done." 

Weingarten said 67 percent of 
the people in the U.S. are against 
Contra aid. 

"We must prevent a Vietnam 
War in Central America and that is 
what will happen if the aid does 
not stop," Weingaitpn said.

the bathroom tub was removed, 
and tne tormer Kitcnen is a now a 
bedroom. The university, which 
rents the house to the fraternity, 
offered much help and cooperation 
in renovating the house. 

After a semester of hard work 
and long hours spent during 
Christmas vacation in a zealous 
attempt to make the house inhabit¬ 
able, residents were finally able to 
move in at the beginning of the 
‘ spring semester last year. 

The rent is paid by the three 
residents living in the house 
Kijowski said, "We don’t want to 
sink a lot of money into it because 
if something better comes along 
we’ll take it." When asked if he 
feels the house will improve future 
recruitmenf Kijowski said that 
wasn’t the purpose. Rather, the 
house serves as a central location 
to improve communication 


between members. 

The Fiji house endured two 
financial failures and much frustra¬ 
tion before finally being pur¬ 
chased. The acquisition of the Fiji 
house took six years. It took 18 
months to decide which house they 
wanted and another three-and-a- 
half years to buy it. 

Tlie first problem encountered 
was when the previous owners 
failed to pay back taxes on the 
house so the bank had to foreclose 
the house. 

The second failure occured 
when the former owners let the 
water pipes explode and then 
refused to pay for the damage. 
About a year ago, bank insurance 
fixed the extensive damage, and 
the house was once again available 
for sale. The third time proved to 
be the charm. 

The fraternity raised $15,000 
through bank loans, personal 


loans, university loans, and a loan 
from their fraternity headquarters. 
The house, built in 1919, was 
bought for about $100,000. 

Before the present 14 residents 
could move in, extensive work had 
to be done. Fiji president lUch 
Spilky said alumni and actives 
worked for five weekends 
throughout the summer. Also, two 
weeks before school started 
members worked for 12 hours 
every day to renovate the house. 
Some of the things included in the 
renovation process were a new 
bathroom, phone system, roof, 
water pipes, kitchen floor, and 
sprinkler system. Also, 47 win¬ 
dows had to be re-caulked and the 
porch re-painted. 

When asked how the house 
itself would help the fraternity, 
Spilky said, "You need a house to 
run an efficient fraternity."

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End to Apartheid 
seems inevitable

Blacks in South Africa are 
acquiring more rights under the 
new government said Dr. Donald 
Crummey, head of African studies 
at the University of Illinois, Cham¬ 
paign. 

Speaking to an audience in the 
Student Center last Wednesday 
evening, Crummey gave his philo¬ 
sophy on where South Africa is 
going. Stressing that the govern¬ 
ment received strong support from 
the electorate during the May gen¬ 
eral election, P.W. Botha's party 
actually gained seats in the parlia¬ 
mentary system that South Africa 
has. 

The policy that the government 
is enforcing is that of a joint policy 
of reform and repression. The 
traditional strict policies are not 
being enforced under the present 
government according to Crum¬ 
mey. Yet to the world outside of 
South Africa, Apartheid still 
appears to be part of their policy. 
The biggest influence was the con¬ 
servative movement during the 
election. This group of working 
class and farmers wanted to instate 
a more traditional idea of 
Apartheid. 

Crummey stated that the 
foreign press put a lot of attention 


on the liberal dissent that was 
present in the white minority. 
Many outside sources felt that this 
would be one step on the way to 
change. Yet the liberal dissent 
made a relatively poor showing in 
the polls. 

'What the press did not realize 
was that at the grass roots level, 
interest and attention in the 
government was moving to the 
right,he said. 

This year’s election was one of 
the first where blacks in South 
Africa paid attention to the out¬ 
come. On the day of the election 
there was a large stay-at-home 
campaign that had an effect on 
business. 

During the industrialization of 
South Africa, blacks became an 
integral part of the economy. 
Blacks are now a separate working 
class with legal rights. For exam¬ 
ple the National Union of Mine 
Workers recently staged a strike 
by gold miners. It was a consider¬ 
able success according to Crum¬ 
mey but he felt that it set a pre¬ 
cedent for future issues. 

The Botha government tries to 
appear as of major reforms are 
taldng place, such as involving 
blacks in local and regional elec- 
tions. Yet they take away all of the

anything meaningful politically. 

Crummey predicts that the area 
will not be of continual interest to 
the foreign press the way that the 
Middle East is today. He feels that 
there will be continual unrest with 
high levels of cost. "1 just spoke 


with a friend."' Crummey said. 
"He said that the helicopters regu¬ 
larly fly down by the university, 
and incidents where tear gas is 
used on university students is not 
unconunon. Black rule is inevit¬ 
able, but I am not optimistic on 
how this will come about."' 


He stressed the need for with¬ 
drawal of foreign companies and 
meaningful sanctions to be placed 
on South Africa. He feels that 
sanctions help the government (J 
know that the outside world is con¬ 
cerned about the policies that it 
has. 


Campus sex may lead to AIDS 


(CPS)-College students may be 
the next most likely population to 
be at risk of contracting AIDS, the 
head of a major national campus 
health group is warning on a 
national speaking tour. 

The reason, says Richard Keel¬ 
ing, health director at the Univer¬ 
sity of Virginia and chairman of 
the American College Health 
Association (ACHA) AIDS task 
force, is that students are more 
likely to be sexually promiscuous 
and-in youthful feeling of 
immortality-less likely to practice 
safe sex. 

In June, moreover, U.S. Sur¬ 
geon General C. Everett Koop 
warned Congress of potential 
"'explosion"' in the number of teens 
who get AIDS (acquired immune 
deficiency syndrome), a fatal virus 
that destroys the body’s immune 
system and renders the victim 
vulnerable to otherwise-innocuous 


germs. 

The disease is spread by con¬ 
taminated blood transfusions, using 
dirty needles to inject drugs and 
some kinds of sexual contact. 

And when students get to 
campus, explained ACHA spokes¬ 
woman Ann Higley, "It’s a period 
of exploration"' when many stu¬ 
dents experiment with sex and 
drugs for the first time. 

"It’s their first taste of freedom 


and often there’s an unwillingness 
to take responsibility."' 

Some colleges have tried to 
warn students by distributing 
flyers, installing condom vending 
machines to promote "'safe sex'" 
and—like the University of Mas¬ 
sachusetts and Mount Holyoke, 
Smith, Amherst and Hampshire 
colleges did Sept. 29—stage ela¬ 
borate programs to educate campus 
residents about the disease. 

Schools seem to be announcing 
new AIDS efforts weekly. Just last 
week, for example, Michigan State 
said it would start testing students 
anonymously for AIDS while the 
University of Illinois said it might 
require any student it suspected of 
being a health threat to take an 
AIDS test. 

In Pennsylvania, meanwhile, 
Millersville University set up an 
AIDS Review Board to plan how 
to deal with the disease on campus 
in the future. 

Still, the ACHA’s Keeling 
thinks colleges are doing a bad job 
teaching students about AIDS. 

More than three-quarters of the 
nation’s canf^>uses have done "little 
or nothing"' to teach students, he 
figured. 

"We’re starting to talk in terms 
of obligations, not options. AIDS 
education is the moral and ethical 
obligation of colleges, irrespective 


of whatever discomfort with the 
topic trustees or alumni or the 
community may feel,"' Keeling 
said. 

The Department of Education 
also has ignored its responsibility 
to develop AIDS education pro¬ 
grams, Keeling charged. "In an 
ideal world the Department of 
Education would have taken sub¬ 
stantial responsibility for develop¬ 
ing AIDS education policy, but 
that support has been absent."' 

Hi^ey reported only 75 stu¬ 
dents have b^n diagnosed as hav¬ 
ing AIDS-related illnesses, but 
added the disease has a long 
latency period, meaning others 
may be infected and not know it. 

At a Boston AIDS conference 
last week, however, several doc¬ 
tors claimed the risk of catching 
the virus through heterosexual con¬ 
tact is still relatively slight. 


The chance of contracting 
AIDS from a single heterosexual 
contact, reported Dr. James 
Goedert of the National Cancer 
Institute, may be less than 1 in a 
million. 




Ninety percent of the reported 
i^S cases in the U.S. have 
involved homosexual or bisexual 
nien or drug users who shared 
dirty needles, Harris said.

Matthews reflects on post-war experience

A truly dynamic "Renaissance" 
person whose talents, intellect and 
imagination is constantly running 
on high is hard to find. Bradley 
has found one. Her name is Mrs. 
Ingeburg Matthews and she has 
taught at Bradley, at first part-time 
then full-time, for more than 30 
years. 

Matthews teaches Western 
Civilization and German, and her 
students can’t say enough about 
her. "She’s a perpetual dynamo. 
She comes in and makes you want 
to learn German, even on the days 
when you can barely speak 
English," student Mary Bohr said. 

Matthews grew up in a Ger¬ 
many caught between world wars. 
She lived 30 miles east of Berlin 
until after World War n, when in 
1946 she moved to West Berlin to 
live with her aunt. This brave step 
was made with her mother’s 
encouragement. Matthews’ father 
passed away before the war. 

She was required in school to 
take between 6-8 years English and 
2-4 years French. This and her 
native knowledge of German 
helped her in her search for a job. 
She was 19 at the time and quickly 
found employment at the Depart¬ 
ment of Displaced Persons and 
Prisoners of War, where she 
helped American representatives in 
the return of war victims to their 
home countries. 

Because she worked in a 
department that helped with war 
reparations, she was allowed a

Original Bradleys passionate bankers, distillers 

- Farmland transformed into University

As the fall winds come and 
leaves begin to change colors ush¬ 
ering in October, we at Bradley 
begin to think of something 
else...how it all began for us. 

On a hot, dusty day on April 

10, 1897 what had been a cornfield 
was transformed into our campus. 

The lady behind Bradley 
University, Lydia Moss Bradley, 
was bom on July 16, 1816 in 
Vevay Ind. to Jeanette Glasscock 
Moss and 2^ealy Moss. Zealy had 
become a Baptist minister after 
being honorably discharged from 
the Revolutionary War. 

Moss was one of five children, 
and grew up on the family farm in 
Vevay. Forced to help with the 
family chores at home, Lydia 
never received more than an ele¬ 
mentary education in a one-room 
log schoolhouse. 

She met and married Tobias 
Smith Bradley in Vevay on May 

11, 1837. He was a clerk in Vevay 
and later opened a woodyard. 

The Bradleys moved to Peoria 
shortly after their marriage, report¬ 
edly because Mrs. Bradley did not 
want to move to where Tobias’ 
parents lived, in slave-holding 
Kentucky. They instead made 
Peoria their permanent home, 
rebuilding the tiny, mral village 
into the thriving metropolis it is 
today. 

Once in Peoria, the Bradley’s 
embarked on a business career, 
becoming involved in all sectors of 
the Peoria business district. Tobias 
entered into the distilling business 
with one of Lydia’s brothers, Wil¬ 
liam Moss. He (Tobias) also ran 
, and managed one of William’s 
1 steamboats, the Avalanche. 

One of Lydia and Tobias’ main 
passions and hobbies was banking. 


Together they purchased interest in 
the First National Bank, where 
Tobias became president. After the 
tragic death of Tobias in May 
1867, Lydia later served on the 
Board of Trustees. 

Now Lydia was alone, after 



seeing everyone that she had loved 
die. She and Tobias had seen all of 
their four daughters and two sons 
die in early childhood. Only one 
daughter, Laura, lived to the age 
of 15. 

Lydia channelled her grief and 
sadness into a dream; one of build¬ 
ing a permanent, fitting memorial 
to their offspring. With that 
dream, the idea of Bradley Univer¬ 
sity was formed. 

She began to visit and 
correspond with schools around the 
nation, taking mental notes of floor 
plans, costs and requirements in 
building an Institute. The one that 
most impressed her was the Rose 


Polytechnic Institute, which in 
many ways later became the model 
for our campus today. 

Mrs. Bradley then enlisted the 
aid of Dr. WiUiam Rainey Harper, 
then president of the University of 
Chicago, to become Bradley’s first 
President. Harper felt that Lydia’s 
dream should begin now, not after 
she had died as planned. He then 
got Mrs. Bradley’s trusted business 
agent, W. W. Hammond to help 
him change her mind. 

She agreed, and the Bradley 
Polytechnic Institute began to 
form. A scant ten days after it was 
organized, the Institute was 
granted its charter by the state of 
Illinois. On Feb. 25, 1897 the 
board of trustees elected Edward 
O. Sisson as its first director. 

Lydia had donated 20 acres for 
the campus, and set aside 
$160,000 for buildings' and equip¬ 
ment. The summer of 1897 was 
one of change and growth as Brad¬ 
ley emerged. Bradley Hall was 
built, along with a building to 
house the horology department. 

On Oct. 4, 1897 Bradley 

opened its doors to the first 150 
students. Four days later, Lydia 
Moss Bradley, then 81, walked up 
the steps of Bradley Hall to turn 
over the keys to the first president 
of the Board of Directors, with the 
solenm promise that they will 
"carry out faithfully the purposes 
for which Mrs. Bradley has made 
her great gift. 

The progress of the University 
has grown steadily since then. In 
1919 academic classes were 
dropped, and upper level college 
classes added. Bradley was pro¬ 
moted to a four-year anniversary 
in 1920, and in 1946 the campus 
began to offer graduate degree pro¬ 
grams. 


But Lydia was not only 
involved in beginning Bradley. She 
donated 100 acres of land for what 
is now Laura Bradley Park, and 
started the Park Board Commis¬ 
sion. She also donated $30,000 to 


what is now known as St. Francis 
Medical Center. 

At the time of her death in 
January 1908 at age 91, Lydia 
Moss Bradley’s estate was worth 
over $2 million.

"Different World" for Cosby 


ATLANTA, GA. (CPS)- 
Twenty-one students gathered in 
th^ tv lounge at a dorm at Spelman 
College Sept. 24, waiting with 
some eagerness and some skepti¬ 
cism for the show ''A Different 
World'' to begin. 

The students had some special 
reasons to be excited: the fictional 
black college at which the show 
takes place is based on Spelman, 
and the production company had 
filmed location shots on the 
campus, which had competed with 
several other local black colleges 
for the privilege. 

And* Spelman, a 105-year-old 
black women’s college, had other 
things at stake: unprecedented and 
invaluable national exposure for 
the school and black colleges in 
general. 

No one at Spelman, at the 
show’s production company or at 
the United Negro College Fund 
could remember another tv pro¬ 
gram that had featured a predom¬ 
inantly black college. 

"A Different World" is a 
spinoff from the top rated Cosby 
Show, tracing the experiences of 
Cosby’s character’s daughter, Den¬ 
ise Huxtable-played by Lisa 
Bonet-away from home for the 
first time. 

The students watching at Spel¬ 
man recognized it. 

Introductory scenes of Denise 
Huxtable moving into her dormi¬ 


tory elicited groans of recollection, 
while the dorm itself was reminis¬ 
cent of Spelman’s Me Vicar Hall, 
which is similarly old, warm and 
has rounded windows. 

Another viewer recognized a 
framed print in one scene as an 
enlargement of the card the college 
sends each student at Christmas, a 
card handpainted every year by 
Spelman graduate Vamette Honey- 
wood. 

Others thought the characters 
and situations seemed familiar, 
including the everpresent, 
overeager young man trying to 
husde Denise and the "my room¬ 
mate hates me" syndrome. 

Not everyone was impressed. 
"That Denise," said one student, 
"was an unbelievable character." 
Another viewer thought the 
character’s clothes were so "way 
out" that they d^acted form the 
plot. 

But in general, most seemed to 
agree with student Beverly 
Hillman’s summation: "That was a 
good show. I was surprised, very 
much surprised." 

Educators also had reason to 
like it. 

Such national exposure can be 
invaluable to a school, especially a 
relatively small institution ^at 
doesn’t get on tv much. 

"Black coUeges are known for 
their academic excellence," said 
Adrienne Rhodes of the United 


Negro College Fund. "The new 
show will expose that to a broader 
public." 

Rhodes hopes "it will show that 
black colleges are places where 
black students can get good role 
models, find mentors and take 
active roles in student government 
and clubs." 

Spelman Development Director 
Tanya Moore adds "A Different 
World" can illustrate to the nation 
that a young black woman’s "life 
at college is important. That rein¬ 
forces what we say." 

But some of ^e benefits have 
been more inunediate. 

"The exposure Spelman has 
gotten through the show has helped 
with recruitment and visibility," 
Moore reported. "We’ve gotten 
letters from Iowa and Nebraska, 
not all from black people. The 
show has made Spelman stand out 
in people’s minds." 

Moore added a small founda¬ 
tion in Florida had awarded a 
grant to Spelman, as a result of the 
show, and that the production 
company itself had enhanced 
Spelman’s grounds and physical 
plant by planting azeleas, dogwood 
and other flowe rs on the campus.

With the release of their second 
album, "Babble," That Petrol 
Emotion have reconfirmed their 
political convictions through some 
of the hardest-edged rock’n’roll 
since U2’s "War." 

Unlike U2, the core of Emotion 
hails from Derry city in the North 
of Ireland, in the heart of the 
conflict. In 1972, Bloody Sunday 
happened in Derry and the horror 
of this event seems not to have 
been lost among the members of 
the band. 

Where this band stands on the 
issue of British rule of the six 
counties in the North of Ireland 
becomes obvious before you even 
play the record. The jacket 
features statistics on the Prevention 
of Terrorism Act, enacted by Brit¬ 
ish Parliament in 1974 in the wake 
of anti-Irish hysteria that followed 
the Birmingham bombiilgs. 

The PTA is used to discourage 
Irish people from coming to Bri¬ 
tain. The PTA allows for persons 
to be held in police custody up to 
seven days without anyone being 
notified and without being allowed 
to talk to a lawyer. An earlier LP 
put out by the band featured a 
similar indictment of the Diplock 
court system in the North of Ire¬ 
land.

food ration card, without which 
she would have been hard-pressed 
to support herself. Matthews 
expressed the general feeling of 
gratitude toward the Americans on 
the part of the German people. 
'Our attitude was not one of 
hatred and revenge...they helped 
us not starve to death. Never 
before was the enemy treated with 
such kindness." 

She recalls the terrible years of 
1948 and 1949, when Stalin 
blockaded West Berlin and all 
I planes, trains, boats and cars were 
I cut off from the city . The Russians 
I demanded that the city surrender to 
communist rule, and West Berlin 
refused. Consequently, America 
fighter pilots, known as the Raisin 
Bombers because they threw 
raisins, nuts and candy to children 
as they landed, air lifted supplies 
into the city for an entire year. 

Everything from medicines to 
coal to food was flown in to keep 
the city alive. Every two minutes a 


plane landed. Just as another one 
took off. Matthews remembers 
having electricity for a half hour in 
the morning and a half hour in the 
evening for that whole year. Now 
married to a local Peoria farmer, 
Matthews often jokes, T inarried a 
com farmer out of gratitude for 
that year. American farmers sup¬ 
ported me when I needed them by 
sending food." 

From West Berlin Matthews 
moved to Stuttgart, where she 
worked for the American Consu¬ 
late as a translator, and also at the 
7th Army Headquarters where she 
taught German to officers and their 
wives at a University of Maryland 
extension. The two jobs helped to 
support her mother and her 
younger brother, who had finally 
been able to come over from East 
Berlin. 

It was in Stuttgart that she met 
an American officer, whom she 
befriended and whose family later 
wanted to sponsor her for citizen¬ 
ship in the United States. Her 


mother encouraged her to go and 
make a new life for herself in 
America, which is exactly what 
she did. 

Matthews and her husband 
Wally first became a host family to 
an international student in 1977 
through an organization known as 
Peoria Friends of International Stu¬ 
dents. 

Their first student was Reem 
Hijjawi from Kuwait. The 
Matthews were supposed to help 
the new student adjust to American 
life, lend a supportive ear when 
necessary, and generally be there 
so the student had a place to come 
home to for shorter holidays. 
Matthews calls PAFIS "a wonder¬ 
ful organization... so needed to 
foreign students. Everyone needs 
someone to talk to once in a 
while." 

The Matthews became very 
close to Reem, and her parents 
appreciated the couple’s canng so 
much that they later sent Reem’s 
two younger brothers and two 


cousins to Bradley. Last sununer 
Reem got married and her parents 
sent Mrs. Matthews an invitation 
with a round-trip ticket to Kuwait 
enclosed. Matthews was over¬ 
joyed at the generosity, saying, "a 
friendship developed and this 
friendship brought me to Kuwait." 

Matthews describes herself as a 
"'passionate volleyball player," and 
regularly hosts volleyball parties at 
her home. She also enjoys swim¬ 
ming and photography, and claims 
a love of classical music, espe¬ 
cially the works of Beethoven and 
Mozart. 

This Renaissance lady is also 
busy in other aspects. She was 
president of Peoria Area World 


Affairs Council in 1972, she used 
to tutor Caterpillar executives in 
French, and she used to teach 
adult education classes around the 
Peoria conununity. Currently she 
is faculty advisor for Pi Lambda 
Theta, the honorary education fra¬ 
ternity on campus. The members 
are education majors with at least 
a junior class standing and a 3.5 
grade point. In her own words, T 
don’t know what boredom means ." 

Matthews has located her niche 
at Bradley, and intends to continue 
to impart upon her students her 
zest for experiencing life. "My 
roots are here in Peoria. I find a 
total purpose and fulfillment at 
school and in my private life."

The Lady Braves volleyball 
team suffered a major setback at 
the University of Houston wh^n 
they lost their team captain, Kathy 
Vaitkus, for the season. 

Vaitkus, a junior, was hitting 
.333 before tearing ligaments in 
her thumb in a match against 
Texas A & M. 

Tm going to be in a cast for 
six weeks and there are only five 
weeks left in the season," Vaitkus 
said. 

After winning the first match in 
the Houston tournament on Oct. 3 
against Baylor University 15-6,

The 'Bradley Tech"' newspaper 
called it an exhibition of self- 
defense. The students at the new 
school generally decided to avoid 
it. It was football, Bradley 
Polytechnic Institute-style. 

Whereas the Institute founded 
by Lydia Moss Bradley in 1897 
met instant success, the same can¬ 
not be said for the first editions of 
B.P.I. football squads. 

The first school newspaper, 
printed in February of 1898, 
chronicled the dismal ’97 season 
which saw Bradley lose its only 
three games. Without a coach and 
with little student backing, the 
Maroons lost to Pekin Athletic 
Association (18-6), Peoria High 
School (36-0) and Wyoming Ath¬ 
letic Club (4-0). 

Surprisingly, the "Tech"' 
credited the Pekin loss to "'a case 
of overconfidence'' on Bradley’s 
part. "The game showed us our 
weakness in defense and in 
interference," the paper reported. 
The fact that the B.P.I. team had 
begun practices almost six weeks 
later than their opponents was also 
given as a reason. 

There were no excuses for the 
next drubbing. Peoria High’s size 
and experience proved too much 
for the young Bradley squad. "The 
hard practice and experience of 
our opponents proved too much for 
our line, which was pounded for 
big gains," athletic director E.S. 
Oakford told the paper. 

The final loss for the B.P.I. 
team was a heartbreaker at Wyom¬ 
ing. "The game was practicaily a 
tie, for the touchdown made by 
Wyoming was through a fluke," 
the "Tech" said. Touchdowns 
those days were worth four points. 

The second year of football 
brought another winless record and 
when the losing continues into the 
third year, the sports editorial staff 
of "The Tech" searched for 


answers. 

A column appearing in the 
Nov. 1899 issue read: "We con¬ 
tinue to lose, and no one has yet 
pointed out the path by which we 


might march to victory. No 
manager has yet been cunning 
enough to schedule a game which 
we could win, and the slaughter 
goes on. For three years, ever 
since Bradley opened its doors, it 
has been the same old story—and a 
true one, of being outclass^." 

And, after an opening-game tie 
with Pekin, the 1899 season got 
brutal. The season’s second game 
was a 40-0 loss at Galesburg to 
Lombard College. Considered cen¬ 
tral Illinois’ strongest team, Lom¬ 
bard won a long, drawn-out strug¬ 
gle in which "time was taken out 
for injuries after every few 
scrimmages," according to "The 
Tech." "Bradley played a plucky 
game, but couldn’t stop Lombard’s 
plays and the touchdowns were 
about as frequent as showers in 
April." 

The next loss was to Illinois 
Wesleyan, who would later 
become Bradley’s biggest rival. A 
41-0 loss was blamed on the poor 
condition of the team because 
"practice was practically given up 
during Com Carnival Week." 

Bradley remained scoreless and 
winless after a 10-0 rematch loss 
at Pekin in which the Maroons 
"suffered many bumps and bruises 
which sadly crippled the team." 

Then came the worst defeat in 
Bradley’s history, a 87-0 destruc¬ 
tion at the hands of Illinois 
Wesleyan. The "Tech" reported: 
"Long before intermission between 
halves, Bradley had been played 
off her feet and the players were 
limping to the side lines." It was 
the worst football defeat around 
the state that year. 

After the Maroons bounced 
back to lose to Havana 6-0, a vic¬ 
tory over the lowly Bradley Bicy¬ 
cle Club appeared imminent. 

Sure enough, B.P.I.’s prayers 
were answered when the Bicycle 
Club was defeated 22-0 in a 
Thanksgiving Day game. The 
long-awaited first football win had 
arrived. "Again and again the 
referee’s ‘First down, Bradley,’ fell 
upon the astonished ears of the 
Bradley contingent," the "Tech" 
told. 


Tt was furious football, win¬ 
ning football, and it brought the 
season to a happy close for the 
Institute students." 

Although the students were 
happy, the administration was not. 
AUct just three years, the threat of 
the extinction of football loomed 
around Bradley’s campus. 

"Mrs. (Lydia Moss) Bradley 
has deep concern for the students, 
and few have any idea of the shock 
which the accidents gave her," the 
"Tech" reported. 

A newspaper colunrn printed 
after the season said: "We tmst we 
have learned well the lesson which 
the football season of teams for 
next year. In fact, we are strongly 
in favor of no scheduling whatso¬ 
ever, with the single exception of 
the Bicycle Club for Thanksgiv¬ 
ing." 

After some consideration, foot¬ 
ball was kept on. But the ‘giant’ 
teams were left off the schedule 
and Bradley played only school 
and club teams until around 1910. 


Robertson brings grid success

If there was one person responsible for lending integrity to the 71- 
year Bradley football program, it was A.J. Robertson. The school’s ath¬ 
letic director for 28 years, Robertson was the football mentor from 1920 
to 1947. 

In 25 seasons (there was no football because of World War II in ’43, 
’44 and ’45) Robertson’s teams compiled a record of 144-64-8, by far the 
most Bradley wins under any coach. 

During Robbie’s tenure, Bradley teams won or tied for seven Little 
19 Conference championships and there were four unbeaten Braves teams | 
during his 25 years. 

Labeled "The Red Menace" for their swarming defense, Robertson’s 
initial championship team came in 1922, just his third year on campus. 
Bradley went 9-0-1 that season with only a 6-6 tie to Lombard College 
preventing them from winning the Little 19 Conference outright. 

Then known as the Bradley Indians, the 1925 team under Robertson' 
gave the school its first outright conference champion with 9-0 record. 

In fact, Robbie’s team did not lose again until 1927, snappmg < 
school record 25-game winning streak. Although the ’27 record was 6-3,* 
'the Indians won their third consecutive conference title. 

Robertson’s winning ways continued into the ’30s and ’40s as Brad¬ 
ley suffered through only two losing seasons under his direction. The 
legendary coach’s 100th win came Sept. 25, 1937 with 53-0 kicking of 
Eureka College. 

Robertson retired after the 1947 season due to illness and died Oct. 
30, 1948. The Robertson Memorial Field House, built in 1949, was 
named in his honor.

Bradley’s Red Menace: 
"championship years"

A win over powerful Lombard 
College was hard to come by in 
the 1920s and any victory over the 
Galesburg school was cause for 

celebration. But when A.J. 
Robertson’s Bradley football Indi¬ 
ans defeated them 7-0 in 1925, it 
meant a championship, sort of. 

The headline of the Dec. 3 
'Bradley Tecb' read 'Bradley 

Wins State Championship.' It was 
a mythical crown but was nonethe¬ 
less reason for jubilation. 

Because Bradley was the cham¬ 
pion of the Little 19 Conference, 
and because Lombard was 
'undoubtedly the best team in the 
state not in the conference,' 
Robertson’s team laid claim to Illi¬ 
nois bragging rights. 

After a 58-0 trouncing of 

Carthage College in 1926, an 

undefeated Bradley was again set 
to play at Lombard. It wasn’t quite 


time to play for a state champion¬ 
ship yet, but there was a lot at 
stake. The Indians had an 18-game 
winning streak and it was 
Lombard’s homecoming. The fiesty 
'Red Menace' pulled out a 14-6 
victory and set their sights on a 
second straight claim to state brag¬ 
ging rights. 

Bradley handed the Wabash 
Little Giants their first home defeat 
since 1904 (14-0) and a 12-0 tri¬ 
umph over the hated Illinois 
Wesleyan put the 8-0 Indians one 
win away. 

That victory came in easy 
fashion, a 49-0 romp over Franklin 
College. The Bradley Indians were 
state champs again in 1926. 

However, there was someone 
else in the state who had some¬ 
thing to say about Bradley’s 
claims. That was the University of 
Illinois which, upon the request of 
the angry alumni, scheduled Brad

In the end there were...losses

With a record of 89-110-8, the 
23 years of Bradley football after 
A.J. Robertson were mired in 
mediocrity. The last two were sim¬ 
ply frustrating. 

Going into the 1969 season, 
coach Billy Stone had a record of 
64-65-5 in 14 years of coaching. 
But he wasn’t prepared for what 
was to come during the school’s 
final football seasons. 

With only 2200 fans in atten¬ 
dance for the 1969 home opener, 
the Braves played an uninspired 
game and were beaten by the 
Evansville Aces 49-18. Following 
a second home loss to Western Illi¬ 
nois (38-7), coach Stone was left 
to reflect only on why the Braves 
were outmatched week after week. 

'Being a private institution, 
Bradley simply doesn’t have the 
money, or the scholarships avail¬ 
able to ’buy’ a team,' he told the 
Scout. 

And Stone almost needed to 
buy another team when his Braves 
limped into a game at the Univer¬ 
sity of Missouri-Rolla. 'We have 



'It was played before an estimated 
crowd of 1000 Peoria fans who 
probably could have had more fun 
burning leaves.' Soccer, which 
was still in club form, was the 
back page of the sports in the 
Sccmt. Football was on the inside. 

Then came the real embarrass¬ 
ment. Playing the nationaUy- 
ranked and Pecan Bowl-bound 
Southern Illinois Salukies, the 
Braves were thrashed 69-3. It was 
Bradley’s second worst defeat in its 
history in front of 14,000 fans 
chanting 'kill, kill, kill' during the 
second half. 

Following the destruction came 
a slight resurrection. The Braves 
lone victory of the season came, 
again, during a Dad’s Day game 
against Wisconsin-Milwaukee. 
Down 14-13 at the half, the Braves 
showed some life by coming back 
to claim a 34-20 win. 

Placekicker Jim King kicked 
two field goals, one a school 
record 51-yarder. Running back 
Jim Donahue scored three touch¬ 
downs. Coach Stone was carried 
off the field by his jubilant players. 

It was a last gasp of breath for 
a program that was dying. 

The season ended as it began- 
with a loss. The Braves were 
downed 17-7 at Illinois State. It 
would be the last Bradley football 
game. 

Bradley’s overall record for 71 
seasons would be 308-240-32. 


45 players. Thirty of those are still 
intact and half of those are fresh¬ 
men,' Stone told the Scout. The 
end result-a 42-14 loss. 

The losses continued by large 
margins until the annual Dad’s Day 
game at the Peoria Stadium. On 
that Saturday, the Braves downed 
the lowly Wheaton College team 
42-19. 

'We felt like we won the Super 
Bowl,' said the coach who played 
five years of professional football 
including three with the Chicago 
Bears (1951-1954). 

It was to be Bradley’s only 
shining moment in a season that 
was the school’s worst since 1898, 
finishing the season at 1-8. 

A new decade didn’t bring 
better results in 1970. After the 
team’s second straight loss to 
Western 59-0, Coach Stone told 
the Scout, T don’t think our 
offense has rolled yet, not even in 
practice.' 

With that demoralizing loss to 
WIU, rumors that football was 
becoming a dinosaur at Bradley 
spread. 'It’s just not fair to ask our 
players and coaches to go into 
every game overmatched,' athletic 
director Charles Osborn said. 

And the losses continued. First 
there was Missouri-Rolla (28-7). 

Then came Wayne State (34-17), 

Northwood Institute (23-7) and 
Southeast Missouri State (48^). 

The crowds dwindled. Said the 
Scout of the SE Missouri game: 

Bradley football 
is gone forever

When Bradley University dropped its football program Dec. 16, 
1970 it was for financial reasons. And it is for the same reasons that 
there will probably never be another football team on the hilltop. 

On that fateful Wednesday morning in 1970, then-acting Bradley 
president Martin-Abegg announced that the decision was made in the 
financial interest of the University. The football program had been 
operating at a financial deficit for the past 10 years. 

"The discontinuance is not an effort to de-emphasize the athletic pro¬ 
gram of the University,' Abegg said. 'Rather it is to provide a more 
solid financial basis for the other athletic programs at the University.' 

Then-acting athletic director Charles Orsbom said many state 
universities had accelerated their football programs, offering more scho¬ 
larships and drawing funds from the student bodies. Many state schools 
at the time were offering 20 to 30 full scholarships yearly while Bradley 
offered only tuition. 

Also, at schools such as Northern Illinois, student governments had 
voted to tax themselves to support football programs. It was apparent that 
Bradley was fighting a losing battle. 

And it would be still if Bradley were to venture into the football 
world again. 'It’s not feasible,' athletic director Ron Ferguson said. 'If 
we had a stadium, then it might be feasible. But it would be ludicrous to 
undertake something of that proportion without the proper facilities.' 

In the early years of Bradley football, games were played on a 
campus athletic field located where the Olin Quad and Olin Hall are now. 
A field and baseball diamond encircled by a track consisted of Bradley’s 
on-campus athletic field. Bradley moved their games to the Peoria Sta¬ 
dium in 1941. 

Tve had a couple of people approach me about it (bringing back 
football),' Ferguson said, 'but nothing serious. When someone comes up 
to me and says that, I say ’Fine, you take charge of getting the money 
and m help you either it.’ And then they back down.' 

Ferguson said it would cost at least $1 million dollars to get any 
type of program off the ground at Bradley. 

'One way you could go is to do it like Notre Dame, Michigan and 
Illinois,' he said. 'You can get the big stadium, spend the big money. 
Or you could do it like Illinois Wesleyan, Butler or Drake. You could 
do everything on a much smaller scale.' 

But Ferguson is hesitant to suggest that Bradley could commit to a 
smaller scale program. 'If you’re gonna try to do it, I would not recom¬ 
mend going into it halfway,' he said, 'b^ause schools that have done 
that are now struggling to keep it.' 

One school similar to Bradley that is currently in such a situation is 
Drake. At the end of last season, Drake dropped to Division I-AA status 
from Division I-A. 

'It was a money decision,' Drake sports information director Steve 
Roe said. 'We just didn’t have the money to compete with the other 
teams we were playing.' 

Another Missouri Valley school, Wichita State, dropped its pro¬ 
gram. 

'It was basically the same thing that happened to your school 20 
years ago,' Wichita S.I.D. Casey Scott said, ^t just didn’t make sense 
for our athletic department to keep going with it.' 

So, it seems that in the football world the rich get richer and the 
poorer fade away.

Spink, 60, who suffered a 
stroke in December of 1985, has 
been recovering from a by-pass 
operation performed last May. 

A 1950 graduate of Illinois Col¬ 
lege, Spink joined the Bradley 
football staff as a line coach under 
Billy Stone in 1959. He has also 
been Bradley’s golf and swim 
coach for the past 27 years. 

'"Jim has been a two-sport 
coach for so long that it’s almost 
taken for granted,^ Bradley Ath¬ 
letic Director Ron Ferguson said, 
"^ut the time has come that we’re 


going to have to replace him with 
two people. Jim has been an 
inspiration to all of us because of 
his work habits, his communica¬ 
tion skills and his ability to get the 
most out of his athletes. He’ll be 
missed by all of us at Bradley. 

Spink’s swim teams, in 27 sea¬ 
sons, have talked up a 182-148-1 
record, a mark which includes an 
84-37 record since 1976. 

Bradley’s golf team has been 
competitive in the Missouri Valley 
Conference with Dave Wettlaufer 
giving Spink his last Medalist 
championship when he took back 
to back MVC titles in 1984 and 
1985. 

'’My fondest hope is that the 
golf and swimming traditions con¬ 
tinue to grow, Spink said, 
'because we’ve had many, many

Bradley Kickers 
win second straight

A free ride to college through sports is still avail¬ 
able, however, the NCAA’s Proposition 48 is making 
students earn it. 

Proposition 48, a national bill passed in 1986, set 
requirements for graduating seniors who plan to parti¬ 
cipate in sports at the college level. They must gradu¬ 
ate from high school having completed three years of 
English, two years of math, science, social science, 
and two electives. A 2.0 GPA is required in‘each 
course and a minimum of 15 is requir«J on the ACT 
or 700 on the SAT. 

1 think it is having a positive effect on students 
taking their academic subjects a little more seriously,'’ 
said David Barnwell, Woodruff High School princi¬ 
pal. 

In the fall of 1986 there were 206 ineligible ath¬ 
letes out of a total of 2,227 recruited athletes (9 per¬ 
cent) as a result of the bill, the Chicago Tribune 
reported in a Sept. 10, 1986 article. 

Some of these students enrolled in junior colleges 
or signed up to take the ACT or SAT test again with 
hopes of transferring to a big-name school later. 

Barnwell said ACT scores have risen over the 
past year in part to Proposition 48 and stricter 
requirements for graduation. 

'’Of the kids that we have that are in the college 
prep curriculum, they are now taking four years of 
English, at least three years of math, usually three 
years of a foreign language and three years of sci¬ 
ence,'’ Barnwell said. 'We’re seeing the scores of the 


college prep students on the ACT go up." 

'’Just in the college prep area our average ACT' 
score is almost 23; for the whole school it is about 
19.3." 

At Woodruff High School, Proposition 48 
requirements are nothing new since Woodruff’s gra-| 
duation requirements are similar to those spelled outj 
in Proposition 48. 

However, the NCAA’s Proposition 48 seems to 
have had trickle-down effect sending a notice to high i 
school administrations across the country that they 
better increase their graduating requirements to make 
sure their graduating senior athletes are ready for col- 
lege. . 

Although only 9 percent of the nation’s recruiter 
high school seniors were affected by the bill in its firS 
year, it affected several of the nations top recruiteiP 
athletes. 

University of Illinois’s Marcus Liberty, the 
nation’s top recruited basketball player, teammat^^ 
Nick AiKlerson and five recruits from the University' 
of Cinciimati were ineligible to play in the 1986-87 
basketbaU season. Streets & Smith 1987-88 Basketball 
edition reported. 

Bradley’s number one pick last year, Wilboir 
Perry, was forced to sit out his freshm^ year and is 
currendy attending ICC. 

Talking from experience. Perry had some advice 
for high school juniors. Take the test (ACT or SAT) 
and pass it, because i is going to make'or break your I 
decision of where you can go," Perry said. "Once 
you pass it you can have a comfortable senior year.' ,

Tenure, library 
topics of Senate

The request for faculty 
response to appointment, tenure, 
promotion and dismissal matters 
by the acting provost and vice 
president for academic affairs was 
unanimously supported by the exe¬ 
cutive committee of University 
Senate. 

'The provost has a need to get 
response froni faculty," Dr. Elmo 
Roach, chairman of Senate, said at 
a full-senate meeting last Thurs¬ 
day. 

The decision was made follow¬ 
ing discussion that began at the 
Sept. 17 full-senate meeting. At 
that time, biology chairman Dr. 
B.J. Mathis brought up a resolu¬ 
tion passed Sept. 9 by ffe CouncU 
of Deans. 

The resolution said in part 
"...Ueach department must con¬ 
duct a formal poll on matters of 
promotion and tenure; 2)that the 
results of the faculty poll be for¬ 
warded to the Dean with the 
recommendations of the chairper¬ 
son or director; 3)that negative 
decisions not be sent to the pro¬ 
vost; 4)and that college procedures 
and standards be written and 
shared and agreed upon by the 
faculty." 

Discussion followed concermng 
whether this resolution conflicted 
with procedures established in the 
handbook. Also, discussed were 
how the proposal evolved and the 
various forms used for faculty 
evaluations. 

A motion was made by philoso¬ 
phy professor Dr. Brendan Liddell 
that the statement be null and void 


until approval can be given by 
Senate. After further discussion, 
counter motions and a vote on 
Liddell’s motion was postponed. 
Acting provost and vice president 
Dr. Cal Goldberg was not present 
at the meeting and could not speak 
on his behalf. 

Goldberg was at the Oct. 15 
meeting and explained his position. 

'It’s appropriate for Senate to 
guard (the faculty) handbook," he 
said. "But it’s ambiguous as to the 
role of faculty in the tenure and 
promotion process." 

Goldberg said that student 
evaluations of faculty are known 
through the forms that are filled 
out at the end of each semester. 

'T can’t make fair judgments 
unless I know how the faculty 
feels," he said. 

He quoted the faculty handbook 
(p. 1-7) as stating "the administra¬ 
tion should concur with faculty 
opinions. 

Goldberg said he asked the col¬ 
lege deans to let him know how 
the faculty feels when they send 
recommendations to him. 

Negative recommendations have 
to be forwarded for future tenure 
consideration, he said. If faculty 
members wish to have their nanies 
removed from the promotion list, 
he said it would be unfair to put 
this "negative" response in their 
files. 

Roach said that there is not an 
effort to amend the handbook. 

The executive committee 
unanimously has decided that there 
is no change and we need no 
change.

Tuition costs Bradley students

Bradley’s top ten competitors 
among midwest schools for 
1987-88 were released last week. 
University of Illinois is the top 
contender again. 

Dr. Alan Gaisky, associate pro¬ 
vost for student affairs said it has 
been that way ever since he took 
over his current position thr^ 
years ago. He believes U of I is 
probably the major competitor of 
all colleges and universities in Illi¬ 
nois since it is the "flagship sta¬ 
tion. " , 

Southern Illinois University and 
Augustana College have been 
added to the list while Western 
Illinois University and the Univer¬ 
sity of Iowa have dropped out. 

These results come from pros¬ 
pective students who apply to 
Bradley. On the admissions appli¬ 
cation they are asked to list the 
other schools they applied to. 

Bradley accepted 88 percent of 
the applications that were turned 
into them for the 1987-88 year 
while only 40 percent decided to 
attend. 

The number one reason not to 
attend Bradley is because of cost. 
Gaisky said, "It’s real clear that 
the top three competitors are major 
state institutions," which are low 
in cost. He said Bradley is gomg 
to "continue to provide competitive 
financial aid packages."

Causes, control of depression 
discussed by nursing manager

Depression is part of being 
human, takes different forms and 
has different causes, a mental 
health practitioner said Monday 
night. 

A simple definition of depres¬ 
sion is 'low spirits, a sadness,...a 
misery that all of us experience,'' 
said Dolores Scheen, nursing care 
manager of the mental health unit 
at St. Francis Medical Center. 

Speaking to about 40 people in 
the Heitz basement, she said the 
by-product of severe depression is 
often suicide, especially among 
adolescents and senior citizens. 

She said there are three kinds 
of depression. The first, mild, is 
usually short-lived (1-2 weeks). 
'It’s just kind of feeling low...but 
it’s easily taken care of." Mild 
depression usually results from 
death of a friend or relative, 
breaking up with a boyfriend or 
girlfriend, or even the death of a 
pet. 

The second, moderate, lasts 
from three to six months and is 
signified by feeling lonely, not car¬ 
ing about anything, withdrawl 
from daily activities and fluctua¬ 
tions in eating habits, ^ou may 
begin to feel worthless," she said. 

In severe depression, the third 
kind, "suicidal thoughts begin to 
come in...you feel you are 


nothing- really down on yourself." 

Many things can lead to severe 
depression, and checking into a 
hospital is not uncommon. 

Many things cause depression. 
Some of the common causes are: 
an Tm no good" attitude, anger 
turned inward, learned helplessness 
and negative self talk. 

The first cause, Tm no good," 
means "you have very high expec¬ 
tations of yourself...nothing is 
second best with you," Scheen 
said. Unrealistic goals are set and 
depression ensues if expectations 
are not met. 

To avoid anger turned inward, 
she said "Anger doesn’t always 
kill- you’ve got to get it out of 
you." If anger isn’t released a bit 
at a time, it builds to dangerous 
proportions. 

Learned helplessness comes 
from "the way j^ple were 
brought up." If a family doesn’t let 
a child n^e their own decisions, 
such a situation may occur. 

Negative self talk is telling one¬ 
self "I am no good, I am not 
pretty, etc." 

Depression comes from 
indogenous occurences, such as a 
chemical imbalance in the brain, 
and exogenous events, such as 
death or divorce. 

Popular treatments of depres¬ 


sion include peer counseling, in¬ 
patient treatment, medication (such 
as lithium) and psychotherapy. 

Lithium is used to treat bi-polar 
depression, characterized by 
extreme mood swings and 
increased sexual orientation. 

Side effects of lithium include 
weight gain, dry mouth, shaking, 
and loss of balance. 

To fight depression, Scheen 
recommended keeping active. 
Sleeping, eating, exercising, shop¬ 
ping, working, reading and talking 
to friends are alf good ways to 
curb depression. 'Don’t lose con¬ 
tact with your friends- they are so 
important." 

Take one thing at a time," and 
don’t be overwhelmed by all the 
things going on around you, she 
said. "But the main thing is, it’s 
got to come from you." 

After her talk, Scheen answered 
questions from the audience. Main 
concerns were homesickness and 
how to help someone who refuses 
help. Listening is most important, 
she said. "Be open and honest 
about it. Don’t keep feelings 
inside." 

She also said laughter is good 
for depression, "humor is wonder¬ 
ful. We take ourselves too sen- 
ously."

Frarority seeks campus acceptance

Last year at this time, a co-ed 
social fraternity was a thought in 
the back of Jeff Helfand’s mind. 
This year, this thought is almost a 
reality... almost. 

'It’s hard in the beginning," 
Helfand said. 'It’s hard to con¬ 
ceive of everything that needs to 
be taken care of." It’s even harder 
when you lose your original 
partner, which is what happened to 
Helfand. He originated Pi Delta 
Chi with his friend Laura Jansons 
last year, but Jansons had a hard 
time sticking by her guns and left 
the organization. 'It started off 
bad. People were making fun of it, 
and I didn’t want to be dragged 
around with it," Jansons said. 

Helfand said his goal is to 
make Pi Delta Chi frarority a 
national institution. "We know of 
20 co-ed houses in the nation, but 
we suspect there are about 40 to 


60," Helfand said. Of the 20 
known co-ed houses only two are 
national. Helfand has been confer¬ 
ring with other frarorities on how 
to go about the beginning stages. 

As of now. Pi Delta Chi is not 
recognized by Bradley as a 
member of IFC/Panhel. Helfand 
claims that recognition will come 
in due time. But, seeing as they 
are not an official house yet, the 
frarority is not allowed to partici¬ 
pate in formal RUSH. Their infor¬ 
mal RUSH consisted of flyers, 
posters and word of mouth. "We 
wanted people to know they had a 
choice. We wanted to get our 
name out there," Helfand said. 

Pi Delta Chi, a non-secretive 
frarority, has about ten members, 
but Helfand adds that more and 
more people are showing interest. 
Most of the members are fresh¬ 
men. They meet once a week to go 
over policies and chapter-related 


issues. They are basically creating 
the frarority as they go along. 
Soon, they hope participate in trad¬ 
itional Greek activities like formals 
and date parties. Their participa¬ 
tion in Greek Week might cause 
some confusion, though. Being 
new as it is, Helfand said the 
frarority will look to other houses 
to show them the ropes of Greek 
life. 

There are many things that do 
not exist yet. For example, a ritual 
or pledging-in ceremony. Helfand 
said these things are currently 
being written. They are using 
other houses’ rituals as models. 
Other things, like a house or 
colors are just too far in the future 
to be commented on. 

"Many people thought we were 
kidding in the beginning, but I 
think they are beginning to believe 
in us," Helfand said. "I think this 
could be a trend real soon."

Does everyone here 
speak the language? 


Were the Scout printed in Polish or Latin it would likely 
lose its effectiveness as quickly as it lost its readership. 

Fortunately the Scout is printed in English. The printed word 
is largely void of dialect and accents. Thus communication from 
reader to writer is by and large, not a problem. 

But this is often not the case when it comes to a 
speaker/listener situation, such as a classroom setting. It would 
seem that a universal concern of students is instructors who do 
not speak clear English. In a classroom environment, this can be 
quite a drawback; a hindrance to the educational process. 


One need not look far to find a student to willingly assert 
they do not understand a certain teacher. Such students complain 
they find the material difficult and fall behind in class. 

Most instructors will grant that the early weeks of class are 
the most important, as the foundations and basic principles are 
established. So the student who only begins to understand their 
teacher during the fifth week of school has quite a problem. 

This situation fosters a negative attitude among students that 
is amplified with each misunderstood utterance. This is not pro¬ 
ductive. It is counterproductive to the purpose of college. 


The problem is not limited to any one group of instructors. 
Instructors from Asia, the Middle East, Germanic nations and 
several others can be found on campus. TTiis is not to say they all 
have problems conununicating, however. Certainly there are 
probably several native Americans who are, at times, difficult to 
comprehend. 

There is no simple solution to this problem. 

Suggestions for legal action have been made. Governor 
James Thompson sent his thoughts on the issue loud and clear last 
spring when he vetoed legislation that would require standardized 
oral tests for collegiate level instructors. His rationale was that 
such action would keep many expert instructors out of Illinois 
denying students the opportunity for the best possible educations. 


Thompson, in at least this instance, can be described as 
idealistic. He has a valid point though. 

The most simple, workable solution is compromise; team¬ 
work. If a student is having a problem understanding an instruc¬ 
tor, the first thing the student should do is make the instructor 
aware of the problem. In turn the instructor will put forth more of 
a conscious effort to speak fluently. 

Certainly students are not immune from committing injustices 
to the language. Students are not exactly known for producing 
nobel prize winning contributions to lexicology. 


Students should try to listen to instructors-not just hear 
them-listen to what they say. No instructor at Bradley is beyond 
understanding. Any accent can be understood- as long as some 
effort is put forth on both sides.

‘Constructive’ change

The Department of Civil 
Engineering and Construction has 
undergone several changes within 
the past year. 

Civil Engineering and Con¬ 
struction were two separate depart¬ 
ments until the strategic planning 
committee made the decision to 
unite them. The merger went into 
effect in August 1986. The offices, 
however, weren’t consolidated until 
nearly a year later. 

Civil Engineering was in Jobst 
Hall and Construction in Morgan 
^Hall. Now, as one department, all 
offices are in Morgan. 

Dr. Amir Al-Khafaji, depart¬ 
ment chairman, pointed out the 
many advantages of the merger. 

''Our laboratories have 
benefitted a great deal," Al-Khafaji 
said. He said CE had a good struc¬ 
tural lab and Construction did not. 
Now there is one good lab avail¬ 
able to both majors. 

A student projects lab also has 
been made available for those stu¬ 
dents working on senior projects 
required for graduation. Construc¬ 
tion majors have always been 
required to do a senior project and 
up until now it has been an option 
for CE majors. 

The new combined microcom¬ 
puter lab is another advantage this 
year. Before the departments com¬ 
bined, there were three to four 
computers available for about six 
hours per week. Now the number 
of computers has more than dou¬ 


bled and the availability has 
increased over eight times. 

Steve Milewski, a junior CE 
major, said there is always a com¬ 
puter available when he needs to 
work. Before the change there 
were times when he had to wait 
his turn. 

Al-Khafaji said the curriculum 
is also expanding. 

"A graduate program wasn’t 
available in the past because of 
limited faculty," he said. 

He said many civil engineers 
graduated from Bradley and went 
elsewhere for master’s degrees in 
construction. Now they can stay at 
Bradley and many have already 
expressed an interest. 

The department has reorganized 
their advisement process. One 
faculty member. Dr. Gene 
Rebholz, will be responsible for 
the advisement of all civil 
engineering and construction 
majors. It sounds like a lot of 
work for one person but every¬ 
thing is on the computer, 
A1 khafaji said. 

"This system will be more 
efficient," he said. "A student will 
be able to come in and get any 
information having to do with his 
records and his progress." 

Overall, Al-Khafaji thinks the 
changes are for the better and will 
continue to expand and improve. 

"Our operational budget is 
larger," he said. "We can address 
.the needs of our students and 
faculty better than before."

At the seminar, A1 Nimmo, an 
instructor at a Peoria Tae Kwon 
Do school, will demonstrate how 
to break out of different grips and 
holds of an attacker. 

"I think people will be 
surprised at how much strength 
they really have and how easy it is 
to get out of a situation, knowing 
the attacker’s weak points," 
Campus Affairs Chairperson for 
Student Senate, Sheera Jacobs 
said. 

The seminar, co-sponsored by 
Student Senate, ACBU and the 
Panhellenic Council, is not stress¬ 


ing how to avoid a potentially 
dangerous situation, but rather how 
to get out of one. 

"Training is an integral part of 
awareness," Jordan said. "Our 
goal is to train as many people as 
possible." 

"Many freshman don’t often 
realize the potential danger on 
campus," Jacobs added. "We 
would like them to realize how to 
get out of a potentially harmful 
situation." 

The sponsors will be awarding 
prizes to the largest group 
representing a residence hall floor 
or a Greek organization, and will 
also give away door prizes. 

"The major emphasis is for 
women on campus, but we’re not 
going to turn away men," Jordan 
said. 

"Often under the stress of the 
situation, you don’t know how to 
react," Jacobs said. "Practicing 
will help you to remember what to 
do in a dangerous situation."

Alcohol awareness week stresses 
sensible strategy when sipping spirits

As National Collegiate Alcohol 
Awareness Week (Oct. 19-25) is 
observed, students should be ready 
to test their knowledge of alcohol. 
Passing the Equivalence Aptitude 
Test (EAT) is one way to measure 
collegiate students on how much 
they know about alcohol consump¬ 
tion. 

To pass the test, students must 
know a simple but crucial formula: 
The most common servings of beer 
(12 ounces), wine (five ounces) 
and distilled spirits (1 1/4 ounces) 
contain equal amounts of alcohol. 

Why is passing the EAT and 
being part of National Collegiate 
Alcohol Awareness Week so 
important? To be responsible, 
everyone needs to know facts, not 
myths about alcohol that should be 
dispelled. 

There are two common and 
dangerous myths about alcohol that 
should be dispelled. 

First, you cannot pace yourself 
by switching from liquor to beer to 
wine. You consume the same 


amount of alcohol—and can get just 
as drunk-from common servings 
of beer, wine and liquor. 

Second, coffee will not sober 
you up if you are drunk. Coffee 
may wake you up, but it will not 
sober you up. If you drink one too 
many and then have a cup of 
coffee and drive, you just a wide 
awake drunk behind the wheel. 

Also, taking a cold shower will 
not work either. That will only 
make you a wet drunk. 

The Will Rogers Institute, 
White Plains, N.Y., has provided 
some common sense college sur¬ 
vival tips which may help save 
lives during the school year. 

Do not drive after your next 
tailgate or happy hour-whether 
you have had beer, wine or dis¬ 
tilled spirits. One American dies in 
an alcohol-related traffic accident 
every 35 minutes. It is better to 
walk an extra mile or spend the 
night at a friend’s than risk taking 
lives on the road. 

Eat something-never drink on 
an empty stomach. Eat before you 


go to a party; eat while you are 
there. Solid food like cheese 
slow down the alcohol absorption 
rate. If you are throwing a party, 
serve lots of snacks and plenty of 
mixers. 

Do not be pushed into drinking 
more than you can handle and do 
not pressure your friends to keep 
up with you. Everyone has an indi¬ 
vidual tolerance. Let your friends 
pace themselves. 

Keep a watchful eye: Cocktails 
should contain no more than 1 1/4 
ounces of distilled spirits. Wine is 
commonly no more than five 
ounces and beer is typically 12 
ounces. If you are mixing you own 
drinks, use a'shot glass to measure 
the liquor. 

Also, know yourself and your 
mood. If you rarely drink, chug¬ 
ging a few beers will affect you 
faster than it would affect somwne 
who is accustomed to drinking. 
Your mood can also influence the 
way you react to a drink. If you 
are depressed over a test, drinking 
will depress you further.

Semester offers students 


a ‘Capitol’ experience

Bradley University is offering 
to students interested, the oppor¬ 
tunity to study at the American 
University in Washington D.C. 
during the spring semester 1987- 
88 . 

The program'^is open to: 1) 
students interested in national 
government and politics, foreign 
policy, economic policy, justice, 
or journalism 2) students interested 
in a career in Washington, and 3) 
students interested in the federal 
government. 

The program has prerequisites 
that must be observed. Any student 
wishing to participate must have a 
2.5 overall GPA and a basic 
course in the proposed field of 
study, according to the American 
University. Bradley University 
requires that students be at least a 
second semester sophomore. 

Applications for the Washing¬ 
ton Semester are being accepted 
now by the Washington Semester 
Programs Representative, Dr. 
WUliam K. Hall in Bradley Hall 
room 432. Information pamphlets 
may also be picked up in 432. 
Applications are due Wed., Nov. 
4, 1987. 

Along with the application, stu¬ 
dents must provide a letter of 
recommendation from a faculty 
member and an idea for a research 
project in the proposed field of 
study. All applications will be 
reviewed by a local committee 
which will then make its recom¬ 
mendations to the American 
University. 

niie Washington Semester has 
been going on for about 40 years 
now, but it has only been offered 
at Bradley since 1971. So, 
Bradley’s program (age-wise) is 
sort of the teenager compared to 
other schools that have been 
offering it longer,"' Hall said. 

Rachel Dodge, a junior political 
science major and the only student 
still at Bradley who has had the 
Washington Semester experience 
said, "1 recommend the program 


highly. I studied foreign policy and 
1 think I learned so much more in 
that one semester than just reading 
political science textbooks for 
class. 

Dodge heard about the program 
and talked to Dr. Hall about parti¬ 
cipation and that was the beginning 
of a semester full of hands-on 
experience, talking to "'celebrities"' 
of the political scene and having a 
good time in Washington D.C. "I 
had to write resumes, and find my 
own internship at the Nation^ 
Campaign to Save Anti-Ballistic 
Training."' 

Students receive 16 hours of 
credit. Credits are transferred as 
residence hours and junior-senior 
credit. The 16 hours are split into 
quarters. Two quarters are spent in 
seminars. "The seminars are really 
interesting because many different 
people such as representatives, the 
CIA and senators come and 
speak,"' Dodge said. One quarter is 
spent doing the research project 
and the last quarter is spent doing 
the internship. 

"1 was the only student from 
BU that participated that semes¬ 
ter,"' Dodge said. "1 think that one 
thing that keeps participation down 
is the cost of the program. The 
American University’s tuition is 
more expensive than Bradley’s but 
I got a partial scholarship that 
helped out on some of the 
expenses." 

Any financial aid that a student 
receives (with the exception of col¬ 
lege work study) can applied to 
tuition. The tuition is to be paid to 
the American University, not 
Bradley. For those who can not 
attend without financial aid (only), 
some aid can be attained in Wash¬ 
ington on a competition basis. 

Dodge said, "Even if a student 
has to take out some sort of loan 
to go, it is definitely worth it. The 
semester isn’t really demanding. 
You get to do and see a lot all 
while learning many valuable 
things that you probably wouldn’t 
have learned sitting in the class¬ 
room. " 


Bank bucks students! 
for bucks, bank loans 


(CPS)-A bank’s decision to 
stop processing loans for students 
at Adelphi Business College, one 
of the largest business school 
chains in the country, has forced 
the school to close down and sent 
about 2,500 students scurrying for 
a way to continue their educations. 

The students’ plight could 
extend to others enrolled in 
proprietary colleges—privately 
owned, for-profit trade or voca¬ 
tional schools that, according to a 
September congressional report, 
are so good at getting Guaranteed 
Student Loans (GSLs) for their 
students that they’re using up loan 
money that students at other col¬ 
leges would ordinarily get. 

But after a bank said it would 
no longer process Adelphi students’ 
loan applications, the whole 13- 
college chain closed, Adelphi 
President Albert Terranova said. 

Adelphi had 13 campuses in 
New York, Arizona, (California 
and Michigan. 

It also had a bankruptcy filing 
under Chapter 11, a class action 
suit for allegedly not delivering 
what it promised its New York 
students, and a dispute with the 
Higher Education Assistance Foun¬ 
dation (HEAF). 

In an earlier interview with the 
Associated Press, Terranova said 
the schools closed because First 
Independent Trust Co. of 
Sacramento, Calif., refused to pro¬ 
cess students’ application for 
guaranteed loans. 

Terranova also said Adelphi’s 
closing was only temporary. 

"It’s difficult to believe the 
operation was so hand-io-mouth

that a lender declining to process 
loans would have been the final | 
blow. Few schools depend on one 
lender," said Craig Ulrich, general 
counsel of the Consumer Banking 
Association in Washington, D.C. 

Glen Bigelow, executive vice 
president of First Independent 
Trust, explained that HEAF, the 
guarantor for his bank’s student 
loans, placed various stipulations 
on loans to Adelphi students that 
had to be met before the loan was 
made. 

"It was too costly to handle 
each application manudly. It was a 
losing proposition for us to follow 
the stipulations, process the appli¬ 
cation and wait for assurance from 
the guarantor," Bigelow said. 

"We couldn’t operate that 
way." 

The CBA’s Ulrich said other 
banks may stop making GSLs to 
trade-college students in the near 
future because they, too, don’t 
make much money on them. 

"In revising the Higher Educa¬ 
tion Act (in 1986), Congress nar¬ 
rowed the yield financial institu¬ 
tions get from the GSLs. As the 
yield is reduced, the credit policies 
tighten," said Ulrich. 

"Trade and technical schools, 
proprietary schools will suffer. 
Banks will have to ask if a school’s 
graduates were successful in get¬ 
ting jobs and paying back loans." 

On the other hand, most 
proprietary schools depend heavily 
on federal assistance. And for their 
students, those schools may 
represent the chance of a lifetime, 
said Bigelow. If the financial aid is 
cut off, "their fate is sealed."

Turner’s talent 
falls Into tedium

'Energetic and 
charismatic, 
yes.

Unfortunately, the glitter of 
Hollywood was missing from 
Turner’s performance Friday even¬ 
ing. The stage set-up, excellent I 
may add, was deceiving. One 
would have assumed, after observ¬ 
ing such an outstanding stage set¬ 
up, that a charismatic, energetic, 
flawless show would have been 
guaranteed to follow. Energetic 
and charismatic, yes. Flawless, 
no. The severity of the numerous 
flaws resulted in a disappointing 
concert. 

Turner opened with her recent 
single 'What You Get Is What 
You See.' The band, although 
rhythmically and instrumentally 
intact, appeared to be uninspired. 
As the concert progressed, I impa¬ 
tiently waited for them to expel 
some form of exhilarating energy. 
This never happened. The odd leg 
kick or slight swaying of the hips 
was the extent of the bands ener¬ 
getic release (if you could even 
call it that). 

Instrumentally though, the 
eight-piece band, consisting of two 
drununers, two guitarists, two key¬ 
boardists, a saxophonist and a bas¬ 
sist, revealed talent. Unfortunately, 



As if their name doesn’t draw 
enough curiosity, this group 
dresses like somebody blindfolded 
them and let them loose in a 
Hawaiian luau and army surplus 
store combined. If it wasn’t for 
their incredible musical talents this 
group could easily fade into their 
obnoxious stage props, which 
looked like the used toy section in 
the Salvation Army. 

Captain Rat and the Blind 
Rivets formed in 1973. Based in 
Champaign, Ill., they seem to 
want to give off this air of silli¬ 
ness, but their music was anything 


their lack of enthusiasm posed as a 
distracting barrier. 

Although the band lacked 
energy, Tina definitely did not. 
Her energetic dancing in her short 
cut miniskirts and high heels pro¬ 
vided unintended comic relief. Her 
astonishingly choreographed per¬ 
formance during the song 'Private 
Dancer' was amusing, to say the< 
least. Tina’s talent rests in her 
voice, not in her dancing. If she 
wishes to include choreographed 
pieces in her concert, she should 
employ professionals who special¬ 
ize in the area of dance. 

'Better Be Good To Me' was 
one of the few songs (along with 
'Proud Mary') that drew the 
crowd out of their seats. As the 
song approached its last few meas¬ 
ures, Tina gracefully left the stage 
for a costume change. The band 
continued to play. With the help 
of Deric Dyer on saxophone, the 
instrumentation was spiced with 
various jazz inputs. But then, the 
band stopped. There was a lull. 
Not very wise. Finally, after about 
twenty seconds of dead air, Tina 
appeared back on stage, in another 
outfit. This poor costume change 
was very unprofessional. 

She then burst into her version 
of Robert Palmer’s 'Addicted to 
Love.' Once again, not very wise. 
Why perform cover songs when 
you have so much material to 
select from? During the perfor¬ 
mance of 'We Don’t Need Another 
Hero,' the audience observed Tina 
being lifted up onto a pedestal (if 
you could call it that). Once the 
dry ice machines were turned off, 
the audience was left to observe 
Tina standing on a shabby tinker- 
toy like steel structure. 

The majority of the musical 
selection was pulled from Tina’s 
two latest albums 'Private Dancer' 
and 'Break Every Rule.' 

The interjection of one of her 
most outstanding classics, 'Proud 
Mary,' accounted for the most 
invigorating segment of the even¬ 
ing. 'Proud Mary' was then fol¬ 
lowed by an energetically empty 
encore. Turner tied everything up 
with 'Paradise is here.' 

Paradise could have been there 
if the significant flaws were not. 
Excellent lighting and instrumenta¬ 
tion, along with uncontrollable 
amounts of energy, on the part of 
Turner, could have been the build¬ 
ing blocks for an excellent produc¬ 
tion. Unfortunately, the numerous 
flaws resulted in an unsatisfying 
mediocre performance.

Sidney Biddle Barrows grew up 
in an affluent family. She went to 
the best schools and achieved 
excellent grades. However, when 
it was time for college, her father 
felt she was pretty enough to get 
married and she didn’t need to go 
to school. Nonetheless, Barrows 
pursued an education in business 
by working several jobs and 
through student loans. 

She started off working in the 
fashion industry, but was fired for 
her subordination. Her friend and 
future business partner, Lucy, 
helped her get a job at an escort 
service answering phones and 
making engagements. 

They felt they could run a busi¬ 
ness better than their conniving 
boss and they quit. On May 15, 
1979, they opened up their own 
business of two telephones with 
call waiting, a few ads, and about 
eight girls for the grand total of 
$800. This was only the beginning 
of one of the smallest, yet highly 
successful businesses in New 


York. 

Cachet was a real business. It 
was open from 4 p.m. to 1 a.m. 
Sunday through Thursday. There 
were strict drug, alcohol, and sex¬ 
ual policies. Rates ranged from a 
minimum of $125 per hour up to 
$3,000 for a weekend, including 
bre^fast the following morning. 

It had brochures and business 
cards and even accepted Master- 
Card and Visa. 

Barrows was a firm believer in 
good customer service. Her key to 
success was making her clients 
happy. Likewise, she wanted her 
employees to be happy and they 
were never faced to go as an 
engagement that they did not 
prefer. 

Safety was important also, as 
all of the clients were well 
screened. Some of them were sin¬ 
gle, most married, other gay, but 
diey all were extremely w^thy. 
Most of them just want^ someone 
to talk to and listen to their prob¬ 
lems. This was fiar from a whore¬ 
house. 

Since the clients wanted to talk. 


the girls had to be good listeners, 
as well as conversationalists. All 
of the girls had to be knowledge¬ 
able in at least one foreign 
language because a majority of the 
clients were members of the 
United Nations. Of course, the 
girls had to be pretty and well 
figured, but their personality was 
just as important. 

Unfortunately on Oct. 11, 
1984, Barrows’ escort service was 
raided and terminated. Authorities 
said she committed a serious 
crime; however Barrows believes 
otherwise. 

Trostitution is the exchange of 
specific money for specific sex~ 
which is illegal. In an escort ser¬ 
vice, you pay for an exact amount 
of time which is not technically 
against the law, just bending the 
spirit of the law. 

Barrows’ international case 
lasted for eight months because the 
district attorney refused to unveil 
names of the prominent people. 
She accepted a plea bargain for a 
Class D misdemeanor crime and 
was fined $5,000.

Cast conquers intricacies

After weeks of rehearsal the 
cast of ''She Stocks to Conquer," 
directed by Jeffrey Huberman, will 
perform at 8 p.m. on Friday Oct. 
23 at the Hartmann Canter. 

Performances continue 

throughout the weekend with a 
2:30 matinee and a 8 p.m. perfor¬ 
mance on Saturday. Sunday’s per¬ 
formance will start at 2:30 p.m. 
Next weekend performances of this 
comedy by Oliver Goldsmith will 
be at 8 p.m. on Thursday, Friday 
and Saturday as well as a matinee 
show at 2:30 p.m. on Sunday. 

This play takes place during the 
18th century in England, and its 
plot contains all the trickery, intri¬ 
cacies and deceptions necessary for 
a comedy. 

Because of the play’s flexibility, 
the actors are allowed to improvise 
and even add their own humorous 
comments and actions. Freshman 
Missy Vogelsinger, who plays 
Mrs. Hardcastle, said because the 
script demands the characters to 
talk to the audience, the audience 
is involved in the play. 

Another noticeable characteris¬ 
tic about the play is that the actors 
and actresses speak with an 
English accent. 

Sophomore Eva Loseth, who 
plays the young lover Constance 
Nevel, said that one of the most 


challenging parts of the play is the 
need to concisely articulate ever)' 
syllable. She said that although an 
English accent cannot be learned, 
succinct enunciation gives the 
impression of an English accent. 

In addition to the challenge of 
articulation, the time period is 
difficult to adjust to. Vogelsinger 
said because the 18th century is so 
unfamiliar to the cast, and the 
vocabulary is cumbersome at 
times, the actors had to first clear 
up any problems with words and 
their meanings. After alleviating 
these problems, the performers 
could then focus on the theatrical 
aspects of the play. 

According to sophomore Sarah 
Braun, who plays Kate Hardcastle, 
the most difficult part of the play is 
bringing life and vigor to her char¬ 
acter. 

Kate Hardcastle, although not 
trite or boring, is the romantic 
figure in the play, and Braun says 
she wants to distinguish her char¬ 
acter from other romantic charac¬ 
ters. Braun contends that previous 
roles she’s performed (Helena in 
"A Midsummer Night’s Dream" 
and Jenny Lind in "Tom Thumb") 
have been light, funny and unreal¬ 
istic. Kate Hardcastle, however, is 
a real character and according to 
Braun must be defined as such. 

Two outside performers will 


assist in the production. John 
McKay, whose son Ed is in the 
play, will play the piano during 
scene changes and important seg¬ 
ments in order to contribute to the 
mood and ambience of the play. 

Another guest contributing to 
this production is Lee Wanger who 
plays Tony Lumpkin. Wanger is a 
part-time theater teacher at Bradley 
and an equity actor. He has 
appeared in various commercials 
and has performed in numerous 
productions in the community 
theaters. Because of his vast 
experience and teaching ability, 
Wanger, according to Eva Loseth, 
"adds a lot to the show," and he 
suggests helpful hints to make the 
performance more professional. 

The rehearsal schedule for "She 
Stoops to Conquer" has been long 
and intense. For about four weeks 
the cast has been practicing on the 
average of five hours a day, five or 
six days a week. 

Braun said, "It’s a full-time 
job." Vogelsinger said, "It’s nice 
to see people working toward a 
common goal." Both Braun and 
Loseth agree they are ready to per¬ 
form for an audience. 

Tickets for the show are avail¬ 
able at the Hartmann Center.

" R. Barron, the ma nger of the 


telecommunications department, 
because he adow them to have a 
few luxuries. 

Besides Spdler, there are four 
other fiid-time employees, a part- 
time employee who works on 
Wednesdays and a student 
employee who works on Saturdays 
and Sundays from 5 to 10 p.m. 

There is an operator working 
every day of the year, 24 hours a 
day, said Spdler. That includes 
Christmas Eve and day, along with 
New Year’s Eve. 

''And you love every bonng 
minute of it," she explained. "So 
seldom are you bored, whenever it 
is quiet you treasure those days 
that are so." 

Quiet days are rare. Starting at 
8:30 almost every day the opera¬ 
tors begin a hectic day. Spider 
said the day begins e^ly and they 
do not slow down untd 11 p.m. 

Many people do not realize 
what exactly an operator does. 
They answer both off-campus and 
on-campus cads. They advise call¬ 
ers on how to dial on campus 
numbers directly and they dispatch 
security. 

Operators also place operator 
assisted cads , provide information 
about campus events and buddings 


when they are provided and mom- 
tor alarm cads. These are both 
fire and alarms in the residence 
halls that alert the operators to 
contact security. 

Spdler said they dispense keys 
for the Student Center to the 
supervisors who work there after 5 
p m and give directions to the 
campus. The operators are also 
provided with a dst of passes for 
students adowed in buildings after 
hours. 

"Students need to become 
aware of our situation ^d that we 
do the best we can," Spdler said. 

Spider explained why people 
sometimes have to wait a whde for 
an operator to answer. Operators 
may be involved in dispatching 
security or writing a secunty 
dispatch in the log they keep. Fre¬ 
quently there is a wait because 
there are a backup of cads. Two 
operators cannot always handle all 
the incoming cads. It is also pos¬ 
sible that an operator, when alone, 
may have to leave the room. 

"Be patient, only thing you can 
' do, we don’t make you wait deli¬ 
berately and for the most part, 
people understand," Spdler said. 

For the most part, Spdler said 
caders are friendly. Most students 



mumble or talk low and sometimes 
scream. Instead, Spdler said they 
should be patient and speak with 
clarity. Spdler said she dislikes 
the wisecracks the most, but keeps 
her sense of humor because she 
likes her job. 

And the worst caders? Most 
would say the students but Spdler 
said the parents are the worst peo¬ 
ple to deal with. She said she 
recently received a cursing out 
over the phone from a parent when 
the students were inoving into the 
residence halls earlier this semes- 

ter. . 

Good days are mixed with the 
bad ones. Spider remembers one 
student who was harassing her one 
day. He showed up at the room 
and immediately apologized when 
he saw how busy the two operators 

were. . . 

There are only two switch¬ 
boards and Spdler said they can 
easdy get swamped. That is why 
she encourages anyone to stop in 
at anytime, especially when some¬ 
one needs three or more phone 
numbers. They adow people to 
come in and look up a number. 
Spider said she would enjoy the 
company and wishes more students 
took the time to get to know the 
voices in person. 

A special moment for Spdler 
occurred after Spider had to track 
down a student. The student’s 
mother was in a car accident. 


Spider tried to locate her and 
stayed on the phone and calmed 
her down. When the student 
returned to the campus, she called 
Spdler and thanked her. 

"I appreciated that a whole 
lot," Spdler said. "We are con¬ 
cerned about their condition and it 
makes me feel so good when they 
think enough to cad back and let 

us know." , 1 j 

One thing which has helped the 

operators is the new phone system. 
Although Spider misses the old 
"cord board," the new system is 
faster and a labor saver. Spdler 
said a lot of people do not take 
advantage of the new system or the 
directory because "a lot of it is 
habit, for ’x’ numl^r of years they 
are used to having me connect 
them." 

Spdler also said that operators 
are a good source of infomation if 
they are provided with it. How¬ 
ever, they do not understand how 
the phones work in the dorms, 
they are not told or instructed. 
The reason for this is that they are 
busy enough with their responsibd- 
ities and cads should be directed to 
the Telecommunications office, 
which is down the had. 

The switchboard rings again. 
"LOCL" appears on the small 
screen telling her it is a local cad. 
Spider answers the cad with a 
clear voice, "Hello, Bradley 
University." 


U of I fraternity houses 
targets of anti-rape slogan 


CHAMPAIGN-URBANA 
(CPS)-A group identifying itself 
only as "a women’s group" said in 
a press release it was responsible 
for spray-painting anti-rape slogans 
on two University of Illinois fra¬ 
ternity houses, and promises to 
start "a campaign of direct action" 
against a system that "trains men 
to be rapists." 

The spray-painted graffiti, said 
Lambda Chi Alpha President Phil 
Krader, "basically caded us 
rapists." 

Vandals also painted slogans on 
the Beta Theta Pi house nearby. 

Krader noted the vandalism 
occurred shortly after the Dady 
mini, the campus paper, published 
a story about how a 15-year-old 
girl was raped in a UI fraternity 
house in late September. 

The unnamed fraternity house 
was on the same street as Lambda 


Chi Alpha and Beta Theta Pi. 

Last year, fires were started at 
fraternity houses at Western dli- 
nois University, Colorado School 
of Mines, and the universities of 
Denver and Colorado, amid 
anonymous notes and police suspi¬ 
cions they were related to recent 
sexual assault and harassment com¬ 
plaints leveled at local fraternity 
members. 

Police, however, were unable 
to establish any connection 
between the arsons on the different 
campuses. 

In a press release that mysten- 
ously showed up at the Daily mini 
offices last week, however, the 
anonymous group promised more 
anti-greek "direct action" because 
"local social-service agencies have 
received an alarming number of 
calls from female victims of mpe 
occurring in fraternity houses.

Rivermen open IHL season

Things change fast in the International Hockey 
League. In two years the Peoria Rivermen hockey 
club went from the ecstasy to the agony of the IHL 
world. 

The 1984-85 Rivermen were the toast of Peoria 
and Turner Cup champions. Last year’s version was in 
the cellar of the West Division and the only league 
team to be excluded from the playoffs. It was a hectic 
year which saw more players than wins. 

But what a difference a year can make. Head 
coach and general manager Pat Kelly, in his fourth 
year in charge, will have plenty of new faces to look 
at during the 1987-88 campaign. 

Gone are Dennis Cyr, Bob "The Hammer" 
Flemming, Tony Curtale and John Vecchiarelli. 
Present is a mix of youthful rookies, cagy veterans 
and a lot of promise. This year’s Rivermen could 
almost be called a half-man, haJf-boy squad. 

Ten of the 21 rostered players are rookies while 
seven are 25 or 26 years old. Six have National 
Hockey League experience. 

Most of the experience lies in the defense, which 
has always been emphasized by the conservative 
Kelly. Of the seven Rivermen defensemen, four have 
NHL experience and all but one are veterans. Former 
NHLers Kent Carlson (6-3,200), Rob Whistle (6- 
2,195), and Robert Dirk (6-4,215) join past Peoria 
players Mike Posavad (5-ll,2()0) and Mike Neill (6- 
1,190) to make up a formidable defensive unit. And 
19-year-old rookie defenseman Dominic Lavoie has 
NHL potential. 

Offensively, the Rivermen, an affiliate of the St. 
Louis Blues and New York Islanders, have more 
question marks. Their first line is solid with Blues 
assignees Ron Handy, Michael Dark and captain 
Doug Evans. In the last complete IHL season for 
each. Handy and Evans scored a combined 101 goals 


and 131 assists. The Rivermen scored only 264 goals 
as a team last season. The next line features the 
team’s "grand old man," Grant Rezansoff (26-years 
old, fifth year in Peoria) centering two rookies, Darin 
Smith and Ray Savard. After that, the picture is 
unclear. 

What is clear is in 25-year-old Darrell May, the 
best goalie in the league. May, between stints with St. 
Louis and the Rivermen, has been an all-star the past 
two seasons. He was the IHL MVP in ’85-’86 and has 
been the team’s MVP the past two years. 

Last season, he compiled the league’s fifth best 
goals-against average of 3.75 while playing behind the 
IHL’s worst defense. 


It was the Rivermen’s offense that sparkled last 
Saturday night as Peoria won it’s home opener 8-5 
over the Flint Generals. Rivermen Ron Handy scored 
just 35 seconds into the game and ended up with a hat 
trick to lead Peoria to its first victory. 

Flint’s five goals were not to be taken as an indi¬ 
cation of Darrel May’s game at goalie. May saved 32 
of 37 shots-on-goal while one of the Flint scores was 
kicked in by a Rivermen defenseman and another was 
off a fluke deflection. 


Defenseman Kent Carlson scored during last 
Saturday’s win but a defensive move at Sully’s Pub 
and Cafe afterwards may have put the burly 25-year- 
old out of action for three weeks. 

Carlson received a four-inch cut to his left wrist 
and forearm, and cuts on his left ring finger and 
thumb when he was allegedly pushed through a glass 
partition by a bar patron Saturday night. 

He was^ injured while he and teammate Roben 
Dirk came to the defense of Rivermen center Grant 
Rezansoff, who was involved in a scuffle with one of 
the bar’s patrons.

Of the Bradley attempts, sopho¬ 
more forward Chris Kane had 
three. Neither Jim Tait nor Dan 
Reilly, Bradley’s leading scorers, 
had any scoring opportunities. 

Hindering Bradley’s chances 
early was the loss of freshman 
midfielder Tim McGreevy. He was 
forced to leave just two minutes 
into the game with a cut bn the 
back of his head that required six 
stitches. 

'That hurt us," Conley said. 
"Tim has been strong and steady 
for us this year. He has really 
played excellently for a freshman." 
McGreevy returned for the St. 
Louis game. 

The ISU game was lost in the 
first half when the Braves could 
not manage to get off a shot on 
goal or a comer kick. 

The Redbirds’ initial tally came 
with 12:53 left in the first half 
when freshman Brad McPherson 
headed the ball past Bradley’s 
Wagner. McPherson had two goals 
in the game. 

Two more scores, the second 
with just lilO left in the half, put 
the Redbirds in control 3-0 at 
intermission. ISU goalies Allen 
Adams and Jerrold Aquino com¬ 
bined for the team’s fourth shutout 
of the year and second in three 
games.

Construction set to begin in the Spring

If all goes well, the third phase of the Campaign 
for Bradley could be underway next Spring, according 
to Gary Anna, vice president of business affairs at 
Bradley. The five million dollar expansion and reno¬ 
vation of the library is in the final concept stage and 
awaiting university approval to begin accepting bids 
for the project. 

The university hopes to begin both the library 
and student center projects simultaneously next 
Spring, with the library project finishing a year later 
than the renovated Student Center in 1990. 

There are two main goals of the library project 
expansion of the facility and renovation of the current 
one. The expansion portion will begin first and should 
take around 18 months to complete. The expansion 
will include adding on a new wing to the east side of 


the library, presently where the parking lot between 
the library and Swords Hall is located. 

After expansion, hopefully in the Fall of 1989, 
the second phase of the project, renovation of the 
current facility, will begin. 

According to Betty Hendricksen, acting director 
of the library, the end result of the project wUl be 
more space available to accommodate students. The 
new library will be able to seat around 1,100 students, 
as the library’s size wQl be nearly doubled. More 
shelving for publications and an up-graded reference 
area will also benefit the learning experience for Brad¬ 
ley students after completion of the project.

American soldiers slain near base

ANGELES CITY, Philippines 
(AP)-Suspected communist rebels 
shot and killed two U.S. airmen 
and two other people Wednesday 
in separate daylight attacks near 
the giant U.S. Clark Air Base. 

U.S. officials said the dead 
included two Air Force sergeants, 
a Filipino retired from the U.S. 
Air Force and a Filipino business¬ 
man of U.S. ancestry. Assassins 
also fired on an Air Force captain. 

The attacks came within 15 
minutes of each other and followed 
by several hours the slayings of 
two policemen and the wounding 
of an army colonel in Manila. 
Authorities also blamed those on 
the rebels. 


Names of the victims were not 
immediately available. Base 
spokesman Maj. Thomas Boyd 
said both airmen were in uniform. 

Maj. Gen. Donald Snyder, 
commander of the 13th Air Force, 
said the motives for the killings 
were unknown. But Col. Manuel 
Caranze, security officer of the 
Philippine milit^’s Clark Air 
Base Command, said he suspected 
communist rebels were responsi¬ 
ble. 

He said the style of the attacks 
and the weapons used- known as 
"sparrow units" for the swiftness 
of their assaults.

Jenco recalls time as hostage

Giving an in^)assioned account of his 564 days as 
a hostage in Lebanon, the Rev, Lawrence Martin 
Jenco asked those gathered at Neumiller Chapel 
Wednesday night to pray for those still being held 
captive. 

The gentle, soft-spoken priest quoted scriptures 
and told stories of his ordeal to the more than 100 stu¬ 
dents and citizens gathered at his speech titled "The 
Moral Issues of a Hostage Dilemma ." 

''On the last day, my captors came in the room 
and I asked first ’Are you going to kill nie?’ They 
replied, ’No, you are going home,’" Jenco said. 

Jenco, a Joliet native, had been working for the 
Catholic Relief Services in Beirut for three months 
when he was abducted by eight men representing the 
Islamic Jihad (Islamic Holy War) in January 1985 


For six months he was kept in solitary 
confinement, blindfolded and chained by his ankle to a 
wall. After this time he was put in a small room wiA 
fellow American hostages Terry Anderson, David 
Jacobsen, and Thomas Sutherland. 

Jenco received three of the thousands of letters 
sent to him while in captivity. 

"One day we all were given a letter except for 
Tom. Upon seeing this he burst into tears. I pounded 
on the door and yelled ’Why do you torture this man? 
You can have my letter back, but give one to Tom!’ 
Soon after, Tom got a letter and I got two more," 
Jenco said. 

Jenco’s release on July 26, 1986 was, according 
to President Ronald Reagan, "an answer to a great 
many prayers."

The Rev. Lawrence Martin 
Jenco was a hostage in Lebanon 
for 564 days. He was blindfolded 
for six months of that time while 
he lived in a closet. As the Rev. 
Jim Myers of Bradley’s Newman 
Center said, "He is a man of 
peace, a man of vision, a man of 

py" 

What has your life consisted 
of since your release almost 15 
months ago? 

Basically Tve been giving talks 
about the experience of being held 
hostage. I live in New York in a 
parish on Wall Street and go to 
work nine to five like everybody 
else. I work in the Office of Inter¬ 
nal Affairs...it’s l^asically a PR- 
type job. 

What did you learn about 
yourself through this ordeal? 

I think I went in there with a 
pretty good spirit. I was a pretty 
strong person before I even went 
there...rd been in many other 
countries which I think built me up 
for the experience. 

What did you think about and 
how did you pass the time during 
those 564 days? 

There were times I used to cry 
of utter loneliness. You do some¬ 
times get a guilt feeling that maybe 
you didn’t do a good enough job as 
a priest...that God was kind of 
punishing me, but I moved quickly 
away from that. 

Did you ever find yourself los¬ 
ing confidence or giving up on 
yourself, your country or your 
God? 

Well, they (Jenco’s captors—the 
Islamic Jihad) would come in the 
room and tell us that no one cared 
about us. For the first six months I 
heard nothing. It wasn’t until July 
of 1985 that I knew things were 
happening (for his release). I didn’t 


ever really give up hope at all. 

Ultimately, what do you see 
as Islamic Jihad’s main reason 
for releasing you at the time that 
they did? 

Well, the reason they gave in 
the press was poor health. I didn’t 
know anything about the arms 
shipment to Iran at all. The ulti¬ 
mate cause of it all (Jenco’s 
release) was the selling of arms to 
make money to supply the Con¬ 
tras. What a tragedy in the world, 
we sell arms to Iran, now we have 
a boycott of arms to Iran, it just 
doesn’t make sense. 

Do you find yourself still 
thinking about the ordeal today? 

There are times you have flash¬ 
backs, but they are healthy 
flashbacks....It’s normal in any 
existence that you’ve got to reflect 
on some of the good times and 
some of the bad times in your life, 

I don’t deny that...but Pm not 
going to get sick about it. 

Realistically, what chances do 
you see for getting the remaining 
hostages out of Lebanon? 

I believe they will be released, 
but when is a different 
question....We don’t even know if 
they are alive or dead, but we pray 
that they are alive. People can still 
write their congressmen and the 
President so the issue doesn’t stay 
on the back burner. There are so 
many issues that face us today, 
Wall Street is a prime example, 
that hostages don’t become a prior¬ 
ity issue. 

Do you have any opinions on 
what is happening in the Persian 
Gulf right now? 

I often wonder why we didn’t 
reflag those ships with the United 
Nations flag instead of 
America’s....All this just causes us 
to have such a poor image of that

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Students left behind 


The Campaign for Bradley is rolling right along...too bad it’s 
not stopping for students. 

Several important issues have arisen since the unveiling of 
the renovation and expansion plans of the Cullom-Davis Library. 
Issues such as whether or not to have a 24-hour study room and 
whether or not to increase the size of the library staff. But the 
most serious issue is the involvement of students in planning the 
renovation. 

Despite popular belief-that no students had any input into 
the project-in-depth research conducted by the Scout has revealed 
otherwise. Two students had some input. The first, Noah Body, 
from Nowhere IL, claimed he offered a lot of suggestions, but felt 
ignored by higher authorities. The other student. Dee Cision, said 
she too had several ideas that were often overlooked. 

It seems that a self-appointed group consisting largely of 
library and administrative personnel graciously took it upon them¬ 
selves to determine the n^s and priorities of the Cullom-Davis 
library. That is, needs and priorities of students who use the 
library. 

Isn’t it comforting to know that students here are cared for so 
much that University personnel would kindly decide not to incon¬ 
venience any students with trivial little things such as the library. 

The term '"group'" is used because no formal renovation com¬ 
mittee seems to have existed, as did with the renovation of the 
Student Center. This in itself raises concerns about how the 
University is going about this project. If no conunittee in fact 
exists, one must wonder about the organization of the project. If a 
committee does or did exist, one must wonder why no one seems 
to know anything about it. 

From the looks of recent events, one can conclude the 
University recently realized the err in its ways. 

So the plans were shown to Student Senate and Dr. Alan 
Gaisky’s Student Advisory Committee. The Advisory Committee’s 
reception was less than, shall we say, overwhelming. 

Persons working in the library should have a lot of input, as 
they are quite familiar with the building. But they should not have 
exclusive input. Since the personnel most affect^ by the renova¬ 
tion decided to take matters into their own hands, the Scout has 
decided to do the same in regards to the Student Center. 

To save the University a lot of time and trouble, the Scout 
has graciously taken it upon itself to solicit bids and select a con¬ 
tractor for the Center renovation. Oh sure, after one is selected, 
the Scout will present it to maybe. University Senate and the 
Board of Trustees. Call it a good faith measure. 

It may well be that the library renovation, as tentatively 
designed, is the best, most efficient, incredible library imaginable. 
This is doubtful, but possible. But it may not be what the students 
want. Don’t the students have the right to a library built to their 
needs and concerns, even though this may not result in the best 
library? Don’t the students have the right to choose? 

Contributors to the Campaign for Bradley, especially parents 
and Bradley alumni, might find this lack of student input very 
interesting indeed. 

There are a few things equatable to not seeking student input 
to the library renovation. Some examples: Buying a pair of shoes 
without first checking the size of one’s feet; taking Sean Penn’s 
picture, and then asking for permission; or jumping out of an air¬ 
plane and then seeing if the parachute is stuffed correctly. 

For a University that prides itself in individual attention to 
students, it’s kind of funny that students were overlooked as a 
whole.

whereby an individual’s profits are 
derived from economic plight and/or 
psychological misery of others. Prosti¬ 
tutes are primarily victims of societies 
with major social problems, while 
pimps are the hyenas living off these 
problems. The fact that women have 
been overrepresented in the ranks of 
those who have been selling their 
bodies is a symptom of male domiim- 
tion throughout most of our written his¬ 
tory. Male or female, it is a sad com¬ 
mentary on the society in which a cash 
nexus penetrates one of the potentially 
most intimate and beautiful hum^ 
activities. Notwithstanding "folk wis¬ 
dom," prostitution, like poverty, 
racism, militarism and other societal 
ills, has been neither universal nor 
necessary. Societies can exist where 
intimacy and sex don’t have to bought 
and sold. In any case, to treat symp¬ 
toms of misery and inequity as virtuous 
and glamourous, as Ms. Barrows does 
on her lecture circuit is hardly some¬ 
thing to be supported. ACBU has the 
right to invite whomever they wish. 
Without seeking to abridge their right I 
am questioning the judgement of the 
group of students, staff and faculty 
advisors involved in this decision. I fail 
to see how this program contributed to 
the educating, enlightening, or enter¬ 
taining of the Bradley community. 

Both the Bradley Scout and the Jour¬ 
nal Star swallowed hook, line and 
sinker Ms. Barrows’ interpretation and 
message of pimping as a great "profes¬ 
sion." The Scout chose to print two 
pictures of Ms. Barrows. (In my 10 
years at Bradley I do not remember 
any guest speaker honored in such a^ 
manner, and believe me, Bradley 
University had the privilege of hosting 
some of the most respited names in 
the sciences, arts, politics and reli¬ 
gion). One of the two pictures was 
displayed on the firont page and the 
caption under the photo stated, in bold 
letters, "High society success." Is this 
"objective" reporting? "Success" 
according to whom? Success in which 
sense? Is it implied that "success" 
means "making" a lot of money, 
regardless of the means utilized? Were 
the right slave owners a "success"? 
The A1 Capones? Is the person stealing 
$5 and getting a jail term a failure, 
while the official engaged in corporate 
fraud involving millions of dollars who 
escapes imprisonment a "success"? 
Does the Scout really propose Ms. 
Barrows as a role model for our stu¬ 
dents? 

The Scout report was a sanitized ver¬ 
sion of Ms. Barrows’ presentation. It 
abounded in euphemisms like 
"entrepreneurship," "escort service," 
"making engagements," "girls," 
business," "good customer service," 
"making clients happy," and "employ¬ 
ees." There is absolutelty no mention 
in the article of the fact that the 


"entrepreneurship" and "business 
refer to selling of women’s bodies, of 
treating human beings as objects items 
to be sold and bought. The Scout 
uncritically quoted Ms. Barrows’ com¬ 
ment in which she denies having been 
in the prostitution "business." ^osti- 
tution is the exchange of specific 
money for specific sex...in escort ser¬ 
vice, you pay for an exact amount of 
time..." One had to be present at the 
lecture or have read the Journal Star 
article which, quoting Ms. Barrows, 
refers to the "nitty gritty," namely, to 
"straight or oral sex." This omission in 
the Scout was highly misleading-a 
number of students with whom I 
happened to discuss the article had the 
impression that her "escort services 
dealt with escorting. 

Let me point out that I do not enjoy 
"coming down" on the Scout. I believe 
that the Scout is, in general, doing a 
fine job, and students who get involved 
in this most time consuming and 
difficult task should be commended. 


Thus, in the same issue, one finds 
under Viewpoint an excellent column 
by Mr. Halbleib in which he deals 
most intelligently and sensitively with a 
difficult issue, an issue where many 
journalists, more experienced than Mr. 
Halbleib, fell into the pitfalls of racism 
and ethnocentrism. The point is that the 
Scout is capable of and should aspire to 
do better than it did in reporting of 
Ms. Barrows’ presentation. 

It is perhaps unfair to criticize the 
Scout, a student paper, when an esta¬ 
blished newspaper like the J.S. serves 
as a poor model. The writer of the J.S. 
article chose to describe Ms. Barrows 
as an "attractive businesswoman, who 
came from a New Jersey family." (In a 
single sentence the J.S. legitimized 
pimping as a business, exhibited 
"classism"- rich families are "good" 
families, and perhaps sexism- if the 
pimp were a man, would have the 
writer referred to his appearance?). 
The report characterized Ms. Barrows 
I.S a "woman of principle." 


hroughout the aiticle the women 
(prostitutes) are indentified (without 
quotation marks) in the repugnant sex¬ 
ist term as "girls." Well, so much for 
the media. 

On a more encouraging note, I have 
just learned that thoe is some interest 
among students, faculty and staff in 
organizing a panel discussion concern¬ 
ing the appearance of the "Mayflower 
Madam" on our campus. I believe it is 
an excellent, constructive idea. I sug¬ 
gest that the panel address the intersec¬ 
tion of issues involved in this case- the 
selection of guest lecturers, the role of 
the press, prostitution, sexism, etc. 

Let me conclude that I did not intend 
to preach here. I saw the poster 
announcing the event. I should have 
been at the entrance of the lecture hall 
picketing the evCTt with a proper 
poster. I did not. I hope next time ail 
of us will do better. I know we can.

CHICAGO (AP)-Illinois would 
have the nation’s strictest blood- 
alcohol limit for drivers if a new 
coalition succeeds in lowering the 
level considered legally drunk to 
.05 percent. 

The proposed limit is half the 
.10 percent level currently con¬ 
sidered proof of drunken driving in 
Illinois. 

Despite the current level, 
"'prosecutors don’t get real serious 
about (drunken drivers) until the 
level is .15 and judges say, Til 
throw the book at ’em at .2," said 
David Osborn, president of the 
Alliance Against Intoxicating 
Motorists, on Tuesday. 

Members of the alliance 


recently joined with representatives 
of Mothers Against Drunk Driving 
and agencies that monitor courts, 
promote traffic safety and treat 
alcohol abuse, to push for the 
lower blood-alcohol limit. 

The American Medical 
Association’s House of Delegates 
supports the .05 percent limit, and 
has called on all states to adopt it 
''as per se illegal for driving." 

A spokesman says the AMA 
based the recommendation on 
findings that "inpairment occurs 
for all individuals"' above the .05 
percent level. 

Martha Page of MADD said 
the blood-alcohol level of the typi¬ 
cal drunken driver in Illinois is . 18

Bradley security responded to a call late Friday evening concerning 
a fight at the Romeo B. Garrett Cultural Center. 

Upon the arrival of security and Peoria Police, the fight had broken 
up and no suspects were found. 

Mark Nixon was acting as a guard at the party when the fight started 
in the auditorium. He was slightly injured in an attempt to break it up. 

He said he was struck in the nose by an elbow by someone unknown 
to him. 

Officer James Oliver of the Peoria Police Department found a bro¬ 
ken glass window pane at the south side main floor auditorium rear exit 
door. No one in the building was aware of the damages. Bradley mainte¬ 
nance was notified to repair the window valued at $15.00.

Education 
will pay 

for cuts

When a family budgets its 
money for expenses, conflicts often 
arise. Sometimes even the most 
important needs are put on hold 
because of the realities of paying 
the bills. After all, "money does 
not grow on trees." 

Carl E. Hawkinson, state sena¬ 
tor from the 47th district, reflected 
this view when he spoke to 
approximately 30 listeners at the 
Student Center ballroom on Tues¬ 
day evening. In a lecture spon¬ 
sored by the College Republicans, 
Hawkinson provided information 
and his opinions about the upcom¬ 
ing senate vote to override the 
Governor’s reduction of $360 mil¬ 
lion for the budget which includes 
a $62 million cut in elementary 
and secondary education. 

Hawkinson explained his views 
on the possibility of overriding the 
veto. He emphasized that he was 
not in favor of "breaking the 
bank." The state government owes 
$250 million to the Corporate Tax 
Refund which must be paid this 
year. Besides that, Medicade pay¬ 
ments which are "notoriously 
slow" anyway, could take as long 
as 110 days if financial support is 
not given to that department. In 
addition to the bills which must be 
paid, he pointed out that the aver¬ 
age amount in the "governmental 
checkbook" is $10 million when it 
should be $200 million. Hawkin¬ 
son listed these as examples of 
areas of great concern and reasons 
for reduction support for other 
programs. 

However, the Illinois House of 
Representatives has overrided the 
Governor’s "reduction veto". The 
issue will be addressed and voted 
upon next week in the Illinois Sen¬ 
ate. Hawkinson said that although 
he has not committed to vote either 
way, he "urges the Governor to 
give as much (money) to education 
as possible." 

According to Hawkinson, the 
most controversial decision con¬ 
cerned the $62 million cut in ele¬ 
mentary and secondary education. 
In response to that cut, the senate 
passed Bill 1520 which would plug 
$21 million back into education. 
The senator said that the figure in 
the in the bill of $21 million may 
be negotiated and that it would 
offer an alternative to overriding 
the veto. 


King promotes ethics 

morals of students

Ed King, advisor to the Inter- 
fratemity and Panhellenic councils, 
was Bradley University’s represen¬ 
tative at the first conference held 
by the commission on ethics in the 
National Inter Fraternal Council. 

Oct. 9-11, King and nine other 
members of the commission from 
across the nation, met in Gatlin- 
burg, Tennessee, to discuss the 
decline of ethical and moral values 
on today’s college campuses. King 
described this issue as "vitally 
important." 

This committee described their 
goal as promoting higher ethical 
and moral standards among today’s 
college students, focusing on the 
fraternity undergraduates. 

To achieve this goal, these 
seven men and three women 
formed a three phase plan. Phase 
one was accomphshed at the con¬ 
vention by developing ethical 
codes of conduct and forming the 
ideals of their project. Phase two 
will consist of applying their 


theories and acting out the plaiu 
they have created. A conference 
for putting phase two into action is 
being scheduled for the first part oi 
December. Finally, phase three 
will include the commission 
evaluating their plan and its out¬ 
come. 

"This is one of the most 
worthwhile conferences Tve ever 
been to," King said. He expressed 
worry over many young people’s 
values and lifestyles today. With 
this worry shared by many people 
in education, this nationwide mis¬ 
sion was formed. 

To get a basis for their goals 
they wish to carry out, the 10- 
member team used many writings 
from Erich Fromm. The writings 
concerned the effects of values on 
lifestyles and man’s feelings of 
indifference. 

King admitted that the effects of 
this program will be hard to meas¬ 
ure, but some of the positive 
results are hoped to be the elimina¬ 
tion of the abuse of alcohol.

tion wagon near a military housing 
area, the statement said. 

The Air Force captain was 
attacked near another housing area 
at about the same time, the state¬ 
ment added. When the captain 
returned fire, the rebels fled. 

Boyd said the attacks occurred 
on a day when the base was con¬ 
ducting an exercise to test 
responses to emergencies "from a 
plane crashing on the runway to 
robbery to a terrorist attack." 

At the Pentagon, officials who 
spoke on condition of anonyp’^ty 
said the attacks "were obvio: ^y 
coordinated." 


"Can we say for sure who’s 
responsible? No," said one source. 
"Does this look like the insur¬ 
gents? Yes." 

The rebel New People’s Army 
operates in the Qark area, about 
50 miles north of Manila. Rebels 
generally had avoided attacking 
Americans during their 18-year 
insurgency. 

The communist leadership 
recently warned it would target 
Americans and American interests 
if the United States continued sup¬ 
porting the government’s counter¬ 
insurgency program. 

In a broadcast over the 


military’s Far East Network, 
Snyder said security would be 
increased around housing areas and 
appealed to the 26,000 troops. 
Defense Department civilians and 
dependents at Qark to remain 
calm. In Manila, U.S. Embassy 
sources, speaking on condition of 
anonymity, said military personnel 
there had been told to avoid wear¬ 
ing uniforms in public. 

The U.S. Navy also restricted 
travel between Clark and the Subic 
Bay naval station 50 miles west of 
here. But there were no reports of 
incidents around the naval base. 
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Gulf conflict continues 


KUWAIT (AP)-Iraq said 
Wednesday its warplanes attacked 
three tankers in Iraman waters 
overnight as part of a campaign to 
destroy the oil exports of its 
enemy, but shipping sources said 
they could not confirm any of the 
attacks. 

Iran, meanwhile, claimed that 
three of its warplanes challenged 
the U.S. Navy in the Sea of Oman 
on Friday. 

The 13 U.S.-escorted convoy 
was moving up the gulf Wednes¬ 
day toward Kuwait’s port, which 
has been hit by three Iranian 
Silkworm missiles in the past two 
weeks. 

The official Iraqi News 
Agency, monitored in Nicosia, 
said warplanes raided vessels off 
Iran at 7:10 p.m. Tuesday, then at 
1 a.m. and 5:10 a.m. Wednesday. 

The agency quoted an 
unidentified military spokesman as 


saying all three raids ''were aimed 
at destroying Iran’s oil exports." 
It said the ships were off the 
Iranian coast, but did not give 
their exact location. 

Iraq raids Iranian oil targets to 
cut off the exports that finance its 
enemy’s war effort. The two 
nations have been at war for seven 
years. 

Marine executives in Kuwait, 
who spoke on condition of 
anonymity, said they could not 
confirm any of the three raids. It 
sometimes takes up to 48 hours to 
confirm Iraqi strikes, since many 
vessels maintain radio silence in 
order to avoid a second attack. 

Since Oct. 14, Iraq has claimed 
its warplanes have attacked four 
other tankers off Iran. Only one of 
the raids has been confirmed, an 
Oct. 14 strike on an Iranian- 
chartered supertanker.

A study done at the University 
of Nebraska showed that college 
can be one of the lonliest times in 
a person’s life, and many students 
suffer from being alone. College 
students are the fourth lonliest 
genre of people other then singles, 
alcoholics, and rare cases of high 
school students. 

This information was told to a 
«mall group of Williams Hall 
Residents by Barbara Carraway- 
Kelch, assistant director of 
residential life. The informal sem¬ 
inar was held on the second floor 
television lounge in Williams on 
Monday, Oct. 26. 

About 15 students were present 
to hear Carraway-Kelch sp^k on 
causes and cures for loneliness. 
She has been speaking to groups 
about loneliness for about four 
years. Most groups she speaks to 
are single/divorce groups. 

She said even though college 
students are surround^ by p^rs 
in the same situation, it is possible 


they are a long way from home or 
they miss a good friend from high 
school who went to school far 
away. 

The first thing Carraway-Kelch 
did was to hand out a questionaire 
that asked three questions and had 
a long list of answers. The first 
question was: How do you usually 
feel when you are lonely? Answers 
included; down on myself, 
insecure, and empty. "Loneliness 
does not always have to do with 
inadequacies with the person, there 
are social forces that come into 
play," Carraway-Kelch said. 

The second question listed 
several major reasons as to why 
people get lonely. Reasons like 
being in a new place, feeling 
bored, and coming home to an 
empty house were well related to 
by the students. Carraway-Kelch 
said that probably the most com¬ 
mon reasons for loneliness were a 
recent break-up with a 
boyfriend/girlfriend or the death of 
someone close. Another good point 
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sarily have to be by yourself to be 
lonely. 'It’s possible to be lonely 
at a party,' Carraway-Kelch said. 

A major reason that college stu¬ 
dents, particularly freshmen, get 
lonely is because they have left 
their close friends at home. While 
they make a lot of friends at 
school, they feel as if they don’t 
have any close friends at school, 
ones they can really talk to. 

The third part ot the ques¬ 
tionaire and Carraway-Kelch s talk 
concerned what people do to get 
over their lonliness. Common solu¬ 
tions were overeating, getting 
drunk or stoned, and sleeping. 
This type of solution is called "sad 
passivity" and while it helps tem¬ 
porarily, it doesn’t solve the prob¬ 
lem. Carraway-Kelch suggested 
things like joining a club, exercis¬ 
ing, or visiting a friend. 

Loneliness is not a new prob¬ 
lem nor is it the most serious; peo¬ 
ple must learn to deal with it and 
they’ll get over it. "Anyone who 
is honest has been lonely, 
Carraway-Kelch said.

convinced the groups involved are 
nonviolent." 

The action taken by the peace 
groups involved "pouring gunk 
into door locks (and leaving) signs 
protesting U.S. Government 
actions in Central America," the 
Peoria Journal Star reported Sept. 
16. 

The 49-year-old Peoria nauve 
said he finds certain U.S. policies 
toward Central America 
violent, illegal, and immoral." 

Ryan, a 21-year FBI veteran, 
received a master’s degree in reli¬ 
gious studies from Mundelein Col¬ 
lege, Chicago, in 1985. He had 
been with the Peoria FBI branch 
since July of 1981. 

He belongs to several commun¬ 
ity groups, including the Peoria 
Peace Network, Amnesty Interna¬ 
tional, and Parenting for Peace and 
Justice. 

Ryan said he is looking forward 
to teaching the class. 'Tm thrilled, 
a little nervous though. It’s an 
exciting challenge—it’s something I 
feel very strongly about." 

The tentative syllabus for Soc. 
391 says the course "will focus on 
the nonviolent message of the 
Hebrew and especially the Chris¬ 
tian scriptures; on the historical 
evolution of conceptualizations of 
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'peace'; on the phenomenon of 
peace movements." 

It looks like things are becom¬ 
ing more violent, not less, Ryan 
said. 

'Violence isn’t just hitting 
someone in the face. It’s something 
that has a lot to do with our future 
and surviving in this world," Ryan 
said. He hopes his FBI experiences 
will give him something to draw 
on and relate to the class. 

Dr. Zeev Gorin, sociology 
department chairman, said Ryan’s 
area of specialty constitutes an 
expanding area among universities. 
For example, in 1979, only 14 
percent of U.S. colleges and 
universities offered majors, 
minors, or concentrations in peace 
studies. In 1986-87, 46 percent 
offered such programs. 

This is the first course in peace 
studies at Bradley. 

Gorin said "I believe he might 
have a special sensitivity, a shari^ 
ness and a way of thinking that is 
likely to be intellectually stimulat¬ 
ing and original. There is a very 
good chance that he might contri¬ 
bute to an expansion of horizons in 
our students in a manner quite 
different than that accomplished by 
"regular" academics. 

mie better unversities seem to 
have a tradition of hiring com¬ 
petent persons who have exhibited 
unusual moral courage, listened to 
their conscience, and have taken 
unpopular or costly stands 
motivated by higher ideals. It 
would seem to me that John Ryan 
fills this slot." 

Ryan said he intends to discuss 
personal incidents of violence, 
violence in and by governments, 
and then look at nonviolence as an 
alternative. 

He hopes students will take 
from his class "some attitudes and 
maybe some questions-the ability 
to question a lot of things in a 
different light." 

The class will be at 9 a.m. 
Monday, Wednesday and Friday.

U2 played to a sold out crowd 
at the University of Illinois last 
Thursday, on the second leg of 
'The Joshua Tree" tour. The Irish 
rock band outdid anyone’s expecta¬ 
tions of them, living up to and sur¬ 
passing their reputation as a com¬ 
mitted, sincere, explosive musical 
force. 

The show opened with the 
hynmal tones of "Where the 
Streets Have No Name." As the 
Edge (guitarist) chimed in on gui¬ 
tar, Bono walked out on stage and 
sang with an emotional intensity 
that never faded throughout the 
night. Following the end of the 
song, the band immediately 
launched into the unmistakable 
strains of "I Will Follow," of U2’s 
first album "Boy."

Thursday (Oct. 22) in Cham¬ 
paign he half-jokingly apologized 
for his lack of proficiency on the 
harmonica before kicking into 
Trip Through Your Wiles." U2 


played a characteristically uplifting 
show. Bono played acoustic guitar 
during "I Still Haven’t Found What 
Tm Looking For," encouraging the 
audience to sing the chorus while 
he blended in ad-libs from 
"Exodus" by Bob Marley. 

Adam Clayton pounded out 
bass lines that literally shook the 
floor during "Exit," a furiously 
brooding, almost frightening song. 
The Edge, Clayton and drummer 
Larry Mullen Jr. seemed to be on 
the verge of going out of control, 
intent on letting this disturbing, 
searing song explode beyond the 
limitations of mere rock’n’roll. 
Bono unstrapped his electric guitar 
and suspended it over the first few 
'rows, where the strings were 
slashed at by the crowd, creating 
an eerie din that added a new 
dimension to this scary, hypnotic 
song. 

After silencing the audience 
with "MLK," the tribute to Martin 
Luther King Jr., Bono welcomed 
everyone to "TTie Unforgettable 
Fire." U2 performed versions of 
the Beatles’ classic "Help," and 
"People Get Ready" by Curtis 
Mayfield, during which a member 
of the audience was brought up on 
stage and taught to play acoustic 
guitar by Bono.

Slapstick farce helps

Every once in a while there 
comes a play that really enlightens 
me. A play so good that I leave 
wanting more or to see it again. 
"She Stoops to Conquer" is not 
one of these. 

"She Stoops to Conquer," by 
Oliver Goldsmith is truly a classic 
English play with all the elements 
of good theater, but somehow it 
loses its old English style in the 
technology of the 80s’ theater. 

First produced on March 15, 
1773, "She Stoops to Conquer," 
was probably a comic masterpiece 
for the English people but I soon 
became lost somewhere in the 
second act. 

In the beginning, the audience 
(including myself) seemed to be 
unable to "get into" the actors new 
found English accents but after a 
couple of acts their accents seemed 
to flow into my ears a little more 
easily than in the beginning. After 
I conquered the accent, I then dealt 
with the plot. 

A bit confusing at times, the 
whole play revolves around two 
young girls, Kate Hardcastle and 
Constance Neville played by Sarah 
Braun and Eva Loseth respec¬ 
tively. They encounter many twists 
and comic turns in their search to 
be with the "perfect man." 

After cases of mistaken iden¬ 
tity, missing jewels and a trouble¬ 
some cousin (played by Bradley 
alunmus Lee Wegner) the girls 
finally get their torrid romances 
worked out with Young Marlow 
(played by Michael Schafer) and 
George Hastings (James 
McMaffree). Sounds easy, right? 
Wrong. 

Instead of just sitting back and 
enjoying a play like I usually do, I 
really had to work at 
understanding the plot after already 
struggling with the accents in the 
beginning. Now don’t get me 
wrong, Tm willing to really listen 
or work at under^anding a play to 


fully appreciate it, but "She Stoops 
to Conquer" asks just a little too 
much out of its audience, espe¬ 
cially for the almost two hours 
needed to perform this play. 

Produced by James Ludwig and 
directed by Dr. Jeffrey Huberman, 
this play also has many outstanding 
points that keeps my confidence in 
Bradley theater alive. One of these 
aspects is the wonderful and well 
thought out acting by all of the 
characters. 

I was once again impressed 
with the ever-ffesh acting by Steve 
Sturm. Even though I don’t think 
this was one of Sturm’s best parts, 
he brought life and vigor to his 
character, Mr. Hardcastle. One 
thing that got me through this play 
was the slap stick comic relief pro¬ 
vided by Loseth and Wegner and 
of course, the bawdy, gaudy 
humor provided by Melissa 
Vogelsinger through her character, 
Mrs. Hardcastle. 

All of the acting was accented 
with the dynamic costuming by 
Dorothy Johnson, and the hardy, 
yet sparse set by scenic designer 
and technical director, Daniel 
Backlund. All of the on stage set 
changes were smooth and went 
like clockwork. "She Stoops to 
Conquer," overall, seemed to have 
its down moments (maybe more 
than I would like to admit) but the 
wonderful acting pulled this one 
out of the hole. 

This play seemed to conquer 
and prove only a couple of things. 
First, how well does old English 
com^y work in the American col¬ 
lege scene? Especially when there 
are so many other works that could 
or would be much better suited to 
the tastes of the college commun¬ 
ity, and the wonderful acting 
talents Bradley has to offer? 

And second, Bradley can be 
proud of its theater department and 
the people in it, so why not put 
their talents to a play geared to 
their abilities and professionalism?

Man kills broker, self 


MIAMI (AP)-Brokers fatigued 
by a frantic week of trading during 
the stock market crash said they 
1 paid little attention to the familiar, 

1 friendly face of Arthur Kane, a 
longtime market player. 

Kane walked into the manager’s 
office of the two-story Merrill 
Lynch offices in The Falls, a 
fashionable shopping center in 
southwest Dade County Monday, 
and minutes later pulled a pistol 
from his briefcase and opened fire, 
killing the manager and wounding 
his broker before killing himself, 
police said. 

'He had suffered some very 
serious losses in the stock market. 
He was distraught,said Marvin 
, father-in-law of the oldest of 
Kane’s three daughters. Hut other 
than that, there was no 
indication... when people lose 
money, they are upset." 

With the crash, Kane lost as 
much as $10 million to $15 mil¬ 
lion, said police sources who 
spoke on condition of anonynuty. 

Kane amassed a portfolio in the 
millions. The New York Times 


reported today. The New York 
Post, quoting an unidentified Mer¬ 
rill Lynch source, said Kane 'ffiad 
as much as $8 million invested'' 
and that he 'lost millions last 
week." 

Kane, a 53-year-old bespecta¬ 
cled Social Security Administration 
hearing examiner, was actually 
Arthur Katz, a Kansas City lawyer 
convicted of insurance fraud in 

1978, the Justice Department said 
Tuesday. 

The U.S. Marshals Service 
resettled Katz under the feder^ 
witness protection programs in 

1979, after he pleaded guilty to 
conspiracy to commit mail fraud 
and was sentenced to six months in 
a minimum-security prison and 
fined $5,000. He also was dis¬ 
barred. 

Katz and his then law partner 
A. Henry Tager were indicted in 
April 1978 by a Topeka, Kan., 
grand jury as part of a two-year 
federal investigation into insurance 
fraud, authorities said. Katz and 
Tager allegedly staged automobile 
accidents and then got chiroprac- 
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tors to falsify medical claims. Katz 
received $110,000 over two years 
and Tager $135,000 in the scheme, 
the government said. 

He was a nice man. He would 
come in nearly every day," said 
Marie Ros, a former junior broker 
at the office. He knew the 
market. He liked to trade. You 
know, people get hooked on it." 

Kane was such a regular that he 
could come into the office when he 
pleased and sometimes stayed after 
hours talking to employees, she 
said. 

Melvyn Cohen, a Merrill 
Lynch executive, said Kane was a 
regular customer, but that calling 
him a heavy trader would be 
"speculation right now." 

Osvaldo Machado, a broker, 
said the brokers had been under 
pressure since the stock market 
make its dramatic, 508-point 
decline Oct. 19, and were too busy 
to think about a customer explod- 
ing. 

"We were just trying to do our 
jobs," said Machado, 36. "It was 
just a normal day. Then I heard 
noises- gunshots." 

A Merrill Lynch spokesman 
said the slain brokerage manager 
was Jose F. Argilagos, 51. The 
wounded stockbroker was Lloyd 
Kolokoff, 39, of Miami. Both were 
local vice presidents. 

Kolokoff was flown by hel¬ 
icopter to Baptist Hospital, where 
he underwent surgery for a back 
wound, said hospital spokeswoman 
Adrienne Silver. 

His condition improved from 
critical to serious late Monday, 
although doctors were reportedly 
concerned about whether he would 
be partially paralyzed.

MINNEAPOLIS (AP) - Put an 
asterisk next to this World Series, 
if you want. 

Say the St. Louis Cardinals 
were crippled. Complain that Min¬ 
nesota would never win the Ameri¬ 
can League East. Or that the 
Twins play in a silly stadium. 

It doesn’t matter. Next April, 
when the Twins open the 1988 
season at Yankee Stadium, there 
will be a World Series champion¬ 
ship banner hanging from the 
Teflon-coated roof at the Metro- 
dome, and no one can take it 
down. 

'll doesn’t matter how we did 
it, as long as we did it, said third 
baseman Gary Gaetti, who finished 
the final ball that clinched the 
Twins’ first title. 

Minnesota won Game 7 without 
ginunicks. No balls were lost in 
the roof, or bounced over fielders 
or went careening over the baggy 
right-field fence. 


The Twins beat St. Louis 4-2 in 
one of the most exciting games of 
recent times, ending a World 
Series that sometimes was dull. 
But the final game of Ae season, 
played indoors on artificial turf, 
perhaps was the best of the year. It 
was filled with clutch hitting, good 
defense, close calls, collisions, ten¬ 
sion and excitement, no matter 
how much purists might object. 

The only thing missing, in the 
Year of the Home Run, was a 
home run. Maybe that will finely 
rid the building of its undeserving 
and inaccurate Homerdome 
label. 

Instead, rename it the Decibel- 
Dome or the DominationDome. 
Charged up by noise levels 
unheard anywhere else, the Twins 
went 62-25 there, by far the best 
home record in the majors. 

Their 29-52 road record during 
the regular season was the worst 
among any pennant winner and the 


Twins’ overall mark of 85-77 was 
the poorest for any World Series 
champion. 

Yet this was the season in 
which the AL team got four home 
games, and it came at the perfect 
time for the Twins. 

They scored 33 runs and hit 
.329 in winning four games at 
home during the World Series, 
compared to .184 with five runs in 
three losses at St. Louis. This was 
the first World Series in which the 
home team won every game. 

Manager Tom Kelly, in his first 
full season, told his team from the 
first day of spring training to play 
hard and have fun. The Twins kept 
doing that, and had just enough 
left to come from behind in the 
final two games of the Series. 

'We’re not the Twinkles 
anymore,'' second baseman Steve 
Lombardozzi said. We’re the 
Twins. The Twins, the World 
Series champions."

KANSAS CITY, Mo. (AP) - 
NFL owners, picking up the pieces 
from the 24-day players’ strike, 
hope they can restart negotiations 
with the possibility of postponing 
the two-team expansion scheduled 
for 1989. 

But the union isn’t interested 
and the stock market problems of 
the last two weeks, which the 
Management Council says has 
wiped out $39 million of the $40 
million pension fund surplus, may 
add a new snag to the league’s 
labor problems. 

At their annual fall meeting 
Tuesday, the owners did little to 
recoup from the strike, voting only 
to maintain a 50-man roster for the 
rest of the regular season-with 45 
allowed to dress for any game. 

They also gave teams all eight 
free moves off injured reserve they 
were supposed to have from the 
start of the season, meaning that in 
effect, they have 13 extra players. 

But a much ballyhooed proposal 
to split the season or add teams to 
the playoffs never came up—it 
barely had more than one vote let 
alone the 21 it needed to be 
approved. 

The owners did approve two 
exhibition games outside the 
United States next summer. One 
will pit the Chicago Bears against 
the Minnesota Vikings in 
Goteborg, Sweden Aug. 12 or 13 
and the other will be the Cleveland 
Browns vs. New York Jets in 
Montreal the next weekend. 

For the first time in three 
years, however, there will be no 
preseason game in London, where 
the Bears and Cowboys played two 
years ago and the Rams and Bron¬ 
cos played last year. 

The owners also set next April 
24 as the opening day of the 1988 


draft, the first time it will be held 
on a. Sunday. The final eight 
rounds will be held the next day, 
making it the first two-day draft 
since 1982. 

And a proposal over whether to 
allow teams to sell stock publicly 
was tabled after a long and voci¬ 
ferous debate. The Green Bay 
Packers are a community-owned 
non-profit corporation with 1,800 
shareholders but no other NFL 
team allows pubhc ownership. 

Instead, the talk was of trying 


appointing a committee on 
expansion, which he had planned 
to do at the general league meet¬ 
ings in March. Under the present 
plans, two new teams would begin 
play in 1989. 

Asked if the absence of an 
agreement could delay expansion, 
Rozelle replied: 'I hope not, but 
it could. 

However, the union said it 
wasn’t interested in resuming talks 
unless the owners changed their 
position on major issues. And the 



to resume negotiations on a new 
contract with the NFL Players 
Association, which filed an anti¬ 
trust suit seeking free agency and 
an end to the draft at the same 
time it sent its players back to 
work Oct. 15. 

Jack Oonlan, the executive 
director of the Management Coun¬ 
cil and the owners chief negotia¬ 
tor, said he hoped to be back in 
touch next week with union head 
Gene Upshaw. 

Conunissioner Pete Rozelle 
hinted that without a new labor 
contract, he might have to delay 


pension problems may have com¬ 
pounded the problem. 

Oonlan disclosed that "'the last 
time I checked"" what had once 
been a $40 million surplus in the 
pension fund had been reduced to 
$1 million by losses from the 
fund’s stock market investments. 

The owners have been offering 
to add $37 million to the fund, but 
$18 million of that is money the 
owners never put in and is now in 
contention in a separate lawsuit. 

The last talks took place Oct. 
11, four days before the end of the 
strike.

Although the major league 
baseball season is now officially 
over, it will be a long time before 
Bradley Baseball coach Dewey 
Kalmer forgets the 1987 World 
Series between the Minnesota 
Twins and the St. Louis Cardinals. 

Kalmer watched the series with 
great interest, having two of his 
former players representing each 
of the teams. 

Kirby Puckett, the Minnesota 
Twins All-Star center-fielder, and 
Jim Lindeman, the St. Louis Car¬ 
dinals rookie who came off the 
bench to play first base when Jack 
Clark was injured, played under 
Kalmer at Bradley. 

Puckett and Lindeman both 
played on Bradley’s 1981 team. 

Puckett had just been laid off 
from his job at a Ford Motor 
Plant, and was trying out for the 
Kansas City Royals, when Kalmer 
spotted him. 

Unfortunately for Kansas City, 
their scouts weren’t interested. 

It was fortunate for Puckett and 
Bradley that Kalmer was. 

The Braves coach offered Puck¬ 
ett a baseball scholarship, and with 
no where else to go, he accepted. 

'He did well at the camp," 
Kalmer said, "but Kansas City had 
no intention of signing him." 

After playing only one year at 
Bradley, Puckett gained the atten¬ 


tion of pro-scouts, when he batted 
.386 and stole 21 bases. 

Puckett left Bradley after one 
year for Triton College in River 
Grove, and in 1982 he was drafted 
by the Minnesota Twins. 

Puckett batted .332 and slugged 
28 home runs and 99 RBPs in 
1987, and was elected to the 
American Leagues All-Star Team. 

'Tuckett played very well in 
the series, and could have very 
well been the MVP," Kalmer said. 

Lindeman played at Bradley 
until 1983, when he was chosen by 
the Cardinals in the first round of 
the free-agent-draft. 

At Bradley, Lindeman recorded 
a career batting average of .354 
and stole 21 bases while being 
thrown out only four times. 

The ex-Bradley star got his 
career off to a brilliant start in 
spring training where he batted 
.377, with three home runs and set 
a Cardinal spring training record 
for RBI’s with 15. 

'He came off a great year in 
AAA and spring training, and was 
the leading candidate for Rookie of 
the Year," Kalmer said. 

He was under a great deal of 
pressure, and he hurt his back, 
which bothered him all season, 
Kalmer said. 

Lindeman went to see a 
chiropractor after the World ^ries 
and was told he had a mis-alligned

pelvis. 

He told me that two weeks of 
treatment should correct the prob¬ 
lem," Kalmer said. "I hope next 
year he is healthy and can perform 
weU." 

Kalmer, being a life-long Car¬ 
dinal fan, wanted St. Louis to win

A 24-hour study room has been 
allowed for in the designs for the 
expansion of the Cullom-Davis 
Library, said Betty Hendrickson, 
acting director of the Library. She 
said there will be ''a room which 
we are calling a smoking lounge 
that will be open 24 hours ." 

A proposd by the librarians to 
replace the 24-hour study room 
with a lounge was proposed in 
October to Dr. Alan Gaisky, asso¬ 
ciate provost for student affairs. 

The librarians said cost of con¬ 
structing a new lounge and secu¬ 
rity problems were the reasons for 
their proposal. 

Architects for the new building 
told the planning committee that a 
Peoria city code requires that rest¬ 
rooms be included in a 24-hour 
room. The present study room 
does not provide restrooms. 

An additional cost will be' 
incurred if restroom facilities must 
be installed. 

The librarians said the rest¬ 
rooms ""add potential security and 
vandalism hazards/ Hendrickson 
said they have had problems in the 
past with restrooms in the main 
building. 

The librarians proposed a 
lounge which would close when 
the Library or reserve/multi-media 
area closes.

Two members of Sigma Chi fraternity, 821 N. 
Glenwood, caught two men carrying stereo equipment 
out of their house early Sunday morning. 

A report filed by Bradley Police Officer G. W. 
Bray gave the following account of the incident: 

Ronald H. Carringi, of Sigma Chi, said his 
roommate Christopher Goray heard a noise at about 
5:30 a.m. When Goray investigated, he observed two 
men exiting the house with stereo equipment. 

Goray notified Carringi and the two pursued the 
men outside, where Carringi said he found Bruce R. 
Jennings, of Lambda Chi Alpha, 1524 W. Bradley, 
and John Morgret, of Chicago, hiding in some bushes 
on the south side of the house. 

Carringi told Jennings to ^put it back...and Fll 
forget about this.'' Carringi and Goray returned to 
their room and the next morning the stereo equipment 
was in its original place. 

Carringi said the stereo equipment belonged to 
the fratfemity and that the fraternity wanted to press 
criminal chairges against Jennings and the other man. 

While taking information from Carringi, Jennings 
came to the residence along with Robert Mata, 
President of LCA. Mata said that what Jennings had 
done had nothing to do with LCA and that Jennings 
had acted totally on his own. 

Jennings said he and Morgret went into Sigma 


Chi through the unlocked front doors, looking for a 
cup with the Sigma Chi logo on it, just as a fraternity 
prank. Once they were in the house, they found the 
stereo system in another unlocked room. 

Jennings said he removed about three screws 
from a cage the equipment was in in order to remove 
a board that blocked access to the equipment. 

Carringi said the board was placed there in order 
to discourage theft. 

Jennings was taken to the Bradley police depart¬ 
ment to answer more questions. He was advised of his 
Miranda rights, which he said he understood. 

When asked why he took the equipment, he said 
he had been drinking and used poor judgment, but 
that he didn’t plan to keep it. 

He said he didn’t know Morgret well and didn’t 
know where he could be found. Jennings said Morgret 
was from Chicago and was not a student. He said he 
thought Morgret had a brother who attended Bradley 
last year. A check of Bradley records showed no stu¬ 
dent listed by that name last year. 

When questioned, Jennings said he had no 
knowledge of other burglaries in the campus area. 

Jennings was instructed to make an appointment 
with Housing and Residential Life Director Ed King 
before 3 p.m. Nov. 2. 

No charges have been filed.

Hendrickson said they also 
based the proposal on a study done 
by two industrial engineering stu¬ 
dents, Gary Berger and Bob 
Downing. 

Their report showed that of 115 
randomly selected residence hall 
students, "not one used the 24- 
hour study room except to use 
vending machines while the library 
was open." 

The two students also talked 
with a security officer who 
reported one or two persons at 
most in the study room during 
early morning hours. 

Gaisky presented the Senate 
with the proposal Oct. 12. Senate 
supported keeping the 24-hour 
study room. 

Hendrickson said the planning 
committee decided to keep the 
room after the Senate decision. 
She also said it showed the stu¬ 
dents want to keep it. 

The current plans for the 
library place the new room in the 
north-east comer of the building. 

"We are in a state of complete 
flexibility with the new space," 
Hendrickson said. 

She said the new room will be 
larger and has the capacity for 
restrooms.

Bradley has dropped from 
fourth place to 11th in the bienmal 
survey of America’s best colleges 
conducted by "U.S. News and 
World Report." Bradley received 
this honorable mention in the 
category of Midwestern and 
Western Comprehensive Institu¬ 
tions. 

The results appeared in the Oct. 
26 issue. This survey was more 
extensive in length as well as the 
material covered compared to the 
one conducted in 1985. 

Dr. Alan Gaisky, associate pro¬ 
vost for student affairs, said he is 
pleased Bradley is on the list con¬ 
sidering some schools have 
dropped off. He is satisfied with 
the summary sheet and its 


representation of Bradley. 

"U.S. News" Sent questionaires 
to 1,329 colleges and universities 
across the nation. About 60 per¬ 
cent replied. 

The article stated changes in 
rankings are due to the nine 
categories that the institutions are 
classified under. The survey goes 
by the classifications established by 
the Carnegie Foundation for the 
Advancement of Teaching in 
Princeton, N.J. The classes 
change from year to year, thus 
making the competition tougher for 
some institutions. This is a reason 
why some institutions have 
dropped from the lists completely. 

"U.S. News" stated that over 
50 percent of all high school gra¬ 
duates go on to higher education. 


College graduates also earn 1.5 
percent nK>re than high-school gra¬ 
duates with no cdlege degree. 

The article went on to say a 
study done by the Opinion 
Research Corporation discovered 
that eight out of 10 adults were 
worried about the rising cost of 
college. Twenty-one percent of 
these people believe that the 
overall quality in colleges is dec¬ 
lining. 

Tuition and fees at private insti¬ 
tutions average $7,110 while they 
are $1,359 at public institutions 
this fall. 

The survey was restricted to 
four-year institutions offering 
bachelor’s degrees and liberal arts 
in undergraduate programs. Brad-

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Western Civ-100 option offered

There is now an alternative to the old one- 
semester Western Civilization program. 

The Western Civ program at Bradley University 
is now being offered to students to t^e for two 
semesters along with their English composition for six 
credits. This will allow students to fulfill their two 
general education requirements of Western Civ and 
English composition in one class lasting for two 
semesters. 

"This is an option to taking Western Civ m the 
old form, not a replacement of it," said Dr. Philip 
Jones, director of the Western Civ program. 

Jones said one of the main reasons for offering 
the option is because the majority of student com¬ 
plaints about the class center around the fact that they 
say there is too much information to learn in one 
semester. "This way the information will be spr^d 
out for two semesters instead of just one," Jones said. 


When asked why it was decided to combine the 
Western Civ program with the English composition 
program Jones pointed out that out of the 14 Western 
Civ instructors, seven of them are with the English 
and foreign language department. He also noted that 
the students would be doing basically the same type of 
writing as in English composition classes. 

Presently there is only one section offered in this 
fashion, but two sections are expected to be offered 
next year. 

The Western Civ department is applying for the 
NEH (National Endowment for Humanities) grant to 
speed up the development of this new program. The 
NEH grant gives funds for innovative programs. 

For those transfer students who have had one of 
the classes, students who have passed the advanced 
placement tests in either of the classes, and all other 
students who simply prefer to take the classes 
separately will be able to do so now and in the future. 


Competitors by college announced

"The quality and stature of the 
programs have improved. It is our 
secret to our success." He also 
added that he would like to see 
more of the smaller private institu¬ 
tions on future lists. _ 


Dr. James Ballowe, dean of the 
College of Communications and 
Fine Arts said, "We feel that we 
compete against the best programs 
in the region, if not the country." 
He went on to say that the list puts 
Bradley into a list of relatively 
good schools. Ballowe added 
though that some of the schools on 
the list seemed uneven. "I would 
prefer that the University called 
the students who went elsewhere."

The October 30 Scout editorial 
implied that the library expansion pl^ 
have been recently formulated and that 
students have not had any input m 
these plans. Neither assumpdon is 
correct. 

The plan for library expans^ 
resulted from a major campus-wide 
effort in 1980-82. The effort involved a 
friend of the Library who supported the 
planning with a research grant; an 
expert in library planning who served 
as a consultant; a survey of student and 
faculty opinion which resisted in 543 
responses; and committees for various 
areas of the Ubrary, many of which 
had student members. Our current 
activity has been to review and update 
these plans in terms of new code regu¬ 
lations, projected needs for developing 
technology, space for library resources 
and study spaces for at least 1,000 stu¬ 
dents throu^ the year 2000. 

We have a sincere effort to bring the 
evolving plans to. the University com¬ 
munity, faculty and students, for their 
suggestions. We have presented draft 
plans to the Library Advisory Commit¬ 


tee (which has studait representation), 

CouncU of Deans, University Senate, 
the Student Advisory Committee, and 
Student Senate. Students from the 
Industrial Engineering Department have 
studied the plans as a class project and 
have made suggestions in several meet¬ 
ings with the Acting Director. 

The proposed library expansion and 
renovation is one of the most 
significant projects the University will 
undertake this decade. Students and 
faculty input have been systematically 
sought throughout the development of 
the original plan and study in 198(^82, 
as well as the opportunity to participate 
in and have input to this planning pro¬ 
cess. It is, after all, your hbraiy. 

We look forward to continued input 
from faculty and students as the 
Library expansion project moves for¬ 
ward.

The new game is judge¬ 
bashing, and it*s actually a revival 
of a sport that’s been around for 
years.

The controversy 
over Robert Dork’s defeated nomi¬ 
nation to the Supreme Court left 
some conservative claiming Bork’s 
treatment was unfair.

The press and 
legislature should delve into a 
candidate’s background d^ply. 
An examination of the candidate’s 
beliefs and motives should be a 
major influence. Anything they can 
dig up to use against a candidate 
should be used, because we cannot 
accept anything less than the most 
qualified candidate on the Supreme 
Court. 

A Supreme C!ourt justice is one 
of the most influential public ser¬ 
vants in our political system. A 
senator or president only serves 
for a few years. A Supreme Court 
justice holds power for life. 

The president is influenced by 
his Cabinet, aides, advisors and 
other officials. Congressmen are 
influenced by their peers and 
aides. Each owes at least some 
consideration to the party that got 
them elected. A justice can be 
completely independent, and owes 
nothing to anyone. 

If tiie public is dissatisfied with 
an elected official, they don’t 
reelect him. A justice doesn’t need 
to be concerned with public opin¬ 
ion, and there is very little to 
assure he acts in the best interest 
of the nation. 

In other words, a justice is on 
his own, holds office for life, and 
there is little that can be done to 
influence or control his actions. 
The potential danger in granting 


this position to the wrong candi 
date is enonnous. A 
Court justice is di^ed 
upholding the Constitution, 
basis for our entire govemment.l 
Such responsibility shouldn’t 
given lightly. 

It wasn’t wrong to bash Bork, 
because granting this man a posi-| 
tion on the Supreme Comt 
have turned into a nightmare. Let*i 
get this straight, denying him 
nomination because he is an arch 
conservative is not appropriate. H< 
should have been denied the nomi¬ 
nation because his past record sug 
gests his beliefs may have inter 
fered with a correct interpretatir 
of legal decisions. 

Whether a judge is liberal oi 
conservative isn’t grounds foi 
denying a nomination. However,! 
Bork’s previous statements suggi 
he is in favor of interpr^ing 
Constitution literally, as the writ 
ers intended it, not at its coi 
apply to updated situations. 

If we were to interpret the Con 
stitution literally, we may as we’ 
take the vote away from womei 
and reinstitute slavery, 
that is the literal interpretation o 
the original Constitution. For-I 
tunately, our founding fathers 
the foresight to allow amendments; 
therefore, it is the underlying con 
cepts that are important, not 
words themselves. 

Bork’s previous statements 
issues like civil rights show he wj 
unfit for the post on basic ideologi 
cal grounds, not political beliefs. I 
is for this reason he deserved the 
bashing he got.

ur. Clyde R. Smith’s eyesight 
is only 2 percent of yours or mine. 
Although legally blind, he says he 
has done everything he’s wanted to 
do in his life so far, including 
snow skiing, hiking, water-skiing, 
and teaching four classes a week at 
Bradley for the past 19 years. 

''Since 1 was in eighth grade I 
knew I wanted to be a teacher, 
said Smith, 54, an associate pro¬ 
fessor of education. 

Smith has been visually 
impaired since shortly after his 
birth. As an infant, doctors gave 
him the drug quinine when he con¬ 
tracted malaria, a common 
prescription for that disease in the 
1930s. Doctors at that time, 
though, did not know that quinine 
deteriorates the optic nerve in the 
eye, causing blindness. 

"But if I didn’t get the quinine I 
would have died, so I guess it’s 
better to have 2 percent vision than 
to be dead," Smith said. 

While going to the School for 
the Blind in Arkansas as a young¬ 
ster, Smith was inspired by a his¬ 
tory professor who was totally 


teach. 

After getting his doctorate in 
Educational Psychology and Gui¬ 
dance from the University of 
Tennessee in 1969, Smith found 
Bradley by 'T)eing in the right 
place at the right time." 

"Bradley needed someone to 
teach educational psychology and I 
needed a job, Smith said. 

"In 1969, I had never heard of 
Bradley, in fact I never heard of 
Peoria come to think of it, he 
said. 

In class. Smith uses braille 
notes while lecturing to his classes 
and often shows filmstrips and 
movies. Although his eyesight may 
be a hindrance, both teachers and 
students agree that it dwsn’t 
change the quality of his teaching. 

"Tve never heard one student 
comment that his vision has 
affected his teaching," said Dr. 
Jerry Dillashaw, associate dean of 
the College of Mucation. 

Dillashaw notes that Smith’s 
"overridding care and concern for 
his students" is evident to all who 
meet him.

There is a new service in the 
works that will try to help out all 
of those with the T gotta get out 
of the dorm"' blues. 

The Off Campus Student Asso¬ 
ciation is in the process of putting 
together a "'tenants’ book."' The 
tenants* book is primarily a listing 
of apartments in the Bradley area 
that are or will be up for rent. It 
will possibly deal with the types of 
landlords also. 

To make the tenants’ book more 
efficient it will be accessible by 
computer through Bradley’s cyber 
system. This way anyone wishing 
to use it can access the computer 
type in what they are looking for 
(ie. a one bedroom apartment) and 
a listing will come up for all of the 
available one bedroom apartments. 
There will also be hard copies 
posted in various locations on 
campus like the Library and the 
Student Center. 

Brian Lenaburg, a member of 
OeSA, said, "'Another reason that 
we think the listing will be impor¬ 
tant is because it will give students 
a chance to really know what’s 
available before they rent a place, 
and it wiU alleviate some problems 
that tenants have with landlords 
because the tenants will know in 
advance exactly what the landlord 
expects and what he allows. 

"'Most students start looking 
around in February for apartments 
for the upcoming year so we are 
now in the process of surveying 
landlords and tenants,'' Lenaburg 
said. "Manpower is what we need 


now and we’re urging the off 
campus students to get involved so 
that all of the surveying, data 
entry, and telephone cdls can be 
completed and the service will be 
available to all those that wish to 
use it. "* 

The tenants’ book service will 
also cut down on some of the 
"slum lords" in the area that are 
only in the business for a buck. 

"Some tenants have problems 
with landlords who say that they’ll 
have something fixed in a couple 
of days but let weeks fly pass and 
we want to shake them up. This is 
another purpose of the surveys. 
We want input from both sides," 
Lenaburg said. 

The OeSA also has plans for 
an escort system. 

This student security escort sys¬ 


tem will be there for students who 
are on campus late at night and 
need an escort back to their off- 
campus homes. 

"All of the bugs are not worked 
out yet," Lenaburg said. "We’re 
trying to figure out whether the 
escorts will woiic on a volunteer 
basis or if there will be any funds 
to pay the escorts and where those 
funds would come from." 

Meetings of the OCSA are held 
Thursdays at 5:30 p.m. in the Col¬ 
lege Inn. 

"We have pretty flexible, infor¬ 
mal meetings and we don’t always 
stay in the College Inn. We have 
social activities also," Lenaburg 
said. 

"We need lots of manpower 
and involvement from the off 
campus students."

Interest in internships declining; 
JS program faces cancellation

Declining in interest over the 
past few semesters, the print jour¬ 
nalism intern program with the 
Peoria Journal may be in trou¬ 
ble. 

A downward trend has been 
occurring in die imem program. A 
smaller group of students to pick 
from exists since freshmen and 
sophomores are not eligible to par¬ 
ticipate in the intern program. 
Many of the few juniors who arc 
interested are also not eligible 
because they have not taken the 
required communications depart¬ 
ment classes. 

Dr. Joe Mtsiewicz, head of the 
department of communications, 
said that several organizations on 
the campus are fighting for sui- 
dents to fill their positions. 

"These organizations are taking 
prospective students away from the 
intern program," Misiewicz said. 
"If we don’t have someone going 
to intern, well eventually lose the 
intern positions. If you don’t fill 
the intern position once or twice in 
a row, other internships will slop 
calling for students to fill their 
internships, and will call other 


schools looking for people to fill 
their spots (internships)." 

Misiewicz said that the odds of 
getting those intern positioni back 
"once they have b^n lost, arc 
bad." 

The Journal Star currcmly 
wants three tnleni positions filled 
by Bradley print journalism stu¬ 
dents. Yet, at this time, only one 
of the positions is filled. 

"We are in a bind. We want to 
keep the Journal Star positions, but 
we can't twist arms trying to get 
people to fill the positions-trying 
to get people down there (to the 
Journal Star)." 

No clear reasons for the lack of 
involvement in the intern program 
exist, but several possible ideas 
have been discussed. 

"We have not convinced 
enough people to take intern posi¬ 
tions," Misiewicz said. "People 
who should be interning are not 
interning, and this is draining the 
pool of prospective students for 
interns. Students commit them¬ 
selves to (on-campus organiza¬ 
tions), and once they arc commit¬ 
ted, they can’t do both. They are 
there for the year." 


Barb Hipsman was the "contact 
person" at the Peoria Journal Star 
until she left last spring. But no 
one in the communicMioos dep ar t- 
meni realized unfil this summer 
that only one imem was working 
at the Journal Star this semester. 

"We may be caught ia a period 
of transition. Evendially students 
may be askii^ for the intern posi¬ 
tions instead of us havti^ to look 
for Students and twist their arms to 
do it (intern)," Misiewicz s»ld. 

"T^ new director of prim jour¬ 
nalism, Mike Gerhard, is now han¬ 
dling the interns. So we may just 
be in a time of transition." 

In order to promote interest, 
Gerhard and the communications 
departmern held information meet¬ 
ings during recent weeks for pros¬ 
pective students about the intern 
program. 

Misiewicz said that number of 
interns for next semester should be 
known around Thanksgiving.

WASHINGTON (AP)- 

President Reagan yesterday bid a 
warm farewell and "Godspeed to 
retiring Defense Secretary Caspar 
Weinberger, and named National 
Security Adviser Frank Carlucci to 
head the Pentagon. 

Reagan also promoted Army 
Lt. Gen. Colin Powell, the number 
two man on the National Security 
Council statf, to succeed Carlucci, 
and said that under his direction, 
"the team will remain intact." 
Even before his elevation, Powell 
was the highest ranking black on 
Reagan’s staff. 

The changes come as the 
administration prepares for a sum¬ 
mit meeting beginning Dec. 7 in 
Washington between Reagan and 
Soviet Conununist Party General 
Secretary Mikhail (^rbachev. 
The two leaders are to sign a 
treaty eliminating intermediate- 
range nuclear weapons and discuss 
cutbacks in strategic weapons as 
well as differences over the U.S.

"Courage, constancy, loyalty, 
together with uncommon brilli^ce 
decisiveness and determination. 


these are the qualities that Cap 
Weinberger has brought not only 
to the Defense Department" but in 
his entire government service, 
Reagan said. 

In turn, Weinberger, who 
presided over a big Pentagon 
buildup in his seven-year stint as 
head of the Pentagon, told Reagan: 

Tm deeply grateful to you, sir, 
not only for the kind things you’ve 
said about me today, but for the 
privilege of working for you." 

Reagan also paid tribute to 
another longtime government 
official who has announced plans 
for retirement. Sen. John Stenms, 
D-Miss. 

"America will miss him, but 
America is also grateful," for his 
40 years in the Senate, said the 
president as Stenms, who was sit¬ 
ting to the side in a wheelchair, 
nodded his thanks. 

Weinberger’s departure left only 
Housing and Urban Development 
Secretary Samuel Pierce still in 
office from among the president’s 
original Cabinet. 

The White House made certain 
that Weinberger's departure was 
more than just routine. 

Several dozen invited guests sat 
on chairs in the Rose Garden as 
Reagan compared Weinberger with 
the late British Prime Minister 
Winston Churchill. 


"He’s not afraid to take chances 
when the ideals and principles he 
cherishes are challenged," ffie 
president said. "When others hide 
in the foxholes, he rises to the 
battle." 

Reagan also said that if it 
weren’t for Weinberger’s efforts. 
Pentagon waste and overcharges 
would never have come to light. 

Administration officials said 
that Weinberger’s decision to leave 
was the result of the poor health of 
his wife, Jane, and did not reflect 
any policy disagreement with the 
president, particularly over the 
prospective arms control treaty 
with he Soviet Union. 


Weinberger has been an 
unflinching supporter of the 
Reagan administration’s Pentagon 
buildup, including the Star Wars 
missile defense system, and has 
frequently clashed with Republican 
as well as Democratic members of 
Congress who complained that the 
military was receiving more money 
than it could wisely spend. 

The controversy persisted today 
as Rep. Charles Schumer, D-N.Y., 
said there wUl be a black mark on 
Weinberger’s record because of 
“liis failure to deal with waste, 
fraud and abuse' at the Pentagon.

Weinstein, however, stayed the 
sentence pending appeal. 

He said the congressman’s 
crimes were "bred in greed and 
arrogance," but he took into con¬ 
sideration Biaggi’s years in public 
service and the 70-year-old 
lawmaker’s health problems. 

The judge said he felt saddened 
in sentencing Biaggi because T 
feel a great deal of affection for 
the defendant." 

He also said he placed a great 
deal of weight on the hundreds of 
letters he had received in support 
of Biaggi. 

Biaggi could have been sen¬ 
tence to up to 12 years in prison

Biaggi was convicted of accept¬ 
ing a gratuity-a free vacation for 
himself and a woman companion- 
from former Brooklyn Democratic 
boss Meade Esposito in exchange 
for the congressman’s efforts on 
behalf of Coastal Dry Dock, 
Brooklyn ship-r^air company that 
was a major client of Esposito’s 
insurance brokerage firm.

Cocaine ring busted in Miami 

^ ahniit JfiQO million, said Customs spokesman Mi 


MIAMI (AP) - Federal agents say they’ve broken 
the nation’s largest cocaine transport ring, which acted 
as a high-tech smuggling company for a major 
Colombian cartel. 

The band of pilots, boaters and couners was con¬ 
tracted to move as much as 60,(X)0 pounds of cocaine 
for the Medellin Cartel, believed responsible for 90 
percent of U.S. cocaine imports, investigators said 
Wednesday. 

"With their technology and resources, they coun¬ 
tered every effective deterrent we had," said Patrick 
O’Brien, head of the U.S. Customs Service in Miaim. 
"Clearly the techniques used here are the most sophis¬ 
ticated you’ll ever see in air and marine smuggling." 

Those techniques included using spotter planes, 
decoy airline passengers and infrared or radio homing 
beacons that signaled where cocaine loads were 
dumped in the ocean, O’Brien said. Between 1982 
and 1986, ring members flew 19 cocaine loads out of 
Colombia, and dropped them in Bahamian waters for 
pickup by boats, which in turn would smuggle them 
to the Florida coast, according to a federal indictment. 
They also allegedly flew four mariji^ shipments. 

The indictments charged the ring with importing 
20,000 pounds of cocaine, but investigators calculate 
the actual amount may have been three times that 
much during the four years. The cartel paid the outfit 


about $90 million, said Customs spokesman Michael 

Sheehan. . ^>1 

Agents confiscated 12 aircraft, 28 boats, 21 
motor vehicles and 17 pie<^ of property, with a total 
estimated worth of $5 million. 

The infrared and radio beacon equipment - which 
gave rise to the case name "Operation Beacon" - were 
attached to packs of cocaine that were floated out of 
sight, just below the ocean’s surface. They could be 
located easily by spotters with radio receivers or 
infrared goggles, said O’Brien. xm- 

The smugglers also bought an oce^side Miami 
condominium and stationed a spotter with binoculars 
there to keep track of Customs and Coast Guard 
vessels, he said. Spotter planes followed the nng’s 
own aircraft and drug boats, warning of approaching 
vessels and watching over shipments dumped in the 

sea. . • 

A fully equipped radio room in Miaim main¬ 
tained contact with the planes and boats as well as 
contacts in Colombia and the Bahamas. 

The indictment named 30 people, including the 
rings’ alleged leaders, Michael Munday and James 
Coley is among seven people already in custody on 

other charges. j 

Thirteen others were arrested m south Flonda on 
Wednesday. Eight of those indicted remained at 
large.

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Soviets pledge support: Ortega

MANAGUA, Nicaragua (AP)- 
President Daniel Ortega returned 
from Moscow Thursday and said 
he had received promises of con¬ 
tinued Soviet aid to help Nicaragua 
fight the U.S.-backed Contra 
rebels. 

Ortega, who went to Moscow 
for the 7()th anniversary of the 
Bolshevik Revolution, said that 
without Soviet help "our countty 
would not have the materi^ 
resources to resist the aggression. 

Yesterday was the first deadline 
of a new peace plan for Central 
America. Last night, Ortega was 
to announce moves toward the 
plan’s implementation at a giant 


pro-government rally. He gave no 
indication of what he would 
announce. 

The five nations originally were 
given until today to implement the 
accord, signed Aug. 7 by the 
president of El Salvador, Costa 
Rica, Nicaragua, Guatemala and 
Honduras. 

But with progress on cease-fires 
stalled in El Salvador, Nicaragua 
and Guatemala, the region’s 
foreign ministers said last week the 
five would only have to show pro¬ 
gress toward peace by today’s 
deadline. 

Ortega complained in a broad¬ 
cast on the state radio Voice of 


Nicaragua that the American press 
was trying to portray the 
Nicaraguan economy as ban¬ 
krupted by the Sandinista revolu¬ 
tion and the Soviet Union as 
unwilling to continue aid to his 
government. 

"But these acts demonstrate the 
opposite," he said. "Soviet 
cooperation, the way things are 
now, is the greatest that Nicaragua 
receives from any country in the 
intemation community." 

He described Soviet aid as 
"impartial, generous and uncondi¬ 
tional, ratified by (Soviet leader 
Mikhail) Gorbachev" during his 
Moscow visit. 


Ritual skeleton found at fraternity 


EVANSTON, m (AP) - A 
human skeleton used to enliven a 
fraternity’s initiation rights for at 
least the past 50 years was found 
Wednesday by a security guard on 
the Northwestern University 
campus, authorities said. 

The skeleton was discovered in 
a coffin at the Sigma Chi house 
after the guard had noticed a fence 
erected around the building for 
remodeling was broken down and 
he went in to investigate, said Bob 
Bringham, a spokesman for Sigma 
Chi. 

He said the bones probably 


came from a doctor’s office or the 
university’s medical school. 

"It’s not like they dug up a 
grave or anything," Bringham 

said. . 

Fraternity members were living 
elsewhere during the remodeling 
and had left the skeleton behind, 
said Bringham. 

He said an elderly alumnus 
recalled the skeleton had been part 
6f initiation rights when he 
pledged 50 years ago. 

During the rite, the skeleton 
was held up before pledges when 
the person conducting the initiation 


rights mentioned members were 
bound to the fraternity for eternity. 

"They will usually display an 
artificial skeleton head." Bring¬ 
ham said. "In this case somebody 
thought it wise to bring in a real 
skeleton." 

University spokesman Chuch 
Loebbaka said Northwestern w^ 
investigating the incident to see if 
the fraternity had broken any 
school rules. 

The skeleton was taken to the 
Cook County medical examiner’s 
office.

Hysterical Leppard lets loose

Hitech hard rock put Peoria in 
a state of hysteria last Thursday 
night. 

Britain’s Def Leppard brought 
screams, lights, and fine-tuned 
heavy metal to a half-filled Civic 
Center auditorium. 

'Hysteria*' marks the band’s 
first tour in more than four years, 
and if the guys were rusty, it didn’t 
show. 

For an introduction, a selection 
from the movie *T)irty Harry" was 
played. The clip that goes some¬ 
thing like: "This is the .44 
magnum—the most powerful 
handgun in the world, and would 
blow your head clean off—so you 
gotta ask yourself one question: 
Do I feel lucky? Well, do ya 
punk?" 

That’s a better introduction than 
a lot of warm-up bands Fve seen. 

The curtains rose and the band 
began with "Stagefright," from 
1983’s "Pyromania." Many of the 
people in the audience stood up 
and a large percent remained 
standing throughout the show. 

The electrified band continued 
right into "Rock! Rock! (Till You 
Drop)," performing flawlessly. 

By this point it was apparent 
that one-armed Rick Allen wasn’t 


going to let his handicap stop him 
from being a top-notch rock ’n’ roll 
drummer. 

It didn’t. 

Allen lost his left arm in a 1985 
automobile accident. 

Although his electronic drum 
setup was unique, Allen put both 
feet to work to perform as well or 
better than he did during the band’s 
"Pyromania " tour. 

That the band didn’t replace 
Allen says a lot about the band’s 
unity, an element often lacking in 
today’s pop-music. 

Next was "Women," a slower, 
back beat laden tune. "Women" 
was the first single off the "Hys¬ 
teria" album, currently at number 
nine on Billboard’s top 50. 

A couple of older tunes fol¬ 
lowed, "Another Hit and Run," 
from "Hi and Dry," and "Too 
Late for Love," from 
"Pyromania." 

The band then rocked into 
"Hysteria," complete, with lasers 
and psychedelic lights. "Hysteria" 
shows a more melodic side of the 
band with slight shades of (Dare 
I?) Bon Jovi, present. Steve Clark 
performed a nice solo midway 
through. 

The climax of the show had to 
be "Gods of War." This song with 
all the music, lights, lasers and 


screaming really sucked some vol¬ 
tage out of Cilco. Rumor has it ear 
drums bled. This song looked and 
sounded more like Jimmy Page in 
hell than Def Leppard in Peoria. 

"Hysteria" like "Pyromania" 
has a good amount of variety, 
something lacking in some of 
today’s hard rock. Each song on 
"Hysteria" is unmistakably Def 
Leppard, but the variety keeps the 
band from quickly dying in hard 
rock monotony. 

Singer Joe Eliot said the band 
wanted to do something a bit 
different for this tour. With that 
introduction, Phil Colen and Clark 
manned mounting acoustic guitars 
for a mellow, melancholy version 
on "Bringin on the Heartache," 
(High and Dry). It was different all 
right—almost too different. The 
slower version seemed more like 
Barry Manilow than Def Leppard. 
But two-thirds through the song 
percussion kicked in and the 
acoustic guitars were traded for 
screaming obnoxious ones. 

"Foolin’" and "Animal" fol¬ 
lowed. A good argument could be 
made that "Animal" is the best 
song on the new album. It’s good 
driving rock with enough repetition 
to be catchy, but not so much as to 
sound like garbage.

Power shuffle in China 


BEUING (AP) - Premier Zhao 
Ziyang took over as chief of the 
Communist Party Monday in a 
major leadership reshuffle that 
brought younger, reform-minded 
pragmatists to power in China. 

The new line-up is the result of 
Chinese leader Deng Xiaoping's 
plan to replace an aging party 
leadership with new officials wil¬ 
ling to continue his market- 
oriented reforms and open-door 
policy. 

Deng, 83, stq)ped down from 
three top party posts Sunday at the 
conclusion of the 13th Communist 
Party Congress, but he was reap¬ 
pointed chairman of the powerffll 
Central Military Commission, 
ensuring that he will play a major 
role in China’s political future. 

In retiring from his posts, Deng 
forced leading conservatives, most 
notably President Li Xiannian and 
economist Chun Yun, to follow 
suit. Li and Chen, both 82, had 
opposed the pace of Deng’s 
reforms. 

The way is now open for Deng 
and his proteges to continue decen¬ 
tralizing the economy and further 
open the nation to the West. 

"lie stands taller and sees 
farther than us,"" the People’s Daily 
said Monday of the 4-foot-11-inch 
Deng. 

"He is a great man, the paper 


said of the French-educated revolu¬ 
tionary, who has been purged three 
times in Communist China’s 38- 
year history. 

The major surprise of the 
congress was the political survival 
of Hu Yaobang, the former party 
chief who lost his post after stu¬ 
dent demonstrations for democracy 
last December. 

Hu, a liberal by Chinese stan¬ 
dards, will not return to the 
Politburo’s Standing Committee, 
the core decision-making group in 
the party. But he retained his seat 
on the Central Committee and on 
the Politburo itself. 

It had been expected that Hu 
would be pushed from the Polit¬ 
buro. 

Zhao, 68, further solidified his 
leadership position by being named 
vise chairman of the military com¬ 
mission. The appointment is 
significant because Zhao, whose 
power base lies in government 
ministries, has sought to expand 
his influence into the military. 

Zhao said Monday he would 
soon step down as premier but 
refused to disclose his successor. 

The acting party chief since 
January, Zhao was the only 
member of the five-person Polit¬ 
buro Standing Committee to be 
re-elected Monday by the 175- 
member Central Committee, which 


governs the party. 

The average age of the Stand¬ 
ing Committee dropped from 77 to 
63 with the appointment of the 
new members - vice premiers Li 
Peng, Qiao Shi and Yao Yilin, and 
party Secretariat member Hu Qili. 

Li Peng, a 59-year-old Soviet- 
educated engineer, is the only one 
who warrants the title of conserva¬ 
tive - although he denies it. He is 
said to favor central planning and 
large capital projects. 

Li is a leading candidate to 
replace Zhao as premier. 

Among the new Standing Com¬ 
mittee members, Zhao and Hu 
Qili, 58, are the most vocal sup¬ 
porters of Deng’s reforms. Qiao 
Shi, 62, has strong ties to China’s 
police and state security depart¬ 
ments, while Yao Yilin, 70, is a 
veteran government minister and 
Communist Party bureaucrat. 

The vitality of the new leader¬ 
ship was evident Monday when the 
five Standing Committee members, 
all in Western-style suits instead of 
Mao jackets, joined foreign and 
Chinese reporters at a reception in 
the Great Hall of the People. 

In an unprecedented display of 
"Tcaifang,"' or openness, Zhao 
spent nearly an hour joking with 
reporters and responding to their 
questions, clinkhig glasses in 
good-natures tdasts.

Black leader freed 


JOHANNESBURG, South 
Africa (AP) - The government 
Thursday announced the release of 
Govan Mbeki, a 77-year-old 
former leader of the outlawed 
Afncan National Congress who 
has been in prison for more than 
two decades. 

Mbeki, one of the nation’s most 
prominent black leaders, was 

among eight ANC members, 
including Nelson Mandela, who 
receives life sentences in 1964. 

The Prisons Service said 

Mbeki, a former ANC national 
chairman, would be freed Thurs¬ 
day from the Robben Island prison 
off Cape Town, where he has been 
held since his conviction on 
charges of sabotage. 

No other details were available 
immediately. However, the 

government arranged for a news 
media pool to fly to the southern 
city of Port Elizabeth, near the 


home town of Mbeki’s wife, 
Epainette. 

Mrs. Mbeki runs a small shop 
in the town of Idutywa, in the 
black homeland of Transkei. The 
town is about 160 miles east of 
Port Elizabeth. 

Mbeki is considered a man of 
intellectual prowess. Prior to his 
imprisonment, he had a varied 
career, working as a teacher, busi¬ 
nessman, journalist, author and 
politician. 

Mbeki was bom in 1910 in 
Transkei, a black homeland along 
the southeastern coast, where his 
father was a tribal chief deposed 
by the government. 

By law and custom. South 
Africa’s apartheid establishes a 
racially segregated society in 
which the 26 million blacks have 
no vote in national affairs. The 5 
million whites control the economy 
and nuuntain separate districts, 
schools and health services. 


Normal youth charged 
in restaurant shooting 

NORMAL, ni. (AP) - A local high school student was charged 
Wednesday in the shooting death of a Bloomington teenager and the 
wounding of a waitress at a fast-food restaurant. 

Cory S. Fisher, 17, a junior at Normal Community High School, 
was charged in McLean County Circuit Court with two counts of first- 
degree murder and one count of aggravated batteiy.^

Authorities said an ongoing dispute between the two teenagers may 
have led to Tuesday’s confrontation at the crowded restaurant, ending in 
the death of Robert Johnson, 18, until recently a student at Bloomington 
High School. 

Security was tight in the crowded courtroom Wednesday as Fisher 
was charged. Metal detectors were in evidence and extra police were in 
hand. 

One of the murder charges contends Fisher intended to kill Johnson 
and cause great bodily harm, and the other charge contends Fisher should 
have known the danger of firing at Johnson at nearly point-blank range. 

Johnson was pronounced dead ar a local hospital about two hours 
after the shooting. Authorities said he suffered gunshot wounds in the 
arm and back from a .38-caliber revolver. 

Injured in the attack was Darlene VanName, 26, of Normal, a 
waitress at the restaurant. She was treated for a bullet fragment in the 
abdomen and released, officials said. 

Unidentified sources told The Bloomington Pantagraph that addi¬ 
tional security was provided after the police received word of death 
threats against Fisher. 

In addition, police in Normal reportedly increased patrols in the 
six-block area surrounding the school after the shooting. 

On Tuesday, Normal Police Chief James Taylor said Fisher and 
Johnson had involved in an ongoing dispute, which may have 
included an beating attack cm Fisher last week.

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Coaches hope to sign recruits next week

Bradley basketball coaches 
expect to sign at least one or two 
recruits during the fall early sign¬ 
ing period that begins next 
Wednesday and runs through Nov. 
18. 

"We could get as many as three 
or four (to sign),'" assistant coach 
Marty Gillespie said, '^ut if we 
don’t get at least one or two, we’ll 
be disappointed. 

Gillespie said five players have 
made official visits to Bradley so 
far and one player may come this 
weekend. StUl others are waiting 
to make their visits when Bradley 
has home games this winter. Gil¬ 
lespie did not want to mention the 
names of those who had visited. 

"We’ll probably end up bring¬ 
ing in around 15 guys by the end 
of next spring,"" he said. Players 
who don’t sign during the early 
period must wait until next spring 
to do so. 

Two players who did not make 
official visits to Bradley are Peoria 
Manual stars David Booth and 
Lynn Collins, both of whom Gil¬ 
lespie labeled ""tc^ priorities."" 

Thursday morning. Booth 
announced his intention to sign 
with DePaul University. The deci¬ 
sion, he said, was based on his 


desire to be at a school away from 
home. 

On Wednesday, Booth reptort- 
edly had narrowed his decisions to 
DePaul, Purdue, Michigan and 
Marquette—dropping Bradley and 
Iowa from his considerations. He 
cannot officially sign with DePaul 
until next Wednesday. 

Gillespie had felt as late as 
Tuesday that the possibility of 
Booth signing with Bradley 
remained. But he conceeded the 
fact that the 6-foot-7 forward had 
been heavily recruited by big name 
schools was a disadvantage. 

There’s been a lot of recruiting 
of Booth from Big Ten schools,"" 
Gillespie said. ""Sometimes a 
player in that situation tends to 
take the local school for granted."" 

Although neither Booth nor 
Collins, a 6-foot-1 point guard, 
had officially visited Bradley, both 
are very familiar with the school. 
Both spent much of the summer 
and early fall playing basketball in 
Haussler Hall and are friends with 
many of the current Braves 
players. 

Collins, a point guard who has 
been offered a scholarship to Brad¬ 
ley since last spring, has also been 
heavily recruited. But many 
expect the Manual floor leader to 
be a Proposition 48 casualtv.

"Re’s a question mark with the 
grades,"" Gillespie said. "Rut we’re 
still going to offer him a scholar¬ 
ship one way or the other. He’s 
that good of a player."" Under 
NCAA rules, seniors who do not 
meet specified academic require¬ 
ments are not allowed to play dur¬ 
ing their first season in college. 

Because Collins’ academic 
standing is in question, Gillespie 
thinks that the senior might wait 
until spring to sign with a school. 
"T think he might wait and see how 
things go in school,"" he said. 
""And I think some schools have 
shied away from him because of 
the grades."" 


Head coach Stan Albeck and 
his staff have been busy on the 
recruiting trail since July 10, when 
NCAA restrictions were lifted. 
Bradley coaches are now allowed 
to go off-campus to do their 
evaluating and visiting. Last year, 
as a result of penalties leveled 
against the school for past NCAA 
violations, all recruiting had to be 
done from the campus. 


"It’s nice to be back out there,"" 
Gillespie said. He is in charge of 
coordinating the recruiting effort. 

Since July, the Bradley coach¬ 
ing staff (Albeck, Gillespie and 
Morris McHone) have travelled 
around the countiy visiting dozens 
of basketball camps and making 
about 30 in-home visits of high 
school players. 

"We went everywhere,"" Gil¬ 
lespie said. "We went to camps in 
Pittsburgh, Phoenix, Las Vegas. 
We went to summer league games 
in Chicago, St. Louis and Cincin¬ 
nati. "" 

The summer evaluation p)eriod 
lasted until July 31, but the Braves 
coaches had to scramble to make 
up for time lost during the final 
month of the restriction period. 

"We had such a limited time to 
try to see many kids play...it hurt 
us,"" Gillespie said. "Wlien you 
can only see a kid play once or 
twice, it might not be an accurate 
evaluation. He may look great one 
day and them look awful the 
next."" 


Gillespie expects the effects of 
the one-year recruiting restrictions 
to last for some time. 

"Tt obviously hurt us witii one 
Oast year’s) recruiting class,’ he 
said. ""Although we’re pleased with 
the people we got (Deon Butler, 
Jay Schell, Steve Bay less)."" 

Gillespie also said that, because 
the Bradley staff was unable to 
watch last year’s juniors play, they 
are put at an extra disadvantage. 

R put us that much further 
behind in evaluating players for 
this year’s recruiting. We’re not 
doing too bad, but we could’ve 
been even further ahead."" 

Perhaps more important, 
according to Gillespie, is the 
stigma which remains with a pro¬ 
gram shaken by scandal. "Teople 
tend to remember you as the 
school that ‘pays its players’ and 
‘cheats to win,’ whether it is true 
or not,"" he said. ""And pebple 
continue to recruit against you like 
that. 

"Rut it’ll get better in time. 
Success in recruiting and success 
on the floor can help erase that 
stigma. Things are rolling in the 
right direction. 


McMahon is healthy; or is he? 


LAKE FOREST, Ill. (AP) - Quarterback Jim 
McMahon is back. Then again, maybe he isn’t. 

That was the uncertain situation facing Coach 
Mike Ditka and the Chicago Bears when the doors at 
training opened Monday. 

Re’s sore, but 1 don’t know the situation,"" 
admitted Ditka. 

McMahon suffered an apparent groin-muscle 
injury in the first half of Sunday’s 31-28 come-from- 
behind victory over the Kansas City Chiefs. 

The oft-injured McMahon was limping after the 
game and said he wasn’t sure if the problem was a 
groin pull or an adductor muscle injury. Trainer Fred 
Caito diagnosed it as a right adductor muscle pull. 

What Ditka does know for certain is McMahon’s 
responses to pressure situations—especially when the 
team falls behind as it has in the past two weeks 
before pulling out victories over Tampa Bay and Kan¬ 
sas City. 

""One thing, you’re never out of a football game 
when McMahon is in it,"" said Ditka. Re thrives on 
that kind of stuff. 

As a result, the Bears have a 6-1 record, 4-0 by 
the regulars and 2-1 by the temporaries who filled in 
during the strike. 

Before taking the field for the second half of the 
Tampa Bay game Oct. 25, McMahon hadn’t played 
since Nov. 23, 1986, due to an injured shoulder that 
was reconstructed during surgery last December. 

The Bears roared back for a 20-0 deficit to post a 
27-26 decision in that one. 

Against Kansas City, the Bears fell behind 14-0 
and 28-14, only to have McMahon shrug off the mus¬ 
cle pull and cast his magic spell again. 

- 


"T think it (the injury) happened early in the 
game when he was trying to throw a pass,"" said 
Ditka. 

McMahon aside, Ditka says he isn’t worried 
about the Bears, who were brilliant in the two games 
before the strike, but have been sluggish since return¬ 
ing. 

"We can be a real good football team, ^ said 
Ditka. "Tf we hit on all cylinders, believe me, we can 
take this show on the road. ^ 

Ditka also believes there are no serious problems 
with the defense, which has led the National Football 
League the last three years, but started slowly in the 
last two games. 

"What has happened the last two weeks is 
(opposing) offenses know what we are doing,"" he 
said. "They have audibled against our defense, so we 
are going to have to audible back. 

"We’re telltale and we haven’t made the adjust¬ 
ments,"" he added. 

"That’s the fault of the coaches. Other teams are 
not going to beat us running, but we have to do a 
better job of shutting down their key receivers. 

"Tf we have to sacrifice from our run defense, 
we’ll sacrifice,"" he said. They (opponents) have a 
better understanding of our defenses and they’re pick¬ 
ing up our blitzes. We have to play zone better. 

"Ro problem,"" he concluded, ""we’re going to do 
it.^ 

Reminded about the brief, but nationally televised 
lecture Ditka gave his offensive lineman and other bits 
of wisdom he dispensed Sunday, the coach smiled 
sheepishly and said, "T went a litde crazy at halftime 
but everything’s okay now. We’re like a well-oiled

Students need not worry about eating in 
the cafeterias, according to cafeteria and 
Health Center personnel. 

Several students got sick Tuesday even¬ 
ing, most of whom, but not all, had eaten 
dinner in University Hall cafeteria, generat¬ 
ing rumors of food poisoning. 

Phyllis Fomoff, staff nurse at me 
Heaim Center, said no food poisoning 
occured. About 24 students reported to me 
Heaim Center Wednesday, most of whom 
had stomach flu, she said. 

'It has to be stomach flu, it ^ was 
different symptoms at different times," she 
said. U-Hall residents weren’t me only ones 
to get sick. She said students from Geisert, 
Williams and fraternity houses also visited 

me center. . 

'Tf mere was sorneming wrong wim me 
food, everyone would be ill. It’s just an out¬ 
break all over me city," Fomoff said. 

Food Services Director Bob Byczynski 
said the mmors might cause hesitition for 
people thinking about eating at U-Hall, but 
mat, "me numbers were pretty much back to 
normal for supper (Wednesday) mght. 

Attendance at U-Hall has been down by 
about 20 people, said Paul Owens, U-Hall 
cafeteria director. "(Wednesday) lunch was 
kind of slow...it’s a shame cafeterias are vic¬ 
tims of talk." 

Byczynski said "I mink people got pan¬ 
icked by it...me symptoms for me flu and 
food poisoning are basically me same. 

I 'If mere was really a problem, ^wed 
I have mree to four hundred people sick." 

Technically, me sick students had gas¬ 
troenteritis, characterized by nausea, vomi^ 
ing, diarrhea and stomach pain, Fomoft 
said. 

She said me contagious disease is 
spread like almost any omer flu. The best 
way to avoid contracting me disease to 
wash your hands frequently and moroughly 
and practice good hygiene, "use good com¬ 
mon sense." 

Byczynski said me cafeterias collec¬ 


tively serve about 5,000 meals per day. 
Everything is properly cooked and sanitized, 
and everyone is ceritified in food prepara¬ 
tion. Byczynski has been teaching a course 
on food preparation at Bradley since 1975. 

He said Bradley’s food service has an 
excellent record wim me heaim department. 
The department conducts an unannounced 
inspection about four times a year, and 
Bradley averages "a 95 or 96 every 
have mem. And they look at everything. 

U-Hall recently received a 1(X), and its 
most recent inspection was a 97 or 98. 

'We just do me best we can in making 
sure our practices are up to standard, 
Byczynski said. Everyming used in food 
preparation is sanitized through a dishwash¬ 
ing machine. 

He said some people may have only 
had indigestion or heartburn, and only 
mought mey were sick after hearing me 
rumor. Several of me students who visited 
me Heaim Center did not have a fever. 
Spicy pizza (served in U-Hall Tuesday 
night) may have added to me symptoms, he 
said. More man 3,000 pieces of pizza were 
served. 

He said me cafeterias have expenenced 
a slight increase in me number of sick trays 
served, "averaging about 20 to 30 on any 
given day during me flu season." The 
number of sick trays varies daily, he said. 
To get a sick tray, a student need only ask 
meir resident advisor, and me RA must 
verify iUness, "We don’t want to start a 
room service." 

Fomoff said as far as she knew, no stu¬ 
dents were hospitalized. There are many 
different types of me flu, some may last 24 
hours, some several days, she said. 

'We see flu and colds from me first 
day school starts," she said, citing large 
numbers of people living close togemer as 
me main reason. She said me Heaim Center 
expects to see more students in me next few

The Student Activities Budget 
Review Committee (SABRC) allo¬ 
cated $52,109 in funds to 47 
activities at Bradley last week. 

Mary Coyle, All-School 
Treasurer and SABRC Chairper¬ 
son, said last week’s budget review 
was not mandatory’ the SABRC is 
required to approve budgets in the 
spring, but not in the fall. This 
session was held because of me 
large number of applicants. 
•Before, there was not such a con¬ 
siderable amount of budgeting in 
the fall,' she said. She said about 
70 percent of the funds are allo¬ 
cated in the spring, with only 30 
percent being handled in the fall. 


Last spring, an estimated 
$110,000 was set aside for the 
1987-88 school year, making its 
total funds approximately 
$162,109. Of this money, $19,582 
has been placed on reserve for 18 
activities that have not fully met 
the SABRC’s requirements. Coyle 
said that all organizations with 
such activities have until Dec. 1 to 
dear up any problems or questions 
me SABRC may have about mem. 

"Organizations are going to 
have to start adhering to the poli¬ 
cies more closely,' Coyle said. 
She added that many groups are 
not paying attention to the guide¬ 
lines the SABRC gives *em. 
Some are applying for activities

According to 'Mercury 
Morris, what used to be a groove 
has turned into a rut. In other 
words, what used to be considered 
''ok"’ is no longer. 

Eugene "Mercury Morris, 
former all-pro running back for the 
Miami Dolphins, spoke out about 
the choice people make and the 
foolish things they do Tuesday at 
the Student Center in a program 
sponsored by the Black Student 
Alliance. 

Morris was convicted for 
attempting to sell cocaine, and was 
sentenced in January 1983 to 20 
years in prison without parole eli¬ 
gibility for the first 15 years. 

The Florida Supreme Court 
overturned that decision in May 
1986, ruling he was a victim of 

entrapment. 

Morris didn’t focus on his per¬ 
sonal experiences with drugs or on 
the time (3 1/2 years) he spent in 
prison. 

Tm not here to talk about 
drugs," Morris said, Tm here to 
talk about people." 

Morris used colorful, insightful 
examples to make his point that we 
are responsible for the choices we 
make in life-just as he was and is. 

One thing he made clear from 
the start is that there is no such 
thing as drug abuse. 

There is no such thing as drug 
abuse because a drug is not an 
abusable item. It’s self abuse, 
Morris said. "Drugs are the vehi¬ 
cle of one’s own demise. “

"T^Iobody has to teach us what 
is wrong," Morris said, "We need 
to be taught what is right." 

Morris said we have to learn to 
correct our mistakes. 

On drug abuse, Morris 
explained that we have been nusin- 
formed to the point of detriment. 
Again he stressed that drugs are 
not abused. 

Tt’s not about drugs, it’s about 
people; about choice. It is not the 
vehicle that is the problem, but 
rather the choice to use it that is 
the problem," Morris said. 

Tm not here to tell you what 
to do or what not to do. Fm only 
here to give you advice." 

Morris said that we as college 
students are on the brink of 
another commencement, another 
beginning. What that contains will 
be up to us. 

Te responsible for your¬ 
selves," he said. "As one grows 
old, one must grow up." 

Morris was asked once how he 
became involved with drugs. 

He explained that whether he 
gave one reason or 99, the first 
and 99th reason would only be an 
excuse.

Should a doctor turn away a 
patient with AIDS? Should Peoria 
public schools close their doors to 
a student with AIDS? These ques¬ 
tions and more were discussed at a 
fall forum sponsored by the Amer¬ 
ican Civil Liberties Union, Peoria 
chapter and the Bradley Sociology 


Club. 

The presentation, "AIDS Poli¬ 
cies in Hospitals and Schools: 
Protection or Discrimination" took 
place Tuesday evening in the Gar¬ 
rett Center. It was attended by 
more than 150 students and com¬ 
munity members. 

Stephen Doughty, M.D. of the 


Methodist Medical Center 
by giving some statistics 
AIDS. 

T is a treatable but noncurable 
disease," he said. He said there is 
no total agreement across the 
country regarding AIDS victims, 
but there are policies being 
developed. 


’All patients are approached as 
potentially infectious," he said. 

T is my own feeling as a phy¬ 
sician that I am obligated to treat 
the person with AIDS, as an indi¬ 
vidual. " 

Regarding the rights of a 
patient, he said in order to test for 
the virus, one has to obtain an 
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informed consent from the patient. 
This consent grants that the results 
cannot be given out without per¬ 
mission from the patient. But there 
is an escape clause that allows the 
information to people who "need 
to know." 

"Health care providers have Ae 
right to know when they are going 
to be exposed to a lethal disease," 
Doughty said. "Educate yourself 
and the people around you about 
the disease and its risks and what 
to do about it." 

Vickie Lanie, R.N., coordina¬ 
tor at the hospice at Methodist said 
they will not turn away AIDS 
patients. She said at the national 
level of hospices, patients should 
have that care. 

Lanie said, "If I have an AIDS 
patient, I would inform my staff." 

A staff member would be fired 
though if confidentiality is not 
respected. 

Jack Matheney, District 150, 
assistant superintendent of special 
services said, "The Peoria Board 
developed a policy before a case 
came up." 

A video tape was presented to 
the audience which has been made 
for school employees regarding 
this policy. 

The school board reserves the 
right to remove the student for up 
to ten days, in which a meeting 
will take place in regard to the 
case. No cases have been reported 
yet in regard to the case. No cases 
have been reported yet and each 
one that occurs will be treated 
individually. 

'The nghts of confidentiality 
will be respected," Matheney said.

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Persian Gulf: history of conflict

The Persian Gulf. What is hap¬ 
pening there? Why is there so 
much fighting going on? When will 
it end? These and other questions 
have plagued many in this country 
despite the fact that so much of 
our tax money in this country is 
spent on arms that end up in Iran 
and Iraq; despite the fact that our 
government is intervening in a 
situation it tells us is part of our 
''national interest." Even with 
today’s advanced technology in 
communications, it is difficult to 
understand and relate to a problem 
so far from home. It is much 
easier and more practical for most 
of us to continue with our daily 
lives and personal goals. Yet we as 
Americans have a responsibility 
other nations do not. Our actions 
affect not only ourselves and those 
on our periphery, they affect the 
whole world. With a little history, 
it is possible to understand the 


conflict in the Persian Gulf and the 
reasoning behind the U.S. inter¬ 
vention. 

For 2500 years, Iran, referred 
to as Persia in ancient times, was 
an extremely powerful monarch in 
the ancient world. In the seventh 
century the Islamic religion spread 
throughout the Middle East encom¬ 
passing Persia, reaching as far 
East as Afghanistan. As with most 
other religions, people’s beliefs 
began to vary, and soon there were 
two major factionswithing the 
Islamic religion: the Sunnis and 
the Shi’ites. This was the first sign 
of fragmentation within the empire 
which by the nineteenth century 
would add to the temptation for 
European powers to invade. 

The Sunnis sought protection 
from the Ottoman Empire whereas 
the Shi’ites found salvation farther 
east. Fighting between the two 
took place mostly in Mesopotamia 
(modem day Iraq). These are the 
same disputes which are causing

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the conflict today. Despite efforts 
on both sides such as the Treaty of 
Zuhab in 1639, fighting continued. 

This waxing and waning of 
wars and treaties lasted until the 
nineteenth century when British 
imperialism reached the Middle 
East.The English began jwlitically 
monopolizing and exploiting the 
region in an effort to secure com¬ 
mercial interest and commerce 
between India and Europe from 
other European imperialists. 

Things went smoothly for the 
British until the Russians entered 
the scene in the middle of the 
eighteenth century with an effort to 
use Persia as a buffer zone against 
imperial Euope and to get a share 
of the land as well. The two 
powers was it fit to share the terri¬ 
tory rather than fight over it, thus 
signing a series of treaties protect¬ 
ing their interests. The Second 
Treaty of Erzerum was signed in 
1847 which better served the 
interest of Britain and Russia, 
though on the surface it appeared 
as though both Persia and the 
Ottoman’s came out ahead. 

As far as the Shah (King) of 
Persia was concerned, any effort of 
a foreign expansionist to enter his 
country was fine as long as they 
paid him a suitable share of their 
profits, which they did. However, 
as pec^le began to find out what 
was going on, there was a change 
of ideals. In 1896, Nasr al-Din 
Shah was assassinated and in 1906 
the Constitution of Iran was pro¬ 
claimed. It was a constitutional 
monarchy but it was still an act of 
ingratiation to foreign intervention. 
However, in 1917 the new Soviet 
government proclaimed a policy of 
friendship toward Iran. And Ger¬ 
many was gaining positive 
influence in the region much to 
Britain’s dismay. 

Finally in 1921 thee appeared a 
new force in Iran under Reza 
Shah. Reza became prime minister 
in 1923 and in 1925 made himself 
the Shah. In the first half of his 
regime he earnestly concentrated 



on internal in^rovements and 
freed Iran from foreign control. 
Nonetheless, all good things must 
come to an end and Reza Shah 
soon got too much of a taste for 
power. By the mid 1930’s his lust 
for wealth and power overcame his 
rationale and he used any method' 
to attain as much of both as he 
could. One such method of ridding 
himself of a rival was injecting air 
bubbles into the bloodstream of his 
victim. 

Reza Shah had great respect for 
Western political techniques, but 
his corruption overcame the demo¬ 
cratic style and he too, a liking 
toward the dictatorships developing 
in Germany and Italy. As a result 
German professors, technicians, 
and merchants were welcome in 
this strategic region of the Middle 
East. But the British, Americans, 
and Russians strongly recom¬ 
mended that they exp^ the Ger¬ 
mans from the region. Reza Shah 
refused and the British and Red 
armies overcame Iranian and Ger¬ 
man forces and Reza Shah abdi¬ 
cated in 1941. His son, 
Mohammed Reza Pahlevi was a 
Western proponent and was 
allowed to become the new Shah. 
He continues his control until 1979 
when the Islamic leader Ayatollah 
Khomeini exiled him on the basis 
of his pro-nationalism, pro¬ 
superpower actions. The Ayatollah 
Khomeini refers to the Western 
foreign as "the army of Satan." 

Another important event that 
took place in 1921 was the emer¬ 
gence of Iraq as a semi¬ 
independent state under British 
dominance. But Iraq would not be 
recognized by Iran until 1929. 
Tensions were high between the 
two nations despite the positive 
artificial facade evident to the 
international arena in diplomatic 
and public relations. 

In 1931 the first Iraqi represen¬ 
tative to Iran, Tawfiq al-Auwaidi, 
presented three basic issues 
between Iran and Iraq. The first 
was the border problem reaching 
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far back into history. The second 

was both countries concern for the 
Arabs in a region called Khuzistan 
(Arabistan). Iran suspected the Ira- 
qians of instilling rebellious fel¬ 
lings toward Iran. Iraq believed 
that the Iranians were exercising 
harsh oppression on these neutral 
Arabs. The third dispute between 
the two rivalries was Iraq’s desire 
for complete sovereignty over the 
river Shatt al-Arab. Tension 
mounted and diplomatic relations 
began to sever. 

The controversy sparked into 
war when, in 1979, Khomeini’s 
Islamic regime took hostage 51 
American Embassy in Teheran- the 
capital of Iran- and advocated an 
active Islamic ideology. This open 
hostility to nationalism isolated 
Iran from the other Islamic coun¬ 
tries as Khomeini stressed that 
"There are no nationalities in 
Islam...The subject of Islam is 
man and not his nationalism. Islam 
is a message addressed to all 
mankind, without distinction 
between one color and another or 
one race and anodier." The 
method Khomeini chooses to 
acquire his ends is what most con¬ 
sider an too extreme. 

What is Khomeini really 
fighting? Is he fighting the other 
Arab states for ninning a national¬ 
istic country in the name of Islam, 
or is he fighting Western ideals 
and those countries that uphold 
them? Why are countries like 
Saudi Arabia, China, the 
U.S.S.R., and many other second 
and third world nations changing 
their economic policies, but some 
are still greedy. They are looking 
for personal benefits as is the U.S. 
American technology is better than 
those methods used by the 
Arabs, so multinational 

corporations can extract more, 
make a larger profit, and give 
higher royalties to the govern¬ 
ments. The same debate occurred 
in 1950 when the lower house of 
parliament, the Majlis, decided 
that no more foreign concessions 
for oil would be granted. The pro 
West Prime Minister Razmara 
opposed this arguing that Iran did 
not have good enough technology 
to secure as much oil. He was shot 
iLl95i. 

The Persian Gulf. How long 
will this controversy go on? How 
can we help end the strife? Ameri¬ 
can citizens hold the answer to 
former question. America is grat 
because of its domestic edge. We 
have the ability to make changes- 
individually and collectively. 

Protest in the 1960's was so 
comprehensive and extensive 
because everyone saw American 
boys being killed in Vietman on 
the T.V. in their living room. It is 
not an outrage that they were 
American boys, it was outrageous 
that our government was even in 
Vietnam. It is no less horrifying to 
the mother’s of the Iranian boys 
killed by Americans as they watch 
in their living rooms.

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Future Bradley student’s financing scheme crumbles

CRYSTAL LAKE, ILL. (AP)- A stu¬ 
dent who borrowed $5,000 to go into busi¬ 
ness says his scheme to earn money for col¬ 
lege is crumbling. 

'It’s not going so well,"" college student 
David Cook in this north Chicago suburb, 
came up with the idea of selling hand- 
packed cookies in decorator tins for the holi¬ 
day season to earn money for college. 

He lined up suppliers for the cookies 
and tins, printed up 15,000 fliers, enlisted 


lO students to peddle the goodies and took 
out a $5,000 bank loan to pay for the enter¬ 
prise. 

But things haven’t worked out quite the 
way he planned. In fact, he said, response to 
his '’Cookies for College" campaign has 
been crummy. 

'It’s terrible,'’ he said. 'This is not the 
way it’s supposed to go.'’ 

Cook, an honors student, had hoped to 
sell several thousand tins of cookies to 


finance his education at Bradley University 
in Peoria, where he plans to transfer next 
year. He figures he needs to sell at least 
1,000 to break even and repay the loan, for 
which his father co-signed. 

But so far, he’s received orders for just 
410 tins. 

Tve got to do a lot more selling. 
That’s all there is to it,'’ he said. 

It’s not that the cookie-and-tin packages 
aren’t attractive. Cook spent the better part 


of the summer hunting down a cookie com¬ 
pany and a supplier for the tins, which are 
decorated with Currier and Ives drawings. 

But few cookie lovers seem to be bit-' 
ing, and time is running out on the scheme, 
Cook said. Under terms of his agreement 
with suppliers, the cookies will be available 
only until Nov. 15. ! 

'This big loss is not going to cripple; 
me for life,'’ Cook said. Tm going to get 
up again.'’

Ortega accuses Reagan 


WASHINGTON (AP)- 

Nicaraguan President Daniel 
Ortega is accusing the Reagan 
administration of undercutting the 
Central American peace agreement 
by flying surface-to-air missiles 
and other equipment to the Contra 
rebels. 

Ortega said Wednesday that 
there have been 140 U.S.- 

sponsored flights to Contra forces 
inside Nicaragua since the peace 
agreement was signed by five Cen¬ 
tral American presidents in 
August. 

U.S. spy flights over Nicaragua 
are continuing, he said, adding that 
the intelligence information is 
passed on to the CIA for use by 
the Contras. 

The Nicaraguan leader, 
addressing the General Assmebly 
of the Organization of American 
States, pledged that his govern¬ 
ment will comply fully with the 
peace accord. Among the key pro¬ 
visions are an end to U.S. aid to 
the Contras and steps toward 
democracy in Nicaragua.. 

Ortega spoke for an hour 
before an overflow crowd that 
spilled into the corridors outside 
the main meeting room at OAS 
headquarters. Among his listeners 
were all six leaders of the Contra 
political leadership. 

Adolfo Calero, the most senior 
of the Contra leaders, disputed 
Ortega’s estimate of 140 supply 
flights, saying it was far below the 
actual total. 

"His radar is not working very 
well," Calero said. 

Ortega renewed his call for 
direct talks with the Reagan 
administration but the U.S. ambas¬ 
sador to the OAS, Richard McCor¬ 
mack, noted that President Reagan

In a speech to OAS delegates 
on Monday, Reagan had said sub¬ 
stantive talks with Sandinista 
representatives can take place only 
if other Central American leaders 
are present and if Nicaragua makes 
a serious effort to negotiate a 
cease-fire with the Contras. Those 
talks are expected to begin soon. 

Ortega often makes public 
appearances in combat fatigues but 
wore a conservative gray suit dur¬ 
ing his visit to OAS headquarters. 
He is making his first visit to 
Washington since he was received 
by President Carter in the Oval 
Office just two months after the 
Sandinista revolution in 1979. 

"Nicaragua is ready to comply 
100 percent with the agreement," 

OfTeea said, rebnttina n 


by President Reagan on Monday 
that Nicaragua is "nowhere near" 
meeting its obligations. 

But he said that on two key ele¬ 
ments of the peace plan-a total 
amnesty for political prisoners and 
a lifting of the state of 
emergency-Nicaragua would com¬ 
ply only when an international 
observer team verifies that outside 
support for the rebels has ceased. 

The peace agreement was 
signed by Nicaragua and four Cen¬ 
tral American nieghbors- 
Guatemala, El Salvador, Hondural, 
and Costa Rica. 

Much of Ortega’s speech was 
devoted to a long recitation of the 
1986 ruling handed down by the 
International Court of Justice, 
which accused the United States of 
violating international law by sup¬ 
porting the Contras in their battie 
against Nicaragua’s leftist govern¬ 
ment.

‘Less Than Zero’ 
flawed to the core

"Less Than Zero" was a 
pathetic, pointless, depressing 
movie for a number of reasons. 

The movie is basically about 
what drugs do to people who are 
already self-centered and without 
direction. 

Blair (Jami Gertz) is an aspir¬ 
ing model who gets addicted to 
cocaine after her boyfriend. Clay 
(Andrew McCarthy), goes away to 
college. Clay comes home at 
Thanksgiving to discover that Blair 
has been sleeping with his best 
friend, Julian (Robert Downey, 
Jr.). 

To describe these three charac¬ 
ters as spoiled rich kids would be 
a gross understatement. They were 
all best friends during their high 
school years but after graduation, 
Julian’s partying gets out of hand 
and he accumulates a hefty drug 
bill. 

"Less Than Zero" doesn’t 
succeed in attempting to imitate the 
style of "Sid & Nancy"; in this 
movie, wasted wealth and hedon¬ 
ism do not accentuate the storyline 
and mood as the violence and 
seediness did in the environment of 
"Sid & Nancy." 

Flashy cinematography, 

splashed with pointless, MTV- 
inspired symbolism, fails to com¬ 
pensate for a stupid, nihilistic 
story. Colors and light assault the 
senses, but they only make the 


soap-opera type relationships 
between these shallow characters 
more obvious. 

We feel sorry for Clay at first, 
because he is an innocent, forgiv¬ 
ing soul. But he evolves into a sap 
when he continually allows Blair 
and Julian to walk all over him. 
Even when the worst tragedies and 
degradations befall Blair and 
Julian, we can do nothing but 
watch in disbelief. What kind of an 
idiot gets him/herself into a mess 
like that? Simply put, it’s difficult, 
if not impossible, to feel sorry for 
these characters. 

Rip (Rick Slader) the shady 
drug dealer/pimp, does a good job 
in diat he is easily despised and 
hated. I suppose it was intended 
that Rip should be the villain of 
this movie, but he comes off as 
just another businessman; Julian 
and Blair are both villains and vic¬ 
tims, for they seem to have no 
intention of controlling their suici¬ 
dal habits. The angry infantile 
reactions that spring from degen¬ 
erated, four-year-old mentalities of 
these overgrown brats are, by the 
time the movie has reached its 
conclusion, nauseating. 

A measure of how bogus this 
movie is the fact that when we 
leave the theater, we are not con¬ 
cerned with the fate of the 
characterS“We’re asking ourselves 
if people really live in houses like 
that?

Jazz, rhythm and blues influence Sting

There are not enough superla¬ 
tives in a my language to describe 
the latest album by Sting, "Noth¬ 
ing Like the Sun." Quite simply, it 
is the epitome of musical perfec¬ 
tion and Sting is its creator. 

Since leaving the Police about 
three years ago. Sting has 
immers^ himself in jazz and 
rhythm and blues. Clearly, his new 
album reflects his commitment to 
perfection. His last solo album 
"Dream of the Blue Turtles" is 
wonderful but takes to the political 
soapbox of one too many times. 
His music was so laden with 
deep-felt political messages that the 
listener felt guilty for having 
caused the world’s problems. It’s 
obvious Sting enjoyed making 
"Nothing Like the Sun," and his 
political overtones, although 
present, are much more subtle. 

The first side of this lyrical 
masterpiece contains two sociopol¬ 
itical tunes so prevalent in Sting’s 
music. "They Dance Alone" is a 
flavorful tune about the thousands 
of missing people in Chile. Sting 
brings an awareness to the cruelty 


and torture the innocent people of 
Chile and other countries endure. 
The song is about the traditional 
dance of Chilean women in honor 
of their missing fathers, sons and 
husbands. The somber, stifled 
mood of the song is effective in 
instilling a solemn, unsettling feel¬ 
ing in the listener. 

The other blatantly political 
song, "Nothing Like the Sun" is a 
song about the absurdity of his¬ 
tory. "History Will Teach Us 
Nothing" is a jazzy song with a 
monotonous yet intriguing beat. 
Sting’s raspy voice ekes out the 
rhythmic lyrics with much per¬ 
sonality and emotion. The refrain 
"Sooner or later we learn to throw 
the past away" lightness the solem¬ 
nity of the song with its distinc¬ 
tively higher pitch. 

The rest of the album is a fun, 
entertaining work of .art. A 
wonderfully jazzy, up-beat dance 
song, "We’ll Be Together" exudes 
energy. The strong drum beat 
remains solid throughout as does 
Sting’s penetrating voice. My 
favorite is "Straight to my Heart" 
because of its simplicity and sin¬ 
cerity. The refrain is light and 


amusing because of its higher pitch 
and inviting message "Come into 
my door/Come be my wife." 

Following "Straight To My 
Heart," is a song that is perhaps 
the most influenced by jazz. "Rock 
Steady" sounds as if it should be 
performed in a dark, smoke-filled 
pub in Newcastle, England. Sting’s 
voice fluctuates with the p^yftil 
piano melodies so pleasing to the 
ear. 

Sting writes in his preface to 
the album, ’Sister Moon’ is a song 
for lunatics everywhere, for all of 
those whose sanity is dependent on 
the phases of the moon." Sting’s 
voice, the clarinet, and the b^s 
command this "song for lunatics" 
and once again the jazz influence is 
obvious. 

Sting’s rendition of Jimi 
Hendrix’s "Little Wing" is main¬ 
tained while Sting belts out the lyr¬ 
ics of this magnetic song. The gui¬ 
tar riff is professional, and the 
clarinet solo is perfect. 

The last song on the album, 
"Secret Marriage," is the most 
simplistic, concise composition on

Nude calendar causes uproar 


PEORIA, ILL. (AP)- Four 
years after starting a calendar that 
features nude photographs of 
women at Illinois universities, a 
DeKalb publisher still is fighting a 
negative reaction to the annual 
publication. 

When Frank Trebusak started 
the Illinois Co-ed Calendar in 
1984, he encountered a number of 
angry people who wrote and called 
him expressing their displeasure 
over the calendar. 

The 1988 version of his skin 
calendar is on the market, and he’s 
expecting a new round of criti¬ 
cism. 

'I stili get some negative letters 
from som5 people,'^ Trebusak said, 
nrhey’re usually from religious 
types of people who object to the 
nude photographs. 

'I believe the pictures are done 
in good taste, but some people 
object to any kind of nudity ." 

Trebusak said the social stigma 
attached to his calendar forces him 
to go to Wisconsin to get it 
printed, although there are several 
printing companies in his home¬ 
town who could easily handle the 
project. 

His photographers often 
demand anonymity, or work under 
pseudonyms rather than risk hav¬ 
ing their real names associated 
with the controversial calendar. 

'This is a real touchy area with 
people,'' Trebusak said. 'There 
are four or five full-color printers 
right here in DeKalb, but they just 
won’t touch it. They don’t object to 
the calendar. They say they just 
don’t want to lose any potential 
customers." 

Trebusak said he’s even lost 
some income from his DeKalb 
Nitc weekly newspaper because of 


his calendar sideline. 

Tve lost a little advertising 
business from people who don’t 
want to support the calendar, even 
indirectly," he said. '1 understand 
their point of view, but I just tell 
them that if they don’t like the pic¬ 
tures, they don’t have to look at 
them or buy the calendars." 

At least one of the models 
featured in the 1988 calendar is 
already regretting her participa- 
tion. 

Miss October, a 19-year-old 
University of Illinois freshman 
who asked not to be identified, 
said she only posed topless in a 
black lace body stocking because 
she wanted the $299 modeling fee. 


Now she is very upset with the 
quality of the calendar. 

'It’s pretty raunchy," she said. 
The calendar as a whole is pretty 
lame. I wish Td never done it. If I 
was in pre-law or pre-med, it 
would be very detrimental to my 
career and Fd never have con¬ 
sidered it. I don’t really want my 
friends or parents to see it." 

Trebusak said he considered 
publishing a similar calendar 
featuring men, but he doesn’t think 
he’d be able to find enough attrac¬ 
tive male models. He also believes 
an all-male calendar would not be 
as successful as the co-ed version.

Prehistoric presentation

Rolf Johnson, preparator for 
the Geology Department at the 
Milwaukee Public Museum, fas¬ 
cinated a crowd of about 40 small 
children when he spoke about the 
extinction of dinosaurs during 
Dinosaur Days Nov. 6 and 7 at 
Bradley University. 

Friday night, Johnson cap¬ 
tivated his audience with an excit¬ 
ing slide lecture of recent and past 
digs in North Dakota. 

Paleontologists for years have 
tried to reconstruct dinosaurs from 
the bones and skeletons they have 
found on their expeditions to deter¬ 
mine why they became extinct,'' 
Johnson said. 

Johnson joined the Milwaukee 
Public Museum, the sixth largest 
natural museum in the United 
States, in 1978 and is still digging 
today 



"Many scientists believe the 
change in climate, volcanic activity 
and earthquakes were the main 
causes of extinction," Johnson 
said. 'The most recent idea, 
developed in 1980, was that of the 
extraterrestrial. Scientists have 
speculated that a giant asteroid 
crashed into the earth and its 
impact was so great that dust parti¬ 
cles and debris blocked out the 
sum and caused the food supply to 
die out." 

"We are able to use these bones 
to determine the eating, fighting 
and nurturing habits of the 
dinosaurs," Johnson said. 'If it 
weren’t for the extinction of these 
dinosaurs 65 million years ago, 
there would be no evolution." 

Dinosaur Day continued on 
Saturday with art and science 
activities and workshops.

Computer ‘catch-up’ effort 

New faculty AT&Ts target problem solving

Faculty members can now look up student gra¬ 
duation requirements more easily, hook into the 
ALCE system at the library and conrununicate with 
students in the resident haU of the future with the 
addition of 39 personal computers to faculty offices. 

The AT&T personal computers were delivered 
this week to the faculty selected by the PCs for 
Faculty Selection Committee from 113 applicants. 

"Frankly, it is a catch-up effort, because the stu¬ 
dents now possess very powerful facilities and the 
faculty have to be able to communicate," said Jim 
Stronge, chairman of the PCs for Faculty Selection 
Committee. 

The computers are to address the needs of the 
faculty in solving teaching and scholarship problems. 
They also allow the instructor to interact direedy with 
students in the resident hall of the future, said Joel 
Hartman, Associate Provost to Information Technol¬ 
ogy and Research. 

The computers are funded through a grant from 
the Lilly Endowment and by a donation from Joel 
Hitt. Funding for future expansion comes from 
departmental equipment funds and donations from 
computer and software vendors. 

"Our goal is not to hand out computers. We are 
trying to prdvide powerful resources to the faculty," 
Hartman said. 

The PCs for faculty include the PC 6300 System 
and the ISN Connection. The ISN Connection is a 
campus-wide network where computers communicate 
with each other. Most of the applications for ISN 
Connection were from the colleges of business and 
engineering. Both invested in PCs for their faculty 
through normal departmental funding processes. 

Faculty were selected by the needs they 
expressed on the application dealing with instruction^ 
purposes or on their interaction with the resident hall 


of the future, Stronge said. 

"The faculty that stated a need for research were 
considered, but it was not a main criteria," Stronge 
said. 

"We had 113 applicants. I think that is a good 
indication of faculty interest," Stronge said. 

41 percent of the applications were filled. 

Classes training faculty and some residents are 
being organized by Frank McGee, Bradley University 
microcomputer specialist, twice a week beginning 
Nov. 17 to Dec. 29. 

The classes will be at Neumiller Chapel, taking 
advantage of the state-of-the-art projection system, 
and the lab will be in Baker 104, which also has a 
projection system and all necessary software. 

The classes in Neumiller Chapel will be video¬ 
taped to possibly be shown at a later time on Bradley’s 
cable station. Those who missed the class or mis^ 
some notes can tape it on their VCR, McGee said. 

McGee will teach the classes on DOS. Gerald 
Smith and Frank Thomas will teach the PFS Profes¬ 
sional Write word processing program. McGee and 
Smith will cover Lotus 1-2-3.

A telephone security system, 
soon to be implemented on 
campus, will enable anyone to 
alert security at the touch of a but¬ 
ton.

'The key to a winning season 
is to have a good overall team.

NEW YORK (AP) - More than 
one-third of the major league 
teams have little or no interest in 
signing free agents from other 
clubs, according to general 
managers and other club officials. 

Those clubs that expressed 
interest in interviews with The 
Associated Press said they would 
proceed slowly and did not attempt 
to contact agents for the premier 
free agents on Tuesday, the first 
day contracts could be discussed.

But in the last 
two seasons no team has made 
offers unless a player’s previous 
club has said they were not 
interested in re-signing him.

"TNobody’s going to do anything 
quickly,"' said Cincinnati Reds 
General Manager Murray Cook, 
one of three general managers who 
said he was interested in free 


agents. 

Agents reported that no calls 
from clubs were coming in. 

Tve heard nothing, absolutely 
nothing,"' Bill Goldstein, the attor¬ 
ney for reliever Dave Righetti, 
said. Tm awfully disappointed.

But 
while reflecting on his team’s first 
varsity season Tuesday, Bradley 
coach Tim Conley couldn’t find 
many bad things to say. 

Tm disappointed that we didn’t 
get an invitation to the NCAA 
tournament," Conley said tongue- 
in-cheek. 

An at-large berth, that is. "A 
very at-large berth," Conley 
laughed. 

Joking aside, Bradley’s 6-14 
record was not indicative of the 
things they did during the year. 

"I think we accomplished a 
great deal," the 38-year-old coach 
said. "There were moments of 
very good soccer. I think everyone 
learned a great deal of what it 
means to play Division-I soccer." 

After participating for 19 years 
as a club team, Bradley athletic 
officials decided to give the team 
varsity status. The competition got 
tougher, as did the commitments. 

Players who were used to prac¬ 
ticing two or three days a week 
suddenly found themselves work¬ 
ing out every day. 

"But the big difference was in 
travel time," Conley said. "We 
went from playing ten games last 
year to playing 21 (including an 
exhibition) this year. And with all 
but five games away, that made for 
some late nights and made for 
some major difficulties with the 
academics for some players." 

It also didn’t make things any 
easier for the coach. An associate 
professor of English at Bradley 
since 1982, Conley had to accept 
extra responsibilities. 

"Because we were only a club 
last year, I restricted the amount of 
time I spent outside of practice," 
he said. "This year, I spent a great 
deal more time recruiting, travel¬ 
ing and handling paperwork." To 
acconunodate for the extra work, 
Conley spent his mornings concen¬ 
trating solely on his teaching duties 
and left the afternoons for soccer. 

And the extra effort seems to be 
paying off. "There’s already over 
100 high school seniors already 
interested in playing at Bradley," 
Conley said. "Last year, we had 


Most of the season’s highlights 
happened on the field. They started 
with the first game, a 1-0 loss to a 
powerful Quincy team. That 
game established us as a team that 
could play with an excellent 
team," Conley said. 

It wasn’t until Bradley’s fifth 
game that the Braves were victori¬ 
ous. Illinois College was their first 
victim in a 2-1 defeat. The win 
was the beginning of Bradley’s 
most impressive stretch as they 
won five of ten contests played 
between mid-September and mid- 
October. 

A 2-1 home win over 
Wisconsin-Parkside during that 
period was the season highlight. 
"They were the best team we beat. 
They only lost four games and are 
an NAIA tournament team," Con¬ 
ley said. 

But the end of the season was 
tough as the Braves lost five 
straight before winning at Illinois 
Wesleyan last Friday. Bradley 
was outscored 30-2 by more 
experienced teams in the five 
losses. 

'It was at least exciting to play 
teams of great caliber (St. Louis, 
ISU, NIU)," Conley said. "I think 
before the season, we were a ques 
tion mark in a lot of people’s eyes 
But we established ourselves very 
well, I think. There is not, to my 
knowledge, one team that we 
played, including those who beat 
us pretty good, that does not want 
to play us again. “ 

And some of those quality 
teams may be visiting Bradley next 
year. Conley expects to schedule 
the allowed 22 games, with at least 
half of those being at home. 
Quincy, ISU and Western Illinois 
are expected to travel here, as is 
Southern Illinois. 

Visitors to Bradley may see a 
tougher team next year. Increased 
funding has improved the recruit¬ 
ing effort and Conley expects to 
bring in at lest three or four 
players who can start next year. 

"We only had one scholarship 
available last year," he said. 
"Now we have enough aid avail¬ 
able to offer more scholarships.

CHICAGO (AP)- Jim Frey, 
who never fulfilled his burning 
desire to become a major league 
baseball player, Wednesday was 
named executive vice president and 
director of baseball operations for 
the Chicago Cubs. 

Frey led the Kansas City Roy¬ 
als to the American League pen¬ 
nant in 1980 and the Cubs to the 
National League East divisional 
title in 1984. 

Now he is faced with the most 
challenging task in baseball: 
rebuilding a club that has finished 
fifth and last the past two seasons 
respectively. 

If determination is the key, the 
56-year-old Frey should succeed. 

He began playing baseball on 
the sandlots of Cincinnati as a 13- 
year-old, along with a schoolboy 
chum, Don Zimmer. 

Zimmer and Frey played ball 
together for a high school team at 
Cincmnatij^^estern^I^^ 


American Legiom Although Zim¬ 
mer went on to play in the major 
leagues, where he also became a 
manager, Frey was denied a 
chance to play in the big time. 

He always blamed it on his 5-9 
stature, his lack of speed and a 
weak throwing arm, although he 
did win two batting titles in the 
minor leagues. 

"'Look at this body. It isn’t the 
body of a pro athlete,"' Frey has 
often said when asked why he 
didn’t make it as a major league 
player 

'"Look at him,"" he says, point¬ 
ing to the physique of players like 
Leon Durham of the Chicago 
Cubs. "Where do you think I 
would be if I had a body like that? 
The Hall of Fame?"' 

But the desire always was there 
as indicated by his 14 seasons in 
the minor leagues in places like 
Paducah, Ky.; Evansville, Ind.; 
Hytford. Conm; Ja^cksonville.

"Whenever I felt I had a chance 
to get called to the big leagues, 
something would happen,"" said 
Frey, who had a .320 lifetime bat¬ 
ting average in 14 seasons in the 
minor leagues. 

He retired after the 1963 season 
and tried his hand at selling real 
estate, but that didn’t last. 

He longed to return to 
baseball~to the minor leagues. 

So it was off to Bluefield, 
W.Va., where he managed for 
seven years in the Baltimore 
Orioles’ organization before he was 
called up as a coach with the 
parent club. 

The Orioles then were managed 
by Earl Weaver and his fellow 
coaches included Billy Hunter and 
George Bamberger. As in most 
successful clubs, new managers 
were picked from the coaching 
staff. 

After Hunter and Bamberger 
made it, Frey’s turn finally came in 
1980 with the Kansas City Royals, 
unhappy with 1979’s second-place 
finish under Whitey Herzog. 

Frey won the division and the 


American League pennant but lost 
the World Series to the Philadel¬ 
phia Phillies—then managed by 
Dallas Green, his predecessor at 
the Cubs, his latest challenge. 

The 1981 season was split by a 
strike and Frey had run-ins with 
some players over the team dress 
code. 

When the Royals’ record 
slipped to 30-40, he was fired. 

Frey landed with the New York 
Mets as Bamberger’s batting coach 
in 1982. 

Then in 1984, he was hired by 
Green to manage the Cubs. 

The team was a disaster in 
spring training that year. But when 
executives of Tribune Co., which 
owns the Cubs, asked what was 
going on, Frey said, "1 have a 
plan."" 

Later he acknowledged there 
had been no plan, "Tjut I had to tell 
them something." 

I worked. 

Green made a couple of trades 
and acquired outfielders Bobby 
Dernier and Gary Matthews from 
Philadelphia, giving the team a 
spark and a good start. 

Sensing a chance to win. Green 
traded for pitchers Rick Sutcliffe 
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and Dennis Eckersley and the 
Cubs went on to take the division 
title. 

There was disappointment when 
they lost the playoffs to San Diego 
after winning the first two games 
of a 5-game series. But interest in 
the club was high. 

The following year, the Cubs 
looked headed for another title-but 
disaster struck in the form of inju¬ 
ries. Eventually, all five starting 
pitchers and some regular players 
were injured. 

"1 thought we’d win it easy in 
1985 and we would have,"" said 
Frey. 

""We had better pitchers for a 
longer time than in ’84, but then 
they started going down." 

So did the Cubs. They finished 
fourth. 

A bad start in 1986 and Frey 
was fired in June and replaced by 
Gene Michael. 

Frey spent the rest of 1986 at 
his favorite pasttime, golf. 

Then he turned down the Min¬ 
nesota Twins, which offered him 
jobs as both manager and general 
manager, to become color radio 
commentator for the Cubs.

Robinson: ignorance + power = danger for S. Africa

Stressing the need for Ameri¬ 
cans to learn about the injustice 
placed upon blacks in this world, 
Randall Robinson, referred espe¬ 
cially to the situation of Apartheid 
in South Africa in his speech 
Wednesday. 

"Television exposure of 
Apartheid in South Africa is 
responsible for the United States’ 
concern, and is the reason that 
U.S. policy was being directed 
towards South Africa," Robinson 
said. "Yet, with the loss of televi¬ 
sion exposure. Apartheid has gone 


to the bottom of Congress’ list of 
concerns. This concern needs to be 
gained again. 

"South Africa is not just a 
situation of Racism, but is a full¬ 
blown police state. We (Ameri¬ 
cans) have a lot of responsibility in 
that." 

Robinson said Americans are 
the most ignorant people about 
things going on with the rest of the 
world. He referred specifically to 
the knowledge of Americans about 
the situation in South Africa. "The 
ignorance of the United States is 
staggering. Ignorance plus power 


equals a dangerous combination. 

"Apartheid has a lot to do with 
us. We get a lot of strategic 


materials from South Africa," he 
said, referring to our need for the

SC cafeteria 
may close at 
semester’s end

This year, in response to the 
high enrollment for the fall semes¬ 
ter, the Student Center Cafeteria 
was opened to dorm students to 
shorten the lines in the other 
campus cafeterias. Because of anti¬ 
cipated declining enrollment for 
the spring semester, however, it is 
possible the Student Center 
Cafeteria will not accept meal tick¬ 
ets in the spring. 

Ken Goldin, business manager, 
said, "I like the word ‘possibility’ 
because that is exactly what it is, a 
possibility." The chance exists 
mainly because student enrollment 
every year decreases by about 250 
students from fall to spring. 

Figures indicate that the aver¬ 
age number of students eating at 
the Student Center is 260. There¬ 
fore, if history repeats itself and 
enrollment dips the normal 
amount, Goldin said the overflow 
and long lines in the other 
cafeterias would diminish and 
eliminate the need for the Student 
Center cafeteria to be open. 

According to a survey con¬ 
ducted by Goldin, 82 percent of 
the people who eat at the Student 
Center live north of St. James 
Hall. While they would normally 
eat at Geisert cafeteria, these peo¬ 
ple would probably have to walk 
to the cafeterias in University and 
Williams halls. Although this may 
upset some students, Goldin said 
the inconvenience may be neces¬ 
sary to cut the costs of keeping the 
Student Center cafeteria open. 
However, Goldin will make no 
recommendation prior to 
December 7.

Contra urges peace, democracy

There is a need to democratize Nicaragua, accept 
the Arias Peace Plan and to have a dialogue with the 
Sandinistas, a Nicaraguan Contra rebel said Thursday. 

Alvaro Montalvan, a Contra Freedom Fighter, 
made the comments to a crowd of 120 people at the 
Student Center. 

Montalvan said an authentic democratic system 
has to be established in Nicaragua. 

"We need to have the participation of all political 
sectors of society, we need to have respect for human 
rights and we need to have freedom of the press," 
Montalvan said. 

A major aspect of establishing democracy in 
Nicaragua is access to all of the media. Mont^van 
said the television stations and newspapers are 
currently under Sandinistas control. 

Montalvan said, "Political parties have to be per¬ 
mitted to organize, demonstrate, speak and inform the 
Nicaraguan people their position and to be able to 
have as many rights as possible as the Sandinista party 
have." 

To insure that democracy is given a chance, the 
electoral process has to be honest and made clear. 

"We need to have international supervision from 
the Organization of American States, from the United 
Nations, and from as many countries or as many 
democracies that may be interested in providing assis¬ 
tance," he said. 

Finally, Montalvan said the State of Emergency 


established by the Sandinistas has to be suspended. 

When lifted, the Nicaraguan people will have 
control of their rights again. 

Montalvan said the Sandinistas need to comply 
with the Arias Peace Plan. This plan calls for demo¬ 
cratic reforms, a general amnesty and an end to sup¬ 
port for guerilla wars in Nicaragua, El Salvador, 
Guatemala and Honduras. 

Although the Sandinistas have not agreed upon 
the plan yet, Montalvan said, "We are still hoping 
that by early next year we will have accomplished 
something more tangible." 

Part of the plan calls for a national dialogue with 
the Sandinistas and the Contras. 

"Sandinistas have agreed to talk of the arm resis¬ 
tance but they still need to talk to the political opposi¬ 
tion, " Montalvan said. 

Montalvan said the Sandinistas have established 
the National Commission for Reconciliation, which 
the Archbishop of Managua heads. 

But what Montalvan said the Freedom Fighters 
are still waiting for is a cease-fire from Daniel 
Ortega, the President of Nicaragua. 

"We have every hope they will comply," he said. 
"Ten days ago there was no negotiations, no dialo¬ 
gue. " 

"A lot of things have happened in the last few 
days," Montalvan, said. "There is going to be a dialo¬ 
gue, there is going to be a negotiation for a cease-fire. 
This is a good starting point."

Refunds repaying loans

Illinois student loan defaulters 
are currently facing the loss of 
their ^1987 federal tax refunds. 

The Illinois State Scholarship 
Commission (ISSC) in connection 
with the U.S. Dept, of Education 
(ED) are assigning the defaulted 
loans of borrowers to their refunds 
for the third year in a row. 

The ISSC is assigning loans 
that have had no payment for 120 
days by the Dec. 1 deadline. The 
borrowers were notified by letter 
during the first week of October 
that the loans are being assigned to 
ED. ED then assigns the defaulted 
account to the IRS for any 1987 
federal tax refund. 

Last year 28,050 accounts were 
assigned to ED from this state 
alone. This resulted in 9985 bor¬ 
rowers to lose their federal tax 
refunds for a total of $5.6 million. 
ISSC has assigned 54,237 accounts 
this year totaling $186.7 million. 

For the 1987 state fiscal year, 
ISSC collected $25.3 million 
which is an increase of 49 percent 
over the previous year. More

elements and resources mined in 
that country. 

Yet, he said not only do we 
support Apartheid by our pur¬ 
chases but also by big business’ 
support of South Africa by locating 
businesses in South Africa. He 
feels that global sanctions need to 
be imposed upon South Africa. 

Robinson compared the town of 
Capetown to San Francisco, stating 
there similarities by the fact that

both cities. 

"We can force South Africa to 
sit down and negotiate only by 
imposing sanctions upon Aem. 
South Africa cannot exist without 
the West. What we prop up, we 
have to take away. We should do 
that. 

"All of us have the responsibil¬ 
ity to find out what’s going on and 
to work to change U.S. policy. If 
Americans are going to oppose, 
then we must learn what we are 
opposing." 

He said that America needs to 
learn about the rest of the world, 
and that others know a lot more 
about us than we do about others. 
"W need to know. Racism is still a 
big factor in the world. There is 


defaulters are beginning to pay 
back their loans on their own.

2153 students 
have borrowed or are eligible for a 
student loan as of Nov. 1 at Brad¬ 
ley. 

"Bradley students borrow about 
$5.5 million a year. On the whole, 
they have been prompt about 
repayment," he said. Default is 
currently less than 2% at Bradley. 

Other methods of recouping 
loans include the acquisition of 
property, such as cars or houses. 
The registration for professionals 
such as doctors can be denied of 
their practicing licenses, also. 


no alarm here that we should have 
about South Afiica."

The basic skills of 
a general education 


Most students come to Bradley to get a quality education of 
one sort or another. The quality of education varies as much as 
the students. 

In an attempt to improve the education of all students, Brad¬ 
ley has certain basic skills requirements that must be met before 
graduation. In the fall of 1983, Bradley added general education 
classes to the list of requirements. 

Naive freshmen or non-Bradley students might be inclined to 
think basic skills means walking, taJking, eating, reading, writing, 
sleeping and other such day-to-day activities. 

Oddly enough, speaking (COM 103) and writing (EFE 101) 
are part of the basic skills requirements. 

General education, these naive persons may think, means stu¬ 
dies of Mac Arthur, Patton and Eisenhower. Amusing, but inaccu¬ 
rate. 


These requirements are designed to make Bradley students 
more well-rounded; virtual Renaissance students. 

For the most part, this is a good program and a good effort. 
Classes and teachers to choose from are diverse (in some 
instances maybe too diverse). 

But there are a few concerns that could be addressed. The 
total amount of required hours is a bit much. The requirements 
add up to 37 hours (unless my math skills have failed me, which 
is not likely seeing as math is a basic skill requirement). 

Thirty-seven hours is well over a years worth of classes. 
Why should any student pay exorbitant amounts of money for 
gen-ed courses that could be picked up at any community college 
for a fraction of the cost at Bradley? Is the educational difference 
going to be THAT much, especidly for such courses as finite 
math, or English composition? 


From an economic point of view, Bradley is not a good buy 
in terms of gen-ed, basic skills classes. 

Most students are here for high quality education in their 
specific field of interest. Where they get their gen-ed and basic 
skills requirements may not make much difference education-wise. 

The requirements aren’t 1(X) percent consistent either. One 
can only guess as to why they have a separate section of COM 
103 (Oral Communication) specifically for engineers. Everyone 
knows engineers are a little different, but hey, that’s no excuse to 
deny them an education with the rest of the students. It would be 
wise to mix all students together; most engineers could probably 
use a good dose of liberal arts students anyway. 

There are also special sections of COM 103 for Dorm of the 
Future students. Well hey. Dorm of the Future students must be a 
little different too. 

Why special sections for them? What goes on that’s so com¬ 
pletely different? Do engineers only give speeches on four-bar 
mechanisms, reinforced concrete structures and integrated cir¬ 
cuits? 

Do Dorm of the Future students talk about whose system 
they tapped into, or how fluently they know Cobol? 

The requirements in and of themselves aren’t bad, but the 
success of the program should be evaluated periodically.

This 
can work against you too in the sense 
that I can’t count on 50 hands the 
number of times I have walked into 
Haussler Hall without an I.D. It is an 
inconsistent policy, and until you make 
it consistent, I WILL NOT be singled 
out to perform any disciplinary action 
you see pragmatic.

Bross and Dr. Gaisky how many games 
they have attended and where their 
seats are. If the student involvement 
that the university is so proud of really 
exists, why does it seem that the stu¬ 
dents end up being told where to sit or 
what to do?

Braves are title favorites in improved MVC

The battle for the Missouri Val¬ 
ley Conference Championship. 

Who will have the champion¬ 
ship flag hanging in their stadium 
when the 1988-89 season opens? 

Eight teams, Bradley, Creigh¬ 
ton, Drake, Illinois State, Indiana 
State, Tulsa, Southern Illinois and 
Wichita State, armed only with a 
basketball and hi-top gym shoes 
will cross enemy lines and go into 
battle in hopes of claiming the 
MVC championship. 

Bradley The Braves, which 
were in position last year to be the 
first team to win back to back 
conference championships in 12 
years, ran into trouble in the final 
week of the season. 

The team lost a close game to 
Tulsa, 74-70. Tulsa went on to 
win the conference. The Braves 
were also upset by Drake, 79-77 in 
a game won by a buzzer shot. 

This year Bradley returns every 
starter, including 6-foot-3 guard 
Hersey Hawkins, the nations top 
returning scorer, averaging 27.2 
per game last season. 

To compliment Hawkins, there 
is 6-foot-8 forward Donald Powell, 
who led the Valley in blocked 
shots with 3.2 per game and aver¬ 
aged 14.4 points. Also returning is 
5-foot-11 point guard Anthony 
Manual, who led the MVC in 
assists with 8.8 per game and 8.7 
points. 

Other starters include 6-foot-8 
center Luke Jackson, who aver¬ 
aged 5.9 points per game, and 
Jerry Thomas, who averaged 6.5 
points per game. 

The Braves strength doesn’t 
stop there. 

Bradley possesses probably the 
deepest bench in the conference 
with 6-foot-6 forward Paul Wilson, 
who averaged 10 points a game 
and is the teams best three-point 
shooter. Trevor Trimpe also 
remrns averageing 5 points per 
game. 

The Bradley bench also 
includes top recruit Steve Bay less, 
who may not get much playing 
time with all the versatility of the 
Braves. 

If all goes well for the Braves, 
most of file teams won’t be able to 
keep up with the run and gun 
offense that Coach Stan Albikk 
likes to play. Bradley should win 
its third conference championship 
of the 80s. 

Predicted finish: First place; 
automatic berth to NCAA tourna¬ 


ment. 

Wichita State The Shockers 
will be returning three starters 
from their third place team of a 
year ago. The returning nucleus 
includes 6-foot-9 forward/center 


Sasha Rudunovich who averaged 
11.7 points, 6-foot-8 forward Steve 
Grayer who averaged 8.9 points 
and 6-foot point guard Joe Griffin, 
who averaged 4.7 points. 

Dwight Pray low, last seasons 
sixth man, averaged 7.8 points and 
should be starting guard opposite 
Griffin. Eddie Fogler, who brought 
his team to a 22-11 finish and a 
conference tournament title in his 
first year with the Shockers, was 
co-coach of the year. 

Predicted finish: Second place. 

Tulsa The defending confer¬ 
ence champions lost the backbone 
of their team, which compiled a 
four year record of 95-29, due to 
graduation. 

Fortunately, the Golden Hurri¬ 
canes are not at a total loss. 

Returning to the team will be 
6-foot-4 guard, and All-American 
candidate, Tracy Moore. 

Moore averaged 16.9 points pei 
game and is a two time All- 
Missouri Valley Conference guard. 

The other starter returning is 
6-foot-7 forward/center Donald 
Royster, who averaged 7.9 points. 

J.D. Barnett will have to look 
to his bench for support this sea¬ 
son if the Golden Hurricane will 
have any chance of staying in the 
race. 

Predicted finish: Third place. 

Illinois State Head coach Bob 
Donewald’s Redbirds return all but 
one player from last year’s 19-13 
team which advanced to the 
quarterfinals of the NIT. 

Illinois State will be missing 
all-MVC player Derek Sanders 
who was second in the league in 
rebounding with 8.1 per game and 
averaged 15.8 points. 

In the backcourt, ISU returns 
6-foot-4 guard Jeff Harris who 
averaged 12.5 points and was one 
of the nation’s premier three-point 
shooters, and 6-foot-3 guard Todd 
Starks who averaged 5.5 points. 

In the front hne the Redbirds 
return starters Tony Holifield and 
Cliff Peterson. 

Holifield, a 6-foot-7 
forward/center averaged 11.8 
points. Peterson, a 6-foot-8 for¬ 
ward averaged 8.3 points per 
game. 

Predicted finish: Fourth place. 

Southern Illinois The Salukis 
from Carbondale really only have 
one thing to cheer about. 

6-foot-2 guard Steve Middleton. 

Middleton, who is MVC’s 
second leading returning scorer 
and a member of Associated 
Press’s MVC All-conference team, 
averaged 19.1 points and 60 
rebounds per game. 

Other returning starters include 
6-foot-9 center Tim Richardson, 
9.6 points a game, and 6-foot-1 


guard Kai Numberger, who aver¬ 
aged 10.1 points. 

Three sophomores, 6-foot 
guard Sterling , 6-foot-10 center 
Dave Busch and 6-foot-4 Erik 
Griffin, all redshirted last season 
but are expected to make contribu¬ 
tions. However, the fate of the 
Salukis should lie in the hands of 
Middleton. 

Predicted finish: Fifth place. 

Drake Having lost their three 
leading scorers and the Valley’s 
leading rebounder, the Bulldogs 
should not post too much of a 
threat to anybody. 

The Bulldogs return three star¬ 
ters to the court. 

Bart Fredrick, a 6-foot-10 
center who averaged 5 points a 
game. 6-foot-4 forward Walter 
James who averaged 8 points and 
6-foot-2 guard Glenn Martin who 
averaged 9.4 points. 

Drake lost six lettermen and 
will be using this season as a 
rebuilding stage. 

Predicted finish: Sixth place. 

Indiana State The Sycamores 
will be returning two starters in 6- 
foot-8 forward, Larry Bush who 
averaged 7.5 points per game, and 
7,5 rebounds per game, and 6- 
foot-4 guard Ron Cheatham who 
averaged 6.7 points. 

Do the Sycamores have any¬ 
thing to look forward to? 

If genetics prove to be heredi¬ 
tary they do. 

Indiana State possesses the 
younger brothers of Boston Celtic 
star Larry Bird and Houston 
Rocket star Akeem Olajuwon. 

Eddie Bird a 6-foot-6 forward 
averaged 21.6 points per game in 
high school, and Taju Olajuwon, a 
6-foot-7 forward averaged 14 
points a game and 11.0 rebounds.

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Albeck anxious to see how Braves take pressure

After 16 years of coaching in 
the professional ranks, Bradley 
head coach Stan Albeck has felt 
his share of pressure. And with all 
but three of this year’s Braves hav¬ 
ing struggled through the recent 
turmoils of the Bradley basketball 
program, so have his players. 

So it is easy to see why Albeck 
is calm and confident when talking 
about this year’s team, which has 
received more preseason publicity 
than any other in recent Bradley 
history. 

"The enthusiasm for this season 
borders on absolute sensational¬ 
ism,'' Albeck said in his office 
Monday. "We’re anxious to see 
how they (the players) react to all 
the publicityi Ae ratings, and the 
fact that people are expecting so 
much from this team. All of that 
brings pressure... not that they 
haven’t seen it before." 

All of the preseason indications 
point to an exciting, if not great, 
1987-88 season on the hilltop. 
Basketball Times and Basketb^ 
Digest have Bradley ranked 16th 
nationally, while other publication 
ratings have the Braves anywhere 
from 22nd to 33rd. There is not a 
single publication that has picked 
anyone but Bradley to finish first 
in the Missouri Valley Conference 
and guard Hersey Hawkins is the 
school’s first preseason all- 
American pick ("Sporting News") 
since Chet Walker. 

"We’ve known since last year 
that all eyes would be upon us this 
year," Albeck said. "We accept 
the challenge and look forward to 
upholding the expectations." 

As if being labeled the "team to 
beat" wasn’t enough for the 
Braves, there are other motivating 


factors, namely freedom and 
revenge. 

Freedom. Last season, because 
of NCAA sanctions resulting from 
recruiting violations under former 
coach Dick Versace, the Braves 
were banned from post-season 
play. That ban has since been 
lifted. 

"The fact that they can compete 
in the MVC and NCAA tourna¬ 
ments has got to be a motivating 
factor behind this season," Albeck 
said. "Last year I don’t think there 
was really a motivation factor for 
the whole time because they 
weren’t going to go anywhere." 

Bradley finished the first season 
under Albeck with a 17-12 record. 

"And I think the previous 
NCAA experience they got just 
kind of wetted their appetites a lit¬ 
tle more," he said. Ten players, 
including Luke Jackson who suited 
up but did not play, were around 
when the Braves played two games 
in the 1986 NCAA tournament. 

Revenge. Last year the Braves 
blew a chance to tie for the MVC 
title in the last second of the last 
game when Drake’s Michael Mor¬ 
gan tipped in a desperation shot to 
send Bradley to defeat. 

"I think the fact that we had a 
chance to tie for the title last year, 
and didn’t get it done, left a bitter 
taste in everyone’s mouth," Albeck 
said. "And this year the players 
are dedicated to making amends 
for that." 

But with the abounding motiva¬ 
tions and promise, Albeck has no 
problems pointing out potential 
trouble spots. 

Leadership, something which 
was so important to the 32-3 team 
of two years ago, is lacking m this 
year’s team.

"The difference between that 
year (1985-86) is that then they 
had a leader in Jimmy Les," 
Albeck said. "On this team there’s 
a lot of experience, but there’s not 
a great deal of leadership. Hawk is 
a leader, but more by example. 
Right now we don’t have that 
take-charge guy." 

Free throws, which proved to 
be a thorn in Bradley’s side all last 
year, also could be a problem 
again this year. 

"Our free throw percentage last 
year was just awful," Albeck said. 
Although third best in the league, 
the Braves made just over 68 per¬ 
cent of their free throws last year. 
"If you’re going to win on the 
road, you’ve got to be able to stick 
your free throws in the last five 
minutes. 

"We’ve emphasized free throws 
in practice and we have spent a lot 
more time on them this year," he 
said. 

Another dilemma, although one 
that many coaches probably 
wouldn’t mind dealing with, is 
relying too much on the talented 
Hawkins. 

"The key for us is the fact that, 
although Hawk will score his 
points, we have to have other peo¬ 
ple that will fit in when he doesn’t 
get his 30 or 35 points," Albeck 
said. "You’re going to have to 
have a Paul Wilson, a Donald 
Powell, a Greg Jones, any of a 
number of people come in and 
pick up the slack when Hawk is 
out or is being shut down. And 
they all have done that in the 
past." 

But, despite early injuries to 
Anthony Manuel, Bruce Mordini 
and Len Bertolini, Albeck has 
nothing but positive things to say 


about his team’s preseason prepara¬ 
tions thus far. 

"We’re so far ahead of where 
we were last year," he said. 
"They have made the adjustment 
to the style of play and now we’re 
working on how to refine it and 
expand with it. 

"They’ve got a great deal more 
confidence in what they’re doing 


this year. Now, if I say, ’do this 
drill’ they just snap to it and they 
know what they’re doing." 

Though calm, Albeck has trou¬ 
ble hiding his excitement. 

"I can’t wait for this year to get 
underway," he said. "There 
haven’t been many years that Fve 
looked forward to as much as this 
one."

Next year’s nucleus ready now

It is obvious that Stan Albeck’s Bradley Braves 
will be losing a lot when this year’s seven seniors end 
their careers. 

^^ut we’ll still have Anthony (Manuel), Paul 
(Wilson), and Luke (Jackson) to build around,"" the 
head coach said. "That’s a pretty strong nucleus." 

When you consider that all three will see starting 
time in a season that promises to be one of Bradley’s 
best, the future looks bright indeed. 

But there’s still this season to be played, 
remember? 


Plain and simple, the most important element of 
the 1987-88 Bradley Braves is point guard Anthony 
Manuel. He’s the one who runs the show on the court 
and even Hersey Hawkins can’t score if there is no 
one to get him the ball. 

With Manuel sidelined until this week with a foot 
injury that required a hard-cast, his importance was 
magnified. 

"We’ve struggled without Anthony in there," 
Albeck said. 'It’s like running up to a door and the 
door’s locked. You put Anthony into the keyhole and 
he unlocks the door." 

All-American Hersey Hawkins said: "It’s impor¬ 
tant to this team that he is on the floor from the 
beginning of the season to the end. He’s great at get¬ 
ting the ball down the floor and can see things that 
maybe a younger point guard can’t." 

In his first season as a starter last year, Manuel 
averaged 8.7 points (11.9 after January 19) and 8.8 
assists per game. The assist average tied the Bradley 
mark set by Jim Les in 1984-85 while his total of 237 
was the third-highest ever at Bradley and the most by 
a sophomore. He comes into this season as the 
nation’s second-leading returning assist man. 

Manuel had his cast taken off last Friday and all 
systems appear to be go for his return by the season 
opener Dec. 4 with New Orleans. 

"No question about it, he’ll be in there," trainer 


just making it a gradual, progressive comeback on the 
floor. As long as he feels no sharp pains in the foot, 
he’s going to be fine. If he does, he could miss the 
season." 

Albeck thinks that this year’s most improved 
player will be 6-foot-6 forward Paul Wilson. After 
playing just 15 games as a freshman and shooting 32 
percent from the field, Wilson finished his sophomore 
season third on the team in scoring averaging 10 
points per game. He should See even more playing 
time this year. 

"He’s been lifting weights and bulking up," 
Albeck said. "I think people are going to be 
surprised at the things that Paul Wilson will do for us 
this year." 

Because of his leaping and scoring abilities, Wil¬ 
son may end up starting at the shooting forward posi¬ 
tion at the beginning of the season. 


Believe it or not, 6-foot-8 center Luke Jackson is 
the fastest man on the court for the Braves. In 40-yard 
sprints, Jackson beat out guard Hersey Hawkins, the 
team’s next fastest player. 

That result was typical of the preseason workouts 
for Jackson, who has returned for his sophomore sea¬ 
son more confident and disciplined. 

"He’s absolutely been beating people up the 
floor," Albeck said. "No one works harder than 
Luke. He has the best work ethic on this team. And 
that says a lot because this team works hard." 

Jackson, after being a preseason MVC Newco¬ 
mer of the Year pick as a freshman, averaged 5.9 
points and 6.5 rebounds while playing in all 29 
games.

Hawkins, Powell to lead a senic

Throughout its history, Bradley basketball has 
produced many memorable players and teams from 
"Rocket" Ray Ramsey to Chet Walker, the "Famous 
Five," and the legendary teams of 1949-51. 

Soon, the class of ’88 will be added to the list of 
great Braves basketball memories. 

Hersey Hawkins, Donald Powell, Trevor 
Trimpe, Jerry Thomas, Greg Jones, Len Bertolini and 
Bruce Mordini make up the group of seniors playing 
in their final seasons as Braves this year. 

They have brought Bradley a Missouri Valley 
Conference championship (1986), a top ten ranking 
during an unforgettable 32-3 season, and the school’s 
first all-American since Walker in l%l-62. 

And there’s still a season left to produce even 
better results, according to Hawkins, a preseason all- 
American selection by "Sporting News." 

"No one wants to go out a loser," Hawkins said. 
"We definitely have a top 20 team. We’re not just 
hoping for a Missouri Valley championship and a trip 
into the NCAA’s. We want more." 

That means a trip to Kansas City, the site of this 
year’s Final Four. "Without injuries, and with a little 
luck, I definitely think we’re good enough," a 
confident Hawkins said. 

His teammate and roommate Donald Powell

"This team can go as far as we want to take it," 
the senior said.

The group of seniors didn’t come to Bradley 
together. First, there was Mordini, who came to 
Bradley in 1983. Then came Bertolini, who 
transferred from Loyola-Chicago in 1984. 

In 1985 perhaps the best recruiting class ever at 
Bradley arrived. It included Hawkins, Powell, Tho¬ 
mas, Jones, Trimpe and a bright future. 

After an NIT appearance in 1985 and the won- 
derous 1985-86 season, that bright future almost 
disappeared. 

With the NCAA’s discovery of past recruiting 
violations at Bradley, the well-liked Dick Versace 
resigned as head coach to move to the NBA’s Detroit 
Pistons and it was ruled that there would be no post¬ 
season for the Braves in 1986-87. Many of the Braves 
players considered leaving. Hawkins considered Vil- 
lanova, Trimpe thought about Marquette, others just 
thought about getting out. 

But everyone stayed and Hawkins feels that the 
group of seniors are closer because of the problems. 

"In a sense, I think it did bring us together 
because, when all of that was going on, we had no 
one else to talk to but each other," Hawkins said.

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Freshmen add to team depth

Coming to a team that is 
returning all five starters and has 
been predicted to win the Missouri 
Valley Conference title, this year’s 
recruits hope to contribute in the 
Braves quest for the MVC title. 

Jay Schell and Steve Bayless 
and Deon Butler make up 
Bradley’s 1987-88 freshmen class. 

Because the team is a veteran 
team, head coach Stan Albeck has 
made sure each player knows their 
role on the team. 

T think the kids we got will 
help us out tremendously down the 
road," Albeck said. 

Compared favorably to Trevor 
Trimpe, Schell a 6-foot-6 
guard/forward will be counted on 
to display some of his talents that 
earned him second team (UPI) and 
third team (AP) all-State honors as 
a senior at Stevens Point High 
School in Wisconsin. 

"Jay will probably see a lot of 
playing time, especially with Len 
Bertolini out," Albeck said. "We 
need that outside shooter on the 
floor." 

Averaging only 10.5 shots per 
game as a senior in high school, 
Schell doesn’t need a lot of shots to 
put some points up on the boards. 
He averaged 14 points per game 
and had a career high of 27 points 
in a game his junior year. 


Although Schell comes from a 
team that pushes the ball up the 
court, he has noticed a big 
difference in high school basketball 
compared to college. 

"Tve played fast break but 
nothing like this," Schell said. 
"Physically it’s a lot stronger and 
from my standpoint I get banged 
around a lot out there in practice. 
But you learn everyday." 

Schell’s roommate at 6-foot-6 
and 212 pounds, forward Steve 
Bayless looks far from being a 
freshman. From Chillicothe, Ohio 
Bayless was Chillicothe’s High 
School captain for three years 
averaging 16 points per game and 
14 rebounds as a senior. 

Leading his team in scoring and 
rebounds for three years Bayless 
earned all-Ohio Capi^ Conference 
and all-district honors each year as 
well. His career highs are 35 
points in a game and back-to-back 
23 rebound games. 

"This is probably the first time 
Steve’s played with people who are 
better than him," Albeck said. "He 
can be a terrific player for us and 
Fm sure he’ll have an impact even 
this year." 

"it’s going to be hard to get 
some playing time," Bayless said. 
"The coaches are giving us posi¬ 
tive attitudes. We might get some 
playing time down the stretch." 


Albeck said: "Both kids have 
surprised us with how quickly 
they’ve adapted to the system. 
Even by watching them on film, 
we had no idea that they’d be this 
good for us." 

With point guards Bertolini and 
Anthony Manuel returning from 
foot injuries, the addition of 5- 
foot-9 Deon Butler is a much 
needed one for the Braves. 

Playing three years of high 
school basketball at Simeon High 
School in Chicago, Butler helped 
lead those three teams to an 80-6 
record. 

A three time captain Butler 
earned team MVP honors as a 
sophomore and gathered all-city, 
all-area, all-state honors (by the 
Chicago Tribune) and all-Chicago 
Public League as a senior. 

In his senior year Butler aver¬ 
aged 16 points per game along 
with eight assists per game. 

"Deon was recruited as a 
back-up to Anthony Manuel," 
Albeck said. "He’s not ready to 
step in and play right now." 

"When I was in high school we 
never ran the ball up the floor like 
we do here," Butler said. "We 
used to walk the ball up because 
we had two 6-7s and a 6-8. In 
high school that’s big. Down here 
I like the pro style of play. Coach 
Stan is always saying, ‘run’!"

counting on all of them. 

There’s Trevor Trimpe, the 6-foot-7 role player 
who is one of Bradley’s most dangerous three-point 
shooters. He averaged 5 points and 4 rebounds last 
year despite being hamper^ by a hand injury. 

"Trevor has got to have a great year," Albeck 
said. "He’s a lot like Hawk in that he leads by 
accomplishment on the floor. He’s a very steadying 
influence." 

There’s Greg Jones and Jerry Thomas, labeled 
the "Street Forwards." Jones, a 6-foot-5, 218 pound 
forward has improved greatly since a freshman year 
slowed by weight and knee problems. He averaged 
7.2 points and 4.4 rebounds per game last season. 
Thomas, a 6-foot-6 forward is the team’s best defen¬ 
sive player and averaged 6.5 points and 4.5 rebounds. 

"They’re both well aware of their roles," Albeck 
said. "Jerry is there whenever you need to put a 
stopper on somebody and Greg can really help us on 
the boards." 

Then there’s Bruce Mordini and Len Bertolini, 
injuries permitting. 

"We need Lenny from the outside," Albeck said. 
The 6-foot-3 guard averaged 5.5 points per game and 
hit 21 of 47 three-pointers last year. 

Mordini, who has been slowed by knee injuries 
since the 1985-86 season, can help both inside-and 
outside. 

"We could really use him," Albeck said of the 
6-foot-7 forward who has averaged 1.7 points per 
game his first three seasons. "He’s definitely a factor 
on the boards." 

Whether the two will be able to play depends on 
their health. Bertolini, sufiering from a fractured 
right ankle, could be out for a couple of weeks or the 
entire season. 

"Right now we’re just trying to quiet the ankle 
down," trainer Doug Comer said. "Any change of 
direction in the ankle could cause a problem." 

Comer said that Bertolini’s condition is a "day- 
to-day thing" and that he could be ready for the 
Braves season opener Dec. 4 with New Orleans. 

Albeck isn’t as optiniistic. "Lenny has a serious 
injury. I don’t think he’ll play this year." 

Both he and Comer said that surgery, which 
would keep him out for his last season of eligibility, 
may be necessary for Bertolini. 

Mordini’s situation isn’t near as bad. Comer said. 
After two knee operations, Mordini injured his knee 
again a couple of weeks ago. But the trainer doesn’t 
feel it is serious. 

"He went back to the doctor and the doctor felt 
that he had just broke some adhesivesmwithin the 
knee," Comer said. Tf that’s the case, then it is 
encouraging."

Two players who could make a 
serious contribution to the Bradley 
basketball team over the next cou¬ 
ple of years are Scott Beccue and 
Mike Cash. 

Beccue is a 5-foot-10, 157 

pound guard who transferred from 
Western Illinois University last 
year, but was forced to sit out the 
season due to eligibility factors. 

Although this is his first year 
playing college basketball, his face 
was not totally new to Head coach 
Stan Albeck or the other players. 

Beccue worked out at practices 
with the Braves last semester and 
found a spot on the team because 
of his court skills. 

"He seems to have good court 
presence," Albeck said. "The fact 
that he was able to work with the 
team last year makes a big 
difference." 

Beccue is a four-year varsity 
letter winner at Pekin High 
School, where he led the team to a 
24-4 record in his senior year. 

That year he also averaged 7.8 
points per game and paced the 


team in assists. 

Beccue received most valuable 
player honors in the Pekin Holiday 
tournament as well as honorable 
mention all-state recognition. 

With all the injuries the Braves 
have received Beccue may see 
more playing time than he ima¬ 
gined. 

"He’s played very well for us," 
Albeck said. "Whether he plays a 
lot or not depends on what Ae oth¬ 
ers do to recover from their inju¬ 
ries. " 

Cash, a 6-foot-3, 175 pound 
guard from Indiana is one of two 
sophomores on the Braves roster. 

The sophomore guard spent the 
majority of last season on the 
bench, playing in only eight games 
and scoring three points. 

Cash, whose one base line 
jumper last season put the Braves 
over 100 points against Indiana 
State, feels he’s improves over the 
year but has a long way to go. 

T think Fve figured out what 
kind of transition I had to make 
from high school to college," Cash 


said. "I don’t expect to get too 
much playing time this season 
because I know Fve got a lot of 
improving to do." 

Cash, who is the all-time lead¬ 
ing scorer at Lowell High School 
with 1325 points, averaged 21 
points per game with 3.8 assists 
per game. He shot 56 percent from 
the floor and 72 percent from the 
free throw line. 

A three time all-sectional 
choice. Cash also holds the record 
for most points in one game at 
Lowell High School with 41. 

He is a two time all conference 
selection as well as the Lake 
Suburban Conference MVP his 
senior year.

Bradley coaches announced the 
signings of three more recmits this 
week, bringing the total to four 
during the early signing period that 
ended Wednes^y. 

The small Oklahoma town of 
Taft, population 450, is the home 
of two Braves recruits. Six-foot- 
nine, 210-pound center Xanthus 
Houston of Taft’s Monton High 
School signed Tuesday and team¬ 
mate Scotty Goodson, a 6-foot, 
150-pound guard followed 
Wednesday. 

A letter of intent was also 
received Monday from 6-foot-5 
guard Craig Lillie of Cleveland, 
Texas. Bradley signed its first 
recruit, 6-foot-3 Roman Beach of 
Albequerque, N.M., last Wednes¬ 
day. 

With the end of the fall signing 
period, recruits must now wait 
until next spring to sigh with a 
school. Bradley will have four 
scholarships remaining to offer in 
the spring. 

'1 think we brought in a pretty 
good group of players,assistant 
coach Marty Gillespie said. "But 
we’re far from done. We hope to 
sign at least two more in the 
spring, maybe three." 

The best of the recruits appears 
to be Lillie, an all-state guard who 
averaged 22 points per game in his 
junior season. He chose Bradley 
over Texas , Christian University, 
Texas-El Paso and Sam Houston 
State. 

'He’s an excellent athlete," Gil¬ 
lespie said. "He may be the best 
jumper to play at Bradley since 
David Thirdkill. 


'He has the reputation as an 
explosive offensive player who can 
go inside or bomb away from the 
perimeter," Gillespie said. In two 
preseason exhibition games last 
weekend, Lillie scored 55 and 51 
points. 

Houston, who averaged 24 
points and 12 rebounds at Monton, 
had received home visits from 
Wichita State’s Eddie Fogler and 
Arkansas’ Nolan Richardson, 
among others. He, like teammate 
Goodson, chose Bradley over Port¬ 
land State, Nevada-Reno and 
Idaho. 

"He’s going to be a damn good 
player," head coach Stan Albeck 
said of Houston. 

Other than what they’ve heard, 
Bradley coaches don’t know a lot 
about Goodson. Injuries kept him 
out of summer camps and neither 
Albeck nor Gillespie have seen 
him play. 

"He’s a heck of a scorer and 
point guard who averaged over 18 
points a game," Gillespie said. 
'Trom his stats and what we’ve 
heard, we think he is a very solid 
player." 

It appears that Houston and 
Goodson, close friends, had previ¬ 
ously decided to attend school 
together. 

'Undoubtedly they did," Gil¬ 
lespie said. "They never told us 
that they were either coming 
together or not at all. We never 
felt pressured. We just took it that 
that’s what they wanted to do." 

Gillespie feels that all three 
recruits have a very good chance 
to step in and make important con¬ 
tributions next year.

"Cherryl has got tremendous 
quickness and speed," Boyer said.

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Party peer pressure 
impacts drinking habits

With active audience participation and humor, Michael Green, 
recovering alcoholic and president of the Collegiate Consultants On 
Drugs and Alcohol, spoke to a large group of students in Neumiller 
Chapel Nov. 12 as a part of the Alcohol Awareness Weekend sponsored 
by Intrafratemal and Panhellenic Councils. 

Tm not here to tell you not to drink—Fm here to teach you how to 
drink,'' Green said. Green is a Theta Chi fraternity alumnus and former 
member of the Philadelphia Fliers professional hockey team. 

Green believes one of the most important subjects never taught in 
education is decision making. 

'Tn the party element you never ask question, you just go with the 
flow of the group," he said. 

Simple manipulations of the audience such as having them do and 
say as Green demanded supported his comments on peer pressure. 

Along with the problems of peer pressure. Green spoke of the 
disease of denial with dcoholism. 

"One of the biggest problems with alcoholism is not knowing," 
Green said. "You don’t have to be an alcoholic to have a drinking prob¬ 
lem. " 

Green also spoke of the dangers of mixing alcohol and other sub¬ 
stances. 

"The problem with crack (a form of cocaine) today is curiousity- 
that’s what makes it so popular," Green said. 

To help the students better remember his tips in responsible drinking 
Green explained the acronym "2-HALT." The "2" represents that no 
more than two alcoholic drinks should be consumed in an hour in order 
to keep from getting drunk. The "H." is a reminder not to drink on an 
empty stomach and to eat at least two hours before drinking. "A" advises 
not drinking when you are angry because individuals end up exploding 
oftentimes violently when anger is mixed with liquor. "L" cautions you 
not to drink when lonely because regretful intimate situations often occur 
and depression is usually enhanced. "T" tells you not to drink alcohol 
when tired as it will quicken and increase drunken effects. 

"Students Fve tdked to said they thought he was really great and 
that they were suq)rised because they were expecting a lecture," said Ken 
Edmier, member of Theta Chi fraternity and chairman of the Alcohol 
Awareness Weekend.

Unique religions 
intrigue Fuller

Don’t let Dr. Robert Fuller feel 
the lumps on your head. He may 
find out that you’re either 
extremely honest, or would steal 
the shirt off your mother’s back if 
given the opportunity. 

Fuller, professor of religious, is 
a practitioner of phrenology. The 
study, which dates back to ancient 
Greece, examines conformations of 
the skull to determine mental 
faculties and character. 

Fuller began his college educa¬ 
tion at Dennison University in 
Ohio. A small liberal arts college 
with an enrollment of slightly over 
2,100, Fuller majored in religious 
studies/psychology. He received 
his bachelor’s degree in 1974, and 
then went on to obtain his master’s 
and Ph.D. at the University of 
Chicago. 

Upon receiving his Ph.D. in 
1978, Fuller came to Bradley. He 
has always stayed with small, 
private schools, comparing them to 
an "'ordained ministry."' He also 
feels you have better contact with 
the students at a small school. 

Fuller began as an assistant 
prpfessor in religious studies, mov¬ 
ing up to an associate professor in 
1983. 

He believes that teaching a reli¬ 
gious studies course is like teach¬ 
ing a political science course, and 
often goes about his classes that 
way. "Part of my mission is to 
help students differentiate between 
the superficial and hard elements 
of religion; to make them think 
through the issues at hand, much 
like a political science teacher 
conducts his class. 

Fuller, also a noted author has 
published three books, with a 


fourth due out in the near future. 
His most recent, "Religion and the 
Life Cycle," deals with how reli¬ 
gion changes for people over the 
course of their lives. Another is 
"Unorthodox Medicine and Ameri¬ 
can Religious Life," which deals 
with medicine outside of the 
American Medical Association, 
such as Hydrotherapy, and 
Grahamism, invented by the man 
who invented Graham crackers. 
He believed that if you ate the 
crackers, you would lead a 
healthy, happy, spiritual life. 

Suprisingly, Fuller didn’t like to 
write in college, but now loves to 
be able to see paragraphs and 
pages created before him. 

He combines an enthusiastic, 
dynamic style of teaching with 
some of the more difficult aspects 
of religion. "I go at it, and always 
tell the students that if I offend 
them I apologize." But in his 10 
years of teaching. Fuller said he 
has never had a student complaii). 

Fuller is also part-time adminis¬ 
trator of the honors program, help¬ 
ing Bradley "recruit, identify, and 
retain the brightest and best stu¬ 
dents. " 

When asked about his hobbies. 
Fuller came up with undergraduate 
teaching, his main passion. His 
love "since my first day of col¬ 
lege," Fuller claims to have "never 
worked a day in his life." Because 
of the flexible schedule and doing 
a lot of his work between six and 
midnight, he can live both the life 
of leisure and one of work. 

He also added that his marriage 
is important, having married his 
college sweetheart Kathy. He also 
runs when he can fit it into his 
busy schedule.

The Last Waltz’ dances again

When the movie starts, it 
begins with the end. Robbie 
Robertson walks on, beer and 
cigarette in hand, sport jacket lost 
somewhere backstage. He says to 
the crowd, "You’re still here, 
huh?" And with that, the band cuts 
into their final song...ever. A kick 
’em in the butt and rock them some 
more kind of song called "Don’t 
Do It." 

The movie is "The Last 
Waltz," the place is San 
Francisco’s Winterland, and the 
group is The Band. It’s Thanksgiv¬ 
ing night, 1976, and The Band is 
dancing their last waltz. All the 
greatest influences in rock and roll 
are there to perform one last song 
with The Band: Eric Clapton, Neil 
Diamond, Van Morrison, Joni 
Mitchell, Dr. John, Ronnie 
Hawkins, Neil Young, Muddy 
Waters, Paul Butterfield, and of 
course. Bob Dylan. 

Many people have never heard 
of The Band, perhaps because they 
shied away from publicity and 
hype when they were hot, thus 
their name disappearing over the 
years. But for Band fans, the 
group will never die, their music is 
timeless. 

They played a very down-home 
brand of rock and roll, a little 
blues mixed with a little gospel 
mixed with a little country mixed 
with a little hardcore rock and roll. 
The words were written by guitar¬ 
ist Robbie Robertson, who recently 
released his first solo album since 
the breakup. 

The Band’s lyrics are con¬ 
sidered some of the best by rock 
standards. Robertson was known 
for the lazy, sleepy characters he 
created. 


Robertson is also known for his 
sly little guitar riffs and heavy 
power chords. When Robbie plays 
a solo it is as if the guitar is cry¬ 
ing. If I could freeze any moment 
in time, I would freeze the opening 
chord in "The Last Waltz" when 
Robbie first hits his guitar. The 
look of pride on his face sums up 
what The Band was all about. 

Besides Robertson, The Band 
consisted of four other men. 
Levon Helm, drummer and part- 
time lead singer, Rick Danko, bas¬ 
sist and singer, Richard Manuel, 
pianist and singer, and Garth Hud¬ 
son, organist. 

The music was whole. The 
Band meant every word of what 
they sang, and that is possibly the 
single-most important factor when 
you’re making music. From Helm’s 
rambunctious broken chainsaw-like 
voice to Danko’s weeping falsettos. 
The Band’s music ran from fast 
and kick butt to a point that was so 
sad it could bring tears to your 
eyes. They were legends. 

They started out in their teens 
playing backup for rockabilly artist 
Ronnie "The Hawk" Hawkins. 
Then they tried to make it on their 
own and failed miserably. They 
managed to hook up with Bob 
Dylan, as his backup group, and 
after playing with Dylan for 
several years, they made another 
stab at solo success. They kept the 
same name. The Band, because 
that’s what everybody called them 


anyway. 

Their first two albums were 
raging successes, both making 
"Rolling Stone’s" top 100 albums 
of all time. With songs like "The 
Weight" and "The Night They 
Drove Old Dixie Down," The 
Band was on its way to becoming 


a way of life for many people. 

When you speak of The Band, 
you’re talking about the epitome of 
rock and roll. They lived like 
paupers in the beginning, stealing 
food from supermarkets so they 
wouldn’t starve. Then when they 
made it big, they lived life in the 
fast lane, drugs, booze, women, 
the works. They were rock and 
roll stars. 

Most of the members mellowed 
out after the breakup, Richardi 
Manuel did not. Two years ago he 
hung himself in a Florida hotel 
room amid all his sadness. In a 
recent interview, Robertson said 
that Manuel scared them to death 
because he was so sad. His sad¬ 
ness got the best of him and he left 
this world in a way The Band 
might have sung about. 

The movie is not just a concert. 
It’s a documentary, a rockumen- 
tary, if you will. In some circles, 
it’s known as the premier concert 
film of all time. In between songs, 
director Martin Scorcese talks to 
The Band about their music what¬ 
ever they talk about in the docu¬ 
mentary part usually has something 
to do with the next song. For 
example, they talk about the ani¬ 
mosity of the songwriter, and Neil 
Diamond sings the next song about 
songwriters. 

"The Last Waltz" will probably 
be playing in a theater somewhere 
on Thanksgiving, or you can rent 
it. If you have the opportunity, 
watch it. In the me-decade where 
music is all synthesized drum beats 
and bleeps, and every song is 
about nuclear war or how much 
our government stinks, it is nice tc 
sit back and watch pufe mlisici^s 
make music for the sake of making 
music.

Bradley has been awarded a 
$500,000 challenge grant from the 
Kresge Foundation to be applied to 
the renovation of the Cullom-Davis 
Library.

accept the challenge,"" Abegg said. 

The library renovation will cost 
an estimated $5.4 million; the Stu¬ 
dent Center renovation, $2 million; 
and renovation and remodeling of 
Jobst-Baker, $4 million. 

'Tan (Sturrock, vice president 
for development and University 
relations) has assured me it’s no 
problem, Abegg said, referring to 
the challenge. 

Targeted contributors for funds 
will be those who haven’t resolved 
their Campaign commitments and 
those who have developed a deeper 
commitment to the project after 
previously contributing, Sturrock 
said.

SC cafeteria to remain open

The Student Center cafeteria will remain open to 
students on the school meal plan next semester. Busi¬ 
ness Manager Ken Goldin said yesterday. 

"I think the students’ concerns outweighed every¬ 
thing," Goldin said. The Association of Residence 
Hall’s Food Committee wanted the cafeteria to remain 
available to students on the plan, and several individu¬ 
als called Goldin to offer opinions, he said. 

Goldin said he believes cafeteria lines will be 
shorter next semester because of the decision and 
because less students will be on campus. Enrollment 
will likely drop slightly because of Dumber gradua¬ 
tion and academic ineligibility. Usually enrollment 
decreases by about 250 students from fall to spring. 

An average of about 260 students eat at the 


cafeteria. 

"It will cost the University quite a bit of money 
(for labor)," he said. The cafeteria employs nine peo¬ 
ple. 

Sanford Seigel, ARH food committee chairman, 
said "I think it’s fine, that’s what the committee 
wanted...it shows the school isn’t looking strictly at 
money." He said he thinks a major factor in the deci¬ 
sion was where the students were coming from to the 
cafeteria. More than 80 percent of students eating at 
the cafeteria are coming from north of St. James Hall. 

Were the cafeteria to close, Geisert cafeteria 
would likely be overcrowded. 

Goldin said the cafeteria will close next fall when 
the entire Student Center will be closed for renova¬ 
tions. When the Center re-opens, the status of the 
cafeteria will then be evaluated.

Fee hike proposed 

Funds sought 


for floor unity

The executive council of the 
Association of Residence Halls has 
recommended a proposal to raise 
the hall activity fee by $5. 

ARH President Dave Manst 
says the goal of the proposition is 
to promote unity among specific 
hall councils and floors; a problem 
in the past perpetuated by poor 
financial management. 

The current fee is $10, of 
which $9 goes to the hall council 
of a resident (ie. Williams, Heitz) 
and $1 goes to ARH; no money 
goes dir^y to individual floors. 

The problem with this system 
of organization, Manst says, is that 
some floors go to their hall coun¬ 
cils asking for money. The hall 
councils allot the requested funds, 
leaving the councils with little 
money. This process promotes 
floor unity, but not council unity, 
and is detrimental to hall councils,

he said. 

Geisert and Williams Halls are 
good examples, due largely to a 
high percentage of upperclassmen, 
Manst said. 

"We have seen no good coming 
from the allocations of hall council 
money to the floors," Manst said. 
"By breaking apart hall council 
funds and floor funds, we’ll give 
the hall councils a chance to 
effectively program social events. 

"We’re just establishing a floor 
fund," he said. All residence hall 
students have given at least $5 to a 
floor fund, he said, so the proposal 
is not an increase, it’s just getting 
the money more in advance. 

Under the proposed plan, the 
$15 would bre^ down as follows: 
$8 to the hall council, $5 to the 
floor fund, and $2 to ARH. 

All hall residents will have an 
opportunity to vote on the propo¬ 
se, probably in late February or 
early March, Manst said. No for¬ 
mal plan for voting has been esta¬ 
blish^.

CHICAGO (AP) - THE CITY

ington, as dignitaries, family and 
friends gathered at his fiineral 
while thousands waited outside 
under wet gray skies. 

Ministers, politicians and fam¬ 
ily members stood before the flag- 
draped casket, eulogizing Wash¬ 
ington, who died Wedne^ay of a 
heart attack, as a scrappy politician 
fighter with a warm sense of 
humor. 

Several speakers vowed to 
carry on Washington’s self- 
proclaimed reform administration 
and overcome the political struggle 
now swirling over who will be 
chosen acting mayor. 


BOSTON (AP) - A FEDERAL 
HEALTH OFFICIAL SAYS HE 
WAS SURPRISED when a 
representative of a major tobacco 
company admitted to him that 
smoking is related to cancer, lung 
and heart disease, then asked not 
to be quoted. 

The admission could substan¬ 
tially improve the chances of 
lawsuits against tobacco manufac¬ 
turers, said an anti-smoking group, 
the Tobacco Products Liability 
Project at Northeastern University 
Law School. 

Dr. Ronald M. Davis, director 
of the Office of Smoking and 
Health of the national Centers for 
Disease Control, wrote in a memo 
that Peter Hutt, an attorney for 
R.J. Reynolds Tobacco Co., 
"surprised" him when he ack¬ 
nowledged that the "three major 
health problems related to smoking 
were cancer, chronic lung disease 
and heart disease." 

Hutt, the former Food and 
Drug Administration general coun¬ 
sel, "in effect asked not to be 
quoted as saying that smoking was 
hazardous. I told him I wouldn’t 
quote him in public," Davis wrote. 


WASHINGTON (AP) - FOUR 
COMPANIES THAT WON THE 
COMPETITION for building parts 
of the U.S. space station are virtu¬ 
ally assured of major roles in 
America’s space program for the 
next decade, and perhaps far 
beyond. 

The National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration announced 
the four winners Tuesday, setting 
off celebrations in some cities and 
causing despair in others. 

Those selected were Boeing 
Aerospace of Huntsvd 


MOSCOW (AP) - SOVIET 
LEADER MIKHAIL S. GOR¬ 
BACHEV said his government is 
engaged in "Star Wars" research 
just as the United States is, but he 
insisted the Soviet Union will not 
deploy a space-based missile 
shield. 

Gorbachev’s comment came in 
a television interview broadcast by 
NBC News to American viewers 
Monday night, a week before his 
first trip to the United States for a 
summit meeting with President 
Reagan. The two leaders are 
expected to sign a treaty scrapping 
intermediate-range nuclear mis¬ 
siles. 

Gorbachev’s statement 

confirmed a Reagan administration 
contention that the Soviets are 
working on their own space- 
defense program despite opposing 
America’s Space Defense Initiative, 
known as SDI and the Star Wars 
project.

Soviet liberalism in literature

The politics of the Soviet Union 
has an incredible impact on the 
country’s culture. Dr. Maurice 
Friedburg, head of the Slavic 
department at the University of 
Illinois, said. 

'1 can honestly say that the cul¬ 
ture of the Soviet Union is not the 
world’s most exciting culture,he 
said, addressing a small crowd in 
Jobst Hall Wednesday night. 

Due to mediations between 
communistic values and the values 
of ordinary men and women, how¬ 
ever. Soviet culture is improving. 

Friedburg claims these literary 
mediations are very much a part of 
Mikhail Gorbachev’s political pol¬ 
icy of glasnost, as well as a Soviet 
attempt to impress the West with 
more liberal policies. 

The general reforms focus on 
making literature and drama 
minimally attractive and more 
interesting. U nder Gorbachev, 
Soviet officials recognized that 
books filled with party doctrination 
were useless, and the Soviet peo- 


ple refused to read them. 

'This may not be great litera¬ 
ture, but it is interesting,'" he said. 
'"Authors now inject enough 
material of general interest, such 
as a love story, adventure, mystery 
and unusual settings. 

The end result is books, plays 
and movies which parallel the cul¬ 
ture of Russia. 

'T4ow authors are toning down 
idealistic characters by giving them 
some human weaknesses, making 
the characters more believable, 
Friedburg said. THity can now 
clash with feelings. Public life 
doesn’t always go along with 
private feelings or wants.'" 

Attempting to provide a sense 
of Soviet liberalism, many authors 
are going through literary rehabil¬ 
itation. During this rehabilitation, 
Soviet officials make an announce¬ 
ment to the public that the previ¬ 
ously banned materials will now be 
published in the Soviet Union. 

'The West sees this as a 
liberalization of Soviet culture. 


which they equivocate with a 
liberalization of Soviet life.'" 
Friedburg said, ^ut the reality is 
that promises like this are not 
often kept.'" 

According to Friedburg, the 
Soviets may actually publish in the 
Soviet Union, but sell the pub¬ 
lished material abroad. 

'This happens with a great 
number of books by authors who 
are posthumously rehabilitated, 
he said. 'Rehabilitation can take 
forever. They never publish until 
after death.'" 

'Tou must realize that the most 
important issue in the Soviet Union 
is not freedom of speech. The 
important issue is national econ 
omy.'" 

Friedburg described Soviet 
economy as stagnant, having shor¬ 
tages all over, awful agricultural 
conditions and societal disintegra¬ 
tion due to alcoholism. 

'Treedom of speech is seen as 
a device to improve the national

A leader of the American 
Indian Movement said Wednesday 
at Bradley that there is an erosion 
of democracy in America and that 
a new direction must be taken in 
our government. 

Vernon Bellecourt (WaBun- 
Inini) made the comments to a 
crowd of 40 pec^le at the Garrett 
Center. 

Bellecourt said he is supporting 
the presidential candidacy of Dr. 

Lenora Fulani and the New Alli¬ 
ance Party. 

'The New Alliance Party 
serves the needs of the impover¬ 
ished communities throughout the 
different buroughs of New York, 
particulary of Harlem, and else¬ 
where in other cities throughout 
the country,'" Bellecourt said,. 

Bellecourt said he is delivering 
a message of '"the historical rela¬ 
tionship between the indigenous 
people of this land and those peo¬ 
ple who are descendents of people 
stolen from Africa as part of the 
slave trade. ^ 

He said he supports Fulani, '"a 
young, dynamic, black woman 
from Harlem,'" because she and 
the New Alliance Party are serving 
the needs of their people whose 
needs are similar to those of the 
American Indian. 

Bellecourt said what is eroding 
democracy is the oppression of the 
American Indians and Blacks. 

'"America’s foreign policy today 
is a reflection of it’s domestic poli¬ 
cies first perpetrated against the

origin^ masses here, called the 

Indians,'" Bellecourt said. 

"We see this policy still being 
carried on in Central America, as 
well as other parts of the world.' 

"We say this, we can never 
understand why you Americans 
always insist on taking with a gun 
what you can have through love,'" 
he said. 

"The Democrats and Republi¬ 
cans joined forces to rip off more 
and more land,'" Bellecourt said of 
present day Congress. 

'"More important than the polit¬ 
ical and economic connection to 
the land is our spiritual and cul¬ 
tural connection to the land which 
is a great concern to us as a peo¬ 
ple.'" 

"Without the land base and that 
connection, we will finally become

totally destroyed in our own home¬ 
land,'" Bellecourt said. 

Bellecourt said, "1 want to 
make one thing clear, our struggle 
is for the land. We intend to con¬ 
tinue our struggle till we recover 
all the land that was stolen our of 
the exterior boundaries of various 
reservations, in areas across the 
country.'" 

Today there is a tremendous 
reaction to our movement and 
other movements who are strug¬ 
gling for our God-given right to 
hunt, to fish, to trap and be able to 
have our own court systems, our 
own education systems, our own 
health systems. 

Bellecourt said fair elections 
and standardizing the process of 
getting independents on an election 
ballot will stop the erosion pro¬ 
cess. 

Bellecourt described the two 
major political parties as exclusive 
and said the New Alliance Party 
will give voters a different choice. 

Bellecourt said that the Alliance 
supports Jesse Jackson and has put 
their energy and resources towanis 
the Jackson campaign until the 
Democratic National Convention. 

"If Jackson is not nominated 
the alliance will have a candidate 
in 50 states,'" said Bellecourt, 
referring to Fulani. 

Bellecourt said, ""Maybe Amer¬ 
ica got the president they deserved 
in Ronald Reagan.""

U.S.: isolated expansionist

Throughout its history, the 
United States has changed its 
policy on worid affairs many 
times. Foreign policy is the activi¬ 
ties of a nation*s decision-makers 
arising from their dealings with 
other nations. How a country 
decides to deal with another coun¬ 
try depends on factors such as mil¬ 
itary power, economic standing, 
and, in a democratic society such 
as the U.S., on public opinion. 
The United States foreign policy 
has a major affect on the worid as 
a whole. 

Since the late 19th century, 
America’s foreign policy has 
fluctuated between isolationism and 
expansionism. At the beginning of 
this century, the U.S. became 
involved in the Third World in 
order to emulate Europeans who 
had already colonized much of 
Africa and Asia. The fact that the 
once seemingly endless frontier 
had come to an end also added to 
imperialistic feelings. There were 
also many who believed in Herbert 
Spencer’s ''Social Darwinism "-that 
is, survival of the fittest in the con¬ 


crete jungle-as a reliable theory to 
explain the rationale behind expan¬ 
sionism as a policy. 

As the 192()s and *30s 
approached, Americans were more 
interested in events at home such 
as prohibition and the Depression 
than international problems. It was 
not until the bombing of Pearl 
Harbor—46 years ago this 
Monday-that we ended isolation 
as our foreign policy and began 
defending ourselves and demo¬ 
cracy on foreign shores. 

After World War n, America’s 
position in the world market was 
‘Tar ahead of the rest of the indus¬ 
trialized world. Because of this 
advantage, and the "threat of Com¬ 
munism" throughout the world in 
the government. 

After the Viemam tragedy, the 
strategies of expansionism had 
taken on new form. Rather than 
use direct military forces, 
economic sanctions and other trade 
deceptions violating international 
law could be imposed on a non¬ 
complying nation. 

The United States supplied 


arms and money to support some 
developing nations counter attack 
extern^ aggression or internal 
subversion, presumably led or 
inspired by communists. This sup¬ 
port came to be known as the 
Nixon Doctrine and was continued 
by the Carter Reagan Administra¬ 
tions. Soviet activities in Ethiopia 
and South Yemen, support for 
Cuban troops in Angola and 
Mozambique, and invasion of 
Afghanistan have had Washington 
on its toes about the Soviet’s inten¬ 
tions throughout the ’bOs and 7()s. 

Soviet expansion is too often 
made out to be a threat to Ameri¬ 
can security by our government; 
Many of our country’s leaders use 
this as a reason for our own 
expansionism. 

In 1933, the U.S. installed 
Antonio Somoza Garcia as tha 
commander of a new Nicaragua 
government. Sonmza complied to 
every American economic demand, 
disregarding his own country’^ 
problems. In 1979, Somoza’s son^ 
Anastasio Somoza, was assas-

New chapel policies proposed

Neumiller Chapel renovations 
should be completed during the 
winter break, with the installation 
of new carpeting and seats. Dr. 
Max Kele, dean of the College of 
Liberal Arts and Sciences, said. 

The new chapel also may have 
new policies and procedures 
governing its use, proposed by an 
ad hoc committee consisting of 
large-class teachers stu¬ 

dent representatives and other staff 
personnel. The proposed policy 
includes revisions of the policies 
currently found in the faculty 
handbook. 


Kele, speaking at the Nov. 19 
University Senate meeting said one 
proposed change is the priority 
order for its use. 

It’s a big change because it is 
now a lecture hall, not a multi-use 
room, Kele said. 

First priority would be given to 
large enrollment classes, followed 
by smaller classes that require the 
use of the chapel’s media capabili¬ 
ties. 

Administrative use and 
approved academic lectures would 
have second priority, followed by 
non-Bradley conferences. 


Written approval from the dean 
of Liberal Arts and Sciences must 
be obtained for extracurricular 
uses by student organizations. 
Faculty member or administrator 
supervision must be present 
through entire use by student 
organizations. 

Classes would be scheduled by 
the registrar’s office, conferences 
by the director of conferences and 
all other events by the LAS dean’s 
office.

Plans near completion

The final plans for the Cullom-Davis Library improvements are near 
completion in spite of a few difficulties. 

Library Director Betty Hendrickson said the original construction 
plans have been altered somewhat, and the new blueprints are taking 
slightly longer to confirm than expected. 

Tlie plans call for an addition to the building, which will fill up and 
slightly surpass its 'T'" shape. 'We will expand the basement, first floor 
and second floor,'" Hendrickson said. 

She also said a third floor is planned for the new area; it is expected 
to contain the library’s special collections, the music library and the 
learning assistance program. One of the most obvious changes in the new 
layout is the absence of rounded outer walls on the new extension to the 
building. Hendrickson said that this rounded appearance has been aban¬ 
doned, apparently permanently. 

"lExcavation should begin this spring sometime. It is hoped that the 
expansion will be completed in the summer or fall of 1989,'" Hendrick¬ 
son said. The entire renovation process may be finished as early as Janu¬ 
ary 1990 if no delays are encountered. 

The construction, which is expected to cost roughly $5 million, 
should allow for sufficient space to add books until the year 2000. The 
extension wiU also offer considerably more seating, space, and books as 
well as a greatly enhanced reserve room and audio-visual area, Hendrick¬ 
son said. 

She added that there are currently about 650 seats int he entire 
library, of which only 550 are actually available for study purposes. 
After this project is completed, there will be approximately 1,000 seats 
for students. Tliis seating is not, as Hendrickson pointed out, included in 
the cost of the project. 

A large problem Hendrickson forsees is student accessibility during 
construction. After the extension is added, the old portion of the library 
will be remodeled and rearranged. 

'"One of our goals is to make the library available throughout the 
renovation. It’s going to be a challenge.'" 

She is glad the project is so close to actual execution. 'T think it’s 
wonderful that it’s moving,'" she said.

Somoza regime. 

Since 1985, the United States 
government has been supplying the 
contras with hundreds of millions 
of dollars in an effort to overthrow 
the Sandinista government. The 
reason for so much support, the 
Reagan Administration tells us, is 
that the Soviets are a direct threat 
to us if they are in any way 
involved in Central America. Does 
he think there will be another 
Cuban Missile Crisis? (jorbachev 
does not strike me as the kind of 
leader looking for international 
condemnation. 

The same situation is occurring 
in the Middle East. The Reagan 
Administration is looking for big 
business and wants an economic 
stronghold there. If the American 
flag did not fly on Kuwaiti ships, 
the Russian flag surely would. And 
then we would be in deep trouble. 
We would have to rely on our oil 
fields in Texas and Alaska, and 
those in Mexico for our energy.

Gaisky plays key role in recruitment

You have often seen his picture 
on the inside of your Student 
Handbook and wondered, "Who is 
this guy and why does he get his 
picture in here anyway? " 

The man in question is Dr. 
Alan Gaisky, associate provost of 
student affairs at Bradley. 

Gaisky grew up in Chicago and 
began Ms college education at 
Roosevelt University in downtown 
Chicago. He received his 
bachelor’s degree in 1964 in biol¬ 
ogy, then took a year off to teach 
hi^ school chemistry and biology 
in the city. 

Then in 1%5 he attended 
Northwestern University where he 
went on to obtain both his master’s 
and doctorate in plant physiology. 

Upon graduating, Gaisky came 
to Bi^ey in where he began as an 
assistant professor in biology, 
became an associate professor in 
1972 and finally a fuU professor in 
1977. 

In 1981 he moved up to the 


administration level, where he 
became the assistant, then associate 
dean of the Graduate School in 
1983. Gaisky continued to teach 
part-time from 1981-84, and since 
then has had litde time to teach, 
though he continues to teach a 
freshman experience course. He 
has not, however, abandoned biol¬ 
ogy, and is still involved in 
presenting papers to groups around 
the country. 

His role as associate provost 
encompasses a broad scope of 
activities, from career development 
to enrollment management, while 
also arranging and providing a 
wide range of activities in which 
students may participate. 

Gaisky is also very much 
involved with the parents of the 
students that attend Bradley, pro¬ 
viding them with a program so that 
they are able to contact the 
University at anytime, while feel¬ 
ing they can paiticipate in their 
son’s or daughter’s education. 

When asked what his future 
goals for Bradley are, Gaisky said. 


To continue offering top quality 
undergraduate education, to pro¬ 
vide students with a compreten- 
sive, cooperative education, and 
while also providing them with a 
wide range of activities so that 
they feel part of the Bradley com¬ 
munity. " 

He adds that Bradley wants to 
continue a competitive enrollment 
management strategy so that they 
will be able to attract the quality 
and quantity of students it has in 
recent years. 

He looks to "Improve upon the 
physical facilities and the life in 
residence halls," and "to continue 
to provide a University campus 
atmosphere responsive to our 
students."

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Sawyer acting mayor 


CHICAGO (AP) - Veteran black Alderman 
Eugene Sawyer was elected mayor Wednesday with 
support from old-guard whites in a raucous City 
Council meeting and immediately challenged predic¬ 
tions that his victory marked a return to machine poli¬ 
tics. 

Sawyer took the oath of office moments after the 
pre-dawn election and vowed to move ahead with the 
agenda of the late Mayor Harold Washington’s, whose 
death a week earlier left the question of a successor to 
the City Council. 

'Tou have heard questions about my support of 
the reform movement, ^ Sawyer said. HLet me end all 
speculations now. 

"The reform movement initiated by Mayor 
Harold Washington shall remain intact and go for¬ 
ward. It will continue untainted by special interests 
for the rich and powerful ." 

But some ilies of the city’s first black mayor 
predicted Wednesday that Sawyer would revert to 
old-style Chicago politics - cronyism and wheeling 
and dealing - during his 17-month stint as acting 
mayor. Voters will elect a mayor in the April 1989 
municipal election to serve until 1991, finishing out 
Washington’s floor leader, by a vote of 29-19 with 
two abstentions in the 50-member council. 

Evans’ 19 votes came from the council’s four 
Hispanics, several whites from liberal lakefront wards 
and 12 black supporters of Washington’s self- 
described reform agenda. 

Sawyer, the longest-serving black alderman with 
16 years on the council, was supported by 23 whites, 
many of them varans of the c^^sition bloc that 
vigorously opposed Washington during his first term 
in conflicts known as ""Council Wars."" Six of the 18 
black council members also voted for him at the end 
of the 6 hour meeting. 

The council majority that elected Sawyer likely 
would stymie any efforts at reform, observers said. 

""Even if Sawyer were to moderate his return to 
the old ways, he is faced with controlling a bloc that 
has absolutely no interest in reforming it’s ways,’ said 
political strategist Don Rose, who worked for 
Washington’s spring re-election campaign. 

"1 think you’ll see a lot of old-style Chicago 
wheeling and dealing on contracts and jobs that’ll 
make Washington’s era look like Camelot."" 

Rose pr^cted Sawyer would oust key Washing- 


ton appointees in the next few weeks, such as Ernest 
Barefield, the late mayor’s chief of staff; Jackie 
Grimshaw, chief of intergovernmental relations; and 
Judson Miner, the corporation counsel. 

Within eight hours of Sawyer’s election. Streets 
and Sanitation Commissioner John J. Halpin offered 
his resignation, but said he would stay if the acting 
mayor wanted him. Sawyer also has plans to try oust 
the Chicago Transit Authority’s chairman and top exe¬ 
cutive, the Chicago Tribune reporters Wednesday, 
quoting unidentified sources. 

Sawyer’s 4:01 a.m. CST election climaxed a 
chaotic 19 hours of political intrigue. Ten aldermen 
reported death threats, an estimated 5,000 protestors 
mobbed City Hall and an eleventh-hour lawsuit was 
filed in an unsuccessful bid to stop the council vote. 

The Better Government Association, a consumer 
group, said Wednesday it would proceed with its 
lawsuit accusing City Council members of violating 
the state’s Open Meetings Act by gathering in secret 
to discuss selecting an acting mayor. A spokeswoman 
said the BGA was considering an attempt to nullify 
Sawyer’s election with the lawsuit. 

Evan’s said early Wednesday he also was consid¬ 
ering a legal challenge to the vote, but declined to be 
more specific. 

Most of the predominantly black crowd of 
protestors at City H^ supported Evans, calling for a 
delay in the vote to give Evans time to muster a 
majority. Many chanted and waved signs. 

At one point early Wednesday, as the council 
bogged down in parliamentary maneuvering before the 
vote, spectators waved dollar bills. 

"How much. Sawyer? How much?"" they 
shouted. "Ho deals!"" 

In his acceptance speech. Sawyer pledged: 
"There will be no cronyism or favoritism. When 
Harold Washington proclaimed the machine is dead, 
he was speaking the absolute truth.’ 

But Rose said white aldermen who opposed 
Washington found they could support Sawyer be»;:ause 
"Tie is No. 1 pliable and seconffiy defeatable"" in the 
next mayoral election. 

"They wanted someone who would go along with 
what the white majority wanted in the council and 
someone who is weak enough so he couldn’t reorgan¬ 
ize and become another Washington and shut these 
guys out,"" Rose said. 


Reagan questions giasnost 
Gorbachev anti-Star Wars 


WASHINGTON (AP)- As he 
approaches next week’s confronta¬ 
tion with Soviet leader Mikhail S. 
Gorbachev, President Reagan is 
leaving no doubt that it is, in the 
words of his chief spokesman, ""a 
summit between (dd enemies."" 

Gorbachev isn’t going out of his 
way to be accommodating either, 
despite the smiles and cordial 
handshakes that are expected to 
mark the third meeting of the two 
superpower leaders beginning 
Tuesday. 

In a series of statements this 
week, Reagan has made clear, 
g^rtly for the benefit of hard-line 
conservatives who had begun to 
doubt it, that his anti-communist 
fervor has not abated since the 
1983 speech in which he called the 
Soviet Union ""the evil empire ."" 

On Monday, addressing the 
conservative Heritage Foundation, 
the president questioned 
Gorbachev’s mudi-heralded policy 
of ""giasnost,"" or increased open¬ 
ness in Soviet society, calling it ""a 
promise as yet unfulfilled."" 

The next day, spea^g to high 
school students and their parents in 
Jacksonville, Fla., Reagan simi¬ 
larly cast doubt on the policy of 
detente embraced by the United 
States in its dealings with the 
Soviets during the Nixom adminis¬ 
tration. 

"While talking friendship, the 
Soviets worked even faster on the 
largest military buildup in world 
history,"" he said. "They stepped 
up their aggression around the 
world. They became more repres¬ 
sive at home."" 

"We do not want mere words, 


Reagan said. 

""As if to drive his point home, 
the president sent a report to 
Congress on Wednesday charging 
continued Soviet violations of amu 
control agreements and saying that 
""correcting their violations of arms 
control agreements and saying that 
""correcting their violations will be 
a true test of Soviet Willingess to 
enter a more constructive relation¬ 
ship."" 

In an intervies broadcast on 
NBC television Monday night, the 
Soviet leader said Reagan will be 
responsible for ""destabilization 
wiffi unforeseeable consequences"" 
if he persists in his ""Star Wars"" 
missUe defense plan, that a politi¬ 
cal settlement in Afghanistan could 
be reached very quickly ""if the 
American administration reaUy 
does sincerely want that problem 
to be resolved,"" and that it is ridi¬ 
culous to think of the United States 
"T)eing threatened by the Sandinista 
regime"" in Nicaragua, as Reagau 
so often says. 

Despite their differences, how¬ 
ever, both leaders say they want to 
improve filiations and they are 
expected to be all affability- at 
least at first- in their public appear¬ 
ances. 

"The president is by nature a 
very genial sort of fellow and, 
except when he’s putting the 
screws to you, so is Gorbachev,"" 
said Richard Perle, a former assis¬ 
tant secretary of defense who 
accompanied Reagan to the two 
previous summits in Geneva and 
Reykjavik, Iceland.

Flynt, Falwell in libel litigation 


WASHINGTON (AP) The 
Rev. Jerry Falwell and sex maga¬ 
zine publisher Larry Flynt listened 
in silence Wednesday as the 
Supreme Court used a dispute they 
sparked to explore the legal boun¬ 
daries of satire and parody. 

The justices, whose ruling is 
expected by July, must decide the 
validity of a $200,000 award won 
by Falwell for an advertising 
parody published by Flynt’s maga¬ 
zine, Hustler. 

Tlie phony ad purportedly 
quoted Falwell, a Baptist minister 
who until recently led an organiza¬ 
tion called the Moral Majority, 
discussing a sexual encounter with 
his mother in a Virginia outhouse 
and a habit of g^ing drunk before 
giving sermons. 

The court is being asked to 
decide whether people who say 
they suffered emotional distress 
over a satirical attack should have 
a better chance of winning a 
lawsuit than if they sued for libel. 

The case is being closely 
watched by many in the news busi¬ 
ness, especiafly political cartoon¬ 
ists and commentators. 

Flynt’s lawyer, Alan Isaacman 
of Beverly Hills, Calif., portrayed 
the ad as just one salvo in a con¬ 


tinuing political battle between 
Flynt and Falwell. 

"Hustler has every right to say 
that man is full of b.s.,"' Isaacman 
said. "This is a public figure, 
somebody who’s supposed to have 
a thick skin.’ 

When he added that the effect 
of the ad is "Hustler saying let’s 
bring this stuffed shirt down to our 
level,"" many in the courtroom, 
including several justices, erupted 
in laughter. 

Falwell’s lawyer, Norman Roy 
Grutman of New York City, urged 
the court to uphold his client’s 
legal victory. He called the ad 
parody ""deliberate, malicious char¬ 
acter assassination"" that should not 
go unpunished. 

The justices - especially Sandra 
Day O’Connor, John Paul Stevens 
and Antonin Scalia - appeared to 
be struggling for some way of 
balancing free-speech rights with 
legal protections against offensive 
attacks. 

O’Connor for Isaacman to con¬ 
cede from emotional distress. She 
also quizzed Grutman about the 
limits of such protection. 

At one point, O’Connor 
referred to journalists’ pursuit of 
stories about former presidential 


candidate Gary Hart’s relationship 
with model Donna Rice. ""Should 
that result in liability?"" she asked. 

Grutman said no. 

When Isaacman told of a 200- 
year-old political cartoon picturing 
George Washington on a donkey 
and referring to Washington as an 
""ass,"" Justice Antonin Scalia said, 
"1 can handle that. I think George 
could handle that."" 

Amidst the courtroom laughter, 
Scalia added. That’s a far cry 
from committing incest with your 
mother in an outhouse."" 

Outside the court building, 
Falwell said he sued Flynt and 
Hustler for $45 million. He 
accused them of libel, invasion of 
privacy and intentional infliction of 
emotional distress. 

A federal jury in Roanoke, 
Va., in late 1984 ruled that the ad 
did not libel Falwell, and the 
presiding judge threw out the 
invasion-of- privacy allegation. 

But the jury riled for Falwell 
on his allegation of emotional dis¬ 
tress. It awarded him $100,000 in 
compensatory damages and 
$100,000 in punitive damages. 

The ,4th U.S. Circuit Court of 
Appeals upheld the award last 
year. 


Drug reduces death among alcoholics 


BOSTON (AP)- A widely avail¬ 
able medicine appears to 
significantly protect alcoholics 
from fatal liver disease, even when 
they continue to drink moderately, 
a study has found. 

The drug, called propylthioura¬ 
cil or PTU, cut the death rate in 
half among alcoholics who took it 
over two years, and it was almost 
completely effective among those 
who drank the least. 

Experts cautioned the medicine 
doesn’t allow people to drink 
heavily, and the best way to avoid 
liver disease stiU is to give up 
alcohol. 

Ordinarily, PTU is used to 
threat overactive thyroid glands. 
Researchers at the Addiction 


Research Foundation in Toronto 
found that it also seems to protect 
the liver from the poisonous effects 
of alcohol. 

An estimated 18 million Ameri¬ 
cans have serious drinking prob¬ 
lems, and liver disease is a com¬ 
mon cause of death among them. 

"In the long term, it looks like 
PTU is beneficial to patients, even 
though they continue to drink,"" 
said Dr. Jerome Zeldis of Boston’s 
Beth Israel Hospital. Tm very 
much tempted to try it on a few 
patients."" 

However, he and Dr. Thomas 
LaMont of Boston University 
School of Medicine noted that the 
drug didn’t help people who drank 
heavily. 


The current management of 
anyone with any complications of 
alcoholism in to stop dr in ki n g 
completely forever,"" said LaMont. 

"The public h^ to hear fliat, 
because this could be used as a 
crutch to continue drinking."" 

The study, directed by Dr. 
Hector Orrego, was publi^ed in 
Thursday’s New England Journal 
of Medicine. 

The researchers studied 310 
alcoholics who had cirrhosis and 
other liver disease caused by 
drinking. 

The researchers did not specify 
how much the people actually 
drank while enrolled in the study.

Head coach Pam Stanek was pleased that she was 
able to play everyone, especially the play of the fresh¬ 
man. 

T)iana (Johnson) set two of the games, ^ Stanek 
said. '’She played real well. 

Johnson collected eight assists in the two games 
and Julie Penn, the other setter, tallied 12 assists 
along with 11 digs for her defensive efforts.

After winning the first two games by close 
scores, Stanek attributes the loss of the third game to 
bad passing and poor hitting.

Any way you look at it, 
tonight’s game between the Univer¬ 
sity of New Orleans Privateers and 
the Bradley Braves is a big one. 

It’s a question of credibility for 
the visiting Privateers, despite the 
fact that by last season’s end, UNO 
was a top twenty team and a 
second-round NCAA tourney con¬ 
tender. 

"We’re still sort of a non-entity 
down here,"^ UNO head coach Art 
Tolis said Tuesday. "We don’t 
have anywhere near the tradition 
that a school like Bradley does, 
and we’re trying to establish that. ^ 

Tolis, in his first year as a head 
coach at UNO after assisting 
Benny Dees there the past two, has 
four returning starters from a team 
that went 26-4 last season. The 
Privateers advanced to the second 
round of the NCAA tournament 
before losing to Alabama 101 =76. 

"Teople still don’t know that 
much about us,"' Tolis said. "'So 
this is a big game for us. We’re 
looking forward to playing a team 
like Bradley because it gives a 


chance to show ourselves. 

For Bradley, it’s a question of 
regaining the confidence that Stan 
Albeck’s team had at the close of 
last season. 

"Tve stressed to the team that 
we need to pick up where we left 
off last year,"' Alb^k said.

Injured Braves returning slowly but surely

The Bradley basketball team is 
still running into problems with 
injuries, before the start of the sea¬ 
son. 

The latest fate the braves have 
run into has to do with All- 
American senior guard Hersey 
Hawkins. 

Hawkins suffered a first degree 
sprain to his left ankle in a three 
on two scrimmage in last Friday 
evening’s practice. 

"It is only a first degree sprain, 
so we are very optimistic that he 
will be fine," trainer Doug Comer 
said. 

Hawkins, who played only 10 
minutes of last Friday’s scrimmage 
against Marathon Oil, and scored 
only five points, was taken out of 
the game for precautionary meas¬ 


ures. 


"As the game progressed, his 
ankle started to aggravate him, so 
we took him out," Comer said. 

Hawkins has been going 
through a rehabilitation process all 
week, in preparation for this 
evening’s game against New Orle¬ 
ans. 

"He has progressed very well 
in rehabilitation," Comer said. 
"We’re taking a wait and see type 
attitude. Unless some type of freak 
thing happens on the court, he 
should be fine." 

Starting point-guard Anthony 
Manuel has been rehabilitating 
from a stress fracture in his left 
foot. 

"He is doing very well," 
Comer said. "He has a little sore¬ 
ness, but is progressing well." 


Manuel was close to his old 
form in the exhibition game 
against Marathon. 

He scored eight points and had 
five assists in the 20 minutes that 
he played. 

Len Bertolini and Bruce Mor- 
dini are the last of the injury- 
plagued players on the Braves 
roster. 

Bertolini suffered a stress frac¬ 
ture to his ankle when he fell in a 
hole while running in practice. 

"At this point movement is 
tough. Len has problems with 
lateral movements and back ped¬ 
dling," Comer said. 

Bertolini could possibly play 
tonight but his time on the court 
would be minimal. 

"Right now he can’t operate at 
the speed he needs to," Comer 


said." We’re taking a more serious 
look at surgery. 

Mordini, who has suffered knee 
problems throughout his career, 
continues to go through rehabilita 
tion. 

"He’s had two surgeries and we 
are bringing him back gradually, 
Comer said. 

Tentatively speaking, we arc 
looking at a week to 10 days 
before Bruce can get back to 
significant practice time.' 

If Mordini gets into the games 
this season, he will bring court 
experience and a good perimeter 
shot, which should help the 
Braves.

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Break-in outbreak 

Neighborhood homes hit during break

The Peoria Police Department and 
Bradley security are still investigating the 
rash of burglaries which have occured in the 
Bradley area during its interim period. 

"At this time, we have no suspects, but 
we are still investigating, and hope to make 
an arrest soon," Sgt. Richard Jordan of the 
Peoria police said. 

Police were reluctant to comment due 
to impending investigations. 

On-campus burglaries included the ran¬ 
sacking of offices in Swords Hall, with 
vending machines being vandalized and a 
breifcase and watch, valued at $55, reported 
t^ken from Bradley President Martin 
Abegg’s office. 

Reports indicate that Swords was 
entered through a broken basement window. 

In addition, several burglaries were 
reported by off-campus students. 

"We think it may be the same person 
or group, but we don’t suspect them to be 
affiliated with Bradley," Dave Baer, director 
of Bradley security, said. 

The stolen goods ran the gammit from 
VCR’s and microwave ovens to gym shoes, 
cologne and spare change. 

"They stole sweaters, liquor, and they 
even got my hairdryer," John Christopher, 
president of Pi Kappa Alpha, said. 

The Pike house was one of at least 10 
burglaries involving Braidley students and 
neighboring residents. 

Christopher reported that intruders 
entered the house by breaking a ground floor 
window. Other damages included broken 


door frames. 

A burglary was suspected and reported 
to Bradley security when stereo equipment 
was found piled by the house’s patio area. 

Pike was not the only fraternity report¬ 
ing a break-in. In addition, FUI notified 
security of a similar burglary. 

As in the incident at Pike, the FUI 
house was forcibly entered through a base¬ 
ment window and similar items were taken. 

"The microwave was stolen," Anthony 
Davis, president of FUI, said. "Some of the 
guys even had mugs of change stolen." 

Christopher and Davis reported that no 
one was living in either house during the 
incidents. 

Other off-campus students also reported 
similar crimes. 

Dana Davis, a junior education major, 
came home from the Bradley-ISU basketball 
game to find that her house had been broken 
into. 

"All my drawers were pulled open and 
gone through and I noticed that my jewelry 
box was missing," Davis said. "Wdking out 
of the house to call the police, I saw that the 
VCR was gone." 

For Kathleen Francisco, a junior speech 
communications major, a similar burglary 
has left lingering concern for her own 
safety. 

"I feel very violated because they went 
through my personal possessions and I don’t 
feel safe coming home," Francisco said. 

"My parents want me to move out. I 
don’t think Fll be living here next semester," 
she said. 


Snow, ice freeze finals

Snow and slush meant more than poor 
weather for Bradley students taking final 
exams on Tuesday, Dec. 15. 

If students made it through the nine 
inches of slush on Main Street, they may 
have arrived to empty exam rooms. 

"Because the weather prevented stu¬ 
dents and teachers from getting to Bradley, 
the decision to extend some exams was 
made to accommodate students," said Regis¬ 
trar and Director of Institutional Research 
Ruth Jass.

Students who were unable to take a 
make-up exam before the end of the semes¬ 
ter were given a grade of incomplete. If the 
final grade for a student who received an 
incomplete due to the snowstorm is submit¬ 
ted by Feb. 15, no record of having 
received the incomplete will be on the 
student’s record. Instructors should indicate 
on the removal of incomplete form that this 
situation applies. 

Jass said one concern of the extension 
for exams was the number of incompletes 
that might result.

responsibility felt by many seniors 
as graduation grows nearer are the 
awakening of primal impulses, 
^nce few other options exist for 
the college graduate, it’s time to 
start looking for a job. 

Soon the classroom will 
become the office and the social 
environment of college will be but 
a memory. All this happens after a 
job is found, but where do you 
start? 

"The job search takes a great 
deal of energy and enthusiasm, and 
to be successful it takes a lot of 


time and money," Jane Linnen- 
burger, director of the Center for 
Career Development, said. Job 
searching is a process, she said; 
students can’t expect to find a job 
in a couple weeks. 

Students seeking full-time jobs 
should devote four to eight months 
to the search, Linnenburger said. 

Those who use the Center 
(about 75 percent of the 1986-87 
graduates, according to the 
Center’s placement summary) are 
assigned an advisor to help 
develop job search strategies based 


on interests, preferences and avail¬ 
able resources. A contact list is 
also established at this point. A 
contact can be a friend, parents of 
friends, employers, teachers, 
"Anyone that could give you job 
leads or give you information 
about careers and kinds of employ¬ 
ment. 

"You’re starting to build a net¬ 
work. Through networking you 
talk with one person who intro¬ 
duces you to someone else, who 
introduces you to someone else, 
and it just mushrooms," she said. 


The placement summary 
prepared by the Center listed the 
top four sources for accepted job 
leads as: 

1. Center for Career Develop¬ 
ment 

2. Relative or friend 

3. Developed lead on own 

4. Newspaper or magazine ad 

An effective resume is the key 

to getting an interview, Linnen¬ 
burger said.

AP Update 


BEIRUT, Lebanon (AP) - A 
band of armed men kidnapped a 
West German Wednesday in one 
of the busiest districts of Syrian- 
controlled west Beirut. Police said 
the abductors later called the man’s 
uncle but made no demands. 

The kidnapping occurred as a 
Lebanese Shiite Moslem accused 
in a TWA hijacking took the stand 
in West Germany in the trial of his 
brother, who is charged with 
abducting two West Germans in 
Beirut in a bid to free him. 

In the Duesseldorf courtroom, 
the judge said that if the Beirut 
kidnapping was related to the trial, 
'’it could make the situation 
tougher here ..." 

The kidnap victim was 
identified by police and relatives as 
Ralph Rudolf Schray, 30, who 
' works for a chemical company and 
has lived in Lebanon for most of 
his life. 

PHOENIX, Ariz. (AP) - Gov. 
Evan Mecham was officially 
notified Tuesday that he must 
resign by Saturday or run in a 
recall election, but a spokesman 
said he has no plans to quit. 

Secretary of State Rose 
MofFord, a Democrat who would 
replace the Republican governor if 
he resigned or were removed, 
went tot. he governor’s office to 
deliver a letter outlining his 
options. 

Mecham, 63, also faces a crim¬ 
inal trial March 9 on charges of 
concealing a $350,000 campaign 
loan, and he faces possible 
impeachment by the House, 
perhaps as early as next week. 

Mrs. Mofford’s letter told Mec¬ 
ham he has the right to submit a 
200-word statement ’’defending 
your official conduct” which would 
be included on the recall ballot. 


BLOOMINGTON, Bl. (AP) - 
A judge jailed a 9-year-old boy for 
five days after his repeated scrapes 
with the law, releasing him after 
an attempt to teach him ”there are 
consequenses for his actions,” 
authorities said Tuesday. Attorneys 
involved in the case said McLe^ 
County Circuit Judge William 
Caisley ordered the both to the 
county jail last Wednesday after 
the youth pleaded guilty to charges 
of criminad damage to property of 
more than $300. 

Tve never heard of anybody 
that young being placed in the ! 
McLean County jail,” said Ronda 
Glenn, an attorney appointed to 
represent the boy’s mother in cus¬ 
tody proceedings. 

”I think the judge surprised 
everyone in the courtroom,” said 
Patrick O’Rourke, the boy’s attor¬ 
ney. ”I think the judge was think¬ 
ing of deterring future 
delinquency. Who knows whether 
it will have that effect. ” 

PORT-AU-PRINCE, Haiti (AP) 

- Opposition leaders said they will 
not cooperate with President- elect 
Leslie Manigat and called a gen¬ 
eral strike for Thursday to demand 
annulment of junta-run elections 
they say were fraudulent. 

A statement from the Commit¬ 
tee for Democratic Agreement - 
made up of former presidential 
candidates Marc Bazin, Louis 
Dejoie n, Sylvio Claude and 
Gerard Gourgue - said they would 
”refuse all collaboration ... with a 
government that the force of bay¬ 
onets has hoisted into power. ” 

The Haitian Religious Confer¬ 
ence, which says it represents all 
1,600 Roman Catholic priests and 
nuns in Haiti, issued a similar 
statement Tuesday denouncing the 
”electoral masquerade of Jan. 17' 
and demanding it be annuled.

She described two types of 
resumes. The chronological (used 
by most college students), is an 
organized listing of education, 
work experience, honors, etc. The 
function^ places more emphasis 
upon skills and is used by people 
with more or varied work experi¬ 
ence. 

Keeping an up-to-date resume 
is important. Anytime something 
changes or should be added the 
resume should be updated. 

The number of copies to make 
of a resume depends upon how 
focused the job search is. If it’s 
broad in scope with general 
descriptions and requirements, 
Linnenburger recommends starting 
with about 100. Persons with more 
well-defined positions or more 
focused requirements only require 
about 25. 

Appropriate dress is important 
for an interview, but "There isn’t 
the emphasis on the dress for suc¬ 
cess that there was five years 
ago." Suits are preferred for both 
men and women. 

All employers interview before 
offering, and many conduct a 
series of interviews. A somewhat 


standard procedure involves an ini¬ 
tial, or screening interview, fol¬ 
lowed by a second interview, fol¬ 
lowed by a "sight" interview 
where three or four candidates 
may be taken to the workplace to 
meet with managers and depart¬ 
ment heads. "Those interviews 
would be much more in depth and 
last from four to eight hours. 


The Center has a library with 
reference materials, annual 
reports, cost of living information 
(geographically), etc. 

The Bradley Bookstore also has 
an extensive selection of books 
available on writing resumes, 
interviewing and job searching. 

The Center’s services are free 
to students.

In the fall, several hundred men and women participate in 
greek rush. Since such a large number of people go through rush, 
greek houses go to a lot of trouble, time and expense to net a 
good number of pledges. 

Then second semester comes around. In jts greed for 
pledges, IFC has a joke of an event called spring rush. Most fra¬ 
ternities go to a lot of trouble planning and participating in spring 
rush simply because IFC has scheduled it. Never mind that only 
seven guys are going through spring rush. Yes, that is an exag¬ 
geration, but not much of one. 

It is simply not economical for the hundreds of men in greek 
houses to plan, organize and participate in spring rush when such 
a minute number of guys go through. The Panhellenic Council 
doesn’t have a spring rush. IFC would do well to follow that 
example. 

Another path to explore would be the system used by the 
United Black Panhellenic Conference. It only has a spring rush. 
The system seems to make a lot of sense. 

Potential members must make a 2.5 GPA before they c^ 
join an organization. While most houses in IFC have a rule to this 
effect, such rules are often forgotten or not enforced. Even when 
the rule is enforced, it hinders unity and brotherhood by prevent¬ 
ing a pledge or neophyte from going active with his pledge broth¬ 
ers. 

If all the greek houses believe and practice what they stand 
for, no one should have any problem with an IFC across-the- 
board GPA requirement. This argument supports moving IFC 
rush to the spring and eliminating fall rush. 

Another fine reason to cancel rush in the fall is to alleviate 
some of the pressure placed on incoming freshmen. As it stands, 
freshmen have to decide if they want to join a house and if so, 
which house, all before stepping into their first class. Ideally, 
much doubt would be removed and pledges would be more 
confident of their decisions. 

A spring rush could also greatly reduce the rush rounds, 
surely an appealing idea to everyone who participates in rush. 
After meeting grade requirements, a rushee could choose, say, six 
houses for first round, and three for second-quick, efficient, and 
painless. 

The freshmen would not lose their social involvement first 
semester as most certainly all the fraternities would informally 
rushing quite extensively and certainly schedule a fair number of 
social events to that end. This is provided, of course, IFC doesn’t 
do anything so outrageously non-intelligent as to vote for a dry 
fall semester informal rush. 

Economically, a few fraternity budgets might be thrown out 
of whack for a semester without pledges contributing fees. But 
they would live and adjust quickly without any major trauma. 

IFC should take the initiative to do what is really best for 
both its current members and potential members. Either get rid of 
the current spring rush, or restructure rush so that spring rush is 
the only rush.

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Substance abuse counselor advocates education

Drinking remains the major 
substance abuse issue for Ameri¬ 
can minors according to an 
October article in Business Week 
magazine. 

Substance Abuse Counselor 
Valerie Arnett has been available 
to students since October at the 
Center for Testing and Counseling. 
She was hired through the 
Resource Management Services 
Inc., a private consulting firm in 
Peoria Heights. Arnett works six 
hours a week on Mondays and Fri¬ 
days. Her services are funded by 


student health fees. 

'"She is also a resource for 
intervention and provides some 
ongoing counseling,"" Dr. Theo¬ 
dore Chapin, director of the 
Center, said. The purpose of hav¬ 
ing a substance abuse counselor on 
campus is to provide alcohol edu¬ 
cation. 

Chapin said Arnett’s services 
have b^n successful so far and 
hopes the program will continue 
next year. Bradley had a similar 
program last year. 

Chapin said a Gallup poll sur¬ 
vey was conducted in 1985 among 


college students. Eighteen percent 
of the students questioned said they 
drink too much, while 55 percent 
said they think college students 
generally drink too much. 

Students are referred to Arnett 
by friends or resident advisors. 
Others come on their own. She 
also trains some RAs and ARAs 
on problem identification. 

"This is my first experience on 
a college campus. I guess I am 
persondly concerned from what I 
hear from students,"" Arnett said. 

"T^o matter what students do or 
where they go, there is alcohol,"" 


she said. 

On the first visit to Arnett, a 
student should expect a back¬ 
ground interview seeking informa¬ 
tion about family situations, 
school*, friendships and medical 
history. 

Arnett meets with about four 
students a week. She believes the 
students she has met with have 
problems or will develop a prob¬ 
lem. 

If necessary, students are 
referred to outside sources such as 
support groups. After exploring 
the student’s background, she gives 


her perception about the use of 
alcohol and drugs. It may take 
several visits to understand the 
problem. 

"Tor the most part, students 
have used the information I have 
offered to make changes in their 
lives,"" Arnett said. 

After offering her advice, she 
continues to monitor the student as 
long as necessary. 

"1 like working here a lot,"" 
Arnett said. "1 feel like I have 
been moving slowly though 
because I am only here six hours a 
week."" 


Graduate nurses master anesthesia

A new graduate program in nurse-administered 
anesthesia will be offered jointly by the Bradley 
University division of nursing. College of Education 
and Health Sciences, and the nurse anesthesia pro¬ 
gram at Decatur Memorial Hospital. 

This is the second graduate nursing program 
offered at Bradley. It is one of only eight in the U.S. 
and the second in Illinois offering the masters degree 
as part of the educational process. This is the only 
downstate nurse anesthesia program. 

The masters program is Bradley’s answer to 
fulfilling the growing need of nurse anesthetists. 
"There is a great demand for qualified nurse anesthe¬ 
tists and this program will provide a rich educational 
opportunity for nurses in downstate Illinois, as well as 
across the nation,"" said Dean of the College of Edu¬ 
cation and Health Sciences at Bradley, Joan Sattler. 
!We are very pleased to be able to offer this distinc¬ 
tive program."" 

Director of the Division of Nursing at Bradley, 
Dr. Lois Frels said the graduates would have a wide 
variety of roles to choose from. 

""A nurse may be in practice for themselves, or 
they may be in with an Anesthesiologist or employed 
by a hospital,"" Frels said. 

Graduates of the program are eligible to take the 
national examination leading to certification as a 
Certified Registered Nurse Anesthetist (CRN A). 
Entrance requirements for the program include Illinois 
licensure as a registered nurse, a bachelor of science 
degree with a major in nursing, and one year of post¬ 
baccalaureate nursing experience in critical care. 

The first year would be spent on Bradley’s 
campus. The second year is at Decatur Memorial 
Hospital School of Anesthesia. Finally, the third year 
is Bradley and Decatur. 

Students will be scheduled for classes at Bradley 
and for internships at the Decatur Memorial campus.

Senate communicates change

A new, stronger voice in 
campus issues for every student: 
this is the goal of the recently 
formed Student Senate liaison pro¬ 
gram. 

The program is the brainstorm 
of Mike Luster, senate vice- 
president, and Mike Spitalli, the 
program’s chairman. It is a sub- 
conunittee of the Senate Student 
Relations committee chaired by 
Ellen Jordan. 

Mike Spitalli said, There has 
been a basic lack of conununica- 
tion on campus in the past."" This 
conununication breakdown was 
occurring between the different 
student organizations and between 
the students and the executive 
boards. As a result, the present 
Senate officers, during elections 
last year, promised the develop¬ 
ment of a new conununications 
system. This liaison program is the 
result of that promise. 

"It’s like a mail system ... a 
two-way communication between 
Senate and the rest of campus,"" ' 
Spitalli said. The ""mail system"" 
begins with an issue sheet formu¬ 
lated by Student Senate including 
news of what Senate is working on 
and of other concerns affecting the 
whole campus. Spitalli will distri¬ 
bute the issue sheet to the chair¬ 
men of the three divisions of the 
liaison program: the Greek system, 
residence hall, and other campus 
organization. From there, the news 
will be passed down to representa¬ 
tives from each house, residence 
hall, or organization, and then to 
the rest of the students. 
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The program also works as a 
route for students’ concerns to 
reach the Senate. In this case, the 
problems or ideas expressed by the 
students will travel up the chain of 
command. They will go through 
the group representatives, through 
one of the three division represen 
tatives, and will be included in 
reports given to Chairman Spitalli. 
The reports will then be addressed 
at the Student Senate meeting's. 

Usually the issues are turned 
over to an appropriate office or 
department. Spitalli said, ""Many 
concerns the students have men 
tioned about dorm life and food 
are turned over to the residence 
halls."" The issue sheets will then 
contain information on what is 
being done about the students’ 
requests,. 

The groups involved include all 
the Greek houses, represented by 
chairman Gail Bartell, all the 
residence halls, represented b; 
chairman Joanne Donnelly, ano 
approximately 25 representative 
campus organizations. 

The first of the bi-weekl> 
reports due from, the divisior 
chairmen were received just before 
the holiday break. Spitalli said the 
Senate was already getting ""posi 
tive feedback"" from those involvec 
in the program. He also said he 
was happy about the earl> 
responses to the program. "The 
entire goal of the program is better 
communication ... giving the stu¬ 
dents a stronger voice in the issues 
affecting campus."" 

Library policy

After the invocation, Abegg 
recognized Paul T. Diefenderfer, 
class of ’23, as a "distinguished 
representative of various human 
endeavors." 

Diefenderfer and his wife, both 
in their eighties, travel more than 
100,000 i^es a year for their 
church. Dr. Kalman Goldberg, 
Acting Provost and Vice President 
for Academic Affairs, read the 
citation, and Diefenderfer was 
presented with a Doctor of 
Humane Letters, "for his unique 
contributions to helping people 
around the world." 

LaPorte then delivered the stu¬ 
dent commentary. She recounted 
her and her classmates days as 
freshmen, the first bad grade, the 
first trip to the bars. But now, 
"Instead of searching for a class¬ 
room, we’re searching for a 


career. (We’ve) developed a sense 
of intellectual curiosity." 

She said Bradley has not only 
changed physically, but 'like 
society as a whole, there is a 
change in Bradley’s social environ¬ 
ment." She encouraged classmates 
not to settle for the average, to 
"strive for more than is expected 
of you." 

Delivering the Commencement 
Address, Abegg defined the 
several meanings of "graduate" 
and told the class, "As a graduate, 
you are now ready to get more out 
of life."

‘Terra Nova’ finishes first in acting, reaiism

T he current production by the 
Bradley Theater department, 
'Terra Nova, is brilliant. 
Within about two hours, the 
actors weave an electrifying 
account of one man’s journey 
into the dark and freezing world 
of the Antarctic and his soul. 

Terra Nova,'’ written by Ted 
Tally, involves five Englishmen 
and five Norwegians racing to the 
bottom of the earth in the winter 
of 1911-1912. Both groups 
desperately want to reach their 
goals, but only one group returns 
to reap the rewards of the fight. 

The drama is taken from the 
journals and letters of the English 
leader, Robert Falcon Scott. It is 
presented in a diary flash-back 
style which is a little confusing in 
the beginning, but, after the first 
15 minutes, catches on easily. 

Scott is portrayed by Jon 
Farris, who was seen on the Brad¬ 
ley stage last year in "Secret 
Honor.'’ In addition to acting, 
Farris is also chairman of the 
department of theater and cinema 
at Denison University in Granville, 
Ohio and has taught and directed 
at Indiana University, the Univer¬ 
sity of Massachusetts and Case 
Western Reserve University. 

Scott’s Norwegian rival in the 
race is Amundsen, portrayed by 
Ed McKay. McKay was seen last 
in '’She Stoops to Conquer'’ where 
he played a light-hearted character. 
In Terra Nova," McKay has done 
a 360-degree turn displaying 
powerful and haunting acting. 
McKay seems to portray not just 
the enemy but a man who brings 
great personal conflict upon Scott. 

Throughout the play, Scott is 
visited by images and encounters 
with Amundsen that prove to be a 
fight between two spirits and two 
extremely different moral codes.

Another subplot is the relationship 
between Scott and his wife Kath¬ 
leen, portrayed by Sarah Braun, 
also last seen in '’She Stoops to 
Conquer." 

In this play about the drama of 
struggling and the dominant theme 
of the human will to win and sur¬ 
vive, Braun adds a sense of love 
and understanding through her 
character. The onstage relationship 
between Braun and Farris’ charac¬ 
ters is believable and endearing. 


With Braun being the only female 
in the cast she pulls her weight and 
then some. Because of this, I think 
that Braun has established herself 
^as a valuable asset to this play and 
the Bradley theater department. 

Scott is accompanied on his 
journey by Bowers (Don Pinks¬ 
ton), Wilson (Michael Schaefer), 
Oates (Christian Mancini) and 
Evans (Steve Sturm). Once again I 
was impressed with the style and 
energy put into the character by 


Sturm. His role as Evans 
demanded a high degree of emo¬ 
tion because Evans is the one man 
who gets wounded causing conflict 
within the group. The group then 
must decide to keep him or let him 
die in the cold, to help him reach 
his life-long goal and the expecta¬ 
tions of Evans’ townspeople or 
lessen the burden of the dying 
man. At times the conflict is acted 
so true to life that I started to take 
sides in the fight. And if that 


conflict is not enough, the group 
must deal with the emotions of 
reaching the pole after the 
Norwegians. 

The loss of a dream and the 
deterioration of the human spirit is 
powerful, an emotion that one 
rarely sees so clearly displayed in 
a stage drama. 

Directed by Jeffrey Huberman 
and produced by James Ludwig, 
Terra Nova" is a winner both in 
acting and overall production.

Milk industry lays 
down the law 


HARRISBURG, PA (CPS) - 
The milk industry has decided to 
get tough with students who use 
stolen milk crates as bookshelves, 
record racks and laundry baskets* 

As of this term, crate crooks in 
Pennsylvania can get up to 90 days 
in jail or a $300 fine if caught 
using stolen boxes. 

Milk crate thefts and crack¬ 
downs are, of course, not limited 
to Pennsylvania. The California 
Coalition for Milk Case Recovery 
brings back about 4,000 crates a 
month. In recent years milk com¬ 
panies and police have conducted 
roundups at Iowa State, North 
Carolina State, and the universities 
of Nebraska, Oklahoma, among 
others. 

People - mostly students - 
steal about $100 mUlion worth of 
milk crates a year, said Dawn 
Brydon of the Milk Industry Foun¬ 
dation in Washington, D.C. 

To cut their losses, the 
Pennsylvania Association of Milk 
Dealers persuaded the state 
legislature to make it a crime to 
steal and possess the milk crates. 

The association already has 
spent $40,000 to publicize the new 
law, a drop in the bucket com¬ 


pared with the $2 million skimmed 
from Pennsylvania dairy profits by 
crate crooks. 

Students at Penn State, for 
example, took advantage of an 
amnesty p)eriod to deposit more 
than 160 milk crates near a dorm 
office. The crates later were 
returned to their rightful owners 
by university police and local dairy 
employees. 

The local crackdowns in other 
states were noble, she said, but 
often don’t work because retailers, 
restaurants, food service managers 
and even dairies themselves treat 
the cases carelessly, leaving them 
outside for the picking. One com¬ 
pany, she said, attempted to build 
a crate that collapsed if stereos, 
refrigerators or other weighty 
objects were placed on it, but the 
concept "didn’t take off." 

Getting others to take the 
industry’s frustration seriously, 
moreover, has been hard. "I once 
walked into a police station to file 
a complaint on someone using milk 
crates," explained Michael 
Massey, the coordinator of the 
California milk crate posse, "and 
they were using them to file police 
records."

""And the winner is ... U2!'' 

No surprise there. Certainly 
this Irish quartet will sweep the 
Grammy Awards. They invaded 
the music world this year with 
some of the finest and most valu¬ 
able compositions.

They may not be infalli¬ 
ble, but the predictions do epitom¬ 
ize the meaning of Grammy per¬ 
fection. 
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Agent aims for old job 
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ST. LOUIS (AP) - An FBI 
agent who is seeking his job back 
has testified that he may have done 
things differently if he believed his 
actions in refusing to investigate 
peace groups would get him 
dismissed. 

'Tes I think I could have done 
this some other way,"' John C. 
Ryan, 49, a former Peoria, Ill., 
FBI agent testified Tuesday. 

Ryan, who refused to investi¬ 
gate the peace groups on ''per¬ 
sonal, religious and human 
beliefs," is asking the U.S. Merit 
Systems Protection Board to rein¬ 
state him. He testified Tuesday 
during the final day of a two-day 
hearing before Administrative 
Judge Christopher Heavrin. 

Heavrin is expected to issue a 
mling be Feb. 4. That ruling could 
be appealed be either side to the 
full board in Washington. 

Ryan’s case has generated 
national publicity because it is 
apparently the first time an agent 
was fired for problems caused by 
his philosophical beliefs. 

Another agent, Richard 
McCauly, who is stationed in Pine 
I Bluff, Ark., testified that, in his 
case, the FBI acconunodated his 
religious beliefs rather than fire 
him. 

He told the hearing that the 
agency didn’t force him to use 
I psychics or to swear that docu¬ 
ments were true. He said his reli¬ 
gious beliefs did not permit such 
actions. 

But he said he never disobeyed 
a direct order and didn’t believe 


his beliefs prevent him from per¬ 
forming all normal duties as an 
agent. 

Ryan said he believed the FBI 
could easily reinstate him, espe¬ 
cially in a non-agent position. 

'It’s a big agency," Ryan said. 
"There are many things I could 
do." 

Ryan said he felt strongly 
enough about his beliefs to turn 
down a supervisor’s offer to tear 
up and forget his written refusal to 
conduct the investigation. 

"I didn’t want to back down," 
he said. 

A devout Roman Catholic and 
committed pacifist, Ryan said he 
struggled with the request in 
November 1986 to investigate Silo 
Plowshares and Veterans Fast For 
Life, two groups suspected of van¬ 
dalizing militaiy recruiting facili¬ 
ties in the Chicago area. 

Both peace groups have been 
critical of the Reagan 
Administration’s Central American 
policy, which Ryan has called 
"violent, illegal and immoral." 

He said he knew firsthand that 
the groups were nonviolent and 
had not been involved in any simi¬ 
lar vandalism in his territory. He 
also said he opposed their activities 
being classified by the FBI as 
domestic terrorism. 

Ryan testified that he felt it was 
the proper time to inform his 
supervisor that his religious beliefs 
had come into conflict with his FBI 
work. 

"I felt confronted with my con¬ 
science on this," Ryan said. 


Ryan, a 21-year FBI veteran, 
claims that the FBI acted irration¬ 
ally and was overly harsh in firing 
him last September. He also claims 
that he was a victim of religious 
discrimination. He had planned to 
retire in June, when he would have 
been eligible for full benefits. 

The FBI contends that Ryan 
violated his oath of office by refus¬ 
ing to conduct what it called a law¬ 
ful investigation. 

Robert L. McFall, a super¬ 
visory special agent in the raPs 
Washington headquarters, testified 
Tuesday that he was responsible 
for reviewing Ryan’s case and 
making the initial recommendation 
to fire him. That recommendation 
ultimately was approved by John 
D. Glover, the executive assistant 
director for administration. 

McFall said he did not take into 
consideration Ryan’s religious 
beliefs and didn’t perceive any reli¬ 
gious motivation in Ryan’s actions. 

"What I saw was an alignment 
of his political beliefs of a group 
that disagreed with what the 
United States was doing in Central 
America,’ McFall said. 

But Ryan said he had made his 
supervisor in Springfield aware of 
his deepening religious convictions 
and possible conflicts with his 
work during a regular review as 
early as September 1983. 

"I told him I could possibly see 
some problems with my conscience 
and some things I might be asked 
to do in the FBI," Ryan said. "It 
was something that was welling up 
inside me." 


Shuttle safety questioned 
by commission members 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Some members of the presidential commis¬ 
sion that investigated the Challenger accident say the space shuttle is still 
ho damn good" and crews should be limited to only essential personnel. 

Interviewed Wednesday, the day before the second anniversary of 
the Challenger accident, some commission members said they still doubt 
that all of the problems with the shuttle system can ever be corrected. 
They said it should be replaced as soon as possible with a safer space¬ 
craft. 

"It’s a sloppy, loose, budget-driven design," said David C. Ache- 
son, a Washin^on lawyer who served on the commission. "It is no danm 
good." 

Acheson said the best thing to do with the shuttle is to ’get an 
advanced system going and retire it as soon as possible." 

Robert W. Rummel, an aerospace engineer who was on the panel, 
said the shuttle had so many fundamental flaws that "I think it miraculous 
that we didn’t haven an accident before we did." 

Challenger exploded 73 seconds after its Jan. 28, 1986 launch form 
the Kennedy Space Center in Florida. The seven-member crew was killed 
and the shuttle program was grounded. 

President Reagan appointed a 13-member commission to investigate 
the tragedy. After a 120-day probe, it determined that Challenger was 
destroyed by a flawed solid rocket booster. 

Biefore the accident, said Rummel, NASA had created the impres¬ 
sion that space flight was "as safe as a Sunday afternoon drive" by allow¬ 
ing civilians to fly. 

Space travel should be recognized for what it is - a very hazardous 
undertaking," he said. 

"The shuttle is a very dangerous system," agreed Joseph F. Sutter, 
an engineer and a vice president of Boeing Co. "There is no way that 
civilians should be allowed to fly on it. The crew should be only essential 
personnel and those should be single folks with no families." 

Several of the commission members said the United States should 
never use the shuttle for satellites than could be launched on expendable 
rockets. 

"Why risk lives just to launch a satellite?" Sutter asked. 

Robert B. Hotz, former editor of Aviation Week and Space Technol¬ 
ogy, said that when his work on the commission was completed, he 
thought the National Aeronautics and Space Administration would be able 
to return to flight quickly. 

"I thought they’d be flying last summer," he said. "I didn’t think it 
would take this long 


Challenger crew remembered on second anniversary 


CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla. 
(AP) - NASA workers tempered 
their enthusiasm for a new shuttle 
launch date with a silent tribute to 
the seven Challenger astronauts 
who died two years ago yesterday. 
Flags at the Kenney Space 


Center were to be lowered to 
half-staff at 11:38 a.m., the 

moment Challenger roared off 
launch pad 39B on Jan. 28, 1986. 
For 73 seconds, the duration of the 
fatal flight, all activity was to stop 
in memory of the worst disaster in 


the history of space exploration. 

At the same time, in Concord, 
N.H., students at Concord High 
School were to stand for a moment 
of silence in honor of Christa 
McAuliffe, the social studies 
teacher who died in the explosion 


that grounded the shuttle program. 

"Everybody has their own, 
very silent way to remember and 
to rebuild themselves and that’s the 
way it’s been going," school 
Superintendent Mark Beauvais said 
Wednesday.

Lady Braves fall on Crunch time in the MVC 

hard times in league Tulsa, Wichita state wait in Braves path

Playing eight games over 
winter break, the Lady Braves 
basketball team was not home long 
enough to look at their first semes¬ 
ter academic grades. However, 
there was no escaping their mid¬ 
season performance grades on the 
courts. 

With an overall record of (5- 
12) and (2-7) in conference play, 
the Lady Braves received a "B'" in 
, effort and a "C-" in performance, 

' virtually eliminating themselves 
from postseason play. 

'It hasn’t been an easy road to 
ow so far," Coach Lisa Boyer 
laid. "For the most part we played 
lard. We had good attitudes ... 
rhis team gets dong. They are a 
lot of fun to be around with ... 
rhey want to win, it just hasn’t 
ij^)pened." 

Entering the season with five 
reshmen and two sophomores, 
his looked to be a learning year 
vith many of the freshmen receiv¬ 
ing valuable playing time. 
Uthough the team is relatively 
lealthy now, injuries have taken a 
oil on the team and may have 
retarded their progress. 

After suffering from a stress 
1 racture in preseason and missing 
he first four weeks of the season, 
k)yer has been impressed with the 
irogress of 6-foot-3 center Brenda 
Teaver. 

"I think she is really coming 
ito her own now," Boyer said. 
We’re just working on her aggres¬ 


siveness. 

"We’ve got a lot of injuries, but 
nothing serious enough to keep 
anyone out of the line up. Carol 
(Baresch) is nursing an ankle 
injury. Audry (DeClue) has just 
come off an ankle injury. We’ve 
got three or four kids with tendon¬ 
itis in the knee." 

Injuries are always a part of the 
game and coaches can live with 
that aspect of the game, but not 
lack of concentration. Boyer said, 
"The thing that upsets me about 
this team is that we will be ahead 
or doing really well and we will 
have a mental letdown. We’ll make 
turnovers; turnovers that aren’t 
forced. I mean we just throw the 
ball away... We let teams back 
into the game. We need to get 
more aggressive." 

Not afraid to make changes, 
Boyer started four freshmen last 
Saturday in a 79-77 win over 
Southwest Missouri State to snap 
their four-game losing streak. 

Playing the first six minutes of 
the game, they jumped out to a 9-2 
lead before Boyer installed her 
starters into the lineup. 

Missouri State’s Kelly Mago led 
all scorers with 22 points. 
Baresch and Nancy Zoros led the 
Lady Braves with 17 points each. 
Karin Nichols and freshman Heidi 
Nelson added 10 each, followed by 
Shelly Braud and freshman Val 
Wancket with nine and eight 
respectively.

If there is to be a "crucial" 
stretch for the Bradley basketball 
team during the season, this may 
be it. 

To go with a 12-2 overall 
record, the Braves are 3-1 in Mis¬ 
souri Valley Conference play. In 
the next four days Bradley must 
travel to Tulsa and Wichita State, 
both recent trouble spots for the 
Braves. 

"Both games are really impor¬ 
tant, " head coach Stan Albeck 
said. Before last night, his team 
was tied for second place in the 
MVC after being picked by every¬ 
one to coast to the tide. 

Granted it’s still early, but the 
talk is getting serious. 

"I think any conference game is 
extremely important because if 
you’re going to go to the NCAA’s,; 
your first ticket is winning the 
conference championship," Albeck 
said. 

"The Tulsa game is really cru¬ 
cial. I think we’ve just got to go in 
there and play a great basketball 
game and somehow get out of 
there with a win," he said. 

Wins haven’t come easy for 
Bradley in Tulsa’s Convention 
Center Arena. In the ’80s, the Hur¬ 
ricane has won seven of nine con¬ 
tests at home with Bradley. The 
last two victories cost the Braves 
championships. In 1986 an 
NCAA-bound / Bradley team was 
routed in the MVC tourney finals 
74-58. Last year, with both teams 


tied for the league lead, the Hurri¬ 
cane prevailed again, 74-70. 

This year Tulsa is down. They 
were 0-3 before Thursday and just 
4-11 overall. In Albeck’s book, 
that could translate into trouble for 
the Braves. 

"The one thing about basketball 
is that when you’re the favorite, 
and you come in, you’ve got a tar¬ 
get on your back," he said. "It’s an 
absolute bull’s eye. 

"So everybody’s going to play 
better against you because they can 
salvage their season if they beat 
you. And that’s what we’re faced 
with." 

They’ll also face Tulsa coach J. 
]D. Barnett, one of the game’s 
fiercest competitors. 

Tm sure he’ll (Barnett) have 
them up for the game," Albeck 
said, "because he’s lost some 
games he shouldn’t have lost." 

Wichita State will also have 
revenge in mind when the Braves 
come to town. The Shockers fell at 
Peoria 88-70 on Jan. 9. 

"I think that it is going to be a 
much closer game down there," 
Albeck said. "We’ve just got to 
stay within the confines of what we 
can do and do well. And we nor¬ 
mally do that on the road." 

Bradley is 5-1 on the road this 
year and will need to continue to 
travel well this week. 

"We’ve been an exceptional 
road team with only one loss—and 
we let that one get away from us 
(a 113-108 OT loss at Memphis 


State)," Albeck said. "Our concen¬ 
tration seems to be better on the 
road than it is at home." 

For the Braves to win their next 
two contests they must do what 
they do best. 

"We have to play well 
offensively," the 56-year-old 
Albeck said. "We have to be able 
to run and score some easy 
baskets." 

Bradley will probably need a 
repeat performance from 6-foot-8 
senior Donald Powell, who scored 
22 points in their earlier win over 
the Shockers. 

"Donald has started to come 
around and I think that’s a good 
sign because we have to have 
him," Albeck said. "We need his 
offense inside." 

Tulsa and Wichita present just 
two challenges in what should be a 
grueling month of basketball. A 
road game at Drake is next. 

"And they’re for real," Albeck 
said of the Bulldogs, who were 
tied at 4-1 in the MVC with Illi¬ 
nois State before last night. 

Then comes St. Louis and De 
Paul and eight more conference 
matches. 

Tm looking forward to it," 
Albeck said. "We’ve got a really 
difficult month of February 
because we’re playing 11 games in 
21 days." 

Bradley missed the AP top 20 
by six points this week. That’s fine 
with Albeck, who doesn’t think the 
Braves deserve the rating ... yet. 

"No, I don’t think so. Not yet," 
Albeck said when asked if his team 
was deserving. "We’re kind of in a 
holding pattern with a whole bunch 
of people. 

"Once you get in there (Top 
20), and can stay a couple of 
weeks, it seems like you don’t get 
knocked out of there, regardless. 
Iowa’s got five losses and they’re 
still there." 

The Braves are ranked 19th by 
Sports Illustrated, the Sporting 
News and CNN/USA Today. 
More importantly, they were 
ranked 17th last week, 20th this 
week, in computer ratings com¬ 
piled by Jeff Sagarin. Sagarin’s rat¬ 
ings are almost identical to those 
used by the NCAA when deter¬ 
mining seeds in its postseason 
tournament.

Bertolini first injured the ankle 
I during the summer. He then rein¬ 
jured it by stepping in a hole while 
I joggling in the preseason. 

Because he was forced to sit 
I out one year after transferring 
from Loyola University in Chi¬ 
cago, the former Chicago Sun- 
Times Player-of-the-Year will have 
used up his five years of eligibility 
1 at the end of this season. 

In the same situation is Bruce 
I Mordini, a senior who has been 
plagued by injuries during his five 
I seasons at Bradley. 

'1 think Mordini is probably

Albeck said. HHe just doesn’t have

"He has tendonitis in the non- 
surgical knee,'^ Comer said.

For Albeck, the loss of the two 
seniors is doubly important. 

^t hurts us a lot because there 
are two veteran people that really 
could’ve helped us from a stand 
point of boards and being more 
physical,"" he said, ""and with 
Lenny, from a shooting standpoint 
you can always use a good 
shooter."" 

The problem with 5-foot-9 
freshman Deon Butler is academic. 

According to Albeck, the ques 
tion concern’s Butler’s ACT scores 
from last spring. He is considering 
using the recruit from Chicago 
Simeon a Proposition 48 casualty 
for the time being. 

Athletic Director Ron Ferguson 
would not discuss the problem in 
details because of difficulties 
caused by legal questions concern 
ing Butler’s right to privacy. 

"I prefer not to talk about that 
other than to say that there’s 
discrepancy some place in his 
scholastic records,"" Ferguson said 
'Vniil we get that cleared up we 
can’t take the chance of allowing 
him to play. There are several 
different areas that we need to get 
more information on."" 

Butler played in Bradley’s exhi 
bition against Marathon Oil but 
hasn’t seen any regular season 
action. He has not appeared since 
the season-opener against New 
Orleans. 

'We just can’t gamble,"" Fer^ 
son said. "With the team doing 
well, and having a possible ineligi 
ble player play — we don’t want to 
take a chance."

Win three straight after home setback against ISU

The Bradley Braves basketball team got off to a 
slow start in the Missouri Valley Conference with a 
loss to Illinois State, but came back strong with three 
straight wins against Wichita State, Indiana State and 
Southern Illinois, to post their record at 3-1 in the 
Valley and 11-2 overall. 

The night was January 4. The site was Peoria. 
Carver Arena was packed with a record 10,670 to see 
one of Illinois’ biggest rivalries in basketball. 

The Bradley Braves vs. The Illinois State Red- 
birds; or so it’s been called the "1-74 series." 

It was the Missouri Valley Conference opener for 
both teams, and it turned out to be a night of ups and 
downs for both teams. 

Ups for the Redbirds and downs for the Braves. 

Illinois State defeated Bradley 85-74. 

The Redbirds, picked fourth in the Valley in 
most polls, ignored the odds and kept their minds on 
basketball. 

Bradley shot a mere .343 field goal percentage m 
a game that was long over before the buzzer sounded. 

"Horrible shooting night," Bradley coach Stan, 
Albeck said. "Worse tonight than at anytime in the 
two years that I have been here." 

Tony Hollifield, the 6-foot-6 senior forward, was 
the key to the Redbirds’ offense. 

Hollifield went seven for ten, shooting nine for 
17 from the line for 23 points on the night. 

"We beat a great team," ISU coach Bob 
Donewald said, "and did about as good of a job as 
can be done on Hersey Hawkins." 

Hawkins, the nation’s leading scorer, was eight 
for 17 and 11 for 13 from the line to end the night 
with 29 points. 

Bradley, who has won many games with the 
three-point shot, including going 15 for 33 against 
Loyola-Chicago, only hit six out of 30 for the night. 

"We live and die with the three-point shot," 
Albeck said. "Hey, it wasn’t their night." 

Two things went right for Bradley in their defeat 
of Wichita State Jan. 9. 

The Braves evened their record at 1-1 in the Val¬ 
ley, and senior Donald Powell played basketball like 
everyone in Peoria knew he could. 

The 6-foot-8, 225-pound forward scored 22 
points and pulled down eight rebounds for the Braves 
in their 88-70 victory over the Shockers. 

Hawkins, who played like a man who was pos-

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sessed, scored 31 points, had six rebounds, five 
assists, three steals and four blocked shots. 

On defense, Bradley forced 21 turnovers and 
literally shut down Wichita’s offense in the second 
half. 

"We played great on defense the whole way," 
Albeck said. 

On Jan. 14 Bradley snuck past Indiana State by a 
score of 79-68. 

Although the score doesn’t show how close the 
game was, the Braves didn’t pull away from the 
Sycamores until they posted a 33-17 run in the final 
12 minutes. 

Bradley led 31-30 at halftime, and managed to 
outscore Indiana State 48-38 in the second half for the 


win. 


Hawkins scored 29 points to come within 10 
points of Mitchell Anderson’s all-time Bradley scoring 
record. 

Manual had 12 points and 13 assists, and Powell 
and Wilson both had 11 points and three rebounds. 

Last Thursday, Bradley took a share of first place 
in the Missouri Valley Conference with Drake 
University when they beat Southern Illinois 99-93. 

Hawkins, the nation’s leading scorer, became 
Bradley’s all-time leading scorer. 

With 9:41 left in the first half, Hawkins took a 
feed from Trimpe and went in for the lay-up to record 
his tenth point of the game and his 2,342 of his career 
to take the all-time scoring crown away from Ander¬ 
son.

Less than two weeks later, 
centers Donald Powell and Luke 
Jackson became heroes in Terre 
Haute, when they chased down a 
purse-snatcher outside the Holiday 
Inn on Jan. 13. , 

Staying at the hotel while in 
town for the Indiana State game, 
Powell and Jackson saw a man 
running away with a purse he had 
taken from Roberta McCarthy, 54, 
a retired English teacher from 
Akron. 

Powell hit the man with one 
arm and retrieved the purse with 
the other as the man ran past him. 
Jackson then gave chase after the 
suspect, identified as Keith Bush, 
27, a former arena football player. 

The 6-foot-8 sophomore center 
caught up with Bush, who fell 
while trying to jump a fence near 
Interstate-70. Terre Haute police 
filed robbery charges against Bush. 

For their efforts, the entire 
team was recognized before last 
Thursday’s Southern Illinois game 
and presented a plaque by Peoria 
Police Superintendent Allen 
Andrews and Sheriff George Shi- 
did. 


Bradley’s Hockey Club dropped its record to 6-6-1 last weekend fol¬ 
lowing a loss to University of Wisconsin-Platteville and a loss and a tie 
to Purdue.

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Student rally 

BSA seeks change

For the first time since the spring of 1985, stu¬ 
dents marched in protest at Bradley University. 

Carrying signs, members of the Black Student 
Alliance marched near Bradley Hall, the Student 
Center and the library and at one point marched 
through Bradley Hall Wednesday. The group submit¬ 
ted a list of demands to the administration. 

Byron Bolton, march participant, said, "This is 
the student’s response," to recent criticism Bradley 
has drawn from the black community of Peoria. 

Another marcher, Darryl John, said Bradley "is 
doing what most corporations are doing-just enough 
to get by. Bradley is not going out of its way to bring 
about more qualified black faculty," and is only-meet¬ 
ing minimal requirements of affirmative action. 

Dr. Kalman Goldberg, acting provost and vice 
president for academic affairs, disagrees. "We are 
making every sincere effort that we know of to recruit 
qualified black students, faculty and other employees 
to the institution. (We do this) as a matter of convic¬ 
tion and policy. All of us wish the results could be 
more successful, but it’s not for lack of trying." 

The demands read: "At least 6 percent of the full 
time faculty be cpmposed of Black Americans with 
Black faculty representation in all colleges. The con¬ 
tract of Dr. Sdly Allen-Tucker be renewed. The 
study of the ’History of Black America’ becomes a 
general education requirement, and the present Black 
studies class be credited toward graduation require¬ 
ments. All-campus social programming dope by 
ACBU must begin to better address the needs and 
tastes of Black students. Renovation of the Garrett 
Center begin immediately." 

Marchers claim about 8 percent of the student

NAACP: Bradley needs more minority staff, students

Representatives of the National 
Association for the Advancement 
of Colored People attacked Brad¬ 
ley University’s lack of minority 
faculty and staff as well as black 
enrollment. 

John Gwynn, president of the 
Peoria chapter of NAACP said 
Bradley does not have an effective 
affirmative action policy and would 
like to see one put into effect. 

"It is ridiculous," Gwynn said. 
"Bradley should be one of the 
leading universities in Dlinois to 
have a large number of minority 
faculty members. Instead, out of 
247 faculty, only seven are black 
and two of those are from a 


foreign country." 

According to Bradley Personnel 
Director Clarence Brown, only a 
small percentage of minorities fill 
other positions. 

"On the 

administration/managerial staff 
there are four blacks out of 151; 
clerical staff, 10 out of 163; ser¬ 
vice and maintenance staff, 25 out 
of 106; and skilled crafts, one out 
of 19," Brown said. 

Gwynn, along with a select 
state ^ucational committee, met 
Jan. 25 with Bradley President Dr. 
Martin Abegg and Clarence Brown 
to discuss Bradley’s current 
affirmative action policy and 
status. 


"Gwynn has the responsibility 
to be the social conscience of the 
state," Abegg said. "He periodi¬ 
cally arranges meetings with us to 
discuss our current minority 
faculty, staff and student enroll¬ 
ment status." 

According to Brown, Bradley’s 
current black enrollment is only 
six percent. 

"We can attribute the low black 
enrollment to the recent loss of 
qualified minority faculty who left 
to upgrade their employment," 
Abegg said. 'There is a limited 
supply of qualified people to attract 
to Bradley. We find that people 
don’t want to come to Peoria to 
teach or they find better pay else¬ 


where. " , 

The NAACP requested that 
Bradley hire someone full-time to 
work as an affirmative action 
officer and travel to other colleges 
to find minority faculty. 

"Bradley has the facilities to 
acquire someone full-time to work 
as an affirmative action officer," 
Gwynn said. "Mr. Brown not only 
has to handle his duties as person¬ 
nel director, but also the duties of 
an affirmative action officer. It’s 
impossible to do both jobs and be 
effective." 

Abegg has discussed the possi¬ 
bility of hiring an officer full- time 
with Brown, but says there are 
other ways to utilize resources that 


would be more effective. 

"At the present time, there are 
plans underway to improve our 
minority situation," A^gg said. 
"When they are finished we will 
be more than happy to meet with 
Mr. Gwynn to discuss our plans 
and new initiatives." 

Bradley is currently searching 
for a black to head the university’s 
black studies program. 

A committee, headed by Acting 
Director of Black Studies, Dr. 
Barbara Penelton, has had no luck 
in finding that person. 

According to Abegg, advertise¬ 
ments have been placed in profes¬ 
sional and black journals to locate 
people to apply for this position.

The average debt owed by graduating 
Bradley seniors will be more than $7,600, 
according to a survey conducted by a 
University journalism class. 

Of the 239 undergraduate students sur¬ 
veyed, nearly half (48.7 percent) have had , 
to borrow money to attend Bradley. 
Seventy-four percent of the seniors ques¬ 
tioned said they have used loans to support 
their educations. 

"We look for that (average) to increase 
in coming years. The new federal law 
passed in Oct. 1986 allows Tor $4,(X)0 a 
year and a total of $17,(XX)," Dave Par- 
dieck, financial assistance director, said. 

Compared to national figures, the per¬ 
centage of Bradley seniors who have bor- 


amounts are close to the average. Accord¬ 
ing to figures released by the American 
Council on Education, 43 percent of 1984 
college graduates were in debt when they 
graduated. The average debt for private col¬ 
lege graduates was $6,350. The estimated 
average for 1987 seniors was $7,480. 

Pardieck claims per capita indebtedness 
at Bradley is "somewhere under $5,000." 

The survey showed the average debt of 
those who have borrowed money (all under¬ 
graduates) is $6,854. Seventy-four percent 
of those that have taken loans said they 
could not attend Bradley without financial 
aid, compared with 43.4 percent of the 
non-borrowers. 

'There is a lack of availability of exter¬ 
nal resources," Pardieck said. That accounts 
for the high number of students who have

year is good, according to at least 
two sources. 

Bradley posted a projected 
placement rate of 92 percent for its 
1986-87 graduates, a two percent 
decrease of its three-year average, 
according to the 1986-87 place¬ 
ment summary prepared by the 
Center for Career Development. 

To be considered placed, one 
must have a job, be in school, or 
not seeking work. According to 
the survey, 79 percent of the gra¬ 
duates were employed and 13 per¬ 
cent were in school (see graph for 
breakdown by college). 

These figures are based on a 
response rate of 60 percent. 
Responses come from faculty, 
alumni and the Center’s survey, 
which is sent to all graduates. 

"We would like to see a higher 
response rate,'' said Jane Linnen- 
burger, director of the Center for 
Career Development. But '1 think 
60 percent is fairly representa¬ 
tive. " 

She said about one-third of the 
graduates complete and return the 
survey. Reasons for not returning 
the form may include moving, los¬ 
ing it, not having mail forwarded 
to a new address or just getting 
caught up in a new job. 

The two-page, 11-question sur¬ 
vey may also be asking too much, 
she said. The Center is considering 
decreasing the number of ques¬ 
tions, having it focus more on the 
status of the graduates so that 
postcard could be used, in 


order to increase responses. 

The percent of people in school 
has remained about the same, at 10 
to 15 percent, in recent years, Lin- 
nenburger said. No national aver¬ 
ages were available for com¬ 
parison. 

Linnenburger said she felt 
underemployment — taking a job 
below one’s means or expectations 
~ was not really a problem at 
Bradley. She said some people 
likely take temporary jobs to have 
income and pay bills, but continue 
searching for career- related work. 

"With the high level of recruit¬ 
ing activity, the outlook for this 
class is very positive," Linnen¬ 
burger said. 

According to a Michigan State 
University Recruiting Trends 
1987-88 study, "During the 
current recruiting year, surveyed 
employers expect to hire more 
bachelor graduates (4 percent), 
minority grads (3.9 percent), 
female grads (3.9 percent) and 
doctoral grads (3 percent). Hiring 
is expected to increase only 
slightly for masters grads (1.4 per¬ 
cent), handicapped (1.1 percent) 
and MBA grads (0.4 percent)." 

The College Press Service 
reports slight increases can be 
expected in "technical fields, such 
as engineering,’" but "Business 
majors everywhere will probably 
feel the effects of the stock market 
decline."

employment opportunities for new 
college grads during 1987-88 will 
be in the Southeastern region of 
the U.S. The Northeastern and 
Southeastern regions were rated as 
next best." 

Linnenburger said Bradley stu¬ 
dents don’t express great geograph¬ 
ical concerns. "It’s probably more 
of a concern with employers — 
they want to be sure students are 
willing to leave Illinois." Seventy- 
three percent of the graduates 
accepted jobs in Illinois and 27 
percent accepted out of state. 

Upcoming graduates can expect 
higher salaries, according to the 
MSU survey. "The average annual 
starting salary expected for 
bachelor degree graduates in 
1987-88 is $22,609, a $709 
increase over last years..." 

The survev noted however that* 
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starting salary depends upon 
organizational size. "The lowest 
starting salaries this year are 
expected from organizations with 
one to 99 employees ($20,503) and 
the highest starting salaries are 
expected from organizations 
employing 10,000 or more 
employees ($24,433)." 

Very few Bradley students go 
into the job search with salary as 
their number one concern, Linnen¬ 
burger said. "I think more the 
actual position ... opportunities for 
growth and advancement ... it 
varies by student and academic 
background." 

At Bradley, reported accepted 
starting salary offers ranged from a 
high of $35,400 (Mechanical 
Engineering) to a low of $8,000 
(Teacher ’i^ucation). For more 
information, see attached graph.

Linnenburger said about 120 
companies are expected to inter¬ 
view on campus this semester. 

Drug testing is a relatively new 
phenomenon facing the would- be 
employee, but one that looks to 
last. 

'In almost every industry now 
drug testing is a part of the 
employment practice," Linnen¬ 
burger said. It usually occurs dur¬ 
ing a physical exam for people 
who have been or will be given an 
extended job offer. 

"We are telling all of our stu¬ 
dents ... that they should be 
prepared for a drug test at the 
point they receive an offer."

Cooperation key 
to BSA demands 


Bradley has drawn a fair amount of sharp criticism in recent 
weeks regarding recruitment and hiring practices of blacks, espe¬ 
cially faculty members. Since mid-December the NAACP has 
been expressing concerns about the low percentage of black 
faculty members at Bradley. 

The Black Student Alliance took action on the issue Wednes¬ 
day by staging a march and presenting a list of demands to the 
administration. That the BSA feels strongly enough about the 
issue to take action is admirable, and many of their demands are 
reasonable; but several questions remain about the matter which 
beg for clarification. 

This situation, as most involving conflict, will probably be 
best resolved by cool heads and a little compromise. 


The first demand of the BSA is that at least 6 percent of the 
full-time faculty be composed of Black Americans with black 
faculty representation in all colleges. The assumed justification 
here is that about 6 percent of the student body is black, so the 
faculty should be reflective as well. 

Setting a specific number or amount however, may do more 
harm than good. Bradley quite obviously needs to work to 
improve its numbers of black faculty members, but there is prob¬ 
ably at least a grain of truth to the administration’s claim that 
there is a limited supply of "qualified" (a nice objective term) 
black instructors. 

Doctor Phil Jones, of the history department, offered a sensi¬ 
ble solution. He suggested Bradley offer a tuition assistance or 
incentive plan to current black students interested in graduate 
school, with the understanding the students would come back and 
work at Bradley for a set number of years. 

This seems to make a lot of sense, as Bradley’s actions would 
be self-serving, it would at least help the problem and would 
likely be hailed as a move in the right direction by minority 
groups. 


The second demand, that the contract of Dr. Sally Allen- 
Tucker be renewed clearly shows a hastened reaction on the part 
of the BSA. Sally Allen-Tucker was at Bradley as part of a grant, 
and the University has little or no control of her fate. Maybe it 
was simply easier to protest than to find out what the actual situa- 
tion was. 

This instance raises a question about all the demands. What 
efforts were made by the BSA to meet these demands through 
more traditional routes? One would suppose that all alternatives 
had been exhausted before a group would feel that a march would 
be required, yet the demand for Sally Allen-Tucker’s contract 
would suggest otherwise. 

Another demand was that the study of "History of Black 
America becomes an option to fulfill a general education require¬ 
ment. This would likely fall under Western or Non-Western Civil¬ 
ization or p)erhaps Human Values. This demand (the word request 
seems to have a more pleasant and cooperative connotation to it) 
seems fairly reasonable, but if the University did adopt such a 
class, a clear line should be established regarding creation of such 
classes. 

For example, would American Indian studies be next? What 
after that? Polish Americans? German Americans? The point is, a 
line obviously must be drawn. 


A further demand was that programming by the Activities 
Council "better address the needs and tastes of black students." 
Granted, ACBU probably hasn’t bent over backward to meet the 
needs of blacks. But ACBU must program with a "make the most 
people happy most of the time" philosophy. The option exists for 
the BSA to apply for funding from SABRC for events. Certainly 
though good faith efforts on the part of ACBU would likely be 
welcomed and appreciated. 

The final demand, that renovation of the Garrett Center begin 
immediately, calls for the most compromise on both sides. Some 
work should be done on the Center, but to simply hand every¬ 
thing over on a silver platter would be a bad decision. The BSA 
demands the interior be painted. If the school provided the paint 
and supplies, would the BSA be willing to do the painting? 

Most any student organization would like nicer offices, but 
there are countless concerns which, in the name of fairness to all 
students, must be weighed before funding and work is approved. 

The BSA has proved its point. Change has been called for, 
and the University should not take these issues lightly. The best 
that could happen is both sides could cooperate—understand each 
other’s problems and work toward a mutually acceptable solution. 
Only then will the needs of the University as a whole, and the 
needs of a special interest group of students be met with satisfac¬ 
tion.

Traditionally, the procedure for deal¬ 
ing with fatal diseases was quarantine. 
Throughout history when an individual 
was struck with a potentially fatal 
disease, the household was quarantined 
or the individual was moved to the 
outskirts of town to a '"quarantine hut. 

In the case of leprosy, for example, the 
individual was completely removed 
from society. So should the victims of 
AIDS. Of itself AIDS is not thought to 
be contagious. However, the alarming 
rate at which the disease is spreading, 
Mr. DeFazio implies epidemically, 
suggests that it is not so innocuous.

There is 
no dispute that Mr. Bross acted below 
the minimum expectations of a mature 
adult. Unfortunately, he is not in the 
position to make onJy himself look bad. 

I write this letter not merely as a 
complaint about some isolated incident, 
but as a duty to my fellow students. I 
believe Bradley is an excellent school 
academically, however, student apathy 
does prevail. Only through strong 
leadership by students can Bradley 
make significant gains in student soli¬ 
darity and pride. Unfortunately, that 
leadership seems to stop short of the 
top.

Israel 

Dear Editor, 

Uncritical support of Israel has 
become a hallmark of successive US 
administrations. Today almost half of 
all US military and economic aid goes 
to Israel. US State Department AID 
official Joseph Wheeler states that $2.8 
billion of US aid was dispersed to 
Israel in 1982. Logically it is hard to 
justify such a massive aid to a nation of 
3 million. 

One paradox of increased US aid to 
Israel over the past decade has been 
that professed American goals on the 
Middle East - of stability, security for 
the people of the region, and peace - 
have receded as US aid to Israel has 
increased, and any progress towards 
genuine peace and justice in the region 
has been directly blocked by Israeli 
policies. Some of Israeli policies are: 

1) Israel has to date refused to sign 
the 1968 Treaty on non-proliferation of 
Nuclear weapons. CBS reported in 
Nov. 1979 that Israel and South 
Africa had jointly tested a nuclear 
bomb over the South Atlantic. 

2) Israel is the only major arms pro¬ 
ducer in Mid-East, Israel has sold arms 
to repressive regimes like those in 


South Africa, The Samoza regime in 
Nicaragua, Indonesia, Argentina, El 
Salvador and Chile. 

3)Israers persistent violations of 
international law both in occupied terri¬ 
tories and in South Lebanon obstructs 
any possibility of a just peace in the 
Middle East. 

I would like to finish with a com¬ 
ment, that a nation that still remembers 
the attrocities of the holocaust is not 
expected to do the same or even worse 
with Palestinians. They should know 
the value of human life, not to force 
humans to live in conditions not even 
fit for animals. 

How can people all over the world 
and here in US witness the attrocities, 
such as killing women harmless chil¬ 
dren beating innocent children (as 
young as 12 years old) and old men, 
and not even feel enough to raise their 
voice to question these attrocities.

Nicaragua: rise of ‘American’ regime

Contrary to popular ignorance, Nicaragua’s polit¬ 
ical and economic problems did not begin with the 
ascension of its current leadership to power; it began 
with its independence from Spain and the struggle to 
form its own political identity in the 18(X)s. 

U.S. interest in Nicaragua came as a result of 
that country’s natural resources and the profit that 
U.S. companies could extract from this under¬ 
developed former colony. In 1856, American mer- 
cena^ WUliam Walker proclaimed himself President 
of Nicaragua and was recognized by the U.S. govern¬ 
ment ~ he was eventually removed by the population. 

In 1909 the U.S. government sent 400 marines to 
install its own choice for president. They were forced 
to leave in 1933 by organized opposition forces. 
Before they left, they trained and armed a National 
Guard with Antonio Somoza Garcia as leader. 

Somoza executed 300 Nicaraguans whom he 
thought niight oppose him as ruler and began the 
totalitarian Somoza regime. 

From 1939-1961 the Somozas established their 
iron grip over Nicaragua. Using the American trained 
National Guard they took ownership of much of 
Nicaragua’s resources and had an estimated $500 mil¬ 
lion in assets during this time period. 

The extent to which Nicaragua was totalitarian 
during this period is demonstrated by Somoza’s 
suppression of political activity. The Sandinista 
National Liberation Front was created as an opposi¬ 
tion party to the Somozas. It was kept from its 
attempts at peaceful protests against the Somoza 
regime by brutal oppression from the National Guard. 
Religious leaders as well were kept from voicing their 
opinions. 

A blatant crime was pulled off by the Somoza 
regime in 1972. Large sums of international aid were 


sent to the nation for victims of a devastating earth¬ 
quake which had destroyed the nation’s capitol. Only a 
small amount ever made it to the victims; most was 
stolen by Somoza and the national guard. 

Somoza was forced from power in July of 1979 
by organized business, labor, and church leaders. The 
national guard looted the National Treasury and fled 
the country. Nicaragua was left with an enormous 
foreign debt. 

In 1980 the New Nicaraguan Government of 
Reconstruction was formed. The Nicaraguans were 
trying to form their own truly Nicaraguan government 
and were praised by the World Health Organization 
for their efforts to improve their nation’s health care 
and increase its literacy rate. The Somoza Regime 
destroyed schools, hospitals and factories. The San- 
dinistas worked to improve their country and recover 
from the destruction and indebtedness left to them by 
the Somoza regime. 

Rather than assisting their efforts of self- 
government, the U.S. decided in 1981 to re-arm rem¬ 
nants of Somoza’s National Guard and re-name them 
"'contras." The contras are not "freedom fighters" in 
any sense of these words. They were turned loose 
against this new and legitimate republic to waste the 
economy of Nicaragua, as well as the United States. 

Nicaragua is not another domino in the fabricated 
fear of Soviet expansionism, it is simply an indepen¬ 
dent, sovereign nation trying to stay the tide of U.S. 
invasions and intrusions and working to build itself a 
strong economy and a political system indigenous to 
itself. 

When will our expansionistic, war-like attempts 
at domination stop? When will we let this impover¬ 
ished nation guide itself in keeping with our principles 
of democracy, sovereignty, fre^om and independence 
for all nations of the world?

taken out loans. 

"Between 1980 and 1986 loan 
amounts have increased 99.7 per¬ 
cent, Bradley grant aid has 
increased 92' percent, but federal 
and state grant money (the external 
assistance) has only increased 27 
percent," he said. 

Six out of 10 Bradley students 
said they were receiving financial 
assistance. Pardieck estimates the 
figure is closer to 91 percent. 

"Students don’t see loans and 
work study as part of financial 
aid," he said, "^ey’re probably 
right to the extent they’re an exten¬ 
sion of family contributions. But 
they are resources available that 
students wouldn’t have if they were 
not in the educational system." 

Forty percent of those polled 
said they deserved more financial 
aid than they currently receive. 
The same amount said their family 
is expected to pay more for college 
than it can aflbrd. 

"Those percentages probably 
are true," Pardieck said. "The 
family has the best idea of what it 
can afford. But the financial aid 


office must follow certain guide¬ 
lines. 

"There’s more than a 50 per¬ 
cent difference between the calcu¬ 
lated need and the perceived need 
(by the parents). But we have no 
choice. And even if the system and 
the parents can agree, there may 


not be suitable funds available." 

One bright spot Pardieck sees is 
the Campaign for Bradley. 

"We’re starting to see benefits 
of the Campaign," he said. 
"There have been significant 
endowment gifts for scholarships." 


A’ new method for detei*mining 
need of financial assistance will be 
implemented for the 1988-89 
school year. 

The Congressional Methodol¬ 
ogy was established in the Higher 
Education Act of 1986. Dave Par¬ 
dieck, director of financial assis¬ 
tance, said the Department of Edu¬ 
cation used to set the standards for 
need. 

"By this Act, Congress no 
longer will extend flexibility of 
need," he said. "It has put into law 
the data that will be used and how 


it will be massaged." 

The data includes parental 
income and assets, student income 
and assets, and allowances to offset 
these (taxes, social security 
benefits). 

Pardieck said one major change 
is related to prior year student 
earnings. 

"Seventy percent of a student’s 
net earnings will be expected to 
fiind their educational program. 
Before we used the national stan¬ 
dards of $700 and $900." 


This survey was conducted last 
semester by students enrolled in 
Communications 425: Public 
Affairs Reporting under the super¬ 
vision of Dr. Michael E. Gerhardt. 

Telephone interviews of 129 
male and 110 female undergradu¬ 
ates were conducted Nov. 20-25. 
A systematic random sample of 
students was drawn from the Brad¬ 
ley Telephone Directory. 

The margin of error for the 
survey is 6.2 percent at the 95 per¬ 


cent confidence level. That means 
the results of the survey would be 
within 6.2 percent of what would 
have been obtained if every student 
in the directory was called, 95 out 
of 100 times. 

Freshmen comprised 32.8 per¬ 
cent of the respondents; sopho¬ 
mores, 17.9 percent; Juniors, 16.2 
percent and seniors, 26.6 percent. 

Figures used in the story are 
rounded up, so some may total 
more than 100 percent.

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Guard awarded damages

A former Bradley security guard will receive 
damages from the University after she claimed the 
school wrongfully fired her five years ago. 

Patricia Sier of Peoria, and the University settled 
out of court Tuesday, but the two parties agreed not 
to disclose the amount she’ll receive. 

"Although I can’t give the specific amount of the 
settlement, we’re very well satisfied with the results of 
the case," James Carter, Sier’s attorney, said. 

In the original suit filed in 1985, Sier demanded 
$15,000 plus punitive damages. 

Sier accused the University of firing her because 
she reported James Koopman, then school vice- 
president, to Peoria police 

She claimed that Koopman had shoved broken 
glass down the blouse of a school janitor in February 
1983. Her report led to charges of reckless conduct 
and battery against Koopman and her dismissal in 
April of the same year. 

Two days after Sier was fired, the University 
accepted Koopman’s resignation. He later pleaded 


guilty to the charge of reckless conduct. The battery 
charge was dropped, and Koopman received a one- 
year court supervision sentence, after which the reck¬ 
less conduct conviction was stricken from his criminal 
record. 

William Kohlhase, the University’s attorney in 
the case, refused comment on the settlement or any 
other factors to the case. 

However, according to the suit, the school 
claimed it fired Sier for "misrepresenting" the alleged 
Koopman attack to Peoria police and city attorneys, 
her "inability to work and cooperate with fellow secu¬ 
rity officers," her "fostering of malicious gossip about 
school officials," and her "inability to handle assign¬ 
ments in an appropriate manner." 

Sier said that she was obligated to report the 
alleged action of Koopman to the police. She is also 
the wife of Peoria police officer Donald Sier. 

"I believe that she is continuing to look for 
employment. I don’t think that she has found a full¬ 
time job as of yet," Carter said.

body is black, but

vide food that is economical and of 
different variety." 

Bradley is considering a com¬ 
puterized program which would 
eliminate meal plans and meal tick¬ 
ets. It may possibly begin in the 
fall of 1989. It is called declining 
balance system. 

Goldin said the student would 
pay a fixed rate at the beginning of 
the year to the school. Part of the 
rate would go directly toward 
overhead like utilities, while the 
remainder would cover meals. 
Every dollar would be converted 
into a certain number of points. 
The student’s name would be 
entered into a computer along with 
the number of points he/she has. 
Each food item in the cafeteria 
would cost so many points. At the 
end of the meal line, a cashier 
would enter the number of points 
you spent in the computer in addi¬ 
tion to checking your balance with 
a validated ID. Thus, the balance 
decreases every time you eat. At 
the end of the year, and remaining 
points will be converted back to 
cash and given to the student. 

Meanwhile, discussion about 
the closing of Student Center 
cafeteria is due to begin next 
week. The cafeteria is tentatively 
scheduled to close at the end of the 
semester, while Harper will open 
up in the falL

House rejects Contra aid requests

WASHINGTON (AP) - House 
rejection of President Reagan’s 
request for $36.2 million in new 
aid to the Nicaraguan Contra 
rebels left the president’s bitterly 
debated Central American policy 
in shambles Thursday. 

Despite a lobbying' blitz by 
Reagan, the House rejected further 
military support for the insurgents 
by a 219-211 vote Wednesday 
night. In doing so, it dismissed the 
president’s argument that only the 
Contras could prevent creation of a 
communist stronghold in Central 
America. 

House Democrats who handed 
Reagan the stinging defeat said 
they would support alternative 
humanitarian aid for the Contras 
but would no longer finance war¬ 
fare in a region that is now seek¬ 
ing peace. 

As Contra leader Adolfo Calero 
looked down glumly from the 


crowded visitors’ gallery. Demo¬ 
crats leaped to their feet and burst 
into cheers when their victory was 
assured. 

The Senate planned to decide 
later today whether to take up a 
similar Reagan aid request, but the 
House action was leg^ly suflicient 
to cut off any further assistance 
past Feb. 29 for the Contra forces 
seeking to overthrow the leftist 
Sandinista government in 
Managua. 

The White House expressed 
disappointment that the House "'did 
not vote to keep pressure on the 
Sandinistas during the peace pro¬ 
cess'" and said it would begin con¬ 
sultations about the future of the 
resistance. 

Calero said his forces have 
enough arms to last about two 
months and enough food for a 
month. "We will press on with our 
last breath," he said. 


However, lie added that the 
Contras still "look forward to get¬ 
ting aid" from the United States. 

Democratic leaders were jubi¬ 
lant. "Today’s vote is the end of a 
chapter," said House Majority 
Whip Tony Coelho, D-Calif. 
'The Contra policy is the past." 

Toward the end of 11 hours of 
emotion^ floor debate. Speaker 
Jim Wright of Texas appealed for 
a "no" vote on Contra aid in favor 
of support for diplomatic efforts by 
Central American leaders to 
arrange their own peace settle¬ 
ment. 

"Mr. Reagan did not come to 
Washington to preside over Cen¬ 
tral America," Wright said. 

House Minority Leader Robert 
Michel, R-Dl., drew cheers from 
outgunned conservative GOP parti¬ 
sans when he declared that "the 
issue of Nicaragua and Central 
America will not go away.' 


"If you vote this package down, 
you better be prepared to bear the 
consequences, and who among you 
is smart enough to predict the path 
(Nicaraguan President) Daniel 
Ortega will take you?" 

ON the final vote, a dozen 
Republicans joined 207 Democrats 
in voting against Contra aid, while 
164 Republicans and 47 Democrats 
backed Reagan’s request. 

The crucial swing votes were 
cast by moderate Southern Demo¬ 
crats such as Rep. Dan Mica of 
Florida, who cast his first direct 
vote against Contra aid after seven 
years of backing the rebel cause. 

"It’s time to put the Sandinistas 
to the test once and for all," Mica 
said. "Daniel Ortega now is about 
to be put to the test. If he fails, 
this Congress will support military 
aid. I’d say he has maybe two 
months."

Custody of kids lost by mummified man’s wife 

GALESBURG (Ill.) - Experts for tiying to gain access to the reeime enforce^t nn th^ . . 


GALESBURG (Ill.) - Experts 
say it will take years of counseling 
to deprogram the children of a 
woman who kept her husband’s 
mummified remains at home eight 
years and treated the withered 
corpse as if it were alive. 

But one psychologist cautioned 
against passing too harsh a judg¬ 
ment on Carole Stevens and her 
two children for the religious 
beliefs which promoted them to 
live with the corpse of Carl L. 
Stevens in hopes he would 
recover. 

They’re strange but from what 
little I know, they don’t sound 
harmful," said Donald Legan, a 
clinical psychologist in Peoria. 

"You’re talking about religion, 
and what they were doing isn’t that 
much different than most religions. 
"Churches do have relics. They 
pray to the dead and talk in 
tongues. Religion is a strange area. 
Fd have to fall back from making 
any judgment on their religion." 

That assessment came Tuesday 
after Mrs. Stevens, 42, and her 
companion, Richard G. Kunce, 56, 
were charged with felony forgery 


for trying to gain access 
dead man’s bank account. 

Also Tuesday, a juvenile court 
judge temporarily stripped Mrs. 
Stevens, a registered nurse, of the 
custody of her children and 
ordered a hearing to determine 
permanent custody. 

The children, a 17-year-old girl 
and a 14-year-old boy, have been 
in protective custody in foster 
homes since Friday when authori¬ 
ties discovered Stevens’ 8 1/2- 
year-old brown, shriveled corpse 
on a bed in the Stevens’ rural 
Knoxville home. 

Mrs. Stevens sat passively as 
Associate Judge Richard Porter of 
the county juvenile court awarded 
temporary custody of the children 
to the Illinois Department of Chil¬ 
dren and Family ^rvices. 

Legan said it appears that the 
children have been programmed, 
or brainwashed, into believing 
their father is not dead and that it’s 
normal to have a corpse in the 
home. 

He said reality can be warped 
in a person’s mind by using a form 
of indoctrination, such as the strict 


regime enforced on the Stevens’ 
children that included all meals 
taken at home, the drinking only 
of pure water and controlled access 
to the outside world. 

Legan said such forms of pro¬ 
gramming are reversible and said 
individual psychotherapy could 
eliminate all abnormal behavior in 
the children. 

The children are young 
enough that there’s a dam good 
change of working things out," he 
said. 

Also Tuesday, Knox County 
State’s Attorney Raymond Kimbell 
denied allegations he ignored 
repeated requests to investigate 
Stevens* 1979 disappearance. 

The state’s attorney was as 
uncooperative as he could be in 
this case," Curt Poutsch, 44, of 
Cudahy, Wis., said Monday. "He 
didn’t want to be bothered with it. 
He chose to do nothing." 

But Kimbell blamed Poutsch, 
who is Mrs. Stevens’ cousin, for 
failing to contact authorities ear¬ 
lier. 

"Mr. Poutsch finally had the 
courage to confront his causing 


and enter the house like he should 
have done eight years ago," the 
prosecutor said. 

Authorities never searched the 
house because they had no reason 
to suspect foul play, he said. 

Mrs. Stevens was' charged with 
two counts of forgery with intent 
to defraud, which are punishable 
by two to five years in prison 


each. Associate Knox County 
Judge Ronald Tenold set bail at 
$10,000 for each count. Mrs. 
Stevens said she couldn’t afford 
bond or an attorney. 

Kunce was charged with one 
count of forgery with intent to 
defraud. Bond was set at $20,000.

Judge upholds FBI’s actions 


ST. LOUIS (AP) - The FBI 
was justified in dismissing a 
veteran agent who refused an order 
to investigate peace groups whose 
views he shared, an administrative 
judge ruled Tuesday. 

John C. Ryan, 49, a former 
FBI agent in Peoria, had asked the 
U.S. Merit Systems Protection 
Board to give him back his job. 
Ryan was fired in September after 
more than 20 years with the FBI 
and just 10 months before he was 
to retire. He presently teaches a 
War and Peace class at Bradley. 

Administrative Judge Christo¬ 
pher Heavrin ruled Tuesday that 
the FBI proved it had fired Ryan 
for insubordination and for violat¬ 
ing his oath of office when he 
refused to investigate peace groups 
because of his "personal, religious

and human beliefs. 

Ryan, who was making 
$50,000 a year, claimed that he 
was a victim of religious discrimi¬ 
nation and the penalty imposed on 
him was too harsh. Ryan said at a 
hearing in St Louis last week that 
he wanted to go back to work for 
the FBI in a non-agent position. 

Heavrin mled, however, that 
the agency had not discriminated 
against Ryan. He said the FBI had 
shown that it would be an "undue 
hardship" to accommodate agents 
with such beliefs. 

"I find that appellant’s offense - 
no matter the sincere motivation he 
may have had - was plainly 
antithetical to the agency’s mission 
and ran directly contrary to his 
responsibilities as a special agent," 
Heavrin said in his 26-page deci¬ 


sion. 

Heavrin also said the penalty 
was reasonable under the cir¬ 
cumstances. The judge said the 
evidence indicated that Ryan’s 
actions were "well thought out 
and, therefore, were intentional 
and willful." 

'1 find that the agency’s 
selected penalty of removal was 
reasonable and promoted the 
efficiency of the service," he 
ruled. 

A devout Roman Catholic and 
committed pacifist, Ryan said 
struggled with the request in 
November 1986 to investigate Silo 
Plowshares and Veterans Fast For 
Life, two groups suspected of van¬ 
dalizing military recruiting facili¬ 
ties in Chicago.

To gain an insight into what it’s 
ike to work student security, I 
pent a night interviewing two staff 
nembers while they sat office 
lours and did rounds, Monday 
light/Tuesday morning. I informed 
Rajneet that I had a 9:30 class; he 
vas unsympathetic, facing an eight 
3 ’clock himself.

We rode the elevator up to the 
sixth floor and then walked the 
corridors, taking the stairs down, 
until each floor had been covered. 
On a Tuesday morning, about all 
Rajneet said he has to look out for 
are students breaking into the soda 
machines, or propping open the 
locked doors at either end of the 
ground floor with stones.

security guard knocks at their 
door. "But then they get loud 
again as soon as you walk away." 
It usually takes two or three warn¬ 
ings to get people to quiet down, 
he said. Sometimes, they "try to 
fool around with you, and that’s 
when you get bugged," Rajneet 
said, recalling instances of having 
been verbally abused by students. 
He has never had a physical con¬ 
frontation on the job. "We are not 
allowed to use our hands. We don’t 
get involved." After three warn¬ 
ings about excessive noise, campus 
security is called. Similarly, in the 
case of a fight, student security 
does not interfere; Rajneet’s job 
would be to call campus security 


and let them handle it. 

Working weeknights is prefer¬ 
able to weekends, Rajneet said, 
because he can get a lot of study¬ 
ing done. As a rule, though, most 
of the trouble happens on the 
weekends. "It gets boring," he 
admitted, "but it’s better than run¬ 
ning around." Members of the 
student security staff are only 
scheduled to work one night a 
week, but the hours make classes 
hard, according to Rajneet. "You 
can find a substitute, but Fd rather 
work," he said. 

One of the drawbacks Rajneet 
cited is the fact that he can’t watch 
TV after a certain hour. Sleeping

With all the talk of Peoria 
Jeing the "in" place and New 
fork the "out" place, many people 
are asking the question "Why is 
Peoria ‘in’?" I myself have asked 
[hat same question on a dreary 
Sunday afternoon, but after some 
nvestigation I found three interest¬ 
ing and cultural events Peoria 
should be proud of. 

The first is the Nineteenth 
Century Salon Painting exhibit at 
he Lakeview Museum of Arts and 
iciences which runs until March 
i. This exhibit, consisting of 29 
vorks, boasts such artists as 
lousseau, Daubigny, Courbet and 


Millet. These paintings are, 
referred to as salon paintings 
because they were painted in 
Europe during the time of the 
French Revolution when Napoleon 
took over the dictatorship of art, 
establishing the Institute of France 
and the Academy of Fine Arts. 

The Academy sponsored a 
show of artists’ work bi-annually in 
France, called the salon. A jury 
would decide which of the pictures 
submitted should be hung and 
which rejected. In order to get 
their paintings accepted, artists had 
to conform to a given standard. 

The Academy required their 
art, termed Neo-Classical, to por¬ 


tray idealized forms and heroic 
landscapes from Roman mythology 
th^t told a moral or story. But 
beginning in the 1830’s, a group of 
painters near the village of Bar- 
bizon, France began to depart 
from the accepted salon style. At 
first the Barbizon painters were 
refused by the salon and the public 
as crude naturalists but they later 
gained acceptance, particularly in 
England and America.

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Fulbright program helps dream 
come truefor German mathprof

Professor Detlef Massat, a Ger¬ 
man math teacher at Eddenreider- 
Gynmasium Junior College, 
dreamed of one day visiting the 
United States. 

Massat received his degrees in 
mathematics at the Free University 
of West Berlin and it was there 
that he first met and became 
friends with Americans. At his 
home in Konstanz, Germany, Mas¬ 
sat is a practicing member of the 
British and German society. Apart 
from being an organization that 
gathers both British and German 
people interested in better rela¬ 
tions, the society arranges guided 
tours for visitors to those coun¬ 
tries. As a tour guide in the city of 
West Berlin, Massat made contact 
and became interested in American 
students and their country. 

Tve traveled to Britain and 
France, but I had always been 
interested in the United States, he 
said. Upon graduating and receiv¬ 
ing his degrees, Massat taught in 
London as a language instructor 
before moving to Konstanz to 
become a math teacher. It was 


then that he began looking into 
ways of coming to America. 

In 1980, he made his first of 
three attempts at the Fulbright 
Exchange Program. Fulbright is a 
foreign exchange program set up 
in the honor of the Arkansas sena¬ 
tor, J. William Fulbright. The 
program allows an exchange 
between teachers in the U.S. and 
in Europe. His first two tries 
couldn’t be completed because of 
the lack of American math teach- 
er3 who wanted to go to Germany. 
However, his third try was suc¬ 
cessful, thanks in part to Bradley’s 
own Dr. David Tudor. 

On Aug. 4, 1987 Massat, along 
with his wife, Renate (an English 
and physical education teacher) 
and their four children, arrived in 
America, a long awaited dream 
come true. During his first semes¬ 
ter at Bradley, Massat taught both 
calculus and statistics classes. This 
semester he is teaching two cal¬ 
culus courses. 

Massat says he’s loved every 
minute of it. Renate, his wife, was 
enrolled in a contemporary Ameri¬ 
can poetry course at Bradley last 


semester and received an "'A 
This semester she’s trying her hand 
at early American literature. 

One thing the Massat family 
has had trouble adapting to was the 
.constant use of a car. It seems that 
back in Konstanz everything was 
within walking distance. Apart 
from that, Massat has had no com¬ 
plaints. At the end of this semes¬ 
ter, his teaching at Bradley will 
come to a close, but he won’t be 
going back to Germany until Aug. 
4, 1988. So how does he plan to 
spend his three months vacation? 
"Like any other American, natur¬ 
ally." 

Massat and his family will tour 
the United States in a motor-home. 
Among the number of scheduled 
stops will be the Magic Kingdom 
in Orlando, Fla., the Grand 
Canyon, and Yellowstone National 
Park. Because of the contract he 
signed when agreeing to the Ful¬ 
bright exchange award, he will 
have to teach in Germany for at 
least two years upon his return. 
However, he has already made 
plans to visit our country as soon 
as he can.

on the job is against the rules, but 
is not a serious offense, he said, 
"unless you fail to make rounds." 

Fire alarms are a popular diver¬ 
sion. "If they’re in the mood, 
they’ll pull it three or four times a 
night," he said. "There’s so many 
floors," that there is nothing 
security can do about it. 

During Rajneet’s first semester 
on student security, he worked as 
an alternate. This entailed filling in 
for other staff members, and gave 
him the opportunity to work in all 
of the dormitories. Harper- 
WyckofF, he said, is by far the 
most difficult dorm to control. He 
judged Geisert and Williams to be 
second and third respectively. 
S.A.C. and the St. James singles, 
according to Rajneet, are the 
quietest. In the St. James singles, 
he contends, people go out to par¬ 
ties instead of having them in their 
rooms. Rajneet also said the 
upperclassmen of S.A.C. and the 


St. James apartments are "more 
settled" than the younger students 
in the other dorms. University 
Hall is quieter than Williams, 
Rajneet believes, because "there 
are more girls over there." Some¬ 
times, he said, it takes "quite a bit 
of effort" to get the residents in 
Harper-WyckofF to quiet down. 

There are about 70 people on 
student security, according to Eric 
Gassman, director of student secu¬ 
rity. The university spends 
between $55,OCX) and $60,000 
aimually on student security; 
Rajneet makes $3.60 an hour. 

Of the 70 security personnel, 
Rajneet said around 10 of them are 
Indians. Economically, it is in the 
best interests of most Indian stu¬ 
dents to earn money in the U.S. to 
spend in the U.S., rather than 
earning money in India to spend in 
the U.S. While earnings are 
nearly equal in both countries, the 
exchange rate is 13 to 1, in favor 
of the U.S. currency. Many stu¬ 
dents avoid a security position

because of the strenuous hours, 
but, Rajneet said, he and the other 
Indians he knows on staff cannot 
afford to pick and choose. 

In the office of the Harper- 
Wyckoff lobby. Bob Szewczyk, a 
senior biology/psychology major, 
said that a few years back, some 
security personnel were working 
several nights a week because of a 
shortage of workers. That situation 
has been remedied, he said, stating 
that most personnel only work a 
week now. 


Student security is "invalu¬ 
able, " according to Szewczyk, 
because "residence staff gets a lot 
of help" from them. Though 
security’s main function, he said, is 
to act in a message-relaying capa¬ 
city, it also serves as a deterrant to 
vandalism and theft. Because peo¬ 
ple know security staff will be 
making rounds, students "think 
twice before doing something they 
can get in trouble for." 

Noise is the biggest problem 
facing security, Szewczyk said. "I 


don’t want to sound militaristic, 
but ... the quieter the better." He 
seemed to concur with Rajneet’s 
contention that female residents are 
quieter than male residents. "Girls 
don’t have stereos and big fancy 
TV’s, but they tend to congregate 
in the rooms more ... I really 
haven’t had any problems on the 
girls’ floors." 

Fall semester is always rowdier 
than spring semester, he said. 
Freshman have the "distort^ view 
... that it’s all a big party." 
Around finals, though, Harper- 
Wyckoff calms down considerably. 
This is due to the fact that the peo¬ 
ple who have been doing well 
academically all semester are 
studying hard so as to continue 
doing well. The students who 
aren’t doing well, he said, are too 
busy Clamming for exams to make 
much noise. 

Szewczyk sees floor unity as a 
major reason why thefts are infre¬ 
quent. Tve heard reports of 
suspected petty thieves," but he 
said security is faced with the 


more serious problem of townspeo 
pie who "come walking through 
the open doors, asking to bum 
change." 

One of the more interesting 
complaints he said he had to inves¬ 
tigate last semester was a student 
taking a shower with his girlfriend. 
"Each floor has its own personal¬ 
ity. I really hate to stereotype, but 
freshman are more cocky. Upper¬ 
classmen are a little more mel¬ 
low. " 

On the weekends, "intoxicated 
people come back and do interest¬ 
ing things," Szewczyk said. "It’s 
not uncommon for drunk students, 
having lost their keys and ID’s, to 
forget their last names and where 
they live. This makes it impossible 
for security to help them home, he 
said. 

At three a.m., stude’^ts were 
still roaming in and out of the 
gameroom, in sharp contrast to the 
silence Fd faced on rounds with 
Rajneet in S.A.C. "Tve never seen 
this dorm completely quiet," he 
said.

mouth. Bross said he threw no 
punches, and if anyone was injured 
it was due to pushing and shoving. 
Bross said too many people were 
holding him back for him to punch 
anyone. 

A member of Sig Ep, Mark 
Stoppert, intervened, and was 
grabbed by the throat by Bross. 
Macabobby claims Stoppert still 
has scratches from the incident. 

Bross confirms he grabbed 
Stoppert by the throat, but doesn’t 
know for sure if he scratched him.

It is some¬ 
thing that we feel positive about," 
said Greg Killoran, acting director 
of co-curricular and organizational 
development, "but like all other 
proposals, it is a matter of priori¬ 
ties. We have x number of dollars 
and y need, and like all others, ... 
our needs are greater than our dol¬ 
lars. 

"When those who make deci¬ 
sions view this as a priority, and 
the money becomes available, itll 


get done," Killoran said. "At this 
time, we just don’t have the facility 
or money available for use." 

Killoran said it would be "fool¬ 
ish" to suggest a time frame when 
the International Student Center 
would be built, but "a need exists 
for the Center. We have a fairly 
large population of international 
students on our campus. They are 
not homogeneous; they come from 
very diverse cultures. We need to 
be sensitive to their needs. The 
things we. provide are different 
than their needs. We may aid in 
making them feel better if we 
respond to their needs." 

Killoran stated that the ideal 
International Student Center would 
be a place for international stu 
dents to go to live, to socialize, to 
study, and to relax. 

"If nothing is done about this 
need, it’ll die and come back 
later," he said. "We certainly don’t 
want it to die, and we’ll continue 
to promote it."

Coach happy with male tracksters

Hawk: NCAA’s best?

A typical day in the life of 
Bradley’s all-American. 

Wednesday’s agenda for Hersey 
Hawkins included newspaper inter¬ 
views, spending time with an 
ABC-TV crew putting together a 
feature, and heading on a plane for 
a Thursday luncheon in New 
York. 

Squeeze these appointments 
between classes, practice and an 
internship at WMBD radio and, 
you get the picture. Hersey Haw¬ 
kins is a busy man these days. 

"It’s been rough," the Bradley 
career scoring leader said. 'It 
doesn’t leave me with a lot of free 
time, but I guess that comes with 
the territory." 

That territory has certainly been 
established by Hawkins, whose 
NCAA-leading 36.1 points per 
game average is attracting media 
from around the country.

Manning, who was Hawkins’ 
roommate during this sununer’s 
Pan-American games tryouts, has 


been the front-runner since the 
pre-season. Granted, Manning gets 
more national exposure. But his 
statistics don’t compare to Haw¬ 
kins’. 

"I think my numbers are just as 
good as anybody’s," Hawkins said. 
"But you never know ...." 

Like they did to his Pan Ameri¬ 
can team hopes, politics may again 
foil Hawkins in his quest for 
Player of the Year honors. 

"Oh sure, I don’t think there’s 
any question that they might," 
Albeck said. "People just don’t 
realize how good the guy is. 

"But," Albeck added, "the real 
people that know are in the NBA." 


Player of the Year awards or 
not, both coach and player are 
excited about Hawkins’ basketball 
future. 

"I think m definitely be picked 
in the first round," Hawkins said.

"We didn’t say that (dismissal) 
was definite," Kalmer said. "We 
kind of left that open." 

But Ferguson’s message was 
clear. 

"If it shows up again that they 
get the second positive then, for all 
practical purposes, their athletic 
career at Bradley will probably be 
terminated," he said. 

Only men and women basket¬ 
ball players will be tested this 
school year, Kalmer said. Begin¬ 


ning next semester student-athletes 
in all sports will be eligible for 
drug-testing. 

"We’ll probably select certain 
athletes on a random basis," he 
said. "It’ll be a chance draw to see 
who goes to be tested." 

The reason for testing only 
basketball players this year? 

'Tou’ve gotta have a starting 
point some place," Ferguson said. 
"We took the men’s team for the 
simple reason so that they will 
know what they’re gonna have to 


go through at a future date. That’s 
assuming we get invited to a post¬ 
season tournament. We did the 
girls, quite frankly, because we 
feel that’s only fair." 

If the Braves make the NCAA 
tournament, all members will be 
required to undergo testing. A 
positive test results in a 90-day 
suspension for the individual, who 
would become ineligible for the 
remainder of the tournament. 

The emphasis of the Bradley 
program is on amphetamines, 
cocaine, marijuana and PCP. The 
guidelines also state that tests will 
be conducted for steroids . 


Swimmers prepare for Midwest championships

The Bradley men’s swim team lost its last home 
meet of the season Jan. 30 to an extremely tough 
Western Kentucky team. 

Despite the loss, coach Tom Burek was pleased 
with the team’s performance. 

"I feel we swam our best meet of the season 
against Western Kentucky. Our lead-off swimmer, 
(Erik) Schoengart, turned in his lifetime best time in 
the 200 free and many others, especially the distance 
swimmers, recorded season best times, " he said. 

The team spent the holiday break training in 
Florida, practicing up to three times a day. Burek said 
the time spent in Florida was a turning point for the 
team. 

Prior to the meet against Western Kentucky, the 
Braves were able to post victories over Eastern Illi¬ 
nois and the University of Missouri-St. Louis. Fresh¬ 
man Jay Hines and Keith Kroeger recorded their best 
times in the 200 free at the meet against Eastern Illi¬ 
nois. 

Bradley will swim against Notre Dame on Tues¬ 


day. It will be the toughest team the Braves have 
encountered this season. In an ettort to score points 
over Notre Dame, Burek will load up the medley and 
free relay teams. Schoengart and junior Greg Auton 
and sophomore Jeff Dorey, are also expected to score 
points for Bradley. 

The team is concentrating on the Midwest Cham¬ 
pionship meet which will be held March 3-5 at Notre 
Dame. Last year the Braves finished sixth out of the 
11 teams competing. Burek expects this year’s team to 
hold at the sixth place position. 

"I don’t anticipate the team moving up or down 
over last year in the final standing. I would really like 
to see us beat some of the teams such as Northern 
Iowa and Chicago Circle that beat us by only two or 
three points earlier in the season," he said. 

"At the championship meet I won’t be as con¬ 
cerned with our final placing as I will be with seeing 
strong individual performances and tough swims. I 
want the team to be fired up. The ultimate goal is to 
have the guys swim their fastest and best races of the 
season." 
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Athletic department begins drug testing

Members of the Braves and 
Lady Braves basketball teams were 
the first of the school’s student ath¬ 
letes to undergo drug testing in 
accordance with the Bradley ath¬ 
letic department’s new policy. 

All players from both teams 
were tested in January under a 
program adopted following an 
NCAA recommendation that all 
schools formulate drug-screening 
policies. 

^We are simply doing what the 
NCAA recommends, assistant 
athletic director Dewey Kalmer 
said. "GeneraUy, when they 
recommend those types of things 


they become laws shortly 
thereafter. And they highly recom¬ 
mend it. 

Kalmer was instrumental in set¬ 
ting up the policy, which was 
announced Dec. 23 and went into 
effect Jan. 1. He said Bradley’s 
program is intended to act as a ser¬ 
vice for the players rather than a 
policing mechanism. 

"We’re going at it with the idea 
that we’re really not out to ‘catch’ 
anybody, but to really help them," 
Kdmer said. 

Athletic director Ron Ferguson 
said the plan was not implemented 
out of suspicion of current prob¬ 
lems with Bradley student-athletes. 


"It’s (the program) to act as a 
deterrent," he said. "We don’t 
want high school athletes coming 
to Bradley feeling that if they have 
had experiences with drugs, they 
can come in here and continue on 
that path." 

Bradley’s drug-test guidelines 
are purposely sketchy, Kalmer 
said, because x)f recent court cases 
surrounding current policies of the 
NCAA and other schools. The 
NCAA now randomly tests athletes 
at all championship events. 

"We’re kind of holding back a 
little, trying to see what things you 
can do and you can’t," he said. "I 
guess you could say we’re going 


rather slowly. By no means do we 
want to be leaders in this field 
because of the litigation possibili¬ 
ties. We’d like to avoid any 
embarrassing situations." 

A U.S. District judge in Cali¬ 
fornia recendy issued a temporary 
injunction against some parts of a 
drug-testing program at Stanford 
University after a lawsuit by two 
student-athletes cited privacy sta¬ 
tutes. 

But the judge also ruled NCAA 
testing could continue in football 
and basketball, due to a history of 
past problems in those sports. 

As the Bradley policy now 
reads, athletes who test positive 


for drug use a first time are given 
counseling, treatment or "some 
other action deemed appropriate." 
No disciplinary action would be 
taken. 

"The only people that’ll know 
are the athletic director, the head 
coach, the doctor that does the test 
and the player himself," Kalmer 
said. 

With a second positive test, the 
parents of the athlete are informed 
and Ferguson is allowed to impose 
a disciplinary sanction, which 
could include permanent dismissal 
from the team and a loss of scho¬ 
larship.

The Bradley Braves were in 
sole possession of first place when 
they pulled out a last minute vic¬ 
tory against Tulsa last Saturday, 
but couldn’t hold it long, when 
they were blown out by the 
Wichita State Shockers on Mon¬ 
day. 

Bradley came out on top of 
Tulsa Saturday night with a 65-62 
victory at the Maxwell Convention 
Center. 

The Braves survived the game, 
but not before the Golden 
Hurricane’s Tracy Moore put a 
scare into them. 

With two seconds on the clock, 
and Bradley leading 65-62, Moore 
put up a three-point shot that 
bounced off both ends of the rim 
before falling out at the buzzer. 

"It looked awfully good," Brad¬ 
ley coach Stan Albeck told the 
Journal Star. 

All that went through the minds 


of the Braves was the Dec. 17 loss 
to Memphis State. 

At Memphis, Hersey Hawkins 
missed a one-and-one with nine 
seconds to play. Memphis’s John 
McLaughin came down with the 
ball and launched a three-pointer 
that fell in at the buzzer, sending 
the game into overtime. 

Monday night, Paul Wilson was 
at the line with six seconds to go, 
and missed the one-and-one. 

Moore came up with the ball 
and drove down court and took an 
off-balance three-point attempt. 

'It looked good when I let it 
go," Moore told the Journal Star, 
"but the shot didn’t fall. " 

Bradley came up with the win 
on a night the nation’s leading 
scorer with 37.5 ppg., Hawkins, 
was held to 17 points. 

"We found a way to win on a 
night when nothing really went our 
way," senior forward Donald 
U told the Journal Star. 


"Hawk struggled and we still came 
through." 

Anthony Manuel scored 14 
points and added six assists; 
Powell and Wilson added 10 points 
each and Luke Jackson came up 
with nine points and eight 
rebounds. 

Bradley vaulted into the 18th 
spot of Associated Press’s top 20, 
but didn’t show their worthiness, 
being routed by Wichita State 
116-92. 

The teams were tied at 49 at 
halftime and it looked as if it was 
going to be a close one. 

With 15:01 left to play Bradley 
took a 63-62 lead on a Powell 
jump shot. The Braves came right 
back on defense and caused the 
turnover. Trimpe went in for a 
lay up and with 14:20 to go, Brad¬ 
ley led 65-62. 

It looked as though Bradley was 
ready to pull away, but they 
managed to turn the ball over on 


the next three possessions. The 
Shockers went on to outscore the 
Braves 54-27. 

After shooting over 50 percent 
in the first half from the floor, the 
Braves dropped to a dismal 37 per¬ 
cent in the second half. 

Despite a 37 point, eight 
rebound performance from Haw¬ 
kins, Bradley couldn’t pull this one 
out. Bradley got into foul trouble 
early, and with 4:16 left to play 
Hawkins was called for his fifth. 
Jerry Thomas and Trevor Trimpe 
also fouled out of the game. 

The Shockers sunk 29 of 38 
free throws, where the Braves only 
hit nine of 13. 

Jackson scored 16 points and 
collected nine rebounds; Manuel 
scored 11 points.and 10 assists; 
Trimpe scored 12 points including 
two three-pointers and Wilson 
added 10. 

It wasn’t enough, as Wichita 
put six players into double digits- 
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Game buses vandalized

After transporting students to 
the Peoria Civic Center Nov. 28 
for Bradley’s men’s basketball 
game, a Peoria Charter Coach bus 
driver discovered that the last two 
rows of the bus were used as a uri¬ 
nal. 

The female driver, whose name 
was not released, said the 
suspected students were loud and 
appeared to be drunk. 

This is the second incident on 
the buses that shuttle Bradley stur 
dents to and from the basketball 
games. 

The first incident occurred after 
the Dec. 4 game when three seats 
were reported vandalized. Two 


seats had been ripped down to the 
frame after a trip to the Civic 
Center, and one was tom up on 
another bus returning to campus. 

Although the problems have 
been isolated incidents, Peoria 
Charter Coach Safety Director, 
John Thurman said fiiture prob¬ 
lems could jeopardize bus service. 

Vice President for Public 
Affairs Gary Anna said the 
incidents present the school with 
two problems: The bus company 
could increase the fees, ultimately 
coming out of the students pockets 
or they could cancel the service. 

"Our problem is a real one, in 
that there are only several bus 
companies that can provide this 


service," Anna said. "We don’t 
want to jeopardize a relationship 
with the bus corq)any, that would 
increase fees or dissuade com¬ 
panies from offering this service." 

"By and large, everything has 
been fine. There have been just a 
few isolated incidents. The prob¬ 
lem is the exception, not the rule." 

Anna said less than 1 percent of 
students were responsible. If the 
problem occurs again however, 
Anna said actions would be taken. 

"One task is to identify the 
individual or those who were abus¬ 
ing this situation and deal with 
them accordingly. If it continues, 
we may not have a company left to 
offer this service."

Bradley’s freshmen class in the fall may exceed 
1000 students. 

Dr. Alan Gaisky, associate provost for student 
affairs, said the general figures in all three categories 
(applications, admits and tuition deposits) have sur¬ 
passed those of last year at this time. 

"There were 965 freshmen last fall," he said. 
"This fall we should do better." 

The University is now receiving between 80 and 
85 applications a week and already has 82 percent of 
all applications they will receive. 

Gaisky said the non-refundable $100 tuition 
deposits are the best indicator of enrollment. 

"Ninety to 95 percent of the people who send in 
deposits will come to Bradley in the fall, he said. 

Gaisky cited several reasons for the increase in 
numbers. 

"There has been a general increase of interest in 
Bradley," he said. "A lot of it has to do with the 


Residence Hall of the Future. 

Students have been offered better financial aid 
packages from Bradley than from other schools and 
the number of out-of-state students increases every 
year. Gaisky said this year’s out-of-state figures are 
"way ahead" of last year’s. 

"It’s nice to think that our University appeals to 
out-of-state students, but it’s another, thing to have the 
figures to back it up," he said. 

Housing could be affected if the number of pros¬ 
pective students gets too high. 

Gaisky said it is too early to tell whether or not 
there would be enough housing when the new class 
arrives in the fall. It will depend on the number of 
sophomores, juniors and seniors who choose to stay in 
the dorms. 

"We can’s rely on historical data for this because 
of the Residence Hall of the Future," Gaisky said. 
"We should know more in a couple of months." 


Outdoor emergency phones to access security

Bradley’s security system will 
soon be improved with the installa¬ 
tion of 42 rugged outdoor- 
emergency telephones. 

The process, which will con¬ 
tinue through April, will begin 
with the mounting of phones on 
the exterior walls of Harper, 
Heitz, Geisert, Williams, Heuser, 
SAC* and Haussler. The remaining 
five sets will be installed later in 
the semester on 6-foot high metal 
pedestals near various main walk¬ 
ways. 

"We want to cover as much of 
the geographic area of campus 
with the phones as we can," said 
Tony Barron, director of Bradley 
telecommunications. 

The outdoor phones, manufac¬ 
tured by Ramtech, contain built-in 
omni-directional microphones in 
place of handsets and cords. The 
microphones monitor a 10 foot 
area in front of the phones and can 
be controlled locally or remotely 
from the security switchboard for 
testing purposes. 

Constructed entirely of metal, 
the phones feature a red "EMER¬ 
GENCY" button which will 
automatically dial Bradley 
Security’s number and send a loca¬ 
tion to a dispatcher on the switch¬ 
board system. A dispatcher will 


then direct an officer immediately 
to the location to assist the caller. 

The phones can also be used to 
reach residence hall numbers by 
dialing campus four-digit exten¬ 
sions. 

Barron explained that a caller 
can contact security with the 
"EMERGENCY" button and also 
the office in residence hall when 
seconds may count in a dangerous 
situation. 

The Housing and Residential 
Life and Student Judiciary depart¬ 
ment has proposed that metal 
plates listing the extensions of the 
residence hall officers and head 
and assistant head residents be 
placed on the metal doors to the 
phone cabinets for further assis¬ 
tance, according to Barron. Bar¬ 
ron said this proposal is being 
highly considered. 

The phone sets, which will be 
. installed by campus electricians 
and AT&T technicians, will also 
feature blue lights for easy 
identification of the sets and to 
secure safety conditions surround¬ 
ing the designated locations. \ 

"There will be inspection pro¬ 
cedures for the officers and 
dispatchers to follow, so the 
phones will be in good working 
condition and available for use

AP Update 


KNOXVILLE, m. (AP) - ihe 
mummified corpse of a rural 
Knoxville man who died in May, 
1979 has finally been buried after 
being kept at home and treated like 
an invalid by the family the past 
eight years, authorities said. 

The remains of Carl L. 
Stevens, who was 40 when he died 
May 12, 1979, were buried Sun¬ 
day in Wataga Cemetery at 
Wataga, about seven miles north 
of the family home, said Knox 
County Sherrif Mark Shearer. 

A brief ceremony was held at 
the Hurd-Hendricks Funeral Home 
in Knoxville and was attended by 
Stevens’ widow, Carole, 42; his 
two children ; his mother, Helen; 
and a few other relatives. 

'The ftineral was off and on 
until Sunday," said George Hurd, 
owner of the home. Then they 
decided to go through with it." 

There was no visitation before 
the closed-casket service, Hurd 
said. No embalming was necessary 
on the brown, withered corpse 
which was discovered by police 
Jan. 29 in the Stevens’ rural home. 

Only Stevens’ mother attended 
the graveside ceremony. Shearer 
said. 

When found by police, Stevens’ 
body was dressed in pajamas and 
was being kept in a bedroom 
where Mrs. Stevens, her children 
and Richard G. Kunce, a 
Chicago-area dentist, tended the 
corpse as if Stevens were still 
alive. 

Mrs. Stevens and Kunce, 56, 
since have pleaded guilty to mis¬ 
demeanor charges of failing to 
report Stevens’ death. The charges 
each carry a maximum penalty of 
364 days in jail and a fine of 
$ 1 , 000 . 

WASHINGTON (AP) - House 
Democratic leaders say a plan by 
Nicaragua’s Contra rebels to solicit 
private donations for their war 


against the Sandinista government 
smacks of the private foreign pol¬ 
icy that led to the Iran-Contra 
affair. 

The House leaders also criti¬ 
cized the Contras’ failure to 
resume cease-fire talks Wednesday 
with the Managua government, 
saying the delay calls into question 
whether the rebels want a nego¬ 
tiated settlement or insist on a mil¬ 
itary solution. 

'Tm disappointed that they 
seem to give no priority whatso¬ 
ever to continuing the peace 
talks," House Speaker Jim Wright, 
D-Texas, said Tuesday. That 
casts serious doubts on their inten¬ 
tions. " 

Wright said he will continue 
efforts to draw up a package of 
purely "humanitarian" aid for the 
rebels - with or without adminis¬ 
tration help ~ to replace the White 
House proposal that included mili¬ 
tary aid. President Reagan’s plan 
was killed in the House last week. 

Wright said he hoped to have 
the alternative ready by the week 
of Feb. 22. 

House Majority whip Tony 
Coelho, D-Calif., accused the 
Contras and the administration of 
trying to "privatize" U.S. foreign 
policy despite the lessons of the 
Iran-Contra affair, and destroy a 
five-nation Central American peace 
accord. 

"Before, it was an international 
embarrassment for the United 
States," Coelho said in a reference 
to the elaborate covert network 
that sent profits from arms sales to 
Iran to aid the Contras. 

MOSCOW (AP) - Mikhail S. 
Gorbachev said Monday that the 
Kremlin would begin pulling its 
troops out of Afghanistan on May 
15 and complete the withdrawal 
within 10 months if U.N.-brokered 
talks on the conflict reach a settle-

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A stereotypical story 

It happens at parties, in classrooms and dorms. You hear its 
presence in everyday conversation; you read statements in the 
Scout supporting it and you see its effects every day. 

Stereotyping, a practice polished to near perfection by far too 
many students and faculty at Bradley, appears to have become as 
permanent a fixture here as gen-ed classes and the ODK circle. 

Stereotyping is not all completely evil. It is a necessary pro¬ 
cess of classifying, of dealing with literally tons of information 
quickly and effectively. It involves making decisions — judgments 
based on minimal information. Sometimes it is harmless; but 
often it is not. 

In stereotyping, one avoids a lot of work, trouble and addi¬ 
tional information; but one often avoids something else kind of 
important: truth and accuracy. 

^ One need only stop and think for 30 seconds to see stereo¬ 
typing in its most fine-tuned form. Countless groups at Bradley 
stereotype one another: men and women; greeks and indepen¬ 
dents; students and Peoria residents; international students and 
U.S. native students; teachers and students. The list goes on. Peo¬ 
ple love to stereotype Peoria as a city, cafeteria food and the 
Bradley administration. 

\^ile there probably is some, however limited, basis in fact 
for such stereotypes, this basis is undoubtedly far removed from 
the truth. 

It is kind of ironic that this is such a problem here, at a 
University, traditionally the home of free-thinldng and intellectual 
progress. The gap between people who claim to be open-minded 
and those who actually are (and rarely need to claim it) is vast 
indeed. 

Many students would have one believe, for example, that 
cafeteria food is worse than swill fed to death row inmates. 
Funny how the loudest complainers are often first in line for 
seconds. In truth, cafeteria food is not bad at all. Many of the 
meals are pretty good. And given the constraints, food service 
probably does a really good job ("Probably" due to lack of com¬ 
parison). 

Another fine example is the completely moronic, idiotic and 
inexcusable stereotype the overwhelming majority of the students 
have, that Peoria is scrap iron as far as cities go and its residents 
a sub-human specie. 

A better argument could be made that persons holding such 
views are all those nasty things much more so than Peoria or its 
residents. Cities aren’t "lame," people are. Bricks and buildings 
alone don’t make a place good or bad to live. 

If any closed-minded student would consider that in all likeli¬ 
hood they know several Peoria residents, their attitude may 
change. Most faculty members and administrators live in Peoria, 
and, fathom if you will, the fact that many students at Bradley 
live in Peoria. Guess what? They’re normal, too; probably a lot 
like most students here, save they have a bit more respect for 
their conununity. 

Another classic and pervasive example is the belief that the 
Bradley administration is collectively the root of every evil known 
to man. First, directing complaints to the collective administration 
is a cop-out. Gripes would be much more effective if directed 
toward a specific administrative office regarding a specific policy. 
Secondly, the administration is only the root of some evils, not 
all. Many students would likely be amazed at the true sources of 
many so-called "evils." 

Stereotyping by major is a popular pastime by many stu¬ 
dents. In truth, every major is a "real" major. There are simply 
too many factors in the educational process and too many vari¬ 
ables among individuals to collectively label people and fields of 
study with anything more than minimal accuracy. 

Most often, these stereotypes are perpetuated in everyday 
conversation. Someone need only utter one comment and the 
norm is set. Out of fear of being cast out of one’s peer group, stu¬ 
dents climb on that good ol’ bandwagon like children on a 
carousel. 

Brainwashing also probably plays a role. If one is told often 
enough (especially by peers) that, say, "girls have cooties," after 
a while, one will likely believe girls have Cooties. 

Because stereotyping plagues society as a whole does not 
justify Bradley’s populous behaving in a similar manner. 

There are no easy answers. No student groups can be 
formed, no committees can study the problem and no amount of 
money can have it removed. It is up to the community to create 
and perpetuate an environment that supports respect and genuine 
curiousity toward everyone therein. 

Instead of passing judgments like Dan Marino does touch¬ 
downs, stop and consider other perspectives.

Peace Conflict 

Dear Editor, 

I was saddened to read in the Febru¬ 
ary 5 issue of the Scout a letter under 
the name of the Islamic Students 
Society. The Jewish Palestinians, 
indeed all Israeli’s continue to search 
for a partner in peace. This letter is 
one more sign of unthinking rejection 
of peace. 

Peace in the holy land is elusive 
because of different aspirations for the 
region. Some Arabs seek pan-Arabism, 
that all the lands must be under Arab 
rule. Others, such as the followers of 
Khomeini, seek pan-Islamism. Others 
believe that the L^anon and Israel are 
just part of Greater Syria. Some Arab 
Palestinian leaders call for death to all. 
opposition, Arab or Jew. And Jewish 
Palestinians believe that the holy land 
should be a democracy and a light onto 
the nations. 

There is further factionalism within 
these groups. Islam is divided into two 
major factions each with differing 
views of politics. The same is true of 
Arab Christians in the Lebanon. Arab 
Palestinians contain a variety of groups 
with differing aims: those whom the 
Arab States kept interned in refugee 
camps, their children, and those who 
live stateless in other countries. Like¬ 
wise there are factions within Jewish 
Palestinians: those who fled Arab coun¬ 
tries (but unlike their Arab counter¬ 
parts, were welcomed and given 
citizenship), refugees form non-Arab 
countries, and their children. 

How can a resolution be found for 
this conflict, one that provides some 
satisfaction for all of these groups? A 
first step, I believe, is to identify those 
who want peace. I ask, T)o you want 
peace with Israel?Only those who 
reply "yes'' are worthy of respect. 

I then ask, T)o you seek a homeland 
for all in the religion: the Palestinian 
Arabs, the Jews the Christians, the 
Kurds, the Druze, and so on, or are 
you looking to promote only your own 
goals?'" There has been much injustice 
in the region: the Syrians massacred 
40,000 of their own who sought 
independence, the Jordanians killed 
25,GOO Palestinians, the Palestinians 
murdered 10,000 Palestinians and 
Christians, Israelis killed almost 50 
Palestinians. Peace cannot be achieved 
without addressing all injustice. 

As an advocate of democracy, I am 
proud of Israel. Her citizens, like our 
own, stand up against bad government 
decisions. In recent days, ten thousand 
marched to protest the use of live 
ammunitions to control riders. (This 


number would correspond to 6,250,000 
Americans marching for peace.) Israel 
and America are alike. Both seek jus¬ 
tice and peace. Both seek to live within 
secure borders. But Israel and America 
differ as well. We Americans have 
never needed to fear for the lives of 
our children from warring neighbors. 

A number of champions of peace 
have assassinated for their vision of 
peace by Arab extremist, including 
Robert Kennedy and Anwar all-Sadat. 
Sadat, co-winner of the Nobel Peace 
Prize, wrote "Let there be no more 
war or bloodshed between Arabs and 
Israelis.'" Let us follow in this great 
leader’s path to peace.

Results and attitudes following the Iowa caucus

" The state of Iowa held the first 
major test of the 1988 election 
year Feb. 1 with its form of a pri¬ 
mary election called the caucus. 
The Iowa caucus differed from 
standard primary elections in that 
voters of common political belief 
or advocates of a particular candi¬ 
date gathered to vote (primary 
elections generally have a secret 
ballot). 

The results of this first 
significant test in Iowa have caused 
political reverberations throughout 
the country. Since the first real 
primary (one in which an election 
is held rather than a caucus) occurs 
Monday in New Hampshire, the 
significance of either doing well or 
lousy in Iowa can greatly affect a 
candidate’s future vitality and 
momentum. 

So who are the candidates and 
where do they stand after Iowa? 

The Republicans: 

Robert Dole: Senator from 
Kansas, Senate Minority Leader 
and main cog in Republican 
Congressional politics. Party 
stance: moderate. Iowa finish: 
first, 37 percent. 

Positive results and attributes: 

• Needed a double-digit win 
over Vice President George Bush 
in Iowa and got it. Won by almost 
2 to 1. 

• Gained great momentum 
swing with his victory and third 
place finish by Bush. 

• Most analysts feel he’s just 
about caught up in New 
Hampshire. 

• With the victory he can go 
into New Hampshire and move 
further to the right to align with 
New Hampshire pro-Reagan con¬ 
servatives. 


Negative results and attributes: 

• He reminds some people of 
Richard Nixon with his brashness 
and temper. 

• He vacillates on stances and 
issues and thus bothers some con¬ 
servatives who don’t want to play 
"let’s make a deal."" 

George Bush: Vice President 
under Ronald Reagan for eight 
years and former CIA chief. Party 
stance: moderate. Iowa finish: 
third, 19 percent. 

Positive results and attributes: 

• He’s called "Tleagan Junior"' 
by aides. 

• Hell enter New Hampshire 
where Reagan is very popular with 
an anti-tax/pro-Contra stance. 

• He has some foreign policy 
experience. 

Negative results and attributes: 

• Two years of 
planning/organizing resulted in a 
third place finish. 

• He could have finished Dole 
off if won at Iowa. 

• He had no New Hampshire 
momentum and soft conservative 
support eroded. 

• Political hemophiliac, could 
prove disastrous if losing contin- ’ 
ues: a poor showing in New 
Hampshire vs Dole; a poor show¬ 
ing in South Carolina vs Pat 
Robertson (Dole’s campaign 
manager, Lee Atwater, is a native 
of South Carolina) 

Pat Robertson: Television 
Evangelist minister, founded 
Christian Broadcast Network, son 
of a senator. Party stance: conser¬ 
vative. Iowa finish: second, 25 
percent. 

Positive results and attributes: 

• By receiving broad-based 
support as a wild card, his second 
place Iowa finish caused innumer- 
able reverberations around Repub¬ 


lican circles. 

• His popularity has extended 
into Bush territory. 

• He has a good political rela¬ 
tionship with Dole; both could thus 
align against Bush. 

• Greatly improves his chance 
in South Carolina: his home state; 
first state with an open primary 
where Democrats can cross-over 
and vote for him; it’s a few days 
before super-Tuesday (a day in 
which nine Southern states hold 
primaries). 

Negative results and attributes: 

• He sometimes puts his foot in 
his mouth; exan^le is when he 
said only Judeo-Christians should 
hold governmental office. 

• He relies heavily on cross¬ 
over vote from Democrats; New 
Hampshire is a closed primary. 

• Can broad-based support in 
Iowa translate into support in other 
states? 

• Must fight with Kemp for 
conservative vote, especially in 
New Hampshire. • 

The Democrats: 

Richard Gephardt: Congress¬ 
man from Missouri; populist, 
nationalist who appeals to blue- 
collar workers and depressed farm¬ 
ers of deflation ravaged states. 
Iowa finish: first, 27 percent. 

Positive results and attributes: 

• The high turnover in Iowa 
helped him. 

• His chances will increase if 
the economy goes sour. 

• Most analysts feel him and A1 
Gore of Tennessee are only two 
Democrats with a viable chance of 
getting into the White House. 

• He is the most feared by 
Republican analysts. 

• He must focus his attack on 
Dukakis in New Hampshire. 

• He must finish very respect¬ 


able second to Dukakis. 

Negative results and attributes: 

• The press hates Gephardt and 
thus he’ll have a tough road ahead 
of him throughout his campaign. 

• He probably will not change 
his stance from Iowa to New 
Hampshire. 

Paul Simon: Senator from Illi¬ 
nois, appeals to educated Demo¬ 
crats. Party stance: liberal. Iowa 
finish: second. 


Positive results and attributes: 

• Attacking front-runner 
Gephardt has increased. 

Negative results and attributes: 

• One of two midwestemers 
(Gephardt the other) who ran in 
Iowa and lost; national reputation 
could suffer. 

• He needed a low turn-out in 
Iowa to have a chance and didn’t 
get it.

Survey, Kele: students lacking knowledge of world geography

American students’ geography skills are 
waning in colleges nationwide, and Bradley 
is no exception, according to Dr. Max Kele, 
dean of the college of liberal arts and sci¬ 
ences. Geography courses presently absent 
from the curriculum are not likely to be 
reinstated. 

California State University at Fullerton 
geography Professor William Puzo summar¬ 
ized the results of a recent study saying, 
"More people knew where Burt Reynolds 
went to school than what the third most 
populous country in the world was.'" Kele 


said students’ understanding of geography is 
"almost non-existent." 

Results of the surveys illustrate the lack 
of knowledge. For instance, the average 
number of correct answers on a 21 question 
quiz was only 12 at Cal State Fullerton. The 
article also stated, "... only 22 percent of 
the (University of Wisconsin-OshKosh) stu¬ 
dents recently surveyed could find the Soviet 
Union on a world map." 

Although no such surveys were con¬ 
ducted at Bradley, Kele noted that the prob¬ 
lem is a "Bradley (trend) as well as national 
trend." Geography courses are no longer 
offered at BracBey. Kele said, "We had 


geography courses until 1982 when that part 
of the curriculum was abolished by the 
University’s strategic planning process." The 
strategic planning process reallocated funds 
formerly used for the geo^aphy curriculum 
to other areas of education according to 
Kele. He said there are no plans,to reinstate 
geography courses. 

"It’s sort of like a national crisis," Kele 
said, "We are the only industrialized nation 
in the world that does not have a rigorous 
study of geography." 

He said the problem is rooted in ele¬ 
mentary and secondary education. One study 
completed in a Dallas high school reported 


one quarter of the high school seniors 
tested knew that Mexico is the United States’ 
southern neighbor." 

Regardless of where the problem starts, 
a lack of geographical knowledge can hinder 
an American student’s ability to talk with 
educated members of other societies, Kele 
said. This is because most American stu¬ 
dents do not know the location or impor¬ 
tance of countries. Only 14 percent of those 
tested at Cal State Fullerton successfully 
identified the Caribbean Sea, and 25 percent 
knew where Canada was and that it was 
America’s leading trade partner.

CHAMPAIGN (AP) A 
university group began taking ord¬ 
ers Monday for its condom-o- 
grams ~ Valentine’s Day greetings 
that will be delivered with a con¬ 
dom to promote its value in help¬ 
ing prevent disease and pregnancy. 

For $1, University of Illinois 
students who belong to Health 
Advocates will deliver a condom 
and one of about a dozen messages 
to dorms and fraternity and soror¬ 
ity houses. For an extra 25 cents, 
a condom-o-gram will be mailed 
off campus. 

Martha Carey, a health educa¬ 
tor at the UI McKinley Health 
Center, said the group wants to 
raise money for a wellness fair in 
the spring. 

"^ey also want to promote the 
value of the condom for birth con¬ 
trol and for reducing the risk of 
sexually transmitted diseases,'" she 
said. '"So far, students seem to like 
the idea of adding a little humor to 
a subject that is difficult to talk to 
your partner about.'" 

The messages include: "Hoses 
are red, leaves are green, wear a 
condom and well both stay clean,"" 


and "now do you spell love - c- 
o-n-d-o-m."" 

Deliveries will be made through 
Sunday. 

Carey said the group hopes to 
sell between 300 and 500 
condom-o-grams. A manufacturer 
donated the condoms. 

""One of the most difficult 
things will be to show how suc¬ 
cessful we’ve been,"" she said. "Tf 
they just see our booth or read 
about it, th6y may become more 
aware of condoms and be more 
responsible."" 

Some callers on a local radio 
talk show objected to the condom- 
o-grams saying the promotion put 
pressure on students to engage in 
sexual activity, Carey said, but 
that is not the message. 

""Our ads say the only sure way 
to prevent unwanted pregnancy 
and sexually transmitted diseases is 
abstinence,"" she said. "However, 
for those students who have chosen 
to be sexually active, condoms 
have been shown to decrease the 
risk."" 

Carey said she expected that 
more women would send the 


condom-o-grams because many of 
the messages are aimed at men. 
For example: "Roses are red, 
violets are blue, wear a condom 
and ni love you." 

But there are messages 
designed for men to send to 
women, including: "A condom a 
day keeps the stork away." 

Mark Pietrzyk, editor of the 
conservative student journal mini 
Review, said the condom-o-gram 
idea was silly. 

"1 find it disgusting," Pietrzyk 
said. "They trivialize what 
Valentine’s Day and romance are 
all about. It is not primarily sexual 
in nature. It would help if they 
would stress that abstinence and 
monogamy are OK instead of put¬ 
ting the emphasis on condoms." 

In addition to the condom-o- 
grams, the Student Government 
Association opened a booth Mon¬ 
day as part of Contraceptive 
Awareness Week. It offered free 
condoms, as well as information 
about abstinence and the preven¬ 
tion of sexually transmitted 
diseases and pregnancy.

Elderly victims of soui-raising scam 


PEORIA, Dl. (AP) - Three people have been 
charged in a scheme where fortunetellers promising 
eternal salvation and release from curses bilked an 
elderly woman out of money and a car and may have 
taken other victims for more than $1(X),(X)0, authori¬ 
ties said Wednesday. 

Police have arrested one of the three and are still 
seeking the other two, said East Peoria Detective 
Steve Deatherage. 

T don’t know how many victims are involved," 
Deatherage said. "We’re starting to get a lot of calls 
all of a sudden. 

"With all the victims we’re going to have, Fd 
estimate the losses will be more than $100,000," 
Deatherage added. 


Felony theft warrants, carrying bonds of 
$100,000 each, have been issued against an East 
Peoria woman, Ann L. Corricelli, 24, and two people 
from Galesburg, Marie "Lena" Wilson, 52, and Joe 
L. Marks, 37. 

The charges, filed Tuesday in Peoria County, 
allege the three were involved in an ongoing theft 
from an unidentified elderly Peoria woman from June 
1986 to January 1988. 

Prosecutors alleged in the complaints the three 
obtained money, jewelry, a new car and other pro¬ 
perty from the woman by deception. 

The trio promised "they could raise the souls of 
her two deceased husbands from hell to heaven and 
help her multiply if she did as she was told,"

ment. 

Gorbachev also said his country 
wants no say in who governs 
Afghanistan or its politics after the 
estimated 115,000 Soviet troops 
battling Afghan guerillas come 
home. 

"The Afghans themselves will 
decide the final status of their 
country among nations," Gor¬ 
bachev said. Afghanistan’s ftiture 
"is none of our business," he said. 

Gorbachev’s remarks left the 
future of Afghanistan’s Marxist 
president, Najib, in serious doubt. 

The Soviet leader’s statements 
were the clearest indication yet 
that he is moving rapidly to extri¬ 
cate fiis country from the conflict 
he has termed a "bleeding 
wound." 

The Kremlin sent troops, tanks 
and military hardware into Afghan¬ 
istan on Dec. 27, 1979, and 

presided over the replacement of 
one Marxist ruler by another. 

The invasion has been a major 
irritant in Soviet relations with the 
United States and has soured 
Kremlin relations with many 
Moslem and Third World coun¬ 
tries.

Bophuthatswana, 200 miles 
northwest of Johannesburg, is one 
of four nominally independent 
black homelands inside South 
Africa. No other country recog¬ 
nizes their independence. 

In seizing control early 
Wednesday in the second military 
coup in a South African tribal 
homeland in six weeks, the 
Bophuthatswana army accused 
Mangope of corruption and human 
rights abuses. The army said 
power would be handed over to an 
opposition party. 


JOHANNESBURG, South 
Africa (AP) - The army of 
Bophuthatswana seized control of 
the tribal homeland early Wednes¬ 
day and deposed the president. 
South African troops then entered 
the homeland to aid the ousted 
government. 

President P.W. Botha of South 
Africa told Parliament in Cape 
Town that he ordered South Afri¬ 
can security forces into 
Bophuthatswana at the request of 
members of the Cabinet of deposed 


JERUSALEM (AP) - Israeli 
authorises Wednesday lifted cur¬ 
fews affecting 212,000 Arabs, and 
, U.S. envoy Richard Murphy met 
with Israeli leaders in an effort to 
defuse tensions in the occupied ter¬ 
ritories. 

Murphy outlined a U.S. plan 
that Israeli sources said calls for 
Palestinian self-rule and elections 
this year in the occupied West 
Bank and Gaza Strip. 

The plan calls for talks by 
December onto the permanent 
status of the occupi^ lands, 
sources said on condition of 
anonymity. 

The sources said Murphy 
reported that Jordan’s King 
Hussein had insisted on an interna¬ 
tional conference, which Prime 
Minister Yitzhak Shamir opposes. 
But they said Hussein showed a 
new willingness to negotiate a tem- 
poraiy self-rule arrangement for 
Palestinians after an international 
opening for talks.

What is your favorite soap 
opera? Is it '"All My Children,'" 
with the scheming Erica? Or is it 
"Days of Our Lives,'" with the 
charismatic Patch and the lovely 
Kayla? 

Though the Feb. 23 issue of 
""Soap Opera Digest'" reports 'The 
Young and the Restless'" as the 
number one show, our random 
phone poll found /Efferent here at 
Bradley. 

Over a two-day period, 50 
phone calls were randomly made 
to students. They were asked to 
name their favorite soap opera, 
and why they watched them. Both 
men and women were polled. 

The results themselves were 
quite interesting. ""All My Chil¬ 
dren'" was the clear favorite as 
Bradley’s most popular soap, 
receiving 48 percent of the vote. 
'Days of Our Lives,'" '"General 
Hospital" and "One Life to Live" 
all tied for second with 30 percent 
of the vote. The Young and the 
Restless" rounded out the top five 
with 9 percent. 

Among the females, "All My 
Children" was the clear favorite, 
while among the males. Days" 
took the crown. 


The main reason given for 
watching Days" by the guys was 
that Tatch is cool." The ladies 
responded with that "All My Chil¬ 
dren " seemed "more interesting 
than the others." 

Average time a soap opera had 
been watched ranged from "a few 
days" to over 13 years, with the 
viewer having watched their partic¬ 
ular soap an average of 3.6 years. 

The reasons overall echoed 
Austin Barrow’s 1986 study enti¬ 
tled "Student Motives for Watch¬ 
ing Soap Operas," which was pub¬ 
lished in the summer of 1987 
"Journal of Broadcasting and Elec¬ 
tronic Media." 

The study, conducted on 1000 
college students, yielded 730 
responses. 62.2 percent of the 
respondents gave reasons for 
watching, while 37.8 percent gave 
reasons for avoiding them. Stu¬ 
dents cited an average of 5.1 rea¬ 
sons, 3.17 being incentives, while 
1.93 were disincentives. 

The responses were then sorted 
into 16 different categories, the 
most popular being time considera¬ 
tion (16.8 percent). For example, 
the students had free time during 
that particular hour of a day a soap 
was on. 

The second nK)st popular rea¬ 
son was that it was a diversion in 
watching the soap opera for relaxa¬ 
tion or escapism (12.9 percent). 


Next in line was the quality of the 
soap opera, it if was laughable or 
well-written. 

Social interaction was listed as 
fourth, and here at Bradley there is 
a good example. Everyday at noon 
a group from 5-17 people gather 
on the fourth floor of Williams 
Hall to watch Days of Our 
Lives." 

Viewing the soaps as a habit 
ranked seventh (at Bradley that 
was the second most popular rea¬ 
son next to interesting), and real¬ 
ism came in eighth. Sex and 
romance ranked 11th. 

Identification with the charac¬ 
ters’ lives ranked 13th (third in our 
poll) and character development 
14th (fourth in ours). 

In a separate study conducted 
by Elizabeth Perse, published in 
the Spring 1986 edition of the 
Journal of Broadcasting and Elec¬ 
tronic Media, 458 students were 
polled at a large midwestem 
university. 

Out of the 313 respondents. 
Perse found that viewers were 
younger than nonviewers, had 
lower grade point averages, and 
watched an overall higher level of 
television than those who did not. 

Soap operas continue to rate as 
the number one daytime TV 
medium, and as long as college 
students have time to spare, they 
will remain just that.

In a country that is known for 
its bad sequels, welcome to Prohi¬ 
bition n: the Drug Years. Like 
most sequels, this is not as good as 
the original (and it, if you 
remember, was no box office 
smash). Coming soon to a theater 
near you: Prohibition III: Adult 
Movies; Prohibition FV: The 
Books You Read; Friday the 13th, 
Part XX: Jason Takes a Drug 
Test, Then Eats the Urologist. 

Drug testing is the latest craze 
in the American work place. It is 
a placebo administered to a society 
made hyper-conscious of drug 
abuse by a hyperactive media. Is 
drug testing constitutional? Not 
really. Is it reliable? Errors occur 
in 11 to 66 percent of the tests, 
according to a recent Playboy arti¬ 
cle. 

Here is the drug test scoop for 
some of America’s more popular 


recreational drugs: If you are a 
recreational pot smoker, who 
smokes occasionally, to leave 
briefly this higher plane of 
existence, you are in serious trou¬ 
ble.

Fame’s first Daed Kcis

The vanguard 
! of underground 
I rock in Peoria, 
Daed Kcis, put 
I on an impressive 
show Monday night. Daed Kcis 
is a group of Peoria natives 
who’ve been together for about a 
year and a half, playing a unique 
brand of raw, unforgiving music. 

About 75 people crowded into 
the Gallery in Normal to witness 
the show. Any other band would 
have collapsed trying to pull off as 
tight and intense a set, but these 
young musicians possess the rare 
ability to control something more 
powerful than themselves, namely, 
their music. They did more than, 
just play songs; they unleased their 
own distinctive sound. 

The band, standing on the 
strength of their original material, 
is definitely one of the most 
promising underground groups; it’s 
unfortunate that they haven’t yet 
emerged on the Chicago scene. It 
won’t be long, though, if Monday’s 
performance is any indication, 
before Daed Kcis out of Central 
Illinois. 

Drummer Matt McDoughna 
and bass player Dan Prevett main¬ 
tained a hypnotic, tension-ridden 
mood, forging a furious, unwaver¬ 
ing bottom line. One aspect of 


Daed Kcis’ style that stood out was 
the interesting tendency to change 
tempo drastically mid-song. Both 
McDoughna and Prevett deserve 
special praise for their ability to 
alter sp^ without slurring what 
went before, and without draining 
the strength of what waited in 
front of them. 

Brave young guitarist, Steve 
Awl, explored all the edges of the 
instrument. The result was a sound 
that switched in a millisecond from 
soaring, church bell anthems to 
abrasive squall. Eric Kingsbury 
displayed a manis intensity on 
vocals, leading the band forward 
with near-raging litanies: 'Tame is 
a man/ he can take the wind and 
melt it/ and break you every 
bone. ^ At times, Daed Kcis con¬ 
jured images of Joy Division, but 
they are not easily pigeon-holed 
into any post-punk or hardcore 
categories. 

Minor technical problems — a 
broken bass string and a problem 
with the snare drum — slowed the 
show momentarily in a couple of 
spots, but the band continued 
unphased. Brooding, black, 
haunted laments careened head¬ 
long, seemingly out of control, 
into threatening diatribes ^d 
warped, convoluted hymns. Daed 
Kcis wasn’t afraid of the shadows. 
Their music was blessed with 
subtleties that transformed their 
songs into three-dimensional crea¬ 


tions. They didn’t drown the 
whispers, and they didn’t make the 
mist^e of stomping out the ashes 
left on the floor, in the wake of 
sudden, vicious audial onslaught. 

Kingsbury and Prevett are 
freshman at ISU, while Awl is a 
freshman at Bradley. McDoughna 
formerly attended ICC, but now 
devotes himself full-time to the 
band. All four are 18 years old. ’ 


Daed Kcis has released » a 
limited-edition cassette (currently 
on sale at Co-op records for $4, 
highly recommended), and some 
excellent tracks include 'That 
Love Turns to Violence,'" Tame’s 
First Kiss," and '"No-cure Sick.'" 
Opportunities to play in Peoria 
have been scarce recently, accord¬ 
ing to Prevett, because the main 
hardcore venue, the Juice Bar, in 
Peoria Heights, no longer books 
bands. A spokesman for the Juice 
Bar said he no longer books bands 
because the crowds '"get too 
rowdy.'" When asked why the band 
has difficulty getting booked at 
other places in Peoria, 
McDoughna remarked bitterly on 
the stifling conservatism of his 
home town: "1 don’t know. Maybe 
it’s because I have long hair and 
they think I look like a fag or 
something.'" , 


Daed Kcis’ next scheduled dates 
are March 20 at Durty Nellie’s in 
Palatine and April 15 in Rockford.

Braud, Lady Braves win twice

One week ago, head coach Lisa Boyer predicted the 
Lady Braves had turned the comer when they suffered 
a tough loss to Southern Illinois 52-49. It looks like 
her team is trying to make a prophet out of her after 
winning their second game in row defeating Drake 
University 79-72 Tuesday night. 

When the Gateway Conference’s top two leading 
scorers in Bradley’s Shelli Braud an4 Drake’s Julie 
Fitzpatrick face off in the same building, one would 
expect to see an offensive display. Averaging 20 
points per game Braud did not let the fans down. 
Braud tied Karin Nicholls for a team high of 21 
points. 

However, Fitzpatrick coming into Tuesday’s 
game averaging 19.6 was held to only 13 points. 

Although Bradley had four players in double 
figures, offense was not the key to the victory. 

'It’s not that the offense is working so hard it’s 
the defense that’s bringing it together,"" Boyer said. 

Playing man to man, the Lady Braves defense 
was swarming inducing 12 first half turnovers, nine of 
them steals. "We been practicing hard all week. We 
were really going to play zone, but we took it off,"" 
Boyer said. 

The Lady Braves jumped out in front first to stay 
and quickly built a 17-9 lead before Drake Coach 
Susan Yow could call a time out and regroup. How¬ 
ever, Yow’s defensive strategy of man-to- man failed 
as Bradley’s lead swelled to 29-15 with 6:17 left in 
the half. Entering half time leading 39-22, the Lady 
Braves looked to be in good shape. 

However, in the second half the Bulldogs 
chipped away into the Lady Braves lead coming 
within nine with 3:28 left in the game. Boyer’s wor¬ 
ries mounted when Nicholls went crashing onto the 
steps in the baseline and injuring her neck. She was 
taken to St. Francis Community Hospital for precau¬ 
tionary measures. 

With Drake unable to connect on three-pointers 
Bradley managed to hold down the late surge. 


Playing at home last Saturday, the Lady Braves 
got back on the right track with an impressive victory 
over Western Illinois 76-65. 

Although the Lady Braves didn’t take the lead 
until 7:26 had el^sed off the game clock, they never 
looked back going on to stretch a 14-13 lead to a nine 
point lead, 26-17, in a four minute span before 
Western coach Kelly Hill called a time out.

BU’s Manuel making a point with his play

There’s a saying among those in 
the know about Bradley basketball: 
As point guard Anthony Manuel 
goes, so go the Braves. 

With backcourt teammate Mer¬ 
sey Hawkins leading the nation in 
scoring, Manuel could easily be 
overlooked. Yet it takes but a 
glance at the statistics to realize 
that Manuel’s play has made the 
Braves backcourt one of the 
country’s best. 

His 11.7 per game assist aver¬ 
age ranks him second in the 


NCAA behind Southern 
University’s Avery Johnson (13.0). 

Add to that a 15 points-per- 
game average, 76 percent free- 
throw shooting and 46-of-94 (48 
percent) three-point conversions 
and Manuel’s importance is 
magnified. 

"He’s probably the whole key 
to our success," Hawkins said of 
Manuel. "He’s the leader out there 
and if he’s playing bad, we’re play¬ 
ing bad." 

Indeed. In two of Bradley’s 
three losses, Manuel played

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Marchers’ demands discussed

Members of the Black Student Alliance met last week with several 
Bradley administrators to discuss demands the BSA presented to the 
University during a protest march two-and*a- half weeks ago. 

Members of both sides felt the meeting was productive. 

'1 felt the administration came in with an understanding of what 
we’re trying to .say/ and will put forth an effort to address the concerns 
of the BSA, said Tracy Listenb^, BSA president. 

She said the school is looking into establishing a program for financ¬ 
ing graduate work for blacks. The school has "'no definite plans, but Tm 
almost certain they’re going to follow through on that. 

The condition of the Garrett Center also is being assessed. 

"There’s always something to be gained by people meeting,"' said 
Kalman Goldberg, acting provost vice president for academic affairs. 
"Their dissatisfactions are sincere, and our efforts are sincere. 

Listenbee said she is temporarily satisfied with the school’s efforts, 
but T don’t think they’re as aggressive as they could be ... Bradley 
University has a long way to go.She said she respects the efforts of the 
University, and students are currently offering suggestions to the school 
for black faculty recruitment. 

Goldberg said, T think people don’t understand that faculty recruit¬ 
ment is a very different process than at a business.'" The process is 
undertaken by a search committee of faculty in a department. He said 
there are affirmative action steps that must be taken before final approval. 

Listenbee said the school’s affirmative action program wasn’t enough. 
•%hey’ve had it for years - they’ve seen it steadily do nothing."" She said 
a new way to solicit black applicants is needed. 

Goldberg said the school places ads announcing vacancies in national 
and international periodicals geared toward minorities, such as "Black 
Issues. 

Aside from Goldberg, President Martin Abegg and Provost Vice 
Presidents Alan Gaisky (student affairs) and Gary Anna (business affairs) 
were present. 

Accompanying Listenbee were BSA members Derrick Triplett, Ivory 
Haynes and Leroy Jones. 

Another meeting will be held after several reports are presented to 
Abegg.

The proposed Campustown 
Mall at Main and University could 
mean more than additional student 
shopping.

University’s, it could affect recruit¬ 
ing, community relatipns and 
safety. 

Drake initiated the revitalization

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BU stays with Canteen 
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Student costs and major renovations are among 
the reasons why Bradley has decided to remain with 
Canteen rather than Marriott for its food service. 

Had Bradley chosen Marriott, students’ room and 
board fees would have increased by $500. The deci¬ 
sion was announced last Friday ~ Canteen has signed 
with Bradley for another three years. 

Gary Anna, vice president of business affairs, 
said that a year and a half ago, Marriott approached 
Bradley and showed interest in serving the campus. 
From there, Bradley asked for proposals from Mar¬ 
riott and Canteen. 

"We were objective in our search,"" Anna said. 
When it came to weighing the options, Bradley com¬ 
pared personnel, marketing, organization, menu, cost 
and other factors in the final decision. 

""As we made our comparison, we discovered 
Marriott is more into marketing,"" Anna said. 

Marriott displayed excellent personnel, while 
Canteen pointed out that current employees have 
responded to campus needs, according to Anna. There 
are 250 canteen employees on campus, including stu¬ 
dent help. "We are satisfied with Canteen personnel 
and I believe students would agree,"" Anna said. 

"Both companies had nice plans for the Student 
Center,"" Anna said. Marriott even proposed changes 
for Williams Hall. Proving to be more practical in its 
proposal. Canteen plans to make changes in kitchen 
supplies, in order to modernize. 

Marriott was more expensive in fees and the pro¬ 


duct cost — overall food service is about a ^2 million 
operation. 

Tmprovements can be made,"" Anna said. T am 
very satisfied with the decision."" 

Ken Goldin, business manager, said Marriott had 
problems with marketing. Marriott has a lot of pizazz 
and hype in its food service, according to Goldin. 
"There were pluses and minuses on both sides. But I 
don’t think Marriott outweighed Canteen."" 

Goldin believes that students would say the food 
is not too bad on a one to one basis. In a group, most 
students would say the food is not that great. 

""A major reason for Canteen to stay is due to the 
renovation,"" Goldin said. He believes Canteen 
employees can adjust to the changes. 

The Student Center is scheduled to close in May, 
due to major improvements scheduled.

CHAMPAIGN, ni. (AP) - A 
circuit judge said Wednesday he’s 
not sure what will become of his 
proposed alternative to libel and 
slander lawsuits — a measure that 
would allow "'restoration of reputa¬ 
tion"' lawsuits. 

The proposal, designed to help 
restore reputations damaged by

77-31 last spring, but Steigmann, a 
Champaign County judge, said he 
was uncertain of its chances in the 
Senate.

Monogamous sex with a virus- 
free heterosexual and non-sharing 
of intravenous needles are the best 
ways to remain AIDS-free, accord¬ 
ing to the United States Public 
Health service AIDS Coordinator. 

Dr. Peter J. Fischinger was 
part of an AIDS panel that was 
shown throughout the nation 
Wednesday on television. Bradley 
students had access to the program 
through cable TV or Neumiller 
Chapel. It was sponsored by Edu¬ 
cational Development. 

Paula Van Ness, director of the 
National AIDS 

Information/Education Program, 
said many people don’t know what 
monogamy means. 

I T talked to one young woman

Van Ness said it is a difficult 
subject to talk about; people don’t 
openly talk well about sex. 

"But it’s a life and death subject 
that must be discussed." 

Keeling said the current test for 
AIDS looks for the antibody only, 
not the virus. 

"There are a certain low per¬ 
centage of false positive tests, but 
no false negative tests." He said 
the test is better than he originally 


thought it would be. There is an 
effort underway to develop a test 
to detect the virus itself. 

Fischinger said, "There will be 
better tests, but the current one is 
excellent. The one for the virus is 
a good idea but it won’t supple¬ 
ment the current one. 

The most important part of the 
testing. Van Ness said, is counsel¬ 
ing. People need to be prepared 
and understand the consequences if 
the test results are positive.

College students’ sexual habits 
could make them the new high risk 
group for contracting AIDS, a 
Bradley University health center 
nurse said. 

"The college age group is the 
new high risk group," said Phyllis 
Fomoff, staff nurse at the Bradley 
Health Center. "Not because of 
the drug use, but simply for the 
fact that this age group is the most 
sexually active." 

U.S. Surgeon General C. 
Everett Koop recently suggested a 
screening of every student at a 
major university to determine the 
incidence of AIDS among young 
adults. 

Tt (AIDS) has not yet reached 
the colleges, but there is a distinct 
possibility, it could," Fomoff said. 
T think Koop has the right thought 
about the testing. However, I 
don’t like the way he is going 
about it. A test at a university 
might ruin the school’s reputation 
if a student tested positive." 

Koop’s plan calls for 
anonymous screening of students 
conducted under the watchful eye 
of the Center for Disease Control 
in Atlanta or the America Medical 
Association. The anonymity of the 
test would be guarantee and those 
participating would have no way of 
knowing the results. 

The Peoria City/County Health 
Department offers an anonymous 
testing site. Positive tests are 
recorded without the victim’s 
name, said Curtis Fenton, nurse 
and communicable disease coordi¬ 


nator for the department. 

It is caused by the HIV 
virus and is contracted through the 
exchange of bodily fluids. The 
vims attacks a person’s immune 
system and damages the body’s 
ability to fight other diseases. 

An estimated 1.5 million Amer¬ 
icans have been infected with the 
virus, leaving victims susceptible 
to infections. 

No cases of the vims have been 
reported at Bradley, but that does 
not mean that any couldn’t surface 
within the next few years. 

"The students should not be 
frightened about the vims as long 
as they are careful and know the 
history of their sexual partners," 
Fomoff said. 

T do believe that we can edu¬ 
cate our children better. I bet if 
you took a poll of students on how 
much they actually know about the 
vims, your results would be fairly 
low." 

Koop’s proposal has raised 
much criticism from school 
administrators who say such a test 
would not only give bad publicity 
to the school, but might also bring 
a state of panic if someone tested 
positive. Also, the confidentiality 
of the test might be broken. 

Even though Bradley has no 
reported cases, a set of guidelines 
have been established if an indivi¬ 
dual contracts the vims. 

The student would be allowed 
to use the school facilities and 
attend class. However, those who 
come in direct contact with that 
person might have to be notified. 
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Analyzing

Issues of racial/ethnic discrimi¬ 
nation evoke a lot of anxiety in our 
society; hence they are usually 
carefully avoided. Brett A. 
Hableib, editor of Bradley Scout, 
should be commended for his 
readiness to tackle the issues raised 
by B.S.A.., as he did in 
'Viewpoint'" in the February 5, 
1988 issue of the Scout. 

I do not agree with Brett’s 
interpretations and positions. I 
disagree with regard to the particu¬ 
lars; more significantly, I do not 
share his implicit framework and 
premises. I intend to critically 
review Brett’s interpretations and 
offer an alternative viewpoint 
located in a more viable theoretical 
framework. 

The theoretical perspective 
underlying Brett’s columnist is one 
commonly applied by the social 
scientists to the study of politics in 
the United States, namely, the 
pluralist approach. 

According to this framework, a 
multitude of interest groups with 
more or less equal power com¬ 
pete with each other in the political 
arena, each struggling for a bigger 
share of the pie. The demands of 
each group are not seen as right or 
wrong; they are simply seen as 
representing the perceptions of the 
interests of the different groups. 
Occasionally, some of the interest 
groups gain more; at other times, 
they gain less; some fight against 
each other at one time, while they 
enter into coalitions at other time. 
This approach has no conception 
of collective societal interest, 
except the necessity that each 
group be willing to compromise 
with other groups. Since various 
groups have competing interests 
and a Hobbesian Var of all 
against alK must be prevented, 
compromise has to be institutional¬ 
ized. 

The pluralist framework has 
neither a substantive conception of 
conunon good, as mentioned 
above, nor does it require a con¬ 
ceptualization of a social system 
with certain regularities, structured 
''rules of the game," identifiable 
system of stratification, historical 
tendencies, etc. 

In Brett’s view, the B.S.A., like 
any other organization, represents 
a special interest group, with its 
particular perception of needs. As 
such, it is only natural that it will 
make demands which conflict with 
and are unreasonable from the 
point of view of other groups. One 
should expect a special interest 
group to make exaggerated claims 
and be blinded by self-interest. An 
objective observer should be able 
to identify these distortions and 
appeal for reasonable and modera¬ 
tion. Compromise is the only right 
solution. 

Brett’s column almost begins 
with an explicit plea for comprom¬ 
ise: "This situation, as most 
involving conflict, will probably be 
best resolved by cool heads and a 
little compromise." And it ends on 
a similar note: "The best that 
could happen is both sides..work 
toward a mutually acceptable solu¬ 
tion." 

Yet, there is no a priori reason 
to start out with the assumption 
that any concrete conflict is best 
resolved by compromise. There 
are situations where most of us 
would agree that one side is wrong 
and the other side is right. Thus, 
for example, all of us would now 
agree that in their struggle for 
franchise, the suffragettes were 
right and those who opposed them 
were wrong. The right solution 


demands 

was to fully enfranchise women. 
Anything short of that (for exam¬ 
ple, a compromise that assigned 
half a weight to a woman’s vote, 
or allowed women to vote in every 
second election) would had been 
wrong. 

Regarding the five specific sub¬ 
stantive demands by the B.S.A. 
Brett refers to, in each and every 
case he suggest B.S.A. should 
compromise and moderate its 
request. 

Thus, asking for 6% of 
African-Americans as full-time 
faculty members is not wise. The 
impli^ suggestion is that there 
should be merely a general request 
for more Black faculty, period. 
Why would "setting a specific 
number or amount" do "more 
harm than good"? Why does 
dearth of Black instructors suggest 
that one should not set goals? 
Bradley like any other organiza¬ 
tion, plans for the future and sets 
goals in terms of quite specific 
numbers and amounts in every 
area of its activity. Sometimes 
these numbers are very ambitious. 
(Remember the Bradley Cam¬ 
paign?) If there is a limit^ supply 
of Black instructors, should we 
withdraw from the competition, or, 
rather, redouble our efforts and 
resources and beat some of our 
competitors in this area? Is it not a 
question of priorities and commit¬ 
ment? If Miami University of Ohio 
and Clarion University of Pennsyl¬ 
vania can do it, why not Bradley 
University? (See the February 10, 
1988n issue of The Chronicle of 
Higher Education.) As an institu¬ 
tion of higher learning aspiring to 
excellence on the national level, 
should not Bradley strive to excel 
as a setting which is more 
representative of U.S.A.’s rich 
racial/ethnic mosaic? More 
representative, that is, both in 
terms of students and in terms of 
faculty? African-Americans com¬ 
pose about 12% of the U.S.. popu¬ 
lation. Is not the goal of 6%, in 
fact, a bit low? 

The second demand, that Dr. 
Allen-Tucker be retained is 
dismissed as ill-conceived, a 
demand which "clearly shows a 
hastened reaction on the part of 
BSA. Sally Allen-Tucker was at 
Bradley as part of a grant, and the 
University has little or no control 
over her fate." Perhaps the 
demand that Dr. Allen-Tucker be 
retained does show a hasty reac¬ 
tion on the part of B.S.A. How¬ 
ever, Brett does not help us to 
decide whether or not this is 
indeed the case. His comment is 
hardly illuminating. What does it 
mean? Are we to understand "no 
control" to mean that Dr. Allen- 
Tucker is committed to another 
position in a different institution? 
That she is not interested in joining 
Bradley? Or is it the case that 
Bradley University does not have 
an opening for Dr. Allen-Tucker? 
Amids a flurry of statements 
decrying the scarcity of African- 
American faculty, one could have 
more sympathy for students’ con¬ 
cern about the loss of one of the 
only two full-time faculty members 
on this campus whom they can 
identify as African-American. 

Brett’s next statement, "Maybe 
it was simply easier to protest than 
to find out what the actual situation 
was," is one of the more disap¬ 
pointing in his column. The fact of 
the matter is that a decision to 
march in protest, in a less than 
friendly environment, is never 
made lightly. When made under 
these circumstances, it reflects a 
very high degree of frustration, 
and a strong conviction by the par-

In reference to Kleinfeld’s presump¬ 
tion that Tm suggesting forced testing 
of experimental drugs. DeFazio implies 
that the AIDS inflicted hoardes are 
simply dying to try and and all experi¬ 
mental drugs that hold any promise of 
a cure. Ms. Kleinfeld alludes to '"the 
rights of those expelled from society,"’ 
but makes no reference to the rights of 
the general public to be free of such 
menacing health hazards as the AIDS 
spectre. 

Ms. Kleinfeld worries about false 
positives on AIDS test. I am quite 
confident that the average citizen is 
intelligent enough to solicit a second 
opinion if he doubts his tests results.

life in the spin cycle

For many, one of the most 
unexpected factors of being away 
at college is the ritual of garment^ 
hygiene, known as "doing laun¬ 
dry." It is at a university, such as 
Bradley, that the chore of washing 
clothes can become the bane of a 
student’s very existence. The night¬ 
mare of dorm laundry may change 
one’s priorities. 

Cost. First of all, one must be 
prepared to spend a pretty penny 
for the coin-operated machines, 
and even more, depending on how 
dry the dryer is. And this, besides 
the fact that the user must have 
change — no bills and no checks 
(or Visa, for that matter). Nary a 
night goes by that one can’t hear in 
the distance, behind the muffled 
music and the intermittent pecking 
of typewriters, a sole voice, desti¬ 
tute beyond recognition, 
throughout the corridors of 
Wyckoff, Williams, or Geisert 
moaning, "Anyone got change for 
a dollar?" Then there’s the legend 
of the freshman male who spent 18 
bucks drying his socks. 

Location. In some residence 
halls, the laundry room is in the 
basement, quite a bother for those 
living on the upper floors — even 
more so for those in dorms without 
elevators. One frustrating aspect of 
this is that, much of the time, all 
washers are being used. This 
results in great perturbation to 
those laundry candidates who walk 
down five flights of stairs with a 
basket of heavy, smelly laundry, 
after going through the humiliation 
of walking to 7-11 at 3 a.m. to get 
quarters. 

Some machines are considered 
"phantom washers," because they 
are eternally is service, although 
the user is never seen. It could be 
that these users are very small - a 
dryer running for 40 hours has a 
tendency to vastly shrink the 
clothes within. 

Time. If a college courseload 
isn’t enough, the Bradley student 
must put aside a considerable 
amount of time for the purpose of 
laundry. The hassles increase when 
the rest of the campus chooses to 
do their laundry at the same time. 
One may have to run up and down 


numerous times to find an open 
washer, and chances are, when 
one is around, it will be taken 
before the person can get back 
down with the basket. If one 
machine is finally conquered, then 
comes the bother of running down 
more times, to add fabric softener, 
to make sure the machine is wash¬ 
ing, or to get the clothes into a 
dryer before someone piles them 
on the floor in a mountain of lint. 

Since a student cannot afford to 
waste precious study time hanging 
around a sub-tropici laundry room 
waiting for clothes to dry, up to 
the dorm room does he or she go. 

^ This is not quite "quality time," 
because the concentration of the 
clothes-minded student will be 
hampered with concerned thoughts 
of the condition of the laundry, so 
far away down there, possibly 
vaporizing in a fantastically huge 
ball of flame from within the 
dryer, the clothes shrinking into 
nothingness, or, worse yet, some 
horribly filthy person trying on 
various articles of underwear. 
(Think about that the next time 
you’re drying clothes!) 

Cleaning Quality. And, after 
all those britches are crossed, most 
of the time the clothes are not 
clean. Sure, they get wet and are 
dried again, but so does driftwood. 
Sometimes clothes come out of a 
washer miraculously unwet. This 
isn’t exactly the true definition of 
"dry cleaning." It makes one 
wonder if the machine is connected 
to a water source — what else 
would explain a large clump of 
blue detergent imbedded in a ran¬ 
dom shirtsleeve? Sometimes users 
pile so much laundry in a washer 
to save some cash that the washer 
doesn’t clean, let alone move. That 
is the same water displacement 
principle demonstrated when a fat 
person eases into a bathtub filled 
with an inch of water and never 
drowns. 

With all this unnecessary pres¬ 
sure, it’s no wonder college stu¬ 
dents despise doing laundry. After 
those briefs are turned inside-out 
for the last time, or that sweatshirt 
smell denied again, the student of 
today has realized what he must do 
about it: buy more clothes. 
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ticipants mat the more routine 
channels for appeal have been 
exhausted. For the B.S.A. group 
to march in protest throughout 
most of the day, on a predom¬ 
inantly white campus, in Peoria, 
must not have been easy. Even the 
elements seemed to conspire 
against them. 

Regarding the third demand, 
that a course 'History of Black 
America'' become a core curricu¬ 
lum course, Brett finds it "fairly 
reasonable" (but without explain¬ 
ing why it might be reasonable). 
However, in the next paragraph, 
he takes away with the right hand 
(this time he finds a rationale) > 
what he has given grudgingly with 
the left hand, by sounding the fol¬ 
lowing warning: "For example, 
would American Indian Studies be 
next? What after that? Polish 
Americans? German Americans? 
The point is, a line obviously must 
be drawn. 

I believe the above questions 
raised by Brett are most telling in 
that they bring out clearly the pit- 
falls of applying uncritically Ae 
pluralist framework to a situation 
that seems to be crying out for a 
different approach. His formulation 
unquestioningly assumes that the 
experiences of all ethmc/racial 
groups are more or less equally 
represented in academic curricula. 
This assumption is highly question¬ 
able. 

While it is true that most ethnic 
groups in this country have experi¬ 
enced discrimination and prejudice 
at one point or another, the experi¬ 
ences of some groups (predom¬ 
inantly of people of color), have 
been both quantitatively and quali¬ 
tatively different. Because of its 
depth, violence, and pervading 
nature, the institutionalization and 
duration of discrimination directed 
,against African Americans, Mexi¬ 
can Americans, and the Native 
Americans clearly stands out. 

The origins of the differences 
can be traced back from the point 
of first contact - these were the 
only three groups that were incor¬ 
porated into this society involun¬ 
tarily (either through conquest, as 
was the case with the Mexican 
Americans and the Native Ameri¬ 
cans, or were forcibly brought in, 
as was the case with the Black 
Americans). These groups and not 
others experienced life under some 
of the most oppressive forms of 


social organization invented by 
humanity (slavery, reservations, 
Jim Crow segregation). 

Today, when one out of two 
Black children lives in poverty; 
when there re only one-tenth as 
many elected Black officials as 
would be expected based on the 
size of the African-American 
population; when their unemploy¬ 
ment rate has been about twice the 
rate for whites for a number of 
decades; and when a similar sta¬ 
tistical profile emerges for Ae 
Mexican Americans and Native 
Americans, to suggest that their 
experience is similar to that of 
German Americans and Polish 
Americans is, to put it very gently, 
highly misleading. 

The oppressive reality of 
discrimination and ethnic/racial 
inequality pervads all dimensions 
of human life, including the sphere 
of culture. Ideas, values, images 
and explanations in societies with 
significant racial/ethnic inequalities 
tend to be used as mechanisms for 
the perpetuation of unequal power, 
and, at the same time, reflect this 
unequal power. Consequently, the 
images and interpretations of 
minorities we carry in our minds 
(and hearts) tend to be distorted, 
truncated, biased, and stereotyped 
in a manner disadvantageous to 
them. 

Institutions of higher learning 
do not exist in a vacuum. They are 
integral parts of society and thus 
cannot but reflect the best and the 
worst the society has to offer. If 
we accept this proposition, we 
should not be surprised when the 
charge is made that the manner 
and content of teaching in institq- 
tions of higher learning are inade¬ 
quate or distorted in a way that is 
punitive towards the minorities. 
We should take such claims very 
seriously, since they are much 
more likely to be true than false. 
After all, this charge amounts to 
saying that the university is doing 
no better then the society at large. 

• However, ought it not? 

To return to the issue of core 
courses on the Black-American 
experience, the point should be 
obvious. European ("Western 
Civilization") history was never 
"lost, stolen, or strayed" as it hap¬ 
pened to the cultural heritage of 
the African-Americans. The issue 
raised by B.S.A. deserves careful 
scrutiny and consideration. We 
should look beyond the concrete 


demand and understand the more 
general claim under lying this 
specific demand, instead of belit¬ 
tling it. (By the way, Bradley 
B.S.A. students seem to be in 
good company. For a report on 
similar efforts made by students 
and faculty at Stanford University 
see p.46 of the February 1, 1988 
issue of Newsweek. 

Is it not plausible that the 
experiences and cultures of people 
of color do not occupy adequate 
space and/or are distorted in our 
curriculum? Are these as well 
represented as the European heri¬ 
tage? yDo we have "Non-Western 
Civili^tions" as a course required 
of every student the way we have 
"Western Civilization?" When we 
teach sociology, history, literature, 
arts, etc., does it not occur too 
often that most of the great 
leaders, writers and artists studied 
happen to be whites of European 
heritage? (Yes, Brett, you do hear 
a lot about the Germans, Poles, 
British, French, etc. There is no 
biss against the European 
culture and experience.) 

Discussing the fifth and final 
demand, "that renovation of the 
Garrett Center begin immedi¬ 
ately," Brett once ore suggest that 
B.S.A. is asking for too much. His 
characterization of the demand for 
renovation as a call "to simply 
hand everything over on a silver 
platter," is most disturbing. Here, 
and elsewhere, the picture that 
emerges from the column evokes 
and perpetuates the stereotypical^ 
images of Afiican-Americans. 

I view B.S.A.’s charges of 
racial bias very sympathetically, 
because the probability of bias is 
high. These claims deserve serious 
attention. Brett shows a tendency 
to dismiss them without any inves¬ 
tigation or even careful considera¬ 
tion. Is the claim of neglect of the 
Garrett Center new? >^at it the 
history of this issue? What exactly 
is the claim voiced by B.S.A. 
regarding A.C.B.U.? Did Brett 
discuss these matters with the 
B.S.A. members and/or leader¬ 
ship? With Dr. Paul Kasambira, 
the faculty advisor to B.S.A.? Did 
he discuss with them any of their 
five recommendations? If not, why 
not? Do not Brett’s conclusions 
appear, if I am allowed to adapt 
his term, a little bit "hasty "? 

I view the B.S.A. protest and 
constructive proposals as part of 
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the struggle for elimination of 
racial/ethnic inequality. To pei- 
ceive such demands as serving a 
"special interest group," rather 
than society as a whole, is most 
fortunate. 

Equality across racial/ethnic 
boundaries would eliminate, to 
quote from an author, the 
"dilemma of living in a society 
that preaches equality but in large 
part fails to practice it." It would 
enhance the chances of more 
rational policies and actions by 
groups and individuals by 
discouraging scapegoatmg. It 
would also enhance the likelihood 
of peace and social stability. It 
seems to be the case, at least in the 
modem period, that peac6 is hard 
to come by without justice. 

In a similar vein, B.S.A.’s 
demands for reduction of inequities 
on this campus are far from 
representing merely "their" 
interest. Bradley, like to other 
institutions of higher learning (and 
most other organizations in any 
field) has minorities over¬ 
represented at the bottom (mainte¬ 
nance and services) and under¬ 
represented at the top (faculty and 
administration). A more represen¬ 
tative distribution would greatly 
benefit the majority students and 
would help the university to fulfill 
its functions. 

Thus, for example, the pres¬ 
ence of a significant number of 
minority faculty would counteract 
and hopefully reduce the preju- 
' dices and stereotypes about the 
minorities and about ourselves. 
This would be an important 
achievement, since one major 
function of the university is to help 
individuals to unlearn the untrue 
and to enhance the rational. 

Presence of a larger percentage 
of minority faculty would also 
enhance the experiences, 
knowledge, and expand the hor¬ 
izons of the majority students. It 
has the potential of accomplishing 
these not because they would bring 
with them different personal and 
cultural experiences and views. 
Diversity of ideas, perspectives, 
and experiences is, of course, a 
sine qua non for expansion of 
knowl^ge. 

Similarily, changes in the curri¬ 
culum that correct the under¬ 
representation and/or distortions of 
content dealing with the experi¬ 
ences and cultures of people of 
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color is not a selfish demand by 
the minority students. These 
changes are very much in the 
interest of all students. For one, 
you are cheated because you are 
restricted to limited knowledge. 
More important, deformed percep¬ 
tions and knowledge of others 
reflexively produce deformities in 
self-knowledge. One carmot under¬ 
stand the history of the U.S.A., 
and therefore, oneself, without 
studying the experiences and cul¬ 
tures of white Americans and 
African-Americans in interaction. 

A small comment regarding the 
Garrett Center, i was surprised to 
have it identified by Brett as offices 
of the B.S.A. It certainly contains 
these office, but it also serves as a 
location for a variety of functions 
for all Bradley students. I have 
used the facilities of the Garrett 
Center numerous times, and so 
have my students. Neither I nor 
most of my students have been 
members of the B.S.A. 

I do concur with Brett that 
cooperation is absolutely neces¬ 
sary. However, I would like to add 
that a crucial precondition for suc¬ 
cess is that all of us understand 
and accept the proposition that 
"their" demand for equality has to 
become "ours," too. This is simply 
another way of stating that Dr. 
Marting Luther King was a cham¬ 
pion not merely for the Blacks, but 
rather for all of us. 

To ask for internalization of 
this notion (not merely giving it lip 
service or mouthing it as a cliche) 
is asking for a lot. It does require 
a transformation of ourselves - of 
all of us (the faculty, administra¬ 
tion, students, board of trustees). 
However, major problems demand 
major changes. A decline in pro¬ 
portion of African-American stu¬ 
dents and faculty, from a level 
which was too low even at its 
peak, should be considered a 
major problem.

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Greeks to learn morality

Although alcohol abuse is ffie 
biggest problem on college cam¬ 
puses, hazing remains a big prob¬ 
lem in the greek system, according 
to Bradley’s executive director for 
housing and residential life. 

^Alcohol abuse is a product of 
culture and people acknowledge 
it,"" Ed King saki. '^ut students 
feel threatened by talking about 
what goes on behind closed doors. 

'Hazing is so much less than it 
was 10, 15, 30 years ago. It’s got¬ 
ten better but not to the point 
where it’s gone, so we’ve got to 
keep pressure on the situation. 

One form of pressure has been 
the establishment of a Commission 
on Values and Ethics by the 
National Interfratemity Confer¬ 
ence. Headed by King and com¬ 
posed of representatives from both 
fraternities and sororities, the 
commission’s objective is to 
"determine, identify, promote and 
promulgate those issues and 
matters relevant to the develop¬ 
ment of moral and ethical values 
(fraternity principles), primarily as 
they relate to the college fraternity 
undergraduate,'' King said. 

The commission has established 
basic and ultimate expectations for 
fraternity members to follow. The 
fraternity ideals of love, loyalty, 
morality, responsibility and com¬ 
mitment are the ultimate expecta¬ 


tions. The basic expectations 
include ideals of academic achieve¬ 
ment, meeting financial obliga¬ 
tions, respecting property, protect¬ 
ing health and safety, non-use and 
non-support of illegal drugs or 
abuse of alcohol. 

These ideals are more specific 
than what is stated in each house’s 
creed. ''We’ve clarified some gen¬ 
eral statements," King said. 

A basic expectation which 
causes problems among undergra¬ 
duates IS '1 will respect the dignity 
of all persons; therefore I will not 
physicdly, psychologically or sex¬ 
ually abuse or haze any human 
being," he said. 

"Students want to know what is 
meant by hazing. One student at 
our last commission meeting said 
his teacher hazes him when he 
goes in to take a test. That may 
be, but there are ways to test 
without abusing and belittling, 
someone. Humans never have the 
right to demean or belittle the dig¬ 
nity of others. If you do, it’s 
wrong." 

King said that at Bradley there 
is more mental harassment than 
physical hazing that is question¬ 
able. 

Part of the overall problem is 
some students never learned basic 
human, moral values. 

"We’ve taken for granted that 
everybody knows to be nice to 


other people," King said. "That’s 
not true; everybody doesn’t know 
it, so we better face it and ack¬ 
nowledge it." 

The final basic expectation 
challenges members to abide by 
the expectations and confront those 
who violate them. 

"That’s the toughie. People 
don’t want to confront problems,'* 
King said. "It’s so basic, so funda¬ 
mental, yet so hard.' 

He said that while there may be 
agreement and action on the first 
eight ideals, the last one will take 
tim^ 

"The students at the meeting 
said there is some abuse going on 
and they want to confront it, but 
they need help," King said. 
"We’re dealing with a deep human 
problem." 

The commission’s main concern 
is "to develop honest, open dialo¬ 
gue among house members," King 
said. The group plans to create 
videotapes, which show members 
confronting other members who 
are violating the basic expecta¬ 
tions. 

King said the expectations and 
the topic in general will be the 
foundation for Bradley’s greek 
officer’s workshop this semester. 

"It’s going to be an on-going 
thing with officer training and 
pledge classes. We’ve got to 
saturate the system.'

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Haussler ID enforcement 

stepped up for students

Haussler Hall no longer limits the checking for Bradley IDs to the 
front door as the intramural office tries to crack down on the use of the 
facilities by those other than students or faculty. 

Because there has been a problem with neighborhood children and 
adults using the facilities at Haussler, Bradley students were being 
deprived of the equipment they paid for, said Mike Conners, assistant 
director of intramurals. 

He also said Haussler was vandalized as posters and plaques were 
tom from the walls. 

"We thought it necessary to step up our policy to protect the stu- ^ 
dents’ interest," Conners said. 

Instead of checking IDs only at the door, Haussler employees also 
card the weight room, when free weights are available, and the main 
gym in the evenings. ' 

Conners said he got a little negative feedback from Haussler 
employees and students using the facilities when the new policy was first 
enforced. 

"We <ion’t want to inconvenience the students, but it is in their own 
best interest," Conners said. 

The problem of unwelcome visitors had diminished since the get- 
tough policy was introduced at the beginning of the semester, Conners 
said. 

"Once we determine that we eliminated the problem, we may dis¬ 
continue the new policy," Conners said, "But I don’t know if we will 
ever make that determination." 

Ratcliff to retire in June

Even though a coat and tie 
were not his uniform at Haussler 
Hall, the acting Executive Director 
of Cocurricular and Organizational 
Development at Bradley said he 
feels right at home. 

"I never bought ties before," 
said Greg Killoran, formerly the 
Director of Intramural and Recrea¬ 
tional Sports. "Beyond the tie, the 
two jobs are really the same." 

Oloran was recommended to 
the post by Dr. Alan Gaisky, asso¬ 
ciate provost and vice president for 
student affairs. "It was very clear 
Greg was doing an outstanding job 
at Haussler Hall," Gaisky said, 
"so I made a recommendation for 
Greg to permanently serve as the 
executive director of cocurricular 
and organizational development, 
replacing Cam Ratcliff." 

Although an official announce¬ 
ment has not been made, Gaisky 
said Ratcliff will retire, effective 
June 1, 1988. Killoran is classified 
as "acting director" until the posi¬ 
tion opens on^ that date, Gaisky 
said. 

"Cam had talked to me about 
the concept of retiring for about 
two years," Gaisky said. "We 
needed to make a decision, so we 


granted Cam a leave of absence 
from June 1, 1987 to May 31, 
1988, so she could think about the 
situation." 

Killoran said his job is to 
advise student organizations and 
interest groups. These groups 
include minority students, interna¬ 
tional students, off-campus students 
and intramural sports groups, Kil¬ 
loran said. 

"As chair of the Communica¬ 
tions Council, I also oversee the 
Scout, Anaga, ACBU and other 
student-run organizations," Kil¬ 
loran said. "I advise these groups, 
but they generally run them¬ 
selves. " 

Gaisky said, "Greg is dealing 
with a vast array of different 
responsibilities and student groups. 
His position at Haussler was one¬ 
dimensional, while now his posi¬ 
tion is multidimensional." 

"Basically, Fm working with 
students like the ones at Haussler 
who are motivated and enthusiastic 
and who are leaders," Killoran 
said. "I spent most of my time in 
the gym and now it’s good to see 
some different students." 

Most of the student organiza¬ 
tions are run extremely well, Kil¬ 
loran said.

center, will be anchored by a 
major grocery store, several res¬ 
taurants and specialty shops. The 
city designated the area a tax- 
increment financing district to revi¬ 
talize the West Bluff and serve as 
an entrance to Bradley. 

The involvement of the city and 
University is the primary 
difference between the DraJce pro¬ 
ject and nearby Campustown. 

nrhere are many similarities in 
terms of physical conditions, but 
the approach that has been taken to 
define the University’s role has 
evolved differentiy,'' said Curt 
Paddock, director of Bradley’s 
institute for urban affairs and 
business research. Paddock came 
to Bradley from Drake where he 
was the director of the Drake 
Research Institute, the organization 
which developed the revitalization 
plan for University Square. 

niiere is a fundamental 
difference in approach,Paddock 
said comparing the projects. 
Unlike Campustown, the Drake 
project upgraded and revitalized 
the existing facilities while 
the Peoria mall will be an entirely 
new shopping center. 

"It became another Drake 
investment in the area, it symboli¬ 
cally shows commitment of the 
university to the area and 
improved the relationship between 
Drake and the neighborhood, 
Paddock said. 

Since Campustown is, not a 
Bradley-initiated project, the role 


of the university is only advisory, 
said Gary Anna, vice president for 
business affairs. 

nrhere are a lot of people on 
campus who are interested, but the 
university has resource con¬ 
straints, Anna said. 

Paddock is one of those who 
expressed interest, but Anna said 
the university could not afford to 
commit him to the project. 

'"As long as we can have some 
assurances that jit will be a quality 
project ... we’re satisfied with the 
progress, Anna said. 

An S-curve will be built north 
of Main Street connecting Univer¬ 
sity Avenue with Bourland Avenue 
to relieve traffic problems. The 
university will build a $150,000 to 
$300,000 entrance of brick walls, 
landscaping and gates on St. James 
west of the S-curve. 

"The impression will be a lot 
better, it will change the overall 
look of the campus, Anna said. 

The developer is soliciting 
potential businesses to locate in the 
center, but Anna said the univer¬ 
sity and the student body will have 
minimal input. 

"Without the TIP and the city 
and the developer's roles, we could 
re-explore our involvement, but 
our available resources are lim¬ 
ited, he said. 

Although Drake officials ini¬ 
tiated their project, the University 
Square area is not geared 
specifically toward students. Bill 
I^app, president of Iowa Realty, 
became involved in the redevelop¬ 
ment and initiated several indepen¬ 
dent projects nearby, including 
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apartment complexes and a 1950s- 
style diner. TTiese projects were 
not built specifically for students’ 
use, but Russi said they add to the 
overall improvement of the area. 

TCnapp saw a clientele ready to 
be served. He recognized it and he 
catered to it," Russi said. "The 
development attracted young pro¬ 
fessionals to the area, helped 
increase the number of owner- 
occupied houses and lowered the 
perception of crime. These all 
have enhanced the university," 
said Dick Feebler, president, of the 
Drake-Des Moines Development 
Corp. 

"The residents recognize that 
we value the neighborhood, it 
improved relations 100 percent," 
Russi said. 

Gary Matthews, project 
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manager for the Joseph Co., said 
the mall could be completed within 
two years. The city still needs to 
acquire some of the property in the 
three-block TIF district and 
approve the redevelopment con¬ 
tract with the city still needs to be 
approv^. Tax-increment financing 
allows local governments to take 
sales or property taxes generated 
above a tax base established when 
the district was formed and chan¬ 
nel the money back into the dis¬ 
trict. 

Drake’s project includes several 
establishments that are not widely 
used by students including profes¬ 
sional offices, a $1 million law 
clinic funded by a state grant and 
several hair salons. Anna said 
Campustown should include more 


mall shops and specialty stores 
because of the TIF district. 

"You won’t see those types of 
offices here because they don’t gen¬ 
erate sales tax," he said. 
Matthews said interest in the pro¬ 
ject has been so great that the mall 
could be two levels instead of one. 

"Nothing’s definite yet, these 
are rough plans," Mathews said 
pointing to the drawing of the 
plans that won the city’s contract. 

He said the displaced 
businesses will have the option to 
relocate in the mall, but he still is 
not sure if the rent will increase. 

"We’re going to try to attract a 
nice restaurant, along the lines of a 
Bennigan’s or Friday’s ... we’re 
still open to almost anything," 
Matthews said.

During his semester-long sab¬ 
batical, photography professor 
Howard Goldbaum traveled 
throughout the United States and 
compiled a collection of photos 
capturing the variety and style of 
American commercial enterprise 
along the highway. 

The exhibit, entitled '’Roadside 
Attraction,'’ will have its opening 
reception from 7 to 9 p.m. tonight 
in the Hartmann Center Gallery. It 
will be on display through March 
25. 

This photographic endeavor 
took Goldbaum, his wife Monica 
Reising, and their children Lynne, 
12, and Elana, 4, across the con¬ 
tinental U.S. in a 21-foot motor 
home. Goldbaum admitted that the 
motor home seemed to have 
shrunk after the five-month jour¬ 
ney. 

Beginning in February, they 
first went to the southeast and 
along the southern coast. They 
made their way to the west, stop¬ 
ping in New Mexico, California 
and Nevada. Finally they headed 
east to return to Peoria. Goldbaum 
said they didn’t travel to the east 
because he was bom and raised 
there (New Haven, CT), and he 
already knew the area. 

When asked what he looked for 
when photographing for the pro¬ 
ject, Goldbaum said he sought any 
camival-like side-show found 
along the highway. Although 
everything along the highway 
attempts to gain the attention of the 
passers-by, Goldbaum sought dis¬ 
tinct, outlandish images for sub¬ 
jects. 

One of these distinct photos 
was taken in California of a 
dignified, businesslike woman who 
owned a museum called 'Trees of 
Mystery.'’ After giving a guided 
tour of the museum, the woman 
proudly posed in front of an enor¬ 
mous fiberglass Blue Ox. 

Another memorable photo was 
taken of a madam at a whorehouse 
in Nevada. After explaining his 
project, Goldbaum added if the 
madam could do him a favor. Not 
realizing that he meant to take a 
picture, the madam replied, '’We 
hear that (a favor) all the time. 


Goldbaum said he chose to go 
on this adventure because he 
'’always felt most inspiring 
creativity has » occurred while trav¬ 
eling. ^ 

Certainly Goldbaum is no ama¬ 
teur traveler. In 1982, he traveled 
to Lebanon and photographed the 
Israeli invasion. He entitled the 
project '’Children of Abraham. ” 

Also, Goldbaum has been to 
Ireland five times to photograph 
archeological digs. 

Goldbaum has been interested 
in photography ever since his 
junior year in high school when he 
joined the yearbook staff. He pur-

sued the interest at the University 
of Connecticut where he received 
his bachelor’s degree. 

After receiving his master’s 
degree at Syracuse University in 
New York, Goldbaum, 40, worked 
as a photo editor at a newspaper in 
San Juan, Puerto Rico. Then he 
returned to the state where he was 
an editor of an in-house magazine 
at the Bristol-Myers company. 
Eleven years ago Goldbaum began 
to teach at Bradley. 

Goldbaum said he would even¬ 
tually like to einbark on another 
photographic escapade with some 
students. 

When asked if he liked a partic¬ 
ular city, Goldbaum said he isn’t a 
"city person.'’ He prefers national 
par^ and isolated towns. 

The Board for Research and 
Creativity at Bradley awarded a 
grant to Goldbaum for the exhibit. 


Horowitz’s lifelong dedication to jou rnalism

The year was 1955. Eisenhower 
was our president. Television was 
something new, and rock-n-roll 
was still a babe. At Bradley, 
among the number of incoming 
freshmen was a young man named 
David C. Horowitz. For Horowitz, 
Bradley University was the begin¬ 
ning of a life devoted to award 
winning journalism, like his Emmy 
award winning syndicated pro-

gram, 'Tight Back! With David 
Horowitz.'’ 

Horowitz was bom in New 
York City. At an early age he was 
suspended from P.S. 64. It was 
only through the concern of one of 
his teachers, who made him editor 
of his sixth grade newspaper, that 
gave him the inspiration to what 
would become his life’s work. 
Horowitz, having a sort of bom 
intuition of the journalism world, 
graduated with every possible 
honor, including those of New 
York City outstanding high school 
graduate. 

His next move was to come to 
Peoria and attend Bradley Univer¬ 
sity on a scholarship. While here, 
he spent his time perfecting his 
journalism skills. Among the 
number of activities Horowitz 
involved himself with were the 
Scout, Anaga, Hillel, Student 
Center Steering Committee, Inter¬ 
national club and homecoming. He 
was also an active member in 
Alpha Epsilon Pi, Sigma Delta Chi 
and Omicron Delta Kappa fraterni¬ 
ties. SDX is a national professional 
journalism fraternity and ODK is 
an honorary fraternity of Bradley’s 
male juniors and seniors who have 
a five-point over-all GPA and have 


a highly active record in service 
organizations. 

While still a student at BU, 
Horowitz wrote for the Peoria 
Journal Star and other local Illi¬ 
nois country weeklies. Upon gra¬ 
duating with full honors in 1959, 
Horowitz became the Very first 
recipient of Bradley’s Outstanding 
Journalism Award. (In 1983, he 
was presented with the Bradley 
University Distinguished Alunmus 
Award.) Still wanting to perfect 
his craft, Horowitz went on to gra¬ 
duate school. In 1961, he was 
awarded a Master of Science in 
Journalism at Northwestern 
University. He then did post¬ 
graduate work at Columbia 
University, during 1962 and 1963, 
where he was one of only eight 
choset^ to work with CBS News. 

Horowitz began his professional 
career in the Midwest, writing for 
several newspapers and television 
stations. Seeing the greater possi¬ 
bilities in television, Horowitz 
joined NBC news in New York as 
a writer for 'The Huntly-Brinkley 
Report.'’ Later, he was sent to 
Southeast Asia as a foreign 
correspondent, and became one of 
the network’s first reporters to go 
to Vietnam. It was here that a new 


breed of reporter was bom. Not 
satisfied with only giving the news, 
Horowitz reported on military mis¬ 
takes and injustices. 

On his return to America, he 
was offered a job with the Strauss 
Broadcasting Company. Now fully 
committed to consumer interests, 
he helped managed '’Call For 
Action,'’ one of the first help-line 
radio programs in New York. 

'1 think," Horowitz said, "we 
can change the complexion on the 
country, make business more 
aware of what consumers want and 
do it honestly, with humor and 
entertainment .... The trouble with 
most of us is that we’re scared b> 
"persons in power positions. Let’s 
stop being afraid. Let’s have a 
sense of humor coupled with 
awareness and information to 
enable us to ‘Fight Back!’ and sur¬ 
vive. " 

In 1966, Horowitz moved back 
to NBC News, this time in Los 
Angeles where he did his consu¬ 
mer awareness and information 
reports for the evening news. 

In 1978, Horowitz gave the 
country a hint of his later success 
with the syndicated public affairs 
series, "David Horowitz: Consu¬ 
mer Buy Line." The public was

now ready for a weekly entertain¬ 
ment and awareness program, and 
Horowitz responded with. Tight 
Back! With David Horowitz." 
Horowitz blends both professional 
journalism and a sense of humor to 
help millions of consumers with 
conunon problems. For his work 
on the show (as creator, host, and 
executive producer), he has since 
been awarded with nine emmys for 
television excellence, first place in

Boring, 


endless flicks waste quality acting

I saw an ad in the Chicago Tri¬ 
bune movie section the other day 
that read, "Movies are better than 
ever! Try one you’ll like it.'’ But, 
after this past weekend, I would 
have to say that this was false 
advertising. 

The first movie I saw was 
'’Moonstruck” starring Cher and 
Nicholas Cage (Peggy Sue Got 
Married, Raising Arizona). 
'’Moonstruck'’ is a light comedy 
involving Cher’s character entan¬ 
gled with two brothers, one she is 
supposed to marry, the other she 
falls desperately in love with. 

Also, to add to the monotony of 
the already too-predictable story¬ 


line is a sub-plot involving Cher’s 
on-screen father, who is having an 
affair of which Cher’s on-screen 
mother finds out about.

The only thing that saved this 
movie from being a total waste 
was the performances by Cage and 
Cher along with the acting of their 
co-stars (Vincent Gardenia and 
Olympia Dukakis). 

'’Moonstruck,'’ directed by 
Norman Jewison, rated PG, had 
every aspect of being a good 
movie, except that it bored me. 

Another disappoihtment was 
John Hughes’ newest brainchild 
'’She’s Having a Baby.'’ This 
movie could have been called 
'’She’s Having an Unknown Baby 
on a Rollercoaster.'’ 

Throughout this movie, the 
characters, portrayed by Kevin 
Bacon and Elizabeth McGovern, 


rode an emotional rollercoaster 
about the trials and tribulations of 
marriage. I thought this part of the 
movie was well thought out and 
acted, but in the middle of an emo¬ 
tional scene, Bacon’s character 
would lapse into an imaginary fan¬ 
tasy. Some of these fantasies were 
so ludicrous mowing dance 

routines, sex lessons from parents, 
etc.) that it took away from the 
plot. 

Also, the audience did not learn 
of the "unknown” baby until over 
halfway through the movie. The 
movie ends with a very touching 
and emotional scene at the end 
when the baby, in the breech posi¬ 
tion, is in danger. 

Only at this point in the movie 
do we see the real qualities that 
this movie could have had. 

I just wish John Hughes would 
try to get away from all the 
"Hughes Humor” and do a quality 


film that dealt with life and real 
emotions. 

"She’s Having a Baby” is rated 
PG-13. 

The one film that did deal with 
real life and real emotions was 
"Ironweed” starring Jack Nichol¬ 
son and Meryl Streep. 

Based upon William Kennedy’s 
Pulitzer Prize winning novel, 
'Ironweed” is a movie that exam¬ 
ines the hard times of street p^ple 
and the good times of two friends 
that live on the streets, Francis 
(Nicholson) and Helen (Streep). 

Directed by Hector Babenco, 
"Ironweed” is a movie set in 1939 
about two people trying to live in 
the streets and live with the 
memories that haunt them from 
their past. The acting of Nicholson 
and Streep is brilliant. Not only do 
their characters work well together 
but so did the actors. 

The only problem I had with 


this movie was that it went on for¬ 
ever and ever and ever. 

The film, over two and a half 
hours, could have been cut in vari¬ 
ous spots to quicken the pace and 
reach the climax faster. Except 
there was no climax, and if there 
was, it was very subtle. 

It was the kind of movie that 
you walked out of, wondering how 
you could have spent the last two 
and a half hours in a more produc¬ 
tive way. "Ironweed"is rated R. 

So in all, I was disappointed, 
not really in the movies themselves 
but in the lost potential of the wide 
range of acting. All of these 
movies could have been "four 
star" movies but they just didn’t 
come together the way that I 
expected. 

But maybe I expect a little 
more from movies that spend mil¬

United Press International Televi¬ 
sion Category, and a Gold Medal 
Award in the International Film 
and Television Festival of New 
York. In 1981, Horowitz became 
the first newsman ever to receive 
the Chief Postal Inspector’s Award 
from the U.S. Postal Service for 
uncovering mail fraud. 

He, his wife, Suzanne, and 
their two daughters today live in 
West Los Angeles. Although given 
the opportunity to live a comfort¬ 
able life, Horowitz still keeps 
active by writing articles for a 
variety of magazines, contributing 
to a number of consumer text¬ 
books, lecturing at colleges around 
the country, and making consumer 
video’s. 

The motto by which Horowitz 
lives his life is best summed up in 
this quote published in Who's Who 
in America: "Life is full of^ 
compromise, but to compromise 
principle is to give up your self- 
respect. I don’t want anyone to 
take me for a sucker, and I don’t 
like to see anyone else taken 
either. A lot of things are unfair in 
life. It’s tough; that’s the way it is. 
But- by heaven, if you can do 
something about it, do it!'

AMHERST, Mass. (AP) - 
More than 5(X) white University of 
Massachusetts students rallied 
Tuesday in support of minorities 
occupying a building to protest 
racial harassment, while the chan¬ 
cellor opened talks aimed at ending 
the five-day protest. 

"Hey Joe, racism has got to 
go," students chanted as Chancel¬ 
lor Joseph Duffey made his way to 
the New Africa House, which has 
been occupied since Friday morn¬ 
ing by an estimated 200 students 
and several faculty members. 

A student spokesman said the 
negotiations would be conducted 
by a nine-member committee and 
witnessed by all the protesters, 
who include blacks, Hispanics and 
Asians. 

Students and faculty also read 
letters of support, including a mes¬ 
sage sent Tuesday by Democratic 
presidential candidate Jesse Jack- 
son. Some supporters had traveled 
from Albany and Philadelphia, and 
local businesses and residents had 
sent protesters blankets, pillows 
and food. 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A top - 
Pentagon official said Tuesday the 
United States was withdrawing 
some warships from escort and 
mine-clearing duties in the Persian 
Gulf, and expressed concern that 
Iraqi forces were engaging in 
dangerous maneuvers near U.S.

A ‘big-time’ rivalry 

Bradley, Illinois State stand alone

Bradley versus Illinois State. 
No doubt about it, this is the bigr 
gest basketball rivalry in the state 
of Illinois. 

If only by default, the Braves- 
Redbirds matchup still causes more 
excitement in the state than any 
other. The Jan. 4 game, which 
ISU won 85-74, drew a capacity 
10,670 at Carver Arena — the larg¬ 
est crowd ever to see the Braves 
play in Peoria. 

Tomorrow’s game, like last 
season’s at Normal, will be a sel¬ 
lout in the teams’ final meeting in 
the 7,700-seat Horton Field House. 

"We are the two most fortunate 
universities in the entire state of 
Illinois, because we’re the only 
ones who’ve got a big-time 
rivalry,"' Redbird coach Bob 
Donewald said at a Student Center 
luncheon before the January game. 
"It’s a rivalry that’s good for the 
Missouri Valley Conference and 
good for Central Illinois. 

It’s also one of very few intra¬ 
state rivalries when you consider 
that others mentioned would be 
DePaul-Loyola, DePaul-ISU, 
DePaul-Northwestem and Illinois- 
Northwestem. 

And the ISU-Bradley rivalry 
has become more civilized since 
Stan Albeck arrived here last year. 
Donewald has publicly announced 
hi^ respect for Albeck, while mak¬ 
ing no secrets of his feelings 
toward former Bradley coach Dick 
Versace. 

"Tn ’84, when the idiot still was 
running at the mouth, I think he 
wound our basketball team up all 
by himself, Donewald said of 
Versace. 

The respectability Albeck 
brought to the Bradley program 
may also have played a part in 
renewing the school’s rivalry with 
DePaul. Last Wednesday’s Bradley 
loss was the first meeting between 


the schools since 1979. 

"1 get along pretty well with 
Stan Albeck and he’s well 
respected by everybody in our pro¬ 
gram,"" DePaul coach Joey Meyer 
said last Tuesday. Tm sure that 

Goodbye 

Horton 

Tomorrow evening’s Illinois 
State - Bradley game will be the 
last played between the two teams 
in ISU’s 25-year-old Horton Field 
House. 

Next season the Redbirds will 
move to a new 10,5()0-seat facility 
currently under construction, just 
south of Horton Field House. Red- 
bird Arena is slated for completion 
this summer and is costing approx¬ 
imately $15 million. 

A large share of the costs will 
be financed through student fees, 
but the Redbird Arena is also a 
result of the largest private fund¬ 
raising campaign in the school’s 
history. 

The Redbirds have won 80 per¬ 
cent (263-66)of their games in the 
Field House since 1963 and are 
117-24 there under current head 
coach Bob Donewald. Bradley has 
won four of ten games at Horton 
since ISU became a Division I 
team in 1970. 

Illinois State’s final home game 
at Horton will be played Wednes¬ 
day against Butler. 


was a big reason for us getting 
back together."" 

Meyer wouldn’t say, but the 
rumor^ reason that the schools 
broke off their relationship again 
centers around Versace. Then- 
DePaul coach Ray Meyer was 
reportedly upset when Versace 
arrived at Bradley and made 


remarks about recruiting against 
the Blue Demon program. Current 
coach Joey also hesitated to com¬ 
mit to a long-term rivalry renewal. 

"1 would hope we can keep this 
going,"" he said before the game. 
""We’ll have to see what kind of 
interest this series (they play at 
Bradley next year) generates with 
the fans and the media. If there’s a 
demand, I see no reason to stop 
what we’ve got going."" 

The demand was there. Only 
Notre Dame (16,118) drew more 
fans into the Rosemont Horizon 
than the 15,610 that braved winter 
weather to see Bradleyu and 
DePaul. 

And now, with that flame 
rekindled, Donewald would like to 
see a few more intra-state fires 
started. 

"1 think niihois should be play¬ 
ing Bradley and ISU on a regular 
basis,"" he said at the luncheon. 
"The three of us are the institu¬ 
tions in Illinois who have been 
consistently fairly productive, 
along with DePaul."" 

The Redbirds and mini have 
met only three times since ISU 
became a Division I school in 
1970. Bradley last played Illinois 
in 1974, a 105-88 victory for the 
Braves. 

There’s no difference here or 
in Normal or in Champaign,"" 
Donewald said. ""Our students 
know each other, our faculties do. 
It doesn’t make anv sense to me.""

Boost record to 18-4

The Bradley Braves dropped 
the bomb on Tony Barone and his 
Bluejays of Creighton Thursday 
night, defeating them 83-67. 

The Braves took a quick 5-0 
lead on a three-pointer by Trevor 
Trimpe and a lay-up by Luke Jack- 
son. The Bluejays struck back 
quickly and the two teams got 
entangled in a seesaw batde for the 
lead through the first 15 minutes of 
play. • 

With under 6:00 left to play in 
the first half, Bradley went on a 
run on a lay-up by Paul Wilson 
and two steals by Mersey Hawkins, 
and the Braves led by seven. 

With 2:35 to play in the half, 
Bradley point-guard Anthony 
Manuel twisted his right ankle and 
was forced to head to the locker 
room early. Wilson moved to 
point-guard and Bradley finished 
the half leading 31-25. 

Manuel came out after the 
intermission with his ankle bother¬ 
ing him, but ready to play. 

Creighton pulled within two, 

' 33-31, early in the second half, but 
four runs by Bradley—of six 
points, five points, six points and 
eight points put the Braves up by 
17, leading 69-52. 

'1 think the spurts that we 
layed on them turned the game 
around for us ," Coach Stan Albeck 
said. 

The Braves kept the momentum 
going, and with 3:57 left to play, a 
foul committed on Jackson and a 
technical foul on Barone put the 
game out of reach for the 
Bluejays. 

Hawkins led all scores with 35 
points and added eight rebounds. 
'Hawk was incomparable...again, 
Albeck said. 

'He’s the best guy to finish a 
play in the country,'’ Scott Lay- 
den, NBA scout for the Utah Jazz 
said. He’s the type of guy that 
never misses a basket when you 
need one. That’s what makes a 
great player.'’ 

Rod Mason kept Creighton’s 
hopes alive, scoring 29 points and 
hitting 6 of 9 from the three-point 
range. 


Donald Powell scored 18 points 
and grabbed seven rebounds; Jack- 
son scored 15 points and pulled in 
10 rebounds and Wilson added 11 
points in an all around effort by 
the Braves. 

Manuel scored three points 
from the free-throw line and shot 0 
for 6 from the field. 

'With the injury, I am a little 
worried about Anthony,'’ Albeck 
said. He probably played his 
worst game of the season.'’ 

Bradley vs Drake 

The Braves, who were robbed 
of a second consecutive Missouri 
Valley Conference title last year 
when Drake tipped in a buzzer 
shot at Carver Arena, avenged 
their loss when Hawkins hit a lay¬ 
up with :02 left to play in the 
game to give Bradley an 85-83 
victory over the Bulldogs on Mon¬ 
day. 

The game marked the sixth 
time in his career that Hawkins has 
won a game in the final seconds of 
play. 

The excitement started with the 
Braves down 83-82. The Bulldogs 
were attempting to run out the 
clock, by making quick passes, but 
lost the ball out of bounds. 

The possession went to the 
Braves, and with :26 left to play, 
Albeck wanted to talk things over 
with his team. 

'We were going to take the 
foul,'’ Albeck said. '1 couldn’t 
believe the ball was there for us.'’ 

After the time-out Bradley 
came down the court looking for 
an open Hawkins, but he was 
nowhere to be found. With the 
clock running out and nothing else 
to do, Manuel drove the lane, and 
on the missed shot Jackson was 
fouled. 

Jackson, the lowest free-throw 
percent shooter on the team, sunk 
the first one to tie the game at 83. 
The second shot bounced off the 
rim and Hawkins, who wasn’t 
boxed out, slipped in front of 6- 
foot-10 forward Bart Friedrick for 
the rebound and the winning 
basket.

GPA rule rescinded 


at NCAA meeting

At the January meeting of the 
National Collegiate Athletic Asso¬ 
ciation a rule was passed, and 
mmediately rescinded, stating that

.on Ferguson, athletic director at 
radley University. 

Ferguson commented by saying 
lat many schobls have certain 
iquirements to get into the 
niversity, and to add another res- 
iction, would create unnecessary 
iper work. 

The rule, which was to go into 
feet Aug. 1, 1989, stated that 
hletes would ne^ a 1.6 cumula¬ 


tive grade-point average on a scale 
of 4.0 after their first season of 
competition. After the second sea¬ 
son, athletes must have a 1.8 
cumulative GPA, and a 2.0 after 
their third and subsequent seasons. 

The general consensus was that 
"the schools should have total 
autonomy," Ferguson said. 

The main conference that was 
in favor of the new rule was the 
Big Ten. "The Big Ten already 
has a rule, that is something like 
it, and they were pushing hard," 
Ferguson said. "They want sonie 
sort of standardization. They want 
everybody on the same wave¬ 
length as they are." 

Bradley’s stated their position as 
being against the rule. "With the 
Proposition 48 mle in affect, ath¬ 
letes must meet certain require¬ 
ments to get into school and play," 
Ferguson said. "This new rule 
bases your eligibility on your 
record after you arrive. It should 
be up to the school to make a deci-

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DePaul stumps Lady braves

Joey Meyer’s basketball team isn’t the only 
basketball program at DePaul receiving national 
recognition. The ranked Lady Blue Demons 
snapped the Lady Braves’ three-game winning streak 
Monday, defeating Bradley, 83-65. 

Playing at Alumni Hall in Chicago in front of a 
cable TV audience televised by SportsVision, may 
have been a little too much for the Lady Braves (5- 
9,8-15) to overcome. After Audrey DeClue tied the 
g^e at four on a 10-foot baseline jumper, DePaul 
embarked on a 12-1 spree for a comfortable 16-5 
lead. 

Shooting only 22 percent in the first half com¬ 
pared to DePaul’s 41 percent, the.Lady Braves went 
into halftime trailing 31-22. Establishing their inside 
game early, DePaul controlled the tempo of the gaine 
as well as the boards, outrebounding Bradley 22-18 in 

the half. ^ x j 

The second half didn’t get any better for the Lady 
Braves. If DePaul’s center Diane Vines’ 17 points in 
the first half and five rebounds weren’t enough, she 
finished the night with game highs of 36 points and 17 

rebounds. , 

After dishing out 22 assists in last Saturdays 
game, the Lady Braves could only manage 11 Mon¬ 
day night. The game, however, was decided on the 
boards with DePaul collecting 52 rebounds to 
Bradley’s 33. Shelli Brand led the Lady Braves with 
21 points, shooting eight of nine from the free throw 
line. DeClue, Karin Nicholls, and Carol Baresch 


added 10 points each. 

Last Saturday, the Lady Braves’ parents were 
present for Parents Night, and were honored with a 
98-72 victory over the Panthers of Northern Iowa. 

Finally matching up against a smaller lineup, the 
Lady Braves out rebounded the (2-13,6-16) Panthers 
58-30. 

The only thing that went Iowa’s way was the 
opening tip-off. After spotting the Panthers the first 
basket, the Lady Braves went on a 19-10 run, upping 
the ante to 21-12 on one of seven three-pointers by 
Nancy Zoros, a school record. 

After Bradley busted the Panthers’ zone defense 
for a 29-16 lead, the Panthers switched to man-to¬ 
man. However, the Lady Braves were not to be 
denied going into the paint and a halftime lead of 48- 


34. 


Only 12 seconds into the second half, Zoros 
popped another one of her patented three-pointers, 
giving Bradley a .17-point lead. With 11:01 ♦remain¬ 
ing, Baresch stretched the Bradley lead to 21 when 
she connected on two free throws for a 76-55 lead. 

The Lady Braves spread the wealth around with 
five players in double figures. Baresch led Bradley 
with 23 points and 11 rebounds. Zoros chipped in 21, 
all from three-point territory. Nicholls added 12| 
rebounds and 16 points. Braud recorded a triple- i 
double with 14 points, lO rebounds, and 11 ^sists.

Dr. John G. Watson, is 
currently the vice president for academic 
fairs at St. Bonaventure University in New 
fork. According to his vita, he holds a doc- 
orate in business administration from St. 
.ouis University. He has held teaching fel- 
ow, dean, chairman and various professor 
lositions at St. Bonaventure, University of 
lorth Dakota and St. Louis University. He 
[also has experience in labor relations with 
General Motors Corporation. 

Dr. Mary Elizabeth Shutler will visit 
lext Monday through Friday. She is the vice 
hancellor and dean of faculty at University ' 
)f Wisconsin-Parkside. Her doctorate in 
inthropology is from the University of 
\rizona. She has held several professor 
;X)sitions and has been a department chair- 
nan and college dean.

Provost and vice president for academic 
affairs and professor of history at SUNY 
College at Potsdam in New York are the 
positions of Dr. Ronald Duea Tallman.

CALGARY, Alberta (AP) - 
She is The Little Engine That 
Could, a feisty, freckle-nosed kid 
who just won’t quit. 

She’s America’s child, spon¬ 
sored by the local cops, skating 
her heart out, winning on her guts, 
singing the national anthem with 
tears in her eyes then celebrating 
at a beer bash with her family. 

Bonnie Blair from Champaign, 
who took her first wobbly steps on 
ice at two as the youngest of six 
skating children, glided to victory 
Monday night in world record time 
and captured the second U.S. gold 
of the Winter Gaines. 

Wearing a sleek silver and 
orange racing skin, Blair’s 500- 
meter race shattered the relative 
quiet of a day that saw the Soviets 
and East Germans forge farther 
ahead of the other countries in 
total medals with 18 and 14, 
respectively. 

"When I crossed the finish line, 
I think it was the happiest moment 
of my life," Blair said. "When 
they played the national anthem, I 
thi^ it was the second." 

"You try telling yourself it’s 
just another race," she said, "but 
the jitters, the thrills, the crowds, 
the hype of the Olympics means 
it’s a lot different." 

Her time of 39.10 seconds was 
faster than any Olympian, man or 
woman, until Eric Heiden’s win¬ 
ning mark of 38:03 in 1980. She 
was faster than Soviet Yevgeny 
Kulikov when he won the men’s 
500 gold in 1976, and less than a 
second off Soviet winner Sergei 
Fokichev in 1984. 

EVANSTON, Ill (AP) - The 
anti-smoking fever is spreading to 
corporate America, with 70 per¬ 
cent of 226 large and mid-sized 
companies restricting or preparing 
to limit workplace smoking, 
according to a survey released 
Monday. 

On-the-job restrictions included 
permitting smoking only in desig¬ 
nated areas, segregating workers 
into smoking and non-smoking 
areas, and equipping smokers with 
smokeless ashtrays, according to 
the 42nd annual Northwestern 
University Lindquist-Endicott 
Report. 

'1 was really surprised at the 
extent to which this had surfaced 
as a personnel issue," said Victor 
Lindquist, author of the survey. 

'Today smoking is pretty 
passe." 

It was the first year Lindquist 
had asked companies about smok¬ 
ing policies in the survey, which 
began in 1945 and is used by 
thousands of corporations to estab¬ 
lish starting salaries for college 
graduates and review personnel 
trends, he said.

Second in a series. 

University Square, the 
redevelopment project near Drake 
University in Des Moines, 
improved business for some area 
merchants, but for some it was 
more trouble than it was worth. 

’’A pattern of walk-in activity 
hasn’t hJeen develpped, that’s what 
needs to be done if they expect this 
development to take off, said Bob 
Fowler, owner of Bob’s Books, a 
rare book store in the Drake 
redevelopment project. 

Fowler moved his bookstore 
into the area after the project, 
which is similar to the proposed 
Campustown Mall at Main and 
University, began. Fowler said the 
university-initiated development 
has not affected business because 
he does not cater solely to Drake 
students. 

'We don’t have the kind of set¬ 
ting with a lot of merchants," he 
said making reference to a nearby 
dentist office, the Drake Law 
Clinic and a hotel. "When the 
university is not in session, I have 
the same number of customers." 

The Peoria City Council on 
Tuesday approved a redevelopment 
contract with The Joseph Co. 
which pushed the Campustown 
Mall closer to completion. Eight 
area businesses will be forced to 
relocate in the mall, find another 
nearby store to rent, or leave the 
area when land acquisition is com¬ 
pleted and construction begins this 
fall. 

Ron Jasperson, owner of the 
Paperback Book Exchange in Des 
Moines, said the project could des¬ 
troy his business. 

"The neighborhood has 
changed. It’s all geared toward 
yuppies," said Jasperson, who 
received master’s and bachelor’s 
degrees from Drake. Customers 
who once frequented the store, 
which recently moved around the 
comer to make room for project- 
related offices, have not made the. 
effort to go to the new store. 

"Most of the people here have 
an interest in, or a connection to 
Drake. There isn’t the same market 


that used to be interested in my 
books," he said. 

Other merchants say the 
redevelopment has boosted area 
business. "It gives a new image 
and cleans up the area. It’s great, 
there’s nothing bad about it," said 
Steve White, owner of Music Cir¬ 
cuit, a record store near the pro¬ 
ject. White has owned the shop for 
18 years and plans to paint the 
storefront and add awnings similar 
to those on the improved build¬ 
ings. 

"We’re starting to get quality 
businesses and I’m more than 
happy to go along with the plans. 
It’s improved my business 1000 
percent," White said. 

While rents of improved build¬ 
ings have not increased. White 
said he expects rent of other build¬ 
ings to increase. He said this is 
justified because of the increase in 
business. "It’s the initial step to 
getting the area cleaned up, it 
really was needed." 

Dick Peebler, president of the 
Drake-Des Moines Development 
Corp. said the Drake Diner and 
Zander’s Creamery, a sandwich 
shop and ice-cream parlor, are the 
main attractions to the area. 

"We set out to do something 
about the business district. We 
think these things appeal to both 
students and other members of the 
community. They highlight the 
Drake area," he said. 

Zander’s, decorated in pale 
pink, blue and violet, is one of the 
few businesses in the district that 
employs and appeals to Drake stu¬ 
dents. 

"The development helps a lot. 
It does attract students because 
without it, they would be too 
uncomfortable coming to this side 
of campus," said Laura Benson, a 
Zander’s employee and Drake 
junior. 

While some existing business 
has improved, Fowler said the 
market for the empty stores has 
not been that competitive. 

"It hasn’t been that easy to fill 
these stores. The interest just 
hasn’t been generated yet," he 
said. "Until it is, I don’t tliink the 
change can be that great."

Clearing the paths at Bradley

In response to complaints from the student body, 
a plan for snow removal has been developed by the 
Facilities Management Department. 

The need for a plan was suggested by Student 
Senate to Mark Struss, director of facilities manage¬ 
ment. 

"The need for a plan was discussed in Senate in 
response to a number of complaints, especially during 
last semester’s finals," said Sheera Jacobs, campus 
affairs chairperson for Student Senate. 

The routes outlined on the map indicate those 
that will be cleared first. 

Initially, a path will be cleared from one entrance 
of each resident hall to one entrance of each academic 
building. 

The front and back entrances of SAC, the main 


entrance of the Garrett Center, and the steps and 
ramps of Dingeldine will also be cleared first. 

"These paths will be cleared immediately after a 
snow storm ... sometime early morning," Jacobs said. 
"Eventually other paths will also be cleared." 

She said snow removal is a problem because of a 
small staff and little equipment. 

"Right now, the men are trying to get rid of ice 
by spreading salt by hand and chipping it away with 
shovels," Jacobs said. 

Bradley has ordered a salt spreader to help with 
clearing routes, but it will not be available for use for 
weeks. 

"These may not be the most direct routes, but 
they are the easiest to clear," Jacobs said. "We just 
want to provide a safe way for people to get to 
classes."

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Attendance analysis 


Voices from the past. Anyone with a semi-decent memory 
capacity might remember an issue which flared up last fall: stu¬ 
dent seating at basketball games. It’s only been an issue for how 
many years? Let’s see, what year did the Braves move into Carver 
Arena - 1983? Well it looks as if something will finally be done, 
as students have been staying away in droves. 

Many people are reacting with shock and dismay. Imagine a 
Bradley student daring to miss a sacred basketball game. To quote 
Joseph Conrad, HThe horror, the horror." If one would stop and 
be realistic for just a minute, it is easy to discover several legiti¬ 
mate reasons as to why some students might occasionally miss a 
home game or two. 

For starters, fliere are quite a few students who have classes 
which conflict with the games. Such students should be com¬ 
mended for having their priorities straight, and should not be lam¬ 
basted for missing a game once in a while. 

Homework is another legitimate excuse, although conflicts 
between home games and homework could be avoided in most 
instances with proper budgeting of one’s time. 

Greek organizations often have activation weeks in the 
spring, which can lead to big empty sections at Carver Arena. 
These things happen and often cannot be avoided. 

Poor seating probably contributes to an occasional absence or 
two, especially in the upper bowl, where, at least from an upper 
bowl perspective, most of the no-shows seem to be concentrated. 
If I had good seats I would go to the game, has been heard on 
more than one occasion this season. 

The cost also plays a part. It’s a lot easier to give up $1 to 
miss a game than say, $5 or $10. One dollar is no major loss 
even to poor college students. 

The efficiency of the Braves and the home schedule might 
also play minor parts in a student’s decision to stay home from the 
games. Aside from Drake, what home game has been reasonably 
close? The SIU game was closer than some would have preferred, 
but Bradley was in control. 

No single aforementioned reason is solely responsible for 
decreased attendance. It is likely a combination of several reasons 
in addition to some not mentioned herein. 

Enough with the problem, now for solutions. 

First, a price increase would help. Pseudo-fans -- those who 
buy tickets simply because they’re cheap — would be eliminated; 
they wouldn’t buy tickets. Fans who still bought the tickets would 
think twice about staying home. 

Festival seating would also be a more effective, albeit risky, 
alternative. The rowdiest, most dedicated fans would get to the 
game early enough to get the best seats so that if there were no- 
shows they would at least be confined to the higher sections. 

Another option would be to distribute tickets on a game-by¬ 
game basis, and any ticket not claimed within a certain amount of 
time (ie. 48 hours) could be sold to the public. 

Regardless of what is decided, students should not be subject 
to outrageous price increases or forfeiting what few decent seats 
they have. No matter how few go to the games, students are 
priority one in all matters related to Bradley, academics, sports, 
etc. If students were not eating at the cafeteria because they didn’t 
like the food, the University wouldn’t give them worse food 
would it? j 

Besides, even the players are students too, something a few 
rabid fans may occasionally forget.

American black) faculty. The problem 
is that a black professor is a rare 
specie; in fact, this specie will get even 
rarer unless more black student go on 
for doctoral degrees. Phil Jones’ idea of 
subsidizing blacks for graduate educa¬ 
tion if they return to teach at Bradley is 
noble; however in such areas as sci¬ 
ence, math, engineering and probably 
others, this is not necessary since any 


decent student will receive all tuition 
and a stipend of $10;000 or more per 
year for four years of graduate work.

Dear Editor, « 

The recent demands of the Black 
Student Alliance remind me of what 
Casey Stengel once said: ’ll seems like 
deja vu all over again." Demands for 
more black '’Americans,'’ not just 
black faculty, and for curriculum 
changes were frequent demands made 
in the mid-sixties. I doubt that anyone 
would argue the desire and the need for 
more black (Fll settle for black and not 
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BSA seems familiar, too. In the six¬ 
ties, the demand for more 'T)lack'" 
courses was heard at Bradley and else¬ 
where. Bradley, as well as many other 
schools, started a black studies pro¬ 
gram, as well as a minor. Even before 
Black Studies courses did count for dis¬ 
tribution requirements, the enrollments 
were miniscule. The number of minors 
approached zero. I chaired the general 
education curriculum committee until 
August, 1986 and urged the former 
director of Black Studies of the need 
for more courses that would fit within 
the general education framework. Such 
courses as one dealing with African 
civilizations for non-western credit and 
one dealing with African literature for 
either human values or non-western 
credit; or how about one dealing with 
black american history that would fit 
the social forces and institutions 
category. For whatever reasons, those 
courses didn’t materialize and that 
director has left Bradley. 

Even though 4-6 years seems too 
long a wait for Derek Triplett, I sug¬ 
gest that he study American history a 
little closer to see how far blacks have 
come since the mid-sixties. In those 
days one of my best friends in graduate^ 
school, who is now a distinguished 
scientist, could not pass the voter’s 
registration test in Hattiesburg, Missis¬ 
sippi because he didn’t know "how 
many bubbles there \yere in a bar of 
soap." Whites weren’t asked that ques¬ 
tion. I will be the first to admit that a 
lot more needs to be done for minority 
students, but let’s don’t lose sight of 
how far we have come in the last quar¬ 
ter century. I think that the BSA and 
others would be surprised at how many 
liberals (closet and otherwise) there are 
at Bradley who are sympathetic to 
these problems. All the sympathy in 
the world will not solve the shortage of 
black faculty. Today’s black student 
who is committed toward getting a doc¬ 
torate can do more to solve the shor¬ 
tage than anything else.

ISSC: foreign study no vacation

The transfer of grades from 
off-campus study programs has 
recently been questioned. 

Chris Washburn, one student 
who is studying abroad, expressed 
concern in a letter to the editor in 
last week’s Scout over how his 
European semester would affect his 
present grade point average. 

'Tast fall we were led to 
believe that (in keeping with nor¬ 
mal policy) the credit earned from 
our classes would count as transfer 
credits, and therefore would not 
affect our cumulative grade point 
average. 

According to Dean James Bal- 
lowe, acting chairperson of the 
University’s Study Abroad Com¬ 
mittee, only 20 percent of the 
entire study body participates in 
off-campus study programs. These 
programs include overseas studies 
and programs in the United States 
such as the Washington semester at 
American University. 

However, the subject of grades 
is still unclear. 

"We, (the University), will not 
bring grades in if the grades have 
not been approved by Bradley 
faculty first," Ballowe said. 
"Right now there is confusion with 
the Illinois State Scholarship Com¬ 


mission on exactly what is ’Bradley 
Credit.’ There is no problem 
transferring credit from approved 
programs but many institutions 
overseas do not have that accredi¬ 
tation. " 

Dr. Robert Fuller, director of 
Bradley’s Honors Program, 
believes that the major question to 
be asked is not about grades but 
money. 

"The Illinois State Scholarship 
Commission only reimburses the 
University for students if they are 
earning grades ... not on a 
pass/fail basis," Fuller said. 

As far as the promises made to 
those students now overseas. 
Fuller said, "We promised the stu¬ 
dents that we will keep their scho¬ 
larships intact. Everything is being 
done to keep that promise. No 
other expectations were made or 
discussed." 

According to Fuller, some of 
those students may have been 
under the assumption that by 
studying abroad, they could take a 
vacation from grades while enjoy¬ 
ing Europe. 

"That just can’t be done^ 
according to the I.S.S.C.," Fuller 
said. 

The matter is now in the hands 
of the curriculum and regulations 
board as well as Dr. Kalman Gold¬ 


berg, acting provost and vice- 
president for academic affairs, who 
is making inquiries at the state 
level.

Students living in residence 
halls approved a proposal to 
increase die hall activity fee by $5 
Wednesday by a vote of 69-66. 

The proposal increased the fee 
from $10 to $15 and will take 
affect next fall. The motion 
specified the breakdown of funds 
as: $8 to hall councils; $5 to a 
floor fund, and $2 to the Associa¬ 
tion of Residence Halls. 

A total of 8.2 percent of hall 
residents voted, a much lower per¬ 
cent than ARH President Dave 
Manst had hoped for. "I felt it was 
well publiciz^." A lot of people 
just forgot, he said. 

Tm happy it passed, yet Pm a 
litde disturbed at the low percen¬ 
tage of vote." 

He expects some resistance 
from the residents of Geisert, 
where 11 percent of the residents 
voted, and only 19.4 percent of 
those who voted were in favor of 
the proposal. 

It’s tradition at Geisert to allo¬ 
cate hall council funds to floors, 
they see no other way to do it, 
Manst said. "I think it’s unfor 
tunate they can’t see we’re trying to 
better the system for everyone," 

Manst said if residents show a 
lot of resistance, he will try to 
convince them the proposal is best 

dr 


for everyone. He said the low 
voter turnout may weaken his 
argument though. 

"We’re not raising their fee, 
we’re establishing a floor fund in 
advance. 

"This will allow each hall 
council and floor the opportunity 
to efficiently program since each 
will have the necessary funds," he 
said. 

The vote breaks down as fol¬ 
lows: 

WES - 4 percent of the 
residents voted; 66 percent in 
favor. 

Heitz - 20 percent voted; 41 
pefcent in favor. 

Williams - 4 percent voted; 64 
percent in favor. 

U-Hall - 7.5 percent voted; 96 
percent in favor. 

Geisert - 11 percent voted; 19 
percent in favor. 

Harper/Wyckoff - 5.5 percent 
voted; 57 percent in favor. 

The ARH 

sent 17 students and two advisors* 
to the Elinois Residence Hall 
Association Conference last week¬ 
end and walked away with several 
awards. 

Sue Lucas, ARH Illinois Com¬ 
munications Coordinator, said 
Bradley’s delegation won two 
awards for programming: one for 
the President of the Week pro-

same. Committee members 
would then make on-site visits to 
the candidates’ campuses, check 
further with their references and 
possibly bring them back to Brad¬ 
ley. If they are brought back, 
Howard said meetings with the 
community would then be set up. 

The committee began its search 
by distributing a position 
announcement to The Chronicle of 
Higher Education, Black Issues, 
New York Times, Chicago Tri¬ 
bune, St. Louis Post-Dispatch and 
campus publications. Howard said 


Abegg also sent letters to his col¬ 
leagues at other institutions and 
women’s and minority’s organiza¬ 
tions. 

Of the original 69 applications 
and nominations, three were inter¬ 
nal (Bradley). However, Howard 
said two of the candidates declined 
the nominations and the third didn’t 
follow up and file an application.

Student satisfaction and 
Bradley’s active role in and out of 
the classroom are reasons for 
Bradley’s high retention rate, said 
the associate provost for student 
affairs. 

Dr. Alan Gaisky said that 
Bradley’s retention rate is higher 
than the overall national average 
and national average of private 
universities because of the extras 
offered. 

Unlike many universities, Brad¬ 
ley classes aren’t taught by gradu¬ 
ate assistants. Students are also 
given individual attention inside 
the classroom and are encouraged 
to participate in organizations, he 
said. 

Students also have the oppor¬ 
tunity to speak with faculty and 
administration one on one, Gaisky 
said. 

Another reason for the high 
retention rate is that the school 
"works very closely with students 
who have problems financially, 
academicaUy, socially or even with 
roommates," Gaisky said. 

Although Bradley’s retention 
rate of freshmen to seniors is 
above the national average, it is 
lower than Bradley’s retention rate

"The main reason students don’t 
return to Bradley is financial," he 
said. 

Poor grades, changing of 
major, and families moving are 
some of the other reasons for stu¬ 
dents leaving, Gaisky said. 


Gaisky believes most students 
leave at the end of their sopho¬ 
more year. 

Although the minority retention 
rate wasn’t reported, Gaisky said 
the annual retention rate (Frosh.- 
Soph;, Soph.-Jr., Jr.-Sen.) is 87 
percent, two points hy of the all- 
University percentaj^ j (89.02 per¬ 
cent).

Cassis: reaching potential means taking risks

The pre-game inspirational 
speaker for the Chicago Bears told 
Bradley students that motivation, 
taking risks and laughter are the 
keys to success. 

John Cassis, the Bears’ motiva¬ 
tional speaker, spoke to approxi¬ 
mately two hundred students Tues¬ 
day night in the Student Center 
Badlroom. Cassis said the 
definition of motivation is ""motive 
in action.'' It’s internal motivation 


that helps people achieve what they 
desire. 

Cassis believes that many never 
reach their goals due to fear of 
failure and success. He related this 
to a college freshman experiencing 
dorms, new classes and old friends 
for iht first time. Different 
environments make many feel 
uncomfortable and afraid to take 
risks. Cassis said students are also 
afraid of failure and what others 
will think. 


"If you can’t risk, you can’t 
grow," Cassis said. "If you don’t 
grow, you can’t reach your poten¬ 
tial. He said students are afraid of 
success because of the added pres¬ 
sure and responsibility; students 
avoid this by sabotaging their own 
success. 

Cassis believes students can’t 
discover their own true potential 
until they take risks. Many times, 
students condition themselves to do 
only what they believe they can 


do. According to Cassis, if others 
say you can’t achieve something, 
you believe you can’t. This hides 
potential. Cassis said there are 
three factors to risk taking: be fast 
and don’t wait, be focused toward 
your dreams and goals, and be 
flexible when doors get closed. 

Cassis said believe in yourself, 
and don’t listen to what others say. 
If you have the hear and soul to do 
it, you can. Cassis said you must 
never lose sicht of what is impor- 


tant. 

Cassis believes laughter is criti¬ 
cally important. He said humor 
helps us bridge the gap between 
imperfections and the perfections 
we strive for. Studies say you can’t 
be stressful and laugh at the same 
time. Cassis said qualities most 
admired in a person are warmth, 
honesty and a sense of humor. He 
said if you can laugh at yourself, 
people can laugh with you, not at 
you.

Test scores: ‘dead stair 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Secretary of Education 
William J. Bennett said yesterday that college 
entrance test scores ''are in a dead stall" and the pub¬ 
lic is still not getting its money’s worth from the 
schools. 

'Tn saying that I am disappointed, I think I speak 
for the American people," said Bennett in his annual 
report card on the states. 

Bennett was delivering that verdict at a news 
conference where he was also releasing two wall 
charts nearly six feet wide crammed with statistics 
ranking the states on test scores, dropout rates, how 
much they pay teachers and other measures. 

It was the fifth straight year that an education 
secretary has released the controversial wall charts. 
Bennett’s predecessor, T.H. Bell, initiated the prac¬ 
tice. 

John Weiss, executive director of Fair Test, a 
Cambridge, Mass., group that is critical of standard¬ 
ized tests, said, "It makes no sense to use a faulty 
thermometer to measure the nation’s educational 
health." 

Bennett said the school reform movement is alive 
and yielding positive results in some states, but "there 
is still too much resistance to sensible and needed 
reform," including accountability measures and merit 
pay. 

This year, for the first time, the wall chart 
includes a list of seven states (Arkansas, Georgia, 
Kentucky, New Jersey, Ohio, South Carolina and 
Texas) with laws allowing state officials to intervene 
in "academically bankrupt" school districts. 

It also lists the percentage of high scorers on the 
Scholastic Aptitude Test and American College Test¬ 
ing program, and the percentage of high school gradu¬ 


ates who took Advanced Placement exams. 

The college entrance test scores were not new. 
They were made public last fall. 

Bennett lamented that they "are in a dead stall. 
The 1987 scores are basically unchanged from last 
year. The ACT average dipped by 0.1 point to 18.7, 
and the SAT remained the same - 906." The ACT is 
graded on a scale of 1-36 and the SAT on a scale of 
400-1,600. 

Bennett said the graduation rate from public high 
schools slipped from 71.7 percent in 1985 to 71.7 
percent in 1986. No figure was available for private 
schools. 

"All of this is not particularly good news," said 
Bennett, who recently began his fourth year as secre¬ 
tary of education. But he did find some encouraging 
signs. 

"Last year a greater proportion of students took 
the ACT and SAT tests and the Advanced Placement 
exams than ever before," he said. That "means we 
are succeeding in keeping scores level despite a larger 
pool of test-takers." 

The percentage of high school graduates taking 
Advanced Placement tests has doubled since 1982, 
from less than 5 percent to nearly 10 percent. Minor¬ 
ity participation has grown by 78 percent since 1984, 
double the increase among wffites. 

Test results "show that poor, black and Hispanic 
children are performing better," said Bennett, 
although there is still a wide gap between minority 
and majority scores on the college entrance tests. 

Bennett said that since 1976 black students’ 
scores on the SAT have risen by 42 points to 728, 
while white students’ scores fell eight points to 936.

U.S. economy up 4.5 percent 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
U.S. economy grew at a robust 
4.5 percent annual rate in the final 
three months of 1987, the fastest 
pace in almost two years, the 
government said yesterday. 

The Commerce Department’s 
estimate of growth in the gross 
national product, the total output 
of goods and services, represented 
an upward revision from a month 
ago, when the GNP was put at a 
slightly slower 4.2 percent growth 
rate.

JOHANNESBURG, South 
Africa (AP) - In one of its harshest 
crackdowns ever, the government 
Wednesday banned all political 
activities of the country’s largest 
anti-Apartheid organization, the 
United Democratic Front, and 16 
other groups. 

It also ordered that the main 
black labor federation, the militant 
Congress of South African Trade 
Unions, limit its activities only to 
labor issues and stay out of poli¬ 
tics. 

"The government has declared 
war against all peaceful opposi¬ 
tion, " said Azhar Cachalia, 
treasurer of the United Democratic 
Front and one of its few leaders 
not in detention. The front 
represents more than 600 anti- 
Apartheid organizations with more 
than two million members. 

The restrictions, announced in a 
special government gazette, do not 
technically outlaw the front and the 
other groups, but effectively ban 
them by prohibiting them from 
carrying on any activities not 
approved by Law and Order Min¬ 
ister Adriaan Vlok. The affected 
organizations include virtually all 
of the largest anti-Apaitheid 
groups in South Africa. 

BEIRUT, Lebanon (AP) - The 
main Shiite Moslem militia has 
caught three gunmen who kid¬ 
napped a U.S. Marine officer serv¬ 
ing with the United Nations, but 


about the country’s longest peace¬ 
time recovery on record, had given 
a small preview of Thursday’s 
good news during his Wednesday 
night news conference. Reagan, 
who is briefed on the economic 
figures in advance, said they would 
contain "a little good news." 

Economic expansion at such a 
rapid clip would normally bring 
cheers, but the lopsided nature of 
this increase is instead raising con¬ 
cern among private economists that 
the recovery will weaken consider¬ 
ably in the first half of 1988. 


Analysts base this forecast on 
the fact that three-fourths of the 
$42 billion in growth in the 
October-December quarter came 
from a $32.1 billion rise in busi¬ 
ness inventories, which came as 
consumer spending was falling at 
its fastest rate in more than seven 
years. 

This ominous combination ' 
means that production will have to 
be cut back sharply in coming 
months to work down the excess 
inventories. 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Attor¬ 
ney General Edwin Meese III and 
the late CIA director William 
Casey backed a plan to make 
secret payments out of the Penta¬ 
gon budget for Israel’s support of a 
$1 billion Iraqi oil pipeline. The 
Washington Post said in a story 
quoting informed sources. 

In Thursday editions, the Post 
reported that it had obtained 
memos by longtime Meese friend 
E. Robert Wallach outlining the 
Pentagon budget plan devised in 
late 1985 after other attempts to 
ensure the safety of the pipeline 
project had failed. The Wallach 
memos say that Meese supported 
the plan and that Casey endorsed 
it. 

"The idea was it was to come 
out of the defense budget on an 
installment basis," the Post quoted 
one informed source as saying. "It 
was, effectively to be a payment to 
the Israelis to be good." 

The Post said that it was this 
plan that former National Security 
Adviser William P. Clark charac¬ 
terized as "a protection racket" 
when he was consulted about it 
late in 1985. 

On Clark’s recommendation, 
newly installed National Security 
Adviser John Poindexter reportedly 
blocked the plan, the Post said. 

Responding to the Post story, 
one of Meese’s lawyers rejected 
suggestions that the attorney gen¬ 
eral had endorsed the idea. 

"It’s ridiculous. The whole 
thing is ridiculous," James Rocap 
said. "This is a pipe dream, not 
only of Bob Wallach, but of the 
press. We have a lot of people 
who don’t like Mr. Meese." 

President Reagan’s personal 
approval would have been required 
for such payments to have been 
made, but Reagan apparently was 
never told of the proposal, the Post 
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reported. 

Indeed, Reagan told a news 
conference Wednesday night that 
he remembered little about the 
project. 

"I have no recall of knowing 
anything about this pipeline plan 
until fairly recently," Reagan said. 
If "I was given information earlier 
... I have totally forgotten it. I 
have no knowledge of anything of 
that kind." 

In a Dec. 12, 1985 telegram to 
Swiss oilman Bruce Rappaport, 
one of the project’s partners, Wal¬ 
lach described the plan to ensure 
the pipeline’s safety as "the capital 
DOD (Department of Defense) 
package" and said it "appears to 
be in place," according to the 
Post.

In Wisconsin, people who lose 
their license for drunken driving 
can get an occupational permit 
allowing them to continue driving 
to work. 

Michael Brennan, a Williams 
Bay attorney, said ♦some people 
who lose Illinois driving privileges 
move to Wisconsin to get a new 
license so they can apply for the 
permit and continue supporting 
their families. 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
U.S.-Soviet treaty eliminating 
medium-range nuclear missiles in 
Europe will cost hundreds of mil¬ 
lions of dollars to verily and an 
additional investment of billions 
more for non-nuclear weapons, the 
nation’s top civilian and military 
defense officials warn. 

The Pentagon is seeking a $198 
million this year and another $148 
million in fiscal 1989 to ensure 
verification against Soviet cheat¬ 
ing, according to Defense Secre¬ 
tary Frank C. Carlucci. 

That money will go for a 
variety of costs, including the on¬ 
site inspections which are a key 
feature of the strictest verification 
standards in the history of nuclear 
arms control, Carlucci told the 
House Armed Services Committee 
on Wednesday. 

Adm. William J. Crowe Jr., 
chairman of the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff, told the House panel that 


"the treaty stands on its merits and 
should be ratified." 

But NATO still faces 
deficiencies in non-nuclear 
weapons compared to the Soviet 
Union and its allies, Crowe said. 
"The level of risk is too great 
today," he said. 

If war breaks out, he said, "our 
analysis argues strongly that Soviet 
conventional ground forces will be 
extremely difficult — if not impos¬ 
sible — to contain." 

The Intermediate-range Nuclear 
Forces treaty, signed Dec. 8 by 
President Reagan and Soviet leader 
Mikhail S. Gorbachev, requires the 
elimination within three years of 
all nuclear-tipped missiles with 
ranges of 300 miles to 3,4(X) 
miles. 

Senate ratification requires a 
two-thirds vote of the 1()0 sena¬ 
tors, and both supporters and 
opponents predict the pact will be 
approved. 


Former Secretary of State 
Henry A. Kissinger told the Senate 
Arm^ Services Committee on 
Wednesday that Europe should 
unify its own military defenses. 
The first step would be coordinai- 
fon of British and French nuclear 
forces, which aren’t part of the 
INF agreement, Kissinger said. 

The 16-nation NATO alliance 
also should present a united front 
to Gorbachev, proposing simul¬ 
taneous reductions in nuclear and 
non-nuclear weapons, said Kiss¬ 
inger. 

"I am convinced that he has the 
intelligence and the imagination to 
make an intelligent response," 
Kissinger said. "And if he 
refused, we would at least under¬ 
stand the nature of the challenge 
better than we do now." 

Europe should be weaned from 
military dependence on the United 
States and develoop its own "capa¬ 
city for independent action/he said. 


Belfast bomb kills one, injures three 


BELFAST, Northern Ireland (AP) - A bomb 
exploded in Belfast Wednesday night, killing a part- 
time soldier of the Ulster Defense Regiment and injur¬ 
ing three others, police reported. 

Belfast police headquarters said in a statement 
that the explosion occurred in front of security gates 
in the center of the city, but they had no further 
details immediately available. They said without ela¬ 
borating that terrorists were responsible. 

The British Broadcasting Corp. said the blast was 
heard more than 12 miles away. 

Part of central Belfast is surrounded by a steel 
security fence. Gates in the fence are guarded by 
members of the security forces who search the bags of 


shoppers and others passing in and out. 

Earlier Wednesday, police charged an 18-year- 
old British soldier with urdawfiilly killing an unarmed 
Roman Catholic civilian as Irish and British leaders 
met in Dublin to discuss already strained Anglo-Irish 
relations. 

A magistrate in Cookstown, 25 miles west of 
Belfast, ordered Pvt. D^vid Jonathan Holden held in 
police custody until his appearance at a Belfast court 
March 9. 

The defense said Holden will plead innocent to 
the charge of unlawfully killing Aidan McAnespie, 
23. He was hit Sunday by a bullet fired from an army 
observation post at a checkpoint near Auchnacloy^ 
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Radicals bomb U.S. building 

SEOUL, South Korea (AP) - Radical students armed with 
homemade bombs seized the U.S. Information Service office Wednesday, 
and the building was shaken by two explosions before police over¬ 
powered the attackers. 

Officials said there were no reports of injuries. 

Two of the students, holding explosive devices and draped in South 
Korean flags, stood at shattered windows on the second floor yelling. 
'Tankee go home! as riot police quickly ringed the building in the hean 
of the capital. 

The students hurled at least one bomb into the street, according to 
witnesses. People trapped inside the building said there were two explo¬ 
sions. 

Police officials said the students claimed they were armed with 18 
homemade bombs. An official said the devices were crude chemical con¬ 
coctions and could be some kind of plastic explosive.^ 

A statement left by the attackers was signed "The Young Students 
Suicide Squad" and charged that the United States was attempting to 
make South Korea a colony. 

People who were reading in the building’s library said at least one of 
the attackers was armed with a knife that he brandished at the horrified 
readers. But the attackers allowed the people in the library to leave and 
did not appear to try to take hostages. 

Police who entered the building by the rear entrance overpowered 
the protesters about 30 minutes after the attack began. The students were 
taken out of the building in a bus with covered windows. 

U.S. Embassy officials said the students damaged parts of the build¬ 
ing and set at least one fire in a periodical storage room. 

The statement by the students denounced President-elect Roh Tae- 
woo, who is to be sworn in Thursday. It charged Roh was a puppet 
installed by the United States. 

Agent faces lifestyle change 

?EORIA, 111. (AP) - Five middle-class Peoria n( 
months after being fired from the 
FBI, former agent John C. "Jack" 

Ryan is grappling with a religious 
conversion that caused him to 
question his past, challenge his 
supervisors and lose his job. 

Wholesale changes now are tak¬ 
ing place in the life of a man who 
was 10 months away from settling 
into a quiet retirement when ter¬ 
minated Sept. 11. 

After carrying a gun every day 
during 21 years of loyal FBI ser¬ 
vice, Ryan now is a committed 
pacifist who denounces the 
"immoral activities" of the FBI 
and the U.S. involvement in Cen¬ 
tral America. 

Ryan, 49, is selling his Peoria 
home, where he and his wife, 

Peggy, raised four children. And 
he’s pondering a total change in 
lifestyle while searching for a way 
to support his family the next 12 
years until he can collect his 
federal pension. 

'It would be inconsistent for 
me to continue being a heavy con¬ 
sumer knowing how many victims 
the American lifestyle demands," 

Ryan said recently. "There’s war 
in Latin America so we can con¬ 
tinue to eat Big Macs, and I don’t 
want to contribute to that. We’re 
scaling down our lifestyle to a 
more simplified life." 

His only income comes from 
speaking engagements and from 
teaching a sociology class at Brad¬ 
ley. Legal fees to fight his dismis¬ 
sal have eaten $13,000 out of the 
family savings - perhaps part of 
the reason for the change in lifes¬ 
tyle. 

Clad in sneakers and jeans 
while relaxing in the living room 
of his modest brick home in a 


neighborhood, 
Ryan hardly resembled the man 
who spent two decades in foreign 
counter-intelligence, investigating 
organized crime in New York and 
hunting fugitives like anti-war 
activist Daniel Berrigan. 

His work twice won him com¬ 
mendations, but something was 
missing from his life. A devout 
Roman Catholic who once studied 
for the priesthood, Ryan started 
taking religious study courses 
about 10 years ago. 

He earned his master’s degree 
in 1985, and the transformation 
from a follower of J. Edgar 
Hoover into a committed pacifist 
began to mature. 

It was then that Ryan knew his 
personal beliefs would conflict 
with his role as chief counter¬ 
intelligence operative in the FBI’s 
five-man Peoria office. But he 
never really thought it would lead 
to his dismissal. 

"Refusing an order was some¬ 
thing Td never done before, and I 
knew an act of insubordination 
would cost me some sort of disci¬ 
plinary action," Ryan said. "I have 
religious beliefs they are bound to 
accommodate. There are office 
jobs, places I could work in the 
FBI. I wouldn’t h^ve to carry a 
gun. 

"I think they overreacted in 
firing me. It was stupid. Look at 
all the notoriety it has caused." 


Students’ hopes shredded 


ST. LOUIS (AP) - The shredding 
of'more than 100 upgraded results 
from an upper-level law exam has 
left Washington University officials 
with red faces and some of the 
school’s students seeing red. 

'It seemed to be just a matter 
of time before a huge administra¬ 
tive error occurred," Maia Brodie, 
a third-year law student and 
president of the Student Bar Asso¬ 
ciation, said of the inadvertent 
shredding, which was revealed last 
week. "Some students want their 
money back, they’re so furious." 

School officials said ^ student 
working without supervision in the 


registrar’s office accidentally shred¬ 
ded both the questions and answers 
to a three-hour exam that was 
given in December. 

The unintended shredding 
occurred two weeks ago. Law 
School Dean Dorsey D. Ellis Jr. 
gave the bad news to the class in a 
memorandum dated Feb. 16. The 
exam was to provide the sole basis 
for the grades of 116 students who 
were enrolled in the evidence 
course. 

Although law school officials 
decided to give each student in the 
evidence class a "credit" that will 
have no bearing on grade-point

averages, 
displeasure. 

One student studied nearly 
full-time for five weeks in hopes of 
raising her grade-point averse 
through the exam, she said. 
Moreover, minor differences in 
grade averages can "make the 
difference between a $26,000 job 
and a $40,000 job," Brodie said. 

John Drobak, associate law 
school dean, said the student who 
shredded the exams and the test 
results was filling in as an 
employee during the time the 
school was without both its regis¬ 
trar and assistant registrar. 


New weapon to fight AIDS,STD 


CHICAGO (AP) - A new "condom for females," 
pioneered in Europe, will be tested this spring in the 
United States and its developers predicted Wednesday 
it would be a major weapon in the fight against AIDS 
and other sexually transmitted diseases. 

The new disposable contraceptive, made of 
polyurethane, resembles a condom but is worn by 
women, researchers said Wednesday as they publicly 
unveiled the device. 

'Tt takes the advantages of both the male condom 
and the female diaphragm and gets rid of significant 
disadvantages," said Mary Ann Leeper, head of the 
research team developing the device for Wisconsin 
Pharmacal Co., which will market it in the United 
States and Canada. 

The device, known in Europe as a "fem-shield" 
or vaginal shield, isn’t sold anywhere yet, but testing 
has begun in Europe and is scheduled to start in the 
United States in March, officials said. 

The contraceptive consists of a soft, loose-fitting 
polyurethane sheath and two diaphragm-like, flexible 
polyurethane rings, Leeper said. 

One of the rings lies inside the sheath and serves 
as an insertion mechanism and internal anchor, fitting 
against the woman’s cervix much like a diaphragm, 
she said. The other ring forms the outer edge of the 
sheath and remains outside the vagina. 


'Tt is no more difficult to insert than a tampon," 
said Dr. Paul Salmon, who helped organize tests of 
the device at London’s Middlesex Hospital. 

The company, based in Jackson, Wis., said the 
device would provide more protection than the male 
condom, in part because the material is stronger than 
most condoms and covers a larger physical area, 
reducing chances of infection or exposure to body 
fluids. 

"From a medical perspective, this product is 
likely to offer additional protection against sexually 
transmitted diseases," Salmon said. 

It also is more convenient to use than a 
diaphragm, Leeper said, because it doesn’t have to be 
initially fitted by a doctor and can be inserted "six 
hours before the sex act or six minutes before." 

She said the company had no estimate on how 
much the device would cost consumers. 

The "female condom" was developed by an inter¬ 
national group of gynecologists and obstetricians, 
headed by Danish gynecologist Dr. Erik Gregersen 
and his wife, Bente. 

The device has been tested so far on 80 couples 
in the United Kingdom, Denmark and Sweden, and 
additional clinical trials are continuing in Europe, 
Leeper said.

Do you know a scam when you 
see one? Can you spot a fraud? 
You would if you saw David 
Horowitz speak Sunday night at 
the Student Center Ballroom. From 
airline rip-offs to free vacations, 
you would have gone in the aver¬ 
age gullible sorry excuse of a cus¬ 
tomer and come out an aware and 
smarter shopper. 

The evening began with a few 
clips from the award-winning syn¬ 


dicated program, "Fight Back! 
With David Horowitz" and guest 
appearances on 'The Tonight 
Show Starring Johnny Carson." 
Horowitz then talked about consu¬ 
mer awareness. Consumer protec¬ 
tion is important, but for the most 
part boring. We’ve heard it all 
before: check labels, compare 
prices, etc., etc. Horowitz, how¬ 
ever, mixed his professional exper¬ 
tise with a touch of his zealous 
show-biz savvy to make for an 
enjoyable as well as informative 
lecture. 


Putting all the cards on the 
table, the floor was opened up for 
questions and answers. Now Avas 
the time to see what Horowitz 
really knew. Would we get the 
answers we desperately needed? 
Yes! Not only were we allowed to 
peep behind the curtain of better 
buying, but Horowitz gave us his 
own 'Tip-offs to the Rip-offs." 
Never give your credit card 
number when ordering through the 
phone. Never believe to-good-to- 
l^-true adds. When ordering 
through a catalog mail service. 


check with the postal service first 
to see if the business is legitimate. 
These are just a few of the many 
helpful examples Horowitz gave 
during the seminar. Still, Horowitz 
made it clear that, for the most 
part, most businesses are fair. As 
he puts it, "Business is in business 
to stay in business, and not give 
people the business, or they’re out 
of business." 

At the moment, Horowitz is 
fighting hard in a campaign against 
plastic toy guns. Although he had 
been working for some time to 


stop the sale of the toys, he 
attracted national attention in 
August of 1987, when .a gunman 
held him hostage while he read a 
rambling statement about aliens 
during one of his consumer report 
segments on television. The gun 
turned out to be a toy, but led to a 
campaign to ban the sale of look- 
alike and replica toy guns, and to 
make it a felony to brandish these 
toys in the commission of crime. 
Horowitz added that being a safe

Quilters teach perseverance and tradition 



There’s a new play opening on 
campus this weekend. It’s called 
"Quilters," but there’s a lot more 
to it than just needles, thread and 
fabric. 


"’Quilters’ is the story of the 
women who settled the American 


West. It is not a women’s libera¬ 
tion statement," said director 
Molly McCullough, who also 
directed The Fantastiks" and 
'Two by Two." She believes this 
play, written by Molly Newman 
and Barbara Damashek, has practi¬ 
cal applications for contemporary 
times. 

"The play shows that life can 

be difficult, but there is hope, so 
be strong and muddle through 
because eventually the pendulum 
will swing the other way. Don’t 


give up, " McCullough said. 

"Quilters" is based on the 
book, "The Quilters: Women in 
Domestic Art," by Patricia Cooper 
and Norma Bradley Allen. Cooper 
and Allen traveled to several 
regions, nearly a century after 
pioneering days, and discovered 
that women still practice the an of 
quilting in farm houses, churches 
and community centers. Months 
were spent listening to the stories 
of these frontier women. In their 
book, the authors include excerpts 


of conversations and photographs 
that have been translated into the 
dialogue, tunes, lyrics and visual 
images seen and h^rd on stage. 

The backdrop of the play is a 
king-sized quilt, made up of 
several different block patterns 
which represent periods in the 
women’s lives: the westward jour¬ 
ney^ school days, twisters, court¬ 
ship, marriage, child birth, and 
death. 

The king-sized Legacy quilt 
was created and made by the Illi-

nois Mennonite Relief Sale Associ¬ 
ation. These church women, who 
have a long history of preserving 
the art of quilting, were putting the 
finishing touches on the stage 
quilts long before rehearsals 
began. 

"I think that the title of the play 
tends to scare people a little bit 
because it’s just called ’Quilters,’ 
and that gives people the impres¬ 
sion that it’s just about a whole 
bunch of women sitting around 
sewing. The appeal of it, I think, 
is the togetherness of this family of 
women," said Leigh Barrett, who 
has the lead role. 

Although there are no men in 
the cast, there are, however, male 
characters in the play, portrayed 
by females. 

"I get to be a kind of macho 
stud. It’s fun and it’s different 
because you have to put a lot of 
thought into it. You can’t walk the 
same and you can’t move the 
same," said Debbie Price, who 
takes the role of a man courting 
his girlfriend in one scene.

Putting this play together has 
not been all fun, though. 
"Quilters" is a musical of 
country/folk songs which, at times, 
utilizes a difficult seven-part har¬ 
mony.

For the past two decades, pro¬ 
ducers have used laser technology 
to give their space movies that 
extra bang! "crash" or sizzle.

Player’s death darkens Sycamore season

Last Friday’s death of Indiana 
State forward Rotimi Alakija was 
yet another setback for a program 
which has stmggled since the 
Larry Bird-days of the late 70s. 

The 21-year-old sophomore 
from Lagos, Nigeria died shortly 
after collapsing during team wor¬ 
kouts on Feb. 19. School officials 
said last Saturday the 6-foot-8, 
225-pound Alakija died of cardiac 
disease. 

Indiana State Vice President 
Orin Dahl said preliminary tests 
indicated a "substantially enlarged 


heart ... apparently no emergency 
treatment could have been 
effective." 

The workout, die first for the 
team since a 69-59 loss to Illinois 
State two nights earlier, began 
around 3:30 p.m. 

"We had two drills and shot 
free throws and Coach (Ron) 
Greene was talking to the players 
when Timi collapsed," team 
manager Jeff Bell said. Members 
of the training staff immediately 
performed emergency treatment 
and Alakija was mshed to Union 
Hospital in Terre Haute, where he 


died about an hour later. 

Alakija started 18 games for the 
Sycamores and averaged 8.7 points)| 
and 5.4 rebounds per game. He 
started against Bradley on Jan. 14 
and scored three points and took 
four rebounds. 

His death has darkened what 
has already been a tough season 
for the last-place Sycamores. For 
the third consecutive year, 
Greene’s team is rebuilding, this' 
time for academic reasons. 

'Tn reestablishing our pro¬ 
gram," Greene said, "we plac^ a 
.strong emphasis on academics. 
ii'*^VWVWWvWWw^ 


Some of our players didn’t take 
that seriously and made themselves 
academically ineligible. There¬ 
fore, we’re having to replace some 
guys who didn’t meet our academic 
requirements." 

Among those players lost to 
academic problems or other rea¬ 
sons were the team’s top four scor¬ 
ers from a year ago: Benji Frazier 
(9.7 ppg.), Jeff Cooper (9.2 ppg.), 
Darion Applewhite (8.5 ppg.) and 
Tony Twitty (7.6 ppg.). 

A bright spot this season has 
been Eddie Bird, a 6-foot-6 fresh¬ 
man forward from French Lick, 


Ind. If the names Bird and French 
Lick sound familiar, they should. 
Eddie is the younger brother of 
Larry, now of the Boston Celtics, 
who directed the 1979 Indiana 
State team to a second-place finish 
in the NCAA Tournament.^ 
Though exhibiting considerably 
lesser talents than his brother, 
Eddie has posted some impressive 
numbers this season at Indiana 
State. He currently averages over 
15 points per game and scored 19 
in the earlier meeting with Brad¬ 
ley.

Campustown, a proposed shop¬ 
ping center at Main and University 
Streets, will be anchored by a 
major grocery store and include 


other specialty shops and restau¬ 
rants. The city designated the area 
a tax-increment financing district 
to encourage development in the 
West Bluff. 

Tax-increment financing is a 
method by which municipalities 
can set a base for sales taxes 
received within the district, then 
be reimbursed by the state for any 
sales taxes generated above that 
base and channel them into a pro¬ 
ject. 

All-school President Doug 
Bross believes local input also is 
needed before the plans are final¬ 
ized. The project needs to be 
carefully planned ... if there’s any¬ 
thing that pertains to Bradley, stu¬ 
dents need to have a great deal of 
input and for any plans that pertain 
to the shopping center. West Bluff 
residents need to have a great deal 
of input." 

The University’s involvement is 
limited hy fun^ and available 
resources, said Gary Anna, vice 
president for business affairs. 

"Resource constraints limit

Library director candidates narrowed to four

A new library director will 
probably be chosen at the search 
committee’s March 21 meeting, 
said Joel L. Hartman, associate 
provost for information technolo¬ 
gies and resources. 

'The Library Director Search 
Committee has narrowed it down 
to four candidates," Hartman said. 
"They will each be interviewed a 
second time between March 7 and 
March 14." 

Hartman said the second inter¬ 
views will be more detailed than 
the first interviews. Candidates 
will have more free time to get a 
better understanding of the campus 
and the community. 

"Each candidate will have 
extended meetings with college 
representatives from the search 


committee," Hartman said. They 
will also meet President Abegg for 
the first time and get the opportun¬ 
ity to wander around the campus 
and Peoria a little more." 

Hartman said the four candi¬ 
dates for library director will 
return for second interviews on the 
following dates: 

March 8 - Ellen I. Watson, 
director for learning resources 
center, Arkansas College. 

March 9 - Karen A. Schmidt, 
acquisitions librarian and assistant 
professor of library administration. 
University of Illinois-Urbana. 

March 11 - Dr. Sharon I. 
Goad, assistant director of 
libraries, Regis College, Denver, 
Colo. 

March 14 - Dr. Gordon S. 
Rowley, associate director of 


university libraries. Northern Illi¬ 
nois University. 

The Library Director Search 
Committee is made up of one stu¬ 
dent representative, Tammy Murk, 
and a representative from each of 
the colleges, Hartman said. 

Hartman said Bradley will 
probably be breaking ground for 
the library addition about the same 
time the new director will start. 

'It is unfortunate that the new 
director could not be that involved 
with the plans for the new addi¬ 
tion, " Hartman said, "but since the 
planning was started in 1981, we 
have to get the addition moving." 

Each candidate has been given 
the opportunity to make sugges¬ 
tions for the library addition, Hart¬ 
man said. 


Marable: civil rights slowing

Civil rights in the ’80s faces a crisis of compla¬ 
cency, including a lack of aggressive recruiting of 
black educators, according to guest lecturer Dr. Man¬ 
ning Marable. 

Marable, a syndicated columnist and chairperson 
of the Department of Black Studies at Ohio State 
University, addressed the slowing momentum of the 
civil rights movement in a lecture co-sponsored by the 
Progressive Student Alliance and the Black Student 
Alliance. Marable said predominately white universi¬ 
ties are not recruiting black educators aggressively. 

"All we’re asking is that they make good offers, 
they go after qualified candidates," Marable said. 
Many universities respond that they run ads for 
minority candidates in education publications, but 
Marable says that isn’t enough. 

"If you really want to fill a position, you make a 
personal effort to get good people," Marable said. He 
characterized the affirmative action hiring programs of 
many white colleges as general policies, not adtive 
employment programs. 

Bradley’s BSA held a demonstration Feb. 3, pro¬ 
testing the lack of black professors and the failure of 
Bradley to recruit a percentage of black faculty 
reflecting the number of black students. Dr. Kaln^an 
Goldberg, acting provost and vice president for 
academic affairs, said Bradley has to compete with 
other colleges for a relatively scarce supply of black 
teachers. 

Marable said the shortage of qualified black 
instructors is likely to continue as federal cutbacks in 
student aid and unemployment prevents black students 
from entering college. The number of black students 
entering graduate programs is also affected by lower 
quality educational programs offered in urban areas, 
compared to suburban school systems. 

"America faces not a revolution in warfare, but a 
revolution in values," Marable said. This revolution 
has slowed, according to Marable, since President 
Reagan’s election in 1980. He stressed the relationship 
between the Reagan administration’s foreign and 
domestic policies. 

"Since his election, Reagan has used a policy of 
constructive engagement," Marable said. The current 
administration’s "constructive engagement" policy 
includes support of South Africa’s Apartheid system, 
Marable said. 

"We are now supporting a country that routinely 
restricts rights based on race," Marable said. U.S. 
support of South Africa, he said, has included training 
of military personnel and the issue of equipment such 
as electric shock batons to South African police. Mar¬ 
able says these foreign policies are an indication of

'There is a parallel between foreign and domes¬ 
tic policy...racism abroad, racism at home," Marable 
said. He added that the most lasting effect of the 
Reagan administration on the civil rights movement 
will be Reagan’s judicial appointment. 

"Justice is not color-blind," Marable said, refer¬ 
ring to the ethnic makeup of the appointments. 

"Reagan i^ packing the courts with white, con¬ 
servative, elitist males," Marable said. Less than 1 
percent of Reagan’s appointees are black, compared to 
14 percent of Carter’s judicial nominations. 

Other problems facing minority rights are the 
lack of proportional political representation and the 
decrease in black property ownership, Marable said. 
Despite the increase in the number of black elected 
officials, the percentage of blacks in office still lags

AP Update 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Cuban military has some surface- 
to-surface missiles in its inventory, 
but none has a nuclear warhead 
and none could reach the United 
States even if they did, U.S. 
officials said Tuesday. 

The defense and administration 
officials commented under ques¬ 
tioning prompted by Republican 
presidential candidate Pat 
Robertson’s continued insistence, 
in the face of denials, that Cuba 
may have Soviet-made nuclear 
missiles aimed at the United 
States. 

The officials said Cuba has 
about five dozen Frog-4 and Frog- 
7 battlefield missiles, dating to the 
1960’s. 

The Frog-7, when originally 
introduced by the Soviets, could 
carry either a conventional or 
nuclear warhead, "but we’re 
confident no nuclear warheads ever 
went to Cuba for that missile and 
it doesn’t have any range anyway," 
said one source, who requested 
anonymity. 

NEWARK, N.J. (AP) - A man 
who has spent nearly four years on 
the lam with two 3 1/2-ton 

elephants says he will surrender if 
the pachyderms aren’t returned to 
men he alleges brutalized them. 

Arlan Seidon, a 58-year-old 
animal trainer, hasn’t seen his four 
children or met his only grandson 
since he took off in a tractor-trailer 
with Tory and Duchess, two 
Indian elephants he raised from 
infancy and then sold. 

The elephants’ owners and the 
president of a national animal 
trainers group deny the animals 
were abused. 

Seidon surfaced last week when 
he called a New Jersey newspaper 
from an undisclosed location to say 
he’d surrender if guaranteed that 
the elephants will not be returned 
to Edward Drake and his father, 
Richard. 

Edward Drake says Seidon sold 
him the elephants for $80,000 in 
1981, when the Drakes owned an 
exotic animal ranch in Tehachapi, 
Calif., about 200 miles north of 
Los Angeles. 

BRUSSELS, Belgium (AP) - 
NATO leaders on Wednesday 
demanded huge cutbacks in War¬ 
saw Pact tanks and artillery, and 
endorsed President Reagan’s efforts 
to negotiate strategic arms reduc¬ 
tions with the Soviet Union. 

Defining strategy for a new set 
of East-West negotiations, NATO 
leaders said Soviet conventional 
forces pose the threat of a surprise 
attack and must be slashed to rec¬ 
tify an imbalance in military 
strength. 

The Soviet cutbacks would ini¬ 
tial, for example, "the elimination 
from Europe of tens of thousands 
of Warsaw Pact weapons relevant 
to surprise attack, among them 
tanks and artillery pieces," a 
NATO communique said. 

Meeting behind closed doors at 
alliance’s heavily guarded head¬ 
quarters, the leaders of the 16 alli¬ 
ance countries attempted to accen¬ 
tuate agreement. They did not 
want to highlight differences about 
the pace of modernizing short- 
range nuclear missiles left in 
Europe after the elimination of 
longer-range weapons covered by a 
new U.S.-Soviet arms treaty.

Dr. John Truxal warned Brad¬ 
ley students that technology , is 
changing so fast that people don’t 
stop to examine the ethical con¬ 
siderations upon culture. 

Almost 75 students and faculty 
gathered in Neumill^r Chapel 
Tuesday to hear Truxal, professor 
of electrical engineering and teach¬ 
ing professor ^ SUNY Stony 
Brook. Truxal said advances in 
ommunications and electronical 
technology has increased so much 
that we are capable of changing 
our environment and the way we 
*want to live. 

One characteristic of technol¬ 


ogy today is ^e consumers’ love of 
applying science to everyday dev¬ 
ices. Many consumers want new 
technolpgy so much they are wil¬ 
ling to buy almost any new device, 
even though it is not practical. One 
example of this is a contest that 
was held for a "useless product." 
The winner of the contest was an 
electric tie rack controlled by a 
foot pedal. Second place was given 
to the invention of an electric 
toothbrush. General Electric began 
manufacturing both of these inven¬ 
tions which turned out to be big 
sellers.

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may soon encounter. One example 
which may soon be used in New 
York is IMS (Intergrated Motorist 
System). IMS is a $100 million 
system which would expedite the 
flow of traffic into Manhattan. Sen¬ 
sors on the road would detect the 
rate of travel by motorists. This 
information would be sent to a 
main computer which would 
encode the quickest route and 
which roads to avoid. This infor¬ 
mation would be displayed on road 
signs telling motorists where to go. 
It is estimated that this project will 
be completed in two years. 

Truxal feels this project is 
"doomed." Truxal said commuting 
traffic is a "homeostatic system." 
No matter what is done to decrease 
rush hour traffic it always returns 
to its original state. Truxal also 
believes the real problem of traffic 
flow is the cross-town traffic and 
parking, not the trip itself to 
downtown.

Technology in the area of 
fiberoptics is also advancing. 
Fiberoptics light signals carry 
information in a very small space. 
These light signals can send 120 
channels of cable at a price less 
than cable networks. Fiberoptics 
has the capability of delivering one 
million stations, but this is very 
costly. 

The fear of fiberoptics, accord¬ 
ing to Truxal, is that ethical issues 
will be forgotten. He said if 
fiberoptics is connected to burglar 
alarms, companies will have a 
record of when you aren’t home. 
Candidates could call voters with 
an imitated computer voice and 
tailor the comments to what the 
voter wants to hear. 

Truxal doesn’t have the 
confidence in political leaders to 
understand technology. He believes 
scientists and engineers must edu¬ 
cate the public about technology 
and stimulate public awareness. 


Retention rate up for ‘future’ program

Student interest and retention in 
the Residence of Hall of the Future 
program has increased according 
to a recent survey. The retention 
rate from last year has gone from 
51.7 percent to 55.8 percent for 
the the fall of 1988. 

The purpose of this survey is 
twofold, according to Dr. Alan 
Gaisky, associate provost and vice 
president for student affairs. 'Tt is 
to determine who is not returning 
and how much available room 
there is and to continue to monitor 
interest." 

He said Bradley is planning to 
upgrade and expand the program. 

Geisert and University Hall will 
continue with the program in the 


fall. Heitz is scheduled to house,all 
freshmen and will be converted to 
the Residence Hall of the Future 
program if necessary. 

The freshmen class in the fall 
will mark the third year of this 
program. Gaisky said the program 
will be bigger next year due to 
additions. Currently, 43-47 percent 
of the incoming class is interested 
in this program. 

"We are pleased with two 
aspects of the survey. This is iie 
retention rate and the main reason 
for leaving the program," Gaisky 
said. 

The number one reason for 
leaving is moving to a fraternity or 
sorority. Bradley would rather lose 
a student to this than to dissatisfac¬

"We will continue to survey 
and monitor current students on a 
regular basis," Gaisky said. Brad¬ 
ley plans on continuing to provide 
state of the art technology for 
current and incoming students. 

He believes the program will 
continue to be strong in the com¬ 
ing years, until it finally levels off. 
'The program has surpassed, in 
my mind, many successes and 
achievements." 

Bradley is planning on expand¬ 
ing resources in the residence 
halls. According to Joel Hartman, 
associate provost for information 
technology and research, the com¬ 
puters will be enhanced more by 
laser printing stations.

‘Rear chance needed for a 
Central American peace plan

On Capitol Hill this week the House will vote once again on aid to 
the Nicaraguan Contras. Although the Congress sank President Reagan’s 
^itary aid package on Feb. 3, the issue of funding the Contras is not 
dead. The U.S. consensus on the Central American policy has not been 
determined by the Congressional vote, but has been postponed. The 
House vote this week will postpone the U.S. position on Contra funding 
once again. Washington politicians are waiting to see if the peace plan 
supported by the five Central American Nations produces any significant 
results and brings about a cease-fire in the region. 

The vote will be on one of two bills. The Democratic bill will give 
the Contras $14.6 million dollars for food, clothing, and medical aid over 
month period and call for the end of CIA involvement by having 
the Department of Defense deliver the supplies. The Republican bill also 
includes provisions for future military aid. Both of these plans postpone 
the decision of whether or not to militarily fund the Contras until later 
this year. 

After seven years. President Reagan’s proposed "military solution" 
to the conflict has not produced a successful end to the conflict. Sending 
arms to the Contras has not brought badly needed economic stability, but 
has destabilized the region. Nicaragua’s foreign debt has risen from $1.6 
billion to $7 billion. Inflation is estimated at 1,500 percent for 1987 Last 
week, Nicaraguan President Daniel Ortega Saavedra, in a desperate 
attempt to tame the economy, installed rapid price controls and replaced 
the codoba, the Nicaraguan currency valued at 20,000 to the U.S. dollar 
with a new codoba valued at ten to the U.S. dollar. 

Although the Central American Peace Plan is far from reality, it 
needs to be given a real chance. A third round of peace talks is about to 
gm between the rebels (Contras) and the Sandinistas, with Cardinal 
Miguel Obando y Bravo as the mediator. For the Peace Plan to bring an 
end to the regions conflict and pave the way for economic recovery and 
political stability, all parties involved, including the U.S., should abide 
on compliance issues. Nicaragua has moved slowly toward the goals of 
peace and democracy. Furthermore, after signing the peace plan, Ortega 
secretly signed for Soviet military aid and expansion. Honduras has not 
stopped giving sanctuary to the Contras. The U.S. is playing the waiting 
game in ending its military aid. The Democrats, who sank President 
Reagan’s military aid package, are fearful of being blamed for believing 
Nicaragua. They are also afraid of the consequences this could cause in 
the Presidential race if the peace plan does not produce significant 
results. ^ 

On March 1, Reagan asked Congress to vote for provisions for 
future military aid. He stated that American security and creditability is 
at stake and that we cannot let Central America fall under Communist 
influence. U.S. military aid has become the rationale for further invest¬ 
ment in the region. The more the U.S. invests military aid and personnel, 
the more U.S. credibility is at stake and consequently, the U.S. may 
have to become directly involved in the conflict. The threat of Soviet 
influence in the region is a exaggeration. The Soviet influence is rela¬ 
tively small. The Soviets realize this is an area of special interest to the 
U.S., and they have been cautious. Nicaragua receives a large amount of 
its aid from Western Europe. 

The Sandinistas maintain the desire for non-alignment and a pluralis¬ 
tic political system. The U.S., whatever their intent has been, has only 
supported and reinforced the traditional order. Nicaragua is a under¬ 
developed country and like other underdevelo|>ed countries, it is 
experiencing a normal crisis as it is moving out of an agrarian traditional 
system. This is a Central American crisis, not a U.S. crisis.

Reaqan threatens to veto historic legislation

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
House overwhelmingly passed a 
landmark civil rights bill Wednes¬ 
day that would broaden protections 
for women, minorities, the elderly 
and the handicapped. President 
Reagan had vowed to veto the 
measure. 

The Civil Rights Restoration 
Act, considered by many lawmak¬ 
ers the most significant civil rights 
measure in 20 years, was sent to 
the White House on a 315-98 vote. 
The Senate passed it by an equally 
lopsided 75-14 vote in January. 

Both chambers passed the bill 
by the two-thirds margin needed to 
override a presidential veto, but it 
was unclear whether the huge mar¬ 
gins would hold up following 
Reagan’s vow Wednesday to reject 


the measure. 

The restoration act was 
designed to reverse a 1984 
Supreme Court decision that nar¬ 
rowed the scope of four major 
civil rights laws meant to prevent 
taxpayer financing of discrimina¬ 
tion. 

Supporters of the act said hun¬ 
dreds of discrimination complaints 
had been dropped or restricted 
since the decision. 

'We have suffered far too long 
in waiting for this great and impor¬ 
tant day,'' said Rep. John Conyers, 
D-Mich. 

In letters delivered Wednesday 
to several House Republicans, 
Reagan said flatly he will veto the 
measure "if it is presented to me 
in its current form." 


In the letters, sent from 
Brussels, Belgium, where Reagan 
is attending a NATO summit, the 
president said the bill "dramati¬ 
cally expands the scope of federal 
jurisdiction over state and local 
governments and the private sec¬ 
tor" and "poses a particular threat 
to religious liberty." 

In the case brought by Grove 
City (Pa.) College, the Supreme 
Court held in a 6-3 opinion that 
Title IX - a law barring sex 
discrimination in federally funded 
education programs — applies only 
to specific programs or activities 
receiving federd assistance and not 
the institutions of which they are 
part.* 

The restoration act clarifies that 
entire institutions and government 


Pretoria is tightening grip 


CAPE TOWN, South Africa 
(AP) - The white-led government 
Tuesday prepared to intensify its 
newly launched crackdown on the 
opposition with legislation outlaw¬ 
ing foreign funding of political 
activity. 

The legislation, expected to be 
introduced in Parliament this 
week, could severly hinder the 
operation of anti-apartheid organi¬ 
zations spared from last week’s 
order aimed at silencing major 
black opposition groups. 

Eighteen opposition groups, 
including the largest anti-apartheid 
coalition and a major trade union 
federation, were barred from polit- . 
ical activity. 

The bill being prepared by the 
government would, according to 
local newspapers, prohibit political 
groups from receiving foreign 
funding and impose new controls 
on political activity. On Monday, 
Anglican Archbishop Desmond 
Tutu and other religious leaders 
from all races were arrested while 
kneeling near Parliament with a 
petition against government bans 
on anti-apartheid groups. 

Mem^rs of a procession Tutu 
and his colleagues had led recited 
the Lord’s Prayer as police sprayed 
them with jets of water and loaded 
them into vans. 

All the detainees were freed in 


a few hours and the churchmen 
said they would continue protest 
regardless of the consequences. 
Their petition referred to an order 
last Wednesday prohibiting politi¬ 
cal activity by 18 major anti¬ 
apartheid organization. 

Riot police blocked Tutu and 
two dozen other clergymen, wear¬ 
ing robes and holding Bibles as 
they tried to march toward 
Parliament from nearby St. 
George’s Cathedral, the main 
Anglican church in central Cape 
Town.

They knelt and linked arms as a 
policeman called through a 
bullhorn that the gathering was 
illegal. Officers escorted the pro¬ 
testers into vans as others aimed 
jets from water cannons at scores 
of protesters who remained on the 
sidewalk praying and singing an 
African hymn. 

After being told at a police sta¬ 
tion that charges might be filed 
later, the white, black, mixed-race 
and Indian clergymen were freed. 
They held a news conference at St. 
George’s, which was surrounded 
by policemen. 

"We are not defying the law," 
said Tutu, the black foe of 
apartheid who won the 1984 Nobel 
Peace Prize. "We are obeying 
God. We also obey God every

Unwilling to conform, 
area nudist is jailed 


PEKIN, Ill (AP) - A 65-year- 
old nature enthusiast who has been 
convicted six times for doing yard 
work in the nude is a "fine citizen " 
with an "annoying habit," says the 
judge who sentenced him to 30 
days in jail. 

Tazewell County Circuit Judge 
Joe B. McDade likened the nudist, 
Robert Norton, to another man 
famous for civil disobedience, 
Henry David Thoreau, but said the 
court cannot tolerate Norton’s 
actions and ordered him to jail. 


'The court is persuaded that 
Mr. Norton is a sincere indivi¬ 
dual," McDade said Tuesday at a 
sentencing hearing. "He is not a 
criminal in the normal sense of 
that word. I believe he’s a man of 
high principles. To wit, I think 
he’s a fine citizen. 

T can’t think of anything bad 
about him. But there is one annoy¬ 
ing habit he has. He’s a nudist. 
He’s a nudist by commitment." 

McDade told Norton, "You 
remind me of Thoreau," who 
believed people should act accord¬ 
ing to their own ideas of right and 
wrong, . .without . . gqvemment 


interference. 

However, just as Thoreau went 
to jail for failure to pay taxes, 
McDade said Norton, too, must 
pay the consequences of violating 
. the law. 

"Even though I sympathize 
with you, I cannot condone your 
obstinate rejection of your fellow 
citizens who repeatedly look you 
in the eye and say ‘guilty as 
charged’," McDade said. 

Since 1981, Norton has been 
convicted six times of mis¬ 
demeanor disorderly conduct 
charges. The latest charge stems 
from a May 1987 incident which 
"alarmed and disturbed" a neigh¬ 
boring family, court testimony 
said. 

Norton, acting as his own attor¬ 
ney, argued it was his constitu¬ 
tional right to be nude. 

'There are very few laws in 
any state or community that 
specifically specifies nudity as 
being against the law," Norton 
said. 

Psychological evaluations 

showed Norton does not appear 
nude in public for any sexual rea¬ 
sons, prosecutors said .^

Laws change DUI stats 

WASHINGTON (AP) - Arrests for driving under the influence of 
alcohol rose more than 220 percent from 1970 to 1986, while the number 
of licensed drivers increased by just 42 percent in that period, a govern¬ 


ment report says. 

In 1986, some 1.8 million people were arrested for driving under 
the influence, compared to 556,000 in 1970, said a report issued Sunday 
by the Bureau of Justice Statistics. In 1983, the peak year, there were 1.9 
million such arrests, one for every 80 drivers. 

The study also found that rates for driving under the influence were 
highest among 21-year-olds, reaching a peak in 1983 with a rate of one 
arrest for every 39 licensed drivers of that age. 

Since 1983, most states have phased in new laws raising the 
minimum age for buying or selling alcohol to 21. Arrest rates for DUI 
for the ages 18 to 20 have declined by 14 percent since then, more than 
twice the rate of decrease for those aged 21-24. 

Another portion of the study found that half the jail inmates con¬ 
victed of drunken driving had consumed the equivalent of at least 12 bot¬ 
tles of beer or eight mixed drinks before their arrests. 

Almost half of the people jailed on drunken driving charges or 
serving a sentence for that offense had been sentenced for the same

University has had a lot of input to 
what they’d like to see," said 
Anna, who represents the Univer¬ 
sity on a Campustown Task Force 
which meets periodically to study 
the project’s status. 

While the bids received by the 
developer will determine the type 
of shops to be located in the 
90,(XX)-square-foot mall, some 
prominent students voiced their 
opinions. 

"We need a place where we 
could pick up a pair of shoes or a 
last-minute gift. Td like to see a 
Hallmark store and some clothes 
stores in the mall," said Liz 
Leitch, president of Alpha Phi 
Omega and vice president of Omi- 
cron Delta Kappa. "We need 
alternatives to the bookstore. The 
campus needs this, if you could 
just walk to shop instead of mak¬ 
ing the trip to the mall it would 
make things easier for students." 

Rob Fortino, Interfratemity 
Council president, said any 
development should enhance the 
neighborhood and the University’s 
image. "As it is now, you almost 
need a car here if you want to go 
anywhere." Fortino also 
emphasized the need to help exist¬ 
ing businesses relocate in Campus- 
town or another area. 

"It will be pretty easy to get 
businesses in there, but we can’t 
just kick out the businesses that are 
there now," he said. "The one 
thing that should be looked out for 


is that every effort should be made 
to accommodate the stores that are 
there now." 

The anchor store, a 40,000- 
square-foot grocery store, also 
could provide a much-needed ser¬ 
vice to West Bluff residents and 
Bradley students. 

"A larger grocery store in the 
area will offer better values. 
Stores like Walgreen’s and 7-11 
rip-off students by charging such 
high prices. We need more com¬ 
petition in the area because some 
of these merchants just take advan¬ 
tage of students," said Audrea 
Fumbanks, vice president for the 
gospel choir. 

Fumbanks and Bross agree that 
the potential off-campus student 
employment also is a major advan¬ 
tage to the project. While Gary 
Matthews, project manager at the 
Joseph Co., said job potential will 
be undetermined until the final 
plans are approved, Bross is 
confident of the possibilities. 

"That grocery store alone will 
probably offer a lot of jobs for stu¬ 
dents, not to mention the other 
retail stores. Students who need 
jobs near campus have little to 
choose from; this will open a lot 
of job opportunities," Bross said. 

Hopes of improved safety also 
makes the project appealing for 
some. 

"Since there will be more peo¬ 
ple in the area, it will make it 
more safe to walk around. The 
streets won’t be so isolated, they’ll 
be better lit. The overall security 
should improve," Fumbanks said.

Cheating: morality versus pragmatism

'There is nothing wrong with 
cheating. It’s just part of the 
game." This statement by an 
upperclassman may be disturbing 
to some, while to others it may 
hardly raise an eyebrow. 


"When I cheat it’s because I 
have tQ. It is all part of surviving 
in college." 

These comments represent a 
particular attitude that has affected 
and distorted the efforts of educa¬ 
tional institutions. Cheating is a^ 
universal problem that every scho-' 
lastic institution has to face, but 
are people’s morals declining, and 
subsequently, increasing the 
incidence of cheating? Dr. Wasden 
of the psychology department 


doesn’t think so. "Cheating goes 
on at every college campus. It has 
always been here and it always 
will be." 

With the everyday occurrence 
of cheating, one might think the 
efforts to combat it would be so 
well tested that only the most 
effective strategies would be 
administered. But this isn’t the 
case. There would be ways to 
stop it but it would take so much 
effort," Wasden said, "and it

How bad is cheating at Bradley 
University and how effective is the 
faculty at thwarting the efforts of 
potential cheaters? 

There is no question that 
cheating does occur," said Ed 
King, director of housing, residen¬ 
tial life and student judicial sys¬ 
tems. The average number of 
cases that have been referred to me 
over the past five years is six. I 
am sure that I do not get notified 


person who was caught cheating 
and punished. To protect her iden¬ 
tity the person’s name will not be 
disclosed. 

Q. How were you cheating, and 
how did you get caught? 

A. It was on a final exam. The 
teacher would leave the room for a 
half hour or longer and he would 
let us sit anywhere we wanted. I 
sat next to this person I had been 
studying with the night before. 
During the course of the exam we 
tried the problems once but the 
results were obviously incorrect. I 
had copied materi^ that was 
relevant to the exam before enter¬ 
ing the classroom. We worked in 
tandem to complete the exam; he 



in every case." 

Six people are unfortunate 
enough to get caught cheating, but 
how many people do not get 
caught and what is the moral opin¬ 
ion of the student body today? The 
following is an interview with a 


looked off my paper when he had 
a question and I looked on his 
similarly. 

Q. How were you punished? 

A. I received an "F" in the 
class and, as it was a prerequisite 
for other classes, I could not go on 


with my major and I was set back 
an entire year. My plans for the 
coming semester were based on 
me passing that class, and the 
sequence of my courses got all 
screwed up. 

Q. What was the process of the 
punishment? That is, what formali¬ 
ties did you encounter as the 
University now regarded you as a 
cheater? 

A. The instructor observed us 
cheating without either of us notic¬ 
ing. He stopped us as we left the 
class and told us to go to his office 
and wait there until he arrived. He 
told us what he had seen and he 
said he had no choice but to give 
us both an "F" for the class. We 
pleaded our cases but the situation 
was hopeless. Although I was not 
required to, I sought further assis¬ 
tance from my faculty advisor. 

Q. What were his comments? 

A. He said I was lucky to be 
getting off with such a light sen¬ 
tence. He told me I could be 
placed on academic probation, 
expelled from my major or even 
be expelled from the University. 
None of this happened. My only 
dilemma was how I was going to 
relate this upsetting information to 
my parents. He offered to call 
them and tell them what happened. 

Q. Did you seek further assis¬ 
tance from University officials? 

A. I visited the head resident of 
my building and rtiy resident advi¬ 
sor. I also sought advice from my

would take some of the kicks out 
of coming to school. I don’t want 
to turn this into a concentration 
camp." 

The constricted atmosphere of a 
concentration camp college .might 
dampen the efforts of cheaters, but 
this solution is not realistic. Simple 
steps can be taken by the instruc¬ 
tors that would effectively thwart 
cheating strategies. Ed King, 
director of housing, residential life 
and student judicial system, offers 
a few competent techniques. 

The cheating that occurs on a 
test in the classroom can definitely 
be controlled with seating arrange¬ 
ments and the changing of the 
sequence of questions on the test." 

But even these designs have 
been countered by students. 
Wearing baseball hats and even 
sunglasses during exams have been 
reported by students who boasted 
their pseudo accomplishments in 
the classroom. In the larger 
classes, students will sometimes 
meet in groups of five to ten peo¬ 
ple to discuss their arrangement of 
seating and how they are going to 
use it to help them cheat. A fifth- 
year senior, who wishes to remain 
anonymous, agreed that these tech¬ 
niques and others are "as common 
as the unique smell of Peoria." 

Drawing up a crib note or cheat 
sheet or even writing on the tops 
of shoes are all oldies but goodies. 
Some people have been so bold as 
to arrange for another student to 
take the exam in his/her place. 
Even bribing secretaries for a copy 
of the exam is not unheard of. 


Vice President of Bradley and 
Acting Provost Dr. Kalman Gold¬ 
berg said: 'Tt is a matter of princi¬ 
ple, and people who are principled 
don’t cheat. The fact that a course 
may be boring or the material 
irrelevant ought to be dealt with in 
its own terms. If you have no 
alternative but to sit through the 
course, it becomes one of the 
unpleasant facts of life of which 
there are many. It does not give 
one license to take the law into 
one’s hands." 

Another motive to cheat is 
pressure. Pressure in the 



But all of these efforts seem to 
be wasteful. Why would anyone 
cheat? Why not put the effort 
toward learning the material 
instead of brainstorming new and 
improved ways to cheat? Gen¬ 
erally, it is because the individual 
has not studied the material or 
attended class. The next question 
is why hasn’t he/she attend^ class 
or studied the material. Most of 
the time, students complain the 
instructor is boring and the 
material is boring, and has no rela¬ 
tion to their lives and they will just 
forget the equations, formulas or 
concepts after the class is com¬ 
pleted. This attitude is self-serving 


classroom/exam situation may 
cause panic in the student affecting 
his/her ability to think straight. 
This pressure is either intensified 
or relieved by the instructor and 
may be the ultimate factor in 
determining whether a smdent will 
cheat or not. Ombudsman Barbara 
Penelton does her best to relieve 
the pre-exam anxiety most students 
encounter. 

"Some cheating is a result of 
students being under a tremendous 
umount of pressure, frightened 
they may fail," she said. 

"One of the ways I circumvent 
this is to be real clear about the 
material over which a person is

the information that I believe is 
important. Pm not trying to trick 
them to see how much they don’t 
know. When you work with stu¬ 
dents, you reduce soiue of the anx¬ 
iety and fear and, as a result, they 
feel more confident." 


Another type of pressure that 
works taboo on the systems of 
education is peer pressure. Peer 
pressure is known to alter 
behavior, and even the most 
unique and self-reliant individuals 
can be influenced by it. Unfor¬ 
tunately, the pressure or current is 
headed in the wrong direction. 
King said, "It’s a concern we all 
should have. The person who is 


cheating is not only hurting him¬ 
self, he is taking advantage of his 
fellow students. The cheater needs 
to be confronted, not only by the 
faculty, but by his fellow students.

Anthony Manuel was voted to 
the second team, and Luke Jackson 
and Donald Powell were both 
voted to the honorable mention 
team. 

With no surprises in the cata-’ 
gory of MVC Player of the Year, 


Hawkins took the award with 
unaminous vote. This is the second 
year in a row that Hawkins has 
taken the award, and the third y^ar 
in a row that Bradley has taken the 
honor, with Jim Les taking it in 
1986. 

Hawkins led the MVC and the 
nation in scoring, with a 36 point 
average. The 6-3 guard was also 
third in rebounding. 

Hawkins was named the MVC 
player of the week six times this 
season, including last week, where 
he scored 132 points for the week, 
averaging 44 points per game. He 
collected 34 rebounds for an 11.3 
average, dished out five assists, 
had four blocked shots and nine 
steals. 

Eddie Bird of Indiana State 
took the honors as Newcomer of 
the Year and most outstanding 
freshman. Bird averaged 15.1 
points per game to lead all fresh¬ 
man in the Valley.

Anthony Manuel dishing off 18 
assists against the Sycamores in 


Peoria - they should have no 
problem making it three in a row. 

The other matchup will take 
place following the Bradley game 
with the fourth seeded Creighton 
Bluejays and fifth seeded Southern 
Illinois. 

The two teams split during the 
regular season with the Salukis 
winning the first contest 102-98 
and the Bluejays capturing the 
second 87-82.

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Marketing, pairings make tournament a success

Two years atter the single-site 
tournament debacle in Tulsa, the 
Missouri Valley Conference has 
made it big in Peoria. 

A combination of corporate 
sponsorships, fan support and ideal 
team pairings has help^ the 1988 
Pepsi Cola-Missouri Valley 
Conference Tournament surpass 
the expectations of both Bradley 
Athletic Director Ron Ferguson 
and MVC Commisioner Jim 
Haney. 

n[ think to just say that Fm 
pleased would not reflect my feel¬ 
ings," Haney said Wednesday. 
"Oiir best hope was that something 
like this would happen." 

What has happened is the sales 
of tickets well above the 7,000 
goal Ferguson had set in the fall. 
As of Thursday morning, 1,224 
seats remained for Bradley’s Satur¬ 
day evening game. For Sunday’s 
session, 1,756 tickets were still for 


sale and 1,674 were left for 
Tuesday’s title game, ihe Civic 
Center holds 10,670. 

"With the pairings we have, 
every game could conceivably be a 
sellout," Ferguson said Tuesday. 
Through the luck of conference 
placement, Illinois State and Brad¬ 
ley were assigned opposite brack¬ 
ets, allowing nearby fans to pur¬ 
chase tickets for both Saturday ses¬ 
sions. Tulsa and Wichita State 
open the first session. 

'Two great games," Ferguson 
said of the session. "And with 
Bradley playing in the nightcap, 
we can expect to sell all of those 
tickets too." 

But, while rapid ticket sales 
play a big part in this tournament’s 
success, money has come from 
elsewhere. Close to $90,000 has 
been contibuted by local corporate 
sponsors. Ferguson estimated that 
half of that money came from the 
tournament’s three big sponsors: 


Cilcb, Venture and Illinois Mutual 
Life and Casualty Company. 

Another tournament sponsor, 
the Pepsi-Cola company, has a 
two-year contract with the confer¬ 
ence to support the league in the 
regular season as well as the post¬ 
season. 

"Their role is a significant 
one," Haney said of Pepsi. They 
came in as somewhat of a partner 
for the conference as a whole. It 
really makes for a wonderful mar¬ 
riage because they saw this as an 
opportunity to get involved in 
other areas and we saw it as an 
opportunity to get a big-name 
sponsor." 

This is the first such venture by 
Pepsi as a sponsor for. collegiate 
sports. But Haney thinks the 
company’s image is perfect for the 
setting. 

'Their character also reflects on 
us through the sponsorship, I 
think," he said. "They have a clear

image. The fact that they speak to 
the youth through their advertise¬ 
ments. I don’t think there is any¬ 
thing negative that anybody can 
say about the Pepsi company. I 
think that makes for the perfect 
bond for us." 

The money provided by all cor¬ 
porate sponsors goes into the 
overall tournament budget, which 
is close to $300,000. Tournament 
expenses include travel and lodg¬ 
ing expenses, banquets and media 
accomodations and arena rental. 

"Basically, we first had to make 
sure we raised the money to cover 
all of the expenses," Ferguson 
said. "And I think we’ve pretty 
much done that. With our ticket 
income, every seat we sell now is 
extra revenue." 

Extra dollars for the Missouri 
Valley Conference, that is. As 
Ferguson pointed out, the host 
school does not get any extra 
money for holding the tournament. 
All excess money is split up 
among the conference and its eight 
schools. 

'1 don’t necessarily agree with 
that," Ferguson said. "Once you’ve 
cleared the money to cover the 
expenses, I think the host should 



get revenue dollars on a percentage 
basis. That would then act as an 
incentive for them to try and bring 
in even more fans. 

"In our case, it’s kind of unfair. 
So many people have put time into 
this tournament and it really has 
been a drain. Any school that takes 
it next year will have something to 
live up to. I don’t think it can be 
done any better than we have done 
it this year." 

Ferguson said Bradley will not 
bid for next se^on’s tournament, 
which will be determined this sum¬ 
mer. 

The conference office has sent 
out notices to member schools to 
return request bids by April 15. A 
decision will be made in the sum¬ 
mer. Playing in a new 10,()()0-plus 
seat arena next year, Illinois State 
might be a logici site. 

"Illinois State would definitely 
be a good place to have it in the 
future," Haney said. "But that’s 
something they will have to 
decide. I try not to urge any insti¬ 
tution into making a decision like 
that.." 

Haney said that the conference 
is committed to playing its postsea¬ 
son tournaments at single sites in 
the fumre.

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Braves capture fourth Valley title of the decade

Hersey Hawkins ended his final 
regular season game the way he 
started it — in style! 

The nation’s leading scorer, 
with 36 points per game, led Brad¬ 
ley to a 113-102 victory over 
Southern Illinois and its fourth 
Missouri Valley Conference cham¬ 
pionship in 10 years. 

Hawkins set yet another mile¬ 
stone in his collegiate career at 
Bradley by passing Boston Celtic 
and former Indiana State star 
Larry Bird on the all-time MVC 
scoring list. 


T)id I?" Hawkins asked. Il 
didn’t know that; Fm going to have 
to think about that. 

With 2,856 points Hawkins is 
second only to former Cincinnati 
player Oscar Robertson with 2,973 
points. 

Th/e Braves beat up the Salukis 
and captured the Valley title, yet 
for a brief moment it seemed as if 
they were going to let it slip away. 

Southern Illinois scratched and 
clawed their way from a 15 point 
deficit, to take a 75-74 lead with 
12:06 left to play, on a jumper by 
Steve Middleton. 


Enter Jerry Thomas. 

The 6-foot-6 senior forward 
came off the bench to inspire a 
20-3 Bradley run. 

Thomas, who finished the game 
with 10 points, hit nine points in a 
row, in a five minute stretch. 

Hawkins set an SIU arena scor¬ 
ing record with 49 points and 
grabbed 11 rebounds. 

The 6-foot-3 guard hit 17 Of 28 
from the field and 11 of 12 from 
the line, while leading the team in 
steals with three. 

Donald Powell got his name in 
Bradley’s history books by scoring 


18 points, becoming the 31st 
player to score 1,000 points. He 
also blocked three shots. 

Anthony Manuel chipped in 15 
points and dealt out 14 assists 
while Luke Jackson added 12 
points and a game high 13 
rebounds. 

Middleton led the Salukis with 
42 points and seven rebounds. 

The victory marked the eighth 
in a row for Bradley. The Braves, 
who stand at 23-4 overall and 12-2 
in the MVC, wrapped up the top 
seed in this weekend’s Missouri 
Valley tournament.

Amy Vanderkolk led the 
Sycamores with a game high of 43 
points, shooting 82 percent from 
the field (14 of 17) and 93 percent 
from the line (15 of 16). 

'We tried all different types of 
things," Boyer said in defensing 
Vanderkolk. "Every time she got 
the ball she scored. 

Spotting the Sycamores a 12-6 
lead with 15:10 left in the half, the 
Lady Braves came back to tie the 
game at 14 on a 15-footer by 
Shelli Braud. Before Myers could 
call time out, Karin 'Nicholls put 
the Lady Braves up by three on a 
jump shot just inside the paint 
while drawing a foul for a three- 
point-play. 

With 13:31 left in the game, 
Braud broke another Bradley 
record with her 672nd career 
rebound, and finished the after¬ 


noon with 679, topping Roxanne 
Grabow’s career mark of 671. 

The Lady Braves went up by 
their largest lead of seven when 
Nancy Zoros fed Carol Baresch 
with a slingshot pass just under¬ 
neath the basket for a 23-16 lead. 

After trading baskets for most 
of the second half, Vanderkolk tied 
the game at 64 on a free throw 
with 8:22 remaining. Weaving 
through traffic with 1:17 left, 
Vanderkolk’s layup put the 
Sycamores up for good 85-83. 

Trailing 89-86, with 48 seconds 
remaining in the game, Braud miss 
fired a three-pointer from the top 
of the key. With two seconds left, 
the Lfedy Braves still had a chancj 
to tie. With Zoros at the line, she 
needed to convert the first free 
throw, miss the second, hope a 
teammate could snag the ball in the 
air, and put it back up for two.

Nicholls and Braud led. the 
Lady Braves with 22 points each 
and 12 and 10 rebounds respec¬ 
tively.

New policy:

Bradley is going to be harder 
on students who don’t perform up 
to the scholastic standards set by 
the University. 

According to William Clarey, 
professor of business and chairman 
of the Academic Review Board, 
starting next fall, Bradley will be 
shortening the number of semesters 
a student will be allowed to be on 
academic probation before he or 
she is dismissed from the Univer- 


The current academic probation 
and dismissal policies states that if 
students have below a 2.0 cumula¬ 
tive grade point average, they are 
placed on scholastic probation. 

The students would then have 
two semesters to bring their cumu¬ 
lative GPA to 2.0 or get a 2.25 for 
one of the probationary semester, 
otherwise they would be dismissed 
from the University. 

The new policy would reduce 
the number of successive proba¬ 
tionary semesters to one. 


^A major reason for the change 
is that under the present system, a 
student could attend the University 
for a while and continue to get 
unsatisfactory grades, Clarey 
said. 

One student who has been on 
academic probation felt that it will 
be an incentive to make students 
perform better scholastically. 

Changing the rule, according to 
Clarey, gives the students an 
opportunity to improve their 
grades. 


Decline in number of 
blacks earning degrees

A decline in black students receiving doctoral degrees will make 
finding faculty members during the 1990’s difficult, according to a recent 
National Research Council report. 

Only 820 black students earned Ph.D.s in 1986, down from 1,116 in 
1977, the council said. 

Robert Atwell, president of the American Council on Education, 
called the report "evidence of a disaster." 

Dr. Robert Weinstein, associate provost and dean of the graduate 
school at Bradley said one of the reasons for the decline is simply the 
fact that the number of students going to college has been down the past 
few years. 

"It is not the actual numbers we’re concerned with, it’s the fact that 
the percentage of students receiving their Ph.D.s has dropped so much, 
Weinstein said. 

Twenty-seven percent fewer black students got doctoral degrees in 
1986 than ten years earlier. • 

"The main problem is financial," Weinstein said. "Our system just 
doesn’t pay the people with advanced degrees enough." 

"Because of this fact, more students are taking jobs after they finish 
their undergraduate work rather than going on." 

In an effort to combat this problem, programs are underway to help 
students receive the funding that will allow them to attend graduate 
school. 

According to Weinstein, another proposal schools are considenng is 
to provide money for students to attend school and then return to a teach¬ 
ing position. 

"What it boils down to is the supply just does not meet the 
demand," Weinstein said. "And we owe it to our kids to do something 
about it." 


Watt:

He stressed how he wants to 
change America, and attacked 
liberals and their policies. 

The University of Wyoming 
graduate said, "I want to bring 
about change as a conservative." 
He believes that America is 
suffering in education, all the way 
down to its welfare program. 

Watt informed the audience that 
our government passes our laws

abortion and segregation. Using 
the example of discrimination, he 
pointed out that it is immoral and 
thus there are laws against it. 
"Government sets the moral tone 
for America," he said. 

Watt went on to say, 'The 
government is frequently wrong. 
Government should not be neutral 
between right and wrong." 

Watt stressed, "Our welfare 
program is in shambles." The Aid 
to Families with Dependent Chil¬ 
dren is for unmarried mothers who 
live alone. It is a good idea but, 
"the program is a simple failure." 
The program works in a cycle 
according to him. The mother 
receives aid and then her daughter 
gets pregnant and receives aid. He 
believes this liberal establishment 
is destructive in its present state. 

Social Security was next on his 
hit list. "It will be bankrupt in the 
next 20 to 30 years," Watt said. 
He believes this system will only 
fail in its purpose. He pointed out 
that a black 1988 graduate will pay 
$60,000 into Social Security and 
will only collect five checks. It is a 
"prejudiced and biased program." 

Watt strongly wants to keep 
employment in America. He 
believes that we are giving our 
jobs away to countries we defend 
and support. "We’re sending our 
jobs away," Watt said. He believes 
we have to stop this now.

classes. 

Support is also coming from 
graduates and representatives of 
national groups for the deaf. 

mie alumni sympathize with 
and support the students/ Gerald 
Burstein, president of the school’s 
alumni organization, said at a 
campus rally Tuesday. 'We -- 
unlike hearing members on the 
board — know fully what it is like 
to be deaf ." 


MOSCOW (AP) - Armenian 
nationalists Wednesday called on 
the Politburo to protect their coun¬ 
trymen from ethnic attacks during 
a Moslem celebration next week in 
the republic of Azerbaijan, a 
spokesman said. 

Hovik Vassilian, a nationalist in 
the Armenian capital of Yerevan, 
said Armenians fear that Azeris 
will launch violent attacks during 
Iranian New Year celebrations, 
observed March 18-23 by Shiite 
Moslems. 

The republic of Azerbaijan 
borders Iran, and most Azeris are 
Shiite Moslem. Most Armenians 
and Azeris erupted in violence 
Feb. 28 in the Azerbaijani city of 
Sumgait. The unrest was triggered 
by Armenian demands that 
Nagorno-Karabakh, a predom¬ 
inantly Armenian district in Azer¬ 
baijan, be annexed to Armenia. 

Gennagy I. Gerasimov, the 
Soviet Foreign Ministry spokes¬ 
man, said Wednesday the death 
toll in the Sumgait rioting was 32, 
one more than previously reported. ^

Shake the 
hahit. 
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Civil rights: slow change

Guest lecturer Julian Bond told 
Bradley students the progress of 
racial equality in the United States 
depends on a large number of 
people’s insistence upon it. 

Bond, a spokesman for the civil 
rights movement and a former 
Georgia state senator, addressed 
the issue of the relatively slow 
progress of the civil rights move¬ 
ment in a lecture sponsored by the 
Black Student AUiance, Thursday, 
March 3 at the Garrett Center. 

Despite an increased interest in 
the civil rights movement, Bond 
said the condition of the movement 
continues to be somewhat 
unchanged. Today’s problems are 
different from those of the past, 
more by time than by difference," 
he said. 

It has only been in the recent 
past that the white supremacy issue 
has even begun to be diminished, 
he said. 

According to Bond, most peo¬ 
ple, including college students, are 
not as active in the movement as 
they should be. Far too many peo¬ 
ple believe themselves unable to 
change the society they live in, he 
said.

Bond further attributed the slow 
progress of the movement to the 
federal government, calling it a 
conscientious objector to racial 
equality. The president and the 
people most responsible are not 
taking this issue as a priority, he 
said. 

According to Bond, Ronald 
Reagan intended to eliminate 
affirmative action for the civil 
rights movement. 


The opposition can be mobil¬ 
ized, but it will take hard work," 
he said. 

A supporter of presidential can¬ 
didate Jesse Jackson, he urged stu¬ 
dents to vote. Bond believes the 
United States would be in good 
shape if any of the democratic can¬ 
didates got elected, but he believes 
Jesse Jackson speaks to the heart 
and soul of the people. 

"Had Martin Luther King lived, 
our world would be different," he 
said. "Because he lived, our world 
is different." 

Bond said this struggle, how¬ 
ever, is too important to be fought 
by leadership figures alone. We 
have to hope that hundreds of 
thousands of people will raise 
these issues, he said. 

"We move farthest fastest when 
we move forward together," he 
said. 

At this point, there is a great 
deal of complacency among col¬ 
lege students toward this issue, 
Bond said. Students can have an 
effect on racial equality, and 
should insist on it. 

Bond said there is no utopia 
immediately ahead, but if people 
work together, civil rights may 
move forward more quickly.

Next year’s tight squeeze 


Enrollment could cause housing problem

Bradley University is expecting one of its largest 
incoming freshman classes in recent history and it 
may result in a housing problem. 

In 1985, freshman enrollment at Bradley was at 
one of the University’s all-time lows. Since then, the 
number of students who have enrolled at Bradley has 
steadily gone up. 

Dr. Alan Gaisky, associate provost for student 
affairs, estimates that the University could expect 
upwards of 1,057 new students in the fall. 

"Every year there are about 70 no-shows, but 
you have to wait until August to find out the actual 
number," Gaisky said. 

According to Gaisky, the no-shows give Bradley 
a cushion to work with, as far as housing is con¬ 
cerned. 

"If we are at a high end of our projection of 
incoming students, and we don’t have many no- 
shows, " Gaisky said, "we are going to have a housing 
problem." 

According to Barbara Carraway-Kelch, assistant 
director of residential life, the University can’t make 
any set plans until more is known about the actual 
number of enrollments. 

According to Carraway-Kelch, the University 
doesn’t want to make promises it can’t keep. "We will 
look at the figures in March and April. Then we will 
make some solid decisions." 

The number of expected freshmen has already 
had an effect on Bradley. The University will be hav¬ 
ing the housing sign-ups later than usual, according to 


Carraway-Kelch. "This way we can make decisions 
based on the number of students staying in the 
dorms." 

"We are also surveying the students currently liv¬ 
ing in the dorms," Gaisky said. This is another way 
of finding out how many students will be staying in 
the dorms." 

According to Gaisky, the former Delta Zeta 
sorority house will be used to house 40 freshmen next 
fall. "This will give us a little more leeway to work 
with," Gaisky said. 

One thing that the University will not be doing is 
putting three freshmen in one room. 

"Several years ago we tried tripling up students, 
but it was totally unsuccessful," Caraway-Kelch said. 

Heitz Hall, which now houses mostly freshmen 
and a few upperclassmen, will be all freshmen next 
year, Carraway-Kelch said. Another option according 
to both Gaisky and Carraway-Kelch is the remote pos¬ 
sibility of letting sophomores live off campus. 

"Along with this, the University is also weighing 
the option of capping enrollment to a number that 
Bradley will operate well at," Gaisky said. 

Whatever the final number of new students is, it 
will be more than Bradley has dealt with in the past 
few years, and the University will have to find some¬ 
where to house the students. 

"If we get greedy and except more than we can 
handle," Gaisky said, "this will limit our ability to 
give the incoming students the best housing we have 
to offer."

Party etiquette gone 
from social functions 


People come to school for a variety of reasons: to get an 
education; to get a good job; to get away from home and develop 
independence. But another reason is to party oneself silly; to see 
just how many brain cells can be obliterated in a four or five year 
period.

There are likely many reasons for this, such 
as more individual responsibility, liability concerns and alcohol 
awareness. One reason oft overlooked is t^havior and manners of 
festivity-frequenters. To put it in the vernacular, party etiquette is 
sadly lacking on carnpus. 

Many students seem to have forgotten they are guests at all¬ 
campus parties. No one owes students free beer. It’s not written in 
any organization’s by-laws that they must have two parties per 
semester. 

The rude and belligerent behavior of many pernicious par¬ 
ty goers reflects poorly on those individuals responsible, their 
organizations and the student body as a whole. Guidelines 
desperately need to be established. 

First, picking a fight with a member of the group hosting the 
party is not only illogical, but downright stupid. It is amazing the 
number of fools who start throwing words or fists knowing they’re 
only asking for trouble. 

It’s also pretty rude to insult the hosts or their affiliates. Not 
only is it rude, but hypocritical. Someone can say, 'This beer 
sucks," but notice they drink plenty of it; or 'This party sucks," 
but they happen to be there.

Dear Editor, 

As of February 25, almost 100 peo¬ 
ple have been killed; over 60 have 
been shot by Israeli Army and by 
settlers; over 30 have died by other 
means which range from being beaten 
to death by soldiers to dying from 
exposure to massive concentrations of 
tear gas. 

A member of recent physicians for 
Human Rights Delegationk, Jack 
Geiger called the beatings *an uncon¬ 
trolled epidemic of violence by the 
army and the police. * 

By February 25, 20 people, mostly 
infants, have died after being exposed 
to high concentrations of tear gas in 
enclosed spaces. In addition at least 
100 women in the last stages of preg¬ 
nancy have lost their babies in utero 
after exposure to tear gas in high con¬ 
centrations. 

What can we in the United States do 
about it? The tear gas implicated in 
these deaths is manufactured in the 
U.S" in Salzburg, PA; many of the 
cannisters are marked *MFG 1988. *

Dear Editor, 

I was amused by the views of my 
colleague, Professor Cohen, in the 
February 12 issue of the Scout, which 
he sounded like an Israeli official 
releasing a communique placing the 
*conftised* Arabs as the main obstacle 
towards peace, while the *civilized* 
Israelis are frustrated with the state of 
confusion. 

Let’s try to identify what really are 
the different definitions of peace in the 
Israeli society: Is it the peace of those 
Israelis that believe the biblical right 
defines greater Israeli from the 
Euphratis to the Nile? Is it the peace of 
those that believe the West Bank and 
Gaza are part of greater Israeli? Or is 
it the peace of those who think Jordan 
is their biblical right? I truly believe 
that the morality of a society that can 
justify the Palestinian tragedy should be 
subjected to a reevaluation process in 
which the Israeli society as a whole can 
come to terms with their role in creat¬ 
ing the Palestinian diaspora and stop 
blaming it on^he *Arabs. * 

The killings of Palestinians by Arab 
regimes have been cited by Dr. Cohen 
and somehow the citations neglected 
the ugliest massacre against Palestini¬ 
ans in the history of the Palestinian 
tragedy; namely Sabra and Shatila mas¬ 
sacre, which was orchestrated by Ariel 
Sharon, a national hero is Israel. In 
any case, do the cited incidences justify 
the cruelty of the Israelis against the 
Palestinians? If so, then given the 
Nazis crimes against Jews in Europe, 


does that justify the treatment of Soviet 
Jews? In civilized society, like the 
United States, the killing of one inno¬ 
cent person is a crime. 

It is shocking to me that a scholar 
such as Professor Cohen thinks he can 
get away with an obsolete propaganda 
stunt that tries to classify Palestinian 
Christians as non-Arabs. Allow me to 
set the record straight. Before the crea¬ 
tion of the state of Israel, the popula¬ 
tion of Palestine was 96% Arabs and 
4% Jews. The Palestinian Arabs are 
either Christian or Moslems, but 
regardless of their religious affinity, 
both are Arabs. The sufferings from 
the Israeli oppression are equally felt 
by Christian and Moslem Palestinians. 
The Palestinian Jews are a very small 
minority in today’s Israeli Society.

In the mid-sixties, the DePintos 
warned about *hurting your cause*. If 
such liberals truly believed in the 
Cause, they’d actively work for it, 
instead of, in the role of spectator, 
specifying just what actions or words 
protestors should perform to help their 
cause. This attitude ^ys more about 
the Cautioner than about the protestors. 

*Look how far blacks have come!* 
It’s we whites who have come far— 
Away from telling black Americans 
where they could eat, sleep, buy or 
rent, go to school, etc. And we didn’t 
take our feet off their necks out of the 
goodness of our hearts, but because 
they finally were willing to die in the 
streets, realizing there was no other 
way. And because the new art of telev¬ 
ision showed what went on when 
whites did their thing for all America 
to see. And not just in the South. Pro¬ 
gress does not roll in inevitably, espe¬ 
cially when we are satisfied to taper off 
from evil, instead of ceasing* and 
desisting. 

The thinly-veiled attack on Dr. 
Norris Clark, former Director of Black 
Studies, poses these questions: Why do 
such directors leave after a short 
period? Why does Bradley have a 
problem retaining such directors? Why 
did most of the courses he submitted 
not get implemented? Of course. Dr. 
Clark also saw *how far blacks have 
come.* He experienced it first hand in 
downtown Peoria, and saw the estab¬ 
lishment defend itself. (The particular 
business that he charged with discrimi¬ 
nation, evidently got that message of 
another kind of *trickle-down * from 
Reaganism: if racism is respectable. 


can sexism be far behind? They since 
then have been charged with THAT 
twin evil.) 

The plague of Social Darwinism 
infects this country. The source of the 
problem IS the unemployed, the home¬ 
less, etc. and the burden of change is 
on them: *Why don’t you students 
CHOOSE to swell the ranks of blacks 
with PH.D.s?* Faced with this crude 
a-social idea, this concept of free will 
unencumbered by environment or 
unequal opportunity, the black children 
living in poverty today (one in two) 
might ask with the clear-eyed question¬ 
ing of children: 

*You self-styled hon-racists, how are 
you different from the Arlan Nation, 
the K.K.K., who would say we are 
genetically and culturally inferior, if 
you don’t see poverty, discrimination 
and Reagan’s anti-poor, anti-black, 
anti-women policies as THE REA¬ 
SON?* 

The oppressed, here and throughout 
the world, are warning us: They are 
no longer content to pose in pic¬ 
turesque squalor and starve in heroic 
attitudes. Up close, middle-class Amer¬ 
icans are afraid they could become 
poor, so there goes *picturesque*. 
And, the Principal Joe Clarks trying to 
deal with the warehouse ghetto school 
systems, and the Clara Hales mothering 
the drug-babies, may be heroes to the 
Reagans, but they are seen as only 
emptying the ocean with a tea cup to 
the fed-up.

Bush, Simon winners in Bradley caucus

George Bush and Paul Simon were the big 
winners Tuesday as over 200 students flexed their pol¬ 
itical muscle by voting in Bradley University’s 
Presidential Mock Election. 

On the Republican side. Vice President Bush 
won a narrow decision over Senate Minority Leader 
Robert Dole of Kansas. Bush garnered 43 percent of 
the vote while Dole got 40 percent. * 

Rep. Jack Kemp of New York, who earlier this 
week pulled out of a scheduled Wednesday appear¬ 
ance at Bradley, received 13 percent of the student 
vote. The Rev. Pat Robertson trailed the field with a 
four-percent showing. 

In the Democratic race, Illinois favorite son can¬ 
didate Sen. Paul Simon took 37 percent of the vote 
for the victory. Massachusetts Gov. Michael Dukakis 
finished second with 26 percent. 

The rest of the Democrats shaped up this way: 
Jesse Jackson ~ 19 percent; Gary Hart — 12 percent; 
Missouri Congressman Richard Gephardt — 5 percent; 
and Tennessee Senator Albert Gore with one percent. 



Attendance policy not sought

Rumors that a classroom attendance 
policy may surface at Bradley caught two 
administrators by surprise. 

Both Dr. Kalman Goldberg, acting pro¬ 
vost and vice president for academic affairs, 
and Dr. Alan Gaisky, associate provost for 
student affairs, were unaware of any possi¬ 
ble attendance policy at the University: 'It’s 
news to me,'" Goldberg said: It was also 
news to Gaisky. Both said they do not 
believe an attendance policy at Bradley 
would ever develop. 

"It is not an agenda topic,'" Goldberg 
said, meaning that the possible policy will 
not be discussed. Both Gaisky and Goldberg 
said they would not approve any type of an 
all- university attendance policy. "I believe 
college students are adult enough to take on 
the responsibility of going to class," Gaisky 
said. 

Goldberg feels a faculty member should 
make the choice of implementing their own 


attendance policy if they wish. "I believe a 
faculty member should use his own discre¬ 
tion," Goldberg said. 

Gaisky said certain classes call for reg¬ 
ular attendance. "Some classes are geared 
toward attendance," Gaisky said. "A student 
who has a lab could not pass unless he 
attends regularly." 

Both Goldberg and Gaisky believe the 
student makes his own attendance policy. "A 
student who cuts class regularly probably 
does not want to learn," Gaisky said. "An 
attendance policy won’t help the chronic 
cutter," Goldberg said. 

Gaisky believes an attendance policy 
would turn a college atmosphere into a high 
school atmosphere. Goldberg agreed and 
added that a student has to make a commit¬ 
ment to go to class and learn on his own. 
Neither believe that there is a problem with 
students attending classes. 


Soviets changing for the better

Under the leadership of General Secre¬ 
tary Mikhail Gorbachev, the Soviet Union is 
slowly making changes in their society, said 
an expert on the Soviet Union Monday 
night. 

Dr. Dick Farkas, a Soviet specialist and 
professor of political science at DePaul 
University, told a group of Bradley students 
and faculty at Jobst Hall, that the changes 
are partly due to a spirit of "Glasnost," 
meaning openness. 

"Glasnost is really a conunitment by 
the Soviet leadership to do some things that 
they had not done before," Farkas said. 
"The Soviet leadership is making an effort to 
make economic reforms, as well as making 
the Soviet government more accessible." 

According to Farkas, the Soviet leader¬ 
ship is considering the idea of stimulating 
agricultural production by offering incen¬ 
tives. Farkas called''this the "measured 
privatization of agriculture." The more pro¬ 


ductive a farmer is in the Soviet Union, the 
more he could expect to earn. 

"Life for the Soviet citizen is better 
than before," Farkas said, "and one of the 
reasons for this is that the Soviet people are 
more free to be evaluative of the govern¬ 
ment. " 

According to Farkas, Soviet people are 
in support of Gorbachev more than any 
Soviet leader in recent history. 

The new leadership under v^orbachev 
has not been passive in helping their society 
move toward their goals, according to Far¬ 
kas. 

"But there is skepticism about the capa¬ 
bility of the system to reach those goals," 
Farkas said. "TTie Soviet people should not 
be blinded by overblown objectives wrapped 
in the illusions of achievements." 

"The Soviet Union has to stop compar¬ 
ing itself to the Western countries, and com¬ 
pare itself with its prior history," Farkas 
said.

The day after Spring Break ends 
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Linda Lavin lives 
life of drama, fame

"Early to rise. Early to bed. In 
and between I cooked and cleaned 
and played in Peoria ... " 

Well, that’s not how Linda 
Lavin originally sang the theme 
song. To those of you who 
watched the long running sit-com 
"Alice," which Lavin starred in. 
The words were a little different, 
but the purpose was the same. 

Lavin is the 1988 Richard and 
Gretchen Iben Lecturer. The lec¬ 
tureship series was established in 
1984 by Gretchen Iben in memory 
of her husband, to further provide 
Bradley theater students with 
demonstrations from acclaimed 
individuals in the theater. 

Tuesday night’s performance by 
Lavin, entitled "Peoria meets 
Linda Lavin," was a question and 
answer period with the audience. It 
ended with Lavin reading an 
excerpt from her Tony award win¬ 
ning performance in Neil Simon’s 
"Broadway Bound." 

Lavin, bom and raised in Port¬ 
land, Maine, said she literally 
"sang before she spoke," and that 
she used to stand in her crib and 
sing "God Bless America" and 
'The 3 Little Fishes." 

She loved singing and acting 
and performing for her family, but 
when it came to piano lessons, she 
hated it. 

Lavin described the incident 
that ended her piano career as the 
week before a major recital. She 
was at her sister’s house and 
accidentally cut off the tip of her 
finger. This, said Lavin, "was God 
telling me not to go into piano." 

She acted her way through high 
school, never getting the leads in 
plays—always playing second 
banana, and "couldn’t wait to get 
out. 

Lavin enrolled at William and 
Mary College after graduation, and 
in the first play of the year, she 
got the lead. Earning the lead as a 
freshman was something that had 
not been done at the college in 15 
years. 

When Lavin wasn’t acting in 
plays, she learned behind the 
scenes work: stage direction, 
props, lighting, etc. 


Upon graduation, Lavin went to 
New York to work. It took 10 
years for her to be recognized. 

She spent a year in California 
when "New York Theater took a 
break from life." While in Califor¬ 
nia, she won a part in a pilot, and 
though that didn’t sell, Warner 
Bros, executives were impressed 
enough to offer her a contract for 
the development of her own series. 

This was 1974, and Lavin 
wanted to develop a comedy about 
a contemporary woman in the ’70s.

Enrollment up in STD class

'^ou know more about your plants than you do 
about your vagina,'^ is the title of a movie shown in 
one of Bradley University’s fastest growing courses. 
Sexually Transmitted Diseases. 

The class, offered by the department of nursing, 
has seen a 350 percent increase in enrollment since its 
beginning seven years ago. Last semester the course 
added four sections to its schedule. 

"Students have found an interest; they want to 
have control and an idea of what is out there," said 
Linda Anglin, a nursing professor who teaches the 
course. 

Anglin said the focus of the course is on "con¬ 
sumerism." Students learn where they can receive 
services and counseling in the local area. She believes 
many students don’t know about diese services and 
they hesitate to act in time. 

Residence hall assistants encourage freshmen to 
enroll in the course, according to Anglin. 

"Freshmen encounter new situations when being 
away from home and independent; there’s a lot of 
experimentation," Anglin said. 

The one credit course meets once a week to dis¬ 
cuss all aspects of sexually transmitted diseases 
(STD’s). The course covers birth control, local ser¬ 
vices, and STD treatment, according to Bonnie Enter, 
director of the campus wellness program. 

"Kids think they know their bodies but they 
don’t, it’s as simple as that," Enter said. 

The class has equal proportion of males to 
females, according to Enter. Ninety percent of her 
class is non-nursing majors. 

"Men are realizing their responsibility as sexual 
partners," Enter said. 

Last semester the courses enrolled 77 students, 
and this semester 75 have enrolled. Seven years ago, 
when the program started, it sparked interest for only 
17 students. 

The course was started during the Spring of 
1981, through the efforts of Amy Slevin, nursing pro¬ 


fessor, Enter said. "Slevin was certified in conununi- 
cable diseases, and later became the director of the 
Peoria Health Department. 

"Slevin anticipated the interest for a educational 
course before any one else had the idea." 

Vicky Wood, a senior special education major, 
took the course last semester. She found the course 
helped to eliminate her preconceptions of STD’s. 

"The class wasn’t personal, she would just give 
us the facts," Wood said. "It was pretty educational." 

Wood said that at first she was speaking about 
sex in a classroom of three males and nine females. 
But students soon adapted to the subject, she said. 

"I remember them showing a movie called ‘You 
know more about your plants than about your vagina,’ 
I leaned over to the guy sitting next to me and said 
‘But my plants are dead,’" Wood said. 

Wo^ believes everyone in her classroom came 
away with a better understanding of STD’s. 

Bradley University Health Center has seen no 
‘Substantial increase or decrease in STD testing in the 
past year, according to Nursing Director Phyllis 
Fomoff. 

"Things have remained pretty status quo every 
semester," Fomoff said. 

Fomoff estimates that around 10 students are 
tested for STD’s each week at the Health Center. The 
Health Center gives free pregnancy test and preg¬ 
nancy counseling. It receives about five students each 
month for pregnancy tests. 

Since the Hedth Center is affiliated with St. 
Francis Medical Center, a Catholic Hospital, the 
center will not supply birth control service to stu¬ 
dents. 

Walgreens Drug Store, two blocks from 
Bradley’s campus, has seen a 10 percent increase in 
their condom sale recently, said the store’s manager 
Bill Cash. 

"There is an increase in sales of condoms, but 
these drop off when Bradley University is not in ses¬ 
sion," Cash said.

JERUSALEM (AP) - The Cabinet 
Wednesday refused to endorse a 
U.S. plan designed to end more 
than three months of violence in 
the Israeli-occupied lands, where 
army gunfire wounded four Pales¬ 
tinians during clashes. 

Palestinians staged a general 
strike today in observance of 
"martyrs’ day," commemoration 
the 83 Arabs Idlled since the anti¬ 
occupation unrest began Dec. 8. 

Hospital officials and the Arab- 
mn Palestine Press Service said 
Israeli soldiers show four Palestini¬ 
ans, ranging in age from 13 to 27, 
in the legs during a confrontation 
in the occupied West Bank’s Faraa 
refugee camp, six miles north of 
Nablus. 

Three were also hit by mbber 
bullets. 

In classes near Qaldilya in the 
West Bank, the arab agency said 


Israeli armored personnel carriers 
for the first time fired small peb¬ 
bles at demonstrators. 

The army had no comment, but 
the Israeli Daily Haaretz said the 
army was experimenting with a 
new riot control weapon a gun that 
fires gravel. 

CHICAGO (AP) - It was a bird, a 
plane — no, it was a man with 
combat boots parachuting off a 
downtown building — onto the 
hood of a car in rush hour. 

Chicago police Tuesday were 
looking for the parachutist who 
fled after doing several hundred 
dollars damage to the 1978 BMW, 
said Officer William Brown. 

Brown said the parachutist 
could face disorderly conduct or 
reckless conduct charges for his 
actions Monday. 

"He’s got to be crazy pulling a 
stunt like that in rush hour," said 
Brown.

said. 'We’re a lot more experi¬ 
enced now than we were then.'’ 

They’re also on a roll — some¬ 
thing the other team may not have 
been. The Braves have won 11 
straight games since losing to 
DePaul on Feb. 10. 

'’As long as we keep winning 
and doing the things we’re doing 
well,'’ point guard Anthony 
Manuel said, 'T think we’re going 
to surprise a lot of people. ” 

But can the 26-4 Braves 

surprise people all the way to Kan¬ 
sas City, the site of this year’s final 
four?

Creighton coach Tony Barone, 
an assistant at Bradley for seven 
years, was optimistic about the 
Braves’ tournament chances after 
they beat his team 101-77 Sunday. 

"I really believe teams that 
have not seen Bradley are gonna 
be shocked," Barone said. "Film 
doesn’t do any justice in telling 
how good this team is, how good 
Hersey is. Whenever you have a 
superstar like Hawkins and a great 
point guard like Manuel, I really 
think you have a heck of a shot to 
go as far as you want to. 

Add Ron Greene, coach of 
Indiana State (93-74 losers Satur¬ 
day), to the list of believers. 

"They’re in a category with 
Oklahoma and Nevada-Las 
Vegas," Greene said. 'They have 
that type of explosiveness. As far 
as the final four, I would hope 
they have a chance. 

"A lot will depend on the draw. 
Tve seen teams that weren’t final 
four teams get good seeds and 
make it. A lot will depend on how 
well they shoot the bdl. I thought 
they played well tonight. If they 
play like that against other ball 
clubs, they have a chance at the 
final four." 

Bradley coach Stan Albeck was 
hesitant to make predictions on 
where or how far his team would 
go in the tournament after winning 
the Valley title. 

"I think that we’ll be well 
represented in the tournament," he 
said. "As far as where we go, you 
just play who the assignment has 
given you. You don’t worry about 
anything else. There’s no way you 
can speculate where you’re going. 

"TTie expectations are high for 
us, we’ve been a target for the 
entire season. And what I like 
about this team is that they’ve 
faced adversity all year long ... 
and they’ve whipped it." 

And Albeck also likes going 
into the tournament with a senior¬ 
laden squad. 

'They know that from this 
point on this might be the last 
game they play," Albeck said. 
"The seniors have really dedicated 
themselves to playing for a long 
time."

A 89-87 loss to Indiana State 
Feb. 23, ended a four-year career 
of basketball at Bradley for three 
Lady Braves. 

Seniors Shell! Brand, Nancy 
Zoros, and Audrey DeClue, each 
four-year letter winners, were 
honored before Sunday’s game 
with a bouquet of flowers. 

Lacking juniors on the squad, 
the three seniors were heavily 
looked upon for guidance from the 
underclassmen. Although second 
year coach Lisa Boyer has been 
with them for a short while, she 
admits it will be difficult to look 
onto the court and not see them 
there. 

In nine offensive and defensive 
categories kept by Bradley, Brand 
leaves placing in the top 10 of all 
of them, including: second on the 
Lady Braves’ all-time scoring list, 
finishing with a career total of 
1,605 points, second only to Rox¬ 
anne Grabow’s mark of 1,679; first 
in rebounding with 679; first in 
free throws with 328, and first in 
steals with 293. 

Boyer knows she will be hard 
pressed to replace the all¬ 
conference player. "Not only 
because what she does in games, 
but what she does in practice," 
Boyer said. 

"She plays hard all the time... 
The best thing about Shell! is that 
she has made our younger kids 
better. You put a Val Wancket 
guarding Shell! every day in prac¬ 
tice, Val Wancket is going to get a 
lot better." Early in the season 
when Wancket questioned why she 
was always assigned to Braud, 
Boyer replied: "You’re guarding 
her because she is the best, and 
you’re going to get better because 
of that," and she has. I don’t know 
how to explain it. She challenges 
these guys everyday." 

Although, having placed in 
every major category in Bradley’s 
all-time record book, Braud leaves 
the courts not quite satisfied. 'T 
wish we could have won more 
games this year and made it to the 
tournament," Braud said. 

Braud admits that basketball is 
something that she has been 


involved with all her life, how¬ 
ever, the education major is now 
ready to pursue other interests. "I 
would like to get a job as a 
teacher," Braud said. 

Bradley also will lose another 
guard and offensive weapon in 
Zoros. Introduced as the little 
"field general" in the pre-game 
ceremonies, Zoros, a point guard 
standing at only 5-foot-4, has made 
many big baskets in her career as a 
three-point sharp-shooter. She set a 
school record of seven three- 
pointers in a game Feb. 13 against 
the University of Northern Iowa, 
and now ranks fifth on the Lady 
Braves’ all-time top 10 assist list 
with 277, 13 behind teammate 
Braud. 

"I guess that because she is so 
small when she makes those big 
plays it is really special," Boyer 
said. 

After waiting patiently for three 
years to start on a regular basis, 
Zoros got her wish this past season 
and is still finding it hard to 
believe that the season has ended. 

"It was depressing," Zoros said 
of her feeling before the final 
game. 'T just couldn’t believe it. 
Things were just starting to come 
together." 

After eight years of basketball, 
including high school, Zoros will 
not just drop her favorite pastime 
cold turkey. She alluded to the fact 
that she would like to play in the 
summer leagues near her home in 
Morton Grove. 

Another Lady Brave who 
played well beyond her given size 
is DeClue. The 5-foot-10 
center/forward ended her career 
with 403 rebounds, placing eighth 
among the Lady Braves’ all-time 
top 10 rebounders and sixth in free 
throws with 182. For the past two 
seasons, DeClue led the Lady 
Braves in field goal percentage, 
shooting .564 and .479 this past 
season. 

"She’s got some incredible 
moves," Boyer said.

With Jackson and Hawkins car-* 
rying the scoring load and 
Anthony Manuel dishing out nine 
first-half assists, the Braves led 
37-29 at halftime. 

"If you take away the first 5 or 
6 minutes where we’re nine down, 
they outscored us one in the next 
15 minutes," Donewald said. "But 
they were just simply quicker from 


had seen a lot of those things hap¬ 
pen in the NBA and I had 
flashbacks to those where there 
were serious injuries." 

Hawkins said he bumped knees 
with an ISU player while attempt¬ 
ing to break free for the pass. 

"My thought? That I had to get 
up off the floor," Hawkins said 
after the game. '1 wasn’t going to 
sit out this game no matter what." 

He didn’t sit out long, but Haw¬ 
kins never really got back on track 
and finished with 29 points — still 
the game-high. While he struggled 
until late in the second half, his 
teammates proved to a (ESPN-TV) 
national audience that there was 
more to Bradley than Hawkins. 

Luke Jackson, the principle 
benefactor of an Albeck offensive 
switch, hit six straight shots and 
scored 14 of his 16 points in the 
first half. The 6-foot-8 sophomore 
scored eight points off the fast 
break and four from the outside. 

"Jackson gave them a good lift 
tonight," ISU coach Bob 
Donewald said. "I think that kid is 
maturing. He’ll be one of the 
premier big men in our league in 
the years to come." 

But during the first half the 
center looked like a guard racing 
down the court past Redbird 
defenders. On Monday Albeck 
changed the offense to have Jack- 
son release early down the floor 


the beginning. We just never were 
quite able to catch up." 

And Illinois State sharpshooters 
Jeff Harris and Matt Taphom 
never got going. The two seniors, 
who Albeck prepared his defense 
to stop, shot a combined 3-for-24. 

"Defensively I thought we just 
took them absolutely out of their 
game," Albeck said. "We geared 
.up and got down in the trenches 
and maybe played our best basket¬ 
ball game of the season. And that’s 
a great way to go into any tourna¬ 
ment. " 

Credit Manuel, who continually 
hounded Harris. The Redbirds’ 
leading scorer was held to two 
points on 1-for-13 shooting. 

"Harris is not a great shooter 
when he has to put the ball on the 
floor," Manuel said. "Coach just 
wanted me to stay on his right 
hand and make him dribble the 
ball and I think I did a pretty good 
job." 

The sellout crowd of 10,570 
watched as the Braves pulled away 
in the second half. While holding 
the Redbirds to 36 percent 
second-half shooting, the Braves 
shot 50 percent and went on a 21-8 
tear to lead 70-47. 

Hawkins, Manuel and Donald 
Powell (13 points, 8 rebounds) 
were named to the All-Tournament 
Team. Hawkins was selected the 
Most Outstanding Player.

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VPAA candidates narrowed following campus visits

Three candidates remain eligi¬ 
ble for the position of vice 
president and provost for academic 
affairs. 

Doug Bross, student body 
president and member of the 
search committee, said the com¬ 
mittee met Tuesday and reduced 
the number of finalists from four 
to three. However, because the 
candidates have not been notified, 
he could not release the name of 
the candidate who has been elim¬ 
inated. 

Each of the four candidates was 
on campus for two-day visits the 
two weeks before spring break. 
They met with faculty, staff, 
search committee members and 
members of the Board of Trustees. 
They also spoke at campuswide 
open meetings, which no students 
attended. At these meetings they 
answered a variety of questions 
ranging from their views on the 
role of public radio at a university 
to their position on tenure and pro¬ 
motion. 

Below is a synopsis of each 
candidate’s main views. 


Dr. Ronald D. Tallman is the 
provost and vice president for 
academic affairs at Potsdam Col¬ 
lege of the State University of 
New York. 

•He said his leadership style is 
"somewhat low-key." He’s colle-

gial but not authoritarian. Patience 
and an ability to listen are his 
"biggest virtues and flaws." He 
believes in giving straight answers 
when he can, and if he can’t, he’ll 
explain why. 

• "The academic vice president 
nfeeds to be sensitive to the fact 
that the most important people at a 
university are the faculty." 

•In researching Bradley, he 
was "surprised to find out how 
good (we) all are." He said we’re 
well placed in our market. While 
the next 10-15 years will be "har¬ 
rowing for the private sector, it 
probably won’t be for Bradley." 

• "Quality is the watchword," 
according to Tallman, when talk¬ 
ing about faculty. "It’s important to 
look parents in the eye and say our 
education is worth what you pay 
for it. It’s important to justify cost 
by excellence and quality." 

•Tallman places emphasis on 
the fine arts. "For a person to be 
educated, fine arts stand at the 
center. A very well-educated 
engineer would be able to speak 
foreign languages." 

•He said Bradley’s foreign 


language department enrollment is 
too small for universities of this 
type. 

•He’s not a micro manager and 
doesn’t like them, but likes to 
"delegate authority very much" 
and feels "reporting channels are 
important." 

•In regard to tenure and pro¬ 
motion, he said, he is "much more 
interested in what a person’s 
taught, how he’s taught and what 
he wishes to accomplish than in 
what articles they’ve published and 
what civic activities they’re 
involved in." 

Dr. H. Ray Hoops is the asso¬ 
ciate vice chancellor for academic 
affairs for the Oregon State System 
of Higher Education. 

• "The primaiy function at all 
institutions is teaching, followed 
by research, then service." This is 
what he would base tenure and 
promotion on. 

•He has a positive perception 
of the student body, although it is 
"frankly more homogeneous than I 
would like to see." Bradley has a 
sound academic reputation accord¬ 
ing to him, and it "attracts quality

students." 

•A participatory style of 
management is favored by Hoops, 
who says he isn’t low key or low 
profile. He is process oriented and 
doesn’t become emotionally

AP Update 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
cost of mailing a first class letter 
will jump form 22 cents to a quar¬ 
ter on April 3 the U.S. Postal 
Service announced Tuesday. 

The hike is part of an overall 
increase in postage rates, replacing 
charges that have been in effect 
since Feb. 17, 1985. 

The biggest increase will affect 
so-called "junk'' mail, with rates 
for third-class advertising increas¬ 
ing nearly 25 percent. 

Magazines and newspapers will 
pay about 18 percent more, while 
postage charges for individual con¬ 
sumers will climb nearly 15 per¬ 
cent. 

MOSCOW (AP) - In an effort 
to overcome a shortage of good 
books, the government says it will 
publish 3,500 previously banned 
titles and has proposed a new law 
that wiU allow a vanity press. 

Soviets have complained for 
years that while state bookstores 
are overflowing with political 
reflections, moralistic fiction and 
the works of Communist Party 
officials, people are hard pressed 
to lay their hands on the best writ¬ 
ing of Soviet, Russian and foreign 
authors. 

Two newspapers referred to the 
"Txxjk deficit" on Tuesday in 
announcing programs aimed at 
expanding the pool of quality 
literature available at bookshops or 
public libraries. 

The Conununist Party daily 
Pravda said authors willing to risk 
their own money will be able to 
publish their works, sharing in 
earnings from government sales or 
absorbing the loss if the material 
fails to draw a following. 


CAPh CANAVERAL, Fla7 
(AP) - The Army successfully 
test-fired five Pershing 2 missiles 
slated to be banned from deploy¬ 
ment under a treaty with the Soviet 
Union. 

The treaty, signed Dec. 8 by 
President Reagan and Soviet leader 
Mikhail Gorbachev, does not 
require either side to withdraw to 
destroy missiles until it has been 
ratified by both governments. The 
Senate is expected to approve the 
pact in late spring. 

The unarmed missiles were suc¬ 
cessfully fired Monday under 
battlefield conditions, the Army 
said. 

The Pershing is a field missile 
— each of which costs $4 million — 
launched from its own assembly 
that can be carried by a truck. 

The Intermediate-range Nuclear 
Forces, or INF, treaty, calls for 
the destruction of all missiles with 
a range of 3(X) to 3,4(X) miles. 

SPRINGFIELD, El. (AP) - 
Authorities attempted Monday to 
determine how a loaded anti-tank 
rocket launcher got into the hands 
of an 11-year-old boy who thought 
it was a toy bazooka. 

Weapons experts detonated the 
66mm armor-piercing round on 
Sunday at a local gun club after 
the boy’s father alerted police. 

The youth, Dennis Grigg, had 
the anti-tank weapon for a day and 
a half, but hadn’t figured out how 
to fire it, said Chief Deputy Chris 
Kratzer of the Sangamon County 
Sheriff’s Department. 

Had the boy fired the weapon, 
it could have exploded in his face 
because the propellant in the pro¬ 
jectile had leaked out, Kratzer 
said.

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Engineering applications down

Student applications for next 
fall in Bradley University’s college 
of engineering is down according 
to a trend in weekly admission 
reports, while applications for all 
other colleges are up. 

The current reports show a 9.8 
percent drop in engineering appli¬ 
cations compared to last year, 
whereas other colleges have an 
average increase in applications of 
17 percent. The Academic 
Exploration Program (AEP) has 
the largest increase of 36 percent 
from last year. 

"Bradley students are reflecting 
a change in society to more infor¬ 
mational fields and less technical,"' 
said Ray 2Larvell, executive direc¬ 
tor of educational development. 

According to Zarvell, recent 
research done by the American 
Counsel on Education, shows less 
demand upon engineering and 
technical skills and more education 
of business and educational fields. 

"The number of students in 
engineering is dropping nation¬ 
ally,"" said Angela Roberson, asso¬ 
ciate director of enrollment 
management. "There is a rise in 
students seeking business."" 

Brian Welch, admissions coun¬ 
selor in charge of engineering 
applicants, said Bradley is more 
selective to those entering the col¬ 
lege of engineering. 

"This year we are a little more 
stringent on ACT(American col¬ 
lege testing) scores,"" Welch said. 

Students applying for the col¬ 
lege must have at least a composite 
score of 25 on their ACT, plus 
four years of high school math, 
three years of science and one year 
of physics, according to Welch. 

Welch said that ACT scores of 
’ applicants have remained even 
with last year’s cumulative scores 


of 24. ' 

Currently, of the 2,903 appli¬ 
cants for the fall semester, 
engineering has accepted 367 stu¬ 
dents. 


Dean of the College of 
Engineering, Dr. Philip Weinberg, 
was unavailable for comment. He 
will be returning later this week

Part of the problem is the 
increasing number of kids on the 
street who are dealing in drugs and 
who are sometimes better equipped 
than the police.

He also said the remedy of 
tougher judges, more prisons, 
harsher punishments and fewer 
defense lawyers to somehow break 
down the crime wave is prepos¬ 
terous. If punishment is to deter 
people from crime, than it should 
he swift a/jTi not later. 


not prepared to declare a major."

"If Congress called a few 
defense lawyers and social workers 
to get to know the habitual crimi¬ 
nals, they could better nab the 
disease at the root.

Bailey addressed some non- 
traditional remedies that have been 
tried and tried again by politicians 
who keep selling them to the 
American people.

He said 
that until someone is caught, 
lawyers have no effect whatsoever. 

The second drastic remedy 
would be to shut off the cash sup¬ 
ply, which would leave criminals 
confounded. Bailey said that if this 
were to take place, crime would be 
most difficult because there would 
be no place to get it and because 
possession of cash is anonymous. 
He asked, who would rob a bank 
if it only had credit cards and 
checks? 

The bottom line, according to 
Bailey, is that crime must be dealt 
with frc^ni the start.

Ortega, Contras set cease-fire 


SAPOA, Nicaragua (AP) - The 
government and Contra rebels 
agreed to a 60-day cease-fire to 
negotiate an end to their six-year 
war, signing an accord that prom¬ 
ises the rebels a role in 
Nicaragua’s political process. 

The agreement signed late 
Wednesday was the first concrete 
step toward ending the conflict that 
has killed more than 40,000 peo¬ 
ple. 

The cease-fire is to begin April 
1, with negotiators meeting again 
April 6 in Managua to work out a 
permanent truce. 

Daniel Ortega, president of the 
leftist Sandinista government, 
unexpectedly traveled to this small 
village on the Costa Rican border 
for the signing, which followed 
three days of talks. 

He called the plan "a great 
. challenge for all Nicaraguans" and 
called on the United States "to 
support this effort and get ready to 
normalize its relations with 
Nicaragua." 

"I think, I hope and I believe 
that we have made a start, a firm 
start to end this war that is killing 
... sons of the same country, sons 
of the same mothers,’ said Contra 
leader Adolfo Calero. 

Alfredo Cesar, another leader 
of the U.S.-supported rebels, said 
the nine points in the agreement 
"are not solely an opportunity to 


achieve peace and agreement, but 
the only opportunity." 

The agreement, he said, was 
made "among Nicaraguans, full of 
good will and confidence in the 
future." 

Neither the State Department 
nor the White House had any 
immediate comment on the agree¬ 
ment, which calls for the rebels to 
move into specified zones in 
Nicaragua during the first 15 days 
of April. Delegations from both 
sides will return to Sapoa on Mon¬ 
day to determine the zones. 

The Contras also agreed to 
accept only humanitarian aid form 
a neutral organization. This would 
rule out further military aid from 
the United States, which President 
Reagan has tried in vain to secure 
from Congress. U.S. aid ended 
Feb. 29. 

Even before the agreement, 
Democratic leaders of the House 
of Representatives said in 
Washington they would act quickly 
to send food and clothing to the 
Contras if a cease-fire were 
worked out. 

Under the agreement, the San- 
dinistas will on Sunday release 100 
political prisoners and free the 
remaining 1,500 such prisoners at 
a date to be arranged Aoril 6. 

The 1,800 former National 
Guardsmen in prison since the 
Sandinistas overthrew the late 


President Anastasio Somoza 
July 1979 will be released after a 
final truce is worked out. Under 
Somoza, the army was called the 
National Guard. 

The agreement says the San¬ 
dinista government will guarantee 
freedom of expression without res¬ 
trictions, in accordance with a 
regional peace plan signed last 
August by Ortega and the 
presidents of four other Central 
American countries. 

Many press liberties were 
barred in Nicaragua for almost six 
years under a state-of-emergency 
decree that has since been lifted. 

The agreement says the San¬ 
dinista government will grant gra¬ 
dual amnesty and allow all political 
exiles to return to the country 
without fear of persecution and be 
able to participate in the political 
process. 

The government also agreed to 
discuss the issue of military ser¬ 
vice in a national dialogue with the 
internal political opposition. The 
Contras had sought a suspension of 
conscription. 

In Managua, opposition leaders 
hailed the agreement. , 

Eric Ramirez, president of the 
Social Christian Party, said, "It is 
a positive effort. Hopefully it will 
contribute to ending fhe war and to 
the rise of the democratization of 
Nicaragua." 


Child kite flyer reaches new heights 


MOUNTAIN VIEW, Calif. 
(AP) - Little DeAndra Anrig was 
flying her kite when it suddenly 
started to fly her, her parents say. 
It was just a short hop, but one the 
8-year-old isn’t likely to forget. 

A twin-engine plane caught the 
22-pound nylon test line of 
DeAndra’s kite and carried her 
about 100 feet — over her daddy’s 
head and almost into a tree, she 
said Tuesday. 

She let go, but said she was 
still sore after two days rest. The 
plane, meanwhile, is grounded 


because of damage apparently 
caused by getting tangled in the 
kite string. 

DeAndra and her parents, who 
live in the East Bay community of 
Dublin, were picnicking with 
friends at the Shoreline park about 
30 miles south of San Francisco 
and about two miles from the Palo 
Alto Airport Sunday and taking 
turns flying a glider-type kite with 
a 12-foot wingspan. 

While it was DeAndra’s turn, a 
plane descending for the airport 
snapped the line, her parents said.

PANAMA CITY, Panama (AP) 

- Although U.S. sanctions and a 
general strike have devastated 
Panama’s economy, opposition 
leaders said it may take another 
mutiny in the military to drive 
Gen. Manuel Antonio Noriega 
from power. 

As the strike entered its fourth 
day Thursday, a prominent opposi¬ 
tion leader was expected to return 
to join in the fight to oust Noriega, 
the country’s de facto leader and 
head of its 15,0(X)-strong Defense 
Forces. 

Almost all businesses were shut 
down across the country again 
Wednesday. Lacking food and 
money, thousands of people lined 
up at soup kitchens set up by 
churches throughout the country. 

Also Wednesday, the govern¬ 
ment ordered a U.S. diplomat 
expelled, but the State Department 
said in Washington that economics 
counselor David Miller would not 
leave as demanded. The State 
Department said it would ignore 
the order because it considers 
Panamana’s current government 
illegitimate. 

It have the same reason for 
rejecting an earlier attempt to 
expel Terence Kneebone, head of 
the U.S. Information Service in 
Panama. 

In other developments Wednes¬ 
day, a dozen U.S. soldiers were 
detained by Panamanian police, 
and 100 people shouted anti- 
Noriega slogans after a funeral for 
a man killed at an earlier anti- 
government rally. 

Panama is out of cash because 
Washington cut off the supply of 
U.S. dollars, the Panamanian 
national currency, in a bid to drive 
Noriega into exile. The general 
was indicted in the United States 
last month on federal cocaine 
trafficking charges. 

Jose Mulino, an attorney active 
in the opposition National Civic 
Crusade, acknowledged that some 
action from within the Defense 


Forces may be necessary to end 
the monthlong crisis. 

'There are growing pockets 
within the Defense Forces that are 
against Noriega," he said. "What 
we don’t know is if they will act." 

Leaders of the crusade - an alli¬ 
ance of 200 professional, business, 
labor and other groups formed in 
June - suggested some officers 
might fear acting against Noriega 
because of the fate of 11 military 
rebels taken into custody after an 
abortive coup attempt last week.

Oslavo Velasquez, head of the 
Panamanian Committee for Human 
Rights, said Wednesday, "We 
know for certain they are being 
tortured." 

Ricardo Arias Calderon, 
president of the opposition Chris¬ 
tian Democratic Party, told a news 
conference Wednesday in San 
Jose, Costa Rica, that he would 
return to Panama today because: '1 
want to share with the Panamanian 
people in the dramatic days of 
fighting for democratization of the

AUDDC, an all-campus answer¬ 
ing machine, is currently in the 
trial stages. 

The Voice Mail pilot project 
was started in late February for 
use by the administration. The 
current pilot program has been 
opened to selected students and 
campus organizations. 

The pilot program will be used 
by faculty and staff, random stu¬ 
dents and resident advisors, and 
campus organizations including .the - 
Student Senate, The Bradley Scout, 
IFC/Panhel, and ACBU. 

The system will act as a giant 
answering machine. The user may 
call the system and leave a mes¬ 
sage for any faculty member, stu¬ 
dent or organization. 

This can also be reversed and 
be used for outgoing messages for 
fac^ty and campus organizations. 
A possibility may include movie 
listings by ACBU. 

The system will also include a 
future message option. If a mes¬ 
sage needs to be sent in two 
weeks, the computer may be 


instructed to relay the message at 
that time. 

The biggest advantage of 
AUDIX will be the easy access 
into the system. 

Benjamin Mayer, Campus 
Development Sub-committee 
Chairman for Student Senate said, 
'"Audix will be used to increase 
communication between students, 
faculty and staff. 

The system will be worthwhile 
if the demand is there, Mayer said 
Like any other computer con 
trolled system, there are com 
mands. ''After using it a few 
times it will be easy," Mayer said 
If the University decides to 
open AUDIX to the students, there 
will be a fee similar to a call 
waiting charge. 

Another advantage to Voice 
Mail is the minimal cost to faculty 
and students. There is no person^ 
cost of owning an answering 
machine, and messages may be left 
for the future in addition to the 
present.

involved in a single result, but in a 
process. "I like the process of give 
and take." 

•He has an open door policy 
with students. "I will see any stu¬ 
dent whenever they want to see 
me. It often works better to talk to 
students when they’re angry." 

•Although Hoops said the pro¬ 
vost is not the major conduit to 
students, he would like certain 
types of formal contact with stu¬ 
dents, such as through Student 
Senate.

•She had heard of Bradley’s

participation/democratic style in 
which he "solicits and elicits views 
and creates an environment to dis¬ 
cuss issues when it comes time to 
make decisions." 

•In tenure/promotion situations, 
Watson would prefer the good 
teacher over the good researcher. 
"If he can’t make it in a classroom, 
he shouldn’t be at an institution 
like this." But he also does look at 
the Gestalt total-person theory and 
a person’s teaching, research and 
service experience.

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Futuristic holograms shatter old art rituals

The traditional ritual of stand¬ 
ing in front of a work of art and 
staring at it for at least 20 minutes 
while trying to find its meaning 
has been shattered by a new exhi¬ 
bit at the Lakeview Museum of 
Arts and Sciences. 

The best way to appreciate 
"Holography: Images by D.E. 
Tyler" is to stand, sit, squat, 
gawk, walk and peer at these 
futuristic images of the colorful 
and eerie holograms. 

Holograms, or Holography, is a. 
medium that brings together sci¬ 
ence and art by bringing three- 
dimensional information about an 
object or subject, then recorded on 
a light sensitive emulsion using 
special coherent properties of laser 
light to produce the finished 
image. 

The most common uses of 
holograms today are on greeting 
cards, magazine covers (the 1985 
National Geographic cover of the 
hologramed skull appears at 
Lakeview), children’s stickers and 
many major credit cards (because 
holograms contain a lot of infor¬ 
mation in a very discrete form they 
are difficult to forge). 

The exhibit, running until April 
17, consists not only of Tyler’s 
works, but also an incredible 
group of various holography 
artists. "Daughter of Icarus" by 
Anait Stephens is an integral or 
"multiplex " hologram created from 
cinema imagery and is a special¬ 
ized process that combines the 
visual technologies of holography 
and film. This cylinder of rotating 
plexiglass has imprisoned a tiny 


image of a woman flying through 
the air to be envision^ only when 
the viewer- finds the right angle 
upon which to see it. 

This, like the other works, 
seem to be a kind of mystery and 
delight to its audience’s senses. To 
view a hologram is a physical 
experience. As the exhibit bro¬ 
chure expresses, "Unlike cubist 
conceptions or those of film and 
video, which fuse time sequen¬ 
tially, the classical transmission 
hologram fuses time simultane¬ 
ously, thus creating a unique sense 
of totality and corr^leteness." 

Upon walking by "Emma Jane" 
by Edwina Orr, the frame is only 
black, but upon closer inspection I 
found an image of a young girl 
dressed in gold, peering out with 
mysterious eyes. These holograms 
are so lifelike they seem to want to 
jump out of their scientific 
environment and shake you. 
Another one of Orr’s works, 
"Campari and Soda," was a per¬ 
sonal favorite that demonstrated 
the precise pouring of a drink that 
looked so real I thought the liquor 
would spill on the floor. 

In addition to the varied types 
of holograms in the first part of the 
exhibit, the second set of holo¬ 
grams by D.E. Tyler were a bit 
disappointing. 

Tyler teaches photography and 
holography at St. Mary’s College 
in Notre Dame, Ind. Tyler’s 
involvement with holography 
began nearly six years ago and 
since that time his works have 
been exhibited in museums and 
galleries in Japan, Canada, Ger¬ 
many and England, as well as 


throughout the United States. 

"As we travel through the 
diaphonous spaces of a hologram 
we converse with it and its maker 
in sublime fashion reconstructing 
its form and verifying our mutual' 
existence in the process," Tyler 
said. 

After all the sensory shock , in 
the first part of the exhibit, Tyler’s 
work was a holographic jungle of 
geometric images separated by bits 
of black, yellow and red borderline 
tape, mixed with bits of paper and 
hung in clear frames. 

Tyler’s holographic images in 
this exhibition are constructed by a 
collage technique that are then 
turned into nonrepresentational 
compositions. I think this is what 
makes Tyler’s works not as appeal¬ 
ing to me than the rest. His sense 
of the geometric and organized 
patterns are not as interesting just 
because they seem to get very 
repetitious. 

One of the many series in this 
exhibit include, "Dream 
Passages/Equations of Time," 
which, after experiencing the first 
two in the series, became boring 
and ordinary. Although all of this 
would show a true understanding 
and appreciation of the art form, I 
found the first part of the exhibit 
to be much more fun and 
scientifically appealing. 

Lakeview gallery hours are 
Tuesday through Saturday from 10 
a.m. to 5 p.m., Sunday from noon 
to 5 p.m. and Wednesday from 7 
to 9 p.m. 


Panspermist predicts interplanetary transportation

He’s an Irish-Catholic, a 
staunch democrat, a panspermist 
and a professor of physics and 
astronomy. He is Dr. John Kenny. 

Bom in Ireland, Kenny moved 
to the United States when he was 
10. Kenny’s father was encouraged 
to leave Ireland due to his political 
activities with the IRA. Not only 
does Kenny have well-established 
opinions of the Universe and 
extra-terrestrials, but he is an 
active supporter of the democratic 
party. 

When asked if he believes in 
life in other star systems, Kenny 
gave a resounding yes. He claims 
to be a panspermist, which is a 
believer in life everywhere. Kenny 
said, however, he is not sure what 
the other life forms are like — 
whether they are similar or drasti¬ 
cally different from our own. 

Also, Kenny is a "creative evo¬ 
lutionist " and supports the "big 
bang" theory. He believes in an 
ideal world and considers himself 
a Platoist. According to Kenny, 
God is constantly creating, the 
universe is constantly expanding 
and "time is creation or is nothing 
at all." 

Concerning the future of space 
advancement, Kenny, 49, said that 
possibly by 2010, man will have 
landed on Mars and colonize. He 
said, "I hope we’re not imperialists 
when we do that (colonize other 
planets). I hate imperialism." 


I By 2010, Kenny says starships 
I will be launched into space to tran¬ 
sport people from earth to other 
planets provided that "we don’t 
elect another republican candi- 
I date." 

I In addition to the colonization 
of other planets, Kenny predicts 
space stations will provide addi¬ 
tional living quarters in the future. 
Japan is the most serious about 
establishing space cities and 
already have three or four in pro¬ 
duction, according to Kenny. 

Although he has never seen a 
UFO or extra-terrestrial, he 
believes "there are some real good 
cases" in favor of their existence, 
and he doesn’t believe them to be 
merely a psychosis. 

Kenny grew up in St. Louis 
and did his undergraduate work at 
St. Louis University. He fulfilled 
his graduate work at New York 
University and Clemson Univer¬ 
sity. While attending graduate 
school, Kenny worked at Sperry 
Raud Corporation. He continued to 
work there after graduation as a 
Systems Electronics^ Engineer. He 
then worked at McDonnell Doug¬ 
las and was responsible for the 
rendezvous radar project used on 
the Gemini and Apollo spacecrafts. 
Twenty years ago, Kenny began 
teaching at Bradley. 

Due to his involvement in the 
space programs, Kenny proudly 
admits he has met John Glenn and 
seven other prominent astronauts. 

Through his political 
involvement, Kenny has had his 
picture taken with the former 
mayor of Chicago Richard Daley 
and former president Jimmy Car¬ 
ter. Also, Kenny coordinated the 
McGovern campaign and was a 
delegate to Jimmy Carter in 1976. 
At Bradley, Kenny has continued 


his political and is involved with 
the Young Democrats. He says 
he’s been active in democratic poli¬ 
tics since he was a kid. 

Indicative of Kenny’s strong 
democratic leanings is evident 
when he said, "If I get rich, Fll go 
to the country club and become a 
republican." 

Kenny believes not enough 
money is spent on space explora¬ 


tion. He said-, Tm mad the mili¬ 
tary is taking over the space pro¬ 
gram. " He said the military spends 
too much money on intelligence 
gathering rather than the advance¬ 
ment of the space program. 

When he work^ with the space 
program in the ‘bOs, $6 billion was 
spent on the space program. 
Today, only $8 billion is spent, 
and Kenny says the U.S. should be 


spending close to $30 billion. 

Some of the great astronomers 
of today, according to Kenny, 
include Jocelyn Bell, who 
discovered pulsars, and physicist 
Fred Hoyle who, like Kenny, is a 
panspermist. 

"That’s why I like him 
(Hoyle)," Kenny chided.

There is a plethora of musica^ 
entertainment this weekend on 
Bradley’s campus ranging from 
rhythm and blues to motown and 
classical.

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It’s time for Braves to desert the

The message from the NCAA 
was clear. The ninth seed assign¬ 
ment in the southeast region said It 
all. 

The people with clout in col¬ 
lege athletics’ governing body just 
don’t think much of Bradley. That 
is, probably, they don’t think much 
of Bradley in the Missouri Valley 
Conference. 

Though the Braves made their 
tournament exit in the first round, 
the low ranking was probably not 
justified. 

The Associated Press ratings 
have Bradley at No. 11. But, 


throw that poll out. In the latest 
USA TODAY computer rankings, 
which take into consideration a 
team’s schedule, the Braves are 
20th. But, despite being nearly 
identical to the selection 
committee’s rankings in the past, 
throw out that data. 

In the NCAA’s eyes, the Braves 
were ranked anywhere from 33rd 
to 36th “ take your pick. But, 
they say, there was a reason. 

'T^ot only did we look at a 
team’s strength of schedule, selec¬ 
tion committee chairman Amie 
Ferrin said, l)ut we also looked at 
their opponents’ schedules. 

Translation most of the teams 


in the Missoun Valley Conference 
are dogmeat and the NCAA recog¬ 
nizes that. 

Surely, this season’s non¬ 
conference schedule was decent, 
but not strong. Five (Memphis 
State, UNC-Charlotte, DePaul, 
West Virginia, New Orleans) of 
Bradley’s 13 non-conference 
opponents made post-seasQn tour¬ 
naments. Athletic director Ron 
Ferguson and coach Stan Albeck 
are working to improve that. 
Schools mentioned as possible 
future opponents include Mary¬ 
land, Minnesota, Michigan State 
and Notre Dame. The Braves are 
also tentatively scheduled to play 
in Iowa’s Amana-Hawkeye Classic 
in December, 1989. 

But, throw out the importance 
of a brutal non-conference 
schedule. Brigham Young, ranked 
behind Bradley in both the AP poll 
and computer rankings, receiv^ a 
fourth seed in the southeast. Out¬ 
side of the Western Athletic 
Conference, BYU played only two 
teams (Utah State and LaSalle) that 
reached the NCAA or NIT. 
Wyoming, a seventh seed in the 
west, played only one, Boise State, 
outside of the WAC. 

So, Bradley’s major drawback 
must be its affiliation with the 
MVC. 

Of course, in recent NCAA 
tournaments. Valley teams have 
not made much of a case in their 
defense. In the last three, MVC 
teams have won only once in seven 
tries. Bradley in 1986 was the last 
conference team to win a tourna¬ 
ment game — and they lost in the 
second round. 

Dick Vitale, by no means a 
final authority but a respected 
expert nonetheless, rated the Val¬ 


ley as the eighth strongest confer¬ 
ence nationally. There are 32 
NCAA conferences. 

But, during the regular and 
post-seasons, something went 
wrong. 

'1 think our conference is on 
the move,"' commissioner Jim 
Haney said just days before the 
conference tournament. "1 don’t 
think we can ever crack the top 
five in the country, but we’d like to 
be sixth or seventh. Just days 
after the conference tournament, 
Haney left for the same job with 
the Pacific Coast Athletic Associa¬ 
tion “ ranked 14th by Vitale. 

Also ranked behind the MVC 
by the ESPN/ABC color commen¬ 
tator was the Atlantic-10 Confer¬ 
ence. Like the Valley, they entered 
two NCAA teams and one NIT 
team. But both NCAA teams 
(Rhode Island and Temple) 
remained in the tournament head¬ 
ing into last night’s regionals. 
Temple is the nation’s top-ranked 
team. 

The WAC, ranked 10th, placed 
three teams in the NCAA and 
three in the NIT. The Southwest 
Conference, ranked 12th, had 
three NCAA teams, two of which 
were seeded ahead of Bradley 
(Southern Methodist and Baylor). 

The point is, other conferences 
seem to be moving past the stag¬ 
nant Valley in both talent and 
NCAA prestige. 

Which is why it is time for 
Bradley University to make a 
*move. That could mean pushing 
for changes within the conference. 
I suspect it means taking its act 
elsewhere. Throughout the talk in 
the past few years about finding a 
new conference, I have thought 
that a move would be unappropri-

ate. 

It still might be if: the Valley 
were to drop schools like Drake 
and Creighton and bring in teams 
like DePaul and Notre Dame; 
istrict schedule regulations arc 
’placed on member schools; and the 
conference pumps a lot of money 
and effort into a media publicity 
blitz (a la the Big East). 

This all appears to be wishful 
thinking, and at first glance there 
does not seem to be an enticing 
option. The Metro Conference 
would be ideal for Bradley, but 
travel time to schools like Florida 
State and Southern Mississippi 
might be too much. Even so, 
doesn’t a conference including 
Louisville, Memphis State, Cincin¬ 
nati and Bradley sound great? 

But watch that lowly conference 
named the Midwestern Collegiate. 
Yeah, that’s the one with Butler, 
Detroit and Loyola. It also has top 
20 Xavier and up-and-coming 
Evansville and St. Louis. Add 
Dayton and Marquette - two 
schools Bradley has been aching to 
join forces with — and the confer¬ 
ence looks both solid and improv¬ 
ing. 

Maybe, and this is just specula¬ 
tion, Bradley could bring Illinois 
State along for the move. Plus, 
with schools in major media mark¬ 
ets like Chicago, Detroit and St. 
Louis (as opposed to Des Moines, 
Omaha and Terre Haute), the pros¬ 
pects of network television recog¬ 
nition loom larger. 

Outside of the Metro and 
MCC, the choices are nil, but both 
seem to be promising. Besides, are 
yawners with Creighton and Indi¬ 
ana State really worth a ninth 
seed?

Attention now turns to recruits

As Auburn guard Terrance 
Howard raced down the court to 
slam the Braves’ NCAA hopes, he 
ended an era in Bradley basketball. 
Life without Hersey Hawkins and 
the Class of ’88 had begun. 

Seven seniors will be lost to 
graduation, leaving many voids to 
fill. Five started at least once this 
season, all contributed during the 
last four years. Because of this, 
Bradley’s coaches have a job to do. 

^Because of these unusual cir¬ 
cumstances, " assistant coach Marty 
Gillespie said, '’we’re in a position 
where we have to get a lot of good 
talent right away.'’ 

Gillespie, Bradley’s recruiting 
coordinator, has been busy 
throughout the season trying to 
attract that talent. Four players 
signed in the fall and four more 
scholarships are available during 


the spring signing period that 
begins April 13th. 

"I would anticipate that we will 
use all four scholarships, ” Gil¬ 
lespie said. '1 think we’ve had a 
read good year in just the four peo¬ 
ple we’ve already signed. Two or 
three of those players have a 
chance to be excellent players in 
this league. ” 

Of the four signees, 6-foot-9, 
210-pound Xanthus Houston from 
Taft, Oklahoma will bring the 
most promise. Houston averaged 
27 points and 16 rebounds for 
Moton High School and is a pro¬ 
jected starter for next season. 

Bradley also signed 6-foot-5 
guard Craig Lillie (Cleveland, 
Texas), 6-foot-3 guard Roman 
Beach (Albequerque, N.M.) and 
6-foot guard Scottie Goodson. 
Goodson, a teammate of Houston’s 
at Moton, averaged 22 points this 
season. Beach, who can play at 


either guard spot, averaged 20 
points and seven assists. Averag¬ 
ing nearly 29 points per game, Lil¬ 
lie led the state of Texas in three- 
point percentage at one time this 
season. 

Only Beach, a National Honor 
Society student, has met Proposi¬ 
tion 48 requirements. Goodson, 
Moton’s valedictorian, and Lillie 
have taken their ACT tests and are 
awaiting the results. Houston will 
take both the SAT and ACT the 
next time they are open. 

'They’re all doing real well 
grade-wise," Gillespie said. 'It’s 
just a matter of them passing the 
tests." To be eligible to play as a 
freshman, the NCAA requires that 
a student score at least a 15 on the 
ACT or a 780 on the SAT. 

With four already committed, 
the focus now shifts to bringing in 
four more players. Though Gil-

We tried it and it worked," Smith 
said. 

It worked so well that not only 
did Auburn kill Bradley’s 14 point 
lead, but they took a five point 
lead themselves with 4:39 left to 
play. 

The Braves fought back and it 
became a see-saw battle for the 
last four minutes. 

With 23 seconds left in the 


game, Chris Morris layed in a. 
couple of ffee-throws to give 
Auburn another five point lead. 

Bradley came back at the other 
end with a three-point field goal by 
Paul Wilson from Trevor Trimpe. 
The Braves trailed 88-86 and 
Albeck wanted to talk things over 
with his team. 

Whatever Albeck said must 
have worked because the Braves 
intercepted the inbounds pass from 
Auburn’s John Caylor. 

"We couldn’t kill those guys," 
Smith said. 'They never let go. 
Never." 

Bradley called another time-out 
with 14 seconds left to play. 

The Braves had problems 
inbounding the ball and had it 
deflected out of bounds by an 
Auburn player. Albeck took his 
final time out with six seconds in 
the game. 

Bradley had two options. Either 
go for the tie or try to hit the three 
for the win. Either way they had 
only one person to go to — Hersey 
Hawkins. 

Albeck knew it, and so did 
Auburn. 

The ball was going to Hawk,"

Hawkins wasn’t the only player • 
to highlight this game. Auburn’s , 
Chris Morris played the game of 
his life. The 6-foot-8 senior 
scored a career high 36 points and 
pulled in 12 rebounds.

Campaign for Bradley a drug scam, and other news

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Students die for housing

Expecting approximately 

10,000 new freshman at Bradley ^ 
next year, Bradley has given the 
green light to a program offering 
an automatic 4.0 grade point aver¬ 
age to students whose roommate 
conunits suicide during the 
academic year. 

'We feel that offering this 
incentive program will help us to 
eliminate those wimps who really 
shouldn’t be here, and allow us to 
provide sub-average housing for 
remaining students,'" director of 
housing Mike Morphine said. 

Students will only receive the 
automatic grade point for the 
semester during which their room¬ 
mates commit suicide, and only 
upon proof that the roommates 


actually did themselves in. 

"We will be looking for things 
like explicit suicide notes express¬ 
ing discontent with life, school, 
sex ... whatever," Dr. Alan Gall¬ 
stone, associate provost for student 
affairs, said. 

"We don’t want students going 
around killing their roommates, 
but we would like to encourage 
students to put as much pressure as 
they can on their roommates and 
to mention suicide as often as pos¬ 
sible. " 

Other programs were sug¬ 
gested, including setting rabid 
squirrels loose on campus as 
means of pest control, but turned 
down due to high costs. 

"This way we can cut costs. 
We really don’t like to put money 


into the University if we can help 
it," Morphine said. 

Gallstone added that implement¬ 
ing the suicide program also 
ensured that the deaths would be 
or at least appear to be accidental, 
protecting the University from any 
possible litigation. 

Initially, the program will leave 
an estimated 9,000 students 
without housing. 

"Until we get the program 
going, we will have to make do 
with what facilities we have," 
Morphine said. "We plan to house 
at least 5,000 in the Field House, 
and set up tents in the quad for the 
rest." 

"We think the suicide program 
will be a big success," Gallstone 
said. 


Old building gets brand new old look

Constance Hall will be re-renovated to its former 
state to attract nostalgic and "old fashioned" students 
as part of Bradley’s Dorm of the Past program, said 
Mike Morphine, director of housing and pest control.

Scout gets an ape suit

The Scout lost the largest libel 
suit in the history of collegiate 
journalism last week which will 
cost Bradley an estimated $88 mil¬ 
lion. 

Ruling in favor of the plaintiff. 
Judge Homer Dungdrawers said 
"This is the cruelest, most blatant 
abuse of power and authority I 
have seen in my week and a half 
as a judge. The defendants should 
hang; that or have their nails cut 
too short." 

Filed by Attorney Gus Reemus 
on behalf of King Kong, whose 
likeness, the suit claimed, 
appeared in a cartoon by Scout 
Cartoonist Bob Patton in the 
March 25 issue. 

The cartoon depicted a large, 
ape-like creature with the word 
"tuitions" on its chest hovering 
over a person presumed to be pro¬ 
moting Bradley University. 

Kong claims to have nothing to 
do with tuitions and claimed the 
affiliation damaged his fine reputa¬ 
tion beyond repair. 

"The likeness is striking," said 
Reemus. "The snarled mouth, the 
lowered brow,-the mean snarl and 
the big chest — its obviously tra¬ 


demarked Kong." ' 

Patton claimed the likeness was 
coincidental. "I actually had some¬ 
thing more along the lines of 
Edwin Meese in mind when I drew 
it," he said. Coincidentally Meese 
filed libel charges yesterday in 
Washington seeking unspecified 
damages. 

Scout Editor Brett Halbleib, a 
known illiterate, said only, 
"Ooops." 

Bradley University immediately 
issued a statement on the ruling 
which read: 

"The unfortunate events which 
recendy transpired between the 
Bradley Scout and Mr. King Kong 
are not at all indicative of the fine 
quality institution which Bradley 
University strives to be. Bradley 
has every intention of cooperating 
fully and willingly with Mr. Kong 
and his party in the proceedings. 
Bradley University regrets, and 
will discontinue any affiliation with 
that bastion of liberal student jour¬ 
nalism known as the Scout and any 
of the pinheads on the staff." 

An investigation is also pending 
into approximately $20,(XX) in 
missing "personals" money.

Jennifer Newton, a Bradley 
sophomore who is studying in 
England, broke 3 vertebrae as she 
fell on the slopes of a mountain in 
Garmisch, Germany during a ski 
trip, said Dr. Robert Fuller, phi¬ 
losophy and religious studies pro¬ 
fessor and director of the honors 
program. 

'The accident, which occurred 
on the Friday before spring break, 
took place on a mountain range at 
the Swiss and German border," 
Fuller said. 

Newton was sent to Kreis 
Krankenhaus, a hospital in Gar¬ 
misch. "We received word that 
the fractions were compressed so 
her condition was not that seri¬ 
ous, " Fuller said. 

Newton is expected to be 
released today but doctors say she 
may be fitted with a back brace. 

Fuller said Newton found it 
hard to communicate with the hos¬ 
pital staff because no one spoke 
any English except her physician. 

However, Newton was never 


alone during her four-week stay in 
the hospital. The U.S. Consulate 
in Munich, Germany sent Marines 
bearing candy, cards and flowers 
to visit her.

"She met a lot of nice people in 
Germany," Fuller said. "The hus¬ 
band of the patient next to Newton 
is going to drive her to the train 
station in Munich. Members of the 
U.S. Consulate will, then, drive 
her back to London." 

Newton, a member of Alpha 
Chi Omega sorority, is carrying a 
full semester load of liber^ arts 
and humanities classes. She will 
continue her studies abroad and 
return to Bradley next Fall.

of Higher Education. 

A subcommittee of the search 
committee is making an oq-site 
visit to Potsdam College this week, 
the current location of Tallman.

Ryan, now a Sociology teacher at 
Bradley, has drawn the attention of 
Harry Reasoner and the rest of the 
60 Minutes staff as a possible 
upcoming story. 

Ryan, formerly Peoria’s .chief 
counter intelligence operative, 
drew national attention last Sep¬ 
tember when he was fired for 
refusing to investigate attacks on 
11 military recruiting offices in the 
Chicago area. The investigation 
was of Silo Plowshares, an organi¬ 
zation which opposed Reagan’s 
policy in Central America, a view 
which Ryan shared. 

In February an investigation 
into his firing mled that the FBI 
was justified in its decision and 
that Ryan was not the victim of 
any discrimination. 

His stand against the FBI which 
Ryan calls "a matter of consci¬ 
ence" is now being considered for 
a segment on 60 Minutes. Ryan 
was contacted by 60 Minutes pro¬ 
ducer Lowell Bergman last month 
about doing the story. Two weeks 
ago, while Ryan was in New York 
lecturing, he was interviewed by 
Harry Reasoner about his stand 
and his reasons for it, Ryan said. 

Ryan is hoping that the televi¬ 
sion story will make people more 
aware, not only of what he did, 
but why. He dso feels the story 
could have some effects on the 
FBI. The FBI is claiming Ryan’s 
refusal to follow orders and his 
dismissal were unique incidents 
they hadn’t seen happen before, a 
claim Ryan says he "finds hard to 
believe." 

"Most of the FBI agents know 


what happened, but not why. If the 
story is told accurately, I think it 
will force many of them to think 
about their Jobs and what they are 
doing." 

When reached for confirmation 
of filming and broadcasting dates, 
Reasoner’s office was unavailable, 
and a spokesman from Bergman’s 
office said no other information 
could be released about an upcom¬ 
ing story. Ryan has been told, 
however, that film crews have ten¬ 
tative plans to come to Bradley 
soon and do some filming of his 
teaching class and do some 
research on his transition from 
being an FBI agent to a college 
professor. 

Ryan teaches Sociology 391 
"War and Peace, Violence and 
Non-violence - the Judeo- 
Christian Heritage." He described 
this course as a survey class, exa¬ 
mining the many facets of 
violence, including psychological 
violence, sexism, and other subtle 
forms which he warns, "are more 
vicious than originally considered 
to be." 

"Growing up in our society, 
individuals naturally tend to use 
violence in some forms to resolve 
conflict," Ryan said. The goal of 
the class is to make students more 
aware of the violence around them 
and of the non-violent alternatives 
that exist. In accomplishing this, 
he pften alludes to occurrences in 
his former job with the FBI. 
Recently, in class discussions 
of sexism, he told the class of how 
it existed among FBI agents, in the 
womerfs needs to "outmacho" the

AP Update 


CHICAGO (AP) - Long-term 
use of birth-control pills, even by 
women who began t^ng them as 
teen-agers, does not increase the 
risk of breast cancer, a new study 
of more than 9,(X)0 women con¬ 
cludes. 

The findings were reported in 
last Friday’s Journal of the Ameri¬ 
can Medical Association. 

Previous studies disagreed over 
whether the pill increases the risk 
of breast cancer for women 
through middle age. Some 
researchers have suggested the 
conflicting conclusions might be 
the result of a long-term latent 
effect from early use. 

HBut we found no direct human 
evidence for such a latent effect," 
said Dr. Bruce Stadel, one of the 
study’s authors. Stadel was at the 
National Institutes of Health when 
the study was conducted and now 
is with the Food and Drug 
Administration in Bethesda, Md. 

MADISON, Wis. (AP)

Off-campus student info increase

Do you think that off-campus 
students are uninformed of on- 
campus activities? Greg Killoran, 
acting director of cocurricular 
development, feels this way ... and 
intends to do something about it. 
From now on, Sisson 115, the 
Cocurricular Development Office 
will serve as a home base for off- 
campus students to check in and 
check out whafs going on on 
campus. This includes movies, 
intramurals, and other special 
events. 

Killoran feels the problem is 
not so much with students who 
used to live on-campus and have 
since moved off, but rather with 
commuting students or students 
who transferred as juniors and live 
off campus. This is not a new con¬ 
cern on campus, in fact, Killoran 
says it has long been one. This 


type of off-campus communication 
used to be done through The Off- 
Campus Student Association, but 
Killoran says the association has 
recently become less active. 

"The number one source on 
campus is The Scout," Killoran 
said, "but it’s a weekly and it is 
not always timely and not always 
there." He wants to basically beef 
up the off-campus student’s aware¬ 
ness of on-campus events. 

"We have a two-fold objective. 
One, for students to know about 
what they might be missing out on. 
And two, to publicize worthwhile 
events that don’t get attention. 
When an event is not publicized 
right, it’s not just denying the stu¬ 
dents, but the event itself," Kil¬ 
loran said. 

A major cause of the off- 
campus communication problem is 
the cost of sending information 


through the mail. It is easy to dis¬ 
tribute information in the residence 
halls, but to send something to 
every off-campus student can 
become quite costly, and many 
organizations won’t pay the 22 
cents per off-campus student. Kil¬ 
loran estimates his last mailing 
totaled around 2,000 letters, which 
can be quite expensive. 

"Those organizations that have 
used mailing will continue to do 
so," Killoran said, "off-campus 
mailings will still go." Killoran’s 
center is more directed toward the 
organizations that can not afford 
mailings. "Our idea is for depart¬ 
ments to bring information to get 
into the hands of any student." 

When the Student Center reno¬ 
vations are complete a main floor 
location will exist to serve as an 
information post for off-campus 
students.

Lack of control 

When personal preferences and private parts become issues 
of public policy, problems are no doubt soon to follow. 

Such is the case at Bradley, where the issue of school spon¬ 
sored or supplied birth control has reared its controversial self. It 
is a rather unique issue; sex usually is. Birth control is a private 
matter, but increasingly in recent years, has become a public 
issue. As such, policymaking is likely to be a laborious, complex 
process. 

There are many arguments for and against school-supplied 
birth control, such as condoms, diaphragms, and birth control 
pills. Some are worthwhile arguments; many are not. 

Religious considerations should not weigh too heavily in 
Bradley’s decision about the matter. Bradley is a non-sectarian 
school, and the whole point of being a non-sectarian school is to 
have non-sectarian policy. Whether Bradley’s policy is in fact 
non-sectarian is questionable, especially in light of the closed Stu¬ 
dent Center this weekend and the early closing of Swords Hall for 
the Easter and Passover weekend. 

If in fact about 40 percent of the campus is Catholic, that 
would seem to be an argument for school-sponsored birth control, 
because about 60 percent--the majority—of fhe campus is not 
Catholic. And, just because someone is Catholic does not guaran¬ 
tee they are opposed to birth control. 

Looking at other schools for examples will not help solve the 
problem either. First, just because another school has a certain 
policy does not mean Bradley needs to have, or should have, a 
similar policy. But it doesn’t mean Bradley shouldn’t, either. 

Drake University, like Bradley, has no program. A health 
center spokesperson said it hasn’t been much of an issue there. 

Purdue and Wichita State however, have comprehensive edu¬ 
cational and provisionary programs. At Wichita State, students 
can receive three free condoms and a safe-sex brochure upon their 
first visit to the center. 

Purdue has a pharmacy affiliated with the school where stu¬ 
dents can buy condoms or get prescriptions filled. 

A good argument could be made that Bradley shouldn’t get 
involved in the matter, especially since Walgreens and Knight & 
Tobin drugstores are near campus and provide birth control pro¬ 
ducts. Planned Parenthood is also within a reasonable distance to 
campus. 

There is still, however, the moral dilemma to face. Is it the 
role or responsibility of the school to get involved in such a per¬ 
sonal, private matter as one’s sex life and birth control views? 
And even if it is should the school get involved if there* is no 
pressing need? 

According to Surgeon General C. Everett Koop, college stu¬ 
dents are one of the highest risk groups for contracting the AIDS 
virus. Most aduks who propose abstinence as a solution are really 
kidding themselves. Has it been that long that proponents of 
abstinence have forgotten what its like to have one’s hormones in 
overdrive? 

Claiming that providing birth control would give students a 
false belief about "'safe sex" can be insulting. First, it implies that 
students don’t already know that no form of protection works 100 
percent of the time, which a minority of the students may not 
know, but the majority probably do. 

Secondly, it subtly implies that there is a lot of casual sex 
going on, and ignores couples who may be genuinely interested in 
protection. It also ignores people who do generally abstain from 
sex, but, like most animals, don’t mind it every now and then. 

It’s encouraging to see the University considering a plan for 
the school, but it’s discouraging to see the arguments the Univer¬ 
sity is presenting. It probably won’t make a hell of a lot of cosmo¬ 
logical difference which way the school decides to go, but which 
ever way, make the decision for the right reasons.

Assumption 

Dear Editor, 

Dr. Paris Malhas’ letter on March 11 
describes a member of my department, 
Dr. Cohen, as an Israeli, and implies 
that Dr. Cohen somehow represents 
Israel. As a colleague, I must take 
issue. Dr. Cohen was bom and raised 
nowhere more exotic than Indiana. We 
recruited him from California State 
University, where he was teaching. 

I feel that the Editors of the Scout 
have a moral obligation to keep politi¬ 
cal discourse to some reasonable level, 
if a participant won’t. Dr. Malhas’ 
implication that anyone with a Jewish 
surname (like Cohen) is therefore an 
Israeli is not only ridiculous, but 
dangerous. The danger is that the ugli¬ 
ness of the Middle Eastern conflict is 
exported to Jewish Americans, as 
occurred recently to Jewish institutions 
in Springfield, Illinois, which were 
vandalized with anisemitic statements. 
Those persons claiming respohsibility 
explained that their actions were taken 
in response to Middle Eastern events. 
Indeed, tensions run high in the 
Mideast, with the events described by 
the Islamic Students Society in their 
March 5 letter, or the more recent 
hijacking of a bus taking Israeli parents 
to work after they dropp^ off their 
children at school. Three passengers 
were killed, the three hijackers were 
killed, and eight mothers injured. The 
tensions of the conflict can too easily 
spill over to the U.S. 

The Scout has an obligation to the 
Bradley community, including students 
and faculty. When assertions are made 
about a member of the Bradley com¬ 
munity, the Editor should check the 
facts, and delete false statements such 
as those made regarding Dr. Cohen. At 
the very least setting the facts straight 
when there pertain to a member of the 
faculty. Doing so would be consistent 
with some minimum of journalistic eth¬ 
ics, and obligation to the community it 
serves.

6. Parents’ opinions and recommen¬ 
dations will be taken into considera¬ 
tion. 

The Health Advisory Committee has 
already agreed that if they decide to 
provide condoms on campus, they will 
not be distributes free of charge.

Student Relations, Student ^nate 
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Droge: U.S.A. a fatal 
friend, dangerous enemy

'"Sons or guns, you’ll send 
one,'" is the predicted ftiture of.the 
U.S. according to.Dolf Dro^e. 

Droge, speaking to approxi¬ 
mately 35 people in the Student 
Center Ballroom on March 24, 
expressed his opinion that the U.S. 
should recognize the contras of 
eight countries. 

According to Droge, if the 
U.S. would recognize the freedom 
fighters of Nicaragua, Afghanistan, 
Ethiopia, Mosambique, Angola, 
Vietnam, Laos and Cambodia, 
there would be no need to covert 
the money. 

Citing examples from the Iran- 
Iraq war, the Afghanistan war, and 
more recently, the war in 
Nicaragua, Droge said that the 
U.S. recognizes Marxist-Leninist 
governments simply because they 
are there. 'The cost of recognizing 
a government you don’t like, 
Droge said, ''is helping the side 
you do like secretly." He used the 
example of the U.S. recognizing 
the Sandinistas but helping the 
Contras. Droge believes the U.S. 
should simply recognize the Con¬ 
tras in the first place. 

"It is dangerous to be an enemy 


of the U.S. and fatal to be a 
friend," Droge said, referring to 
the presidential elections and the 
fact that a new president can disre¬ 
gard policies of a former 
president. He believes the U.S. 
sent troops to Honduras because 
political powers there would not 
believe the U.S. would come to 
their aid. 

Droge, who has worked under 
the presidential administrations of 
Johnson, Nixon and Reagan for a 
total of 31 years with the govern¬ 
ment, believes the U.S. news 
media is partly to blame. Accord¬ 
ing to Droge, the media is not 
keeping the American people 
well-infomied. 'In 1985, one net¬ 
work covered the activities of the 
Afghanistan war for a total of 14 
minutes in the entire year," he 
said. 

The American people are also 
to blame because they have 
stopped reading, Droge said. "77 
percent of Americans rely on the 
television for their information." 

Droge believes Americans are 
doing nothing to effectively help in 
any of the wars, but the problem 
can be remedied by us if we have 
enough information.

Deluxury dares 


to be unique

The invention of the synthesizer 
and the electronic dmm may be 
slowly taking over the world of 
pop music, but Deluxury is ignor¬ 
ing all of the technology and is 
sticking with die hard rock-n-roll. 

Deluxury, a six-man band from 
the midwest, played to a relatively 
small crowd last Friday night in 
the Student Center Ballroom. 
Although the crowd was a little 
laid back. Deluxury gave all they 
had during their second visit to 
Bradley. Deluxury last played here 
Nov. 14, 1986 and since then, 
though all of the original members 
are still with the group, their 
sound has become much more pro¬ 
fessional and balanced. 

The band, consisting of Dave 
Haines Gead vocals, saxophone 
and harmonica), Mike Kane (bass 
guitar), Kent Cooper (drums, 
vocals), Gil Pini (guitar), Denny 
Daniels (keyboards) and Phil 
Miller (guitar, vocals) have an 
unparalleled sound not found in 
most touring bands. 

Deluxury’s music is a success¬ 
ful blend of rhythm and blues and 
stylized versions of rock-n-roll 
classics like "Shout!" and "Knock 
on Wood." Haines plays a "mean" 
saxophone solo along with his 
soulftil outbursts on the harmonica. 
All members of the band are well 
practiced and display a great 


amount of energy both on stage 
and off. 

Unlike last year, their stage act 
seems to be much more polished 
and defined. This band works well 
together and their sound is a result 
of this common bond for the love 
of music. Deluxury was formed 
about five years ago by Miller, 
who claims that they got their 
name from a Rolling Stones song, 
"I think that’s where it came 
from," Miller said. 

In addition to old time favor¬ 
ites, the band played original songs 
("Cry," "All I Want is You," 
"Leavin’ Again") that are heard on 
their first album that was released 
in 1984. "We sold 12,000 copies 
of the first album and we’re really 
excited about our success," Kane 
said. Deluxury is in the process of 
making their second album, con¬ 
sisting of recorded numbers by 
other artists and their origin^ 
music. "For about the next month, 
we will be solely dedicating our 
time to working on the album and 
booking other shows," Haines 
said. 

Colleges and universities are 
just part of Deluxury’s touring 
show — they perform at about 40 
different clubs and festivals year 
round. Kane said, "We’ll be play¬ 
ing at the Illinois State Fair August 
11-21, so come out and rock with 
us." 


Talking Heads - 
Paradise Lost

The Talking Heads are back 
after a long hibernation of musical 
work with their new album 
"Naked," which seems to have 
brought David Byrne and his band 
back from pariiise island after 
beating drums with the natives. 

"If this is paradise ... I wish I 
had a lawn mower," Byrne bea¬ 
cons over the congas of the 
album’s most popular single, 
"(Nothing but) Flowers." 

Byrne expresses a disturbing 
view of his world. One in chaos, 
driven by animal instinct, political 
carnivals, and blindfolds tied to 
our heads. Byrne’s humorous lyri¬ 
cal lightheartedness returns in 
"Naked," like his other works, but 
this cheerfulness is only a mask to 
the listener above a provocative 
underlining of social wrongdoing. 

The traditional samba beat, like 
that found on the keyboards of 
local organ dealers, is carried 
throughout both sides. The combi¬ 
nation of Hawaiian, Jamaican and 
African rhythm of "Naked" 
reveals a return for the Heads to 
an open-ended acoustic style like 
that of "Remain in Light," and of 
their first album 'Talking Heads: 
77." 

The first side of the album is 
quite up-beat and cheerful and 
familiar to the pop-dance tunes in 
"Little Creature." 

The first cut, "Blind," has an 
African rhythm background, but 
the inclusion of horns creates a 
James Brown soul trip. Byrne calls 
out over the violent musical confti- 
sion a description of a society 
blindfolded from its own injus¬ 
tices. "Signs/Signs are lost/Signs 
disappeared/Tum invisible 
Crawling around looking for foot, 
foot, footprints/ Now tell me what 
the hell have we become." 


Byrne quickly changes to a 
careless freedom in the third song 
on the album, 'Totally Nude." A 
eutrophic dreamscape of non¬ 
materialism is laid down in a fool¬ 
ish fashion with a Jamaican dance 
beat. "... Open the door/rock and 
trees and physical culture," Byrne 
chants complete with a frog 
chorus. "We don’t need clothes, 
we don’t need money ... nature 
boy, mature man, take me along." 

The second side is full of 
menacing tonal changes that 
awaken the listener from their 
dreamy slumber. The side begins 
with "The Democratic Circus." 
Byrne’s sad lethargic lyrics are 
uncomforting to the beating drums 
and carnival atmosphere, Byrne 
croons, "We’ll be the first to go ... 

to sleep/Stealing all our dreams/ 
Dreams for sale/They sell’em 
back to you." The jarring (guitar 
chords send a chilling message of 
political deception. 

The next track, 'Tacts of Life," 
is no more than a behavioralist 
creed set to music. "We are all 
programmed happy little children 
... we cannot resist so I won’t fight 
you." The shocking reality of 
uncontrolled animal excess is a 
favorite of Byrne’s musical sub^ 
jects, "Monkey see and Monkey 
do" motif. 

The foursome, Byrne, keyboar¬ 
dist Jerry Harrison, bassist Tina 
Weymouth and drummer Chris 
Fantz, come together in "Naked" 
for a solid driving score that echos 
their most early works. 

Through the proverb printed on 
the album cover, "If there is no 
tiger in the mountains, the monkey 
will be king," Byrne is signaling 
that human survival is not 
guaranteed, and perhaps paradise 
is lost.

souri Valley Conference to join the 


Ohio Valley Conference in an 
effort to improve the team’s level 
of competition. 



Athletic Director Ron Regurge- 
son said the move would becoihe 
effective immediately and the 
Braves could meet OVC opponents 
as early as next season. 

"We’re just so excited about 
this move that we couldn’t afford 
the time it would take to tie up 
loose ends with the MVC," 
Regurgeson said. Tm sure that the 
Valley will understand. This is the 
biggest and best move that anyone 
has made in college basketball 
since Northern Illinois decided to 
become an independent." 

And, oh, how the OVC looks 
promising. Murray State, Austin 
Peay and Middle Tennessee lead 
the now-nine-team conference. 
Other members are: Eastern Ken¬ 
tucky, Morehead State, Tennessee 
State, Youngstown State and 
Tennessee Tech. 

"On first glance it might not 
look that great,'' Regurgeson said. 
"But look at Murray State. They 
beat N.C. State and almost beat 
Kansas in the tournament. 

"And we all know about Austin 
Peay," he said, bursting into 
laughter and wiping away tears of 
joy. "Name a Valley team that’s 
done anything in the tournament 
lately." 

In fact, no MVC teams have 
won in tl\p NCAA tournament 
since Bradley won one game in 
1986.

Hockey Club folds; financial situation sucks

The Bradley Hockey Club ran 
into financial complications follow¬ 
ing their third-place finish in the 
Illinois-Wisconsin Collegiate 

Hockey Association Champion¬ 
ships, and were forced to fold and 
drop from any type of competition. 

"It became official on Tues¬ 
day," coach Ed Griffin said. "We 
had been losing money all year. It 
costs a lot of money to keep a 
hockey team on ice. There’s the 
cost for ice time at the Owens Ice 
Center and the costs for setting up 
games. We just ran out of 
money." 

The Hockey Club, which won 
the IWCHA in 1986, was offered a 


chance in the big leagues. That’s 
Division I play. Bradley athletic 
director Rod Fergie said that if the 
club could repeat their champion¬ 
ship season of a year ago, then 
they would get the opportunity to 
play Division I hockey at Bradley. 

"The offer was there," Griffin 
said. "Scholarships, money. Divi¬ 
sion I play, the whole deal. We 
just couldn’t put things together 
toward the end of the season." 

had spoken to coach Griffin 
and the rest of the players," Fergie 
said. "They knew the stakes were 
high. They blew it! We just can’t 
afford to invest in a losing sport." 

The club wasn’t ready to give 
up that easy. They needed to raise 


$6,000 to stay afloat for one more 
season.

We even tried to sell candy but 
only made $400. Fve done all I 
can do.

Scandal shakes 
athletic programs

The real reason for ex-golf and 
swimming coach Jim Stink’s resig¬ 
nation may have been uncovered 
this week as both Bradley athletic 
programs were placed on two 
years probation by the National 
Collegiate Athletic Association. 

A three-month NCAA investi¬ 
gation ended Monday with the 
decision announced by association 
president Dick Schlitz. 

"What astonished us more than 
the pages of rules violations com¬ 
mitted by Mr. Stink and his 
cronies," Schlitz said, "was the 
fact that they occurred in such 
measly sports as golf and swim¬ 
ming. Because of the ruthlessness 
and stupiuity involved in this situa¬ 
tion, we had no choice but to be 
harsh." 


In this case, harsh seems tp 
mean an end to Bradley golf and 
swimming as we know it. The 
penalties handed down by the 
NCAA are: 

* a two-year probationary 
period 

* a two-year recruiting ban in 
both sports 

* the removal of all swimming 
equipment that the University 

owns (i.e. swimwear, pool, start¬ 
ing guns) 

* the removal of all golf equip¬ 
ment that the University owns 

(i.e. nothing) ' 

Tm shocked that the type of 
things they say went on actually 
could happen here," said Athletic 
Director Ron Regurgeson, no 
stranger to athletic scandals.

Writing out goais helps 
Jjuild motivation, success

Joe Theismann, former Wash¬ 
ington Redskin quarterback, 
^edited much of his success to 
letting and reaching goals during 
iis speech "Managing to Win" 
given Wednesday at the Student 
Center. He stressed the techniques 
of motivation, self confidence and 
attitude in helping to attain these 
goals. 

Entering Notre Dame on a foot¬ 
ball scholarship, Theismann 
decided to "not only be a quarter¬ 
back, but to be the best, to be the 
best quarterback that ever played." 
Fhe smallest player on the team at 
5’10", 142 pounds, Theismann 

vent about pursuing his goal and 
became the starting quarterback in 
1969. By his graduation in 1971 
he had set 13 records. 

"The fact that I hold the 
records is insignificant; the fact 
that I never gave up even on bad 
days is important. When I began at 


E-S-T on a piece of paper and 
taped it to my wall. Everyday I 
looked at it. It was my motivation. 

'Tour attitude can» determine 
success or failure. It is what you 
bring into the situation that will 
determine what you will get out. 
You must be self-confident because 
if you don’t believe in yourself, 
who will?

Drawing on his experiences to 
illustrate the importance of motiva¬ 
tion, Theismann recalls how Reds¬ 
kin coach George Allen would 
motive the team.

Attracting women and minorities to engineering 
may be the only way of stopping a national trend in 
declining engineering enrollments, according to 
research brought back from a recent meeting of col¬ 
lege deans in Puerto Rico. 

'Tou never know which sputnik will spark 
interest," said Dr. Philip Weinberg, dean of the Col¬ 
lege of Engineering. 

Bradley enrollment reports last week showed a 
9.8 percent decrease in engineering applications from 
last year. During that week Weinberg was in Puerto 
Rico at an Engineering Deans Council to discuss the 
national trend with other deans. 

The meeting of 200 college deans of engineering 
discussed the research collected by Betty V. Vetter for 
the Engineering Deans Council this past January. 

According to the report, nationally, freshmen 
engineering enrollment peaked in the fall of 1982. 
The enrollment then dropped 14 percent by the fall of 
1986. 

The demographic report cited three reasons for 
this decline of engineering enrollment: a shrinking age 


group, decline in women and decline in minorities. 

The college-age population was seen to peak in 
1983. By 1987 it had fallen 9 percent. The report esti¬ 
mates the undergraduate enrollment will continue to 
shrink until the year 2005, with a total decline of 25 
percent. 

The number of women enrolling in engineering 
nationally had dropped 21 percent since a peak in 
1983 of 19,155 females according to the report. 
Weinberg said the percentage of women in engineer¬ 
ing at Bradley has also declined from 15/percent of 
the engineering class in 1983 to 7 percent currently. 

Weinberg said studies show women are more 
interested in raising a family than pursuing a lull 
career. 

"The economic and industrial society hasn’t 
figured out how to involve women with families in the 
work force," Weinberg said. 

Minority enrollments were reported to level off 
after 1981 and see a slight decline. Minority enroll¬ 
ment constitutes a majority of school enrollment 
nationwide. The birth rate among blacks and Hispan-

I 
wasn’t given help from exec. I was 
being boxed in," Myers said. 

"As long as it is a student 


issue, it is my issue," he added. 
"If the students want something, itt 
is our job to be persistant. The: 
only thing we can do is try." 

Carr added, To be successful,, 
we need to motivate everyone ini 
one direction. We need to work 
toward one common goal." 

The all-school officer debate 
centered around panel members 
directing questions at candidates. 
Panel members included Dave 
Manst, ARH, Joyce-Rachel John, 
Bradley Arbitration Board, Mary 
Coyle, PanHel, Rob Fortino, IFC, 
and Brett Halbleib, Scout.

KANSAS CITY, Mo. (AP) - 
More than 200 photographs of 
bound, tortured men were found in 
the b^room of a man whose 
house and yard yielded skulls and 
bone fragments after his arrest on 
assault and sodomy charges, police 
said. 

Robert A. Berdella’s $500,000 
bond was revoked Tuesday at a 
court hearing at which a police 
officer said one man, photographed 
bound and hanging from his ankles 
in Berdella’s basement, appeared to 
be dead. 

Berdella, 39, was arrested 
Saturday after a 22-year-old man 
wearing only a dog collar told pol¬ 
ice Saturday he had escaped from 
Berdella’s home after four days of 
torture and sexual assault. 

On Tuesday, investigators using 
shovels and a backhoe found small 
bone fragments in Berdella’s back 
yard, but police did not know 
whether they were human bones. 

Two skulls, one which appears 


to be a relic, were found inside 
Berdella’s home Saturday. A third 
was discovered buried in Berdella’s 
back yard on Sunday. All are 
thought to be human. 


LOUISBURG, N.C. (AP) - A 
parachutist’s fatigue and his preoc¬ 
cupation with videotaping other 
jumpers could have led him to leap 
from a plane without a chute, 
plummeting 10,500 feet to his 
death, an acquaintance says. 

The death Saturday of Ivan 
Lester McGuire was accidental, 
although "a man who has Jumped 
800 times ought to remember his. 
parachute ," Franklin County 
Sheriffs Capt. Ralph Brown said 
Tuesday. 

There were no indications of 
foul play or suicide, Brown said. 
Blood tests indicating whether 
drugs or alcohol were present in 
his system should be available next 
week, he added.

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BU improves phone registration

Changes in the current tele¬ 
phone registration system will pro¬ 
vide Bradley students with an 
easier and more accurate way to 
register. 

The Council of Deans Registra¬ 
tion Subcommittee, headed by Dr. 
Gale Sullenberger, is proposing 
changes in both the registration 
and procedural aspects of the 
present system. Although there 
aren’t any students on the commit¬ 
tee, all the problems identified 
have been from student input 
delivered to Dr. Alan Gaisky, 
associate provost for student 
affairs. 

According to Sullenberger, one 
of the improvements which will be 
implemented is a decrease in the 
number of reserve cards for fresh 


man courses, and keeping registra¬ 
tion open to students for at least a 
week after wait lists, are processed 
and before students are billed. 

One of the recommendations 
for procedural changes is to urge 
the departments to prepare for the 
enrollment increase of next year’s 
freshmen. Departrrients are 
encouraged to use the registration 
information provided by the Regis¬ 
trar, Office of Admissions and the 
Orientation Office when preparing 
for the larger student body. 

Recommendations to improve 
the registration system’s program 
will allow students a more accurate 
way to compile a schedule. The 
subcommittee recommends pro¬ 
gramming* the system to check for 
time conflicts in a schedule and to 
suggest other open sections which 


will not create a time conflict. 
These two features will require 
substantial programming but are 
hoped to be implemented for the 
fall of this year, Sullenberger said. 

Plan^, for 1989 and 1990, 
include allowing departments to 
enter their own reserve releases. 
They would receive daily computer 
listings during early registration, 
which would include open seats 
and reserve seats. 

Sullenberger said the ability to 
view a student’s schedule on per¬ 
sonal computers is available now, 
but the ability to do drop - adds is 
a feature that will be added by the 
fall of 1990. The Registration Sub¬ 
committee also plans to implement 
into the system a check on 
student’s schedules to insure that 
prerequisites have been met.

The ticket candidates - Mike

ics is twice as high as among whites. 

Weinberg believes the lack of role models for 
minorities and women has caused this national 
decline. He said minorities are intimidated to enter a 
work force when they see only a small fraction of 
their own minority employed. 

"We still have that image of a white non-hispanic 
male with a hard hat and all," Weinberg said. 'The 
shortage of engineering students will correct the 
number of jobs given to minorities." 

Another problem discussed at the dean’s meeting 
was the attitude of teaching in kindergarten through 
sixth grade. Weinberg said teachers feel they do not 
have the skill to teach the complicated subjects that 
make up engineering. 

"It’s no more difficult than any other subject," 


Weinberg said. "People get mystified’. " • 

Weinberg said that with the right attention, stu¬ 
dents can be taught successfully in the worst environ¬ 
ments. He mentioned the recent movie, "Stand and 
Deliver," in which a teacher successfully teaches cal¬ 
culus to minorities in a Puerto Rican slum of Los 
Angeles. 

Students are not predicted the future of their pro¬ 
fessions, Weinberg points out. He said students see an 
immediate need of the present, but they do not see if 
that need will be there in four years when they gradu¬ 
ate. 

Today kids are expected to go to college, huck¬ 
stered by glamorous professions like business." 

The economic motive is too much a part of stu¬ 
dents decisions, Weinberg said. 

"Economic motives will take care of itself if you 
like what you’re doing," he said.

Walking around campus these days, one is likely to pass by a 
noble ambition, or look up and see a lofty goal, or look around 
and find a nervous speaker.

Shane is qualified and would likely do a nice Job, but 
she stands up next to Triplett about as well as the presidential 
candidates., which isn’t too hot. 

For one, his 
approach to problem solving is a delicate combination of practi¬ 
cality and idealism, occasionally leaning one way or the other 
depending upon the issue.

Whojpver wins should consider recruiting Eric Fader to help 
solve that PR problem, as he did an exceptional job publicizing 
events and organizing the elections. 

For secretary, James Carr talked up a lot of good ideas, but 
remained as vague as most of the candidates when it came to how 
these good ideas would be executed. 

The other candidate, Lisa Barthel, didn’t express any wild 
new concepts in the secretarial world, but, how excited can one 
be about secretary?

Guests to your interview may 
include former employers, grade 
school teachers, neighbors and 
family members. Let them enter

'This is Your Life." You could 
proceed to bawl as they wheel 
cousin Joey in his iron lung.

5. Good close. Perhaps the 
most important part of an inter¬ 
view is the conclusion and the last 
impression.

PANAMA CITY, Panama (AP) - The govern¬ 
ment issued an arrest warrant for deposed President 
Eric Arturo Delvalle, saying he will be charged with 
crimes against the state and the nation s economic 
security. 

In another development, the government offered 
to hold church-mediated talks with the political oppo¬ 
sition. The offer came after police fired birdshot to 
break up an anti-government rally by 50 people 
Wednesday. Two U.S. soldiers were briefly detained 
near the site of the protest. 

Delvalle has been in hiding since Feb. 26, when 
he was removed from office after trying to fire Gen. 
Manuel Antonio Noriega as head of the 15,000-strong 
Defense Forces. Noriega is the power behind the civi¬ 
lian government. # 

The United States, which still recognizes Del¬ 
valle as president, responded to his ouster by impos¬ 
ing economic sanctions on Panama in a bid to drive 
out Noriega, who Nyas indicted in the United States on 


drug trafficking charges. 

The sanctions forced Panama’s banks to close and 
Noriega has not been able to make the government 
payroll. Food and cash are in short supply. 

The government announced Wednesday night that 
it had issued arrest warrants for Delvalle and for 
Gabriel Lewis Galindo, a businessman and former 


earlier for Juan B. Sosa, 
to Washington who has 


a warrant was issued 
Delvalle’s ambassador 
remained there. 

In another development Wednesday, the United 
States completed deployment of 1,300 extra troops to 
beef up security for American personnel and property 
in the canal zone. An additional 800 Marines are to 
begin arriving Friday for what the White House called 
three weeks of routine jungle training that had been 
planned before the campaign to oust Noriega plunged 
Panama into crisis.

NICOSIA, Cyorus (AP) - me 
hijackers of a Kuwaiti jumbo jet 
freed 32 people in Iran early 
Thursday and threatened to take 
off with their remaining captives if 
Kuwait does not free 17 convicted 
Shiite Moslem bombers. 

They warned they would blow 
up the Kuwait Airways Boeing 747 
if there was '’any threat against the 
plane” by Iranian security forces, 
Iran’s official Islamic Republic 
News Agency said. 

The arabic-speaking hijackers 
delivered the ultimatum in a radio 
message to the tower at Mashhad 
airport in northeastern Iran, where 
they forced the jet to land Tuesday 
after commandeering it on a flight 
from Bangkok to Kuwait 


Kuwait has refused to meet 
their demand. 

IRNA did not say if the hijack¬ 
ers, who were armed with 
grenades and pistols, indicated 
where they planned to fly. It also 
did not say whether Iranian author¬ 
ities had refueled the plane as they 
said they would Wednesday. 

The hijackers’ warning came 
after senior Kuwaiti officials at the 
airport said they would negotiate 
only after the roughly 50 hostages 
being held were released. The 
remaining hostages were believed 
to all be Arabs, including at least 
30 Kuwaitis, including three 
members of the Kuwaiti royal fam¬ 
ily.

Articles concerning the fact that 
Christians may have been responsi¬ 
ble for the .mobilizing, of people 
for the Nicaraguan revolution 
against the Somosa regime, sent 
Dr. Henry Houser to Central 
America to study their religion 
first-hand. 

Houser, professor of sociology 
at Knox College, spoke Wednes¬ 
day in the Garrett Center on the 
role of the church in politics in 
Nicaragua. He based his discus¬ 
sion on his visits to Central Amer¬ 
ica, specifically the Nicaragua 
area, in 1981 and 1987. 

'The people of Nicaragua are a 
religious people. The heads of the 
people are in religion. Everybody 
has a- special relationship with a 
Patron Saint -- it is a natural thing. 

'The Catholic Church was ori¬ 
ginally pictured as a conservative 
church modeled after the Marxist 
point of view," Houser said. 
'Three types of churches exist: the 
conservative, the developmentalist, 
and the church of the poor. The 
country (Nicaragua) is divided into 
the conservative church of the 
more affluent and the church of the 
poor for the majority of the 
country’s people." 

This church of the poor is com¬ 
posed of the people of the country. 
These people, usually residing in 
Christian-based communities. 
Christian-based communities are 
small societies of people that live 
together and participate as a dis¬ 
cussion group that gathers weekly. 

They read the Bible and get a 
message from it unlike the mes¬ 
sage that we get that tells how we 
should live our lives. Their mes¬ 
sage tells them about the life that 
^the^^^^i^2j^ing^^^n^ell^hen^o

work out their oppressions. It tells 
them what they can do to change 
the oppression. 

"Some say the Nicaraguan 
revolution was a Christian revolu¬ 
tion, not just a Marxist revolution, 
since the role for rallying the peo¬ 
ple to revolution has been attri¬ 
buted to the Christian-based com¬ 
munities in the country." 

Evidence of this was shown in 
a slide presentation that Houser 
produced during his talk. This 
presentation showed the churches 
and homes of the people of 
Nicaragua, and it also showed 
murals and paintings from the 
churches and worship places dep¬ 
icting scenes of revolution and 
martyrdom in the country. 

These murals and paintings also 
depict the stark contrast and the

didate for president, and junior 
Javi Romero, candidate for vice 
president, said they are not seeking 
power, but just want to get the job 
done. They said the senate hasn’t 
accomplished as much as it should 
because of inefficiency. 

"There is a lot of overlapping 
of responsibilities," Gorman said. 
'The senate delegates two commit¬ 
tees to do the same job." 

Both Gorman and Romero 
agreed that there needs to be more 
student involvement in the senate.

Romero said an example of stu¬ 
dent support was in the case of 
getting additional weight machines 
in Haussler. "Students got 
involved and because of this there 
were faster results." 

Gorman said one of their goals 
he hope students will get behind is 
the installation of outdoor recrea¬ 
tion facilities. 'Tennis and basket¬ 
ball courts are needed closer to the 
campus as well as lounge and 
picnic areas," he said. Romero 
added, "It would make this a 
well-developed campus." 

Another goal is to increase and 
make changes in the campus secu¬ 
rity and student escort service said 
Gorman. 

"If it take measures like getting 
volunteers to be escorts, then they 
should be taken to get the job 
done," Gorman said.

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The right time

Although he can be quoted as 
saying, 'Tm just an average Joe 
Blow,'" Dr. William Steiner, pro¬ 
fessor of psychology, certainly is 
not an "average Joe." 

Something not so ordinary 
about Steiner is that he graduated 
from college when he was 19. He 
attributes his preconscious to 
"being in the right place at the 
right time and in the right school 
system." He left high school after 
his third year to enter Aurora Col¬ 
lege. After graduating from col¬ 
lege, Steiner was accepted at 
Northwestern University’s Law 
school, but he whimsically turned 
down the offer to become an actor 
in the Boston Stock Co. 

After frolicking in Boston for a 
few years, Steiner returned to 
Northwestern where he pursued 
sociological studies and worked at 
an orphanage. However, Steiner 
never turned in his doctoral thesis 
because he chose to work in an 
asylum which inspired him to 
change his major to psjchology. 

While working toward his doc¬ 
toral degree in psychology at the 
University of Illinois, he had the 
opportunity to take elective courses 
in physiology, so he became a 
brain physiologist as well. 

Before settiing in Peoria (his 
I' birthplace), Steiner taught doctoral 
students for two years at the 
University of Tennessee. Also, 
Steiner was part of the Yale Medi- 
ca\ School faculty in the psychol¬ 
ogy department. He also worked 
four years at the Brain Institute in 


Galesburg. 

Between 1950 and 1962 Steiner 
worked at the State Mental Hospi¬ 
tal where he did "head-shrink" 
work while he taught part time at 
Bradley. 

One of his most memorable 
"head-shrink" cases was of a 
woman who thought she was a 
horse. The woman, upon meeting 
Steiner, held her fists out in front 
of him and said, "See my 
hooves? " 

One not so humorous case was 
that of an adolescent who, under 
Steiner’s care, gradually improved 
and was prepared to leave the hos¬ 
pital. After re-entering society, the 
boy quickly regressed. Steiner 
said, 'It was very discouraging to 
see that good gains could not be 
transferred (into societal living)."

Steiner, 61, recalls one painful 
yet humorous incident while work¬ 
ing in the mental hospital. One day 
the fire alarm was pulled and as 
Steiner stuck his head out of his 
office doorway, a patient slugged 
him in the face and began to laugh 
uproariously. Steiner said that 
many times their actions just show

they are human, and they have a 
sense of humor. He added, though, 
that "sometimes they (the patients) 
can scare ya!" 

When asked if he ever analyzes 
people while talking to them on a 
casual, daily basis, Steiner gave a 
resounding no. He said, 'Tou’ll 
have to pay me good money to do 
that." 

This father of three and soon- 
to-be grandpa has definite opinions 
concerning the topic of criminal 
behavior and delinquency. Steiner 
says many disorders may be attri-

buted to biological rather than 
sociological factors. He cites a 
recent discovery of the gene linked 
to manic depressives (extreme 
mood swings) which was found to 
be common in all Amish people 
that were involved in the test. 

He also cites the statistic of a 
high percentage of delinquents who 
have athletic builds, which sup¬ 
ports his theory that crime and del¬ 
inquency may be caused by biolog¬ 
ical factors. 

Steiner does not believe in cul¬ 
tural relativity. Rather, he believes 


that some cultures are more condu¬ 
cive to long-term existence. He 
says people are falsely stigmatized 
when in fact the problem most 
likely is a biological one. 

During his 21 years at Bradley, 
Steiner has been involved in the 
publications council, which over¬ 
sees the Scout and the Anaga. He 
also was the house advisor of the 
Student Center and Sigma Chi. 
Prior to what is now the Honors 
Program, Steiner directed 
Bradley’s Scholar’s Program and he 
proposed an honor’s college.

Twenty-one year old Hamilton 
said he prefers contemporary poe-_ 
try to classical, and cit^ Ann Sex¬ 
ton as his favorite poet. After gra¬ 
duation, he is considering further¬ 
ing his creative endeavors in gra¬ 
duate school. 

Judges Kevin Stein, George 
Chambers, Tim Conley and Carol 
Friedman, all of the English 
Department, read 70 individual 
poems submitted by 26 students. 
Stein said that the high quality of 
the submissions made the final 
decision a difficult one.

'If I Should Fall From Grace 
* With God," the new album by the 
Pogues, isn’t for everyone. For 
those who are unfamiliar with Irish 
traditional music, listening to this 
LP will certainly be a horizon¬ 
expanding experience. This is a 
record of rolling Irish traditional 
music and harsh, spirited lyrics. 

The uninitiated will have to 
abandon their rock and roll 
preconceptions of "cool," and give 
the Pogues a chance; there are no 
electric guitar solos in the Pogues’ 
repertoire — their inclinations lean 
more toward accordians, tin whis- 


pipes. 

"Run, Sodomy and the Lash," 
the Pogues’ 1985 release, relied 
more heavily on Shane McGowan’s 
brash lyrics than does "If I Should 
Fall ...;" the band stands more 
confidently with the strength of 
their instrumental abilities on this 
most recent LP. 

The title track is a last will and 
testament: "Bury me at sea/ Where 
no murdered ghost can haunt me/ 
If I rock upon the waves/ Then no 
corpse can lie upon me ..." The 
second song, "Tbe Turkish Song 
of the Damned," is a somewhat 
bleaker tale of ghosts and the risen 
dead. 

The mood changes with "Bottle 
of Smoke," blessed with the bold 
irreverence that has earned the 
Pogues their reputation as the 
punks of Irish traditional music.

Spider Stacy, on tin whistle, 
weaves a beautifully simple 
melody in and out of the chorus of 
"Streets of Sorrow/ Birmingham 
Six." The song begins as a 
despairing lament to the pain and 
grief caused by the war in Ireland. 
But despair is replaced with defiant 
anger as the song rallies in support 
of the 10 people serving life sen¬ 
tences for the 1974 bombings in 
Birmingham and Guildford. This 
song is destined for legendary 
rebel-song-status. 

"Lullaby of London" and "Sit 


Down by the Fire" are both lulla¬ 
bies of a sort, though "Sit Down 
by the Fire" takes a turn toward 
McGowan’s characteristically black 
humor: "And ever you see them/ 
Pretend that you’re dead/ Or they’ll 
bite off your head/ They’ll rip out 
your liver/ And dance on your 
neck/ They dance on your head/ 
They dance bn your chest/ And 
they give you the cramp/ And the 
cholic for jest." 

While it might take the listener 
a little while to become accus¬ 
tomed to this album, the reward is 
well worth the work involved.

! Oklahoma’s Sooners did not 
; win a national title this season, but 
they delivered a message to the 
college basketball world. They, 
i along with a handful of other tour¬ 
nament teams, served as role 
models for things to come. 

Basketball in the remaining ’80s 
and the ’90s will be fast-paced and 
teams that snooze will lose. 

Bradley’s coaching staff saw the 
---signals earlier than most. But 
Oklahoma’s success only makes 
their task more obvious, 
ij 'We’re not going to replace a 
Hersey Hawkins," Assistant Coach 
Marty Gillespie said. "But we 
need to bring the level of every¬ 
body else up a notch." 

Gillespie was speaking about 
r'^ruiting, of course, which 
becomes the main task at hand 
Wednesday when the spring sign¬ 
ing period begins. High school 
seniors have until May 15 to make 
their college commitments and 
Bradley has four more scholarships 
to fill in a year that graduates 
seven seniors from a 26-5 team. 


"We need to create a situation 
where all five guys on the floor are 
scoring threats," said Gillespie, 
Bradley’s recruiting coordinator. 
"We didn’t have that this year. 
Most of the time we had, at best, 
two or three guys on the floor that 
other teams really had to worry 
about. 

"We need to bring the level of 
the entire team up. Only then 
could we have the type of team 
that plays like an Oklahoma or 
Iowa. And, I think, the people we 
are in the hunt for are those types 
of players we need for that to hap¬ 
pen. " 

Gillespie doesn’t like to play 
name games, but said that all four 
scholarships will be used. 

One scholarship won’t be used 
for a big man, however. Xanthus 
Houston, a 6-foot-9 fall signee, is 
likely to be as big as they come 
next season. 

"There are just not that many 
big people out there," Gillespie 
said. "Most of those that are good 
will sign early with the North

"We didn’t hit the ball that 
well," Bradley Coach Dewey Kal- 
mer told the Journal Star. "But we 
had a lot of people on base and a 
lot of opportunities that we took 
advantage of." 

With the aid of nine walks and 
two errors, four of the Braves’ 
runs were unearned.

BU softball coach to resign

With the softball season under¬ 
way, the Lady Braves will be 
vying for a Gateway Conference 
championship. 

Whether they bring home a 
championship or not, the Bradley 
athletic department will be in 
search of a new softball coach for 
the 1989 season. 

Head coach Clint Wilson has 
tendered his resignation, effective 
June 1, 1988. 

"I have no regrets, only disap¬ 
pointment that some of the teams I 
have coached here didn’t receive 
the notoriety they deserved," Wil¬ 
son said. 

Wilson, a full-time Peoria pol¬ 
ice officer, couldn’t find enough 
hours in the day to split time 
between Bradley and the police 


department and still have time to 
spend with his family. 

'The time has arrived where I 
want to spend time watching my 
son (Willie) compete in high 
school athletics," Wilson said. 'In 
addition, the demand on my time 
between Bradley and my full-time 
position with the Peoria police 
department was becoming a bur¬ 
den. Time simply dictated a 
change." 

In his five year stint at Bradley, 
Wilson, 39, has recorded a 
132-78-1 record. His 1987 squad 
was 25-27 - his first losing season 
in his 18 years of coaching softball 
— despite finishing 11-7 in the 
Gateway Conference for a second 
place finish. 

Wilson’s best season, 1988 
withstanding, was in 1986 when 
his Lady Braves went 36-14 and 
finished second in the Gateway 


Conference Postseason Tourna¬ 
ment. The 36 wins his team 
accomplished was the best the 
conference and school had seen at 
that time. 

"Clint Wilson took a losing 
program and made it a winner," 
Athletic Director Ron Ferguson 
said. "Clint should be praised for 
his efforts. His effort to make 
Bradley a top-notch program not 
only in the Midwest, but in the 
nation is something everyone in 
the entire Bradley family can be 
proud of. 

The athletic department will 
begin a search for a new coach at 
the end of the 1988 season.

Br: 
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Tuition may rise 5.9%

Bradley University has tentative plans to raise 
tuition 5.9 percent and room and board 4 percent next 
semester. 

While stressing that the plans are not definite. 
Vice President for Business Affairs Gary Anna said 
the increase would set tuition at $7,500 and room and 
board at $3,380 per year. Anna said those tentative 
figures have been given to prospective students. 

The increase would be used to keep pace with 
inflation, and to pay for the renovation of the Library 
and Student Center, Anna said. In addition, the 
increase would pay some bills that remain from build¬ 
ing the Heuser Art Center. 

Anna said if the tuition does go up, the 
University’s commitment to financial aid would 


increase as well. He also expects no drop in enroll¬ 
ment with a tuition increase. 

"We’re not overpriced. We’re trying to be pru¬ 
dent. We also have pressure for paying faculty," 
Anna said. 

When asked if any of the additional funds would 
be used for minority hiring, Anna said, "We’re com¬ 
mitted to some programs. It’s difficult to name an 
amount of resources committed to affirmative action. 
We’re committed across the board." 

The increase is subject to the approval of the 
Finance and Property Committee, and the Board of 
Trustees. The Committee will meet Thursday April 
21, and the trustees will meet Friday April 22 to dis¬ 
cuss the increase. 


Affirmative action plan slated

A report outlining current 
affirmative action programs and 
suggesting other programs for con¬ 
sideration was recently prepared 
by Dr. Kalman Goldberg, acting 
Provost and Vice President for 
Academic Affairs. 

The 15-page report lists 10 
pages of existing programs and 
services. A new program being 
considered is a nursing student 
scholarship program in cooperation 
with Meffiodist Medical Center, 
where students would work at the 
Medical Center one year for each 
year of tuition support and a 
teacher education program with 
similar requirements. 

Plans for minority graduate stu¬ 
dent recruitment and faculty 
recruitment were also in the 
report. Suggestions include a new 
faculty training program with a 
.component including discussion of 
minority and women’s issues, hav- 
ing faculty search committees meet 


with affirmative action officer 
Clarence Brown prior to a faculty 
search, and a program for visiting 
corporate lectureships. 

"Some of (these programs) 
depend upon funding," Goldberg 
said, "but we did not propose any 
programs we thought could not be 
effectively implemented." 

He said all the considered pro¬ 
grams have been presented to per¬ 
sons involved in the implementa¬ 
tion process, and the programs 
were met with a positive response, 
but University Senate has to give 
final approval. 

The report said "the intent of 
Bradley University’s affirmative 
action programs is not to isolate its 
minority students by the provision 
of special programs the objectives 
are to make those special efforts 
necessaiy to ensure that minorities 
can take full advantage of the 
benefits of this institution, advance 
the understanding and appreciation 
of all students of the richness of 


the culture and contributions of the 
diverse groups represented on 
campus..." 

The report, prepared at the 
request of President Martin G. 
Abegg, includes a review of the 
Romeo B. Garrett Center and a 
summary of classes containing 
experiences and contributions of 
minorities and blacks. 

"(The Garrett Center) has 
received more than its propor-^ 
tionate share of total allocations of 
funds. This included during the 
past two years almost $30,(XX) 
spent on materials and contractual 
services, and University labor 
costs of approximately another 
$10,000," the re|»rt said. 

The report said stairway carpet 
is scheduled for replacement in the 
spring or summer; walls and facil¬ 
ity carpets were in satisfactory 
condition; restroom fixtures were 
in suitable condition and windows 
"were in proper state of repair."

Speech: 9th AFA win

Monday evening at the Peona 
Civic Center the Bradley Univer¬ 
sity speech team captured the 
American Forensics Association 
National Championship by setting 
a new record for most points 
scored by a team. 

The Bradley squad accumulated 
357 points for the win and marks 
the ninth consecutive AFA 
National Championship they have 
won. University of Wisconsin at 
Madison placed second with 111 
points while Illinois State Univer¬ 
sity scored 95 for third. 

This was the first time Bradley 
has fever hosted the AFA tourna¬ 
ment. 

"This was a class toumaihent 
won by a class team," said Foren¬ 
sics Director George Armstrong. 

Bradley hosted and competed 
against 118 other universities and 
colleges from across the nation. 

Over 7(X) students participated in 
the tournament. 

After beginning the contest with 
a team record of 74 individual 
slots in the preliminary rounds, the 
Bradley team converted 46 of them 
into quarterfinals. From those 46, 
the squad took 28 into semi-final 
rounds and placed 17 events in the 


Of the 11 events in the tourna¬ 
ment, Bradley took three indivi¬ 
dual championships. Senior Dave 
Awl became the nation’s top after- 
dinner speaking champion and 
sophomore Sarah Braun took top 
honors in poetry. 

Senior Kevin Spengel and 
freshman Chris Mancini combined 
talents to place first in duet 
interpretation. 

Armstrong noted Spengel and 
Mancini both came from Wheaton 
Central High School and were 
coached there by Joe Gearce 
before coming to Bradley. 

The AFA overall individual 
sweepstakes champion was senior 
Ken Klawitter. He placed second 
in informative and dramatic 
interpretation, fourth in poetry and 
duet interpretation with Spengel, 
sixth in prose and was in the 
semi-finals of duet with Braun. 

Bradley had six people among 
the top 20 individual sweepstakes 
champions. 

Behind Klawitter, Braun was 
second in individual sweeps, 
Spengel was third and Awl placed 
fourth. Sophomore Lianne 
Fabrycki placed 19th and junior 
Steve Ford got 20th.

AP Update 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A new 
type of laboratory mouse broke 
legal ground Tuesday as the 
federal government granted Har¬ 
vard University the first U.S. 
patent on an animal. 

"A few minutes ago we issued 
a patent which, for the first time in 
the history of the U.S. Patent and 
Trademark Office, covers an 
animal, Patent Commissioner 
Donald. J. Quigg announced 
shortly after noon. 

This particular animal (is) a 
mouse which has been genetically 
engineered so as to make it more 
susceptible to"' Cancer, Quigg 
said. 

The patent. No. 4,736,866, 
named Philip Leder of Chestnut 
Hill, Mass., and Timothy A. 
Stewart of San Francisco as inven¬ 
tors of the mouse, which is to be 
used for research into cancer. 

Patents on forms of life are not 
new, with both plants and types of 
bacteria having been patented in 
the past. 

Almost any type of animal — 
except humans ~ could be con¬ 
sidered for a patent, Quigg said. 


Monday, although the general out¬ 
line of the new restrictions has 
been known for months. 

Airlines since the first of the 
year have complied with a state 
law in California and banned 
smoking on flights within the state. 

The law enacted by Congress 
last year prohibits smoking on any i 
flight of two hours or less on jet ! 
aircraft as well as smaller com¬ 
muter planes. Charter flights and 
those involving travel clubs are 
exempt from the rules. 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A draft 
letter on women written by U.S. 
Roman Catholic bishops suggests 
that the church be more responsive 
toward the large numbers of 
Catholic women who practice 
artificial contraception despite a 
church ban. 

The letter, released Monday, 
reasserted church teachings that 
birth control by artificial means is 
wrong. But it also said, ’Tt is 
essential that we foster a dialo^e 
between those who find prohibi¬ 
tions against artificial contraception 
unacceptable and those who find 
that the natural regulation of births 
has enriched and preserved their 
marriage. 

The 164-page letter breaks little 
new ground on women’s role in the 
church but does condemn sexism 
and urges priests to be more sensi¬ 
tive to women’s concerns. 


TEGA CAY, S.C. (AP) - The 
troubled PTL ministry tried Tues¬ 
day to auction the home used by 
former leaders Jim and Tammy 
Bakker, but there were no bidders 
for the plush, million-dollar man¬ 
sion. 

The auction of that home and 
eight other properties, chiefly 
homes used by other ministiy 
officials, raised only a fraction of 
the $4 million that ministry 
officials had hoped for. 

The ministry accepted bids on 
five of the nine properties, raising 
about $596,500. The Bakker home | 
attracted no bids, bids on two 
other properties were deemed 
insufficient, and a $425,000 bid on 
former PTL President Richard ^ 
Dortch’s home is still being con- ' 
sidered, said PTL Trustee David ( 
Clark. 

Clark said the setback means 
the ministry based in nearby Fort 
Mill will have to re-examine its 
options for raising $5.3 million by 
a May 2 bankruptcy court dead¬ 
line. 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
airline smoking ban that goes into 
effect April 23 on commercial air¬ 
craft will apply to any flight 
scheduled for two hours or less 
even if delays cause the flight to 
take longer, the Federal Aviation 
Administration said Monday. 

Congress required the smoking 
ban on short flights in legislation 
passed last year. The FAA issued 
its final rules on the prohibitions 


SPRINGFffiLD, ILL. (AP) - A 
bid to scrap Illinois’ requirement 
for premari^ AIDS tests was nar¬ 
rowly rejected Tuesday by a state 
House committee, but backers of 
the repeal measure said they would ’ 
try again later this month. 

The House Human Services 
Committee fell one vote short of 
endorsing the repeal measure spon¬ 
sored by Rep. Barbara Flynn Cur¬ 
rie, D-Chicago, and sending it to 
the full House.

No, the hike hasn’t been formally approved by the Board, but 
the chances of this not being approved are about die same as Her- 
sey Hawkins not being drafted, or fraternities not drinking beer, 
or students not doing the walk of shame. 

Isn’t the increase already published in the registration hand¬ 
book? The confidence in our Board demonstrated by the handbook 
publisher is truly inspirational, isn’t it?

With each increase, Bradley shrinks its pool of prospective 
students, as the number of people who can afford to go to Bradley 
becomes smaller and smaller. 

The percent increases each year can be misleading. A 6 per¬ 
cent increase each year becomes a larger and larger chunk of 
money every year. 

Now surely in all its wisdom our Board must realize this 
cannot continue. Local, state and national publications of even 
greater prominence than the Scout have analyzed the problem and 
projected what the costs of higher education will be in the near 
future. Is it going to be bad? The latest word is tuition expenses 
will give infinity a run for its money in coming years. 

Isn’t this the easy way out in meeting expenses? Everyone 
can rest easy knowing the Board must surely have some long- 
range plan to control rising costs, right? Right? 

Isn’t Bradley in effect digging its own grave? Sure, Bradley 
offers high quality education and student services, but if costs 
keep going up, the point will soon come when the difference in 
cost will not be worth the difference in quality from state- 
supported public schools. 

One deferred payment at Bradley will pay for a semester of 
tuition at many public schools.

Sure, financial aid increases proportionately, but isn’t that a 
given? What consolation does that offer the abundance of students 
who don’t receive financial aid? 

One must wonder, looking at the tuition increases in the past 
few years, if education has increased proportionately.

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U.S.A. Cold War perpetrator, not Russia

Let me refresh your memory. 

The cold war was not initiated 
by an aggressive Soviet Union in 
an attempt to dominate the world. 
It was initiated by the United 
States in its failure to seize the 
chances of post WWII cooperation 
and instead abused its new-found 
superiority in an expansiohistic, 
aggressive foreign policy that was 
mimicked, not created, by the 
Soviet Union. 

One of the principle com¬ 
ponents of the United States initiat¬ 
ing the cold war was the way we 
abused our nuclear superiority, the 
second was our foreign policy per¬ 
taining to communism. 

Following WWII, the Soviet 
Union and the other nations of the 
world wanted the creation of an 
international body to regulate the 
use of nuclear weapons and 
nuclear technology. Rather than 
joining with them, the U.S. used 
its nuclear weapons as an unstated 
threat in its relations with other 
nations. Naturally the other coun¬ 
tries have responded in the same 
way. Now the threat of world des¬ 
truction dooms over the world in 
the hands of anyone lucky enough 
to be able to buy or make one. 
The U.S. is to blame for this. 

As far as our relations with 
other nations, the U.S. has let an 
anti-conununist rhetoric taint and 
poison its rationality. We’ve not 
only feared communism, we 
attacked it. This aggressiveness by 
the United States in the post-WWII 
era was not only wasteful, it usu¬ 
ally failed, serving only to increase 
hostilities and tensions in the 
world. 

The U.S. lost its chance to 
avoid the Vietnam ''conflict 


(remember. Congress never 
declared war) when its blinding 
anti-communist rhetoric led it to 
support the wrong side. 

Chiang Kai Shek, in his inau¬ 
gural address as the leader of N. 
Vietnam, praised American values 
and even quoted Jeffersonian Doc¬ 
trine. Yet when he asked the U.S. 
for aid, our government turned 
him down. We failed to help him, 
so naturally he turned to China and 
the Soviet Union. What choice 
does the leader of an impoverished 
nation have? 

China and the Soviet Union 
supported Kai Shek not because of 
some expansionist communist doc¬ 
trine, but because he was the 
majority supported ruler of that 
nation and because the U.S. 
turned him down. 

U.S. policy toward Cuba in the 
early 1960s resulted in the exact 
opposite of our leaders’ wishes and 
nearly escalated the cold war to 
the point of total nuclear destruc¬ 
tion. 

The U.S. government wanted 
Cuban leader Fidel Castro 
overthrown because he had ties 
with the Soviet Union. Despite the 
fact that Castro had the support of 
his people. President Kennedy 
approved the Bay of Pigs opera¬ 
tion. Its intent: the invasion of 
Cuba and * installation of a U.S.- 
puppet regime in Cuba. The inva¬ 
sion failed miserably. 

Castro, fearing further aggres¬ 
sion from the U.S., sought help 
from the Soviets to defend his 
nation. The nuclear missiles were 
sent to deter the U.S. from any 
further invasions. 

In the missile crisis that fol¬ 
lowed, the U.S. was forced to 
agree to never invade Cuba, and to 
remove i ts bases from Tu rkey. Our 


leaders’ aggressive policy toward 
the Cuban nation brought about the 
exact opposite of what they 
wanted. 

Nicaragua is the most recent, 
and most obvious, case of U.S. 
expansionism in the face of blind¬ 
ing anti-conununist rhetoric. 
Before the incursion into 
Nicaragua by the U.S., Nicaragua 
had a free press and political free¬ 
doms. Our undeclared war on 
them brought the loss of these 
rights. 

If anyone is to blame for the 
lack of freedoms in Nicaragua, it’s 
not the Sandinistas, its our Ameri¬ 
can leaders. I must point out that 


before the Nicaraguans overthrew 
the U.S.-supported Somoza regime 
they had no rights and were 
suppressed brutally. 

Latin America, is too closely 
tied to our economy to ever 
become a threat to us (just as the 
Soviets would never attack 
Western Europe). Economic stabil¬ 
ity and interdependence surpass all 
picayune ideological differences. 
Instead of relying on big-stick 
dominance, the supporting of 
stable (and locally selected) 
governments is by far more valu¬ 
able to us. 

Instead of wasting millions in 
military intervention, we should 


spend it on refurbishing our econ¬ 
omy and assisting other nations. 
From stability and economic assis¬ 
tance come influence. From mili¬ 
tary might and guerrilla insurgen¬ 
cies come hatred, suspicion, and 
returned aggression. It also 

encourages the rise of military 
leaders to power. 

Our expansionist foreign poli¬ 
cies will prove, and have proved, 
to be not only wasteful, 

ineffective, and backward, but they 
are morally and ethically 

blasphemous of all that our coun¬ 
try stands for.

Average grades for the greeks 
have been consistently lower than 
all-school averages, and enrollment 
in greek houses has been increas¬ 
ing in recent years, greek students 
were told at IFC/Panhel Grand 
Chapter, 3 p.m. Sunday at the 
Field House. 

For the first time at Bradley, a 
majority—51 percent—of the men 
on campus belong to fraternities, 
Ed King, executive director of 
housing, residential life and stu¬ 
dent judicial system, told almost 
1,000 greek students. 

Sorority enrollment is at 36 


percent, down from 40 percent 
four semesters ago. 

King charted the all-mens and 
all-ffatemity grade point average 
back to the spring of 1984. The 
all-mens average was above the 
all- fraternity average every semes¬ 
ter. The all-mens average for last 
fall was 2.73; the all-fraternity was 
2.67. For the spring, 1987 semes¬ 
ter, the all-mens average was 2.78; 
the all- fraternity was 2.69. 

The all-sorority average also is 
below the all-womens for the same 
time period.

Duplicating holds up ‘dirty’ work

Dr. Pamela Tudor-Craig, better 
known as Lady Pamela Wedg¬ 
wood, delighted Bradley faculty, 
students and , area residents with 
her lecture and slide presentation 
on "The Neo-Platonic Idea of 
Love, Shakespeare and Renais¬ 
sance Art," April 12 in Neumiller 
Chapel. 

Tudor-Craig is a professor of 
Art History at London University 
and Harlexton University where 22 
Bradley students attend classes as a 
part of the study abroad program. 
She has written multiple publica¬ 
tions and lectures and has focused 
on the Medieval and Renaissance 
years. 

"The majority of Renaissance 
art is derived from literature, 
namely the writings of William 
Shakespeare," Tudor-Craig said. 

During her slide presentation of 
Renaissance art, Tudor-Craig, 
along with sophomore theater stu¬ 
dent Brooks Cooper, recited lines 
from Shakespeare’s "A Midsum¬ 
mer Nights Dream" and correlated 
it with the art and Plato’s ideas of 
love, beauty, good, grace and 
ascension. 

"Some critics say that the char¬ 
acter Titania in ’A Midsummer 
Nights Dream’ is said to be Queen 
Elizabeth and the other characters 
to be royalty as well," Tudor- 
Craig said. "Some critics see in 
Titania’s speech about confusion of 
the seasons to be a reference to the 
unusually cold, wet summer of 
1594, and others believe that Shak¬ 
espeare wrote the play to honor 
some royal wedding, but whose 
wedding still remains a mystery." 

When discussing Renaissance 
art, Tudor-Craig concentrated on 
works by Sandro Boticelli of Italy 


— namely the "Primavera" and 
"Birth of Venus." "Boticelli’s 
works were derived from the 
Neo-Platonic ideas of love of soul, 
love of pure Venus and the intel¬ 
lect of Mercury, " she said. 

'Tn Boticelli’s ’Primavera,’ 
Venus is portrayed as a symbol of 
material love dressed in flowers 
and ornaments. Mercury represents

good counsel and reason and the 
tree dancing women are three 
graces." 

Tudor-Craig continued by giv¬ 
ing the Neo-Platonic interpretation 
of Boticelli’s "Birth of Venus." 
"The ’Birth of Venus’ is said to be 
the birth of humanity created by 
nature and its four elements (earth, 
fire, water and air)." 

The lecture is part of a series 
sponsored by Bradley University’s 
Cultural Affairs Committee.

Two cartoons and a poem were 
the cause of a disagreement 
between Student Senate and Dupli¬ 
cating last week. 

The incident took place when 
Laura Roulier, all-campus 
secretary, included Ae cartoons 
and pdlpi among materials to be 
duplicated for Senate. 

According to Roulier, one car¬ 
toon depicted two mice caught in a 
trap with a caption referring to 
"your friends screwing you," 
while the other depicted a girl sit¬ 
ting on a phallic-shaped stool in an 
ice' cream parlor. The poem, 
which was about a bird, revolved 
around the theme of not taking 
"sh^t from your friends." 

Roulier said she wanted the 
materials copied so that she could 
hang them in the Senate office and 
give to Senate members for a bit 
of humor. 

"When I went to pick up 
Senate’s duplicating, nobody knew 
where our stuff was," she said. 
"Then they told me that there was 
a question about billing, and that 
Nial (Johnson) had our stuff." 

"The nature of the material was 
brought to my attention by the stu¬ 
dent duplicating it," Johnson, 
Director of Audio Visual Services, 
said. "The sexual nature of the 
material drew their attention to it." 

"We don’t try to be a watch 
dog, and we weren’t trying to exhi¬ 
bit censorship," he said. "The 
materials just didn’t appear to be 
Senate charge materials." 

"We are,just trying to maintain 
the integrity of the charge ser¬ 
vice, " Johnson added. "We wanted 
to be sure that the money was used 
for service materids and not per¬ 
sonal materials." 

"Nial said he didn’t think they 


were appropriate materials for 
duplicating, and felt we were jeo¬ 
pardizing the integrity of student 
government with those cartoons," 
Roulier said. 

'1 guess I can understand his 
concern," she said, "but he 
shouldn’t be reading duplicating 
material anyway ... ^ they could 
contain confidential information, 
like from the President’s office." 

"If they have a policy about not 
duplicating materids, they should 
tell us ahead of time, and we 
would be glad to duplicate them 
somewhere else." 


Johnson said there is no written 
policy, but he felt it was his right 
to refuse vulgar and blatant materi¬ 
als. 

"We have a policy where we 
reserve the righj to refuse," John¬ 
son said. "Once we discussed it, 
and she explained what the materi¬ 
als were for, I felt it was okay." 

The materials were duplicated 
and and returned to Roulier, and 
senate was billed for them. Roulier 
believes a written policy would be 
appropriate in the future. "I just 
don’t want to see students get 
pushed around."

During the eleventh annual 
Romeo B. Garrett week, Congress¬ 
man Walter Fauntroy spoke at the 
Student Center Ballroom Monday 
evening April 11 at 8 sjwnsored by 
the Black Student Alliance. 

Fauntroy has been a member of 
the House of Representatives since 
1971 and is chairman of the 
Congressional Black Caucus. 
Fauntroy’s background in politics 
reaches back to when he was the 
Washington D.C. Coordinator for 
the March on Washington for Jobs 
and Freedom in 1963. 

Fauntroy discussed many ave¬ 
nues of politics Monday evening, 
but his main emphasis was on 
American politics here and abroad. 
Fauntroy said our nation is cutting 
programs that will benefit our 
future. He said it is not the blacks 
or poor people who are making the 
deficit grow, it is the governments 
spending on defense and other pro¬ 
grams that do not benefit our 
society. 


nrhe problem with our country 
simply put is the American country 
is shap^ ... to maximize profits.'" 
Fauntroy said the government has 
three faulty thesis: (1) the poor 
have too much money, (2) the rich 
have too little money, (3) the prob¬ 
lems abroad will be solved due to 
the military. Therefore, we have 
cut educational programs, health 
care, subsidized programs, so that 
one third of the black population 
has dropped into poverty. 

The government conducted 
$750 million in tax relief for indi¬ 
viduals and corporations. A person 
who makes around $15,000 per 
year will pay $100 more in taxes 
than a person who makes $200,000 
a year, that person receives 
$20,000 in tax relief, because the 
government thinks by giving 
breaks to the '"rich'" and corpora¬ 
tions th^t they will reinvest the 
money back into America. 

We have increased our defense 
programs by $2.3 trillion, spend 
approximately $10 million a week 


in the Persian Gulf to protect the 
oil which is not even America’s. 
"We must do something about a 
package of public policies,"" Faun¬ 
troy said. 

He emphasized the need to edu¬ 
cate our young, not cut the pro¬ 
grams so that we send our money 
abroad. "The money sent abroad is 
coming back to buy American. We 
are losing market shares here and 
abroad, and we are in trouble 
because of the greed in America." 
The Japanese have $23.4 billion of 
direct investment here in the 
United States, Fauntroy said. 

Fauntroy said they bought our 
foolishness when we were "drunk 
at lunch," meaning we sat down 
and tried to figure how we could 
save money by getting cheaper 
labor, and making products that 
did not last so that the consumers 
could buy more products. 

While Fauntroy campaigns for 
Jesse Jackson, he still speaks out 
for what he believes to be right.

Science fiction author 
to lecture tonight

The job of the poet is to find 
cr own voice," Nikki Giovanni, 
wt, recording artist, and lecturer, 
lid last Thursday night at the 
larrett Center. She presented a 
oetry workshop and lecture, spon-

sored by the Black Student Alii- 
ance. The author of eleven books 
of poetry and two recorded 
albums, Giovanni started her own 
publishing company, because of 
her fear and failure to deal with 
rejection. 

During the course of the even¬ 
ing, Giovanni read and commented 
on some of her poems, including 
"Cotton Candy on a Rainy Day," 
her tribute to Bobby Kennedy, and 
Those Who Ride the Night 
Wind," a poem for John Lennon. 
Her two love poems entitled 
"Winter Poem" and "My house; 
Your Poem," received enthusiastic 
responses from the standing-room 
only crowd. Giovanni also read 
her personal favorite, "I Am She," 
a poem she refers to as her 
"baby." Apart from reading selec¬ 
tions of her poetry, Giovanni 
spoke on a variety of topics on 
life. 

In her casual and friendly way, 
Giovanni shared stories from her 
own life while at the same time 
giving advice and words of wis¬ 
dom. She stressed the importance 


of education and individualism. 

"Go beyond and get around it. 
Don’t let others make judgements 
for you," she said. "The more we 
receive in life, the more we realize 
that nothing on earth is as impor¬ 
tant as humans." 

A professor of creative writing 
at Virginia Polytechnic and State 
University, Giovanni has recorded 
her work and has appeared in the 
film, "Spirit to Spirit," which was 
broadcast on PBS television. In 
1987, she performed "A Signal in 
the Land," with the Johnson City 
Symphony Orchestra. 


She has received numerous 
awards including the Post-Corbett 
Award for literary artist and the 
1985 Outstanding Woman of 
Tennessee. In 1973, her book, 
"My House," received the Ameri¬ 
can Library Association Best 
Books commendation, and her 
recording. Truth Is On Its Way," 
received the 1972 NATRA Award 
for Best Spoken Word Album. 


A panel discussion, "Social 
Commentary in Science Fiction," 
featuring Jose Farmer, a science 
fiction author; tjary Wolfe, a scho¬ 
lar of science fiction; and Mgar L. 
Chapman, associate professor of^ 
English at Bradley, will be held at 
7:30 tonight at Neumiller Chapel 
auditorium. The panel is sponsored 
by the Illinois Humanities Council 
and the Cultural Affairs Committee 
of Bradley University. 

A siniilar panel will be held 
Saturday afternoon at 1:30 at Illi¬ 
nois State University in room 151 
of the Center for the Visual Arts. 
The panel will feature Wolfe, sci¬ 
ence fiction writer Timothy Zahn, 
and Professor Steve Kagel of the 
Illinois State English department, 
who has published material on sci¬ 
ence fiction. 

Farmer, a Bradley alumnus 
who graduated in 1950 with a 
major in English, is the author of 
several novels and science fiction 
stories, including "The Lovers" 
(1960), the Riverworld series, and 
the Day world series. Farmer’s 
novel, To Your Scattered Bodies 


Go," won the Hugo award in 
1970. It is an impressive satiried 
novella in the mode of James 
Joyce’s "Finnegans Wake." His 
"Riders of the Purple Wage" won 
the Hugo award in 1968. Farmer, 
who resides in Peoria, gave an 
Olive B. White lecture at Bradley 
in 1970, and made several appear¬ 
ances at science fiction classes in 
the early 70s. He last spoke at 
Bradley in 1978 to address Sigma 
Tau E)elta, the English honorary 
sckjiety. 

Wolfe, the dean of Liberal Arts 
at Roosevelt University, has writ¬ 
ten "The Known and the 
Unknown," "The Iconography of 
Science Fiction," and has received 
the Pilgrim award from the Sci¬ 
ence Fiction Research Association. 
His most recent publication is a 
work on literary critical terms for 
science fiction. 

Chapman has published more 
than 30 articles on science fiction, 
and he has also published a mono¬ 
graph on Farmer’s work with the 
Borgo Press as a part of the Mil¬ 
ford series on popular writers.

Chanqes bring maturity to Chicago Cubs in ’88

After two weeks of major 
league baseball already many 
things look different than what was 
expected. 

Probably most noticeable is the 
quick start the Chicago Cubs got 
off to holding first place with a 5-3 
record. 

Practically every sporting 
magazine predicted the Cubs to 
finish the season in the cellar of 
the National League East. 

I think not. 

Now Fm not going to preach in 
this column about how the Cubs 
are going to win the pennant and 
bring a .^orld Series championship 
back t‘» Chicago because that 
would be a little premature. 

But the Chicago Cubs have the 
ability and the charisma to give 
any team a run for their money. 

The first major change the Cubs 
organization made, after a dismal 
76-85 season in 1987 which left 
the cubs in last place, was with the 
coaching staff. 

Jim Frey, who brought Chicago 
a division title in 1984 but was 
dismissed in June of 1986, spent 
last season in the broadcasting 
booth doing color commentary for 
the Cubs. 

This year Frey is back in the 
thick of things. But he’s not coach- 
• ing; he has taken the place of Dal¬ 
las Green with the title of Director 
of Baseball Operations. 

Frey quicldy went to work by 
hiring his childhood friend and 
third base coach of the Cubs in 
1984, Don Zimmer. 

Since Zimmer’s arrival, the 
Cubs have been doing the wheel¬ 
ing and dealing that brought them 
one game away from the National 
League pennant in ’84.

This figure fluctuates a bit, but 
has remained consistent in recent 
years. Black freshman enrollment 
has been about 6.8 to 9 percent in 
the past five years. Dr. Alan Gai¬

Other freshmen minority enroll¬ 
ment included 2.9 percent Asian 
Americans, 1.3 percent Hispanic, 
and .3 percent American Indian.

Dr. Kalman Goldberg will be 
recommended by President Martin 
Abegg for the position of provost 
and vice president for academic 
affairs at today’s Board of Trustees 
meeting. 

Goldberg, who has been acting 
provost since September, was not 
among the two candidates recom¬ 
mended to Abegg by the search 
committee. However, Abegg said 
at yesterday’s University Senate 
meeting, 'T^either candidate who 
was recommended was accept¬ 
able. He therefore consulted with 
Goldberg and convinced him to 
allow Abegg to present his name, 
to the Board. 

The candidates who • were 
recommended were Dr. John Wat¬ 
son, vice president for academic 
affairs at Saint Bonaventure 
University in New York, and Dr. 
Mary Shutler, vice chancellor and 
dean of faculty at the University of 
Wisconsin at Parkside. 

'1 felt the candidates wouldn’t 
do what I felt needed to be done 
here,Abegg said. Hit’s important 
that initiatives (such as enrollment) 
move forward and there be no 
breaks. We can’t afford to have 
any breaks.* 


Abegg said choosing Watson or 
Shutler would result in breaks 
because of their views and their 
unfamiliarity with the issues. Gold¬ 
berg is familiar with the issues, as 
he helped with them this year, 
Abegg said. 

mie committee was not disap¬ 
pointed by Dr. Goldberg’s accep¬ 
tance of the nomination, but there 
was concern with the process ," 
Abegg said. A committee member 
asked if Abegg would check to see 
if the pripcedure was against the 
affirmation action guidelines. 
Abegg said he did check with the 
appropriate, people, and the guide¬ 
lines were not violated. 

Goldberg said, '1 regret the 
procedure took the turn it did. My 
personal choice is to return to 
teaching. However, I was put in a 
difficult position. I agreed to the 
recommendation because of a 
sense of service to the University. 

Goldberg said, T am in favor 
of shared governance, and I don’t 
aspire to power or authority. I had 
hoped the search would produce 
candidates meeting Dr. Abegg’s 
requirements for University needs.

If Bradley raises the money, the 
remaining cost of the building pro¬ 
jects will be paid for. 

'breaking ground is an outward 
tangible sign of progress,"" Bradley 
President Martin Abegg s^d. 
'"And what progress Bradley has 
made from the one-room library in 
the basement of Bradley Hall in 
1897 to the multistory, computer- 
enriched building we are about to 
buUd." 

The Library renovation will 
include building a 53,000 square- 
foot addition and renovating the 
existing structure. While the size 
of the structure will be nearly dou¬ 
bled, new and improved features 
will include space for: 550,000 
volumes, the addition of 500 study 
stations, 18 faculty study space, 
enlarged area for reserves, audiov¬ 
isual equipment and microcomput¬ 
ers, space for a music library, an 
enlarged special collection center 
with preservation lab and book 
repair facilities, facilities for 
bibliographic instruction, a learn¬ 
ing assistance program, a writing 
center and an enlarged reference 
area. 

Construction for this project is 


expected to begin in the summer 
and will take 12 to 15 months to 
complete. The current library will 
remain open until the addition is 
complete. 

The Student Center renovation 
plans include the conversion of 
two floors of the adjacent Sisson 
Hall for student organization 
offices and the construction of an 
atrium between the existing Stu¬ 
dent Center and Sisson Hall, as 
well as extensive remodeling of the 
current center. 

The atrium will contain an 80 
seat lounge, a lobby, and an eleva¬ 
tor which will access both facili¬ 
ties. Located off the main floor 
will be a postal office, and candy 
and convenience stores. 

Other features of the renovated 
center will include a 224-seat 
cafeteria, a restaurant, a 98-seat 
formal dining room, a 232-seat 
auditorium, a game room, a 
television room, conference, meet¬ 
ing and study rooms, and offices. 
The new construction will add 
about 7,500 square feet to the 
facility.

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SYDNEY, Australia (AP) - 
Hippies in Australia’s outback are 
forsaking traditional drugs and get¬ 
ting their kicks from cane toads, 
which when boiled produce a 
slimy and potentially lethal cock¬ 
tail, police say. 

^People taking it experience a 
trip similar to that resulting from 
LSD," said Inspector Syd Chur¬ 
chill of Cairns Police in northeast 
Australia. "It is, by all accounts, a 
very potent drug." 

Churchill told the Sydney

But he warned that bufotenine, 
the substance contained in two 
glands behind the toad’s head, is a 
toxin that can be fatal. 

INDIANAPOUS (AP) - A 
woman underwent an abortion in 
defiance of a court order obtained 
by the would-be father, but attor¬ 
neys for both sides still want the 
state Supreme Court to settle the 
dispute. 

At issue is whether a woman 
has the sole authority to decide to 
have an abortion or if a father has 
rights that give him a say in the 
decision.

Subcommittee is to initiate as 
much communication as possible 
between the student and his or her 
advisor, especially prior to regis¬ 
tration. 

One possible suggestion is the 
use of an encumbrance facility in 
the registration system, which 
would not permit students to regis¬ 
ter until it has been determined 
that they have met with their advi¬ 
sors. This suggestion, which is a 
recommended procedural change 
of the Dean’s Registration Commit¬ 
tee, would be optional. The Col¬ 
lege of Computer Science currently 
uses this method for registering 
students.

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License problem leads to arrest

A Bradley student was arrested by Peoria Police 
for driving with a suspended license which stemmed 
from a fender bender with her grandfather’s car five 
years ago. 

Kyra Wostoupal, 22, was stopped by a Bradley 
Security officer around 10:30 p.m., on Monday, 
March 21 for driving the wrong direction on a one 
way street in front of Elmwood Hall. The officer pro¬ 
ceeded to arrest her for driving with a suspended 
license. 

Wostoupal, an out-of-state senior from Worthing¬ 
ton, Ohio told Officer William Augsburger that she 
had left her license at home. When Augsburger called 
to verify her license, he was told she had a two- week 
expired Ohio license and her prior Illinois license had 
been suspended five years ago, said David Baer, 
director of security. 

"'Stories were so inconsistent, something was out 
of line here,"' Baer said. 

Augsburger consulted’ the Peoria Police for 
instructions, according to Baer. They sent an officer 
and a paddy wagon to the scene. 

"It was a judgment call of our officer,"' Baer 
said. "Tie was unsure of the situation so he asked for 
a city’s officer’s opinion. 

The incident stemmed from a fender bender with 
her grandfather’s car, Wostoupal said. The insurance 


company made a computer error aixl did not pay the 
insurance claim. The state then suspended her license. 
Meanwhile, Wostoupal moved to Wisconsin arui then 
to Ohio, surrendering her Dlinois license for an Ohio 
license, unaware of its suspension. Her Ohio license 
had expired without her knowledge. 

Wostoupal was handcuffed and taken to Peoria 
County Jail and booked on charges of driving with a 
suspended license. 

"They wouldn’t tell me anything of what was 
going on,"' Wostoupal said. "1 was frisked by a 
female cop and thrown into a paddy wagon, I had to 
peep through a hole to see where I was being taken. It 
was ridiculous, I was never read my Miranda rights. * 

Wostoupal was released an hour later on $100 
bail and a court date was set for April 29. 

She hopes to push her court date back to gain 
time for the insurance company to submit the com¬ 
puter error. She also plans to make a complaint with 
Bradley Security for the actions of that night. 

"It was scary ... to think Bradley Security is to 
protect students," Wostoupal said. "I was balling my 
head off, I didn’t know what was happening and all 
the police at the jail really got a kick out of it. I found 
it r^y humiliating."' 

Officer Augsburger declined to comment until the 
court case. 


Rush to be revamped, 

unity, counseling stresse

There will be a new focus on 
men’s rush next fall. Instead of 
promoting their own houses, the 
men will proniote the greek system 
as a whole. 

The change came in a two-hour 
meeting on Thursday, April14. 
The meeting, led by IFC president 
Rob Fortino, had a representative 
from each house. They convened 
because of growing pressure by the 
administration to alleviate the 
stress of rushing felt by both the 
fraternities and the rushees. The 
primary goal of the meeting was to 
develop changes in the rush system 
that satisfied most houses before 
the administration intervened. 

One of the changes centers on 
move-in day. Those helping fresh¬ 
men move into the residence halls 
will not be allowed to wear letters 
and discuss their houses. Instead, 
they will wear the same shirts and 
try to steer conversation toward 
the greek system in general. 


Another change facing the fra¬ 
ternities is the fining procedure. 
"Money doesn’t count in rush," 
Fortino said, referring to the 
houses that would rather pay a fine 
than lose & pledge. Tlie fines 
imposed now will limit the amount 
of men a house can accept and 
monetary fines will be used for 
less offensive charges. 

Rush counselors will also play 
a more significant role during rush 
by working with Paul Auberry, 
IFC Rush Chairman. Auberry 
plans on holding regular meetings 
to help them become more 
effective counselors. 

The final idea discussed was 
summer rush. Thjs type of rush 
will not take place this fall, but 
possibly in upcoming years 
"Bradley has the best possible rush 
it could have," Fortino said, "but 
summer rush would improve the 
present conditions and attract more 
men."

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Key: subliminal is not just sex

To the average reader, the 
Betty Crocker Super Moist Cake 
mix ad may appear very innocent. 
A closer look reveals female geni¬ 
talia sculptured into the icing. Now 
the Betty Crocker cake’s slogan 
^MMMMoister'’ may take on a 
different connotation. 

This ad is only one example of 
advertising influence that is called 
subliminal seduction. Dr.* Wilson 
Bryan Key spoke to about 150 stu¬ 
dents in the Student Center Ball¬ 
room Monday night with the aid of 
a slide show revving many exam¬ 
ples of subliminal advertising. 
These ads, which include manufac¬ 
turers such as Wrigley’s, Honda 
and Wishbone dressing, are seen 
daily in widely-distributed periodi¬ 
cals. 

Another example includes a 
Howard Johnson’s menu which 
advertises customers to "Dig Into 
Our Clam Plates and shows much 
more that a plateful of fried clams. 
Key says, "TTiousands of copies of 
this menu have been printed con¬ 
taining a full color picture of the 
clam plate with french fries and 
cole slaw,"' he said. "But a closer 
look at the picture shows that the 
clams are actually an elaborate sex 
orgy with dozens of bodies entan¬ 
gled, and even a donkey."" 

Key said that subliminal 
advertising is more than sexual 
forms. In liquor advertisements, 
such as Johnnie Walker Black 
Label Scotch, Key pointed out

shapes of monsters, screaming 
faces and a bird with a severed 
penis under its beak. 

If the subliminal pictures are 
hard to detect how could they be 
an effective means of advertising? 
Most people only glance at ads for 
two or three seconds so these ads 
must be able to quickly affect 
them. Key said. The brain’s 
unconscious perception of these 
taboo suggestions is instantaneous 
and has an unbelievable affect on 
memory, he said. 

Once this information is 
unlocked and we consciouslv see 


the "Tiidden'' pictures we will 
never forget them, he said. The 
more taboo sometfaing is, the 
stronger this image will be embed¬ 
ded into the unconscious mind. 
Key said. The areas considered 
most taboo by our society are 
incest and homosexual fear. Both 
of these are the most widely used 
areas of subliminal advertising. 

Subliminal ads also are used to 
influence the attitudes and percep¬ 
tions of the read^. Key cited the 
picture of Khadafy on the cover of 
Time magazine as one example. 
Key said the lines of Khadafy’s 
face spelled out 'sex' and "Idll.' 

In order to see if these sublimi¬ 
nal words were unconsciously seen 
by the 32 million Time r^ers. 
Key tested it at a university in 
Nevada. 

Seven students were individu¬ 
ally hypnotized and put into a 
trance for 60 seconds. During the 
trance the students w^e shown the 
picture of Khadafy. Key said when 
these seven students were awoken, 
all seven said the first thought of 
what Khadafy was thinking was 
"3011'. Key believes this proves the 
brain rea^ the sublindnal mes¬ 
sages. 

Key, who has a Ph.D. in Com¬ 
munication Studies, has produced 
over 300 researdi stupes for 
government and corporation 
clients. He discusses subliminal 
advertising further in his best¬ 
selling bwks 'Subliminal Seduc¬ 
tion,' 'Media Sexi^oitationr

Agee: CIA operates for elites

The CIA should get out of the 
business of coups and assassina¬ 
tions, according to Phillip Agee, a 
former CIA operations officer. 

The CIA routinely is involved 
in the violent overthrow of demo¬ 
cratically elected governments, 
Agee said in a speech Wednesday 
sponsored by The Progressive Stu¬ 
dent Alliance. 

The CIA is the hand in the 
glove of repressive intelligence 
organizations in other countries,'" 
Agee said to about 60 Bradley stu¬ 
dents and community members. He 
said the CIA has an extensive his¬ 
tory of illegal activities, directly 
and indirectly through the security 
organizations of Other nations. 

Tiaison is the worst activity 
the U.S. government is involved 
in,"" Agee said, referring to CIA 
aid to foreign intelligence. "When 
the CIA refers to the need for 
democracy, they mean a need for a 
government the U.S. can control."" 

Civil rights violations in Latin 
America is a direct result of CIA 
policy, which is guided by 
President Reagan, Agee said. He 
said civil unrest in El Salvador, 
Nicaragua, Guatemala and Panama 
is supported by the CIA. 

Agee cited CIA operations to 
train and equip Battalion 316, the 
Special Investigations branch of 
the Honduran army. Battalion 316 
is currently on trid before the jud¬ 
icial branch of the Organization of 
American States for the disappear¬ 
ance and suspected murder of four 
Honduran political activists. 
Trained by the CIA in Texas, Bat¬ 
talion 316 has been implicated in 
the disappearances, tortures and 
murders of more than 150 Hon¬ 
durans. Two former members of 


Battalion 316, who were key 
witnesses in the trial, have been 
tortured to death, Agee said. 

Agee also said the CIA has 
aided in military coups throughout 
its history, including the Pinochet 
overthrow of Chile’s Allehde 
government during the Nixon 
administration. Agee’s duties as a 
CIA operations officer indirectly 
involved him in two military coups 
in Ecuador and another in Brazil, 
he said. 

"The bottom line is ... control 
of the people, the country, and the 
economy,"" Agee said. The CIA’s 
policies are often linked to the 
business interests of the American 
industrial giants, Agee said. 

The U.S. is elitist governed,"" 
Agee said. The CIA operates in 
the interest of the elite."" Agee 
cited CIA support of the Shah of 
Iran’s SAVAK intelligence system 
to protect the oil industry’s assest 
in Iran. These operations, Agee 
said, are disguised by. U.S. claims 
that they are necessary to preserve 
freedom. 

"We know all about restoring 
democracy in the CIA," Agee 
said. "It means overthrowing the 
elected government and replacing 
it with a military dictatorship." 

'These countries Just aren’t a 
threat to the U.S. by Soviet 
influence," Agee said. He said 
some Latin American countries, 
including Cuba, have been forced' 
to seek Soviet aid by U.S. hostil¬ 
ity. 

Agee and Vice-President 
George Bush have had disagree¬ 
ments since Bush’s term as Direc¬ 
tor of the CIA and Agee’s 11 years 
with the CIA from 1957-69. Bush 
described Agee’s return to the U.S. 
as "disgusting" in a press confer¬

"A civilian intelligence agency 
is needed to preserve peace," Agee 
said, emphasizing he is not 
opposed to all intelligence opera¬ 
tions. He repeatedly said the 
proper role of U.S. intelligence is 
to provide information to the 
current administration, not run 
covert operations. 

Agee and five other former 
CIA agents have founded ARDIS 
(Association for Responsible 
Dissent), an organization to oppose 
CIA policies.

U of Oregon may ban keggers 


EUGENE, Ore. (AP) - The University of Oregon 
is considering banning beer parties at fraternities and 
sororities. 

The so-called 'Tceggers'" also would be banned 
from university-affiliated housing. 

'What we’re saying is, ’No kegs,’ whether they’re 
legally able to drink or not,'' Gerard Moseley, vice 
president for student affairs at the 17,5(X)-student. 
school, said last Monday. 

Each housing group also would be required to 
sponsor alcohol and drug education programs at least 


twice each academic year. 


While the housing groups include some students 
older than age 21, the majority of their residents have 
not reached legal drinking age, Moseley said. 

Fraternity and sorority members who are at least 
21 would be allowed to ''possess and use alcoholic 
beverages in personal use amounts," the proposal 
said. 

Complaints of underage people drinking 
prompted the proposal, Moseley said. 

Students will be asked for conunents about the 
proposal during the next few weeks. 


Fighting to continue if cease-fire fails 


MANAGUA, Nicaragua (AP) - 
High-ranking government and 
rebel delegations agreed on a 10- 
day suspension of direct peace 
talks after a fourth day of negotia¬ 
tions failed to produce a definitive 
cease-fire pact. 

Also Monday, President Daniel 
Ortega warned that Sandinistas 
troops would continue fighting the 
U.S.-backed rebel forces if rebel 
negotiators bowed to pressure from 
their top military commander not 
to sign an accord. 

A joint communique issued at 
the end of Monday’s talks said the 
government and the Contras, as 
the rebels are known, would next 
meet in Managua April 28-30 to 
continue negotiations to end their 6 
1/2-year-old civil war. 

The statement described talks 
between Sandinistas officials and 


leaders of the Contras’ Nicaraguan 
Resistance organization as "frank 
and cordial," and said the two 
sides had entered into "permanent 
session" to reach an accord. 

Contra leader Pedro Joaquin 
Chamorro told reporters that 
government and rebel officials had 
agreed "that at any moment we 
can renew the negotiations to give 
continuity to this process." 

'We are certain the negotia¬ 
tions will end in success," said 
Nicaraguan Defense Minister 
Humberto Ortega, who headed the 
government’s negotiating team. 

President Ortega, the defense 
minister’s brother, charged that 
Col. Enrique Bermudez, the Con¬ 
tra military commander, and the 
United States were pressuring 
rebel negotiators to avoid a cease¬ 
fire agreement.

U.S. cigarette consumption down, exports up 


WASHINGTON (AP) 
Cigarette smoking by Americans is 
at a 16-year low, but the Agricul¬ 
ture Department says exports are 
expected to rise again to another 
record level in 1988. 

The department’s Economic 
Research Service says U.S. con¬ 
sumption of cigarettes declined to 
an estimated 575 billion "pieces" 
in 1987, down 1.5 percent from 
583.8 billion in 1986. 

Department records show last 


year’s use was the smallest since 
554.4 billion pieces were con¬ 
sumed in 1972, a record at that 
time and a period when there was 
a general upward trend in use. 

Since 1981, when total U.S. 
consumption rose to a record of 
640 billion pieces, cigarette use by 
Americans declined more than 10 
percent through last year. Exports 
in 1981 were also at a record high 
at 82.6 billion pieces before easing 
back in most subsequent years.

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Shultz to go to Moscow, 
technicalities slow talks 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Ameri¬ 
can and Soviet negotiators, trying 
to wrap up a new arms control 
treaty by the end of May, have 
identified 1,200 weapons by 30 to 
50 percent. 

Roughly half of the disputed 
items are technical and could be 
resolved if major verification prob¬ 
lems are worked out, Reagan 
administration officials said early 
this week. 

But the others have proved 
intractable so far, involving the 
detection and counting of elusive 
mobile and cruise missiles carried 
on planes and warships, said the 
officials, who spoke only on condi¬ 
tion of anonymity. 

Secretary of State George P. 
Shultz leaves today for talks in 
Moscow to try to close the gap. 
But the officials acknowledged that 
hopes were fading for the treaty to 
be ready for signing at the May 
28-June 2 summit meeting in the 
Soviet capital. 

'There’s always hope," an 
official said. But he said there has 
been virtually no progress in 
resolving differences between the 
two sides since Shultz met in 
Washington last month with Soviet 
Foreign Minister Eduard A. She¬ 
vardnadze. 

The official blamed a lack of 
cooperation on the Soviet side. 
Tm not one for bashing the 


helped soften the blow tor the 
U.S. tobacco industry, rising to a 
record 1(X).2 billion cigarettes in 
1987, a 56 percent jump from 64.3 
billion in 1986.

The Tassion of Rodingot 
underway Wednesday, as perhaps 
the most important piece arrived at 
the Lakeview museum. Rodin, one 
of the foremost impressionest 
painters and sculptors helped to 
bridge the gap between the 
stringent, rigid rules of the 17th 
century to the more modem, 
creative art that exists today. 

niie Thinker, Rodin’s most 
famous, sculpture, was installed in 
front of Lakeview on the front 
yard. The sculpture, one of 12 ori¬ 
ginal castings of the actual statue, 
was mounted on a platform via a 
crane. 

The exhibition, which is only 
one of two sites in the country (the 
other being Memphis, Tennessee) 
was made possible by the Gary k. 
Carlotta J. Bielfeldt Foundation in 
Peoria, begins on May 1 and runs 
through July 3. 

Many of the pieces, which 
include The Kiss, a statue show¬ 
ing a man and woman nude while 
kissing, caused a scandal at the 
Chicago World’s Fair in 1893. 
They are on loan from the B. 
Gerald Cantor collection. 

Cantor, a Wall Street business¬ 
man, and his wife Iris, have the 
world’s largest privately owned 
collection at 700 works. He began 
his collection with the purchase of 
"Hand of God" first for $95, eigh¬ 
teen months after being impressed 
with it one day while wandering 
through the Metrof)olitan Museum 
of Art with some time to kill. 

He has contributed immensely 
by supporting studies of the sculp¬ 
tor at Stanford University under 
Albert E. Elsen, Ph.D. Elsen will 
deliver the lecture for the exhibi¬ 
tion on its opening date at 2 p.m. 

Other pieces for the exhibition 
are being contributed by Stanford 
University, Rutgers University, the 
Metropolitan Museum of Art in 
New York, the Museum of Fine 
Arts in Houston, and the Art Insti¬ 
tute of Chicago. 

The sculptor himself was an 
incredibly diverse man. Rodin 
(1840-1917) began with meager 
means, and ended up changing the 
face of modem art. 


Rodin made his public debut as 
a sculptor in 1877, nearly halfway 
through his life. He often said that 
his mission was to "unfreeze" 
sculpture by making it look like it 
was flowing with life. 

Rodin was bom to a lower mid¬ 
dle class family in Paris, and his 
talent for art was soon recognized 
as he used bits of bread dough to 
form tiny figures. 

His education was minimal, and 
instead taught himself literature, 
history, and art through intense 
reading. Rodin also formed several 
great friendships with artists and 
writers of the age. Claude Monet 
was perhaps his greatest friend 
often considered by Rodin to be 
his spiritual twin. 

Rodin’s formal art training was 
limited to three years at the Ecole 
des Desseins at the tender age of 
14. He tried to enter the presti¬ 
gious Ecole des Beaus-Arts, but 
his style was not in favor wiffi the 
jurors, and failed each time. 

Rodin then went to work for 
other established sculptors and 
stone masons as an ornament 
maker or a technician. He contin¬ 
ued to sculpt, while visiting Paris 
Galleries to study the works of the 
masters. 

He entered a sculpture in 1864 
in the Salon competition. The 
powerful jurors judging the contest 
could m^e or break an artist. 
Rodin’s sculpture of an ugly work¬ 
man who posed for him was 
rejected when Rodin refused to 
tamper with the statue. He later 
entitled the statue ''Man with a 
Broken Nose," carved it in marble 
and won praise at the Bmssels 
Salon of 1872. 

In 1870 the Franco-Prussian 
War intermpted Rodin’s work. He 
was released later from the army 
because of poor eyesight. When 
he got out, there was no work for 
sculptors in France, so he followed 
his former employer Belieuse to 
Belgium and continued to work for 
him a» a technician.

When he returned to ^his home¬ 
land, there was now an acceptance 
of his ideas. Rodin’s first sculpture 
was nrhe Age of Bronze,^ that 
won him acclaim in 1877. The 
conflict was that the male figure 
was so real, people accused Rodin 
of using a cast impression of a real 


person. 

Rodin’s personal life was some¬ 
what Bohemian. He was capable of 
friendships with women, yet would 
not discourage a reputation as a 
womanizer. Rodin had met Rose 
Beuret when they were ' very 
young, and she remained faithful 
to him as his mistress for nearly 
50 years. Rodin made their rela¬ 
tionship permanent, marrying her a 
scant 2 weeks before her death, 
and a year before his own.

Salem 66 delivers morbidness 


Fiction contains 
social comment

Musically, 'T^Jatural Disasters, 
National Treasures,'' the new LP 
by Salem 66, isn’t as aggressive as 
"A Ripping Spin" or "Frequency 
and Urgency." The tension is 
somewhat more sublimated, and 
less obvious amid the squall and 
grunge of this latest release, but it 
is, nonetheless, a powerful record. 

Upon first listening to this 
album, the listener will be most 
impressed by the intricate lyrical 
composition. One minute it’s 
incredibly profound, the next, dis¬ 
turbingly morbid. Judy Grunwald 
and Beth Kaplan create a vocal 
strain reminiscent of Throwing 
Muses’ "The Fat Skier" LP, while 
Grunwald and Tim Condon lash 
out dual guitars in the style of That 
Petrol Emotion. 

"Isabella" and "Secret" are the 
strongest tracks on the first side. 
"Here’s the story of Isabella/ She 
kept her lover’s head/ After her 
brothers had murdered him/ She 


dug it up from a forest bed/ 
Combed his hair, wiped the mulch/ 
From his eyes/ Buried it in a 
flowerpot which/ She watered 
when she cried ..." 

"Secret" opens with a beautiful 
piece of guitar work, and then 
plunges into an after-the-fact inter¬ 
rogation of a friend who’s commit¬ 
ted suicide. "No one has come 
close to knowing you today/ What 
is a secret/ What I should have 
said to you/ Now it’s too late ... 
Did you cry when you were flying/ 
Off the bridge into the sand/ You 
suffered forever/ But you didn’t 
wait long." 

The tendency toward murky 
lyrics, laced with paradox and pro¬ 
phecy, is abandoned, momentarily, 
in "You Can’t Take It With You." 
This is a relatively straightforward 
song, as close as Salem 66 comes 
to a "love" song. 

On side two, "George Wash¬ 
ington Slept Here" stands out 


because it is as much a poem as it 
is a rock and roll tune. "Mountains 
surround the car/ You can tell by 



the absence of stars/ I saw a hawk 
wheel by/ In the moonlight ... I 
had a party this year/ I gave my 
favors out/ While I watched you 
wolf me down/ I held on to my 
heart." To be honest, this reviewer 
was so impressed with the songs 
on the album, he had to fight the 
temptation to just print out all the 
lyrics and say, "Here, see your¬ 
self. Is this great or what? " 

"Suffering Bastard" is a seeth¬ 
ing, angry song, that ends with an 
insightful observation that the sub¬ 
ject of the song can’t admit to. 
"You turn your head, your stoic 
face/ For a brave front inside you 
pay/ Wise eyes shut every day/ To 
be you you’ve got to be that way." 

I recommend this album to any¬ 
one, period. You’ll be sorry you 
didn’t discover them sooner.

"All fields of fiction contain 
social commentary. It’s difficult to 
write any fiction without social 
commentary, either conscious or 
unconscious," said Phillip Jose 
Farmer, leading science fiction 
author, last Friday to an audience 
of science fiction readers. 

Farmer, a native Peorian and 
Bradley graduate, hosted a panel 
discussion with writer Timothy 
Zahn, critic Gary Wolf and 
moderator Dr. Edgar Chapman, 
professor of English and Foreign 
Languages, in the Neumiller 
Chapel for 50 enthusiast science 
fiction readers and aspiring writ¬ 
ers. The panel discussed how 
social views are mixed in their 
futuristic writings. 

"If you invent a world, you 
have to be making a comment of 
this world," Farmer said. 

Farmer said science fiction 
writers create societies of the 
future, where other writers are res¬ 
tricted in the past and present real¬ 
ism. Science fiction affords much 
greater opportunity insert social 
commentaiy in a thought up 
society. Publishing houses are not 
as receptive to book ideas as they 
were in the past said Farmer. Pub¬ 
lishers are looking for profit and 
are not willing to take a chance on 
a new writer or idea. 

"If you just have a good social 
idea, it could be put anywhere, as 
in editorial writing, you have to 
develop your idea into a story," 
Wolf said. "Stories now seem to 
be a rejection of our current 
society."

Writers have little hope for 
today’s society according to 
Farmer. "It’s no damn good." 

Farmer, a Bradley graduate 
during the 50s, was awarded the 
Most Promising Newcomer Award 
in 1953 and received two other 
Hugo Awards for his science 
fiction writings in 1968 and 1972. 

"Science fiction writers aren’t 
prophets, some have made predic¬ 
tions, we’re not good at prophecy, 
but we are good at commentary," 
Farmer said. 

The panel discussion was spon¬ 
sored by the Illinois Humanities 
Council. 

"Every writer is unique," 
Farmer said. "Even if they’re writ¬ 
ing for money they will put in 
their own world view, showing the 
reader the way they see the 
world." 

Farmer said commentary 
appears in all forms of writing. 
People never get reality in the 
newspapers, he said, that’s a rea¬ 
son for the popularity of reading 
fantasy. 

"Social commentary at one 
level is a little offensive to some¬ 
one that likes science fiction 
because it’s suppose to be fim," 
said Gary Wolf, literary critic and 
Pilgrim Award winner for lifetime 
scholarship. "In some ways sci¬ 
ence fiction is better to get social 
commentary across, in other ways 
it’s not." 

Farmer said writers have the 
more freedom than other time in 
science fiction history. 

"Now you can come up with 
any idea, and if it is good you 
have an excellent chance to get it 
published in magazines," farmer 
said.

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Big Bang explained Report 


By Kemper Kirkpatrick 

The Big Bang that created the 
Universe and our existance, has 
only recently been explained as a 
close network of elementary parti¬ 
cles, said Dr. David Schamm, the 
worlds formost cosmologist, Tues¬ 
day night to students and faculty. 

Cosmology is an all- 
encompassing explanination of the 
existance of nature. Schamm, phy¬ 
sics professor from University of 
Chicago, explained to a packed 
Neumiller Chapel the recently 
discovered facts about the explo¬ 
sion that began life. 

'We live as a life epic,'' 
Schamm said. ''Life as we know it 
will only exist for a few million 
years, a special epic to be here to 
analyze ..." 

Fifteen years ago, scientists 
were unable to explain the reasons 
for the Big Bang, Schamm said. It 
wasn’t until scientist Fred Hoyle 
discovered the radiation left over 
from the Big Bang explosion on 
radar in 1965 that theories were 
developed. Recently, research in 
atoms has provid^ answers to 
some of the questions surrounding 
the theory. 

In the past, there has been 
many different theories and experi¬ 
ments concerning cosmology. 
However, new research discoveries 
have unified the science. 

'Tor the first time in the his¬ 
tory of evolution anyone can sit 
down and perform a set of experi¬ 
ments and find the same cosmol¬ 
ogy,'' Schanun said. 

The theory behind the Big Bang 
that began our universe is 
explained within elementary parti¬ 
cle physics Schamm,said. A cer¬ 
tain number of atom particles came 
together at the right instant to 
create the environment we live in. 


Schamm said a difference of 
decimal points between these 
parameters determinded whether or 
not we would be here to speak 
about the Big Bang today. 

There are three types of param¬ 
eters Big Bang could have taken 
depending on amount of energy. 
One parameter, Schanun 
explained, is like that of an Inter- 
-contental Ballistic Missle. The 
relation of time and density would 
create a Big Bang in which all 
matter would propel outward, then 
the matter would return in a Big 
Crunch of gravitational pull. 

The second parameter would

said Bradley doesn’t target Asian 
Americans in minority recmiting 
because they don’t have the same 
problems as other minorities. 

Bradley’s retention rate for 
Black students in 1987 was 87.2 
percent, compared with 89.2 per¬ 
cent for white students and 89 per¬ 
cent for all students, according to 
the report. 

'1 think (the report) demon¬ 
strates the commitment Bradley 
already has to the minority popula¬ 
tion ... the success of various pro¬ 
grams and our commitment to the 
future of these programs," Gaisky 
said. 

The report was prepared by 
Goldberg after a request by 
President Martin Abegg. The 
report extensively outlines (121 
pages) existing minority student 
programs and lists new programs 
(4 pages) under consideration. 

Programs being considered are 
nursing student and inner city 
teacher scholarship programs. Bo^ 
involve financial assistance in 
return for employment at specified, 
prearranged locations. 

Goldberg also has authorized 
matching funds for a Higher Edu¬ 
cation Cooperative Act program 
which encourages community col¬ 
lege minority students to seek 
higher degrees. That projwsd 
needs approval by the Illinois 
Association of Graduate Schools 
before funds would be available. 

Another proposal says minority

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Bradley students, "would be sent 

to cooperating students for enroll¬ 
ment in the Ph.D. and DBA Pro¬ 
grams. Joint financing by the Gra¬ 
duate School and Bradley Univer¬ 
sity would be provided. Upon 
(Graduation), the students would 
be obligated to return to Bradley 
as faculty members — one year^for 
each of graduate study support." 

Other suggestions involved 
incorporating minority participa¬ 
tion and awareness in new faculty 
training and faculty searches. Cor¬ 
porate lectureship and visiting 
scholar programs were also in the 
report. 

The report said, "Although 
(Bradley) places a high priority on 
these programs, funds for all pur¬ 
poses are extremely limited and we 
are, therefore, precluded from 
introducing many programs of 
merit." 

"There is no question in my 
mind that the University is com¬ 
mitted to implementing these pro¬ 
grams..." G^sky said. He said no 
timetable was available. 

Under existing programs, 
minority student recruitment is tar¬ 
geted in Chicago and St. Louis, 
die report said. 

Gaisky said more programs like 
Project Opportunity are needed for 
Bradley and all universities nation¬ 
wide. Project Opportunity, spon¬ 
sored by Bradley, ICC, and the 
Tri-County Urban League, "is 
designed to promote science. Math 
and health career preparation for 
minority high school students in 
central Illinois," according to the 
report. 


Under "programs, activities and 

services," the report said "in Fis¬ 
cal Year 1987-88, SABRC pro¬ 
vided 20.7 percent of its total allo¬ 
cations to minority student pro¬ 
grams and activities." Groups 
receiving those funds were listed, 
but not specific funded events. 

The status of the Garrett Center 
was assessed, funding listed 
($40,000 in last 2 years), and 
needed repairs listed. 

The current faculty recruitment 
policy was outlined as follows: 
"Recruiting is conducted by each ' 
of the academic departments. 
Qualifications are highly special¬ 
ized by academic area and only 
peers in the same discipline are 
able to make effective judgements. 
Nevertheless, each department is 
required to follow affirmative 
action procedures as outlined. 
This is monitored carefully by the 
Deans of each college, the Provost 
and Vice President for Academic 
Affairs and by the Affirmative 
Action Officer. 

"Vacancy notices are posted ir 
the learned journals, in the 
appropriate, the vacancies are 
listed with the NAACP, Peoria 
Tri-County Urban League, Illinoh 
State Employment Agency, anc 
other local and regional sources. 
Notices of vacancies are also sent 
to universities with predominantly 
black enrollment." 

Academic programs were out¬ 
lined, and the report said it is 
important that students leave Brad¬ 
ley "with a better understanding of 
the history, culture and contribu¬ 
tions of black Americans."

Recruits how must 
focus on classes

Since its introduction to the college athletics scene two years ago. 
Proposition 48 has been a stumbling block in the recruiting process for 
many schools. 

And now the rule which demands that high school recruits pass 
minimum academic requirements to become eligible looms large in 
Bradley’s plans for next season. 

Of the six freshmen that have commuted to play at Bradley next sea¬ 
son, only one has met all academic requirements. Roman Beach, a 6- 
foot-3 forward from Albequerque, N.M., scored well enough on his 
ACT last fall to qualify for eligibility. 

The National Collegiate Athletics Association rule requires that an 
incoming freshman athlete score a 15 or higher on the ACT or a 780 or 
higher on the SAT to participate in team play. Along with sufficient test 
scores, an athlete must also pass a core group of classes at the high 
school level. 

'We don’t anticipate any problems grade-wise," assistant coach 
Marty GQlespie said Wednesday. 'We expect all of our recruits to pass 
their tests and be playing for us next season." 

Which means that the other five seniors must concentrate on passing 
their college entrance tests this spring. All have met their requirements 
on their core classes, Gillespie said. 

'We wouldn’t have signed them if we didn’t think that they couldn’t 
do it in the classroom," he said. "We need people who are going to 
come in and play right away." 

All five took tests last weekend and will have to wait for at least a 
month to receive the results. If any of the recruits fail to meet the 
minimum requirements, there will be more opportunities this summer to 
take the tests. 

Dion Thurman, a 6-foot-5 forward from Burlington (Iowa) 
Southeastern Junior College, needs only to graduate this spring to 
become eligible. 

Xanthus Houston, a 6-foot-9 forward/center, and 6-foot teanunate 
Scott Goodson both took the ACT on Saturday, Houston for the first 
time. Dennis Miller (5-foot-11 guard from Watseka), Daniel Meyers (6- 
foot-5 forward from Grand Prairie Texas) and Craig Lillie (6-foot-5 
guard from Cleveland, Texas) also took their tests Saturday.

The University community includes honor 
societies and fraternities such as Delta Tau Delta, 
which does not have a house. Delta Tau Delta uses 
the Student Center on a regular basis to hold its 
chapter meetings. However, the fraternity too has 
made arrangements to use Sisson Hall until the Stu¬ 
dent Center renovation is completed. 

Eric Vandermay, president of Delta Tau Delta, 
said he knew about the Student Center closing at the 
beginning of the school year and expected little prob¬ 
lems. 

'The biggest problem that will concern us is Fall 


Kush. We usually have it in the Student Center," 
Vandermay said. 

Other fraternities and student organizations, who 
use the Student Center Ballroom to hold events such 
as Greek Week activities and feature guest speakers, 
will be turned to other eampus buildings, according to 
Sassorossi. 

John Kuntz, director of conference facilities, said 
large groups will have to hold activities in Robertson 
Memorial Field House, Neumiller Chapel and Clin 
Hall. Smaller groups will be sent to classrooms in 
Bradley Hall and the Garrett Center. 

'We’ll work out the occasional conflicts as they 
come to us," Kuntz said. 

Campus Crusade, a regular user of the Student 
Center on Thursday nights, is not certain where they 
will meet next year. 

Eric Jost, a member of campus crusade, said, 
"We are probably going to use the basement of Willi¬ 
ams Hall and the Alumni Center." 

As for the Peoria community, Sassorossi said 
Peoria area high schools have used the Student Center 
Ballroom to hold proms. 

Rob Bertram, director of orientation and advise¬ 
ment, said he is prepared for the inconveniences that 
may occur during this summer’s orientation activities. 

"We will be in the dormitories and Bradley Hall 
a lot more than we have been in the past, Bertram 
said. "It’s not the best place, but it will be good 
enough. It will definitely be worth the wait." 

Cheerleading camps, Stan Albeck’s basketball 
camps, the volleyball team, and the Forensic Institute 
all have used the Student Center cafeterias in the past 
summers. However, Bertram said they will switch to 
Williams Hall this summer.

Divestiture adds to 
apartheid problems

One of the most popular political issues on today’s largely apathetic 
college campuses is South African apartheid. Usually the students call for 
divestiture of the college’s South Aftican investments. Unfortunately, this 
is probably the wrong solution to a sticky moral issue. 

Divestiture has exactly the opposite effect as intended. Supposedly, 
the removal of U.S. finances will pressure the South African government 
to reform its racist policies. The truth is, this approach has shown to be 
unsuccessful. 

In capitalist economies like South Africa and the U.S., the golden 
rule is: Money talks and bullsh*t walks. Money is one of the quickest 
ways to achieve results. 

When U.S. businesses divest their South African assets, they are 
eliminating their ability to influence South African politics. American 
companies, which tend to be less racist than their South African counter¬ 
parts, are some of the more equitable employers in that country. By leav¬ 
ing the South African economy, they are withdrawing the opportunities 
they offer to blacks. 

At the same time, when a company divests, they must seek a new 
investor. This new investor is obviously not bother^ by apartheid, or 
they wouldn’t be investing in South Africa. When U"lS. companies sell 
their South African assets, they are selling them to South Africans, or 
others tolerant of apartheid. >\^en we divest, we are putting economic 
power in the hands of the very people perpetuating racism in South 
Africa. 

American multinationals divesting their South African subsidiaries 
often turn the subsidiaries over to South African management. By with¬ 
drawing their financial support, U.S. companies are withdrawing their 
influence in the operations, and therefore the racial policies of South 
Africa. 

Also, South Africa is the sole or major producer of several impor¬ 
tant goods in the Western bloc, especially rare ores needed for the U.S. 
defense industry. It is unrealistic to expect the U.S. government to jeop¬ 
ardize a country as strategically important as South Africa. Our govern¬ 
ment has a long history of overlooking human rights violations in impor¬ 
tant pro-U.S. nations, as long as these countries continue to support U.S. 
policies. , 

The best solution to apartheid would be increased U.S. investment, 
in effect, buying influence in South African politics. If U.S. businesses* 
increased their South African assets until South Africa became dependent 
on U.S. investment, the U.S. would have a greater role in South African 
politics. If each U.S. investor insisted on equal opportunity in his South 
African investments, the tide of oppression in South Africa could begin 
to ebb. 

Money talks, and the only way to having a louder voice against 
South African apartheid is to have the money, the economic influence to 
persuade Botha’s government that an end to apartheid would be in their 
best interests. 

Rather than dumping our South African interests and talking about 
human rights violations, we should take an active, constructive role in 
South Africa’s reform. The only language Botha’s government will under¬ 
stand is a kick where it hurts it most, in the wallet. 
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1,000 freshmen expected in fall

Bradley University admimstra- 
tors are optimistic about the possi¬ 
bility of increased enrollment from 
freshmen and transfer students next 
year. 

"We are confident that we 
could have over 1000 freshmen 
and over 310 transfer students 
enrolled in the University next 
year," Dr. Alan Gaisky, associate 
proves- for student affairs, said. 

"From the 18th of April 
through the second week in May is 
a critical time period for the 


University," Gaisky said. "We 
normally receive between 35 and 
40 percent of our tuition deposits 
during this time." 

Last fall, 965 freshmen enrolled 
at Bradley and 825 freshmen 
enrolled in the fall of 1986. Gaisky 
said there is a major factor contri¬ 
buting to the enrollment increase. 
'The number of out of state stu¬ 
dents enrolling has significantly 
improved." he said. 

Gaisky said that most transfer 
students are from community col¬ 


leges. "About 66 percent of our 
transfer students come from com¬ 
munity colleges," Gaisky said, 
"and a large percentage of these 
students come from Illinois Central 
College." 

Gaisky said that the number of 
students enrolled for next year will 
not be complete until August. Gai¬ 
sky also said the University will 
remain conhdent that the freshmen 
enrollment will exceed 1000 and 
that the transfer enrollment will 
exceed 310 students.

Renovation keep 
Burgess vacant

Renovations of the Student Center and the Cullom-Davis Library 
have delayed any final plans for the vacant basement of Burgess Hall. 

The basement has remained unoccupied since the move of the Center 
for Career Development to the first floor of Burgess in October of 1987. 
Until now, the space has been used only for brief meetings, says Ron 
Doerzaph, technical planning assistant for Bradley University. 

After the center’s move, there was no immediate interest in the 
space. Doerzaph says the basement isnt the most opportune space 
because of problems with ventilation. 

At this time, the space is being held to accommodate the overflow 
from the renovations of the Student Center and the library. The space 
may be used as a satellite during renovation, Doerzaph said. It will be 
put to use on a temporary basis for relocating people or books. 

Doerzaph said several organizations on campus have expressed 
interest in the space. An extensive layout was prepared,for the depart¬ 
ment of psychology. "However, they don’t think the space would be any 
better than what they have now," he said. 

The ROTC has also expressed interest in the space and has initiated 
a proposal through the College of Liberal Arts and Sciences that will be 
considered by the administration. Major William Helmrath of the ROTC 
said a plan was submitted through Dean Max Kele. 

'The space was offered to us contingent upon other needs of the 
University. With some minor changes, the area offers real potential for 
growth for us," Helmrath said. The ROTC is presently located in 
Holmes Hall. 

Student Activities has also requested use of the space in Burgess. 
Peggy Sassorossi, director of student activities, said there was a request 
through Dr. Gaisky for space on a short term basis to handle the 
overflow from the Student Center. 

Although nothing final has been decided, tentative use of the space 
has been designated for overflow from the Student Center and the 
Library.

Mr. Hoffman, I did not forget the 
events you listed as examples of Soviet 
expansionism. By focusing on the evils 
of American foreign policy, I was hop¬ 
ing to shed some light on historical 
events that many people are unaware 
of. 


Mr. Hoffman, leave the historical 
interpretations to those who know what 
they’re talking about. If you must 
attack me, please do so by stating the 
facts, not by calling me an ''un- 
American.'" Facts and historical 
interpretations 1 can prove or disprove. 
McCarthyist emotions and lack of intel¬ 
ligence I cannot. 

Mr. Hoffman, of the events you 
listed as examples of Soviet expansion¬ 
ism, the invasions of Hungary, 
Czechoslovakia and Afghanistan would 
I only consider cases of expansionism. 

The Berlin Wall and blockade came 
after the U.S. failed to sign a treaty 
which officially end the war with Ger¬ 
many and re-unite the German nation. 
Soviet Premier Krushchev repeatedly 
demanded that the U.S. and its 
Western allies sign.a treaty. When the 
West failed to act, Krushchev didn’t. A 


treaty was signed between East Ger¬ 

many and the Warsaw Pact nations, 
which officially ended the war and 
created the German Democratic Repub¬ 
lic (East Germany). The resulting 
conflicts were the fault of all nations 
involved, not just the Soviet Union. 

The shooting down of the Korean 
Airliner was an example of military 
personnel acting without authorization. 
It’s similar to the Mai Lai Massacre 
where U.S. servicemen murdered inno¬ 
cent Vietnamese women and children. 
Both events are inhuman acts, yet nei¬ 
ther of these cases are examples of 
expansionism by either nation. 

Mr. Hoffman sounds to me like the 
typical "guts and guns" conservative 
who is too ignorant to listen to criti¬ 
cism of his nation. His mind is too 
small to provide factual arguments. He 
relies on knee-jerk emotions and 
ignorance to attack those he disagrees 
with. 

I must point out that Mr. Hoffman 
failed to address any of the points I 
raised in my column on April 15. He 
failed to prove any of nriy facts wrong. 

I stand uncorrected. 

Now the letter from Mr. Prehn. 
First, let me apologize to anyone Tve 
offended for naming Chiang Kai Shek, 
rather than Ho Chi Minh, as the leader 
of N. Vietnam. It was an unfortunate 
error, however, the facts I sited are 
indeed correct. Ho Chi Minh asked the 
U.S. for aid. When we turned him 
down, he turned to China and the 
Soviet Union. 

The Cuban Missile Crisis occurred 
because, following the failed U.S.

Computer Lab 

Dear Editor, 

Dawn Alroth’s letter about computer 
laboratories (April • 22 Scout) raises 
valid questions and concerns, and I 
would like to respond. 

It is true that there are a number of 
computer laboratories, and it is also 
true that they are not all managed 
alike. Some of the laboratories are gen¬ 
eral access facilities managed in whole 
or in part by Computing Services. The 
laboratories in Morgan 205, Baker 
201, Jobst 302B, and Westlake 313 are 
of this type. All members of the Brad¬ 
ley University community may use 
these laboratories when they are open 
(a schedule is available from the con¬ 
sultants in Morgan 205). 

Other laboratories on campus are 
funded and supported by specific 
departments and colleges primarily for 
direct support of their own programs. 
Some of those departments may be wil¬ 
ling to allow people who are not con¬ 
nected with those programs to use the 
laboratories anyhow, but Computing 
Services cannot refer people to those 
laboratories. People wanting to use 
those laboratories, therefore, would 
need to contact the appropriate college 
or department. 

Our hourly "head counts" suggest 
that even the busy Morgan Hall labora¬ 
tory is not heavily used except for cer¬ 
tain times of day at the peak of the 
semester (at 10 a.m. on Friday, April 
22, for instance, not one of the 8 rc’s 
available in that laboratory was in 
use!). In fact, the Jobst 302B labora¬ 
tory is so lightly used that we have 
decided to close it for the rest of the 
semester rather than overspend our stu¬ 
dent help budget. 

We are aware of the problem with 
the letter quality printer in Baker 201. 


The parts to repair it were ordered last 

December, but we have not received 
them as of Apiil 22. This is a frustrat¬ 
ing, but (unfortunately) not uncommon, 
problem over which we have no con¬ 
trol. We will, of course, install the 
parts as soon as we receive them. 

We try to keep our laboratories well 
maintained and equipped with the 
resources you need. We think that, in 
general, we’re doii^ a good job of that. 
But occasionally something may slip 
through the cracks, and if it’s the one 
thing you need, there’s no comfort in 
knowing that most things are right. If 
you have questioDS, comments, or 
suggestions, please share them with us!

Area youths confess to local crimes

Although there are drastic 
differences between Dr. Paul 
Kasambira’s home of Zimbabwe, 
Africa, and his present home in 
Peoria, he has assimilated well and 
genuinely enjoys teaching at Brad¬ 
ley. 

After receiving a teaching 
certificate at the University of 
Rhodesia Institute of Education, he 
ventured to, the United States, 
where he attended Taylor Univer¬ 
sity in Indiana and earned a 
bachelor’s degree in English and 
French. 

At Ball State University, he 
earned his masters’ and doctorate 
in teacher education and educa¬ 
tional psycholo^. Kasambira’s 
specialties include secondary edu¬ 
cation and counseling, as well as 
multi-cultural education. 

This 46-year-old father of three 
began to teach at Bradley in 1979. 
He said, 'lEverywhere I go I’m 
proud to represent Bradley Univer¬ 
sity.'' 

Not only is Kasambira the asso¬ 
ciate professor of education, but 
also the director of minority stu¬ 
dents services. He said he is very 
pleased by his association with the 
minority students and is "very 
appreciative of the central adminis¬ 
tration for trying to provide mean¬ 
ingful learning experiences for 
minorities." 

Kasambira is eager to make 
known his zeal for teaching, espe¬ 
cially at Bradley. He said, "Stu¬ 
dents become my friends rather 
than subordinates. Bradley allows 
me to grow professionally." One 
of the many positive aspects of 
Bradley, Kasambira said, is that 
services are available for him to 
get his work published.

Kasambira said educational 
social and economic differences 
abound between the United States 
and Zimbabwe. In the realm of 
education, Zimbabwe’s British sys¬ 
tem focuses on a student’s major as 
opposed to the United States’ 
comprehensive, liberal arts 
approach to education. Kasambira 
said, "I would go along with the 
American system of education, but 
it may be confusing for someone 
who can’t make decisions." 
Ideally, a combination of the Brit¬ 
ish education system would be 
most effective, Kasambira said. 

Another aspect of education 
unique to Zimbabwe, Kasambira 
said, "is that often students fight to 
stay in school while students in the 
U.S. fight to stay out." 

This former indigent of Zim¬ 
babwe also notices distinct social 
differences between his homeland 
and the United States. He said the 
extended family is the center of 
life and is responsible for educat¬ 
ing relatives, whereas the United 
States emphasizes the nuclear fam- 

iiy* 

Kasambira said parents of Zim¬ 
babwe children are more involved 
and concerned with student pro¬ 
gress. Since Zimbabwe’s indepen¬ 
dence in 1980, the socialist 
government has assumed much of 
the educational responsibilities. 

Kasambira said education has 
been integrated in Zimbabwe, 
which he sees as a positive change. 
When Zimbabwe, formerly Rho¬ 
desia, was a colonial government 
of Great Britain, particular schools 
for whites, Asians, Indians and 
blacks were built in an effort to 
segregate. After 12 years of civil 
war, a socialist government is in 


power and the black majority is in 
control rather than the former 
white minority. 

Kasambira compared Zimbabwe 
to South Africa when he said, 
"What South Africa is today, Rho¬ 
desia was before the 1980 indepen¬ 
dence. " 

When asked about racial 

discrimination both here and in 
Zimbabwe, Kasambira said a tour¬ 
ist to Zimbabwe would not even 
know there was any racial bigotry 
in that country. 

As far as the United States is 
concerned, he said, "What makes 
this country different is that there 
are laws against discrimination, 

whereas in Zimbabwe there aren’t 
laws. The law will take its 

course." 

Economically, Zimbabwe is 

suffering and Kasambira attributes 
its problems to very little industry, 
a lack of natural resources, and a 
lack of diversified economy. 

Aside from his love for teach¬ 
ing, Kasambira has an interesting 
familiar story. Kasambira is a 
twin, and years ago, in his village, 
it was typical for one of the twins 
to be Idlled. Kasambira and his 
twin brother may be one of the 
first set of twins to survive. He 
chided, "My twin brother and I 
would like to think we are the 
lucky ones." He said the practice 
of killing one of the twins has 
ended "with the comdng of white 
people." 

This summer, Kasambira will 
travel to England to explore the 
possibility of offering education

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Derby Days freed from its feminist critic

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Kentucky denies 
making payment 


Cold plagues netters at NIU 


Ha 


(CPS) -- University of Ken¬ 
tucky President David Roselle pro¬ 
fess^ April 14 to know nothing 
about an anonymous $1,000 cash 
gift to a star high school basketball 
player who will enroll at the 
university next fall. 

A "mistake"' in an athlete 
recruiting brochure led a Univer¬ 
sity of Southern California faculty 
member to accuse campus 
recruiters of being sexist last 
week. 

The problems at Kentucky 
began March 31, when Emery 
Worldwide Air Freight employees 
in Los Angeles noticed a package 
they were processing had broken 
open. 

On further inspection, they 
found the package contained 
$1,(X)0 in cash. The package was 
addressed to Claud Mills, father of 
much-recruited Chris Mills, 
California’s high school player of 
the year for the 1987-88 basketball 
season. 

The package was sent by 
Dwane Casey, a UK assistant 
basketball coach. 

"We don’t recruit that way," 
Casey said when asked about the 
package. "I have never, ever put 
any money in a package." 

Claud Mills, whose son signed 
an agreement to go to Kentucky 
last November, said he knew noth¬ 


ing of the package, either. 

Roselle, meanwhile, called the 
National Collegiate Athletic Asso¬ 
ciation (NCAA) to investigate the 
matter. The NCAA, which sets 
recruiting rules for member 
schools, had reprimanded UK in 
February for "minor" violations of 
the rules. 

At use. Professor Helen 
Horowitz officially complained last 
week about athletic department 
brochures advertising for women 
students to - become a "USC 
recruiting hostess" to show pros¬ 
pective USC athletes around the 
Los Angeles campus. 

Such hostess programs were 
criticized as little more than dating 
services for high school recruits at 
the University of Georgia and 
Southern Methodist University in 
1985 and 1987, respectively, but 
the charges were never proven. 

"I think (the brochure’s) a mis¬ 
take," said the USC Executive 
Vice Provost Robert Biller. '1 
thought we agreed last year that 
the program would be billed as a 
host and hostess program. " 

'This isn’t a dating service," 
insisted recruiting director Jack 
Himebauch. "It’s strictly a group 
of girls who are interested and can 
lend a different touch to the depart¬ 
ment. "

ens’ team and gave special recogni¬ 
tion to the outstanding efforts of 
senior Cindy Schneider and juniors 
Diane Nale and Jennifer Stoll. 

"As the host of the competition, 
it would have J)een nice if the 
weather could have been better, 
but that was out of our control," 
Nicoll said. "As a whole, I felt the 
team played very well. I think the 
three wins last weekend will boost 
our confidence going into the Gate¬ 
way Conference Championships 
this week." 

Conference play began Thurs¬ 
day for the Lady Braves and will 
conclude on Saturday. There are 
ten teams competing in the double 
elimination tournament and, 
according to Nicoll, the team’s 
goal is to finish among the top five 
teams in the conference. 

While the women are compet¬ 
ing in the conference tournament, 
the mens’ team will be preparing 
for their conference competition by 
challenging DePaul in a dual meet 
on Saturday.

Bradley basketball all-American 
Mersey Hawkins has never been 
one to turn down a challenge. 

Which is why, instead of rest¬ 
ing on the laurels of his past sea¬ 
son, Hawkins participated in the 
Orlando All-Star Classic in Florida 
two weekends ago. 

"He could have easily not 
gone," Bradley head coach Stan 
Albeck said. "With the numbers he 
compiled this season, it could have 
been easy for him to say he had 
nothing to prove. But Hersey’s not 
that type of guy." 

Despite leading the nation in 
scoring during his senior season, 
the pro teams interested in the 6- 
foot-3 guard still had questions. 
Hawkins went to Florida to answer 
them. 

"About all he did down there 
was raise his stock in the NBA 
about $200,000 or $300,000," 
Albeck said. 'It was the general 
consensus of the NBA people that 
Hawk was the best all-around 
player." 

During his three-game all¬ 
tournament team performance, 
Hawkins may have solidified a lot¬ 
tery spot in the June 28 NBA 
draft. The lottery picks, which are 
the first seven in the first round, 
go to the NBA teams that fail to 
make the post-season playoffs. 


Although he scored 25 points in 
leading the Midwest team to a 
championship in the final game, it 
was his performance in a Friday 
loss that most impressed the 
dozens of watchful pro scouts in 
attendance. 

In that game, which the 
Midwest lost when Hawkins’ tip-in 
the buzzer was disallowed, he

Peoria Manual high school star 
Lynn Collins will probably not be 
the last person to receive a Bradley 
basketbdl scholarship. 

In fact, it may be some time 
before any legitimate talent from 
Peoria signs with Bradley. Collins’ 
story is symptomatic of a trend, 
assistant coach Marty Gillespie 
said. 

"The biggest problem with 
signing a hometown kid in a place 
like Peoria," Gillespie said, "is 
that anyone that does it is going to 
be put under a microscope. 

"The media here pays so much 
attention to both high school athlet¬ 
ics and Bradley basketball, that I 
think a lot of kids are scared about 
that. They’re afraid to fail in 
Peoria." 

Peoria athletes have been 
desired by the Bradley coaching 
staff since their arrival last Sep¬ 
tember. 

"If you look at Memphis 
State," head coach Stan Albeck 
said last year, "you’ll see that the 
reason that they’ve been so suc¬ 
cessful is that they’ve been able to 
keep the Memphis high school 
talents at home. I’ve said many 
times that we have to keep the kids 
at home." 

So Albeck and his staff set out 
to do just that, beginning their 


recruitment of Manual s Collins 
and David Booth last spring. They 
also began recruiting Illinois Cen¬ 
tral College and Spalding High 
School’s Jon Baer this winter. 

This fall. Booth, a 6-foot-5 all¬ 
stater, announced that he was , 
going to DePaul. He liked Brad¬ 
ley, he said, but didn’t want to stay 
in Peoria. Baer, a 6-foot-8 for¬ 
ward, turned down a scholarship 
offer from Bradley last Week to 
attend Nevada-Reno. 

"Nothing against Bradley -- I 
like the school and the coaches," 
Baer told the Journal Star. "But I 
grew up around Main Street. I 
just have to get out of here." 

And now, it appears that Col¬ 
lins will also turn down a scholar¬ 
ship offer from Bradley to attend a 
junior college. 

"I think he’s seriously thinking 
about San Jacinto (JUCO) in 
Texas," Gillespie said. "He likes 
Bradley, and we’ve offered him a 
scholarship since the fall, but I 
think he just wants to get out of 
town." 

Collins has added his name to a 
long list of talented players who 
went to school elsewhere. The list 
includes former Illinois stars: 
Doug Altenberger and Tony Wys- 
inger, former Purdue guard Doug 
Lee, Illinois State’s Matt Taphom 
and Notre Dame’s Jamere Jackson. 


Former Southwest Missouri State 
standout Winston Garland, now in 
the NBA, also played at Illinois 
Central College. 

"I can understand why a kid 
would not want to stay here and 
withstand the pressure," Gillespie 
said. "If a guy doesn’t succeed 
here right away, everybody’s going 
to see it quicker than if he’s away 
at another school. It takes a special 
guy to do that. 

"One of these years, that spe¬ 
cial kid is going to come along that 
doesn’t have any doubts in his 
mind that he can play at Bradley. 
Then, hopefully, we can get the 
ball rolling with the local talent." 

Next year would be a good 
year for that to happen because 
Bradley is looking closely at many 
area juniors. But- for now, the 
task is to use the final scholarship 
remaining this spring. 

"We’re not really in any hurry 
to bring somebody in," Gillespie 
said. "If we don’t get anybody, 
we’ll still have had a good recruit¬ 
ing year. We’re not going to bring 
in just anybody to use the scholar¬ 
ship. " 

Bradley has already signed 
Dion Thurman, Dennis Miller and 
Daniel Myers this spring. Xanthus 
Houston, Craig Lillie, Scott Good- 
son and Roman Beach signed last 
fall.
